opportunity  to  revive  and  recognize  the  honours  of  an 
ancient  house,  or  confer  new  ones,  as  it  were,  to  recom- 
pense the  achievements  of  a  Nelson,  a  St.  Vincent,  or 
an  Abercrombie. 

To  your  Majesty,  therefore,  as  the  fountain  of

PRE  FAC  E. 


In  the  feveral  publications  which  have  hitherto  been  made  of 
Extinct  Peerages,  the  enumeration  of  the  titles,  with  the  fucceffion 
of  perfons  and  of  families,  has  been  the  chief  point  of  information  con- 
tained in  them.  It  muft  therefore  be  clearly  evident  to  the  reflecting 
and  contemplative  mind,  that  a  little  further  account  of  such  illuftrious 
characters  as  many  of  our  early  nobility  were,  is  not  only  much 
wanted,  and  defirable,  but  is  of  as  much  fatisfaction  to  perufe  as 
their  mere  names.  For  what  avails  it  being  told,  that  Casfar,  Pompey, 
and  Lucullus,  or  that  Brutus  and  Caffius  lived,  unlefs  we  are  at  the 
fame  time  made  acquainted  with  the  reafon  of  their  names  being  at 
all  worth  the  recording.  If  they  were  celebrated  or  confpicuous  for 
any  glorious  action  ;  for  their  talents,  their  birth,  or  their  rank  in 
the  commonwealth,  it  confequently  follows,  the  Roman  who  could 
derive  himfelf  from  fuch  blood,  had  an  honour  to  boaft,  and  a  lineage 
to  be  proud  of.  Shall  it  then  in  the  prefentday  be  faid,  it  is  a  matter 
of  little  confequence  who  our  anceftors  were  ;  that  the  name,  and  not 
the  merit  is  fufficient  ?  If  fo,  why  mould  we  hold  dear  the  memory 
of  a  Sidney,  or  a  Ruffel  ?  It  might  be  enough,  that  pofterity  fhould 
learn  that  fuch  men  lived  ;  but  that  they  died,  is  the  moft  material 
part  to  be  handed  down  ;  for,  although  their  lives  were  honourable, 
their  deaths,  and  the  caufe  thereof,  were  more  fo.

"  Scarce  can  thofe  deeds  of  fame,  be  call'd  our  own, 
Which  by  our  fires,  and  not  ourfelves  were  done." 

Such  indeed  were  the  words  of  Ajax,  when  contending  with  UlyfTes 

for  the  armour  of  Achilles  ;    and  well  might  they  be  applied  when 
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the  purpofe  was  to  draw  attention  to  himfelf  on  account  of  the  bril- 
liant adion  he  had  fo  lately  performed.  Yet  were  the  literal  force  of 
the  meaning  to  be  for  one  moment  allowed  in  a  general  fenfe,  where 
would  be  the  foundation  of  hereditary  honours  ?  If  dignities  to  defcend 
in  blood  are  conferred  as  a  reward  for  meritorious  fervices,  it  is  that 
the  fuccceding  reprefentativcs  of  the  perfon  ennobled  may  convey  to 
pofterity  a  proot'of  their  country's  gratitude,  their  fovereign's  favour, 
their  forefather's  worth,  and  the  duty  incumbent  on  themfelves  not 
to  debafe  their  defcent  by  their  own  degeneracy.  But  after  all,  when 
the  linea  rec~la  fails,  and  the  title  becomes  extinct,  the  whole  is  the 
fame  as  if  it  never  had  taken  place.  And  were  it  not  for  an  hiftorian 
at  fome  time  to  record,  and  difpolitions  to  explore  the  annals  of  anti- 
quity at  other  times,  the  mod  interefting  parts  of  general  hiftory 
would  be  enveloped  in  a  perfect  chaos  of  oblivion  and  obfeurity. 

Memoirs  of  eminent  men  may  be  confidered  as  materials  effential 
to  the  compoiition  of  hiftory  ;  affording  not  only  a  pleaiing  amufe- 
ment,  but  the  moft  instructive  leflbns.  No  ftudy  can  be,  perhaps, 
better  adapted  to  imprefs  on  the  minds  of  youth  an  early  love  of 
virtue,  and  a  defire  of  being  ufeful  to  mankind  in  general,  or  devoting 
themfelves  particularly  to  the  fervice  of  their  country;  for,  whilft 
contemplating  the  characters  and  actions  of  the  fage  legislator,  the  dif- 
interefted  patriot,  the  intrepid  warrior,  the  perfuafive  orator,  or  the  deep 
philofopher,  the  generous  fpark  kindles  with  fympathetic  emulation, 
and  burns  to  feek  an  opportunity  of  imitating  examples  fo  illuftrious. 
No  nation  has  produced  greater  men,  perhaps,  than  our  own,  efpe- 
cially  in  point  of  prowefs  and  of  patriotifm  :  to  the  firft,  the  chronicles 
of  I'lurope,  Afia,  Africa,  and  America,  bear  ample  teftimony ;  and  the 
effects  of  the  latter  are  enjoyed  at  this  day  in  the  prefervation  of  our 
excellent  conftitution. 

Of  thefe  generous  patriots,  not  the  leaft  diftinguifhed  were  the 
ancient  Barons,  and  our  early  Nobility;  who,  although  they  derived 
their  honours  from  the  crown,  and  were  often  indebted  to  the  muni- 
ficence of  the  king  for  their  poffefrions,  yet,  generally  fpeaking,  neither 
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profit  or  honour  could  tempt  them  to  betray  the  intereft  of  themfelves 
or  pofterity:  but  when  neceffity  required  it,  they  ftridtly,  fteadily,  and 
boldly  oppofed  every  infringement  upon  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the 
Subject,  even  when  attended  with  the  lofs  of  their  eftates  and  lives. 
But  although  fome  fell  victims  to  defpotifm  and  arbitrary  power, 
others  were  found  to  carry  on  the  glorious  cause,  which  terminated 
moft  frequently  in  punifbing  the  authors  of  their  grievances,  and 
ftrengthening  the  liberty  of  the  Subject.  Our  hiffory  affords  many 
inftances  of  this  kind  ;  but  none  more  ftriking  than  the  contention 
between  the  Barons  and  king  John,  which  produced  the  celebrated 
Magna  Charta,  confidered  the  palladium  of  the  Britifh  conftitution. 
To  endeavour  to  preferve  the  characters  of  perfons  of  fuch  high  merit, 
and  to  whom  we  lie  under  fo  great  an  obligation,  is  not  only  an  act 
of  gratitude,  but  a  pleafingly  generous  talk;  particularly  fo  far  as 
relates  to  fuch  noble  families  as  are  now  reputed  extinct,  and  form  the 
object  of  this  work. 

It  is  not,  however,  intended,  from  thefe  obfervations,  to  write  a 
diftinct  hiftory  of  the  life  of  every  individual  who  has  been  elevated 
to  a  title;  it  is  only  in  view  curforily  to  recite  any  peculiar  action  by 
which  he  obtained  celebrity,  or  his  fucceflbrs  adorned  the  coronet,  or 
rofe  in  fame;  and  whilft  prolixity  of  narration  is  avoided,  every  endea- 
vour is  made  to  render  the  information  given,  of  fuch  a  nature,  as  in 
general  may  prove  acceptable  and  interefting.  As  many  ancient  titles 
originally  were  created  by  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament,  thereby 
becoming  defcendable  to  heirs  general  in  fee,  it  is  particularly  meant 
in  the  following  pages  to  pay  attention  to  thofe  breaks  in  defcent,  at 
which  fuch  titles  of  right  appertained  to  female  branches,  although 
very  frequently  they  continued  to  be  ufed  by  the  heir  in  the  male 
line  ;  and  efpecially  when  fuch  male  line  had  been  raifed  to  an  higher 
degree  of  peerage,  and  had  obtained  an  entail  of  the  new  dignity 
"  Sibi  et  haeredibus  fuis  mafculis."  Hence,  when  the  laft  created 
titie  (in  which,  pro  tempore,  were  abforbed  the  others),  has  become 
extinct,  the  baronies  fo  merged  have  too  oftenly  been  fet  down  in  the 
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fame  way,  whilft,  in  fad:,  they  are  only  dormant,  until  the  female 
heir>  if  a  fole  one,  may  think  proper  to  affert  a  claim;  or  otherwife 
are  remaining  in  abeyance,  waiting  the  determination  thereof  by 
application  of  fome  party  or  other  to  his  majefty's  grace  for  that  pur- 
pofe.  It,  however,  not  infrequently  occurs,  that  younger  brothers, 
and  female  branches  through  their  alliances,  in  a  very  fhort  revolvement 
of  time  fall  into  decay;  their  fortunes  and  fiftuations  in  the  world  be- 
coming very  inferior  to  their  primaeval  fetting  out  in  life ;  when 
flighted  or  fpurned  by  their  more  exalted  relations,  they  pine  in  ob- 
fcurity,  thus  fubmitting,  through  neceffity,  to  the  very  common 
reputation  of  their  own  extinction.  Wherefore  itfometimes  falls  out, 
that  at  the  time  of  becoming  abfolutely  the  next  heir  to  an  old  title, 
ignorance  and  poverty  have  contributed  to  render  the  party  totally 
unaware  of  its  fucceffional  rights.  To  this  point  many  inftances 
might  be  adduced.  That  of  De  Courcy  is  a  well-known  ftory ;  who 
at  the  period  of  being  the  next  heir  to  the  Kinfale  barony,  was  in 
fome  very  low  employ  in  one  of  the  royal  dock  yards;  and  one  of  the 
lords  Hunfdon  was  an  apprentice  to  a  Weaver  when  he  became  the 
next  heir  to  that  title.  Should  remotenefs  of  confanguinity  be  then 
contemned  ?  or  is  the  refearch  after  the  reprefentatives  of  our  family 
difgraceful ;  becaufe  a  few  may  be  found  in  ftations  and  conditions 
not  equally  profperous  with  thofe  of  their  more  fortunate  and  exalted 
kindred  ? 

Wherefore  every  endeavour  has  been  ufed  to  make  as  full  as  poffible 
the  account  of  the  male  and  female  defcents,  about  the  time  at 
at  which  moft  of  the  titles  deemed  extin£l  have  been  ufually  reprefented 
as  fuch,  in  order  that  families,  who  may  be  inclined  to  trace  back 
their  anceftry,  may  have  an  opportunity  of  comparing  their  own  re- 
fearches  with  thofe  ftatements  and  genealogical  deducements  made 
in  this  work. 

Titles,  it  is  well  known,  had  their  origin  from  tenure  or  prefcrip- 
tion ;  creation,  by  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament,  or  from  letters 
patent.     Thofe  of  the  firfr.   head,    had  their  termination  for  the  moft 
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part  towards  the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  when  the  ulti- 
timate  fuccefs  of  the  king's  arms  determined  very  much  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  crown.  As  after  the  defeat  of  the  Barons  at  Evefham,  it 
is  faid  to  have  been  enacted,  that  no  Earon  fhould  come  to  parliament 
unlefs  fummoned  by  particular  writ  ;  from  whence  it  was  pretended, 
that  the  right  of  who  were,  or  who  were  not,  to  be  reckoned  "  Inter 
barones  majores,"  was  left  abfolutely  in  the  power  of  the  crown.  But 
the  kings,  fucceflbrs  to  Henry  III.  carried  it  yet  further;  explaining 
it  by  the  charter  of  king  John,  and  claiming  a  power  to  fummons 
"ad  arbitrium,"  any  tenant  "per  baroniam"  without  being  obliged 
by  law  to  fummon  him  to  any  future  parliament.  And  accordingly 
the  writ  contains  no  words  in  it,  by  which  it  was  then  underftood 
that  the  perfon  fummoned  was  created  a  parliamentary  baron  for  life, 
and  much  lefs  to  him  and  his  heirs,  as  a  recurrence  to  the  words  ot  the 
writ  itfelf  will  fhew.

It  has  been  Sir  Edward  Coke's  opinion,  that  a  peerage  to  a  man 
and  his  heirs,   was  gained  on  his  being   fummoned  by  this  writ,  and 
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appearing  in  obedience  to  it.  Conformable  to  which  doctrine  have 
been  moft  of  the  decifions  of  claims  to  baronies  thus  originating,  and 
termed  Baronies  in  Fee.  And  in  conformity  to  the  fame  doctrine,  we 
will  now  treat  on  fuch  arguments  as  have  been  urged  where  the  claim 
has  arifen  to  a  barony  of  this  nature,  fallen  into  abeyance  between 
two  or  more  female  coheirs  by  reafon  of  the  failure  of  male  iflue. 

ABEYANCE. 

Abeyance  is  an  heraldic  term,  commonly  made  ufe  of  to  exprefs 
the  inheritance  of  a  title  in  fee  having  become  vefted  in  more  than 
one  female  heir ;  the  fame  as  coparcenary,  at  common  law,  applies  to 
the  coequal  right  to  lands  where  a  perfon  dies  leaving  no  male  iflue, 
but  feveral  daughters,  who  are  then  denominated  coheirs  or  coparce- 
ners, as  one  having  no  greater  claim  than  the  other. 

In  this  realm,  all  earldoms  and  baronies  before  the  Norman  con- 
quell:  were  inheritances  in  fee  fimple,  and  defcended  to  females  as  well 
as  males :  the  Conqueror  at  his  entry  fuffered  them  to  remain  as  he 
found  them,  the  dignity  infeparably  abiding  with  the  fee.  Earls 
and  barons  were  many  years  before  parliaments,  in  fuch  order  as  is 
now  obferved,  of  three  eftates  ;  firft  induced,  according  to  common 
opinion,  by  Henry  III.  They  err,  therefore,  who  aflert  parliaments 
were  the  firft  makers  of  barons,  as  barons  were  rather  the  firft  makers 
of  parliaments.  But  true  it  is,  the  change  of  form  and  perfection  of 
parliament,  became  completed  in  the  time  of  Henry  III.;  for,  in 
his  days  almoft  all  the  ancient  barons  were  wafted  and  confumed; 
partly  by  being  tranflated  and  advanced  into  higher  degrees,  and 
partly,  and  efpecially,  by  the  wars  about  the  49th  of  his  reign.  So 
by  decay  of  old,  and  by  plenty  of  new  creations,  the  writs  of  fummons 
grew  to  be  a  precedent  of  creation  ;  and  becaufe  in  the  writ  implica- 
tive, there  pafleth  an  inheritance  to  the  party  to  whom  it  is  directed, 
the  fame  is  to  be  intended  a  fee  fimple,  unlefs  the  words  are  the  fame 
in  force  to  the  contrary  ;  and  therefore  the  dignity  collated  by  writ 
for  default  of  males,  pafleth  to  females  as  fee  fimple  inheritances   do. 
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Hence  it  is  evident,  that  all  abeyances  can  only  be  of  titles  having 
their  origin  from  fuch  a  fource.  But  it  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  in 
former  times,  when  there  happened  to  be  no  male  heir,  and  there 
were  feveral  females,  the  hufband  of  the  eldeft  female  was  moft  ufually 
fummoned  to  parliament  jure  uxoris.  Yet  at  thefe  latter  days  the 
practice  has  differed;  for  the  huiband  has  feldom  if  ever  been  fum- 
moned, but  his  iflue  has  fucceeded  to  the  honour  jure  matris. 

Yet  the  precedents  of  earlier  times  were  moft  probably  guided  by 
the  cuftom  of  England ;  as  few  female  heirs  then  exifted  who  were  not 
pofleffed  of  the  lands  conftituting  the  barony  :  whereas  the  title  is  now 
more  apt  to  be  an  empty  name ;  fo  neither  occupancy  nor  tenantcy  by 
the  courtefy  can  be  of  an  honour.  In  Coke's  Inftitutes  it  is  exprefsly 
faid,  "  if  the  party  cannot  befeifed,  he  cannot  be  tenant  by  the  courtefy  T 
Thus  the  variation  between  ancient  and  modern  rule  may  be  ac- 
counted for.  There  is  a  point  yet  further  of  importance  to  eonfider; 
namely,  that  many  noblemen  in  the  enumeration  of  their  honours,  yet 
retain  fome,  which  have  long  fince  been  but  of  their  families;  and 
their  continuing  fo  to  do  without  interruption  from  the  parties  who 
might  call  in  queftion  fuch  affumption,  has  given  occafion  for  feveral 
cafes  being  cited,  as  examples  of  inferior  titles  being  attracted  to,  and 
abfolutely  extinguiftied  in  thofe  of  a  fuperior  degree.  But  very 
poffibly  fuch  filence  countenancing,  as  it  were,  the  truth  of  fuch  a 
pofition,  has  more  frequently  arifen  from  the  baronies  in  fee  falling 
among  coheirs;  and  thofe  may  be  matched  into  great  families,  who 
having  higher  rank  in  their  own  fucceffion,  have  never  thought  it 
worth  while  to  interpofe  a  claim  to  a  minor  ftate :  or  it  may  have 
occurred  from  the  real  difknowledge,  that  they  were  feparablc  one 
from  the  other.  Yet  it  is  an  object  of  much  intereft  to  every  noble 
peer,  to  know  the  exacT:  nature  of  the  titles  he  either  holds,  or  claims 
to  hold ;  infomuch  as  from  the  want  of  attention  to  fo  material  a  cir- 
cumftance,  a  collateral  male  heir  fometimes  runs  away  with  the  better 
right  of  a  female  heir  general :  the  printed  peerages  are  full  of  in- 
ftances  of  this  kind;  wherefore  a  few  obfervations  upon  the  fubjeft, 
b  mav 
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may   not   be   amifs,    and    not    unentertaining,    or    unufeful    to    the 
reader. 

It  appears  by  all  precedents  fince  hereditary  honours  were  fixed, 
that  he  who  was  once  fummoned  to  parliament,  was  ere&ed  and 
created  a  peer;  which  hereditament  having  no  limitation,  was  in  fee 
fimple.  Therefore  he  that  affirms  an  Earldom  limited  to  heirs  male 
fhall  involve  a  barony  in  fee,  muft  at  the  fame  time  affirm  it  is  in  the 
king's  power  to  extinguish  any  grant  of  his  predecefibrs :  and  how  fafe 
then  mod  honours  in  England  will  be,  any  man  may  judge.  This  will 
appear  if  a  man  pofleffed  of  a  barony  in  fee,  and  hath  one  daughter, 
the  king  creates  him  an  earl,  to  him  and  his  heirs  male ;  for  want  of 
fuch  iffue  to  his  brother,  fhall  this  daughter  be  barred  of  the  barony 
fhe  would  have  had,  becaufe  her  father  was  made  an  earl  ?  But  fup- 
pofe  the  earldom,  for  want  of  heirs  male,  be  entailed  quite  to  another 
family,  as  there  are  frequent  precedents,  fhall  the  barony  then  attend 
the  earldom?  If  fo,  then  he  is  the  baron  who  is  not  of  the  blood.  If 
not,  then  the  honours  are  fevered.  If  it  is  to  be  regulated  by  the  rule 
of  eftates,  the  rule  of  eftates  is  in  law,  that  an  eftate  tail  can  never 
drown  a  fee ;  for  that,  as  it  would  be  repugnant  to  law,  it  would  be 
fo  to  common  reafon,  that  a  matter  of  a  leffer  proportion  fhould  ex- 
tinguish a  greater.  Then  the  ground  of  this  muft  be  wrought  by  fome 
other  means,  as  by  the  king's  letters  patent;  and  the  operation  of  this 
muft  be  by  his  letters  patent.  But  the  king  cannot  change  the  de- 
fcent  of  an  acre  of  land.  He  cannot  make  either  gavel-kind  or 
borough- Englifh  defcendible  to  the  eldeft ;  and  fhall  the  patent  of  an 
earldom  change  the  defcent  of  a  barony  ?  If  the  change  of  the  defcent 
of  a  barony  be  wrought  by  the  acceffion  of  an  earldom  in  tail,  it  muft 
either  be  by  the  acl;  of  the  party  or  operation  of  law.  By  the  act  of 
the  party  it  cannot  be  :  for  the  king  cannot  do  it.  By  operation  of 
law  it  cannot  be :  Statute  law  is  not  pretended,  common  law,  or  cuf- 
tom,  it  cannot  be.  By  the  cuftom  of  England,  baronies  defcend  to 
heirs  female  as  well  as  to  males.  But  as  one  precedent  upon  debate 
is  worth  twenty  paffed  in  filence,  it  may  be  fufficient  to  obferve,  that 

the 
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the  weight  of  thefe  arguments  is  fully  fupported  by  the  adjudications 
made  in  the  Roos,  Oxford,  and  Kent  cafes.  In  the  Kent  cafe,  as  alfo 
that  of  Fitz- Walter,  a  queftion  of  poffeffio  fratris  occurred,  founded 
on  the  claim  of  the  half  blood ;  and  as  a  decifion  took  place  on  that 
point,  it  may  not  be  amifs  briefly  to  recur  to  the  nature  thereof,  and 
fhew  the  diftinction  between  a  poffeffio  fratris,  as  relating  to  property, 
and  to  an  honour. 

Where  a  man  muft  convey  his  title  to  an  inheritance  as  heir  to 
him  that  was  laft  actually  feifed,  the  half  blood  is  a  clear  bar  and  impe- 
diment, as  in  cafe  of  lands,  tenements,  feigniories,  and  other  fuch  like 
hereditaments ;  and  this  is  the  reafon  of  the  rule  of  poffeffio  fratris. 
For  if  the  eldeft  brother  by  the  firft  venter  be  once  feifed,  the  younger 
brother  by  the  fecond  venter,  who  is  but  of  the  half  blood,  can  never 
make  himfelf  heir  to  his  eldeft  brother,  who  was  laft  feifed;  therefore 
of  neceffity  his  fifter  of  the  firft  venter,  who  can  make  herfelf  heir 
to  the  elder  brother  who  was  laft  feifed,  muft  inherit ;  for,  "  Poffeffio 
fratris  de  feodofimplici  facit  fororem  effe  haeredem."  But  if  the  eldeft 
brother  be  never  feifed,  then  the  younger  brother  hath  it  as  heir  to  his 
father,  who  was  laft  feifed :  for  he  is  of  the  whole  blood  to  his  father, 
and  his  fifter  is  excluded ;  for  fhe  is  hasres  facta,  only  by  the  poffeffion 
and  acquifition  of  her  brother.  But  the  brother  by  the  fecond  venter 
is  haeres  natus. 

But  where  an  acquifition  and  poffeffion  is  not  requifite,  but  the 
blood  is  the  main  matter  that  makes  the  title,  the  half  blood  ihall  ne- 
ver be  barred :  for  if  he  be  of  the  whole  blood  to  him  that  is  the  firft 
fountain,  that  is  enough.  He  fhall  receive  no  bar  after  in  the  ftream  ; 
therefore  in  all  cafes  where  it  refts  upon  the  half  blood,  the  fame  fhall 
take  it.  For  he  who  claims  the  honour,  muft  make  himfelf  heir  to 
him  in  whom  the  honour  firft  began,  and  not  make  his  title  to 
him  who  was  laft  feifed  of  the  honour :  for  fhould  he  do  fo,  the  pre- 
cedency in  honour  would  be  loft.  For  the  rule  of  precedency  is,  that 
he  fhall  always  take  his  place  according  to  his  claim ;  which  if  it 
fhould  be  from  him  who  was  laft  feifed,  the  puifne  baron,  in  time, 
b  2  would

would  be  preferred  before  the  ancienteft ;    therefore  he  that  is  but  of 
the  half  blood  to  him  that  was  laft  feifed  :    yet  if  he  be  of  the  whole 
blood  to  him  in  whom  the  honour  began,  is  well  inheritable ;    for 
honour  being  inherent  in  the  blood,  there  can  never  be  any  greater 
pofleffion  of  an  honour  than  that  which  defcends,  as  there  may  be  of 
other  inheritances.     For  this  caufe  there  lies  no  action  anceftral  of  an 
honour ;   for  as  to  pofleffion,  a  man  is  as  much  in  pofleffion  of  an  ho- 
nour before  he  is  called  my  lord  as  after.     Secondly  the  title  of  every 
barony  muft  be  by  record.      Baron  or  no  baron  muft  be  tried   by 
record,  Co.  Lit.  B.  57,  earl  of  Rutland's  cafe.     So  that  whofoever 
muft  make  his  title  to  a  barony  muft  refort  to  the  record,  beginning 
his  title  from  thence  ;    and  fo  confequently  muft  make  himfelf  heir  to 
the  perfon  firft  ennobled  by  that  record.     This  is  the  reafon  there  can 
be  no  poffeffio  fratris  of  an  honour ;    for  this  caufe  there  can  be  no 
collateral  defcent,  but  only  in  linea  re£ta.     Upon  this  ground  honours 
cannot  be  cut  off"  by  fine  and  recovery ;    for  then  the  very  firft  confi- 
deration  they  are  built  upon  will  be  loft,  which  was  the  inducement 
that  made  their  lordfhips,  in   1640,  in  the  cafe  of  the  earl  of  Kent, 
refolve,    "   that    no   peer   in  England   can   drown  or  extinguifh  his 
honour,  either  by  furrender,  grant  or  fine,  or  by  any  other  conveyance 
to  the  king,   or  alien  it  to  a  common  perfon."     One  thing  more  is 
worth  obferving,  in  refpect  to  titles  having  their  creation  founded  on 
a  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament,    that   whofoever  will  perufe   the 
fummons  to  parliament  in  ancient  times,  ihall  find  Barons  divers  times 
fummoned,  whofe  pofterity  were  never  fummoned  after  ;  and  yet  their 
male  line  continued,   and  fome  may  be  to  this  day,  without  either 
attainder  or  other  fraction.     By  which  it  would   feem,   that   in  all 
times  the  kings  of  the  land  did  not  hold  themfelves  bounden  to  call 
the  fon  after  the  father's  death  ;   which,  if  a  call  by  writ,  is  a  ftate  in 
fee:  fuch  fon  might  juftly  have  made  claim,  and  challenged  the  right, 
and  the  pofterity  of  him  might  do  the  fame  now.     But  the  reafon  of 
this  omiffion  on  the  part  of  the  kings  in  thofe  days,  was  not  fo  much 
arifing  from   the  power  vefted  to  fummons  whom  they  thought  pro- 
per, 
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per,3  as  from  the  difputes  and  contentions  which  were  then  often 
taking  place  between  them  and  their  barons ;  and  more  fubfequently 
from  the  alternate  exercife  of  the  fovereignty  by  the  houfes  of  York 
and  Lancafter,  when  the  partifans  of  the  prevailing  party  were  favour- 
ed, and  their  opponents  patted  over;  who  moft  likely,  if  of  moderate 
principles,  rather  preferred  to  be  overlooked,  than  to  attempt  to  aflert 
a  right  which  might  only  have  expofed  them  the  more  to  danger 
in  their  perfons,  and  to  confifcation  in  their  property.  This  fecms  in 
fome  way  corroborated  from  the  cafe  of  Sir  Richard  Chetwode,  knight, 
claiming  the  barony  of  Wodehull,  temp.  James  I.  His  petition  was 
referred  to  the  houfe  of  Lords  in  a  committee;  who  returned  the  fol- 
lowing certificate. 

"  According  to  your  majefty's  direction,  we  have  met  and  confi- 
"  dered  the  petition  of  Sir  Richard  Chetwode,  and  find  that  the  peti- 
"  tion  is  true.  And  that  before  any  ufual  calling  of  Barons  by  writ, 
"  his  anceftors  were  Barons  in  their  own  right ;  and  were  fummoned 
"  to  ferve  the  kings  in  their  wars,  with  other  Barons,  and  were  alfo 
"  fummoned  to  parliament.  And  we  conceive  the  d'lfcontinuance 
"  to  have  arifen  from  the  lords  of  the  honour  dying  at  one  year  of 
"  age,  and  the  troubles  of  the  time  enfulng.  But  ftill  the  title  of  baron 
"  was  allowed  in  all  the  reigns  by  conveyances  of  their  eftates,  and 
"  by  pardon  of  alienation  from  the  crown  by  the  king's  own  officers, 
"  and  £.9  per  annum,  being  the  ancient  fee  for  the  caftle  guard  of 
"  Rockingham,  was  conftantly  paid,  and  is  paid  to  this  day:  fo  that 
"  though  there  has  been  a  difufe,  yet  the  right  fo  fully  appearing, 
"  which  cannot  die,  we  have  not  feen  nor  heard  of  any  one  fo  much 
"  to  be  regarded  in  grace,  and  in  confideration  of  fo  many  knights 
"  fees  held  from  the  very  time  of  the  conquefir,  and  by  him  held  at 
"this  day;  and  a  pedigree,  both  on  the  father  and  mother's  fide, 
"  proved  by  authentic  records  from  the  time  of  the  Conqueror  ^which 

»The  learned  Camden  (clarencieux),  fpeaking  of  Serlo  de  Nanfladron,  fays,  he  was  fum- 
moned to  parliament  when  the  wife  and  good  were,  and  their  pofterity  omitted,  if  incapable  or 
deficient  in  knowledge. 

"  in 
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"  in  fuch  cafes  are  very  rare),  we  hold  him  worthy  the  honour  of  a 
"  baron,  if  your  Majefty  thinks  meet. 

Lenox. 
Howard.  Nottingham." 
It  is,  however,  to  be  known,  that  the  inferior  dignity  of  peers,, 
called  barons,  was  anciently  no  more  than  barons  by  tenure;  that  is, 
the  king's  principal  tenants  or  freeholders,  who  holding  of  him  in 
eapite  by  barony,  were  called  his  Barones  Majores,  having  their  titles 
ufually  from  their  principal  feats,  or  heads  of  their  baronies ;  as  others 
who  held  of  him  in  eapite  by  military  fervice,  were  called  his  Barones 
Minores,  and  had  their  feats  in  parliament  accordingly;  with  this 
difference,  that  the  firft  had  fummons  by  feveral  writs,  and  the  other 
by  one  general  fummons  only,  from  the  fheriffs  of  each  refpective 
county,  and  came  to  parliament  no  longer  than  the  48th  of  Henry  III. 
when  the  barons  being  prevalent,  and  having  the  king  their  prifoner, 
iffued  writs  in  his  name  to  fummon  only  the  Barones  Majores,  which 
were  of  their  own  party,  and  the  like  precepts  to  the  fheriffs  of  each 
county,  to  caufe  two  knights  in  every  (hire,  and  one  or  two  burgeffes 
for  each  borough,  to  reprefent  the  body  of  the  people.  Which  rational 
method  for  preventing  of  danger,  being  then  adopted,  has  continued 
the  practice  of  the  kingdom  ever  fince. 

But  in  moft  inftances,  of  a  difcontinuance,  it  will  be  found  that  the 

lead   confiderable  of  the  barons  were  always  the  fubjeft  of  it :    for 

there  is  no  inftance  of  any  earls  being  ever  omitted,  nor  indeed  of  any 

very  confiderable   baron.      Yet   there  are   cafes  wherein   the  parties 

themfelves  were  their  own  felf-acling  caufe;    as  in  the  one  of  Henry 

Vid.  Fienes     Fienes,  fon  and  heir  of  William  lord  Say  and  Sele,  flain  at  the  battle 

of  Barnet,  temp.  Edward  IV.  who,  though  he  ufed  the  ftyle  of  lord 

Say  and  Sele,  never  had  fummons  to  parliament,  nor  his  fucceffors  for 

divers  defcents  ;    the   barony  having  been  fufpended  by  the  mortgage 

*  Collins,        of  the  greateft  part  of  the  lands  that  compofed  it.*     Now,  if  it  be 

&c.g&c.ej         admitted  for  truth,  that  the  direction  of  a  writ  of  fummons  to  any 

perfon  creates  him  a  peer  to  him  and  his  heirs,  it  follows,  that  every 

perfon 
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perfou  to  whom  iuch  a  writ  was  ever  directed  was  thereby  created  a 
baron  to  him  and  to  his  heirs,  who  confequently  had  a  right  to  de- 
mand their  writs  of  fummons.  But  it  will  be  proper  to  take  notice, 
that  a  diftinclion  muft  at  this  day  be  made  between  the  perfons  to 
whom  thefe  writs  are  directed  ;  for  they  are  either  to  the  elder  fons  of 
peers,  who  are  fummoned  by  fome  title  of  a  barony  a&ually  vefted  in 
the  father,  or  elfe  they  are  direded  to  commoners,  to  whom,  if  the 
writ  does  any  thing,  it  muft  operate  by  way  of  creation :  yet,  as  to 
the  firft,  even  as  the  law  is  fuppofed  to  ftand,  fome  doubt  may  be 
made  of  it.  Every  peer  has  precedency  in  the  houfe  of  lords  accord- 
ing to  the  feniority  of  his  creation;  wherefore  it  is  obvious,  if'  the  writ 
in  both  cafes  doth  equally  operate  in  nature  of  a  creation,  then  the 
eldeft  fon  of  a  peer  fummoned  by  writ,  as  well  as  any  other  commoner 
when  he  is  by  writ  fummoned  to  parliament,  would  be  the 
puifne  baron.  Yet  the  ufage  of  the  houfe  of  lords  is  otherwife.  For 
if  the  eldeft  fon  of  a  peer  be  fummoned  to  parliament  by  writ,  his 
place  in  the  houfe  is  regulated  by  the  antiquity  of  his  father's  baronyj 
by  the  ftyle  whereof  he  is  fummoned.  Confonant  whereto,  it  is  found 
that  Henry  Howard,  lord  Mowbray,  in  the  Lifts  of  Summons  of  the 
32d  of  Charles  II.  is  placed  as  the  premier  baron  of  England;  which, 
in  fuch  cafe,  is  fuppofed  to  be  vefted  in  the  fon  by  the  confent  of  the 
father.  The  writ  of  fummons,  therefore,  feems  to  be  efteemed  more 
as  an  inftrument  of  conveyance,  or  transfer  of  a  barony  or  honour, 
from  one  perfon  to  another,  than  as  a  method  of  creation  de  novo. 
For  if  it  be  not  fo,  why  fhould  the  eldeft  fon  of  an  earl  or  duke,  when 
fummoned  by  the  name  of  his  father's  barony,  have  precedency  ac- 
cording to  the  date  and  ftanding  of  that  barony?  and  that  the  eldeft 
fon  of  another  earl  or  duke,  if  by  patent  created  to  a  title  foreign  to 
his  family,  be  confidered  as  the  youngeft  baron,  and  only  rank  in  the 
houfe  accordingly  ?  On  this  fubjecl  we  fpeak  (as  we  think  every  one 
ought),  with  all  due  fubmiflion  ;  and  (if  we  miftake  not),  the  law  even 
at  this  day,  is,  that  although  the  laft  of  thefe  perfons  takes  a  barony 
in  fee  by  virtue  of  his  writ  of  fummons  (being  a  commoner),  yet  the 

firft 
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firft  upon  whom  the  writ  ads  only  by  way  of  transfer  or  conveyance, 
has  no  other  title  in  the  barony  than  his  father  had:  which,  if  only  an 
eftoyle  tayle,  &c.  in  the  barony,  the  eftate  of  the  fon  (although  fum- 
rnoned  by  writ],  is  not  enlarged  nor  made  a  fee,  and  defcendable  to 
heirs  general.  As  fuch,  there  is  not  conftituted  or  created  a  new 
barony,  by  reafon  of  the  eldeft  fon  of  a  nobleman  having  been  fum- 
moned  to  parliament  by  the  diftinction  of  his  father's  barony. 

One  point  more  touching  thefe  baronies  may  be  further  worth 
notice.  A  creation  by  writ  is  intended  to  work  an  eftate  of  inherit- 
ance in  barons  newly  fummoned  to  parliament,  which  in  law  is  a  fee 
fimple;  for  fee  tail  is  not  an  inheritance  by  the  devife  of  the  law,  but 
of  particular  perfons  ;  and  therefore  there  needs  be  words  of  entail  in 
the  writ,  to  alter  the  common  courfe  thereof,  if  the  dignity  fhall  be 
underftood  to  pafs  to  males  only;  as  once  there  was  the  like  writ, 
and  never  but  one  that  hath  been  heard  of,  directed  to  Sir  Henry 
Bromflete,  when  he  was  created  lord  Vefcy,  to  him  and  to  His  heirs 
males,  having  thefe  words  inferted :  "  Volumus  tamen  vos  et  haeredes 
"  veftros  mafculos  de  corpore  veftro  legitime  exeuntes  barones  de 
"  Vefcy  exiftere,"   &c.  Tefte  R.  Weftm.  24.  Jan.  anno  27  Hen.  VI. 

It  has  hitherto  been  generally  afferted  and  believed,  that  the  49th 
of  Henry  III.  is  the  oldeft  fummons  upon  record.  Yet  there  were 
ftatutes  and  parliaments  of  elder  times  ;  and  to  thofe  parliaments  fb 
many  barons  as  would  (after  notice  of  the  king's  purpofe),  came  and 
fat  with  him.  Henry  I.  is  the  firft  monarch  who  is  faid  to  have 
made  a  fpeech  on  the  opening  or  commencement  of  the  feflions.  But 
at  the  beforementioned  aera,  viz.  the  49th  of  Henry  III.  Montfort 
earl  of  Leicefter,  with  the  other  chiefs  of  the  rebel  barons,  convocated, 
as  already  faid,  a  parliament  in  the  king's  name,  to  which  none  came 
but  thofe  unto  whom  a  fpecial  writ  of  fummons  had  been  directed. 
Wherefore  from  this  example,  in  after  years  the  wife  king  Edward  I. 
confulted  none  upon  the  weighty  affairs  of  the  nation,  but  thofe  he 
had  aflembled  in  parliament  by  a  writ  of  fummons  directed  to  them, 
and  fuch  in  whom  he  thought  he  could  confide.     And  thus  he  cut  off 

the 
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ancient  and  fpontaneous  accefs  of  the  barons  to  thofe  grand  councils; 
disfranchifed  many  of  the  old,  who  had  been  his  and  his  father's 
enemies;  and  entitled  his  and  his  father's  friends  de  novo,  or  made  new- 
barons.  Yet  thefe  new  Parliamentary  Barons  were  chiefly  thofe  who 
were  Tenants  in  Capite  ;  and,  perhaps,  until  the  form  of  creating  by 
patent  came  in  fafhion,  none  (or  very  few),  were  called  to  parliament 
but  fuch  as  held  in  Capite ;  wherefore  it  was  not  hereditary,  but  per- 
fonal.  The  father  was  fummoned,  and  the  fon  and  heir  fometimes 
not.  One,  and  no  more,  in  the  lineal  defcent  of  a  family,  or  more  in 
the  fame  family,  but  collateral:  then,  again,  in  relation  to  time,  more 
or  lefs  often  ;  that  is,  in  one,  two,  or  three  parliaments,  or  during  the 
feries  of  a  whole  reign,  or  more ;  which,  as  is  furmifed,  gave  rife  to 
the  word  temporal,  as  ufed  in  contra-diltinction  to  the  word  fpiritual, 
among  the  peers. 

In  procefs  of  time  honours  growing  lefs  officiary,  after  their  aids  in 
the  wars  of  Edward  III,  a  barony  by  patent  (more  in  reward  of  merit 
or  favour),  came  in  ufe,  to  make  amends  for  the  paft  fervices  and  ex- 
penfes  of  a  faithful  Subj eel:;  which  mode  fupplied  the  defects  of  a 
barony  by  tenure,  which  were  continually  fwallowed  up  in  greater 
titles,  and  eclipfed  by  its  own  fcarcity.  Befides,  the  primitive  end  of 
thefe  tenures  (fince  the  rebellion  of  Montfort,)  began  more  to  be  im- 
paired, and  lefs  confidered,  by  reafon  of  the  hoftility  in  the  enfuing 
civil  wars,  and  the  neceffity  of  State  to  reward  and  procure  partifans 
for  their  caufe  reflectively.     Wherefore  now  of 

TITLES  BY  LETTERS  PATENT. 

Under  this  form  of  creation,  the  limitations  have  almoft  always  been 
to  the  heirs  male. 

The  firft  baron  fo  created,  was  John  de  Beauchamp,  of  Holt,  barun 
of  Kidderminfter,  by  letters  patent,  dated  loth  October,  the  nth  ot 
Richard  II. 

Yet  there  are  precedents,  where,  for  want  of  male  iflue,  the  honour 

has  been  limited  to  a  female  branch,  direct  or  collateral,  with  another 

c  entail 
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entail  upon  the  iffue  male  of  fuch  female  branch  ;  which,  indeed,  of 
late  years  has  been  no  uncommon  practice. 

The  firft  vifcount  was,  John  Beaumont,  vifcount  Beaumont,  the 
1 8th  Henry  VI. 

The  firft  marquis,  by  king  Richard  II.  who,  in  the  9th  year  of  his 
reign,  conferred  that  dignity  on  his  great  favourite,  Robert  de  Vere, 
earl  of  Oxford,  viz.  marquis  of  Dublin. 

The  firft  of  Duke,  was  by  Edward  III.  who  made  his  eldeft  fon, 
Edward  (furnamed  the  Black  Prince),  duke  of  Cornwall,  anno  the  1  ith 
of  his  reign. 

For  the  more  eafy  comprehenfion  and  information  of  the  reader, 
this  work  has  been  divided  into  two  volumes;  the  firft,  as  relating 
principally  to  the  Barons  by  tenure  prior  to  the  eftablifhment  of  titular 
honours ;  and  to  thofe  who,  after  the  introduction  of  that  form,  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  but  with  whom  the  honour  terminated;  or 
who,  or  their  pofterity,  although  exifting,  did  not  continue  to  receive 
the  like  fummons. 

The  fecond,  as  treating  of  thofe  titles  which  have  been  allowed  and 
confidered  as  hereditary,  and  are  now  prefumed  to  be  either  dormant, 
in  abeyance,  or  abfolutely  extindl.  Thefe  are  arranged  alphabetically, 
of  the  Town,  County,  or  Place  from  whence  they  were  denominated. 

But  the  thread  of  the  family  has  been  endeavoured  to  be  preferved  by 
an  ufeful  reference  from  the  ancient  honours,  and  the  refidue  continued 
under  their  fucceeding  titles. 

With  regard  to  the  grounds  on  which  this  hiftory  ftands  fupported, 
the  reader  is  requefted  to  obferve,  that  its  contents  are  the  full  fub- 
ftance  of  Sir  William  Dugdale's  Baronage,  and  confequently  reft  upon 
the  credit  of  that  very  celebrated  work.  Some  deviations,  however, 
from  this  admired  Baronagian  will  be  found  in  a  variety  of  places; 
but  where  thefe  occur,  a  due  reference  will  be  given  to  the  authori- 
ties, in  the  confidence  of  whole  accuracy  and  judgment,  the  deviating 
paflages  have  been  inferted,  and  introduced  by  way  of  correction. 

In 
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In  fhort,  thofe  authors  who  have  acquired  any  celebrity  of  name  as 
Heralds,  Hiftorians,  or  Antiquarians,  have  been  confulted,  in  order  to 
furnifh  information,  reciify  miftakes,  and  to  fupply  the  mod  perfect 
and  fatisfaclory  truth  of  ftatement.  Wherefore,  if  capacity  of  abilities 
and  mind,  induftry  of  refearch,  and  advantages  of  official  fituation, 
have  hitherto  rendered  their  printed  volumes  erroneous  and  defective  ; 
the  Editor  of  thefe  pages  can  by  no  means  prefume  to  arrogate  to 
himfelf  a  fuperiority  of  merit  above  his  predeceflbrs  in  the  fame  line  : 
but  as  an  old  adage  fays,  "  In  a  multitude  of  counfellors  there  is  wif- 
dom ;"  fo  he  trufts,  that  in  having  fele&ed  the  fubftance  and  aflertions 
of  the  whole  multitude  of  heads  who  have  laboured  in  the  publication 
of  peerage  accounts,  and  biography  of  noble  families,  he  fhall  have 
fubmitted  to  the  public,  a  work,  not  unworthy  their  countenance  an 
approbation.

Of  this  name  Rualo  de  Abrincis,  or  Averenches,  a  valiant  and  fkilful 
foldier,  marrying  Maud,  daughter  and  heir  of  Nigel  de  Mandevil,  lord 
of  Folkftone,  in  Kent,  had  all  her  lands  and  honours  given  to  him  in 
marriage,  by  king  Henry  I.  to  whom  fucceeded  William  his  fon; 
whofe  fucceflbr  was  Simon  de  Abrincis,  and  his,  another  William, 
who  was  one  of  the  rebel  barons  that  held  out  Rochefter  caftlc  againft 
B  the

the  king.  His  wife  was  Maud,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of 
Hawyfe,  the  wife  of  John  de  Bovil,  whofe  eftate  lay  in  the  counties 
of  Oxon,  Eflex,  Bedford,  and  Hertford.  Dying  the  15th  Henry  III. 
William  fucceeded,  who  died  foon  after.  Wherefore  Maud,  his  fifter, 
became  heir  to  the  whole  eftate;  who  married  Hamon  Crevequer,  a 
great  baron  in  Kent.     (Vide  Crevequer.) 


AGUILLON,    or    AQUILLON. 

Arms — G.  a.  Fleur  de  Lis.  Ar. 

Manser  de  Aguillon,  or  Aquillon,  is  the  firft  of  this  family 
mentioned  in  the  time  of  Richard  I.  who  was  fucceeded  by  William, 
a  rebel  baron  againft  king  John,  and  one  of  the  twenty-five  chofen  by 
them  for  the  government  of  the  realm.  His  fucceflbr  was  another 
William,  iheriff  of  Suffex  and  Surrey,  temp.  Henry  III.  who  being 
faithful  in  the  great  rebellion  of  the  barons,  was  rewarded  by  the  king 
with  many  favours.  He  died  about  the  14th  of  Edward  I.  His  firft 
wife  was  Joan,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  William  Ferrers 
earl  of  Derby,  by  whom  he  had  no  ifiue ;  but  by  Margaret  de  Ripariis, 
countefs  of  Devon,  his  fecond  wife,  he  left  an  only  daughter,  Ifabel, 
married  to  Hugh  Bardolph. 

Parkin,  in  his  Topography  of  Freebridge  hundred  and  half,  in  the 
county  of  Norfolk,  p.  63,  mentions  a  Sir  Robert  de  Aguillon,  who,  by 
Agatha,  one  of  the  four  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Fulke  de  Beaufoe, 
lord  of  the  manor  of  Flitcham,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  temp.  Hen- 
ry II.  left  ifiue  four  daughters;  viz.  Agatha,  wife  of  Sir  Adam  de 
Cockfield  ;  Ifabel,  of  Luke  de  Poinyngs  ;  Margery,  of  Jordan  de  Sack- 
ville,  and  after  of  Sir  Giles  de  Argenton  ;  and  Joan,  of  Sir  Ralph  Fitz- 
Bernard:  which  Jordan  de  Sackville  was  anceftor  to  the  duke  of 
Dorfet  and  the  vifcount  Sackville.

ALBINI    OF    CAIN  HO. 

Arms — Vid.  Albini,  Pincerna,  and  Moubrajr. 

The  firft  of  this  line  was  Henry,  fon  of  Nigel  de  Albini,  and  brother 
to  Roger,  furnamed  Moubray,  to  whom  fucceeded  Robert,  his  fon, 
founder  of  the  priory  of  Beaulieu,  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  who  died 
the  4th  of  Richard  I.  leaving  Robert,  his  fon,  who  died  the  9th  of 
Henry  III.  leaving  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority,  who 
deceafed  foon  after;  viz.  circ.  18th  Henry  III.  without  issue;  where- 
upon his  fillers  became  his  heirs,  who  were,  Ifabel,  who  had  mar- 
ried William  de  Hodlon;  Joan,  wife  of  Geffery  de  Beauchamp ;  and 
Affelina,  of  Ralph  de  St.  Amand  (vid.  St.  Amand)  ;  which  Joan  died 
without  iffue,  and  Ifabel  remarried  Drogo  de  Pratellis.

Arms— Paley  ol  Six  G.  and  Vairee  Arg.  and  Az.     On  a  Chief  O.  three  Eagles 
difplayed  S. 

The  furname  of  this  family  was  originally  affumed  from  Aquila  in 
Normandy ;  fo  denominated,  by  reafon  an  eagle  had  made  her  neft  in 
an  oak  growing  there,  when  the  caftle  was  firft  building. 

Eugenulf  de  Aquila  accompanied  duke  William  into  England; 
where,  being  with  him  in  the  decifive  battle  of  Haftings,  he  was  unfor- 
tunately (lain.  His  iffue  were  three  fons  :  Richer  (or  Richard),  Gifle- 
bert  (or  Gilbert),  and  Roger.  Richard  married  Judith,  daughter  of 
Richard  de  Abrincis,  fitter  of  Hugh  firft  earl  of  Chefter  ;  and  had  iffue, 
two  fons,  Gilbert  and  Egenulf,  and  a  daughter,  Maud,  married  firft  to 
Robert  de  Mowbray  earl  of  Northumberland,  and  after  to  Nigel  de 
B  2  Albini,

Albini,  but  at  length  divorced.  This  Gilbert  was  poffeffed  of  Weitlei 
in  Surrey,  temp.  Will.  Conq.  His  wife  was  Juliana,  daughter  of 
Geffrey  earl  of  Mauritane,  by  whom  he  had  iffue,  Richer,  Eugenulf, 
Geffery,  and  Gilbert ;  of  whom,  Geffery  and  Eugenulf,  perifhed  in 
that  memorable  fhipwreck  with  the  children  of  king  Henry  I.  This 
Richer  was  one  of  thofe  who  took  arms  againft  Henry  I.  in  behalf  of 
Curthofe,  and  after  became  an  open  robber  in  Normandy.  He,  how- 
ever, at  length  had  reftoration  of  his  poffeffions,  which  he  had  before 
forfeited  by  his  rebellion ;  and  died  feifed  of  them  the  zzd  Henry  II. 
To  whom  fucceeded  Gilbert,  who  married  a  fifter  to  William  earl 
Warren,  and  died  in  Normandy  the  6th  of  king  John  ;  whofe  fucceffor 
was  another  Gilbert,  of  whom  it  is  affirmed  by  fome,  that  paffing  into 
Normandy  without  the  king's  licence,  he  forfeited  all  his  lands  ;  which 
feems  probable,  as  the  19th  Henry  III.  the  king  granted  the  honour 
of  Pevenfey  in  Sufiex  (called  the  Honour  of  the  Eagle),  on  Gilbert 
Marefhall  earl  of  Pembroke  ;  and  the  25th  of  the  fame  reign,  on  Peter 
de  Savoy,  to  hold  during  pleafure ;  but  the  53d  of  Henry  III,  this 
whole  honour  was  given  to  prince  Edward,  and  his  heirs,  kina;s  of 
England,  fo  that  it  fhould  never  be  fevered  from  the  crown.

Coges  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  was  the  head  of  the  barony  of  Ma- 
nailer  de  Arfic,  a  family  laid  to  be  derived  from  the  earls  of  Oxford : 
his  fucceffor  was  Robert,  his  fon,  to  whom  fucceeded  Manaffer,  his 
fon,  fheriff  of  Oxfordshire,  temp.  Henry  II.  who  had  iffue,  Alexander, 
father  of  John,  who  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Richard  de  Vernun, 
but  died  without  iffue;  for  Robert  de  Arfic  was  his  brother  and  heir: 
which  Robert  was  one  of  the  rebel  barons  who  held  out  Rochefter 
caftle  againft  king  John.     He  married  Sibylla,  daughter  of  Crevequer; 

and 
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and  left  iffue,  two  daughters;  Joane,  the  wife  of  Euilacc  dc  Greinvillc, 

and  after  of Simeon  ;  and  Alice,  the  wife  of  Thomas  de  Haye. 

From  the  faid  Eufiace  de  Greinville  is  lineally  defcended  the  prefent 
flourifliing  and  illuftrious  family  of  that  name  ;  of  which,  at  prefent, 
there  are  no  lefs  than  three  of  them  peers  of  the  realm  :  viz.  the  lords 
Glaftonbury  and  Grenvill,  and  the  marquis  of  Buckingham  ;  in  the 
pofTeffion  of  wh'.ch  latter  nobleman,  is  the  matrix  of  an  original  feal 
of  Robert  de  Arfic,  baron  of  Coges,  confidered  to  be  one  of  the  moft 
ancient  at  this  day  extant. 


ARUNDEL. 

Arms — A.z.  A  Lion  ramp,  within  a  Border  O. 

The  earldom  of  Arundel  is  the  fole  title  now  known  to  be  enjoyed 
by  tenure;  the  fame  having  been  folemnly  adjudged  in  parliament  to 
take  its  rife  from  the  pofTeffion  of  the  caftle  of  Arundel  only,  without 
any  other  form  whatfoever  of  creation. 

The  firft  that  had  this  title  was  Roger  de  Montgomery,  Roger  de 
nearly  allied  to  the  Conqueror;  before  whofe  arrival  in  England  AI?Ats^"r11e,'y' 
he  was  a  commander  for  him  againft  Geoffery  earl  of  Anjou.  He 
was  alfo  one  of  that  council  which  propofed  the  invafion  of  Eng- 
land; and  led  the  centre  of  the  Norman  army  in  the  famous 
battle  of  Haftings,  where  king  Harold  was  flain,  and  his  crown 
obtained  by  the  duke  of  Normandy.  After  the  duke's  corona- 
tion as  king  of  England,  Roger  accompanied  him  again  into  Nor- 
mandy, and  at  his  return  to  England  was  advanced  to  the  earldom  of 
Chichefter  and  of  Arundel,  and  foon  after  to  that  of  Shrewfbury. 
He  was  a  great  fcourge  to  the  Welfli,  and  often  victorious  over  them. 
He  gave  his  name  to  the  town  of  Montgomery ;  which,  together  with 
the  caftle,  he  won  and  fortified.  He  was  a  man  moderate,  prudent, 
pious,  and  extremely  brave.     It  is  faid   he  was  flain  by  the  Welfh, 

temp. 
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temp.  Will.  II.  But  other  accounts,  apparently  more  to  be  relied 
on,  affert  he  entered  into  a  monaftic  life,  and  died  devoutly  at  Shrewf- 
bury,  where  he  had  founded  the  abbey.  He  was  twice  married: 
firft  to  Mabel,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  de  Talvace  (fon  of  Wil- 
liam, fon  of  Ivo  de  Belefme)  ;  fecondly,  to  Alice,  daughter  to  Everard 
de  Puface,  a  nobleman  of  France,  by  whom  he  had  only  one  fon, 
Ebrard,  who  was  chaplain  to  Henry  I.  But  by  Mabel  he  had  iffue, 
Robert,  earl  of  Belefme  in  Normandy,  Hugh,  Roger,  Arnulph,  fur- 
named  de  Brugge,  progenitor  to  the  family  of  Brydges,  lords,  and 
afterwards  dukes  of  Chandos,  and  Philip,  whoa  going  into  Scotland, 
got  a  fair  inheritance  in  the  fhire  of  Renfrew,  and  became  anceftor  to 
the  earls  of  Montalexander  in  Ireland,  and  of  Eglinton  in  Scotland. 
Alio  four  daughters;  Emma,  abbefs  of  Almayne;  Maud,  married  to 
the  earl  of  Morton  ;  Mabel,  to  Hugh  de  Novo  Caftello ;  and  Sybil,  to 
Robert  Fitz-Hamon,  earl  of  Corboil  in  Normandy. 

Hush,  But  although  Robert  was  the  eldeft  fon,  yet  Hugh  de  Mont- 

gomery fucceeded  his  father;  of  whom  nothing  very  particularly 
tranfpires,  but  that  he  was  killed  by  an  arrow  in  an  engagement  at 
the  Ifie  of  Anglefcy,  temp.  Will.  Rufus,  a  few  years  after  his  father. 
He  had  been  concerned  in  a  confpiracy  againft.  that  king,  but  regained 
his  favour  at  the  coft  of  .£.3,000,  a  great  fum  in  thofe  days.  He  died 
without  iflue,  12th  of  Will.  Rufus. 

Robert,  Robert  de  Montgomery,  fometimes  called  Robert  of  Belefme, 

a  town  of  Perche,  where,  and  in  Normandy,  he  had  great  poffeffions, 
being  reputed  the  elder  brother  of  Hugh,  and  that  he  fucceeded  to 
his  father's  Norman  eftates,  became  the  next  earl  of  Arundel.  But 
rebelling  againft  Henry  I.  forfeited  all  his  poffeffions  in  England,  when 
retiring  into  Normandy,  and  continuing  his  turbulent  practices  there, 
he  was  feized,  imprifoned,  and  the  next  year  brought  over  to  England, 
where  he  was  confined  at  the  caftle  of  Wareham,  in  the  county  of 
Dorfet,  and  ftarved  himfelf  to  death.     He  was  accounted  the  grc.iteft, 

•  Edmoadfori,  Scotch  and  Irilli  Compendium. 
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richeft,  and  moll  wicked  man  of  the  age  he  lived  in.  He  had  two 
wives  :  firft,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Guy  earl  of  Ponthieu ;  fecond, 
the  daughter  of  Robert  Fitz  Hamon,  Baron  of  Tonci.  His  children, 
however,  not  inheriting  any  of  his  Englifh  honours  or  eftates,  to  notice 
them  here  becomes  unneceffary. 


ALB  IN  I,  Earls  of  Arundel 

Arms — Gules  a  Lion  ramp.  O.  Armed  and  Langued  Az. 

This  earldom  upon  his  death  falling  to  the  crown,  was  next  revived   William  Al- 
in  William  de  Albini,  furnamed  Pincerna,  who  came  in  with  the  0fArundelof 
Conqueror,  and  was  rewarded  by  him  with  the  grant  of  many  lands,    llls  luiname- 
amongft  which  was  the  manor  of  Bockingham,6  to  hold  by  the  fer- 
vice   of  being   butler  to  the  kings   of  England  on  the  day  of  their 
coronation,    whence   their  appellation  of  Pincerna.     This   William, 
amongft  his  other  exploits,  was  famous  for  having  with  his  own  hand 
killed  a  fierce  lion.     Having  cunningly  interpofed  between  Stephen 
and  Maud  the  emprefs,  he  was  confirmed  earl  of  Suffex,  and  obtained 
the   earldom  and  caftle  of  Arundel  by   his   marriage  with   Adeliza, 
widow  of  Henry  I.  who  held  the  fame  in  dower.     He  died   temp. 
Henry  II.  leaving  iffue  four  fons ;    viz.  William,  Godfrey,  nn.   nn. 
and  three  daughters;  viz.  Alice,  married  to  John  earl  of  Ewe,  Oliva, 
and  Agatha. 

2.  William  de  Albini,  who  married  Maud,  daughter  and  heir 
of  James  St.  Hilary,  and  widow  of  Roger  earl  of  Clare,  was  the  next 
earl.  He  had  a  grant  from  the  king  of  the  earldom  of  Suffex  :  for 
though  the  title  of  earl  was  moft  known  by  Arundel,  the  ufual  place 
of  refidence,  yet  of  Suffex  die  was  really  earl  (as  his  father  had  been  by 
the  tertium  denarium  of  the  pleas  of  Suffex  granted  to  him,  which 
was  the  ufual  way  anciently  of  inverting  with  an  earldom,  being  firft

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girt  with  a  fword,  and  clothed  in  robes.)  In  the  firft  of  Richard  I. 
he  had  alfo  a  confirmation  from  that  king  of  the  cattle  and  honour  of 
Arundel.  He  was  at  the  fiege  of  Damietta,  in  the  Holy  Land  ;  and 
returning  thence,  died  about  the  6th  of  Henry  III.  leaving  William 
and  Hugh  his  fucceflbrs,  and  alfo  feveral  daughters,  coheirs  at  length 
to  their  brother  Hugh  ;  of  whom  Ifabel  married  John  Lord  Fitzalan 
of  Clun  ;  Mabel,  Robert  de  Tatefhall ;  Nicholaa,  Roger  de  Somery ; 
rnd  Cecilia,  Roger  de  Montalt. 

7.  William  de  Albini  fucceeded  his  father  as  earl  of  Arundel 
and  Suffex  ;  and  as  nothing  very  notable  is  related  of  him,  it  may  be 
fufficient  to  fay,  he  died  without  uTue  18th  of  Henry  III.  His  wife 
was  Mabel,  one  of  the  four  fifters  and  coheirs  to  Ranulph  earl  of 
Chefter.c 

4.  Hugh  de  Albini,  on  the  deceafe  of  his  elder  brother,  was  the 
next  earl ;  but  enjoyed  not  his  honours  long,  dying  in  the  prime  of  his 
youth,  1243,  (27th  Henry  III.)  His  wife  was  Ifabel,  daughter  to 
William  earl  of  Warren  and  Surrey.  But  by  her  leaving  no  children, 
his  fifters,  as  before  obferved,  proved  his  heirs ;  whereupon  the  titles 
of  Arundel  and  SufTex  feparated  (vide  Suflex) ;  and  the  caftle  of 
Arundel,  in  the  dr.  iiion  of  the  inheritance,  became  the  property  of 
Ifabel,  wife  of  John  Fitzalan,  baron  of  Clun  and  Ofweftry.

only  allows  four  earls  of  this  family,  and  not  five,  as  mentioned  by  the  other  authorities.

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and  fifter  and  coheir  to  Hugh  the  laft  earl.  He  was  one  of  the 
rebellious  barons  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  but  fecms  to  have 
been  reconciled  to  the  king,  being  on  his  part  at  the  battle  of 
Lewes;  where,  along  with  him,  his  fon  prince  Edward,  and  Richard 
king  of  the  Romans,  he  was  taken  prifoner  by  Simon  Mont- 
fort  earl  of  Leicefter,  general  of  the  army  of  the  confederated  ba- 
rons. He  died  5 2d  Henry  III.  leaving  by  Maud  his  wife,  daughter 
of  Roefe  de  Verdun,  his  fucceffor. 

John  Fitzalan,  fon  of  the  laft  earl,   inherited  the  honours  of  his  j0hn,2dearl. 
father;  but  of  him  very  little   is  faid.     He  furvived  his  father  only 
about  two  years,   leaving  Richard,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  five  years 
of  age,  (54th  Henry  III.)  by  Ifabel  de  Mortimer  his  wife; 

Which  Richard,  poflefiing  the  caftle  of  Arundel,  had  the  title  Richard, 
thereof  without  any  other  formal  creation.  He  was  a  military  perfon,  3  ear* 
and  ferved  with  Edward  I.  in  his  expeditions  into  Scotland;  in  the 
30th  of  whofe  reign  he  died.  His  wife  was  Alice,  daughter  of  the 
marquis  of  Salace,  in  Italy,  by  whom  he  had  iftue,  a  fon,  Edmund, 
and  two  daughters ;  viz.  Maud,  wife  of  Philip  lord  Burnell ;  and 
Margaret,  wife  of  William  Boteler  of  Wemme. 

Which  Edmund,  fon  and  heir  of  Richard,  was  the  fourth  earl  of  Edmund, 
his  family.  Like  his  father,  he  ferved  in  the  wars  againft  Scotland  in  4t  ear ' 
the  latter  years  of  Edward  I.  and  alfo  in  the  time  of  Edward  II.  where 
he  acquitted  himfelf  fo  well,  that  he  had  many  gifts  and  privileges 
granted  him  by  the  king.  He  was  a  great  ftickler  for  the  redress  of 
certain  grievances  in  the  government,  notwithftanding  which  he  was 
in  high  favour,  which  was  the  chief  occafion  of  his  ruin.  As  the 
Queen  and  Roger  Mortimer,  who  hated  him  extremely,  took  the 
advantage  of  the  ftorm  raifed  againft  the  king's  mifgovernment;  and 
when  they  had  furprized  the  perfon  of  his  majefty,  feized  upon  this 
Edmund,  and  caufed  him  to  be  beheaded  at  Hereford,  1326.  He 
married  Alice,  daughter  of  William,  and  fifter  and  only  heir  of  John 
Plantagenet,  the  laft  earl  of  Warren  and  Surrey,  by  whom  he  had 
hTue,  two  fons  and  two  daughters,  as  in  the  table  of  defcent. 

C  Richard, 
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Richard,  Richard,    his   fon    and    fucceffor,    being;  reftored    in    parliament 

5th  earl. 

4th  Edward  III.  was  earl  of  Warren  and  Surrey  in  right  of  his  mo- 
ther. He  had  alfo,  by  defcent,  the  lordihips  of  Bromfield,  Yale, 
Chirkland,  and  Dynas  Bran;  and  was  by  hereditary  right  chief  but- 
ler of  England,  and  fteward  of  Scotland  ;  which  lair,  he  furrendered 
up  to  king  Edward  III.  for  a  confideration.  The  caftle  of  Arundel 
having  been  given,  on  the  death  of  his  father,  to  Edmond  earl  of 
Kent,  the  king's  uncle,  was,  however,  rendered  to  him  again;  which 
was  afterwards  confirmed  in  parliament  the  25th  of  Edward  III. 
together  with  the  baronies  of  Fitzalan,  Clun,  and  Ofweftry.  He  was 
admiral  of  the  Weftern  Seas,  juftice  of  North  Wales,  governor  of 
Carnarvon,  Porchefter,  and  Chirk  Caftles,  and  a  knight  of  the  garter. 
He  was  often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland;  in  14th  Edward  III.  was  in 
the  expedition  to  Flanders ;  and  the  next  year  prefent  at  the  tourna- 
ment at  London,  which  the  king  held  (as  is  faid),  for  the  love  of  the 
countefs  of  Salifbury.  He  was  alfo  feveral  times  in  the  French  wars; 
particularly  at  the  battle  of  CrefTy,  the  fiege  of  Vannes,  and  the  relief 
of  Thouars.  He  bcfides  filled  many  high  offices,  and  executed  feveral 
important  embaffies,  and  was  one  of  the  moft  diftinguifhed  men  in 
that  reign.  In  the  28th  of  Edward  III.  it  being  judged  in  parliament, 
that  his  father  had  been  moft  unjuftly  put  to  death,  he  was  fully  re- 
ftored as  heir  to  him.     He  died  the  49th  of  Edward  III."     His  firft 


a  By  his  teftament,  dated  the  5th  of  December,  49th  of  Edward  III.  this  earl  Richard,  after 
devifing  certain  legacies  to  others  of  his  children,  gives  to  John,  fon  of  his  Ion  John,  50O 
marks;  to  William  likewife,  another  fon  of  his  fon  John,  500  marks;  to  the  eldeft  daughter 
of  his  faid  fon  John,  1,000  marks;  aud  to  Henry  and  Edward,  younger  fons  of  the  faid  John, 
each  500  marks. 

Now,  Dugdale  afterwards  writes,  that  John,  fecond  fon  of  earl  Richard,  married  Eleanor, 
heirefs  of  Henry  lord  Maltravers,  (viz.  daughter  of  John,  and  fifter  to  the  faid  Henry,)  and 
•Dug.  Vol.1,    had  ilfue  another  John,  who  had  likewife  iflue,  John,  his  fon  and  heir;*  who,  on  the  death 
p.  318.  of  Thomas  earl  of  Arundel,  S.  P.  fucceeded  to  the  poffeulon  of  the  faid  caftle,  as  next  heir- 

male:  yet  in  his  narration  on  the  death  of  this  earl  Thomas,  he  makes  John,  fon  of  John, 
f  Dug.  Vol  I.  fecond  fon  of  earl  Richard,  to  be  the  next  heir  male;f  although,  according  to  his  foregoing 
P-  321-  pages,  he  had  called  and  ftated  him  as  grandfon:  which  indeed  is  the  fame  as  Collins,  in  his

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wife  was  Ifabel,  daughter  to  Hugh  Lord  Defpenfer,  from  whom  he 
was  repudiated  ;  but  had  by  her  a  daughter,  Philippa,  wife  of  Sir 
Richard  Sergeaux,  of  Cornwall,  knight.  His  fecond,  was  Eleanor, 
daughter  of  Henry  earl  of  Lancaster,  by  whom  he  had  Richard  his 
fucceffor;  Sir  John  Fitzalan,  who  married  Eleanor,  daughter  of  John 
Maltravers,  fifter  and  heir  to  Henry  lord  Maltravers ;  Thomas,  arch- 
bifliop  of  Canterbury;  and  four  daughters;  viz.  Alice,  married  to 
Thomas  Holland,  earl  of  Kent  (and  is  likewife  faid  to  have  been  the 
wife  of  the  famous  cardinal  de  Beaufort  before  he  took  orders;)  Eleanor 
died  young ;  Joane  was  wife  of  Humphrey  de  Bohun,  earl  of  Hereford; 
and  Mary,  of  John  lord  Strange,  of  Blackmere. 

Richard  Fitzalan,  the  eldeft  fon  beforenamed,  fucceeded  as  the  Richard, 
next  earl  of  Arundel,  Warren,  and  Surrey.  He  was  a  Knight  of  the 
Garter,  temp.  Rich.  II.  alfo  admiral  and  captain-general  of  the  fleet; 
and  obtained  a  memorable  fea  vi&ory  over  the  Flemmings,  French,  and 
Spaniards,  and  destroyed  the  French  forts  at  Breft.  He  was  a  great  op- 
pofer  of  the  king's  favourites,  efpecially  the  duke  of  Ireland  ;  through 
whofe  malice  he  was  in  danger,  with  many  other  nobles,  of  being  taken 
off:  whereupon,  with  the  earls  of  Derby  and  Warwick,  having  raifed  a 
great  power,  the  lords  met  armed  at  Haringhay  Park  (now  Hornfey,) 
near  Highgate,  in  Middlefex,  to  remove  thofe  enemies  to  the  common- 
wealth :  but  a  pacification  enfued,  which  ended  in  the  ruin  of  feveral 
of  thofe  who  had  mifguided  the  king.  After  this,  however,  the  duke 
of  Lancafter  charging  him  with  a  defigned  infurre&ion,  and  the  king 
having  conceived  an  implacable  hatred  towards  him  for  his  adivenefs 
againft  his  favourites,  he  was  decoyed  into  the  king's  power,  impri- 
foned,  tried,  and  condemned  to  be  hanged,  drawn,  and  quartered,  for 
treafon.  Yet  the  fentence  was  fomewhat  mitigated ;  and  he  was 
only  beheaded  in  Cheapfide,  21ft  of  Richard  II.  (1397)  the  king  him- 
felf  being  a  fpeciator,  and  Thomas  de  Mowbray,  earl  marfhal  (who 
had  married  his  daughter,)  the  executioner,  who  bound  up  his  eyes, 
and,  as  fome  write,  the  perfon  who  aciually  cut  off  his  head.  His 
firft  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  to  William  de  Bohun,  earl  of

Northampton,  by  whom  he  had  iflue,  Thomas,  Richard,  and  Williamr 
who  died  young,  and  four  daughters ;  of  whom,  Elizabeth  married 
Thomas  Mowbray,  duke  or"  Norfolk ;  Joanna,  William  Beauchamp, 
lord  Abergavenny  ;  Margaret,  Sir  Rowland  Lenthal ;  and  Alicia,  John 
Charlton,  lord  Powis.  His  fecond  wife  was  Philippa,  daughter  of 
Edmund  Mortimer,  earl  of  March,  and  widow  of  John,  fon  and  heir 
of  John  de  Haftings,  earl  of  Pembroke ;  which  John  died  under  age. 

Thomas  Fitzalan,  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  was  reftored  in  blood, 
the  judgment  againft  his  father  being  reverfed  the  ift  of  Henry  IV.  at 
whofe  coronation  he  was  made  a  knight  of  the  bath.  He  was  alfo 
a  knight  of  the  garter;  and  I2th  of  Henry  IV.  was  fent  in  aid  of 
the  duke  of  Burgundy  againft  the  duke  of  Orleans  :  in  the  ift  of 
Henry  V.  he  was  conftable  of  Dover  caftle,  and  lord  warden  of 
the  Cinque- ports,  and  lord  treafurer  of  England.  He  was  a  perfon 
of  fingular  prudence,  virtue,  and  gravity.  He  died  3d  of  Henry  V, 
in  confequence  of  a  mortal  wound  received  in  endeavouring  to 
prevent  the  French  from  building  the  caftle  of  Gerbergh.  Leav- 
ing no  iflue  furviving  by  his  wife  Beatrix,  natural  daughter  of 
John  king  of  Portugal,  his  four  fifters  became  his  heirs,  as  to  fo 
much  as  belonged  to  the  earldom  of  Warren  and  Surrey. 

But  this  honour  devolved  upon  John  Lord  Maltravers  (fon  of 
John  Fitzalan,  who  died  in  his  father's  lifetime,)  grandfon  of  Sir  John 
Fitzalan,  fecond  brother  to  earl  Richard,  beheaded  21ft  Richard  II. 
who,  the  6th  of  Henry  IV.  upon  the  death  of  Eleanor  Maltravers,  his 
grandmother,  was  found  to  be  her  heir,  and  bore  that  title  in  her  right. 
In  the  3d  of  Henry  V.  he  was  in  the  wars  of  France;  and  next  year  had 
livery  of  the  town  and  caftle  of  Arundel,  as  coufin  and  heir  to  earl 
Thomas ;  but  the  title  of  earl  was  not  attributed  to  him,  as  by  the 
records  is  evident.  He  married  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Berkley, 
of  Beverfton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter,  by  whom  he  had  iflue, 
John  and  William;  and  dying  the  9th  of  Henry  V.  was  fuccceded  by 

John,  his  eldeft  fon  ;  who,  in  the  7th  of  Henry  VI.  wasfummoned 
to  parliament  as  lord  Maltravers,   and  the  year  following  as  earl  of 

Arundel. 
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Arundel.  In  the  nth  of  Henry  VI.  he  petitioned  parliament  for  the 
confirmation  of  this  title,  as  annexed  to  the  honour  and  eaftle  ot 
Arundel;  which  was  adjudged  to  him  by  virtue  of  the  tenure  only, 
after  much  oppofition  from  John  Mowbray,  duke  of  Norfolk,  who,  as 
heir  to  Elizabeth,  one  of  the  fifters  and  coheirs  to  earl  Thomas, 
claimed  the  fame  under  the  like  grounds  on  which  he  already  ftood 
pofiefled  of  the  earldom  of  Surrey.  He  was  often  in  the  French  wars 
with  John,  the  famous  earl  of  Shrevvfbury;  and  for  his  many  fignal 
fervices,  was  created  by  Henry  VI.  duke  of  Touraine.  But  at  kit 
having  his  leg  mattered  by  a  cannon  fhot,  in  an  engagement  with  the 
enemy,  he  was  taken  prifoner,  and  carried  to  Beavois,  where  he  de- 
parted this  life  13th  of  Henry  VI.  and  was  buried  in  the  houfe  of  the 
friars  minors  there.  By  his  wife  Maud,  daughter  of  Robert  Lovel,  by 
Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Guy  Brian,  knight,  he  had  Hum- 
phrey, the  next  earl,  and  Amicia,  married  to  James  Butler,  earl  of 
Ormond  and  of  Wiltfhire,  who  died,  temp.  Edward  IV.  without  iflue. 

Humphrey  on  the  death  of  his  father,  was  only  fix  years  old,  and   Humphrey. 
died  in  his  minority,  16th  Henry  VI.  and  in  him  ended  the  dukedom 
of  Touraine. 

But  the  earldom  of  Arundel  devolved  upon  his  uncle  William,  Will 
who,  upon  the  death  of  his  faid  nephew  Humphrey  without  iflue, 
became  his  heir;  and  was  the  next  earl  of  Arundel,  and  a  knight 
of  the  garter.  In  23d  of  Henry  VI.  he  had  a  difpute  with  the  earl 
of  Devonfhire  for  precedency,  raifed  upon  the  act  of  parliament  2d 
Henry  VI.  wherein  it  was  exprefled,  that  John  earl  of  Arundel  fhould 
have  place  and  precedence  as  earl  of  Arundel,  but  no  mention  was 
made  of  his  heirs:  but,  27th  Henry  VI.  it  was  decided  in  his  favour, 
both  with  refpeel  to  himfelf,  and  to  his  heirs  male  for  ever,  in  regard 
of  the  pofleffion  of  the  caftle  of  Arundel.  He  filled  many  high  offices 
in  the  ftate  during  the  reigns  of  Henry  VI.  and  Edward  JV.  and  died 
the  3d  of  Henry  VII.  His  wife  was  Joan,  daughter  of  Richard  Nevil, 
carl  of  Salifbury;  by  whom  he  had  Thomas,  William,  George,  and 
John,  and  a  daughter,  Mary;

Which  Thomas,  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of  earl  William,  was  fum- 
moned  to  parliament  in  his  father's  lifetime,  as  lord  Maltravers,  and 
on  his  death,  fucceeded  as  earl  of  Arundel.  He  was  a  knight  of  the 
garter,  and  was  one  of  the  nobles  fent  into  Flanders  in  aid  of  the 
emperor  Maximillian  againft  the  French.  He  married  Margaret, 
daughter  of  Richard  Woodville,  earl  Rivers;  and  died  the  i6th  of 
Henry  VIII.  His  iflue  were  two  fons,  William  and  Edward;  and  two 
daughters,  namely,  Margaret,  wife  of  John  de  la  Pole,  earl  of  Lincoln; 
and  Joan,  of  George  Nevil,  lord  Abergavenny. 

William,  the  next  earl,  was  alfo  a  knight  of  the  garter,  and 
one  of  the  fubferibers  to  that  menacing  letter  fent  to  the  pope,  con- 
cerning the  king's  divorce  from  queen  Catherine — 33d  Henry  VIII. 
He  was  obliged  to  exchange  many  of  his  lands  for  manors  in  the 
county  of  SulTex,  that  belonged  to  feveral  religious  houfes:  a  piece  of 
policy  which  Cromwell,  the  chancellor,  advifed  the  king  to  pra&ife, 
in  order  to  prevent  their  return  to  their  ancient  owners.  He  died 
35th  Henry  VIII.  1543.  He  had  two  wives:  firft,  Anne,  lifter 
to  Henry  earl  of  Northumberland;  fecondly,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Robert  Willoughby,  lord  Broke,  by  whom  he  had  two  daughters, 
Margaret  and  Elizabeth,  who  died  unmarried;  and  by  the  former, 
two  daughters,  Anne  and  Catherine,  who  died  {ingle ;  as  alfo  a  fon, 
Henry,  his  fucceflbr. 

Which  Henry,  only  fon  and  heir  of  William,  was  the  laft  earl  of  this 
noble  family  in  the  male  line.  He  had  been  fummoned  to  parliament, 
as  lord  Maltravers,  in  his  father's  lifetime — the  36th  of  Henry  VIII. 
he  was  field  marfhal  of  the  king's  army  at  Boulogne ;  he  was  alfo  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  affiftants  to  the  king's  executors.  Upon  the  fall 
of  the  duke  of  Somerfet,  the  proteclor,  and  uncle  to  Edward  VI. 
he  was  by  the  contrivances  of  Dudley  earl  of  Warwick,  who  in  vain 
ftrove  to  bring  him  to  his  party,  removed  from  the  council  on  frivo- 
lous pretences,  and  was  fined  £.12,000;  and  the  next  year  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower,  under  the  fpecious  reprefentation  of  being  one  of 
the  lords  concerned  in  the  confpiracy  at  Page  Houfe.     On  the  death  of 

king 
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king  Edward,  he  was  a  principal  fupporter  of  Mary's  party  ;  and  march- 
ing to  Cambridge  with  the  lord  Paget  and  others,  he  arretted  Dudley 
(then  duke  of  Northumberland,)  in  arms  on  behalf  of  lady  Jane  Grey, 
and  committed  him  to  clofe  cuftody ;  for  this  and  other  great  fer- 
vices,  he  was  made  conftable,  for  the  day,  at  the  coronation e  of  queen 
Elizabeth.  He  was  alfo  prefident  of  the  council  to  both  Mary  and 
Elizabeth  :  but  in  the  3d  of  Elizabeth,  being  difappointcd  of  the  hopes 
he  had  conceived  of  marrying  the  queen,  and  his  fortune  being  much 
deteriorated  in  that  fruitlefs  purfuit,  he  grew  into  difcontent ;  and  to 
wear  off  the  thoughts  of  his  amour,  procured  leave  to  travel :  during 
this  period  he  ferved  in  the  wars  againft  the  Turks.  In  the  nth  of 
Elizabeth,  returning  into  England,  he  was  one  of  the  commiflioners 
to  examine  into  the  murder  of  lord  Darnley,  hufband  to  Mary  queen 
of  Scotland.  But  not  being  inclinable  to  judge  the  queen  guilty,  and 
favouring  the  duke  of  Norfolk's  marriage  with  her,  he  fuffered  impri- 
fonment  14th  of  Elizabeth,  and  3 2d  of  the  fame  reign  died.  By  his 
fecond  wife,  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Arundel,  of  Lanherne,  in 
Com.  Cornw.  he  had  no  iffue;  but  Walpole,  in  his  account  of  Noble 
Authors,  calls  her  daughter  of  Thomas  lord  Arundel,  of  Wardour ; 
and  names  her  as  the  authorefs  of  feveral  little  tranflations  from  the 
Greek  and  Latin;  adding,  that  learning  had  taken  a  confiderable  flight 
flnce  the  days  of  Edward  IV.  Sir  Thomas  More  mentions  it  as  very 
extraordinary,  that  Jane  Shore  could  read  and  write.  However,  he 
had  by  Catherine  (daughter  of  Thomas  Grey  marquis  of  Dorfet,)  his 
firft  wife,  a  fon,  Henry,  who  died  in  his  life- time,  and  two  daughters. 
Jane,  the  eldeft,  married  John,  lord  Lumley,  by  whom  lhe  had  Charles, 
Thomas,  and  Mary,  who  died  infants;  and  Mary,  the  youngeft,  was 
the  wife  of  Thomas  Howard  duke  of  Norfolk,  whofe  fon,  Philip,  in 
her  right,  came  to  enjoy  the  cattle  of  Arundel,  and  all  other  honours 
of  the  family ;   from  him  they  have  defcended  to  the  prefent  duke  of

Norfolk,  who  has  lately  repaired  and  beautified  that  moft  ancient 
and  famous  fabric,  the  continued  refidence  and  pofTeffion  of  his  ancef- 
tors  from  the  time  of  Henry  II.  Thus,  at  length,  were  concentrated 
the  fome  time  divided  dignities  of  the  Fitzalan  family,  which,  with 
divers  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  are  annexed  to  the  title, 
name,  and  dignity,  of  earl  of  Arundel,  by  fpecial  act:  of  parliament  anno 
3d  Charles  I.  The  faid  Joanna  lady  Lumley,  and  Mary  duchefs  of 
Norfolk,  are  noticed  by  Walpole  in  his  lift  of  Noble  Authors,  as  hav- 
ing made  feveral  tranflations  from  the  Latin  and  Greek  authors,  dedi- 
cated to  their  father;  the  manufcripts  of  moft  of  which  pieces  he 
ftates  to  be  in  the  king's  library. 

But,  before  we  proceed  entirely  to  difmifs  our  account  of  this  noble 
family  of  the  ancient  earls  of  Arundel,  there  remains  one  of  them  par- 
ticularly to  be  noticed,  viz.  Thomas  (called  Arundel,)  a  younger  bro- 
ther to  Richard  earl  of  Arundel,  beheaded  temp.  Richard  II. 

This  Thomas  Arundel  (as  before  obferved,)  was  archbifhop  of 
Canterbury,  but  previoufly  thereto  he  had  been  bifhop  of  Ely,  translated 
from  thence  to  the  fee  of  York,  and  afterwards  to  that  of  Canterbury, 
being  the  firft  inftance  of  the  tranflation  of  an  archbifhop  of  York  to 
the  archbifhoprick  of  Canterbury.  Having  been  impeached,  and 
banifhed  the  kingdom,  for  being  concerned  in  his  brother's  treafon, 
he  retired  into  France;  but  returned  again  into  England  with  Henry 
duke  of  Lancafler,  afterwards  king  Henry  IV.  whom  he  chiefly  infti- 
gated  by  his  advice  to  depofe  king  Richard  II.  For  it  feems  the  duke 
of  Lancafter  had  been  alfo  banifhed  by  king  Richard,  and  was  in 
France,  when  the  nobility  and  others,  tired  with  the  opprefllons  of 
Richard,  folicited  the  duke  to  take  the  crown.' 

This  their  requeft  they  drew  up  in  a  letter,  and  fent  over  by  faithful 
mefTengers  to  the  archbifhop,  who  was  then  in  Brittany,  defiring  him 
to  be  their  advocate  on  this  occafion  with  the  duke.  Arundel,  being 
a  fellow-fufferer,  gladly  accepted  the  office ;  and  went  with  the  mef-

fengers  to  the  duke  at  Paris,  where  they  delivered  the  letters  from  the 
nobles  and  commons  of  England,  and  the  archbifhop  feconded  them 
with  the  beft  arguments  he  could  invent.  He  reprefented  the  re- 
ferable ftate  of  the  Englifh  nation;  that  it  was  utterly  ruined  by  the 
mifmanagement  of  public  affairs:  in  which,  though  the  king  himfelf 
was  not  actually  concerned,  yet  fo  long  as  he  trufted,  employed,  and 
fupported  unfit  minifters,  he  could  not  be  thought  fit  to  govern. 
That  it  was  far  more  intolerable  to  be  flaves  to  ignoble  perfons  than 
to  the  king ;  and  therefore  fo  long  as  the  king  continued  to  maintain 
the  pride  and  tyranny  of  fuch  perfons  over  his  fubjects,  it  could  be  no 
crime  to  dcpofe  him.  That  the  prefent  difordered  ftate  of  the  nation 
was  fuch,  that  nothing  but  immediate  help  could  preferve  it:  for  the 
ancient  courage  of  the  Englifh  was  funk  into  effeminacy  ;  the  men  of 
bravery  and  conduct  put  to  death  or  banifhed;  the  nobility  contemned 
or  flighted;  the  gentry  abufed;  and  the  commons  oppreffed  with  heavy 
taxes,  not  to  fupport  the  government,  but  the  pride  and  avarice  of  their 
fellow  fubjects:  the  archbifhop  added,  that  the  nation  placed  all  their 
hopes  on  him  (the  duke),  and  expected  the  redrefs  of  their  grievances 
only  at  his  hands,  both  on  account  of  his  perfonal  courage  and 
achievements,  and  the  near  relation  he  ftood  in  to  the  crown.  The 
Duke  did  not  immediately  clofe  with  this  inviting  offer,  but  objected  to 
the  unlawfulnefs  of  the  defign:  to  which  Arundel  replied,  "Examples 
of  cafting  a  king  out  of  his  ftate  are  not  rare  (as  you  affirm),  nor  long 
fince  put  in  practice,  nor  far  hence  to  be  fetched.  The  kings  of  Den- 
mark and  Sweden,  are  often  banifhed  by  their  fubjects,  oftentimes 
imprifoned,  and  put  to  their  fines  ;  the  princes  of  Germany,  about  one 
hundred  years  ago,  depofed  Adolphus  the  emperor,  and  are  now  in 
hand  to  depofe  their  emperor  Wenceflaus ;  the  ancient  Britons  chafed 
away  their  king  Caractacus,  for  the  lewdnefs  of  his  life,  and  cruelty 
of  his  rule,  in  the  time  of  the  Saxon  heptarchy;  Benredus,  king  of 
Mercia,  for  his  pride  and  ftoutnefs  towards  his  people,  was  depofed  by 
them  ;  likewife  Aleredus  and  Ethelburtus,  kings  of  Northumberland, 
were,  for  their  diforders,  expelled  by  their  fubjects.  Since  the  Norman 
D  conqueft, 
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conqueft,  the   lords  endeavoured   to  expel  Henry  III.  but  were  not 

able;  yet  they  were  able  to  depofe  Edward  II.  and  to  conftitute  his 

young  fon,  Edward,  in  his  ftead.     Thefe  are  not  all,  and  yet  enough 

to  clear  this  acfion  of  rarenefs  in  other  countries,  and  of  novelty  in 

Life  and         ours."     The  refult  of  this  advice  is  well  known:  the  duke  of  Lancafter 

Richard  [I.      obtained  the  throne,  and  the  unfortunate  Richard,  after  a  folemn  refig-

vol.i.  p.  282.  This  archbifhop  thus  recovered  his  See  ;  and  certainly  was  a  man  of 
great  eminency  in  his  time.  He  was  a  great  perfecutor  of  the  Wick- 
liffites,  and  exercifed  great  feverities  againft  them  ;  particularly  Sir  John 
Oldcaftle,  commonly  called  Lord  Cobham  :  at  length  death  put  an  end 
to  the  life  of  a  perfidious  fubjeel,  and  a  religious  perfecutor,  the  30th 
February,  1413.  He  was  buried  in  the  cathedral  church  of  Canter- 
bury, under  a  monument  erecled  by  him  in  his  lifetime.

At  the  general  furvey,  Roger  de  Aubervill,  or  Othbervil,  held  eighteen 
lordfhips  in  Efiex  and  Suffolk ;  at  which  time  likewife,  one  William 
povTeffed  the  manor  of  Barley  c  in  Hertfordfhire.  Hugh,  his  fon,  fuc- 
ceeded  him  in  it,  and  dying  temp,  king  Stephen,  left  William,  his  fon, 
a  minor:  which  William  married  afterwards  Maud,  the  eldeft  daughter 
of  Ranulph  Glanvill,  chief  juftice  of  England  ;  and  had  iffue,  Hugh, 
whofe  fon,  William,  left  a  daughter,  Joan,  married  to  Nicholas  de 
Criol,  with  whom  the  barony  expired,  temp.  K.  John.     (Vid.  Criol)

In  the  time  of  William  Rufus,  Guy  de  Baliol  had  the  barony  of 
Biwell,  in  Northumberland,  whofe  fon,  Bernard,  being  a  perfon  mod 
expert  in  arms,  fhared  in  the  honour  of  that  glorious  victory  obtained 
over  the  Scots  at  Northallerton;  and  adhering  to  king  Stephen  againft 
the  emprefs  Maud,  was  taken  prifoner  with  him  at  the  battle  of  Lin- 
coln. He  beftowed  on  the  abbey  of  St.  Mary's,  at  York,  and  on  the 
monks  of  Riebault,  certain  lands  for  the  health  of  his  foul,  and  that  of 
Agnes  de  Pincheni,  his  wife. 

To  him  fucceeded  Euftace  de  Bailiol,  who  gave  £.100  for  licence 
to  marry  the  widow  of  Robert  Fitz-Piers.  His  fon  was  Hugh  de  Ba- 
liol, who  was  certified  to  hold  the  barony  of  Biwell  of  the  king,  as  his 
anceftors  had  done  from  the  time  of  William  Rufus.  Upon  levying 
the  fcutage  of  Wales,  the  13th  of  John,  he  rnfwercd  for  thirty  knights 
fees. 

About  this  time,  fays  Dugdale,  was  Henry,  brother,  as  he  fuppofes, 

to  this  Hugh  de  Baliol,  which  Henry  married  Lora,  one  of  the  coheirs 

to  Chriftian,  wife  of  William  de  Mandeville,  earl  of  EfTex,  and  heirs 

D  3  to 
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to  the  barony  of  Valoines,  and  the  30th  of  Henry  III.  departed  this 
life  ;  whereupon  the  lady  Lauretta  (fo  ftyled  in  the  record),  his  widow, 
doing  her  homage,  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance,  which 
he  had  holden  in  the  counties  of  Effex,  Herts,  and  Norfolk. 

Brother  to  this  Henry  (continues  Dugdale),  was  probably  Euftace 

de  Baliol,  who  married  Hawyfe,  daughter  and  heir  to  Ralph  de  Le-

this  Euftace  was  fheriffof  Cumberland;  and  after  the  deceafe  of  the 
faid  Hawyfe,  is  faid  to  have  married  Agnes,  fecond  daughter  of  Joane 
de  Percy,  which  Joane  was  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  to  Wil-

But  to  return  to  Hugh  Baliol,  of  whom  we  have  before  fpoken.  He 
was  fucceeded  by  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Dervorguil,  one 
of  the  three  daughters  and  heirs  to  Alan  of  Galway,  by  Margaret,  the 
eldeft  fifter  of  John  Scot,  the  laft  earl  of  Chefter,  and  one  of  the  heirs 

Vid.  the  earls   to  David  earl  of  Huntingdon. 

40I1  un  '"  He  was  fheriff  of  Cumberland  from  the  33d  to  the  39th  of  Hen- 

ry III.  inclufive ;  and  alfo  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Carlifle.  The  48th 
of  Henry  III.  he  adhered  to  the  king  againft  the  rebellious  barons; 
and  was  taken  prifoner  with  him  at  the  fatal  battle  of  Lewes.  Yet, 
as  it  feems,  he  made  his  efcape,  and  joined  with  other  loyal  barons  in 
raifing  forces  for  the  king's  redemption;  after  when,  viz.  the  53d  of 
Henry  III.  he  died,  leaving  Hugh,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  twenty- eight 
years  of  age. 

Which  Hugh  married  Anne,  daughter  of  William  Valence,  earl  of 
Pembroke,  and  died  the  year  following,  viz.  the  56th  of  Henry  III. 
without  iffue,  leaving  Alexander,  his  brother  and  heir ;  who  died  the 
7th  of  Edward  I.  and  was  fucceeded  by  John  de  Baliol,  who  married 
Ifabel,  daughter  of  John  de  Warren,  earl  of  Surrey  ;  and  the  19th  of 
Edward  I.  was  one  of  the  competitors  for  the  crown  of  Scotland : 
which,  by  the  joint  confent  of  all  others,  was  referred  to  the  de- 
cifion  of  Edward  I.  then  king  of  England,  who  adjudged  the  right  to

belong  to  this  John ;  who  thereupon  was  acknowledged  king  of  Scot- 
land, in  which  royal  dignity  the  Englifh  Barony  and  honour  became 
involved.

In  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confeflbr,  Dru  de  Balladon,  or  Balon,  had 
iffue  three  fons;  viz.  Hameline,  Wyonoc,  and  Winebald :  alfo  three 
daughters;  Em  me,  Lucia,  and  Beatrix.  Hameline  came  over  into 
England  with  the  Conqueror,  and  was  the  firfl  lord  of  the  territory  of 
Over- went,  in  Wales;  where  he  built  the  cattle  of  Bergavenny,*  and  *  Vid.  Aber- 
died  without  hTue  the  3d  of  William  Rufus.  Of  Wyonoc,  the  fecond  §avenn^ 
fbn,  no  further  mention  is  made;  but  Wynebald,  the  third  fon, 
was  father  of  Roger,  of  whom  Dugdale  recites  no  more  than  his 
name.d 

Of  the  fame  family  he,  however,  fuppofes  was  John  de  Baalun,  in 
the  time  of  Henry  III.  who  married  Auda,  filler  and  heir  to  William 
Painell,  and  was  at  firft  one  of  the  barons  in  arms  againft  king 
Henry  III.  but  made  his  peace  prior  to  the  battle  of  Evelham,  which 
fo  entirely  annihilated  their  power ;  after  when,  no  account  is  further 
given  of  him. 


d  In  the  Magna  Britannia  of  the  county  of  Gloucefter,  p.  T]Q,  it  is  ftated,  that  Winebold 
de  Balon,  fon  of  Dru,  or  Drago  de  Balon,  or  Baladon,  obtained  the  manor  of  Eaftington  or 
Eafington,  in  that  county,  and  gave  the  tithes  to  the  monks  of  Bermondley,  in  Surrey,  and  a 
mill  in  Framelode  to  the  abbey  of  Gloucefter.  His  pofterity  enjoyed  this  manor  for  above  200 
years,  till,  for  want  of  male  iffue,  it  paffed  by  marriage  of  the  heirertes  to  the  Audleys  earls  of 
Gloucefter  and  earls  of  Stafford.  In  which  laft  family  it  continued  to  the  13th  of  Elizabeth, 
when  it  was  fold  to  one  Edward  Stephens.

Of  this  name  were  anciently  feveral  families;  whereof  the  firft  men- 
tioned is  Ofmund,  a  Norman ;  the  next  William,  fome  time  abbot  of 
St.  Benedicts,  at  Holme,  in  Suffolk;  and  after  him 

Ralph,  whom  fome  make  the  fon  of  Thirftine  Baffet,  who  came  in 
with  the  Conqueror.  Of  this  Ralph,  Ordericus  Vitalis  writes,  that  he 
was  raifed  by  king  Henry  I.  from  a  very  low  condition,  and  had  con- 
ferred upon  him  a  very  ample  eftate,  and  was  exalted  above  the  earls 
and  other  great  men.  He  was  moreover  conftitutedjuftice  of  England, 
with  an  authority  fo  great  that  he  fat  in  what  court  he  pleafed.c  He 
was  lord  of  Colfton  (afterwards  called  Colfton  Baffet),  and  had  iffue 
Dug.Ancient  four  fons  ;  viz.  Thirftine,  Thomas,  Richard,  and  Nicholas:  whereof 
Arms!0  Thirftine  fucceeded  him  in  Colfton,  whofe  fon,  Richard,  was  father 

of  another  Thirftine,  who,  temp.  K.  John,  held  fix  knights  fees  of  the 
honour  of  Wallingford,  and  died  without  iffue. 

Thomas  was  anceftor  of  the  Heddington  line. 

Richard  was  progenitor  of  the  Baffets  of  Weldon,  Drayton,  and 
Sapcoate.     And, 

Nicholas  oppofing  king  Stephen,  was  thereby  totally  overthrown.

Thomas,  fecond  fon  of  Ralph,  the  chief  juftice,  was  of  Compton,  in 
com.  Oxon,  and  had  iffue,  Gilbert  Baffet,  who,  the  12th  Henry  II.  held 

eHe  is  faid  to  have  devifed  the  law  of  Francke  Pledge,  and  other  excellent  laws. 

feven 
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feven  knights  fees  of  the  honour  of  Wallingford ;  and  was  fucceeded 
by  Thomas  Baflet,  which  Thomas,  for  his  fpecial  fervices  to  Henry  IT. 
had  the  lordfhip  of  Hedendon,  in  Oxfordfhire,  with  the  hundred  of 
Botendon,  given  him  in  fee  farm,  for  the  rent  of  twenty  pounds  per 
annum,  to  the  king's  exchequer.  In  the  21ft  of  Henry  II.  he  was  one 
of  the  king's  juftices  in  his  court  of  judicature  ;  and  the  2Jth  of 
Henry  II.  a  juftice  itinerant  for  feveral  counties.     He  married  Alice, 

the  daughter  of Dunftanville,  and  had  iflue  three  fons ;   Gilbert, 

Thomas,  and  Alan,  and  alfo  a  daughter,  wife  of  Albert  de  Grelle.  Of 
thefe,  Gilbert,  the  eldeft,  was  founder  of  the  priory  at  Bifleter,  in 
com.  Oxon ;  and,  the  iffc  of  Richard  I.  was  one  of  the  barons  who 
attended  at  that  king's  coronation.  The  2d  of  John,  he  was  fheriffof 
Oxfordfhire,  and  prefent  with  many  other  barons  at  Lincoln,  when 
William,  king  of  Scotland,  did  homage  to  king  John  for  that  king- 
dom.     His  wife  was  Egeline,  daughter  of Courtney,  by  whom, 

on  his  deceafe,  the  7th  of  John,  he  left  iflue  one  only  daughter,  his 
heir,  viz,  Euftachia,  wife  of  Richard  de  Camvil :  but  then  a  widow, 
having  been  married  before  to  Thomas  de  Verdon.

Next  brother  to  Gilbert  Baflet  laft  named,  was  Thomas,  who  had 
the  manors  of  Colinton  and  Witeford  given  him  by  Richard  I.;  and, 
the  5th  of  John,  another  grant  of  the  manor  of  Hedendon,  in  com. 
Oxon,  in  fee  farm,  the  fame  as  had  been  before  holden  by  his  father 
Thomas.  He  feems  to  have  been  a  molt  obfequious  adherent  to  king 
John,  whom  he  attended  at  Runnimede;  as  alfo  to  Henry  III.  being 
one  of  his  commanders  at  the  battle  of  Lincoln.  But  the  4th  of 
Henry  III.  he  died,  leaving  three  daughters,  his  heirs;  viz.  Philippa, 
wife,  firft  of  Henry  earl  of  Warwick,  and  after  of  Richard  Siward  ; 
Joane,  of  Reginald  Valletourt;  and  Alice,  of  John  Bifet.

BASSET  OF  WYCOMBE. 


Alan,  youngeft  brother  to  Gilbert  and  Thomas  Baflet  beforenamed, 
of  Hedendon,  was  the  founder  of  this  line  ;  to  whom,  from  his  being 
firm  to  him,  king  John  was  very  bountiful,  and  beftowed  on  him 
feveral  manors,  amongft  which  was  that  of  Wycombe,  in  the  county 
of  Buckingham.  He  died  the  17th  Henry  III.  leaving  iflue,  Gilbert, 
his  fuccefTor,  and  two  younger  fons,  Waryne  and  Philip.  Which 
Gilbert  married  Ifabel,  daughter  of  William  de  Ferrers;  and  died  by 
a  fall  from  his  horfe  the  25th  of  Henry  III.  Nor  did  his  fon  and  heir 
(his  only  child)  long  furvive  him.  Wherefore  the  inheritance  came 
to  Fulke  BafTet,  dean  of  York,  his  brother  ;  who  being  a  clergyman,  it 
at  length  devolved  to  Philip  his  next  brother ;  who  floutly  adhered  to 
king  Henry  III.  and  was  the  laft  man  who  quitted  the  field  at  the  fatal 
battle  of  Lewes,  where  the  faid  king  was  taken  prifoner  by  his  rebel 
barons.  He  died  the  56th  Henry  III.  leaving  Aliva,  his  only  daughter 
and  heir,  then  wife  of  Roger  le  Bigod,  earl  of  Norfolk,  and  widow  of 
Hugh  Defpenfer,  flain  at  the  battle  of  Evefham.

Temp.  Henry  II.  Warine  de  Baffingburne  was  fheriff  of  Cambridge 
and  Huntingdonfhires ;  whofe  fuccefTor,  John  de  Baffingbourne,  was 
reputed  one  of  the  evil  counfellors  to  king  John,  to  whom  he  flood 
firm  upon  that  great  conteft  between  him  and  his  barons.  The  8th 
Henry  III.  he  paid  100  marks  for  the  wardfhip  of  the  fbns  of  Guy  de 
Dive,  the  eldeft  of  whom  had  married  his  daughter. 

Cotemporary  with  whom  was  Nicholas  de  Baffingburne,  fucceeded 

by 
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by  Warine,  who,  for  his  fidelity  to  Henry  III.  obtained  feveral  grants 
and  favours  from  that  king  ;  whofe  fuccefTor  was  Humphrey  de  Baffing- 
bourne, who,  having  been  in  arms  againft  Henry  III.  by  means  of  the 
beforementioned  Warine,  obtained  his  pardon.  All  that  is  further  faid 
of  this  family  is,  that  Margaret,  daughter  of  Giles  de  Baffingbourne, 
wife  of  Walter,  the  fon  of  Robert  de  Colvil,  had  the  Caftle  of  Bening- 
field,  by  virtue  of  an  entail  made  by  fine,  levied  by  Sir  Humphrey  de 
Baffingbourne  to  himfelf,  for  life,  remainder  to  the  faid  Walter,  and  to 
Margaret,  and  their  iffue.      (Vid.  Colvill.) 

Of  this  name  was  a  family  who  held  the  manor  of  Woodhall,  in 
the  county  of  Hertford,  whofe  male  line  continued  till  the  time  of 
Philip  and  Mary,  when  John  de  Baffingbourne,  the  laft  thereof,  left 
only  two  daughters,  his  heirs,  viz.  Audrey,  married  to  Thomas  Gaudy, 
ferjeant  at  law ;  and  the  other  to  Michael,  fon  to  Sir  Nicholas  Hare, 
of  Brufiard,  in  Suffolk,  mailer  of  the  Rolls,  and  clerk  of  the  Pells.

Rancjlph  de  Bayeaux,  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.  had  great  poffef- 
fions  in  Lincolnfhire.  His  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  of  Alan  de 
Lincoln,  by  whom  he  had  four  fons;  viz.  Hugh,  Alan,  William,  and 
Robert ;  which  Hugh  was  his  fucceffor,  and  had  iffue,  John,  his  fon 
and  heir,  on  whofe  deceafe,  circ.  33d  Henry  III.  Stephen  de  Bayeaux, 
his  brother,  was  his  next  heir  male.  But  the  faid  John  had  iffue,  two 
daughters,  his  heirs  ;  the  marriage  of  one  of  which  was  granted  by 
the  king  to  Elias  de  Rabaine,  under  colour  of  which  grant,  this  Elias 
is  faid  to  have  carried  the  other  daughter  beyond  the  fea.

At  the  time  of  the  Conqueror's  furvey,  Ralph  Baynard  poflefled  many 
lordfhips  in  England;  whofe  grandfon,  William,  fiding  with  the  earl 
of  Maine  and  others,  againft  king  Henry  I.  loft  this  barony,  the  head 
whereof,  from  him,  was  called  Baynard's  f  Caftle,  fituate  in  Thames 
Street,  in  the  city  of  London,  which  was  given  by  the  king  to  Robert, 
a  younger  fon  to  Richard  Fitz-Gilbert,  progenitor  of  the  ancient  earls 
Vid.         of  Clare ;    from    which   Robert,    the   noble    family   of  Fitz-Walter

Hugh  de  Beauchamp  came  into  England  with  the  Conqueror,  by 
whofe  gift  he  had  forty-three  lordfhips,  the  greateft  part  in  Bedford- 
shire:6 this  Hugh  had  three  fons  ;  Simon,  Pain,  and  Milo.  Simon  is 
faid  to  have  died  without  iilue,  and  Pain,  his  brother,  fucceeded  him  ; 


f  By  virtue  of  this  he  was  hereditary  flandard  bearer  of  London.  But  by  fome  it  is  aflerted, 
this  office  was  as  conftable  of  the  caftle  of  London,  which  Baynard's  caftle  was  then  called. 

s  The  barony  of  Bedford,  of  which  the  caftle  was  the  head,  is  faid  to  have  been  holden  by 
the  fervice  of  performing  the  office  of  almoner  to  the  kings  of  England  on  the  day  of  their 
coronation  ;  and  to  have  certain  fees,  viz.  the  filver  bafon,  or  alms  difh,  and  the  distributing 
all  the  filver  therein,  with  the  fine  linen  towel,  and  the  diftribution  of  all  the  cloth  fpread  on  the 
ground  on  which  their  majefties  walk  ;  with  a  tun  of  wine,  &c.  At  the  coronation  of  James  II. 
there  was  only  allowed  the  filver  alms  difh,  with  the  diftribution  of  the  cloth  on  which  the 
king  walked.

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who  married  Robais,  daughter  of  Alberic  de  Vere,  juftice  of  England, 
temp.  Henry  I. 

Simon,  his  fon,  was  his  fucceflbr,  who  had  divers  fons,  which  held 
the  cattle  of  Bedford  againft  king  Stephen,  becaufe  they  heard  the 
king  had  given  their  fitter  in  marriage,  (with  the  whole  barony  of  Bed- 
ford,) unto  Hugh  (furnamed  pauper,)  brother  to  the  earl  of  Leicefter. 
He  died  9th  John,  when 

William,  his  fon,  was  his  fucceflbr,  who  was  amongft  the  rebellious 
barons  againft  king  John,  as  alfo  Henry  III.  as  is  manifeft,  from  his 
being  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Lincoln,  the  ift  of  Henry  III.  He 
however,  afterwards  fubmitted  to  obedience,  and  was  received  into  fa- 
vour ;  and  having  obtained  an  honourable  fame  for  many  great  exploits, 
as  well  as  for  acts  of  munificence  to  divers  religious  houfes,  died  the  44th 
Henry  III.  To  whom  fucceeded  Simon,  his  fon  and  heir  (as  prefumed,) 
who  died  foon  after,  viz.  47th  Henry  III.  leaving  iflue  one  fole  daughter 
and  heir,  Joane ;  whofe  wardfhip  was  granted  by  the  king  to  Thomas 
earl  of  Flanders.  But  he  had  a  brother,  William,  who  furvived  him 
only  a  fliort  time,  when  another  brother,  John,  became  the  next 
baron ;  who,  the  49th  of  Henry  III.  had  livery  of  this  inheritance ; 
but  taking  part  with  the  rebellious  barons,  was  flain  at  the  battle  of 
Evelham,  whereupon  the  king  gave  all  his  lands  to  prince  Edward,, 
his  eldeft  fon  ;  yet  foon  after,  by  the  decree  of  Kenelworth,  there  being 
a  fpecial  compofition  made  for  thofe  forfeitures,  Maud  de  Moubray, 
wife  to  Roger  de  Moubray,  Beatrix,  the  wife  of  Thomas  Fitz-Otes, 
Joane,  Ida,  and  Ifabel,  daughters  of  Ela,  wife  of  Baldwin  Wake, 
coufins  and  heirs  to  Joane  de  Beauchamp,  daughters  of  Simon  before- 
mentioned,  (which  Maud,  Ela,  and  Beatrix,  were  fitters  to  the  faid 
Simon,  William,  and  John)  had  livery  of  that  inheritance.  After  this 
viz.  6th  Edward  I.  Amicia,  the  widow  of  the  laft  mentioned  Wil- 
liam de  Beauchamp,  being  dead,  partition  was  made  of  thofe  lands 
which  flie  held  in  dower,  betwixt  Roger,  fon  of  Roger  de  Moubray 
and  Maud  Beauchamp  beforementioned;  John  de  Steingrave  and  Ida 
his  wife ;  John  de  Orreby  and  Elizabeth  his  wife ;  Michael  Picot  and 
E  2  Joane 
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Joane  his  wife;  William  de  Munchenfi,  of  Edwardefton,  and  Beatrix 
his  wife,  next  heirs  of  the  faid  William  de  Beauchamp,  who  died  the 
44th  of  Henry  III. 

Some  of  the  defendants  of  thefe  coheirs  continued  for  many  gene- 
rations to  poffefs  either  entirely  or  in  portions,  manors  which  had  been 
parcel  of  this  barony. 

The  barons  of  Bedford  having  been  anciently  lord  almoners  to  the 
kings  of  England  on  the  day  of  their  coronation,  Thomas  de  Moubray, 
as  one  of  their  coheirs,  by  the  marriage  of  his  anceitor  with  Maud  de 
Beauchamp  and  John  lord  Latimer,  as  inheriting  a  part  of  the  barony 
which  had  paffcd  in  marriage  with  Maud,  daughter  of  Beatrix  de 
Beauchamp,  to  the  Botetourts,  claimed  this  office,  with  its  perquifites, 
at  the  coronation  of  king  Henry  IV.  The  claim  of  lord  Latimer  was 
allowed,  and  Sir  Thomas  Grey  was  appointed  to  rcprefent  Thomas  de 
Moubray,  whofe  lands  were  then  in  the  king's  hands. 

At  the  coronation  of  James  II.  the  earl  of  Exeter,  defcended  from 
the  Latimers,  by  marriage  with  Lucy,  one  of  the  four  daughters  and 
Vid.  Neville  coheireffes  of  John  Neville,  the  laft  Lord  Latimer,  Sir  George  Blun- 
lord  Latimer,  de]1>  deicen(}eci  from  £la  <\c  Beauchamp,  through  the  Picotts  (or 
Pigotts,)  and  Gafcoignes,  and  Thomas  Snag,  efquire,  who  poffeffed 
fome  other  lands,  parcel  of  the  barony  (by  purchafe,  as  prefumed,) 
claimed  the  office  of  almoner,  which  was  adjudged  for  that  time  to 
the  earl  of  Exeter." 

The  only  known  defcendants  in  lineal  fucceffion  from  the  three 
daughters  of  William  de  Beauchamp,  baron  of  Bedford,  are  from 
Maud,  the  eldeft  daughter,  through  the  coheireffes  of  Moubray,  the 
duke  of  Norfolk,  the  earls  of  Suffolk,  Carlifle,  and  Effingham,  the  lords 
Stourton,  Petre,  and  the  earl  of  Berkeley;  the  earl  of  Peterborough, 
the  duke  of  Leeds,  Sir  William  Wake,  baronet,  Sir  John  Reade,  ba- 
ronet, the  earl  of  Guildford,  and  Sir  Richard  Bedingfield,  baronet, 
all   defcended  from  Ela,  the  fecond  daughter   of  William   de   Beau-

defcended  (through  the  Boutetourts,)  from  Beatrix,  third  daughter  of 
the  faid  William  Beauchamp.k 


BEAUCHAMP  OF  EATON. 

Arms— G.  a  fefs  O. 

Milo  de  Beauchamp,  a  younger  Ion  of  Hugh  de  Beauchamp 
who  came  in  with  the  Conqueror,  was  one  of  thofe  who  held  out  the 
caftle  of  Bedford  againft  king  Stephen.  It  being  then  a  very  ftrong 
fort,  environed  with  a  mighty  rampire  of  earth,  and  an  high  wall, 
within  which  was  an  impregnable  tower ;  fo  that  the  king,  unable  to 
take  it  by  allault,  after  a  long  fiege,  at  length  obtained  it  by  furrender. 
Milo  and  his  foldiers  marching  out  upon  honourable  terms.  But  fur- 
ther of  this  Milo,  it  is  only  faid,  that  with  the  confent  of  Pagan  de 
Beauchamp,  his  heir,  he  gave  the  mill  at  Bedford  unto  the  monks  at 
Bermondfey,  in  Southvvark,  the  27th  Henry  II. 

To  whom  fucceeded  Hugh  de  Beauchamp,  fon  of  Oliver,  founder 
of  the  priory  of  Bifmede,  near  his  park  at  Eaton:  which  Hugh,  the 
32d  of  Henry  II.  being  at  Jerufalem  on  a  pilgrimage,  was  the  next 
year  flain  in  the  Holy  Land,  in  that  battle  where  Guy  king  of  Jeru- 
falem was  taken  prifoner.      His  fucceffor  was 

Roger,  his  brother,  who,  being  in  the  king's  army  at  Newark,  the 
2d  of  Henry  III.  died  foon  after  ;  for  the  6th  of  Henry  III.  John,  fon 
of  William  de  Beauchamp,  his  nephew  and  heir,  doing  his  homage, 
had  livery  of  the  manors  of  Eaton  and  Sandun,  which  had  defcended 
to  him:   to  which  John  fucceeded 

William  de  Beauchamp,  who,  the  43d  of  Henry  III.  had  fummons

to 
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to 'be  at  Chefter,  well  furnifhed  with  horfe  and  arms,  to  oppofe  the 
hoftile  incurfions  of  the  Welfh.  His  fucceflbr  was  Ralph,  who,  the 
ioth  of  Edward  I.  was  in  the  expedition  then  made  into  Wales;  and 
died  on  the  Tuefday  preceding  the  feaft  of  All  Saints,  the  21ft  of 
Edward  I.  being  then  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Eaton,  holden  of  the  king 
in  capite  by  barony,  performing  the  fervice  of  one  knight  in  the  king's 
army,  leaving  Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  twenty-one  years  old  ; 
who,  the  enfuing  year,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands;  with 
whom  Dugdale  concludes  his  unconnected  account  of  this  family,  by 
reafon,  as  he  fays,  they  were  not  of  the  degree  of  barons. 


BEAUCHAMP  OF  ELMLEY. 

(Vid.  Beauchamp  earl  of  Warwick.) 

BEAUCHAMP  OF  ALCESTER  AND  POWICK. 

Arms — G.  a  Fefs  betwen  Six  Martlets  O. 

Walter  de  Beauchamp,  fecond  fon  of  William  Beauchamp  of 
Elmley,  by  his  wife,  fifter  and  heir  to  William  Mauduit,  earl  of  War- 
wick, having  purchafed  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Alcefter,  in  com. 
Warw.  made  it  his  chief  refidence,  the  other  being  at  Powick,  in  the 
county  of  Worcefter.  He  was  a  very  eminent  man  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  III.  in  whofe  fifty-third  year  he  figned  himfelf  with  the  crofs 
for  a  pilgrimage  to  the  Holy  Land.  He  married  Alice  de  Tony,  and 
dying  31ft  Edward  I.  left  iflue,  Walter,  William,  and  Giles;  of  which 
fons,  Walter  fettled  the  manor  of  Alcefter  on  his  brother. 

Giles,  who  the  15th  of  Edward  II.  was  fhcritF  of  Carnarvonfhire, 

and 
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and  governor  of  Beaumaris  caftle  ;  and  by  Catharine,  his  wife,  left 
ifTue, 

John,  his  fucceflbr,  who,  the  36th  of  Edward  III.  founded  a  chantry 
in  the  parifh  church  at  Alcefter. 

His  fons  were,  William  and  Walter :  whereof  William  was  lord  of 
Alcefter  and  Powick,  and  Walter  was  anceftor  to  the  Beauchamps  of 
St  Amand.     (Vid  Beauchamp  of  Powick  and  St  Amand.) 


BEAUCHAMP  OF  ESSEX. 

Asms— G.  a  Fefs  between  Six.  Martlets  O.  with  proper  difference. 

Of  the  line  of  Beauchamp  of  Elmley,  it  is  very  probable  (accord- 
ing to  Collins  and  Dugdale,)  was  Stephen  de  Beauchamp,  who  joined 
with  William  Beauchamp  of  Elmley,  temp.  Henry  II.  in  the  gift  of 
Ofmaufore,  to  the  monks  of  Bordfley.  His  chief  feat,  continue  they, 
as  prefumed,  was  in  Eflex :  for,  the  15th  Henry  II.  he  executed  the 
office  of  iheriff  of  that  county,  and  of  Hertfordfhire.  The  2d  of 
Richard  I.  there  is  mention  of  another  Stephen,  then  in  ward  to  the 
bifhop  of  Ely,  fon  of  the  former  ;  who  dying  iffuelefs,  his  four  fitters 
became  his  heirs :  viz.  Ifold,  wife  of  Richard  de  Suburie ;  Maud,  of 
William  de  Waftail ;  Alice,  of  Ralph  de  Ardern ;  and  Idonea,  of  Henry 
de  Alneto  or  Dauney. 


BELE  T. 

Arms — Az.  on  a  Chief  G.  three  Cinquefoils  of  the  Field. 

In  Domefday  Book,  William  Belet,  one  of  the  king's  thains,  held 
Frome-Belet,  in  the  county  of  Dorfet,  of  the  king,  as  alfo  feveral 

other 
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other  manors  and  lands  in  the  fame  county,  of  him  in  capite  per  baro- 
roniam.  In  the  5th  Stephen,  Hervey  Belet  poffeffed  lands  in  North- 
amptonfhire ;  and  in  the  time  of  John,  a  Robert  Belet  was  fheriff  of 
the  counties  of  Somerfet  and  Dorfet :  to  which  Robert  fucceeded  Mi- 
chael, who  left  iffue  an  only  daughter  and  heir,  for  whofe  wardfhip 
Wimund  de  Ralegh  gave  100  marks  the  3d  Henry  III.  Cotemporary 
with  Robert  was  Hervey  Belet,  who  had  iffue  two  fons,  John  and 
Michael;  which  John  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Fulk  D'oiri,  and  died 
without  iffue  ;  to  whom  fucceeded  Michael,  his  brother  before-named, 
who  was  lord  of  Wrokefton,  in  com.  Oxon.  and  married  Emme, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  John  de  Keynes.  He  had  two  fons,  Hervey 
and  Michael ;  which  Hervey  died  without  iffue,  and  Michael,  his  bro- 
ther became  his  heir;  who,  the  8th  king  John,  gave  £.  100  fine,  to 
enjoy  the  office  of  butler  to  the  king  as  his  right ;  which  office,  at  the 
folemn  coronation  of  king  Henry  III.  he  exercifed.  He  founded  a 
priory  at  Wrokefton,  for  canons  regular  of  St.  Auguftine;  and  to  pray 
for  the  fouls  of  king  Richard  I.  and  king  John ;  as  alfo  for  the  health 
of  his  own  foul,  and  thofe  of  Michael  his  father,  and  Emme  his  mo- 
ther ;  John,  William,  Bogo,  Robert,  Adam,  Hervey,  and  Euftace,  his 
brothers ;  and  of  Emme,  Annora,  and  Ptofe,  his  filters. 


BERNERS. 

Arms  —Quarterly  O.  and  Vert. 

In  the  time  of  the  Conqueror,  Hugh  de  Berners  poffeffed  Evrefdon, 
in  the  county  of  Cambridge  :  the  6th  of  Richard  I.  Robert  de  Berners 
gave  a  fine  of  200  marks  for  obtaining  the  king's  favour,  and  reftitu- 
tion  of  his  lands.  After  him  occurs  Ralph  de  Berners,  who  took  part 
with  the  rebel  barons  againft  Henry  III.  and  died  25th  Edward  I. 
leaving  Edmund,  his  fon  and  heir.  From  whom  defcended  Sir  James 
de  Berners,  knight,  a  flrong  favourite  of  king  Richard  II.  who,  when 

the 
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the  great  lords  were  prevalent,  was  arretted,  and  committed  to  prifon, 
condemned  by  the  parliament,  and  beheaded  as  a  traitor. 

His  fucceffor,  Richard,  his  fon,  was  reftored  in  blood  by  ad;  of 
parliament.  He  refided  at  Weft  Horfley,  in  the  county  of  Surrey; 
and  had  the  reputation  of  a  baron,  but  nothing  of  his  creation,  or  writ 
of  fummons  to  parliament  doth  appear.  By  Philippa,  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter of  Edward  Dalyngruge,  he  left  iffue,  Margery,  his  only  daughter 
and  heir ;  married,  firft  to  John  Feriby,  comptroller  to  king  Henry  VI. 
by  whom  fhe  had  no  iffue;  and,  fecondly,  to  Sir  John  Bourchier, 
fourth  fon  to  William  earl  of  Ewe,  by  Anne,  his  wife,  daughter  of 
Thomas  of  Woodftock,  duke  of  Gloucefter,  youngeft  fon  to  king 
Edward  III.  (Vid.  Bourchier  lord  Berners.)  From  this  family  are 
defcended  the  Berners  of  Writtle,  and  of  Finchinfield,  in  the  county 
of  Effex. 


BERTRAM  OF  MITFORD. 

Arms — Ar.  an  Efcutcheon  O. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  I.  William  Bertram,  by  confent  of  Hawyfe 
his  wife,  alfo  of  Roger,  Guy,  William,  and  Richard,  his  fons,  founded 
the  priory  of  Brinkburne,  in  Northumberland.  To  which  William, 
fucceeded  Roger,  his  fon;  and  to  him  William,  his  fon,  who  died 
circ.  7th  John.  He  married  Alice,  fifter  of  Robert  de  Umfrevill ;  and 
was  fucceeded  by  Roger,  his  fon,  who,  the  17th  of  John,  adhered  to 
the  rebel  barons,  then  in  arms ;  but  afterwards  made  his  peace,  and 
had  reftitution  of  his  caftle  of  Mitford,  and  lands,  which  had  been 
feized  before  for  his  treafon,  and  grew  into  great  favour  with  Henry  III. 
in  whofe  twenty-fixth  year  he  died,  leaving  another  Roger,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who,  the  48th  of  Henry  III.  was  in  arms  againft  the  king 
at  Northampton,  and  was  there  taken  prifoner.  To  him  fucceeded 
another  Roger  ;  who  dying  the  5th  of  Edward  II.  left  an  only  daugh- 
F  ter, 
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ter,  Agnes,  who  dying  S.  P.  the  iflue  of  his  four  fillers  became  his 
heirs ;  viz.  William,  fon  of  William,  fon  of  Thomas  Fitz- Williams, 
of  Sprotboro'  in  com.  Ebor;  who  married  Agnes  the  eldeft ;  Philip, 

fon  of  Norman  Darcy,  fon  of Darcy,  and  Ifabel  his  wife,  the 

fecond  fifter ;  Elias  de  Penulbury,  the  fon  of  Chriftian  de  Ros,  the  third 
fifter :  and  Gilbert  de  Aton,  fon  of  Ifabel,  daughter  of  Ada  de  Vere, 
the  fourth  fifter. 


BERTRAM  OF  BOTHALL. 

Arms — O.  an  Orle  Az. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  II.  Richard  Bertram  certified  his  knights'  fees 
to  be  three  in  number ;  by  which  fervice  Robert,  his  fon,  held  the 
barony  of  Bothall  of  the  king,  in  capite.  From  hence  defcended 
Robert,  baron  of  Bothall,  who,  in  the  time  of  Edward  III.  was  fheriff 
of  Northumberland,  and  governor  of  Newcaftle  ;  and  was  one  of  the 
principal  northern  Barons  that  engaged  the  Scots  at  Durham,  where 
he  perfonally  took  William  Douglas  prifoner.  He  married  Margaret, 
one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Conftance,  the  wife  of  William 
Felton;  and  at  his  deceafe  left  iffue,  an  only  daughter,  Helen,  who 
became  the  wife  of  Sir  Robert  Ogle,  knight-     (Vid.  Ogle.) 


BIDUN. 

Arms— Chequee  Ar.  and  G.  on  a  Fefs  Az.  three  round  Buckles  Oi 

Halenade  de  Bidun,  and  John  de  Bidun  his  fon,  are  mentioned 
amongft  the  Barons  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.  but  little  elfe  than  their 
bare  names.    Amy,  daughter  of  Halenade  de  Bidun,  married  Gerard 

de 
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de  Limefly.  (Vid.  Limefly.)  The  names  of  the  other  daughters  and 
coheirs  to  their  brother  John,  who  died  without  iffue,  are  not  men- 
tioned, by  reafon  the  jurors  did  not  know  them,  upon  the  inquiution 
after  his  death  being  taken. 


B  I  R  K  I  N. 

Asms — Ar.  a  Fefs  Az.  in  chief  a  File  of  three  Points.    G. 

In  the  8th  Henry  III.  John,  fon  to  Adam  Fitz-Peter  de  Birkin,  as 
fon  and  heir  to  Maud  de  Cauz,  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  inheri- 
tance, and  office  of  warden  of  the  forefts  of  Nottingham  and  Derby, 
and  died  the  nth  of  the  fame  reign.  Thomas,  his  fon  and  fucceflbr, 
did  not  long  furvive,  dying  the  15th  Henry  III.  leaving  Ifabel,  his 
fitter  and  heir,  then  married  to  Robert  de  Everingham ;  from  whence 
the  Everinghams  of  Birkin  and  Lexinton  defcended.  (Vide  Evering- 
ham.) 


BISET. 

Arms— Az.  Ten  Bezants. 

Manser  Biset  was  fewer  to  Henry  II.  and  founded  an  hofpital  at 
Maiden  Bradley,  in  com.  Wilts,  for  leprous  women  and  fecular 
priefts;  to  which  he  gave  that  lordfhip,  with  the  churches  of  Kidder- 
minfter  and  Rokeburne.     To  whom  fucceeded 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  gave  to  the  canons  of  Nutley,  in 
Berkfhire,  the  church  of  Bradley,  for  the  health  of  the  fouls  of  Manfer 
his  father,  Alice  his  mother,  and  Ifoud  his  wife.  But  it  feems  he  died 
ifluelefs ;  as  another 

Fa  Henrt, 
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Henry,  his  nephew,  became  his  heir;  who,  the  ill  of  John,  gave 
5000  marks  for  livery  of  the  lordfhip  of  Kidderminfter  and  Sandhurft, 
co.  Wigorn  :  whofe  fucceflbr  was 

John  Biset,  brother  and  heir  of  William  Bifet,  who  paid  £.ioo> 
for  his  relief,  had  livery  of  his  lands ;  and  being  chief  forefter  of  Eng- 
land, was  in  that  great  tournament  holden  at  Northampton,  25th 
Henry  III.  1241.  After  which,  ere  long,  he  died,  leaving  iflue,  three 
daughters,  his  heirs :  viz.  Margaret,  wife  of  Richard  de  Rivers;  Ela, 
and  Ifabel ;  and  Alice  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  and  heirs  of 
Thomas  Baffet,  of  Hedendon,  furviving. 


BLOUNT. 

Arms — Barry  Nebulee  of  Six  O.  and  S, 

This  ancient  family  is  faid  to  have  its  rife  from  the  Blondi  or 
Biondi,  in  Italy,  whofe  hiftorians  derive  them  from  the  Roman 
Flavii. 

Blound,  lord  of  Guifnes,  in  France,  had  three  fons,  who  came  into 
England  with  the  Conqueror.  One  returned  into  France  again ;  the 
other  two,  Sir  Robert  and  Sir  William,  remained.  Sir  Robert  at 
the  time  of  the  General  Survey,  poffeffed  feveral  lordfhips  in  the 
county  of  Suffolk,  of  which  Ixworth,  or  Ikefworth,  was  the  chief  of 
his  barony.  Sir  William  had  feveral  lordfhips  in  Lincolnfhire :  but 
Sir  Robert  was  father  of  Gilbert,  who,  by  Alice  de  Colkirke,  his  wife, 
had  iffue,  William  baron  of  Ixworth,  who,  by  Sarah  de  Montchenfi, 
his  wife,  was  father  of  another  Gilbert  (by  fome  called  Hubert,)  who, 
by  Agnes  de  Lifle,  had  two  fons,  William  and  Stephen.  William  the 
cldeft,  married  Cicely  de  Vere,  and  had  iflue  another  William,  and 
two  daughters;  which  William  being  amongft  the  rebel  barons, 
temp.  Henry  III.  and  {landard-bearer  in  their  army,  under  Simon 
Montfort,  earl  of  Leiccfter,  was  flain  with  him  at  the  battle  of  Lewes, 

leaving 
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leaving  his  two  fitters;  viz.  Agnes,  Wife  of  Sir  William  de  Criketot; 
and  Rohefe,  of  Robert  de  Valoines,  (vid.  Criketot,  and  alfo  Valoines,) 
his  heirs,  who  fhared  the  inheritance. 

Here  ended  the  barony  of  Ixworth.  But  from  Stephen  before- 
mentioned,  fecond  fon  of  Gilbert,  (or  Hubert)  Le  Blound,  who  mar- 
ried Mary,  fole  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Sir  William  Le  Blound,  of 
Saxlingham,  in  Suffolk,  the  fourth  in  a  direct  line  from  William, 
brother  to  the  firft  Sir  Robert,  are  defcended  (the  families  being  united) 
all  the  Blounts  in  England;  of  whom  were  the  Blounts  lord  Montjoy 
and  earl  of  Devon;  and  the  baronets  family  of  Sodington,  in  com. 
Worcefter,  fo  created  O&ober  5th,  1643.  (Vid.  Blount  earl  of 
Devonfhire.) 


B  0  C  LAND. 

Arms — Ar.  an  Eagle  difplayed  S.  armed  and  beaked  O. 

Hugh  de  Bocland,  Iheriff  of  Berkfhire  in  the  time  of  Henry  II. 
accounted  two  knights'  fees  and  an  half  for  his  barony.  His  fucceffor, 
William,  left  only  iflue  Joane,  his  daughter  and  heir,  according  to 
Collins  and  Dugdale.  But  Salmon,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Hertfordfhire,*  Salm.  Herts, 
fays  three  :  viz.  Maud,  wife  of  William  Kaamorden;  Hawyfe,  of  John  p' 
de  Bovil;  and  Joane,  of  Robert  de  Ferrariis.+  To  which  Kaamor- 
den, by  Maud  his  wife,  the  manor  of  Buckland,  in  com.  Herts,  was 
acquired,  with  the  advowfon  of  the  church.

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BOLEBEC  OF  BUCKINGHAMSHIRE. 

Arms — Vert  a  Lion  ramp.  Ar.  vulned  in  the  fhoulder. 

At  the  time  of  the  Conqueror's  Survey,  Hugh  de  Bolebec  pof- 
fefled  many  lordfhips  in  feveral  counties,  and  had  iflue  Hugh  and 
Walter,  who  fucceeded  each  other  in  the  barony ;  with  the  laft  of 
whom  it  expired  in  an  heir  female,  Ifabel,  married  to  Robert  de  Vere, 
Vid.  Novant.  afterwards  earl  of  Oxford,  and  next  to  Henry  de  Novant,  Yet  in 
Novant,  Dugdale  fays,  fhe  married  firft  Henry  de  Novant,  and  after- 
terwards  Robert  de  Vere.  But  it  is  moft  probable  lhe  married  to  her 
firft  hufband  the  faid  Robert  de  Vere,  as  the  barony  of  Bolebec  was 
one  numbered  by  the  defcendants  of  that  family  amongft  the  reft  of 
their  honours.     (Vid.  Vere  earl  of  Oxford.) 


BOLEBEC  OF  NORTHUMBERLAND. 


Vid.  Mont- 
fichett. 


Of  the  fame  name  (and  family  probably),  as  in  Buckinghamfliire, 
was  another  Hugh  de  Bolebec,  who  left  iifue,  Walter,  the  founder 
of  the  priory  of  Blancland,  in  the  county  of  Northumberland,  and 
died  before  the  33d  Henry  II.  leaving  iflue  by  Margaret,  his  wife,  one 
of  the  fifters  and  coheirs  to  Richard  de  Montfichett,  Walter,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who  died  without  iflue,  whereby  Hugh,  his  brother,  became 
his  heir;  who,  the  43d  Henry  III.  was  one  of  the  juftices  itinerant  for 
the  counties  of  Northampton,  York,  Northumberland,  Cumberland, 
and  Lancafter;  and  in  that  year  deceafed,  leaving  iflue,  four  daughters 
and  heirs ;  viz.  Philippa,  wife  of  Roger  de  Lancafter ;  Margery,  firft 
of  Nicholas  Corbet,  and  fecondly,  of  Ralph,  fon  of  William  lord  of 

Gri'methorp ; 
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Grimethorp  :  Alice,  of  Walter  de  Huntercombe :  and  Maud,  of  Hugh   Vid-  Hunter-

BOLLERS. 

Arms— S.  a  Maunch  O. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  I.  Baldwin  de  Bollers  had  the  honour 
of  Montgomery  given  him  by  that  king,  with  Sibyl  de  Faleife  his 
niece.  He  was  fucceeded  by  his  two  fons,  Robert  and  Baldwin,  of 
whom  little  mention  is  made ;  which  iaft  died  the  9th  John,  without 
iflue,  as  it  feems,  for  William  de  Curtenay  paying  400  marks  fine, 
had  livery  of  his  lands. 


BOLTBY. 

Arms — Ar.  on  a  Fefs  S.  three  Garbs  O. 

Nicholas  de  Bolteby  having  married  Philippa,  daughter  and 
fole  heir  of  Adam  de  Tyndale,  became  Baron  of  South  Tyndale,  in  the 
county  of  Northumberland.  But  this  barony  does  not  appear  to  have 
gone  further  than  Adam,  his  Ion  ;  who  died,  10th  Edward  I.  (Vid. 
Tyndale.)  Ifabel,  his  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir,  married  firil  to 
Thomas,  fon  of  Adam  de  Multon  (then  called  Lucie),  and  afterwards  Vid.  Lucie  of 
to  William  TunftalL  Cockermouth 


B  R  E  A  N  T. 


BRAIBROC. 


Aems — Ar.  Seven  Mafcles  conjoined  Az. 


Vid.  Ledet. 


This  family,  fo  called  from  their  chief  feat  at  Braibrock,  in  the 
county  of  Northampton,  defcended  from  one  Ingebald,  who  by 
Albreda,  one  of  the  daughters  and  heirs  to  Ivo  de  New-march,  had 
iflue  a  fon,  called  Robert  May,  but  afterwards  Robert  de  Braibrock. 
This  Robert  was  one  of  King  John's  council,  and  obtained  from  him 
the  manor  of  Corby,  in  the  fame  county.  Henry  his  fon,  married 
Chriftian,  daughter  and  heir  of  Wifchard  Ledet,  and  Margery,  his 
wife,  and  died  the  18th  of  Henry  III.  leaving  iflue  two  fons,  Wyfchard 
(who  aflumed  the  furname  of  Ledet,  from  his  mother,  the  heirefs  of 
that  family),  and  John,  who  retained  his  paternal  name,  from  whom 
defcended  Sir  Reginald  Braibrock,  who,  by  Joan,  daughter  and  heir 
of  Sir  John  de  la  Pole,  of  Afhby,  knight,  by  Joan,  his  wife,  only 
Vid.Cobham.  daughter  and  heir  of  John  lord  Cobham,  had  iflue,  Joan,  his  heir,  who 
married  Sir  Thomas  Brook,  lord  Cobham,  in  her  right.

Latimer,  brother  to  the  faid  Sir  William  (vid.  Latimer),  from  the  lafi 
of  whom,  the  Griffins,  barons  of  Braybroke,  are  defcended.

BREANT. 

Arms— G.  a  Cinquefoil  Ar. 


Fouke  de  Breant  was  a  Norman  by  birth,  and  although  a  baf- 
tard,  only  of  mean  extraction,  yet  grew  fo  much  in  favour  with  king 
John,  that  he  obtained  the  grant  of  the  caftle  and  honour  of  Chilham,

in  Kent,   for  whom  he  did  many  fignal  fervices  in  the  war  between 
him  and  his  barons. 

As  he  was  a  very  valiant  perfon,  fo  our  monkifh  writers  repre- 
fent  him  as  a  vile  murtherer,  and  a  great  oppreflbr;  and  a  com- 
plaint being  made  againft  him  for  the  violences  and  diforders*  per- 
petrated by  him,  he  was  fined  a  great  fum  of  money,  which  re- 
fufing  to  pay,  his  caftle  of  Bedford  was  befieged  and  taken,  and  his 
brother  William  hanged,  for  holding  out  the  fame  :  on  which  he  flew 
into  open  rebellion  againft  the  king,  who  committed  him  to  prifon, 
and  having  called  a  parliament  foon  after,  required  fentence  againft 
him  as  a  traitor.  But  as  he  had  been  faithful  to  king  John,  and  for 
fome  time  to  Henry  III.  then  reigning,  he  had  only  banifhment  from 
the  kingdom  for  ever  pronounced  upon  him.  For  fuch  was  the  efteem 
in  that  fighting  age  due  to  men  of  valour,  that  it  difarmed  an  enemy 
of  revenge,  and  forbid  them  to  let  an  hero  die  but  in  the  bed  of 
honour.  He  went  to  Normandy,  and  thence  to  Rome,  and  there 
received  a  pardon,  and  reverfe  of  his  fentence  of  banifhment,  probably 
on  fome  intereft  he  made  there ;  but  on  his  return  died  fuddenly,  with 
the  fymptoms  of  being  poifoned,  after  eating  a  difh  of  fiih.  His  wife 
was  Margaret,  daughter  of  Warrene  Fitzgerold,  and  widow  of  Baldwin 
de  Ripariis,  earl  of  Albemarle.  Dugdale  fays,  he  left  a  daughter,  Eve,  Vid.  Fitz- 
married  to  Lewelline  ap  Jorwith,  prince  of  North  Wales,  to  whom  gerold- 
fhe  was  fecond  wife.

Berks,  Nottingham,  aud  Derby."1  He  was  much  in  favour  with  king 
John,  from  whom  he  obtained  many  very  confiderable  grants,  with 
liberty  to  build  three  caftles  on  his  own  lands;  and  in  gratitude  flood 
firm  to  him  in  the  greatefl  time  of  his  trial.  William,  his  fon,  fuc- 
ceeded  him,  who  married  Joan,  daughter  of  William  de  Vernon,  earl 
of  Devon  ;  and  dying  without  iffue,  the  16th  Henry  III.  his  five  fillers 
were  his  heirs :  who,  according  to  Camden,  made  thereby  a  great 
acceffion  to  the  eftates  of  the  Broafes,  Wakes,  Mohuns,  La  Ferts,  and 
Percys,  with  whom  they  intermarried :  viz.  Graecia,  with  Reginald  de 
Braofe  ;  Margaret,  William  le  Ferts ;  Ifabel,  firfl  with  Dovre,  and 
next  Baldwin  Wake  ;  Alice,  Reginald  de  Mohun  ;  and  Joan,  William 
de  Percy.

William  de  Broase,  who  firfl  fettled  in  England,  was  of  French 
extraction,  to  whom  fucceeded"  Philip,  his  only  fon,  who  married  Berta, 
one  of  the  three  fillers  and  coheirs  of  Milo  earl  of  Hereford  ;  (of  whofe 
inheritance  he  had  all  the  lands  of  Brecknock,  Overwent,  and  Gower); 
and  had  iffue,  two  fons,  William  and  Philip.  Which  William,  in  the  3d 
Henry  1 1,  gave  to  the  king  1,000  marksof  filver,  for  his  part  of  the  honour 

when,  he  proceeds  to  recite,  that  the  chief  burgefs  of  London  one  day  called  for  one  of  his 
officers,  and  commanded  him  to  warn  all  the  brewers  within  the  town  to  appear  before  him 
the  next  day :  on  the  morrow,  the  faid  officer  had  taken  fuel)  pains,  that  all  the  vintners  came 
thither  alio.  The  lord  mayor  (fo  before  meant),  in  an  angry  mood  rebuked  the  officer,  who 
anfwered:  "  Sir,  you  gave  me  in  charge  to  bring  all  the  brewers  in  London  before  your  lord- 
thip,  and  fo  have  I  done ;  for  I  am  fure  thefe  vintners  brew  as  faft  with  water,  as  either  the  ale 
brewer  or  beer  brewer."

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of  Barnftaple,  in  the  county  of  Devon,  defcended  to  him,  asprefumed, 
from  his  *  great  grandfather,  viz.  father  to  the  wife  of  William  Broafe    *  yid.  Traci. 
his  grandfather.     But   in  the  time  of  John  being  called  to  an   ac- 
count by  the  king  for  an  old  debt,  he  flew  out  into  open  rebellion  againft 
him,  and  was  banifhed  the  kingdom.     Maud,  his  wife,  who  had  fled 
with   her  family  to  Scotland,  were  taken  and  brought  back  to  the 
king;   whereupon  being  committed  to  the  caftle  of  Windfor,  flie,  to- 
gether with  William,  her  fon  and  heir,  were  miferably  famifhed  there 
by  the  king's  orders,  anno  12 10,  12th  John.     William,  her  hufband, 
having  privately  efcaped  from  Scotland  in  the  habit  of  a  beggar,  and 
gone  beyond  fea,  died  foon  after  at  Paris.     By  the  faid  Maud  his  wife, 
(called  Maud  de  St.  Walerie,  lady  of  Have,)  he  had  iflue,  William 
(famifhed,   as  before  faid,  with  his  mother  at  Windfor),  Giles,  bifhop 
of  Hereford,  and  Reginald ;  alfo  four  daughters,  viz.  f  Joane,  the  wife   f  Not  named 
of  Richard  lord  Percy  (according  to  Dugdale);   Loretta,  of  Robert  earl    pj^ree"7 
ofLeicefter;   Margaret,  of  Walter  de  Lacy;   and  Maud,  of  Griffith   Vid.Percy. 
prince  of  South  Wales.     Giles,  although  he  adhered  to  the  rebel  ba- 
rons, yet  afterwards  was  reconciled  to  the  king,  and  permitted  to  have 
peaceable  enjoyment  of  part  of  the  eftate,  which  he  afterwards  left  to 
his  brother  Reginald,    whom  king  John  allowed  to  have  the  fame 
favour;  and  king  Henry  III.  gave  other  poffeffions  of  his  father,  on 
condition  of  his  approving  himfelf  a  loyal  fubjecl,  which  he  did.     He 
died  the  6th  Henry  III.     His  wife  was  Graecia  (or  Grifald),  daughter 
and  coheir  to  William   de  Briwere;  by  whom  he   had  William,  his   Vid.Biiwere. 
fucceflbr :   who,  being  fufpected  of  familiarity  with  the  wife  of  Lie- 
wellin  prince  of  Wales,  was  invited  to  a  banquet  by  the  faid  Llewellin, 
and  by  him  imprifoned,  and  put  to  death.      Some  fay  he  was  hanged, 
and  the  wife  of  Lewellin  with  him  (anno   1236),   14th  Henry  III. 
His  wife  was  Eve,  one  of  the  fifters  and  heirs  of  William  Marfhall,   Vid.Marfhall 
carl  of  Pembroke,  by  whom  he  left  iffue  four  daughters  his  heirs,  viz.   J^jj*  rVn'~ 
Ifabel,  wife  of  David,  fon  of  Lewellin  prince  of  Wales;    Maud,  of 
Roger  lord  Mortimer  of  Wigmore;   Eve^  of  William  de  Cantilupe; 
G  2  and 
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and  Eleanor,  of  Humphrey  de  Bohun.  Amongft  the  three  laft  of 
whom,  the  inheritance  was  divided,  Ifabel,  the  wife  of  David,  fon  of 
prince  Lewellin,  having  no  iffue.  In  which  divifion,  the  lands  of 
Over-Went,  Bergavenny,  and  Kilgarran,  fell  to  the  fhare  of  Eve,  mar- 
ried to  William  de  Cantilupe.  (Vide  Cantilupe.)  But  the  male  line 
of  the  Braofe  family  ftill  continued,  and  are  treated  of  under  the  title 
of  Braofe  of  Gower.     (Vid.  Braofe  of  Gower.) 


BRUS  OF  SKELTON. 

Arms — O.  a  Saltier  ingrailed  G.  a  Chief  per  Fefs  indented  of  the  firfl  and  fecond. 

The  firfl:  of  this  family  was  Robert  le  Brus,  or  Bruis,  a  noble 
knight  of  Normandy,  who  accompanied  duke  William  into  England, 
and  was  rewarded  by  him  after  the  battle  of  Haftings  with  no  lefs 
than  94  lordfhips  in  the  county  of  York,  of  which  the  manor  and  cafile 
of  Skelton  was  the  capital  of  his  barony.  He  died  about  the  year 
iioo,  according  to  fome,  and  according  to  other  hiftorians,  109^. 
His  fucceffor  was  Robert,  his  fon,  who,  it  is  affirmed,  by  fome  hifto- 
rians, obtained  the  lordfhip  of  Annandale  in  marriage  with  "Agnes 
Annand,  heirefs  of  that  vaft  efiate.  By  this  lady,  who  was  his  fecond 
wife,  he  had  iffue,  two  fons  and  a  daughter;  but  by  his  firft  wife, 
Agnes,  daughter  of  Fulk  Paganal,  he  had  iffue,  a  fon,  Adam,  his  fuc- 
ceffor in  molt  of  his  Englifh  cftates.  The  el  deft  branch  of  this 
illuftrious  family,  lords  of  Skelton,  became  extinct  in  the  male  line  in 
Peter,  the  laft  lord,  who  died  without  iffue  temp.  Edward  I.  fon  of 
Peter  de  Brus  and  Hclewife  de  Lancafter,  leaving  his  four  fillers  his 
heirs;  of  whom,  Margaret,  married  Robert  de  Roffe,  or  Roos  (Vide 
Roos);  Agnes,  Walter  de  Fauconberge ;  Lucy,  Marmaduke  de 
Thweng;  and  Laderine,  John  de  Bellew  (of  Bella  Aqua),  by  whom

{he  had  two  daughters;  Sibilla,  married  to  Milo  de  Stapleton,  and 
Joan,  to  Aucher  Fitz-Henry.  (Burne  and  Nicholfon's  Cumb.  and 
Weftm.  Vol.  I.  p.  41  &  64.) 

Henry  de  Percy,  anceftor  of  the  earls  of  Northumberland  of  that 
name,  had  in  marriage  with  Ifabel,  daughter  of  Adam,  fourth  lord  of 
Skelton,  the  manor  of  Lokin-field,  near  Beverly,  in  Yorkshire,  for 
which  he  and  his  heirs  were  to  repair  to  Skelton  caftle  every  Ch rift- 
mas  day,  and  lead  the  lady  of  the  caftle  from  her  chamber  to  the 
chapel  to  mafs,  and  thence  to  her  chamber  again;  and  after  dining 
with  her  to  depart. 


BRUCE  OF  ANNANDALE. 

Akms—O.  a  Saltier  and  Chief  G. 

William,  eldeft  fon  of  Robert  de  Bruis,  fecond  lord  of  Skelton, 
and  firft  lord  of  Annandale,  by  his  fecond  wife,  Agnes  Annand,  fuc- 
ceeded  to  the  lordfhip  of  Annandale  in  Scotland,  in  right  of  his 
mother:  and  his  fon  was  Robert,  anceftor  to  that  Robert  Bruce,  who 
was  the  competitor  with  Baliol  for  the  crown  of  Scotland  :  which 
being  decided  againft  him  by  the  direction  of  Edward  I.  of  England,  he 
became  fo  diffatisfied,  that  he  could  never  be  prevailed  upon,  either  to 
give  up  his  title,  acknowledge  Edward  fuperior,  or  Baliol  king;  which 
Robert  dying  about  1295,  was  fucceeded  by  Robert,  his  eldeft  fon, 
who,  it  is  well  known,  became  afterwards  king  of  Scotland,  and  was 
fucceeded  by  his  fon  David,  who  dying  without  iflue,  the  crown  of 
that  kingdom  fell  to  Robert,  fon  of  Walter  Stewart,  lord  high  fteward 
of  Scotland,  by  Margery,  fifter  to  the  faid  king  David  Bruce;  from 
which  line  the  houfe  of  Stuart,  and  the  prefent  Royal  family  of  Eng- 
land, are  derived. 

Other  collateral  branches  of  this  family  were,  Sir  Bernard  Bruce, 

who 
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who  got  the  lands  of  Conington,  in  Huntingdonfhire,  and  Exton,  in 
Rutlandfhire,  which,  about  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  went  in  marriage 
with  Anne,  the  fole  heirefs  of  this  branch,  to  Sir  Hugh  Wefenham; 
and  from  his  family,  in  like  manner,  by  an  heirefs,  to  William  Cotton, 
Efquire.

Peerage.  gjr  William  Dugdale,  in  his  account  of  this  family,  fays,  the  firft 

Robert  Brus,  who  came  over  with  the  Conqueror,  married  Agnes, 
daughter  of  Fulke  Paynell,  and  had  iffue,  two  fons ;  Adam,  who  fuc- 
ceeded  him  in  Skelton,  and  Robert,  anceftor  of  the  line  of  Annandale, 
and  died  anno  1141,  the  6th  of  Stephen;  which  does  not  feem  very 
probable,  as  if  he  came  over  with  the  Conqueror,  in  1066,  and  only 
died  in  1141,  he  muft  have  been  full  100  years  old  at  his  death; 
wherefore  this  deviation  of  ftatement  from  fo  eftimated  an  authority, 
is  fubmitted,  with  all  deference,  to  the  reader's  felf-opinion  of  it's  cor- 
redtnefs. 


BUISLI,  or  BUILLI. 

Arms — S.  an  Efcutcheon  within  an  Orle  of  Cinquefoils.     Az. 

At  the  time  of  the  general  furvey,  Roger  de  Buisli  held  many 
lordthips  in  Devonfhire,  Derbyfhire,  Lcicefterfhire,  Nottinghamfhire, 
and  Yorkfhire,  where,  at  Tickhill  caftle,  he  fixed  his  principal  refi- 
dence.  To  whom  fucceeded  Richard  (prefumed  his  fon),  who  left 
iffue,  three  fons,  William,  Richard,  and  John  ;  which  Richard  was 
father  of  John,  who  married  one  of  the  two  daughters  and  heirs  to 
Roefia,  daughter  of  Ralph  Fitz- Gilbert,  widow  of  William  de  Buffei, 
and  had  iffue,  an  only  daughter,  Idonea,  who  became  the  wife  of  Ro- 
bert de  Vipount,  a  great  baron  in  the  north,  (vid.  Vipount),  who,  the 
1  cth  John,  had  livery  of  her  lands.     But  Nicholfon  and  Burne,  in

their  Hiftory  of  Cumberland  and  Weftmoreland,  Vol.  I.  p.  270,  differ 
from  this  account  of  Dugdale,  and  fay,  Idonea,  who  married  Robert 
de  Vipount,  was  daughter  and  heir  of  John  de  Builli,  fon  and  heir  of 
Richard,  fon  and  heir  of  Jordan,  fon  and  heir  of  Arnold,  uncle  and 
heir  of  Roger,  fon  of  Roger,  who,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  was  lord 
of  the  manor  and  cattle  of  Tickhill,  in  Yorkfhire:  and  by  that  title 
the  faid  Robert  de  Vipount,  and  Idonea  his  wife,  demanded  the  fame 
in  a  writ  of  right  againft  Alice,  countefs  of  Ewe,  in  the  4th  of 
Henry  III.

Aschitel  de  Bulemer,  temp.  Henry  I.  was  fucceeded  by  Ber- 
tram, fheriff  of  Yorkfhire,  5th  king  Stephen,  whofe  fon  and  heir, 
Thomas  de  Bulemer,  the  18th  of  Henry  II.  paid  100  millings  fcutage, 
neither  going  himfelf,  or  fending  any  foldiers  for  the  expedition  then 
made  into  Ireland.  His  fucceffor  was  Robert ;  and  his,  another  Ber- 
tram, who  left  an  only  daughter  his  heir,  viz.  Emme,  who  married 
Geffery  Ncvil,   by  which   match  the  lordfhip  of  Branfpeth,  in  the 
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county  palatine  of  Durham,  was  firft  acquired  to  the  Nevil  family. 
(Vid.  Nevil  ) 

The  principal  branch  of  the  male  line  having  thus  terminated ;  the 
next  of  this  flock  who  occurs,  is  John  de  Bulemer,  the  53d  of 
Henry  III.  who  married  Theophania,  one  of  the  three  daughters  and 
coheirs  of  Hugh  de  Morewyke,  of  Morewyke,  in  com.  Northumber- 
land ;  after  him,  the  9th  of  Edward  II.  Ralph  de  Bulemer,  doing  his 
homage,  had  livery  of  the  lands  which  had  defcended  to  him  by  the 
death  of  Theophania,  his  mother :  which  Ralph  was  a  man  of  confi- 
derable  note,  and  is  further  mentioned  amongft  thofe  who  had  fum- 
mons  to  parliament.     (Vid.  Bulmer.)

Richard,  fon  of  Warine  Ruflel,  temp.  Henry  I.  pofTefled  the 
barony  of  Penwortham,  in  the  county  of  Lancafter  ;  but  the  fame  was 
taken  away  from  Hugh,  his  nephew,  by  king  John,  who  granted  it  to 
Hugh  de  Lacy,  conftable  of  Chefter. 


BURUN,    or    BYRO  N. 

Arms — Ae.  three  Bends  Sinifter  G. 

Of  this  name  there  were  two  who  lived  in  the  time  of  William 
the  Conqueror  ;  viz.  Ralph,  who  held  eight  lordfhips  in  Notting- 
hamfhire,  and  five  in  Derbyshire;  and  Ernifius,  who  had  thirty-two 
lordfhips  in  Yorkfhire,  and  twenty-eight  in  Lincolnfhire.  From 
to  whom  fucceeded  Roger  de  Burun,  whofe 

barony

barony  was  given  by  king  John  to  William  Briwer;  after  which  time, 
no  further  mention  of  him  or  his  pofterity  is  made.  But  from  him  is 
faid  to  be  derived  the  family  of  the  prefent  lord  Byron,  now  flourifhing 
amongft  the  peers  of  the  realm. 


CAM  VILE. 

Arms — Vert  three  Lions  paffant  Ar.  armed  and  langued  G. 

Gerard  de  Camvile,  temp,  king  Stephen,  had  his  chief  feat  at 
Lilburne,  near  Creeke,  in  Northamptonfhire,  to  whom  fucceeded 
Richard,  founder  of  Combe  abbey,  in  co.  Warwick,  who  the  26.  of 
Richard  I.  was  one  of  the  admirals  of  the  expedition  then  made  by 
the  king  into  the  Holy  Land;  and  died  at  the  fiege  of  Acre.  He  had 
many  fons ;  of  which  Gerard  (or  Gilbert),  the  eldeft,  married  Ni- 
cholaa,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Richard  de  Haya. 

The  2d  of  John  he  was  one  of  the  barons  in  the  parliament  at  Lincoln, 
where  William,  king  of  Scotland,  did  homage  to  king  John  for  that 
kingdom.  His  fucceflbr  was  his  fon  Richard,  who,  the  7th  of  John, 
paid  a  fine  for  the  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  wife's  inheritance,  who 
was  Eufiachia,  widow  of  Thomas  de  Verdon,  and  daughter  and  heir 
to  Gilbert  Eaffet;  the  16th  of  John  he  had  alfo  livery  of  Middleton 
caftle,  in  Oxfordshire,  part  of  his  own  inheritance  from  his  father; 
and  the  2d  of  Henry  III.  on  payment  of  another  fine  to  the  king,  had 
livery  of  all  the  reft:  when  he  died  does  not  appear,  but  he  left  iflue 
an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Idonea,  who  married  William  de  Longefpe, 
fon  of  William  de  Longefpe,  earl  of  Salilbury. 

Of  William,  one  of  the  brothers  of  this  laft  mentioned  Gerard,  it 
appears  he  had  iflue  by  Albreda,  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Gef- 
fery  Marmion,  three  fons;  Geffery,  William,  and  Thomas:  which 
William  pofleffmg  the  manor  of  Sekerton,  or  Sekington,  in  co.  Warw. 
his  defendants  therefrom  affumed  that  furname. 

H  Geffery, 
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Geffery,  the  eldeft  fori,  the  43d  of  Henry  III.  was  acquitted  for  his 
fcutage  of  Wales  for  twenty-eight  knights  fees  he  held  in  right  of 
Maud,  his  wife,  granddaughter  and  heir  to  Henry  de  Traci  (viz. 
daughter  of  his  daughter),  for  that  part  of  the  honour  of  Barnftaple 
which  formerly  belonged  to  Oliver  de  Tracy.  Moreover,  he  had  fum- 
mons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm  from  the  23d  to 
the  35th  of  Edward  I.  in  which  clafs  he  is  more  fully  treated  of  under 
the  title  of  Camvill  of  Clifton.  (Vid.  Camvill  of  Clifton,  and  his 
defcent  in  the  table  here  annexed.*)

In  the  time  of  king  John,  William  de  Cantilupe  was  fheriff 
Cantilnpe.  0f  the  counties  of  Leicefter,  Worcefter,  and  Hereford.  He  was  like- 
wife  chief  fteward,  and  one  of  the  chief  council  to  the  fame  king ;  to 
whom,  and  to  his  fon,  Henry  III.  he  was  a  loyal  adherent.  He  died 
the  23d  Henry  III.  leaving  iffue,  five  fons;  William,  his  fucceffor, 
Walter,  bifhop  of  Worcefter ;  John,  lord  of  Snitfield,  in  Warwick- 
fhire;  Nicholas,  lord  of  Ilkefton,  in  the  county  of  Derby  ^  and  Tho- 
mas, elected  chancellor  by  the  rebel  barons,  and  afterwards  archdeacon 
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of  Stafford.     William  was  likewife  fteward  to  the  king,    as  his  fa-    William. 

ther  had  been ;   and  was  a  man  of  great  account  in  his  time.     He 

died  the  35th  Henry  III.  leaving  two  fons ;  viz.  Thomas,  fecond  fon, 

who  was  made  bifhop  of  Hereford,    and   the  34th   Edward   I.   was 

canonized  for  a  faint;  and  William,  the  eldeft  fon,  his  fucceflbr,   who   William.

C  AUZ. 

Arms — Party  per  Chevron  O  and  G.  three  Hearts  counterchanged. 

Robert  de  Cauz,  or  Caux,  in  the  time  of  Henry  II.  was  forefter 
of  Nottinghamfhire  and  Deybyfhire,  by  inheritance.  Maud,  his 
daughter  and  heir,  married  Adam  Fitz-Peter,  lord  of  Birkin,  and  after 
Ralph  Fitz-Stephen.  But  Thorefby,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Leeds,  fays, 
that  Maud  married  the  faid  Fitz-Peter,  and  Cuftanea,  Thomas,  bro- 
ther to  the  faid  Adam,  who  had  the  lands  thereby ;  and  his  pofterity 
affumed  the  furname  of  Birkin.     ( Vid.  Birkin.) 


CIOCHES,  or  COICHES. 

Arms — Two  Bars.     G. 

Gunfrid  de  Cioches,  at  the  Conqueror's  furvey,  held  various 
manors  in  the  counties  of  Buckinghamihire,  Leicefter,  and  North- 
ampton, 
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ampton,  to  whom  fucceeded  Anfelme,  the  father  of  Robert.  After 
whom,  nothing  memorable  is  noticed,  except  that  Peter  de  Cioches 
was  flieriff  of  Northamptonfhire,  the  7th  of  John,  for  half  that 
year. 


COMYN  OF  BOGHAN* 

Arms— G.  three  Garbs  O. 

Op  this  name,  mention  is  made  of  two  eminent  families  in  Scot- 
land, who,  by  heirs  female,  came  to  poiTefs  very  confiderable  eftates 
in  England :  but  previoufly  to  treating  of  their  defcents,  it  .may  not 
be  amifs  to  obferve,  that  there  were  others  of  the  fame  name  in 
England  befides  ;  although,  whether  related  to  each  other  in  blood, 
has  not  been  difcovered.  Of  thefe  were  Richard  Comyn,  who  had 
his  refidence  in  Northumberland,  the  2zd  Henry  II.  Alfo,  Walter 
Comyn,  in  the  33d  of  the  fame  reign.  After  when,  viz.  the  4th 
Henry  III.  William  Cumin  was  one  of  the  coheirs  to  Andrew  GifFord 
for  the  barony  of  Fuutell,  in  Wiltfhire ;  and  the  17th  Henry  III. 
Ifabell,  the  wife  of  David  Comin,  became  one  of  the  coheirs  of 
Chriftian,  the  wife  of  William  de  Mandeville,  earl  of  ElTex  ;  which 
Chriftian,  was  daughter  of  Robert  lord  F it z- Walter.  But  to  proceed; 
Alexander  earl  of  Boghan,  in  Scotland,  having  married  Elizabeth,  one 
of  the  daughters  and  heirs  to  Roger  de  Quinci,  earl  of  Winchefter,  in 
the  51ft  Henry  III.  had  livery  of  her  inheritance.  He  was  fucceeded 
by  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  without  ifiue,  when,  it  is  faid, 
the  king  took  the  homage  of  William,  his  brother,  who,  however, 
rendered  the  polTeffions  to  the  king,  in  right  of  the  two  nieces  of 
John;  viz.  Alice,  the  wife  of  Henry  de  Beaumont,  and  Margaret, 
her  filter;  whereupon  the  faid  Henry  and  Alice  performing  their 
homage,  had  livery  of  one  purparty  of  the  inheritance ;  and  the  fame 
Henry  was  ftyled  earl  of  Boghan.     In  Burton's  Leicefterfhire,  p.  35,

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the  ftatement  is,  that  Alice,  wife  of  Henry  Beaumont;  Catherine, 
wife  of  David  earl  of  Athol;  and  Margaret,  of  the  earl  of  Ros,  in 
Scotland,  were  the  three  daughters  of  Alexander  earl  of  Bucquhan, 
brother  to  John  earl  of  Buchan,  who  died  S  .  P. 


COMYN  OF  BADENAGH. 

Arms — This  family  added  a  double  treffure  floree  counterfloree  O. 

Of  this  line  it  appears  that  John  Comyn  of  Badenagh,  was  on 
the  part  of  king  Henry  III.  at  the  battle  of  Lewes,  where  he  fought 
valiantly  with  a  body  of  Scots,  whom  he  commanded ;  but  was  taken 
prifoner  by  the  prevailing  army  of  the  rebel  barons.  He  was  alfo  one 
of  the  unfuccefsful  competitors  for  the  crown  of  Scotland,  temp.  Ed- 
ward I.  John,  his  fon,  was  his  fucceflbr,  who  was  murdered  by  Robert 
Bruce,  for  refufing  to  join  with  him  in  attempting  the  crown  of 
Scotland  ;  as  was  likewife  Sir  Roger  Comyn,  his  brother.  John,  his 
fon,  fucceeded  his  father;  but  died  without  iffue  the  19th  Edward  II. p 
leaving  Joan,  the  wife  of  David  de  Strabolgi,  earl  of  Athol,  and  Eli-  Vid.Strabolgi 
zabeth,  afterwards  the  wife  of  Richard  Talbot,  his  filters,  and  next 
heirs.  The  defcendants  of  which  Richard,  being  lords  Talbot  and 
earls  of  Shrewibury,  did  from  thenceforth  bear  the  title  of  Comyn  of 
Badenagh,  amongfr.  the  reft  of  their  honours.

Ainsfred  de  Corm files,  at  the  time  of  the  general  furvey,  pof- 
fefled  twenty-three  lordfhips  in  Hereford  and  Gloucefterfhire,  by 
grant  from  Walter  de  Lacy,  whofe  niece  he  had  married.  To  him 
fucceeded  Richard ;  and  to  him  Walter  de  Cormeiles,  who  deceafed 
the  2d  Henry  III.  When  his  heirs  were  found  to  be  GifFard,  Poher, 
and  Le  Brun.

Arms— Ar.  three  Eagles  difplayed  G.  crowned  O. 

Richard  de  Courci,  lord  of  Courci  in  Normandy,  was  prefent 
with  the  Conqueror  at  the  battle  of  Haftings,  where  Harold  was  flain, 
and  the  fate  of  the  kingdom  decided ;  for  which  fervice  he  was  re- 
warded with  a  great  number  of  lordfhips  in  England,  particularly  that 
of  Stoke,  in  the  county  of  Somerfet,  called  from  him  Stoke  Courci: 
and  held  by  him,  with  feveral  others,  per  baroniam.  Robert,  his  fon, 
fucceeded  him.  He  was  fteward  of  the  houfehold  to  Henry  I.  and 
was  by  the  faid  king  created  one  of  the  great  barons  at  Weftminfter, 

in 
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in  1 133.  Befides  thefe,  were  Richard  de  Courcy,  a  great  baron  at 
the  famous  battle  of  Northallerton  againft  the  Scots ;  and  after  him, 
William,  the  founder  of  the  priory  at  Stoke  Courci,  in  Devonfhire  ;  Dugdale, 
whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Alice,  married  Warine  Fitz-Gerald.  (Vide  p.  451.' 
Fitz-Gerald.) — Of  this  family  was  alfo  Sir  q  John  de  Courci,  knight, 
who,  by  Henry  II.  was  created  earl  of  Ulfter,  and  lord  of  Connaught; 
being  one  of  the  firft  of  the  Englifh  noblemen  dignified  with  a  title 
in  Ireland,  and,  from  1181  to  1191,  was  fole  governor  of  Ireland :  but 
being  in  that  year  accufed  by  Hugh  de  Lacy,  earl  of  Meath,  of  dif- 
refpeclful  words  to  the  king  (John),  highly  reflecting  on  him  about 
the  murder  of  his  nephew,  Arthur  duke  of  Brittany  (whofe  right  to 
the  crown  was  before  that  of  king  John),  he  was  feized  and  fent  pri- 
fbner  to  London,  where  he  was  confined  in  the  Tower,  and  his 
earldom  of  Ulfter  was  given  to  the  faid  Hugh  de  Lacy.  When  he 
had  been  about  a  year  in  prifon,  a  difpute  between  king  John  and 
Philip  king  of  France  arofe,  concerning  the  title  of  the  duchy  of 
Normandy,  which  was  referred  to  two  champions  to  decide.  The 
French  champion  was  ready  ;  but  none  of  John's  fubje<fls  would  an- 
fwer  the  challenge.  At  length  the  king  was  informed  that  John  de 
Courci,  late  earl  of  Ulfter,  and  then  in  the  Towrer,  was  the  only  per- 
fon  who  could  do  it,  if  he  would  undertake  it.  The  king  fent  to  him 
twice  for  that  purpofe  ;  but  he  each  time  refufed,  faying,  "  Not  for 
him ;  for  I  efteem  him  unworthy  the  adventure  of  my  blood,  by 
reafon  of  his  ungrateful  returns  made  for  my  fervices  and  loyalty  to 
the  crown,  in  imprifoning  me  unheard,  at  the  inftance  of  my  rival  and 
enemy,  Hugh  dc  Lacy."  But  the  king  fending  the  third  time,  to 
know  if  he  would  fight  for  the  honour  of  his  country  ;  he  faid,  "  That 
for  the  crown  and  dignity  of  the  realm,  in  which  many  an  honeff. 

i  Lodge,  Vol.  IV.  p.  24  k  25,  makes  him  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of  William,  foil  of  Robert 
de  Courci  (by  Avicia,  his  wife,  cne  of  the  two  daughters  and  coheirs  of  William  de  Mefchines, 
earl  of  Cambridge),  brother  and  heir-male  to  William,  eldeft  fon  of  Robert  de  Courci,  whofe 
father,  Richard,  came  in  with  the  Conqueror,  as  abovementioned. 

I  man 
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man  liveth  againft  his  will  (meaning  the  king),  he  would  be  con- 
tented to  hazard  his  life."  The  day  of  combat  being  fixed  (in  Nor- 
mandy), the  earl's  own  fword  was  fent  for  from  Ireland :  but  when 
the  day  came,  and  every  thing  was  ready  for  the  fight,  and  the  cham- 
pions entered  the  lifts,  in  the  prefence  of  the  kings  of  England,  France, 
and  Scotland,  the  French  champion  not  liking  the  proportion  of  the 
earl's  body,  nor  the  weapon  he  bore  in  his  hand,  when  the  trumpet 
founded  the  laft  charge,  fet  fpurs  to  his  horfe,  broke  through  the  lifts, 
and  fled  into  Spain,  from  whence  he  never  returned  ;  whereupon  the 
victory  was  adjudged  to  de  Courci.  But  the  kings  having  heard  of 
his  great  ftrength,  were  defirous  of  fome  trial  of  it  ;  and  ordered  an 
helmet  of  excellent  proof,  full  faced  with  mail,  to  be  laid  on  a  block 
of  wood,  which  the  earl,  with  one  blow,  cut  afunder,  and  ftruck  his 
fword  fo  deep  into  the  wood,  that  none  prefent  but  himfelf  could 
draw  it  out  again.  His  fword  and  armour  are  yet  preferved  in  the 
Tower  of  London.  After  this  noble  performance,  the  king  bade  him 
afk  for  any  favour  in  his  power  to  grant.  Upon  which  the  earl  re- 
plied, He  had  titles  and  eftates  enough  (25,000  marks  fterling  per 
annum  ;  a  vaft  income  in  thofe  days),  but  defired,  that  he  and  his 
fucceffors,  the  heirs  male  of  his  family  after  him,  might  have  the 
privilege  (after  their  firft  obeifance),  to  be  covered  in  the  royal  pre- 
fence of  him  and  his  fucceffors,  kings  of  England.  Which  the  king 
granted;  and  the  faid  privilege  is  preferved  in  the  family  to  this  day. 
On  the  death  of  the  earl,  about  12 10,  his  fon,  Miles,  fucceeded  him; 
but  was  kept  out  of  the  earldom  of  Ulfter  by  Lacy,  who  replied,  that 
he  would  maintain  king  John's  grant  of  it  to  him,  fince  earl  John 
never  returned  into  Ireland  to  reverfe  his  outlawry.  Miles,  therefore, 
was  obliged  to  quit  his  pretenfions,  but  was  created  baron  of  Kinfale ; 
and  living  afterwards  entirely  in  Ireland,  never  claimed  the  barony  of 
Stoke  Courci.  The  illuftrious  defcent  and  origin  of  this  family,  are 
fully  fet  forth  in  the  Irifli  Peerage,  under  the  head  of  Courcy  baron  of 
Kinfale. 

But 
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rBut  the  flory  of  earl  John  having  been  feized  by  Lacy,  and  fent 
prifoner  to  London,  and  confined  there  in  the  Tower,  feems  contro- 
verted by  a  record  '  preferved  in  that  very  Tower  of  London  ;  which, 
if  it  is  to  be  relied  on,  feems  as  if  he  furrendered  himfelf  to  the  king, 
and  delivered  hoftages  for  his  appearance  within  a  certain  time, 
limited  even  by  L.  J.  Lacy  himfelf.  Which  hoftages  were,  '  "  Milo, 
filius  Johannis  de  Curcy;  Juvenis  et  Robinus,  filius  Willielmi  Sal- 
vage, liberantur  Roberto  de  Veteri-Ponte  in  cuftodia;  Johannes  de 
Curcy,  filius  Rogeri  de  Ceftria,  liberatur  Willielmo  Briwer  ;  Walke- 
linus,  filius  Auguftini  de  Ridal,  liberatur  Willielmo  Boterell  vice- 
comiti  Cornubiae  ;  Petrus,  filius  Willielmi  Haket,  bileratur  Reginaldo 
de  Clifton,  conftabulario  de  Dunfter ;  Alexander,  filius  Willielmi 
Sarazin,  liberatur  Willielmo  de  Blunvill,  conilabulorio  de  Corf;  Jo- 
hannes, filius  Adas  Camerarii  ;  et  Johannes,  filius  Richardi,  filii  Ro- 
berti,  liberantur  Hugoni  de  Nevill." 

Upon  the  king's  accepting  the  challenge,  he  demands  him  of  his 
barons  in  Ulfter,  by  the  aforefaid  record  (a  proof  he  was  not  then  in 
the  Tower) ;  viz. 

"  Rex  omnibus  baronibus  de  Ultonia,  &c.  qui  juraverunt  et  ob- 
fides  dederunt  pro  Johanne  de  Curcy  falutem — Mandamus  vobis  et 
vos  diftricle  fummonemus  quatenus  venire  faciatis  Dominum  veftrum 
Johannem  de  Curcy  in  fervitium  noflrum,  unde  juraftis  et  obfides 
veftros  tradidiftis,  ficut  eofdem  obfides  et  feoda  veftra  diligitis :  fcientes 
quod  nifi  venerit  in  fervitium  noftrum  infra  terminum  quod  ei  inde  a 


r  Lacy  lord  juflice  of  Ireland,  was  certainly  a  great  enemy  of  this  earl  John;  and  is  faid  to 
have  attempted  feveral  times  to  take  him  by  force,  but  in  vain:  fo  that  he  published  a  procla- 
mation, offering  a  large  reward  to  any  one  who  fhould  bring  him  (denounced  a  traitor)  in 
dead  or  alive:  but  this  proving  ineffectual,  he  at  length  prevailed,  by  great  promifes,  on  fome 
of  the  earl's  retainers  to  betray  their  matter  to  him.  Accordingly,  on  Good  Friday,  1203,  when 
the  earl  (according  to  the  devotion  of  the  church  of  Rome),  was  walking  barefoot  and  unarmed 
five  times  round  the  churchyard  of  Down  Patrick  for  penance,  he  was  attacked  unawares,  and 
having  nothing  to  defend  him  but  the  pole  of  a  crofs,  he  was  overpowered,  and  forced  to  yield; 
but  not  until  he  had  killed  thirteen  of  Lacy's  men  with  his  own  hand.

Upon  their  affent  to  fend  him,  the  king  grants  him  a  fafe  conduct." 
"  Rex,  &c.  omnibus,  &c.  falutem — Sciatis  quod  conceffimus  falvum 
et  fecurum  conduclum  Johanni  de  Curcy,  et  fuis  quos  fecum  duxerit 
in  veniendo  ad  nos  et  in  redeundo  ufque  ad  medium  quadragefimae 
Anno  &  Vl°.  Et  in  hoc  rei,  &c.  Tefte  meipfo  apud  Brehill  XXI0.  die 
O&obris."  This  procedure  fhews  his  confinement  in  the  Tower  to 
have  happened  upon  the  delivery  of  him  to  the  king  by  his  hoftages ; 
who,  for  his  fafe  conduct,  placed  him  there  until  the  day  of  combat. 
Lodge's  Irifli  Wherefore  the  whole  tranfacYion  previous  to  the  challenge,  has  the 
YeTlv'p  30  appearance  of  a  monkifh  fable  ;  very  probably  invented  to  magnify  fo 
great  a  benefactor  to  the  church,  as  he  undoubtedly  was. 


CREVEQUER. 

Arms — O.  a  Crofs  voided  G. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  I.  Robert  de  Crevequer,  with  the  affift- 
ance  of  Adam,  his  fon,  founded  the  priory  of  Ledes,  in  Kent;  and  by 
Roefe,  his  wife,  had  iffue  two  more  fons,  Daniel  and  Elias,  who  was 
a  contributor  to  the  canons  of  Ledes.  But  Daniel  fucceeded  in  the 
inheritance,  and  to  him,  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir;  and  heir  likewife 
to  Walkeline  Maminot,  a  baron  of  that  time.  But  Dugdale,  in  Ma- 
minot,  Tom.  I.  p.  619,  calls  him  Walter  de  Crevequer  ;  although  he 
here  names  him  Robert ;  which  Robert  left  iffue,  Hamon,  one  of  the 
rebel  barons  againft  king  John,  who  married  Maud,  daughter  and  heir 
Vid  Abrincis  °^  William  de  Abrincis;  and  died  the  47th  Henry  III.  leaving  Robert, 
his  grandfon,  his  fucceffor ;  viz.  fon  of  Hamon,  his  fon,  who  died  in

his 
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his  lifetime,  whofe  fon,  William,  dying  without  iflue,  the  inheritance 
devolved  to  the  children  of  the  daughters  of  the  firft  Hamon  de  Cre- 
vequer,  by  Maud  de  Abrincis ;  which  daughters  were,  Agnes,  the  wife 
of  John  de  Sandwich  ;   Ifold,  of  Nicholas  de  Lenham  ;  Elene,  of  Ber-   Vid-  Cryal. 
tram  de  Cryol ;  and  Ifabel,  of  Henry  de  Gaunt.

Arms  —  Lozengee  O.  and  S. 

William,  the  fon  of  William  de  Criketot,  married  Agnes,  the 
eldeft  of  the  fitters  and  coheirs  of  William  le  Blund,  flain  at  Evefham, 
without  iflue,  whereby  one  moiety  of  the  inheritance  of  her  barony 
came  to  William  his  fon ;  who  having  taken  to  wife  Mary,  the 
daughter  of  Gilbert  Peche,  by  whom  he  had  iflue,  William,  his  fon 
and  heir,  died  the  6th  Edward  I.;  which  William  married  Joan,  the 
daughter  of  William  de  Watevil,  and  left  iflue  another  William,  who 
wedded  Ifabel,  daughter  of  John  Bracebridge ;  and  had  iflue  by  her, 
William,  whofe  wife  was  Joan,  daughter  of  Thomas  Poynings,  by 
whom  he  was  father  of  William,  who  died  ifluelefs  ;  Edmund,  a  canon 
of  Ixworth,  in  Suffolk  ;  and  Joan,  a  nun  at  Campes.

Milo  de  Crispin,  at  the  general  furvey,  appears  to  have  holden 
eighty-eight  lordfhips  in  England  ;  and  by  his  marriage  with  Maud, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  D'Oily,  by  Agatha,  his  wife,  daughter 
and  fole  heir  of  Wygod  baron  of  Wallingford,  in  the  county  of  Berks, 

had 
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had  that  honour  m  her  right,  which  he  made  his  chief  feat;  but  died 
without  ili'ue  the  ->th  Henry  1.  when  that  honour,  and  all  his  inheri- 
tance,  was  difpoied  oi  to  Bnen   Fitz- Count,   who  had  married  Maud,

Oi"  the  lame  family,  it  is  rcpreiented,  was  Willum  Ckispin. 
who,  the  19th  Henry  I.  joined  with  Lewis  king  or'  France  againft 
king  Henry;  and  in  the  great  battle  ot  Nugent,  where  Henry  was 
victorious,  encountered  him  iingly  with  luch  courage,  that  he  broke 
his  head;  but  the  king  returning  his  blows  lb  well,  brought  him  at 
length  from  his  horle,  and  took  him  priibnec.

Isr  the  account  of  die  celebrated  and  Camout  Hcbcct  oe  Bvhom, 
under  the  title  of  earl  of  Kent,  will  be  found,  at  length,  the  oflgNi 
dm  noble  family,  fume*  it  therefore  he: 
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ftates,  and  begins  his  narration  with  William  Fitz-Aldelme,  fteward 
to  king  Henry  II.  whom  he  mentions  to  have  left  iflue,  by  Julian,  his 
Dugd.Vol.1.     wife,    daughter   of  Robert    Doifnell,    a   fon,    Walter,    who    marrying 
p-  9  '  Maud,  fole  daughter  and  heir  to  Hugh  de  Lacy,  lord  of  Ulfter,  in 

Ireland,  thereupon  became  lord  of  that  province  in  her  right.  But 
Lodge,  in  his  Irifti  Peerage,  Vol.  IV.  (Appendix),  fays,  this  William 
Fitz-Adelme  married  Ifabel,  natural  daughter  of  king  Richard  I.  and 
had  iflue,  Richard,  furnamed  the  Great,  a  perfon  of  great  honour  and 
efteem;  who,  in  1227,  was  lord  juftice  of  Ireland,  and  deceafed  about 
the  year  1243,  leaving  by  Una,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Odo  O'Connor 
(in  Irifh,  Cahil  Crovderg),  king  of  Connaught,  Walter,  his  fuc- 
cefior. 

Which  Walter  married  Maud,  daughter  and  heir  to  Hugh  Lacy 
the  Younger,  earl  and  lord  of  Ulfter,  (by  his  wife,  Emeline,  daughter 
and  heir  of  Walter  de  Ridlesford),  and  in  her  right  became  earl  there- 
of on  her  father's  deceafe;  and  dying  himfelf  in  1271,  left  iflue  by 
her,  Richard,  his  eldeft  fon  and  heir. 

Which  Richard,  after  performing  many  very  lingular  fervices  to 
the  crown,  at  laft  retired  to  the  monaftery  of  Athaflil,  where  he  died, 
anno  1326,  leaving  iflue  by  Margaret,  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  de 
Vid  Lan-  Burgh,  baron  of  Lanvile,  or  Lanvallei,  five  fons  and  fix  daughters;  viz. 
John,  who  died  before  his  father,  in  13  13  ;  Walter,  who  died  S.  M.  P. 
Thomas,  who  died  S.  P.  Edmund,  and  William  :  the  daughters  were, 
Ellen,  wife  of  Robert  Bruce,  king  of  Scotland ;  Elizabeth,  or  rather 
Maud,  wife  of  Gilbert  earl  of  Gloucefter;  Joan,  of  Thomas  earl  of 
Kildare,  and  fecondly  of  Sir  John  Darcy;  Catherine,  of  John  earl  of 
Louth  ;  Margaret,  of  Maurice  the  firft  earl  of  Defmond  ;  and  Eleanor, 
of  John,  baron  Multon  of  Egremont. 

John,  the  eldeft  fon  before,  mentioned,  married  Elizabeth,  third 
daughter  to  Gilbert  de  Clare,  earl  of  Gloucefter  (by  his  fecond  wife, 
Joan  of  Acres,  daughter  of  king  Edward  I.),  and  coheir  to  her  brother 
Gilbert ;  and  by  her  had  one  fon,  William,  and  a  daughter,  Maud, 
married  to  Gilbert  earl   of  Gloucefter   and   Hertford   (her   mother's

William,  who  fucceeded  his  grandfather,  was  bafely  murdered 
near  Carrickfergus,  in  the  twenty-firft  year  of  his  age,  anno  1333. 
He  was  the  third  earl  of  Ulfter  of  his  family,  but  died,  leaving,  by 
Maud,  his  wife,  third  daughter  of  Henry  Plantagenet,  earl  of  Lan- 
caster, one  child,  his  heir;  viz.  Elizabeth,  who,  in  1353,  married 
Lionel  of  Antwerp,  third  fon  of  Edward  III.  who,  in  her  right,  be- 
came earl  of  Ulfter,  and  lord  of  Connaught:  and  becaufe  he  had  with 
her  the  lordfhip  of  Clare,  he  was,  in  1362,  created  duke  of  Clarence; 
from  which  duchy  the  name  of  Clarencieux  (being  the  title  of  the 
king  of  arms  for  the  fouth  parts  of  England),  is  derived.  (Vid.  Cla- 
rence.)

In  the  time  of  Henry  I.  Nigel  de  Albini  gave  the  manor  of  Eg- 
manton,  in  Nottinghamfhire,  to  Robert  D'Eivill,  from  whom 
defcended  another  Robert,  who  was  fucceeded  by  a  John. 

Which  John  was  one  of  the  rebellious  barons  againft  Henry  III. 
and  after  their  viclory  at  Lewes,  was  one  fummoned  to  them  to  that 
parliament  which  they  held  in  the  king's  name  :  nor  was  he  reclaimed 
after  their  total  defeat  at  Evefham,  but  ftill  held  out.  He  was,  how- 
ever, at  length  glad  to  make  his  peace  ;  which  he  obtained  by  the 
decree  of  Kenelworth.     But  after  him,  none  of  his  pofterity  had  fum-

This  family,  as  appears  by  a  very  ancient  manufcript,  is  defcended 
paternally  from  the  lords  of  Gouldbranfdall,  in  the  kingdom  of  Nor- 
way, from  whom,  after  various  defcents,  was  Sir  Hen  rick,  fecond 
fon  of  Guido  lord  of  Delaval;  who  is  faid  to  have  been  one  of  the 
knights  who  carried  the  head  banners,  when  his  coufin,  William  duke 
of  Normandy,  invaded  and  conquered  England. 

But  the  lirft  of  this  name  mentioned  by  Dugdale  in  his  Baronage, 
is  Hugh  de  la  Val,  for  whofe  widow,  and  benefit  of  her  marriage 
and  dowry,  William  Maltravers,  in  the  5th  of  Stephen,  gave  looo 
marks  ot  filver,  and  £.iqo,  to  be  difpofed  of  as  the  king  mould  think 
fit. 

The  next  taken  notice  of  is  Guy  de  la  Val,  who,  the  13th  of 
Henry  II.  poffeffed  Navefby,  in  Northamptonfhire,  and  the  capital 
feat  of  whofe  barony  was  in  Yorkfhire.  This  Guy  married  the  daughter 
of  Maurice  de  Creon,  and  died  the  firft  of  John. 

After  him,  Gilbert  de  la  Val  is  faid  to  have  been  in  arms 
againit  king  John,  the  1 7th  of  that  reign.  He  held  Calverdon,  in  the 
county  of  Northumberland,  of  the  king  in  capite,  by  barony,  perform- 
ing the  fcrvice  of  two  knights  fees,  as  his  anceftors  had  done  from  the 
conqueft. 

About  this  time  alfo  was  Eustace  de  la  Val,  who  held  another 
barony  in  the  fame  county,  confifting  of  the  lordfhips  of  Blackaliddon 

Seton, 
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Seton,  with  its  members,  Reufum  and  Difeington,  for  two  knights 
fees  de  veteri  feofFamento  ;  after  him  was  Hugh  de  la  Val,  who,  the 
2d  of  Edward  J.  had  to  wife,  Maud  one  of  the  coufins  and  coheirs 
to  Richard  de  Montfichet,  daughter  and  heir  to  Hugh  de  Bolebec ; 
which  Hugh  de  Bolebec  wedded  Margery,  one  of  the  fifters  and  heirs 
of  the  faid  Richard. 

The  22d  of  Edward  I.  this  Hugh  de  la  Val  had  fummons,  amongft 
other  great  men,  to  attend  the  king  at  Portfmouth  with  horfe  and 
arms,  to  attend  him  into  France.  But  as  none  of  thefe  families  had 
ever  fummons  to  parliament,  no  further  account  is  to  be  found  in 
Dugdale  of  them,  nor  does  he  give  any  relation  of  their  affinity  or 
propinquity  to  each  other/ 

There  was  a  fine  engraving  (fome  time  fince  to  be  feen  in  the  print- 
fhops  of  the  metropolis)  of  the  Magna  Charta,  with  the  name  of 
Gilbert  Delaval,  one  of  the  twenty-five  barons  fent  to  fee  the  faid 
Magna  Charta,  and  the  Charta  de  Forefta,  executed  by  king  John. 
His  arms  are  the  fame  as  thofe  now  borne  by  lord  Delaval,  who  alfo 
is  in  poffeffion  of  that  noble  feat  called  Seaton  Delaval,  the  refidence, 
and  former  property,  of  thofe  illuftrious  barons,  his  early  aneeftors.

Tins   family  is  of  very  great  antiquity,   both  in  England   and  in 
France,  from  whence  they  firft  came  with  William  the  Conqueror. 
Robert  D'Oyley,w  the  king's  conftable,  eldeft  fon  of  the  lord  de

by  the  faid  king.  He  married  Algitha,  daughter  and  heir  of  Wygot, 
or  Wygod,  a  noble  Saxon,  lord  of  Wallingford,  by  whom  he  had 
Vid.  Crifpin.  Maud,  his  daughter  and  heir,  married,  firft  to  Miles  Crifpin,  and  after- 
wards to  Brian  Fitz-Count,  lord  of  Bergavenny  ;  and,  dying  without 
male  ifTue,  his  brother 

Nigel  fucceeded  to  the  barony  of  Hokenorton  ;  and  was  the  king's 
conftable.  He  came  in  with  his  two  brothers,  Robert,  beforenamed, 
his  elder,  and  Gilbert,  his  younger."  Nigel,  by  his  wife,  the  lady 
Agnes,  had  two  fons,  Robert  and  Foulk,  who  was  buried  at  Erfham  in 
1126. 

Robert  fucceeded  his  father  as  lord  high  conftable,  and  in  the  faid 
barony ;  and  by  Editha,  daughter  of  Forne,  fon  of  Sigcwolke  lord  of 
Greyftock,  a  lady  highly  efteemed  by  Henry  I.  (having  been  his  con- 
cubine), by  whole  procurement  this  lord  married  her,  had  two  fons, 
Henry  and  Gilbert,  and  a  daughter,  Editha. 

Henry  was  fucceffor  to  his  father,  and  by  Maud,  or  Margery, 
daughter  of  Humphrey  Bohun,  earl  of  Hereford,  had  five  children  : 
Henry  and  Robert ;  Margery,  at  length  heir  to  her  brother  Robert ; 
another  daughter,  Alicia,  married  to  Maurice  de  Gaunt,  from  whom 
were  defcended  the  Gaunts  earl  of  Lincoln  ;  and  a  third,  Joanna,  to 
Thomas  lord  of  Daventry.      Of  the  fons,  the  eldeft, 

Henry,  was  the  next  high  conftable  and  baron,  after  his  father's 
death  ;  but  he  had  ilTue  an  only  daughter,  Maud,  who  died  young  and 
unmarried,  wherefore  his  brother 


duke  of  Normandy,  in  his  expedition  into  England.  Wherefore,  in  confequence  of  this  agree- 
ment, the  faid  Robert  having  obtained  from  the  Conqueror  two  great  baronies,  he  refigned  one 
of  them  to  his  companion  and  fworn  brother,  Roger  de  Yvery ;  which  honour  was  thenceforth 
called  the  barony  of  Yvery,  of  which  Beckeley,  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  was  the  chief  feat. 
But  this  barony  being  at  length  forfeited,  was  given  to  Guy  St.  Walerie,  to  which  name  it  then 
became  changed.     Vid.  St.  Walerie.

War- 
eldeft  fon   of  Nigel,    is    lineally    defcended    the    baronet's    family    of 
D'O)  ley,  now  extant.

About  the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of  William  the  Conqueror,  Fulbert. 
Fulbert  de  Dovor  was  lord  of  Chilham,  in  Kent,  a  place  not  a 
little  famous;  firft,  by  reafon  that  Caefar  there  encamped  upon  his 
fecond  attempt  upon  Britain,  and  next,  becaufe  the  lords  of  Chilham 
were  anciently  to  maintain  fifteen  able  foldiers  for  the  guard  of  Dovor 
caftle.  This  Fulbert  deceafed  about  the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of 
Henry  I.  or  beginning  of  king  Stephen,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Hugh,  who  married  Maud,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Pain   Hugh. 
Peverell,  of  Brunne,  in  Cambridgeshire,  which  Maud  died  S.  P.      To 
this  Hugh  fucceeded  another 

Fulbert,  who  married  Rocfe,  the  daughter  of  Geffery,  fon2  of 
Richard  de  Lucy  (juftice  of  England,  temp.  Henry  II.)  and  had  ifTue,    Vid.  Lucy. 
his  fuccefTor, 

Robert,  who,  the  ift  of  king  John,  gave  a  fine  of  400  marks  to 
the  king  for  livery  of  the  town  and  caftle  of  Chilham  ;  but  he  died 
about  1203,  the  4th  of  king  John,  leaving  aRoefe,  his  daughter  and 

heir,

Chilham  (called  alfo  Richard  de  Dovor),  and  had  iffue  by  him  a  fon, 
called  Richard  de  Dovor,  who,  the  56th  of  Henry  III.  was  twenty- 
DuKdale,  one  years  of  age;  but  dying  S.  P.  John  earl  of  Afceles,  in  Scotland,, 
fon  of  Ifabel,  his  fifter,  was  found  his  heir. 

On  the  deceafe  of  Richard  de  Chilham,  her  hufband  (before  men- 
tioned), the  faid  Roefe  married  Richard,  a  natural  fon  of  king  John, 
commonly  called  Richard  le  Fitz-Roy,  by  whom  ihe  had  hTue  two 
daughters;  viz.  I  .ora,"  who  married  William  Marmion,  of  Polefworth, 
in  com.  Warw.;  and  Ifabel,  the  fecond,  who  married  David  de 
Strabolgi,  earl  of  Athol,  in  Scotland.0 

To  her  fecond  hufband,  the  faid  Ifabel  married  Alexander  de  Baliol, 
brother  to  John  Baliol  king  of  Scotland.      (Vid.  Baliol.) 

On  the  death  of  this  Richard  Le  Fitz-Roy,  the  faid  Roefe  is  ftated 

Dugdale,         to  have  married  a  fourth  hufband,  Richard  de  Wilton,  who,  the  42d 

of  Henry  III.  upon  levying  the  fcutage  of  Wales,  was  acquitted  for 

twenty  four  knights  fees,  formerly  belonging  to  Robert  de  Dovor.     But 

whether  any  iffue  were  from  this  laft  marriage  is  not  faid. 

who  died  1203,  leaving  Richard,  his  fon,  who  married  a  wife,  alfo  named  Roefe,  and  left  another 
Richard,  who,  by  Joane  his  wife,  had  an  only  daughter,  Roefe,  who  became  the  wife  of  Rich- 
ard, natural  fon  to  king  John  ;   and  had  two  daughters,  viz.  Ifabel  and  Lora,  his  coheirs

The  firft  mentioned  of  this  family  is  Reginald  de  Dunstan- 
ville,  in  the  time  of  Henry  I   to  whom  fucceeded 

Robert,  who  had  a  grant  from  the  king  of  the  lordfhip  of  Heytef- 
bury,  in  Wiltfhire,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Walter,  who  married  Urfula,  third  daughter  and  coheir  of  Regi- 
nald earl  of  Cornwall,  a  natural  fon  of  king  Henry  I,  and  had,  in  her 
right,  the  lordfhip  of  Idefhale,  in  Shropfhire. 

This  Walter  was  fucceeded  by  another  Walter,  who  was  in  arms 
againft  king  John.  Walter,  his  fon,  was  alfo  one  of  the  rebel  barons, 
temp.  Henry  III.  with  whom  the  barony  expired  about  the  54th  of 
that  king's  reign,  when  he  died,  leaving  Petronilla,  his  only  daughter 
and  heir,  then  married  to  Robert  de  Montfort ;  which  Robert  there- 
upon doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  her  lands,  but  died  fhortly  after; 
for  the  2d  of  Edward  1.  the  faid  Petronilla  doing  her  homage,  had  the 
like  livery. 

Her  fon  William  fold  the  ancient  cattle  of  Caftlecomb, d  the  baronial 
feat  of  the  family,  to  Bartholomew  de  Badlifmere,  from  whom  it 
pa{Ted  (as  is  faid),  to  the  Scroopes,  who  continued  for  a  long  time  to 
poffefs  the  fame.

Arms — G.  three  Catherine  Wheels  Ar. 

Walter  Espec,  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.  was  lord  of  Helmflev, 
otherwife  Hamlake,  in  the  county  of  York ;  a  perfon  famed  for  his 
pious  and  military  actions  ;  who,  at  the  great  battle  of  Northallerton, 
by  his  eloquent  fpeech  and  fingular  conduct  in  the  engagement,  con- 
tributed much  to  the  obtainment  over  the  Scots  of  that  vi&ory,  fo 
glorious  to  the  Englifh  arms.  Nor  was  he  merely  a  foldier,  but  fkilful 
in  the  laws,  and  one  of  the  juftices  itinerant. 

By  Adeline,  his  wife,  he  had  a  fon,  Walter  (or  William),  a  comely 
perfon,  who  unfortunately,  from  the  falling  of  his  horfe  near  Kirkham, 
in  Yorkihire,  broke  his  neck.  Whereupon,  being  bereft  of  iflue,  this 
Walter  fettled  a  confiderable  part  of  his  pofleffions  upon  the  church; 
and  the  remainder,  on  his  death,  the  18th  Stephen,  i  153,  came 
amongft  his  three  fillers;  viz.  Alice,  the  wife  of  William  de  Bufcile; 
Albreda,  of  Nicholas  de  Trailly;  and  Adeline,  of  Peter  de  Ros,  who, 
with  her,  had  the  manor,  honour,  and  cafHe  of  Hamlake.  In  Gibfon's 
Camden's  Britannia,  fhe  is  called  a  daughter  of  Walter  Efpec.

whofe  fon,  Henry,  was  fheriffof  Bucks  and  Bedtbrdfhire,  in  the  sd 
and  3d  of  Henry  II. 

He  was  ftandard- bearer  to  the  king  by  right  of  inheritance  ;  but,  in 
a  battle  againft  the  Welch,  threw  away  his  courage  and  ftandard  to- 
gether ;  when  being  accufed  of  cowardice  by  Robert  de  Montfort, 
and  vanquifhed  by  him  in  fingle  combat,  anno  1163,  the  king, 
(Henry  II.)  being  prefent,  he  was  thrown  into  prifon,  and  his  vaft 
eftate  made  a  confiderable  addition  to  the  royal  exchequer.  He  was 
afterwards  fhorn  a  monk  in  the  abbey  of  Reading. 

Dugdale  fays  he  had  two  fons,  who  were  knights;  viz.  Sir  Henry, 
and  Hugh;  and  that  Alice,  his  widow  (fifter  to  Alberic  de  Vere,  firft 
earl  of  Oxford),  afterwards  married  Roger  Fitz  Richard,  baron  of 
Warkworth,  in  Northumberland,  and  Clavering,  in  Eifex. 

But  Kimber,  Vol.  II.  p.  200,  in  his  Baronetage,  and  Account  of 
the  Clavering  family,  writes,  that  Roger  Fitz- Richard,  baron  of  Wark- 
worth, married  Alianor,  daughter  and  coheir  (with  her  fifter  Alice, 
married  to  Vere,  from  whom  defcended  the  Veres  earls  of  Oxford),  of 
Henry  of  EfTex,  baron  of  Raleigh,  a  caftle  in  EfTex,  in  Domef  day  called 
Riganea.g 

Collins,  in  his  Baronetage,  Vol.  I.  p.  404,  fays,  the  furname  of  this 
family  accrued  from  the  office  of  fherifF  of  the  county  of  EfTex,  here- 
ditarily pofTefTed  before  the  conqueft  by  Wynmark,  father  of  Robert, 
whofe  fon,  the  aforefaid  Sweyne,  is  the  firft  of  the  family  noticed  by 
Dugdale. 

Brother  to  Henry  the  ftandard-bearer,  who  fo  unworthily  behaved 
himfelf,  whereby  that  high  office  became  loft,  was  Hugh  de  EfTex,  as 
before  faid,  whofe  defcendant,  William  EfTex,  of  Lamborne,  co.  Berks, 
Efquire,  was  created  a  baronet,  anno  161  z,  by  king  James  I.  which 
title  is  now  confidered  extincl. 


*  Collins,  p.  404,  writes,  that  Sweyne,  by  Gunnora  his  wife,  had  iffue  Henry  and  Robert ;

Robert,  earl  of  Ewe,  in  Normandy,  one  of  duke  William's  chief 
counfellors,  on  the  conqueft,  obtained  large  revenues  and  honours,  and 
amongft  the  reft,  the  honour  of  Haftings,  in  Suflex. 

William,  his  fon,  alfo  had  lands  given  to  him,  by  the  Conqueror, 
of  far  greater  extent.  He  feems  to  have  been  a  greedy  unfatisfied  man, 
and  adhered  to  the  earl  of  Northumberland,  in  his  confpiracy  to  mur- 
der William  Rufus ;  which  mifcarrying,  this  William  had  his  eyes  put 
out,  and  was  afterwards  caftrated. 

Henry,  his  eldeft  fon,  fucceeded  him,  and  died  the  4th  of  Stephen, 
leaving 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Alice,  daughter  of  William 
de  Albini,  earl  of  Arundel,  and  dying  the  17th  of  Henry  II.  his 
fon 

Henry  was  his  fucceffor,  who  paid  £.62,  10s.  for  levying  the 
fcutage  in  the  6th  of  Richard  I.  for  the  king's  redemption,  who  had 
been  taken  prifoner  by  the  duke  of  Auftria,  in  his  return  from  the 
Holy  Land. 

This  Henry  died  temp.  Richard  I.  leaving  iflue  an  only  daughter, 
Alice,  married  to  Ralph,  or  Robert  de  Y  {Tendon,  who,  in  her  right, 
had  the  earldom  of  Ewe,  and  barony  of  Tickhill,  which  afterwards, 
by  the  adherence  of  William,  his  fon,  to  the  French,  efcheated  to  the 
crown ;  and  Henry  III.  gave  it  to  his  fon,  prince  Edward,  who  be- 
ftowed  it  afterwards  on  Henry  of  Almaine,  fon  to  Richard  earl  of 
Cornwall.

At  the  time  of  the  general  furvey,  Harold,11  fon  to  Ralph  earl  of 
Hereford,  being  poffeffed  of  feveral  lordfhips  in  England,  fixed  his  refi- 
dence  at  Sudley,  in  com.  Glouc.  and  afterwards  obtaining  Ewyas,  in 
Herefordshire,  founded  there  a  priory  for  Benedictine  monks.  This 
Ralph  had  two  fons,  John  lord  of  Sudley,  and 

Robert,  who  rending  at  Ewyas,  affumed  the  furname  from  that 
place.  This  Robert  had  a  far  greater  eftate  than  John  his  elder  bro- 
ther, and  was  owner  of  Lydiard,  in  Wiltshire.  His  iflue  was  an  only 
daughter,  Sibyl,  who  married,  firft  Robert  de  Tregos,  and  afterwards 
Roger  de  Clifford.  Whereby  Robert  Tregos,  fon  of  the  faid  Robert, 
became  heir  to  her  inheritance,  and  was  flain  at  the  battle  of  Evefham.

1  An  ancient  cuftom  is  faid  to  have  prevailed  at  Okeham,  that  every  baron  of  the  realm,  the 

firft  time  of  pafling  through  the  faid  town,  fbocld  give  an  horfe-fhoe  to  nail  upon  the  cattle 

gate;  which,  if  refilled,  the  bailiff  of  the  manor  had  power  to  flop  his  carriage,  and  take  one

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rers,  a  younger  ion  of  William  earl  of  Derby,  by  Margaret  his  wife, 
daughter  and  heir  to  William  Peverell,  of  Nottingham  ;  but  in  his  Table 
of  Defcent,  or  Pedigree,  of  Ferrers,  he  there  makes  the  faid  Walche- 
line  to  be  the  fon  of  Robert  de  Ferrers,  earl  of  Derby,  grandfather  to 
the  faid  William. 

This  Walcheline  held  Okeham  by  the  fervice  of  one  knight's 
fee  and  an  half,  for  which,  the  33d  of  Henry  II.  he  anfwered  thirty 
iliillings,  upon  collection  of  the  fcutage  of  Galweye.  The  3d  of  Ri- 
chard I.  he  was  at  the  famous  fiege  of  Acre,  in  the  Holy  Land,  with 
that  warlike  monarch.      He  was  fucceeded  by 

Hugh  de  Ferrers,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  9th  of  Richard  I. 
gave  300  marks  fine  to  the  king,  to  marry  the  daughter  and  heir  of 
Hugh  de  Say,  of  Richard's  Caftle  ;  but  dying  without  iflue,  Ifabel, 
his  fifter,  became  his  heir;  which  Ifabel  was  wife  of  Roger  lord  Mor- 
timer; and  the  6th  of  king  John,  paid  a  fine  of  300  marks,  and  one 
horfe  for  the  great  faddle,  for  livery  of  the  manors  of  Lechelade  and 
Lageviri,  of  the  inheritance  of  the  faid  Hugh,  her  brother. 

Another  branch  of  this  family  (though  not  reckoned  in  the  rank 
of  barons),  there,  was  feated  at  Egginton,  in  com.  Derby ;  viz. 
Walcheline,  a  younger  fon  of  William  earl  of  Derby,  by  Mar- 
garet, his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  Peverel ;  which  Wal- 
cheline married  Goda,  daughter  of  Robert  de  Toeni,  and  had  iflue 
a  fon, 

Robert,  oftentimes  called  Robert  Fitz- Walcheline,   who  by  Joan, 

his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  de  Bocland,  had  two  daugh- 

,., ,  T,    ,     ,    ters,  his  heirs ;   viz.  Ermentrude  and   Elizabeth  ;  of  whom   Dugdale 

recites,  that  the  faid  Ermentrude  was  wife  of  Robert  Talbot,  of  Gainf- 

borough,  in  com.  Lincoln. 

Which,  whether  the  fad  or  not,  yet  certain  it  is,  the  faid  Ermen- 
trude was  married  to  William  de  Stafford,  and  Margaret,  the  other 

from  off  his  horfe's  foot;  but  commonly  they  gave  five,  ten,  or  twenty  fhillings,  more  or  lefs, 
at  pleafure;  and  in  proportion  to  the  gift,  the  fhoe  was  made  larger  or  fmaller,  with  the  name 
and  title  of  the  donor  cut  upon  it,  and  then  nailed  upon  the  gate  as  aforefaid. 

daughter, 
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daughter,  to  Sir  John  Chandos,  knight,  anceftor  to  Sir  John  Chan- 
dos, K.  G.  the  celebrated  hero  of  Froiflarde,  and  other  chroniclers. 

And  between  thefe  two  daughters  of  Robert  de  Ferrers,  his  eftates 
were  divided.  For  by  deed  the  30th  of  Henry  III.k  it  appears,  a  com- 
pofition  was  made  between  Sir  John  Chandos,  and  Margaret,  his  wife, 
on  one  part,  and  Sir  William  Stafford,  and  Ermentrude,  his  wife,  on 
the  other  part,  concerning  the  right  of  patronage  of  the  churches  of 
Egginton  and  Radborne,  in  com.  Derby. 

By  another  deed,1  the  34th  of  Henry  III.  Sir  John  Chandos  and 
William  de  Stafford,  deliver  their  mill  in  Radborne,  to  Lawrence,  fon 
of  Hugh  de  Workfworth. 

Part  of  the  Egginton  eftate  was  fold  by  the  Starfords  to  the  Leighs, 
and  from  thence  got  into  other  hands.  The  other  part,  by  defcent 
from  the  Chandos  family,  came  to  the  Poles,  who  fome  years  fince 
fold  the  fame,  though  part  of  the  advowfon  frill  remains  to  them. 

The  Stafford  part  of  Radborne,  and  other  eftates,  was  fold  by  the 
Staffords  to  the  Chandos  and  De  la  Poles,  fome  centuries  back,  and 
now,  by  defcent,  are  poffeffed  by  Sacheverell  Pole,  efquire,  who  thereby 
owns  the  whole  of  Radborne,  the  prefentation  of  the  churches  of  Rad- 
borne, Mugginton,  and  two  turns  in  three  of  Egginton,  and  refides  at 
Radborne,  the  ancient  feat  of  his  forefathers. 

We  are  thus  particular  in  the  defcent  of  this  family,  infomuch  as 
Dugdale  does  not  at  all  mention  whom  Margaret  de  F'errers  married ; 
and  in  making  her  fifter  Ermentrude  the  wife  of  Robert  Talbot, 
either  errs  (unlefs  fhe  married  him  to  her  fecond  hufband),  or  paffes 
over  her  marriage  with  Sir  William  de  Stafford,  whofe  iffue,  by  her, 
it  is  thus  evident  fhared  in  the  Ferrers  inheritance.

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FITZALAN    OF    CLUN. 

Arms — G.  a  Lion  rampant  O.  armed  and  langued  Az. 

In  the  time  of  the  Conqueror,  Alan,  the  fon  of  Flathald,  (or 
FlaacI),  obtained  by  the  gift  of  that  king  the  cattle  of  G  fwaldeftre, 
with  the  territory  adjoining,  which  belonged  to  Meredith  ap  Blethon, 
a  Briton. 

This  Alan  having  married  the  daughter  and  heir  to  Warine,  fheriff 
of  Shropshire,  temp.  Will.  Conq.  had  in  her  right  the  barony  of  the 
faid  Warine,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

William  Fitz-Alan,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  in  the  great  con- 
tention between  Maud  the  emprefs  and  king  Stephen,  touching  the 
crown  of  England,  moft  firmly  adhered  to  her  intereft,  and  held  the 
caftle  of  Shrewsbury  againft  that  king,  until  it  was  at  laft  taken  by 
aflault. 

His  wife  was  Ifabel  de  Say  (daughter  and  heir  of  Elias  de  Say), 
niece  to  Robert  earl  of  Gloucester,  lady  of  Clun,  by  whom  he  left 
iffue,  William,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  on  his  deceafe,  the  6th  of 
Henry  II.  was  his  SuccefTor. 

Which  William,  the  12th  of  Henry  II.  on  levying  the  aid  for 
marriage  of  the  king's  daughter,  certified  his  knights  fees  to  be  in 
number  thirty-five  and  an  half  de  veteri  feofFamento,  and  fixteen  and 
an  half  de  novo:  but  in  the  19th  of  Henry  II.  he  departed  this  life, 
leaving 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  Sheriff  of  Shropshire,  from 
the  3d  of  Richard  I.  to  3d  John,  inclufive,  and  died  the  16th  John; 
for  then  did  Thomas  de  Erdinton  give  5000  marks  for  the  wardlhip 
of  his  lands,  and  marriage  of  his  fon  and  heir  to  his  daughter ;  which 
fon,  as  it  feems,  died  foon  after,  for  it  is  ftated,  that  then  John  Fitz- 
Alan,  his  brother,  enjoyed  the  eftate.

This  John  had  two  wives;  the  firft,  Ifabel,  fecond  daughter  of 
William  de  Albini,  earl  of  Arundel,  and  fifter  and  coheir  to  Hugh, 
her  brother;  the  fecond,  Hawyfe  de  Blancminfter,  who  furvived  him; 
and  on  his  deceafe,  the  24th  Henry  III.  had  certain  manors  in  Che- 
fhire,  Wiltshire,  and  Shropshire,  affigned  her  for  her  dowry. 

John,  fon  and  heir  of  the  laft  mentioned  John  Fitz-Alan,  was 
fuccefTor  to  his  father,  and  the  28th  of  Henry  III.  upon  partition  then 
made  of  all  the  lands  of  Hugh  de  Albini,  earl  of  Arundel,  deceafed, 
(by  right  of  defcent  from  Ifabel,  his  mother),  had  the  caftle  of  Arun- 
del affigned  to  him  for  his  principal  feat;  and  foon  after,  for  a  fine  of 
1000  marks,  had  livery  of  his  own  caftles  of  Blancminfter,  Clun,  and 
Schrawurthin. 

He  died  the  s2d  Henry  III.  (1268),  leaving  iflue,  by  Maud,  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Roefe  de  Verdon, 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  twenty-two  years  of  age,  who,  doing 
his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands,  paying  £.100  relief  for  his  own 
barony  in  Shropfhire,  and  jT.25  for  the  fourth  part  of  the  barony  of 
Hugh  de  Albini,  late  earl  of  Arundel.  But  this  John  died  foon  after; 
viz.  the  54th  Henry  III.  leaving  by  Ifabel  de  Mortimer,  his  wife, 

Richard,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  only  five  years  old  ;  during  whofe 
minority,  Ifabel,  his  mother,  the  8th  of  Edward  I.  obtained  the  cuftody 
of  the  caftle  of  Arundel,  though  within  two  years  after  the  fame  was 
transferred  to  Edmund  de  Mortimer. 

But   the    13th   Edward  I.  this  Richard  was  out  of  ward,   and  at 
length    became  poflefled  of  the   caftle  of  Arundel,   and  enjoyed  the 
title  of  earl;   as  is  evident  from  the  letters  of  protection  which  he  had    vid.  Fitz 
the  26th  of  Edward  I.  wherein  he  is  called,  "  Richardus  fiiius  Alan 
comes  Arundel."

In  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  William  Fitz-Ansculph

eminence,    and  poffefled   eighty-fix  lordfhips,    whereof  the   caftle    of 

Dudley  was  his  principal  feat,   and  head  of  his  barony,  which,  with  a

FITZ-COUNT. 

Sir  William  Dugdale  deduces  Brian  Fizt-Count™  from  Baldwin 
de  Redvers,  earl  of  Devon,  and  makes  his  mother  to  be  Lucia,  daugh- 
ter of  Dm  de  Baladon,  and  filler  of  Hameline,  lord  of  Over  Went, 
or  Bergavenny:  befides  which,  he  had  great  pofTeliions,  and  the  whole 
Manor  of  Wallingford,  in  right  of  Maud,  his  wife,  fole  heir  of  Robert 
D'Oyley,  and  widow  of  Milo  Crispin. 

Having  only  two  fons,  lepers,  he  gave  to  Walter,  his  kinsman,  fon 
of  Milo  earl  of  Hereford,  the  inheritance  of  Overwent,  and  honour  of 
Bergavenuy.  He  was  one  of  those  barons  who  ftrongly  fupported  the 
emprefs  Maud  against  king  Stephen.

At  the  time  of  the  general  furvey,  Robert  Fitz-Gerold  pofTeffed 
two  lordfhips  in  Berkfhire,  nine  in  Wiltfhire,  three  in  Dorfetfhire,  one 
in  Somerfetfhire,  and  ten  in  Hampfhire. 

To  him  fucceeded  Alexander  Fitz-Gerold,  who,  the  12th 
Henry  II.  upon  levying  the  aid  for  marrying  the  king's  daughter,  in 
right  of  Alice  de  Rumeli,  his  wife,  heirefs  of  Skipton  in  Craven,  cer- 
tified the  knights  fees  belonging  to  that  honour,  to  be  twelve  de  veteri 
feoffamento,  and  eight  de  novo ;  the  inheritance  of  which  devolved  to 
the  earls  of  Albemarle,  through  Cecilie,  daughter  and  heir  to  the  fame 
Alice,  by  a  former  wife. 

To  this  Alexander  fucceeded  Warine  Fitz-Gerold,  chamber- 
lain and  treafurer  to  Henry  II.  which  Warine  was  again  fucceeded  by 
another 

Warine,  his  fori,  who,  the  8th  Richard  I.  was  acquitted  of  the 
fecond  and  third  fcutage  of  Normandy;  and  the  ioth  of  Richard  I. 
gave  ioo  marks  for  the  like  feifin  of  the  manor  of  Dadington,  in  com. 
Oxon,  as  his  mother  had  at  the  time  of  her  death.     The  ift  of  John, 

he  paid  500  marks  for  licence  to  marry widow  of  Henry  de 

Cornhill.  The  13th  of  John,  he  was  acquitted  from  the  charge  for  the 
fcutage  of  Wales,  for  thofe  twenty-four  fees  and  an  half,  which  were 
of  the  barony  of  William  de  Curcy,  whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Alice,  Vid.  Curcy. 
he  had  married.  But  the  17th  of  John,  he  was  one  of  thofe  barons 
who  were  in  arms  againft  the  king,  for  which  his  lands  were  feized ; 
yet  it  was  not  long  after  that  he  died  :  for  the  2d  of  Henry  III.  Fal- 
cafe  de  Breant,  performing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  all  his  lands, 
having  then  married  Margaret,  his  daughter  and  heir,  widow  of  Bald- 
win de  Redvers,  earl  of  Devon.  By  another  record  it  is,  however,  faid 
M  that

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that  the  faid  Margaret  had  an  elder  fifter,  Joane,  married  to  Hugh  dc 
Vid.  Nevill      Nevill,   who,   the   9th  of  Henry   III.  in  her  right,  had  livery  of  the 
moiety  of  the  manor  of  Newnham,  in  Oxfordfhire. 

A  younger  brother  to  this  Warine  was  Henry  Fitz-Gerold,  who 
married  Ermentruda,  daughter  and  heir  of  Roger  Talbot,  of  Gainfbo- 
rough,   in  com.  Lincoln,  (widow  of  William  de  Grendon);   and  had 

iflue  an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Alice,  married  to De  L'lfle, 

from  whom  the  lords  L'lfle,  of  Rugemont,  were  defcended.     (Vid. 
L'lfle.) 


FITZ-HAMON.

Rollo  duke  of  Normandy  had  two  Ions;  William,  the  eldeft, 
iurnamed  Long-Efpee,  who  fucceeded  him  in  the  dukedom ;  and 
Robert,  the  fecond,  who  was  the  firft  earl  of  Corboile ;  from  whom 
defcended  Hamon  (furnamed  Dentatus),  the  fixth  earl. 

This  Hamon  Dentatus  had  two  fons,  the  eldeft  called  after  his 
own  name,  Robert  Fitz-Hamon:  the  fecond,  according  to  the  cuftom 
of  the  country,  called  after  the  name  of  one  of  his  lordfhips,  Richard 
*  Vid.  Gran-  de  Granville,*  which  furname  has  continued  to  his  pofterity  ever  fince, 
who  are  now  flourifhing  in  the  noble  family  of  Grenvilie,  marquis  of 
Buckingham,  and  his  brother  lord  Grenvilie. 

Robert  Fitz-Hamon,  the  eldeft  fon  before  named,  was  prefent 
at  the  decifive  battle  of  Haftings,  and  for  his  fignal  fervices  had  very 
many  large  gifts  and  honours  beftowed  upon  him  by  the  Conqueror; 
and  alfo  by  William  Rufus,  was  rewarded  with  the  honour  of  Glou- 
cefter. 

After  many  very  gallant  exploits  during  the  reigns  of  thofe  two 
kings,  he  was  at  length  flain  about  the  7th  of  Henry  I.  at  the  fiege  of 
Falaife  in  Normandy,  without  iffue  male.     When  the  king,  unwilling

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fo  great  an  honour  fliould  be  fhared  among  women,  referved  his  eldeft 
daughter  Mabel,  for  his  own  illegitimate  fon  Robert,  whom  he  there- 
upon created  earl  of  Gloucefter.  (Vid.  Gloucefter.)  The  other  daugh- 
ters were,  Caecilia,  abbefs  of  Shafton;  Hawyfe,  abbefs  of  Wilton;  and 
Amicia,  married  to  the  earl  of  Brittany.  His  wife  was  Sybil,  one  of 
the  daughters  of  Roger  Montgomery,  earl  of  Shrewfbury. 


FITZ-RALPH. 

Arms — O.  two  Bars  Az. 

In  the  time  of  the  Conqueror,  Ralph  Fitz-Hubert  held  forty- 
nine  lordfhips  in  England.  Adhering  to  king  Stephen  againfr.  Maud 
the  emprefs,  he  furprifed  and  plundered  feveral  places;  but  being  at 
length  himfelf  furprifed  and  taken  by  the  emprefs,  he  was  hanged  as  a 
thief  for  refufing  to  reftore  them  again. 

Ralph,  his  fon,  and  Hubert,  his  grandfon,  both  held  the  honour 
of  baron:  but  with  the  latter  it  expired  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  who 
left  a  daughter,  Julian. 

Of  this  name  alfo  was  Hugh  Fitz  Ralph,  who,  in  the  time  of 
Henry  III.  having  married  Agnes,  daughter  and  heir  to  Ralph  de 
Grifele,  had  livery  of  her  inheritance;  and  dying  the  56th  Henry  III, 
left  Euftachia,  daughter  of  Ralph,  his  fon,  his  next  heir,  wife  of  Ni- 
cholas de  Cantilupe.     (Vid.  Cantilupe.) 


FITZ-RANULPH. 

Arms — Az.  two  Chevrons  O. 

In  the  reign  of  Henry  II.    Robert  Fitz-Ranulph  was  lord  of 

Alfreton,    Norton,    and  Marnham  ;   and  was  fheriff  of  the  counties  of 

M  2  Nottingham 
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Nottingham   and  Derby.     He  is  faid  to  have  been  one  of  the  mur- 
derers of  Thomas  a  Becket. 

This  Robert  had  iflue  William,  the  father  of  Thomas,  the  laft 
baron  of  Norton,  who  dying  ifluelefs,  the  barony  came  to  be  divided 
amongft  heirs  female,  who  were  his  fitters.  Of  whom,  Alice,  the  eldeft, 
married  William  Chaworth,  and  had  iflue  Sir  Thomas  Chaworth  ; 
Vid.  Cha-  and  Joan,  the  fecond  fitter,  married  Sir  Robert  Lathum,  who  had 
iflue  Sir  Thomas  Lathum,  who  married,  and  had  iflue.  The  third 
fitter,  Lettice,  died  without  iflue. 


FITZ-SWAINK 

Swaine,  the  fon  of  Aluric,  occurs  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.  fuc- 
ceeded  by  Adam,  his  fon,  of  whom  little  more  than  their  bare  names 
is  mentioned :  which  Adam  left  iflue,  two  daughters,  his  heirs ;  viz. 
Maud,  the  wife  of  Adam  de  Montbegon,  (vid.  Montbegon);  and 
Annabil. 


FOLIOT. 

Arms — G.  a  Bend  Arg. 

In  the  1 2th  of  Henry  II.  upon  the  afleflment  of  aid  for  marrying 
the  king's  daughter,  Robert  Foliot  certified  his  knights  fees  to  be 
fifteen,  which  his  anceftors  had  holden  from  the  conqueft. 

This  Robert  married  Margery,  the  daughter  and  heir  to  Robert  de 
Reincourt,  lord  of  Sutton,  in  com.  Bedford,  and  had  with  her  the 
manor  of  Burton,  in  Northamptonfhire;  which,  with  all  other  the 
lands  and  honours  of  Guy  de  Reincourt,  anceftor  to  Richard,  were 
confirmed  by  Henry  II.  to  the  faid  Robert  Foliot.

To  whom  fucceeded  Richard,  his  fon ;  who  had  iffue  an  only 
daughter  and  heir,  Margery,  married  to  Wyfchard  Ledet,  fon  to  Chrif- 
tian  Ledet,  lady  of  Langtone,  in  com.  Leicester."  Vid.  Ledet 

Againft  which  Wyfchard,  the  8th  of  Richard  I.  Thomas,  Richard 
de  Hidon,  Emme  de  Boterel,  and  Geffery  de  Barinton,  contefted  for 
the  inheritance  of  the  beforementioned  Robert,  their  grandfather ;  be- 
fides  which  claims,  there  was  another  made  by  Elias  Foliot,  who,  the 
6th  of  John,  challenged  the  manor  of  Weft  Wardon,  in  com.  North- 
ampton, as  next  heir  to  Richard. 

Of  this  name  there  were  alfo  feveral  others  of  note  ;  viz.  Jordan, 
the  fon  of  William  Foliot,  who,  with  the  confent  of  Beatrice,  his  wife, 
gave  the  church  of  Frifeby  to  the  Knights  Templars. 

About  this  time  likewife  Henry  Foliot,  with  Lucia  de  Muntenei, 
his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Jordan  Brifet,  founder  of  the  nunnery 
at  Clerkenwell,  confirmed  the  grant  of  thofe  lands  whereon  that  reli- 
gious houfe  was  built ;   to  whom  fucceeded 

Jordan  Foliot,  his  fon  and  heir  ;  who,  the  9th  of  Henry  III. 
with  Ifold  de  Grey  and  Ralph  Paynell,  performed  his  homage  for  the 
lands  of  Robert  Bardolph,  their  uncle,  whereunto  they  were  fome  of 
the  coheirs. 

In  thofe  days  there  was  alfo  Ralph  Foliot,  who  died  the  6th  of 
John,  when 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  gave  100  marks  of  filver,  and  one  palfrey, 
for  livery  of  his  lands  ;  which  Henry,  in  4th  Henry  III.  was  made 
governor  of  Fotheringhay  caftle. 

Of  this  name  was  Walter  Foliot,  who,  the  9th  of  Henry  III. 
was  fheriff  for  Oxfordfhire  for  half  of  that  year,  and  had  an  only 
daughter  and  heir,  married  to  Ralph  Chenduit. 

And  in  53d  Henry  III.  Sampson  Foliot,  fheriff  of  Oxfordfhire 
and  Berkfhire,  was  conftituted  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Oxford. 

B  In  Jacob's  Peerage,  it  is  faid  that  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  of  Richard  Foliot,  married 
Hugh,  eldeft  fon  of  John  Haflings,  lord  of  Bergavenny,  by  his  second  wife,  Ifabel  Despenler  j 
for  whofe  defendants,  vide  "  Haflings  of  Grefllng  Hail.  " 

But 
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But  befides  thefe,  though  not  mentioned  by  Dugdale,  was  Walter 
Foliot,  of  Melbury  Ofmond,  in  Dorfetfhire  ;  the  heirefs  of  which 
family,  Alice,  married  John  Maltravers,  junior. 

Although  Dugdale,  in  his  account  of  this  family,  does  not  notice 
any  of  them  to  have  had  fummons  to  parliament,  yet  by  the  claufe 
rolls  of  the  23rd  and  25th  of  Edward  I.  it  appears  that  Jordan  Foliot 
in  thofe  years  was  fummoned  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the 
realm. 

There  remains,  however,  yet  another  of  this  name,  of  whom  men- 
tion ought  not  to  be  omitted,  viz.  the  moft  learned  Gilbert  Fo- 
liot, bifhop  of  Hereford,  A.  D.  1149,  and  afterwards  of  London, 
A.  D.  1 161 ;  who  is  memorable  for  two  things:  the  one,  his  allegiance 
and  fidelity  to  his  fovereign,  in  all  thofe  confufions  and  disputes  be- 
tween Henry  II.  and  Thomas  a  Becket,  archbifhop  of  Canterbury ; 
the  other,  for  a  refolute  anfwer  made  to  an  unknown  voice  heard  by 
him.  Concerning  which  Matthew  Paris  relates,  that  coming  one 
night  from  the  king  (with  whom  he  had  been  in  long  conference  on 
the  troubles  between  him  and  the  faid  archbifhop),  as  he  lay  medita- 
ting thereon  in  his  bed,  a  terrible  and  unknown  voice  founded  thefe 
words  in  his  ears  :  "  O  Gilbert  Foliot  dum  revolvis  tot,  &  tot  Deus 
tuus  eft  Aftaroth. "  Which  he  taking  to  come  from  the  Devil,  an- 
fwered  as  boldly :  "  Mentiris  daemon,  Deus  meus,  eft  Deus  Sab- 
boath.  " 

He  was  the  author  of  an  Apology  for  Henry  II.  againft  Becket,  and 
alfo  wrote  an  invective  againft  him,  and  feveral  other  works  :  parti- 
cularly one  Book  of  Epiftles,  and  fix  Books  upon  the  Canticles.

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FOSSARD. 

Arms— O.  a  Eend  S. 

Nigel  Fossard,  temp.  Henry  I.  poffeffed  the  lordfhip  of  Don- 
cafler,  in  the  county  of  York;  to  whom  fucceeded  Adam,  whofe  fon, 
Robert,  paid  a  fine  of  500  marks,  to  repolfefs  Doncafter,  which  he  had 
granted  to  the  king,  to  hold  in  demefne  for  twenty  years. 

William,  his  fon,  who  fucceeded  him,  was  one  of  the  northern 
barons  at  the  memorable  battle  of  Northallerton.  He  flood  firm  to 
king  Stephen  againft  Maud  the  emprefs  ;  and  died  the  beginning  of 
the  reign  of  Richard  I.  leaving  only  one  daughter  his  heir,  viz.  Joan, 
wife  of  Robert  of  Thurnam,*  baron  of  Mulgrave  (jure  uxoris),  whofe  *  Vid.  Thur- 
only  daughter  and  fole  heir,  Ifabel,  married  Sir  Piers  Mawley,  and  had 
iffue  Sir  Piers  Mawley,  knight.     (Vide  Mawley.) 


G  A  U  G  I. 

This  family  is  faid  to  be  of  Norman  extraction,  and  to  derive  its 
defcent  from  De  Gage,  or  Gage,  who  attended  king  William  I.  into 
England,  and  after  the  conqueft  thereof,  was  rewarded  with  a  grant  ot 
lands  of  confiderable  extent  in  the  foreft  of  Dean  ;  contiguous  whereto 
he  fixed  his  refidence,  and  built  a  feat  at  Clerenevell,  otherwife  Clure- 
wall.  Mr.  Camden  obferves,  they  were  a  family  of  great  note ;  °  but 
the  firfl  mention  made  by  Sir  William  Dugdale  is,  that

Ralph  de  Gaugi,  upon  the  alTeffment  of  aid  for  marrying  the 
lung's  daughter,  the  12th  Henry  IT,  certified,  that  his  ancestors  held 
three  knights  fees,  which  defcended  to  two  fillers  and  coheirs,  whereof 
he  married  the  elder,  and  the  other  was  the  wife  of  Hugh  de  El- 
linton. 

To  this  Ralph  fucceeded  Robert  de  Gaugi,  who  married  Bea- 
trice, daughter  of  Ifold,  niece  and  heir  to  Robert  Lovel :  and  with  her 
obtained  the  lordfhips  of  Langefter  and  Thornton  upon  the  Weye,  in 
the  bifhoprick  of  Durham. 

Of  this  name  there  were  alfo  two  others  ;  viz.  Roger  de  Gaugi, 
who,  for  his  adherence  to  king  John  againft  his  rebellious  barons,  had 
a  grant  of  the  lands  of  Richard  Gubion,  in  the  counties  of  North- 
ampton and  Leicefter.  And  Sampson  Gaugi,  who  had  the  like  grant 
of  the  lands  of  Robert  Arfic,  and  his  mother,  lying  in  Somerton  and 
Coges,  in  com.  Oxon. 

The  next  of  whom  mention  is  made,  is  William  de  Gaugi, 
who  the  1  8th  of  Henry  III.  had  a  grant  of  the  cullody  of  the  honour 
of  Kaermarden,  with  the  callle. 

Not  long  after  this,  viz.  the  27th  Henry  III.  on  the  death  of  Ralph 
de  Gaugi,  he  held  the  barony  of  Slafmouth  by  the  fervice  of  three 
knights  fees,  as  his  anceftors  had  done  from  the  time  of  king 
Henry  I. 

by  his  wile,  Elizabeth,  daughter  to  George  Penruddocke,  of  the  co.  of  Southampton,  esquire, 
and  heir  to  her  brother,  had  iffue  two  fons ;  whereof 

Thomas  was  created  lord  Gage,  and 

Jofeph  became  eminent  for  being  concerned  in  the  Miffiffippi  Scheme  in  France;  is  faid  to 
have  acquired  the  immenfe  wealth  of  twelve  or  thirteen  millions  fterling  :  which  fo  intoxicated 
him,  that  he  made  an  offer  to  Auguflus  king  of  Poland  of  three  millions  for  that  crown,  which 
being  refufed,  he  propofed  to  the  king  of  Sardinia  the  purchafe  of  that  ifland,  who  rejected  the 
offer.  But  the  year  enfuing  (1720),  by  the  fall  of  that  famous  bubble,  he  became  fo  much 
diftreffed,  that  he  was  neceflitated  to  feek  for  new  adventures  in  Spain ;  where  he  was,  however, 
well  received  into  favour,  and  was  preferred  to  many  high  pofts,  and  honoured  with  the  title  of 
Grandee  of  Spain,  in  March  1/43  ;  being  alfo  prefented  by  the  king  of  Naples  with  the  order  of 
St,  Gennaro,  and  a  penfion  of  4,000  ducats  a-year. 
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Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands; 
and  dying  without  iffue,  7th  Edward  I.  his  brother 

Adam  became  his  heir,  who  died  on  or  before  the  15th  Edward  I. 
for  then  it  feems  Roger  de  Clifford  was  found  his  coufin  and  heir ;  and 
paying  eleven  pounds  for  his  relief,  had  livery  of  his  lands. 


GLANVILL. 

Arms — Per  Chief  indented  Az.  and  Ar. 

Ranulph  de  Glanvill  is  mentioned  in  the  time  of  the  Con- 
queror, to  whom  fucceeded  William  de  Glanvill,  who  being  a 
very  devout  man,  beftowed  on  the  Cluniac  monks  all  the  churches  of 
his  barony. 

Bartholomew,  his  fon,  was  fheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk/  temp. 
Henry  II.  and  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  brother  to 

Ranulph,  who,  in  the  fame  reign,  was  a  man  of  great  account. 
He,  with  William  de  Vefei,  and  only  a  flender  army,  routed  the  Scots 
at  Aldwicke,  and  took  their  king  prifoner.  He  was  made  one  of  the 
juftices  itinerant  for  feveral  of  the  northern  counties,  and,  alfo  after- 
wards, juftice  of  England. 

But  the  firft  of  Richard  I.  he  was  difplaced  from  this  office ;  and 
afterwards  attending  the  king  into  the  Holy  Land,  died  there  at  the 
fiege  of  Aeon.  His  wife  was  Berta,  daughter  of  Theobald  de  Valoines, 
fenior,  by  whom  he  left  only  three  daughters:  of  whom,  Maud,  the 
eldeft,  married  William  de  Aubcrvill;  and  the  other  two,  Amabil  and 
Helewife,  John  de  Ardern,  and  Ralph,   fon  of  Robert  (according  to 

p  He  was  alfo  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Orford,  in  com.  Sufi",  temp.  Henry  I.  near  which, 
Ralph  de  Coggefhall,  an  ancient  writer,  fays,  fome  fifliermen  happened  to  catch  a  wild  man 
in  their  nets.  All  the  parts  of  his  body  refembled  thofe  of  a  man;  he  had  hair  on  his  head,  a 
long  picked  beard,  and  was  hairy  about  the  breafl.  But  at  length  he  efcaped  into  the  fea,  and 
was  never  feen  more.

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Parkins'  Topography  of  Freebridge  Hundred  and  Half,  county  of  Nor- 
folk, p.  II. )  But  Dugdale  fays,  Amabil  married  Ralph  de  Ardern, 
and  Helewife,  Robert  Fitz-Ralph,  lord  of  Middleham,  in  the  county 
of  York." 


GRENTEMAISNILL. 

Arms— G.  a  Pale  O. 

Hugh  de  Grentemaisnill  attended  the  Conqueror,  and  behaved 
valiantly  at  the  battle  of  Haftings,  for  which,  by  his  gift,  he  obtained 
near  one  hundred  lordfhips  in  different  counties.  Being  at  length 
grown  a  very  aged  man,  he  took  upon  him  the  habit  of  a  monk  ;  and 
died  in  a  few  days  after,  leaving  five  fons,  and  fix  daughters:  viz. 
A  define,  the  wife  of  Roger  de  lbrei;  Hadewife  died  unmarried;  Roefe, 
of  Robert  de  Courci ,  Maud,  of  Hugh  de  Mont-pincon ;  Agnes,  of 
William  de  Say  ;  and  Hawife,  who  died  unmarried. 

Of  the  fons,  Robert,  his  eldeft,  furvived  him  twenty-eight  years, 
and  died  without  iffue ;  William  died  on  his  travels ;  Hugh  died  in 
his  youth;  Ivo,  (of  whom  hereafter);  and  Alberic,  who  became  a  mi- 
litary man. 

Which  Ivo  enjoying  his  father's  poffeffions  in  England,  took  part 
with  Curthofe  againft  Henry  I.  for  which  being  very  heavily  fined,  he 
was  fain  to  feek  a  reconciliation ;  and  going  afterwards  toward  Jeru- 
falem,  died  in  the  way,  leaving 

'i  Alianor,  daughter  of  Sir  Gilbert  de  Glanville  (of  this  family,  fays  a  MS.  of  Cooke,  Cla- 
rencieux  King  at  Arms),  married  Sir  John  Wingfield,  ancellor  of  the  family  of  that  name, 
vifcounis  Powerfcourt,  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  whofe  only  daughter  and  heir,  Catherine, 
married  Sir  Michael  de  la  Pole,  who,  in  her  right,  prefented  to  the  mafterfhip  of  Wingfield  col- 
lege, anno  13y7,  which  contradicts  Mr.  Anttis;  who  ati'erts  the  laid  Alianor  to  have  been  ihe 
daughter  of  Sir  Riclurd  de  Brews.  She  probably  might  luve  been  widow  of  Sir  Richard  de 
Brews,  but  certainly  was  daughter  of  Sir  Gilbert  de  Glanville;  as  the  pedigrees  of  the  Wing- 
field family  leftify. 

Ivo 
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Ivo,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority,  contracted  to  the  daughter 
of  Henry  earl  of  Warwick;  but,  as  fuppofed,  died  before  confumma- 
tion  :  for  Sir  William  Dugdale  fays,  that  upon  the  death  of  his  father, 
the  inheritance  became  fubje&ed  to  ftrangers. 

From   Ivo   defcended   Hugh,    who    had   great  part   of  his   ancef- 
tors'  lands  reftored,  particularly   the  honour  of  Hinckley,   and  ftew- 
ardfhip  of  England  ;   both  of  which  were  enjoyed  by  Robert  Blanch- 
maine,  earl  of  Leicefter,  who  married  Petronilla,  daughter  of  the  faid   VidXeicefter 
Hugh. 

Yet  how  Hugh  could  defcend  from  Ivo,  provided  he  died,  according 
to  Sir  William  Dugdale,  before  confummation  of  marriage,  feems  in- 
confiftent.  Salmon,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Hertfordfhire,  fays,  Hugh  was 
brother  to  Ivo,  which  rather  is  more  likely  to  be  correcl;. 


GURNAY,  or  GOURNAY. 

Arms — Paly  of  Six  O.  and  Az. 

The  firft  of  this  name  of  whom  notice  is  made,  was  Hugh  de 
Gurnay,  or  Gornay,  who  was  a  man  of  eminent  valour,  and  at- 
tended the  Norman  duke  in  his  expedition  into  England  ;  who,  after 
he  was  advanced  to  the  throne  of  this  realm,  requited  his  fervices  by 
the  grant  of  many  large  poffeffions.  But  after  all  his  military  a&ions, 
this  Hugh  became  a  monk  in  the  abbey  of  Bee,  in  Normandy,  to 
which  he  had  been  a  benefactor ;  and  dying  there,  left  by  Bafilia,  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Girald  Fleitell,  two  fons,  Girald  and  Hugh; 
which 

Girald,  the  eldeft,  was  his  fucceffor,  and  was  likewife  a  military 
man  :  but  he,  with  his  wife  Editha,  fitter  to  William  earl  Warren, 
accompanying  Robert  duke  of  Normandy  into  the  Holy  Land,  died 
there,  and  was  iucceeded  by  Hugh,  his  fon  and  heir. 

N  2  Which 
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Which  Hugh,  notwithstanding  the  great  favours  he  had  received 
from  king  Henry  I.  who  had  taken  care  of  his  education  as  of  his  own 
fon,  proved  rebellious  and  ungrateful  to  his  benefactor.  He  married 
Maud,  fifter  of  Ralph  de  Perone,  count  of  Vermandois,  and  dying  in 
1185,  left 

Hugh,  his  fon  and  fuccelTor,  who  attended  king  Richard  I.  into 
the  Holy  Land,  at  the  fiege  of  Aeon;  whereof,  when  taken,  he  was 
made  governor  on  the  part  of  the  king  of  England.  In  the  reign  of 
king  John,  he  took  part  with  the  rebellious  barons,  for  which  his  lands 
were  feized.  But  the  6th  of  Henry  III.  departing  this  life,  the  fame 
were  reftored  to  Hugh,  his  fon  and  heir,  by  Lucy,  widow  of  Robert 
de  Berkeley/  Gerard,  his  eldeft  fon,  being  then  dead. 

Which  Hugh  being  likewife  guilty  of  feveral  ads  of  difloyalty,  and 
of  contempt  of  the  royal  authority,  all  his  lands,  goods,  and  chattels 
were  feized.  He  died  in  1 137,  leaving,  by  Julian  his  wife,  filter  of 
Reginald  count  of  Bologne,5  Julian,  his  daughter  and  heir,  who  be- 
Vid.  Bardulf.  came  the  wife  of  William  Bardulf.  But  this  Julian  feems  to  have 
been  a  former  wife ;  for  on  the  death  of  Hugh  de  Gurnay,  William 
de  Cantilwpe  paid  500  marks  for  the  wardfhip  of  the  faid  Julian,  and 
cuftody  of  her  lands;  as  alfo  of  the  child  unborn,  whereof  Maud,  his 
widow,  was  then  pregnant. 

A  younger  brother  to  the  laft  Hugh,  was  Anselme  de  Gurnay, 
who  married  Eve,  fifter  and  heir  to  Maurice  de  Gaunt,  and  had  iffue 
Robert,  who,  the  15th  of  Henry  III.  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of 
the  manor  of  Poelet,  in  com.  Somerfet,  part  of  the  poffeffions  of  his 
faid  uncle  Maurice  de  Gaunt;  fo  likewife  of  certain  lands  in  the 
county  of  Glouceftcr.  The  16th  of  Henry  III.  he  performed  his 
homage  for  one  half  a  knight's  fees,  defcended  to  him  by  the  death  of 
John  de  Harpetre,  his  grandfather,  and  the  53d  of  Henry  III.  he  de- 
ceafed,  leaving  by  Hawife  de  Longchamp,  his  wife, 

Anselme  de  Gurnay,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  of  full  age;  who 
doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands.  The  7th  of  Edward  I.  he

was 
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was  in  the  wars  of  Scotland,  after  which,  ere  long,  he  died;  viz.  the 
14th  of  Edward  I.  being  then,  as  faid,  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Bever- 
flon,  Awerton,  Wefton,  and  Dure,  in  com.  Glouceiter;  and  leaving 
John,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  twenty-fix  years  old. 

Which  John,  the  year  following,  doing  his  fealty,  had  livery  of  all 
the  lands  of  his  inheritance;  and  having  married  Oliva,  daughter  of 
Henry  Luvell,  died  the  19th  of  Edward  I.  leaving  Elizabeth,  his 
daughter  and  heir,  wife  to  John  ap  Adam,  who,  doing  his  homage, 
had  livery  of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance.      (Vid.  ap  Adam.) 

Of  this  branch,  however,  under  the  head  of  Harpetre,  much  more 
may  be  feen.' 

Of  this  name  was  alfo  Matthew  de  Gurnet,  who,  the  30th  of  Parkins' To- 
Henry  II.  was  lord  of  a  certain  manor  called  Gourney's  Manor,  in  ^bridee* 
com.  Norfolk,  in  right  of  Rofe  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Reginald 
de  Burnham;  which  Matthew  had  iflue,  William,  his  fon  and  heir, 
father  of  John  de  Gourney,  who  the  27th  and  28th  of  Edward  I.  was 
lord  of  the  faid  manor,  as  appears  by  the  court  rolls. 

But  of  this  line  nothing  further  is  known. 

*  The  account  here  given,  is,  in  fad,  the  full  fubflance  of  Sir  William  Dugdale's  Hitlory 
of  the  Gournay  family,  excepting  where  a  deviation  is  made  by  the  marginal  reference 
to  the  Hiftory  of  the  houfe  of  Yvery,  for  the  ground  of  authority  whereon  fuch  deviation  is 
founded. 

But  the  truth  is,  that  Sir  William  Dugdale,  as  well  as  Camden,  have  been  led  to  believe, 
that  the  barons  of  Harpetre  and  Gournay  were  difiinct,  although  in  ftridt  reality  they  were  one 
and  the  fame.  Indeed,  after  the  failure  of  this  firft  houfe,  who  were  barons  of  mighty  emi- 
nence, and  vaft  pofTefiions,  the  other,  which  were  no  lefs  fo,  by  reafon  of  the  change  in  the 
furname,  have  been  wholly  confounded,  infomuch  as  the  beft  genealogies  have  been  guilty  of 
no  lefs  an  error  in  the  defcent  than  in  the  creation  of  two  families  out  of  this  one.  (Vid. 
Harpetre.) 


Hundred, 
co.  Norfolk, 
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Gorsfrid  Alseltn,  or  Hanselyn,  in  the  Conqueror's  time, 
poffeffed  thirty  lordfhips  in  feveral  counties ;  of  which  Sheltbrd,  in  the 
county  of  Nottingham,  was  the  principal  feat  of  his  barony. 

Defcended  from  whom  was  Ralph  Hanselyn,  prefent  at  the 
battle  of  Northallerton  againft  the  Scots  ;  whofe  eldeft  daughter  and 
coheir,  Rofe,  married  Thomas,  father  of  Dodo  Bardolf ;  the  youngeft 
married  Everingham,  who  had  ilTue  Sir  William  Everingham,  father 
of  Sir  Adam  Everingham.     (Vid.  Bardolf.) 


HARPETRE. 

The  account  of  this  family  having  been  very  erroneoufly  given  by 

Vol.ll.p.471.   Dugdale  in  his  Baronage,  according  to  the  relation  of  Anderfon,  in  his 

Houfe  of  Yvery,  we  fhall  therefore  follow  the  ftatement  of  his  hiftory, 

which  ieems  to  have  been  compiled  with  much  care,  labour,  and  in- 

duftry. 

To  be<nn,  then:  the  line  of  this  houfe  appears  to  be  indifputably 
Vid  Luvel  defcended  from  John,  a  younger  fon  of  Afcelin  Gouel  de  Perceval, 
of  Kaiy.  earj  Q£  yvery,  in  Normandy,  the  common  anceftor  of  Yvery,  Luvel, 
and  Perceval  ;  for,  fo  early  as  the  year  1  138,  the  fon  of  that  John  was 
pollened  of  Harpetre,  in  the  county  of  Somerfet,  which  was  the  eftate 
of  the  faid  Afcelin,  who  was  living  in  11 19.  Wherefore  there  is  no 
doubt  that  he  received  from  his  father,  during  his  life,  the  lordfhip  of 

Arpetre, 
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Arpetre,    or   Harpetre,   which  became   the  feat  of  this   branch,  and 
from  whence  the  furname  was  affumed. 

To  this  John  fucceeded  William  de  Hartetre,  his  fon  and 
heir,  who  is  prefumed  to  be  that  William,  who,  the  13th  Henry  II. 
anno  1166,  upon  the  aid  levied  for  marrying  the  king's  daughter, 
certified  by  the  name  of  William,  fon  of  John  Harpetre,  that  he  held 
thirteen  knights  fees,  one  half,  and  a  fourth  part.  His  ifTue  was  John, 
his  son  and  heir,  of  whom  no  more  mention  is  made,  than  that  he 
had  two  fons  ;   viz.  William  and  John,  who  died  S.  P. 

Which  William,  the  fon  of  John,  (and  not  William,  the  fon  of 
William,  as  Dugdale  recites),  the  8th  of  Henry  III.  gave  a  fine  of  280 
marks,  for  the  wardfhip  of  the  heir  of  William  de  Carrio.  He  mar- 
ried Maud  Orefcuilz,  a  Norman  lady,  who  was  a  coheirefs  with  her 
filler  Alice;  and  the  10th  of  Richard  I.  made  partition  of  her  inhe- 
ritance by  fine,  whereupon  the  faid  William  obtained  half  a  knight's 
fee,  with  its  appurtenances,  in  Carnecote,  in  England,  referving  Hill 
to  Maud,  her  pretenfions  as  the  eldest  coheir.  His  ifTue  were, 
Thomas;  Pagan,  of  whofe  ifTue  there  is  no  certain  account  ;  and 
William. 

Thomas,  the  eldeft  fon,  died  in  his  father's  lifetime:  his  wife  was 
Eve,  daughter  of  Robert,  the  fon  of  Robert  Fitz-Harding  (progenitor 
of  the  houfe  of  Berkeley),  by  Alice  his  wife,  daughter  of  Robert  de 
Gant,  of  Folkingham  ;  which  Eve  became  fole  heirefs  to  her  brother  Vid'  Gaunt 
Maurice  de  Gant,  who  died  S.  P.  By  her  he  had  iffue,  Robert,  his  fon 
and  heir. 

Which  Robert  fucceeded  his  grandfather,  William,  beforenamed, 
on  his  deceafe  the  16th  Henry  III.  (1232),  when  he  did  his  homage, 
and  paid  his  relict. 

The  wanton  courfe  of  furnames  in  the  elder  ages,  is  particularly 
difcovered  in  this  iamily  :  for  being  originally  derived  from  the  houfe 
of  Y very,  they  quitted  that  appellation  for  another  affumed  from  the 
principal  lordfhip  of  Harpetre,  which  became  their  portion,  and  again 
changed  it  for  that  of  Gournay ;  yet,  for  what  reafon  this  Robert  de 

Harpetre 


HARPETRE. 

Harpetre  uiould  quit  his  paternal  name  for  that  of  Gournav.  is  a 
matter  of  curiolity  not  eatily  to  be  fatisried  at  this  diltance  of  time. 
Acconfiog  to  modern  cuttom,  he  lhould  rather  have  taken  the  name 

Gant,  to  which  family  his  mother  was  the  heirefs  :  but  it  is  pro- 
bable his  uncle,  Maurice  de  Gant,  not  being  dead  at  the  time  of  taking 
the  name  ot  Gournav,  he  did  not  think  tit  to  change  it  again  :  and 
here  the  atTumption  oi  that  name  becomes  the  more  lingular,  info- 
much  as  the  defcent  oi  Hawyfia  de  Gournav  (in  refpect  to  whom  it  is 
prefumed  to  have  been  adopted),  is  not  correctly  or  exactly  atcertained, 
or  contimilated  with  or  to  the  other  ancient  and  illuftrious  boule  of 
-CSV   Gournav ^  before  treated  of. 

But  to  proceed  :  it  appears  that  this  Robert  de  Harpetre,  by  the 
name  of  Gournav,  after  the  deceafe  of  his  uncle  Mai:-  « 
(whole  heir  the  record  affirms  he  was),  had  livery  of  the  manor  of 
Palcet,J  part  oi  the  potlellions  of  the  said  Maurice,  which  he  claimed 
.rei.  bv  Andrew  Lutterel,  not  long  before  ;  lb  likewife  of  certain  lands  in 
the  county  of  Gloucefter. 

Furthermore,  having  founded  the  hospital  of  Gant  (alia*  Billcl- 
wicke),  near  Briltol.  he  died  the  53d  of  Henry  III.  (1*69),  being  then 
fcifed  of  the  manor  ot  Cernecote,  in  Wilttkire  ;  as  alio  of  the  manors 
or"  Harpetre,  Barewe,  aud  Ingleleombe,  in  co.  Gloucefter.  with  divers 
:i  the  counties  of  Somerset,  Dorfet,  and  Wilts,  amounting  to 
twentv-two  knights  fees  and  a  half;  and  likewife  of  the  manors  oi 
Beveriton.  Wefton,  Halberton.  Radewickc,  Owre,  and  Pureton,  all  in 
Glouceiterfhire.  By  Hawyfe  de  Longchamp  his  wife,  he  had  ilTue 
Anielm  and  John  de  Gournav,  who  died,  circ.  Sth  Edward  I.  S.  P. 

Ansel. vx.  fuecelTor  to  his  lather,  was  returned  by  the  jury  of  Wyn- 
itertock  Hundred,  to  hold  ot  the  king  in  capite,  the  manor  of  East 
Harpetre  bv  the  half  of  a  knight's  fee,  on  which  depended  the  manor 
of  Weft  Harpetre  :   but  he  died  the  14th  of  Edward  I.  leaving  Sibilla 

•  1  .fe,  daughter  of  Hugh  Vivoun,  furviving,  and  alio  three  ions  ; 
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HA  YE. 

viz.  John,  Robert,  and  Thomas ;  whereof  Robert  had  the  manor  of 
Overwere  granted  to  him  by  his  father,  and  Thomas  had  that  of 
Inglifcombe. 

John  de  Gournay,  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  being  twenty  fix  years  of 
age  on  his  father's  death,  did  his  fealty  the  enfuing  year;  viz.  the 
15th  Edward  I.  and  had  livery  of  all  the  lands  of  his  inheritance;  but 
did  not  very  long  furvive,  deceafing  the  19th  of  Edward  I.  (1291),  in 
the  thirty-firft  year  of  his  age,  leaving  by  Oliva  his  wife,  daughter  of 
Henry  lord  Luvel,  of  Kari  (who  furvived  him,  and  died  the  24th 
Edward  I.)  one  only  daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth,  then  fixteen  years 
old,  and  married  to  John  ap  Adam;  who  doing  his  homage,  had  livery 
of  all  the  lands  of  her  inheritance.     (Vid.  ap  Adam.)

Akms — Ar.  a  Fefs  and  in  Chief  three  Martlets  G. 

Robert  de  Haye,  by  the  gift  of  Henry  I.  had  the  honour  of  Hal- 
nac,  alias  Halnaked,  in  the  county  of  SufTex.  He  had  two  fons;  viz. 
Richard  and  Ralph,  and  a  daughter,  Cicely,  married  to  Roger  de  St. 
John.  (Vid.  St.  John  of  Stanton.) 

Ralph  fiding  with  young  Henry  againfl  his  father,  king  Henry  II. 
was  taken  prifoner  by  that  king,  at  Dol,  in  Brittany,  19th  Henry  II. 
But 

Richard  having  married  Maud,  daughter  of  William  de  Vernun, 
died  prior  to  the  33d  Henry  II.   leaving  three  daughters,  his  heirs; 
viz.  Nichola,  wife  of  Gerrard  de  Camvill ;  Maud,  of  Richard  de  Hu-   vid.  Camyill 
met ;  and of  William  de  Hollos.  Humet>

The  firft  mention  of  this  name  is  the  18th  Henry  II.  when  it  ap- 
pears that  under  the  title  of  the  fcutage  of  the  barons,  there  were 
£.  4,  then  paid  into  the  exchequer  for  thofe  knights  fees  which  did 
belong  to  William  de  Heriz.  This  William  had  his  refidence  at 
Wyverton  (now  Worton),  in  co.  Notts  ;  and  married  Maud,  daughter 
of  Ralph  lord  Baffet,  of  Drayton,  and  died  on  or  before  the  26th  of 
Henry  II.  leaving  Joane,  his  daughter  and  heir  by  the  faid  Maud,  his 
firft  wife,  and  Aeliva,  his  fecond  wife,  then  furviving,  who  gave  100 
marks  to  the  king,  that  fhe  might  not  be  compelled  to  marry  again 
otherwife  than  as  fhe  pleafed;  at  which  time,  alfo,  Robert  de  Heriz  was 
his  brother  and  heir  male,  and  paid  jf.  100  for  livery  of  his  inheritance. 

To  which  Robert  fucceeded 

Ivo,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  1 6th  of  king  John,  gave  300  marks 
for  certain  lands  of  Ralph  Baffet.  But  of  him  nothing  memorable  is 
mentioned,  only  that  he  deceafed  the  30th  of  Henry  III.  leaving  Sarra 
his  wife  furviving,  who  afterwards  married  Jollan  de  Nevill. 

To  this  Ivo  (or  John),  fucceeded  Henry,  and  to  him  another  John, 
as  brother  and  heir;  which  John  died  before  the  27th  of  Edward  I. 
leaving 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  then  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of 
his  inheritance.

HUMET. 

Arms — Ar.  a  Border  G.  Bezanlees. 

Richard  de  Humet,  in  the  time  of  Henry  II.  being  then  con- 
stable  of  Normandy,   in   consideration  of  his  fervices,    obtained   the 
lordfhip  of  Sandford,  in  Lincolnshire,  with  lands  in  other  counties. 
He  married  Maud,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Richard  de  Haye,  and  left  vid.  Haye. 
hTue, 

William,  his  fon,  who  likewife  was  conftable  of  Normandy,  and 
had  hTue,  a  daughter,  Agnes,  married  to  Baldwin  de  Wake.  (Vid. 
Wake.) 

Of  this  family,  alfo,  was  John  de  Humet,  who  being  in  arms 
againft  king  John,  had  his  lands  feized  and  given  to  Richard  de  Grey,   Vid.  Grey, 
who  married  Lucia,  his  daughter. 


KEYNES. 

Arms—  Vairee  Ar.  and  Az.  three  Bars  G. 

Ralph,  furnamed  de  Kayneto,  came  in  with  the  Conqueror,  and 
had  iflue,  Ralph  and  William  ;  who  is  faid  to  have  taken  king  Stephen 
prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Lincoln. 

Which  Ralph  had  with  his  wife  (the  daughter  of  Hugh  Maminot, 
a  baron  in  Kent),  in  frank  marriage,  by  the  gift  of  Henry  I.  the 
manors  of  Tarent  and  Combe,  in  the  county  of  Dorfet ;  and  feating 
himfelf  at  Tarent,  founded  a  monaftery  there. 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  was  his  fucceflbr,  father  of  Ralph,  who 
adhered  to  the  rebel  barons  againft  king  John,  and  died  about  the  6th 
Henry  III.  leaving  iflue, 

William,

William,  who,  by  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  of  Adam  de  Pe- 
riton,  of  Oxhill,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  had  ilfue  Robert  de 
Keynes,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  two  fons,  Robert  and  William  ; 
and  died  the  ioth  Edward  I.  Robert  fucceeded  his  father;  and  dying 
without  iffue,  left  William,  his  brother,  his  heir. 

Dugdale,  in  his  Warwickfhire,  fays  he  died  the  7th  Edward  I. 
Hutchins'  which  is  evidently  a  miftake,  and  impoffible  :  as  the  6th  Edward  III.* 
Dorfet.         Alianor  Keynes,  at  her  death,   held  the  manor  of  Tarent  Keynfton 

p.  110.         jointly  with  her  hufband  Robert their  fon  and  heir,  who  died 

without  iffue. 

William  was  the  next  fucceffor  to  his  brother  Robert,  and  had 
iffue  three  daughters  and  two  fons ;  viz.  Robert,  who  died  without 
iffue,  and  John,  who  died  the  40th  Edward  III.  leaving  John,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who  the  49th  Edward  III.  died  without  iffue;  and  Wentliana, 
a  daughter  and  heir,  who  thereby  became  heir  to  her  brother,  and  alfo 
died  without  iffue. 

Wherefore  the  inheritance  fell  to  the  three  daughters  of  William 
beforenamed,  or  their  heirs,  of  whom  Lstitia,  married  Ayotte,  and 
had  iffue  Lawrence,  who  had  iffue  William,  who  died  without  iffue; 
and  two  daughters,  Matilda,  married  to  William  de  Creffy  ;  and  Mar- 
garet, to  William  Wotton  ;  but  had  no  children.  Elizabeth  de  Keynes 
died  fingle,  and  Hawifia  married  Robert  de  Daventre,  knight. 


KILPEC. 

Arms — Ar.  a  Sword  in  Bend.     S. 

The  firft  mentioned  of  this  name  is  Hugh,  the  fon  of  William,  a 
Norman;  to  which  Hugh  fucceeded 

Henry,  who  affumed  the  furname  of  Kilpec,  from  the  caftle  of 
Kilpec,  his  principal  feat.     His  fucceffor  was 

John,  the  father  of  Hugh,  who  died  temp.  John,  leaving  two 

daughters,

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daughters,  his  heirs ;  of  which  Joane,  the  youngeft,   was  the  wife  of 

Sir  Philip  Marmion;  and  Ifabel,  the  eldeft,  marrying  Robert  Waleran,   Vid.  Mar- 

or  Walrond,  he  in  her  right  became  pofieffed  of  the  cattle  of  Kilpec, 

but  died  S.P.     (Vid.  Waleran,) 

Wherefore  Joane,   married  to  Marmion,  or  her  ifTue,  became  ulti- 
mately fole  heir  to  the  Kilpecs.      (Vid.  Marmion.) 


LACY. 

Arms— O.  a  Fefs  G. 

Of  this  name  there  were  two  who  came  into  England  with  the 
Conqueror;  viz.  Walter  and  Ilbert  de  Laci;  but  how  nearly, 
or  whether  at  all  related  to  each  other,  does  not  appear.  Of 
thefe, 

Walter  was,  for  his  expertnefs  in  arms,  fent  to  reftrain  the  incur- 
fions  of  the  Welch  ;  and,  with  other  commanders,  entering  the  parts 
of  Brecknockfhire,  fubdued  Refe,  Caducan,  and  Mariadoth,  three  of 
their  princes,  with  great  Slaughter.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  church 
of  St.  Peter,  at  Hereford;  where,  when  the  wTork  was  nearly  finifhed, 
climbing  up  a  ladder,  he  fell  down,  and  was  killed  with  the  fall,  anno 
1084,  19th  Will.  Conq.  and  was  buried  in  the  chapter  houfe  at 
Gloucefter :  to  which  church  of  Gloucefter  he  gave  five  hides  of  land 
in  Duntefborne,  for  the  health  of  his  foul,  and  that  of  Emeline  his 
wife.  His  iffue  were  three  fons ;  viz.  Roger,  Hugh,  and  Walter,  a 
monk  in  St   Peter's  abbey  at  Gloucefter. 

Roger,  his  fucceflbr,  through  the  bounty  of  the  Conqueror,  had 
great  pofleffions  in  the  counties  of  Berks,  Salop,  Gloucefter,  Wor- 
cester, and  Hereford,  where  the  caftle  of  Evvyas  was  the  head  of  his 
barony.  But,  the  2d  of  William  Rufus,  fiding  with  Odo  earl  of  Kent, 
and  other  great  nobles  then  in  rebellion,  and  the  5th  of  the  fame 

reign 
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reign  with  Roger  Moubray,  earl  of  Northumberland,  on  the  like  ac- 
count, he  was  banifhed  England,  and  his  lands  given  to  Hugh,  his 
brother ;   which 

Hugh  was  the  founder  of  the  priory  of  Lanthony  ;  and  gave  to  the 
monks  of  Monmouth,  three  millings  yearly  rent  ifluing  out  of  Ledney, 
for  the  good  eftate  of  himfelf,  Roefe  his  wife,  and  Robert  his  fon  ;  but 
dying  without  iffue  furviving,  he  left  his  great  inheritance  to  his  two 
filters ;   viz.  Ermeline,  who  had  no  iffue ;  and  Emme,  who  married 

by  whom  fhe  had  a  fon,  Gilbert,  who  thereupon  took  the 

name  of  Laci. 

This  Gilbert,  after  having  fignalized  himfelf  in  various  encoun- 
ters and  victories,  at  length  became  a  Knight  Templar,  and  was 
fucceeded  by  Hugh  ;  but  whether  his  fon  or  brother,  Dugdale  is  filent ; 
Collins  calls  him  his  fon ;   which 

Hugh,  for  his  fervices,  obtained  from  Henry  II.  the  whole  territory 
of  Meath,  in  Ireland,  to  hold  to  him  and  his  heirs,  by  the  fervice  of 
fifty  knights  fees:  moreover,  he  was  conftituted  governor  of  the  city 
of  Dublin,  and  juftice  of  Ireland;  but  having  afterwards  incurred  the 
king's  difpleafure,  by  marrying  the  king  of  Connoc's  (Connaught), 
daughter  without  leave,  he  was  divefted  of  the  cuftody  of  that  city, 
the  27th  Henry  II.  1181.  His  death  was  four  years  after,  viz.  11 85; 
when,  being  too  fevere  with  the  workmen  employed  by  him  in  the 
building  of  the  caftle  of  Lurheydy,  he  was  murthered  by  one  Malvo- 
Miadaich,  a  very  mean  perfon ;  leaving  ivfue  two  fons,  Walter  and 
Hugh,  and  a  daughter,  Elayne,  who  became  the  wife  of  Richard  de 
Beaufo. 

Walter,  the  10th  of  Richard  I.  paid  2000  marks  for  the  king's 
favour,  and  to  have  livery  of  his  lands ;  but  this  being  the  laft  year  of 
that  king's  reign,  his  brother,  king  John,  immediately  fucceeding,  ex- 
acted no  lefs  than  £.1200  for  the  like  favour,  and  livery. 

But,  the  1 2th  of  John,  the  king  paffing  into  Ireland  with  his  army, 
this  Walter  was  forced  to  deliver  himfelf  up,  and  all  he  had,  and  was 

afterwards 
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afterwards  banifhed.  Yet  the  16th  of  the  fame  reign  hefeems  to  have 
been  reconciled,  and  to  have  been  permitted  to  repoflefs  Ludlow,  with 
the  caftle. 

The  2d  of  Henry  III.  he  was  fheriff  of  Herefordfhire  ;  and  the 
14th  of  Henry  III.  helped  to  fubdue  the  king  of  Connaught,  who 
was  then  in  arms  to  expel  the  Englifh  out  of  thofe  parts.  But  the 
35th  of  the  fame  reign,  being  then  infirm  and  blind,  he  departed  this 
life,  leaving  his  great  eftate  to  be  divided  among  females ;  viz. 
daughters  of  Gilbert  de  Lacy,  his  fon,  who  died  in  his  life-time,  by 
Ifabel  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  Bigod.  Which  daughters  were, 
Maud,  wife  of  Peter  de  Geneva,  and  after  this,  viz.  38th  Henry  III. 
of  Geffery  de  Genevill,  who  had  livery  of  the  caftle  of  Trim,  in 
Ireland,  as  part  of  her  inheritance  ;  and  Margery,  the  other  daughter, 
wife  of  John  de  Verdon,  who,  for  her  purparty,  had  the  caftle  of 
Webbeley  allotted  to  her ;  the  honour  of  Ewyas-Lacy  being  formerly 
affigned  for  the  dower  of  Ifabel,  their  mother.  Touching  the  wife  of 
this  laft  mentioned  Walter  de  Lacy,  fhe  was  Margaret,  or  Margery, 
daughter  of  William  de  Braofe,  of  Brecknock,  and  was  foundrefs  of 
the  priory  of  Aconbury,  in  Herefordfhire. 

Having  thus  concluded  the  account  of  Walter,  we  now  have  to 
make  fome  mention  of  Hugh,  his  brother,  who,  as  Matthew  Paris 
writes,  was  a  moft  famous  foldicr,  and  was  earl  of  Ulfter,  in  Ireland ; 
which  was  conferred  upon  him  by  king  John,  by  reafon  of  his  having 
taken  prifoner  and  betrayed  John  de  Courcy,  then  earl  thereof,  into 
that  king's  hands.  Yet  king  John  being  afterwards  highly  offended 
with  him,  failed  into  Ireland  with  a  great  army,  and  expelled  him 
thence.  His  wife  was  Emeline,  daughter  and  heir  of  Walter  de 
Ridelesford  ;  and  dying  the  26th  of  Henry  III.  left  iffue  one  only 
daughter  and  heir,  Maud,  who  married  Walter  Bourk  lord  of  Connoc 
(Connaught),  in  Ireland  ;  and  the  faid  Emeline  afterwards  married 
Stephen  de  Longefpee.  But  fome  accounts  differ  from  this  of  Dug- 
dale,  and  make  Emeline  to  have  been  daughter  and  heir  of  Stephen 
Longefpe.     (Vid.  Burgh  earl  of  Kent,  Vol.  II.)

ILBERT  DE  LACY. 

Arms  — Quarterly  O.  and  G.  a  Bend  S.  in  Chief,  a  Label  of  five  Points  Ar. 

Ilbert  de  lacy,  as  before  obeferved,  came  into  England  at  the 
fame  time  with  Walter,  his  namefake  ;  and  alfo  experienced  the 
bounty  of  the  Conqueror,  who  gave  him  the  town  and  caftle  of  Broken 
Bridge,  in  com.  Ebor,  afterwards  called  Pontfracl,  together  with  many 
other  lands  of  vait  extent,  of  which  near  150  lordfhips  were  in  York- 
shire, ten  in  Nottingham,  and  four  in  Lincolnfliire.  This  Ilbert  left 
iffue  two  fons,  Robert  and  Hugh. 

Which  Robert  adhering  to  Robert  Curthofe  againft  king  Henry  I. 
was,  with  Ilbert  his  fon,  expelled  the  kingdom  ;  and  the  honour  of 
Pontfract  was  bellowed  on  Henry  Traverfe,  who  deceafing  very 
fhortly  afterwards,  the  king  gave  the  faid  honour  to  Guy  de  la 
Val. 

But  it  is  mentioned  (fays  Dugdale)  by  an  old  hiftorian,  that  this 
Ilbert,  fo  expelled  with  his  father,  when  king  Stephen  began  to  reign, 
by  his  fpecial  favour  reobtained  his  barony  of  Pontfract  ;  and  calling 
to  mind  the  mifery  of  his  banifhment,  was  the  more  cordial  in  his 
adherence  to  that  king  when  he  (food  in  need,  and  was  one  of  the 
principal  commanders  at  the  battle  of  Northallerton,  where  that  me- 
morable victory  was  obtained  over  the  Scots.  He  married  Alice, 
daughter  of  Gilbert  de  Gant,  but  dying  S.  P.  Henry,  his  brother,  Suc- 
ceeded him. 

Which  Henry  was  received  into  favour  with  Maud  the  emprefs, 
and  her  fon  Henry  II.  and  had  full  restitution  of  his  whole  honour 
of  Pontfrad,  and  all  other  his  lands  in  England  and  Normandy. 
The  1 2th  of  Henry  II.  on  the  affeffment  of  aid  for  marrying  the 
king's  daughter,  he  certified  his  fees  to  be  feventy-nine  and  one 
half     in    number,     for    which,     the    14th    of     Henry   II.     he  paid 

£4% 
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£.4.2,  10s.  lod.  for  thofe  de  vetcri  feoffamento,  and  £.  13,  ys.  6d. 
for  thofe  de  novo. 

To  him  fucceeded  Robert,  his  fon,  who  was  one  of  the  barons  at 
the  folemn  coronation  of  Richard  I.  in  whofe  4th  year,  1 193,  he  died, 
S.  P.  whereupon  Albreda  Lifures,  or  Lizours,  his  half  fifter,  then  wife 
of  Richard  Fitz-Euftace,  conftable  of  Chefter,  pofiefled  herfelf  of  the 
barony,  under  a  pretence  of  a  grant  from  Henry,  iather  of  the  laft 
Robert.  But  Sir  Peter  Leycefter,  in  his  Antiquities  of  Chefhire,  fays, 
the  faid  Robert  made  her  his  heir,  becaufe  he  had  no  other  fo  nearly 
allied  to  him. 

Yet  from  this  account  of  the  Lacy  family  by  Dugdale,  we  find  a 
very  great  deviation  in  that  given  by  Sir  John  Feme,  in  his  work, 
entitled,  "The  Glory  of  Generofity,  and  Lacves  Nobility:"  for  he 
there  Hates,  that  Hildebert  Lacy  had  iflue  Roger,  who  had  two  fons, 
Gilbert  and  Walter;  which  Walter  was  flain  in  the  famous  battle  of 
the  Standard  againft  the  Scots,  temp,  king  Stephen,  leaving  two  fons, 
of  whom  Gilbert,  the  eldeft,  remained  in  England ;  and  the  other 
went  into  Ireland,  where  he  was  the  firft  founder  of  the  family  fo 
named,  in  that  kingdom.

The  defcent  of  the  old  barons  of  Kendal  from  Ivo  Tailboyes, 
or  Tailbois,  brother  to  Fulke  earl  of  Anjou,  is  evident  from  the 
regifter  of  Cockerfand  abbey,  to  which  fome  of  them  were  great 
benefactors. 

Ivo  is  faid  to  have  been  the  father  of  one  Ethred,  and  he  of  Ketell, 
and  he  of  Gilbert,  and  he  of  William  ;  who,  probably  as  governor  of 
Lancafter  caftle,  firft  aflumed  his  furname  therefrom. 

He  married  Gundred,  daughter  of  William  fecond  earl  Warren, 
and   widow   of  Roger  earl   of  Warwick ;  and  had  iflue  William  de 

Lancafter  the   fecond,  and  a  daughter, married  to  Richard  de 

Morevill. 

This  William  was  fteward  to  Henry  II.  and  married  Helewife  de 
Stuteville,  by  whom  he  had  only  one  daughter,  Helewife,  his  heir, 
who  wedded  Gilbert,  fon  of  Roger  Fitz-Reinfred  ;  which  Gilbert  left 
iflue,  three  daughters  and  a  fon  ;  viz. 

William  his  fucceflbr,  who,  in  hononr  of  his  mother,  was  called 
William  de  Lancafter  the  Third;  and  in  the  35th  Henry  III.  had 
cuftody  of  the  honour  of  Lancafter,  but  died  withont  iflue,  Agnes  de 
Brus  his  wife  furviving.  Wherefore  the  inheritance  of  his  lands 
came  between  his  Afters,  or  their  reprefentatives ;  viz.  Helewife,  who 
Vid.  Bras  married  Peter  de  Brus  of  Skelton  ;  and  Alicia,  William  de  Lindefay  ; 
for  Serota,  the  third  fifter,  who  married  Alan  de  Multon,  died  without 
iflue;     which  inheritance  being  fo  divided,     the  lhare  of    Peter  de

William  de  Linsday,  or  Lindesei,  or  Lindesay,  by  the  faid 
Alicia,  fifter  and  coheir  to  William  de  Lancafter,  had  iffue  Walter, 
their  fori  and  heir,  who  died  the  56th  Henry  III.  whofe  fon  and  heir 
was  William,  father  of  another  William,  whofe  only  daughter  and 
heir,  Chriftian,  married  Ingelran  de  Ghifnes,  lord  of  Courcy,  in  vid.  Ghifnes. 
France. 

They  had  a  fori,  William,  born  in  France,  who  inherited  the 
eftate  there  ;  their  fecond  fon,  Ingelram,  born  in  England,  died  with- 
out iffue  ;  and  his  brother  William  being  an  alien,  the  eftate  efcheated 
to  the  crown.  But  the  faid  William  had  two  fons,  Ingelram  and 
William,  both  born  in  France,  who  enjoyed  the  paternal  inheritace  ; 
but  the  king  granted  to  the  younger  one,  William,  his  grandmother 
Chriftian's  eftate  in  England  ;  which  William  dying  S.  P.  the  eftate 
again  efcheated  to  the  crown.

Henry  111/  he  made  his  peace.  This  William  married  a  daughter  of 
Alan  Baflet,  and  left  iflue,  an  only  daughter,  Hawife,  who  married 
John,  fon  of  Hubert  de  Burgh,  earl  of  Kent ;  and  had  iflue,  John, 
who  died  the  8th  Edward  I.  leaving  three  daughters,  his  heirs;  viz. 
Hawife,  wedded  to  Robert  de  Greilly,  according  to  Dugdale  in  his 
account  of  the  De  Burgh  family  ;  but  Robert  de  Grefley,  in  his  account 
of  the  Grefley  family,  Devorguil,  wedded  to  Robert  Fitz-Walter ;  and 
Margery,  a  nun  at  Chickfands.

It  only  appears  of  this  name,  that  Wyschard  Ledet,  who  mar- 
ried Margery,  daughter  and  heir  of  Richard  Foliot,  had  a  fuit  with 
Elias  Foliot,  for  the  Lordfhip  of  Weft  Wardon,  in  the  county  of  North- 
ampton ;  and  that,  the  13th  of  John,  he  had  fpecial  difcharge  for 
thirteen  knights  fees  and  a  half,  which  he  then  held.  His  daughter 
Chriftiana  married  Henry  de  Braibrock,  whofe  fon  Wyfchard  aflumed 
the  name  of  Ledet.      (Vid.  Braibrock.) 

The  barony  of  Warden  feems  to  have  pafled  into  the  Latimer 
family,  by  the  marriage  of  Alice,  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir  of  the  laft 
Walter  Ledet,  with  William,  fon  of  William  lord  Latimer,  who,  in 
her  right,  was  baron  of  Wardon,  his  father  living.  (Vid.  Latimer  lord 
Latimer,  and  Latimer  of  Braybroke.)

Aems — O.  a  Saltier  G.  on  a  Chief  of  the  Second,  three  Boars  Heads  couped  of  the 
firft. 

The  barony  of  Levington,  in  Cumberland,  was  granted  temp,  the 
Conqueror,  by  the  earl  Ranulph  de  Mefchines,  to  Richard  Boyvill, 
a  commander  under  him,  which  grant  was  confirmed  by  Henry  I. 
and  the  faid  Richard,  and  his  pofterity,  from  thence  affumed  the  name 
De  Levington,  and  refided  at  Kirk-Levington ;  a  younger  brother, 
named  Reginald,  fettled  at  Weftlinton  (or  Weft  Levington);  another 
brother  of  the  Boyvills,  Randolph,  fiated  himfelf  at  Randolph  Leving- 
ton (now  corruptly  Randillinton) ;  another  brother,  Robert,  was 
placed  at  Bothcaftre,  and  thereupon  was  called  Robert  de  Bothcaftre ; 
another  brother,  Guido  Boyvill,  married  the  daughter  and  heir  of 
Thurfby  lord  of  Thurfby. 

Richard,  the  elder  brother,  was  fucceeded  at  Levington  by  Adam, 
his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  about  the  1 2th  of  John,  leaving  iflue  two 
fons,  Richard  and  Ranulph,  and  fix  daughters  ;  viz.  Euphemia,  mar- 
ried to  Richard  Kirkbride  ;  Margery,  to  Robert  de  Hampton  ;  Ifabella, 
to  Patrick  Southaie  ;  Eva,  to  Walter  Corry  ;  Julian,  to  Patrick  Tromp; 
and  Agnes,  to  Walter  Turnham. 

Richard,  the  eldeft  fon  of  Adam,  died  the  34th  Henry  III.  leaving 
Ranulph,  his  brother,  his  next  heir. 

Which  Ranulph  de  Boyvill,  of  Levington,  married  Ada,  daugh- 
ter and  coheir  of  Joan  de  Morvill  (with  Helwife,  her  fifter,  wife  of 
Richard  de  Vernon),  and  dying  the  38th  Henry  III.  his  daughter 
Hawife  became  his  heir,  then  an  infant ;  whofe  wardfhip  was  given 
by  the  king  to  Euftace  de  Baliol,  to  whom,  or  to  whofe  fon,  of  the 
fame  name,  fhe  was  afterwards  married,  but  died  without  ifiue ;

whereby  her  inheritance  of  the  barony  of  Levington,  fell  to  the  fix  fil- 
ters of  her  father  (before  named),  or  to  their  reprefentatives  ;  Richard 
Kirkbride  ;  William  Lokard;  Euphemia,  wife  of  John  Seaton;  Walter 
Turnham,  knight ;  Gilbert  Southaie  ;  Maud,  wife  of  Nicholas  Aghen- 
lochs;  Maud,  of  Patrick  Tromp  ;  Walter,  fon  of  Walter  Corry  ;  and 
Margaret,  wife  of  Henry  Malton.2 


LEXINTON.

This  name  is  taken  from  Lexington,  now  called  Laxton,  in  the 
county  of  Nottingham  :  which  lordfhip  Richard  Lexinton  pofleffed 
in  the  time  of  king  John. 

Robert  was  his  fucceffor,  who,  being  well  fkilled  in  the  laws,  was 
one  of  the  juftices  itinerant  for  feveral  Northern  counties ;  and  died 
the  34th  of  Henry  III.  leaving 

John,  his  brother,  his  heir,  who,  the  37th  Henry  III.  was  chief 
juftice  of  all  the  forefts  North  of  Trent,  and  died  without  iffue, 
41ft  Henry  III.  wherefore  his  brother  Henry,  bifhop  of  Lincoln,  be- 
came the  next  heir,  who  died  the  year  following,  leaving  Richard  de 
Markham,  and  William  de  Sutton,  his  heirs,  a  defcendant  from  whom 
was  the  late  lord  Lexinton,  who  derived  his  family  from  Rowland  de 
Sutton,  who  married  Alice,  fifter  and  coheir  to  Robert  de  Lexinton 
above  named.      (Vid.  Sutton  lord  Lexinton.)

Arms — O.  an  Eagle  difplayed  Az.  armed  G. 

Ralph  de  Limesi,  the  Conqueror's  filler's  fon,  befides  forty-one 
lordfliips,  which,  at  the  general  furvey,  he  held  in  divers  counties, 
enjoyed  the  lands  of  Chriftiana,  one  of  the  fillers  of  Edgar  Atheling, 
by  marriage,  as  fome  affirm,  and  according  to  others,  by  grant  from 
the  Conqueror;  amongft  which  was  Ulverli,  in  the  county  of  War- 
wick, which  he  made  one  of  his  principal  feats. 

Alan,  his  fon  and  heir,  bellowed  the  church  of  Ichenllone,  in  the 
fame  county,  on  the  monks  at  Hertford,  which  priory  his  father  had 
founded:  and  his  manor  of  Bradwell,  on  the  Knights  Templars. 

To  whom  fucceeded  Gerard,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Amy, 
daughter  of  Halenade  de  Bidun,  by  whom,  according  to  Collins,  in  his 
Parliamentary  Precedents,  p.  386,  he  had  ilTue,  John  baron  of  Wol- 
verly,  who  died  without  hTue  ;  (yet  Dugdale  fays,  the  faid  John  had 
Hugh,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  S.  P.)  and  two  daughters;  Bafilia, 
married  to  Sir  Gerard  of  Odingfells,  a  Fleming;  and  Alice,  to  Sir 
Henry  Pinkney. 

But  Salmon,  in  his  Hiflory  of  Hertfordfhire,  p.  172,  fays,  that 
Bafilia,  married  Hugh  de  Odingfells,  and  Alianor,  David  de  Lindfay, 
a  Scot;  which  David  was  father  of  another  David,  on  whofe  death 
his  brother  Gerard  was  his  heir,  but  died  without  iflue  in  the  33d 
Henry  III.  and  Alice  his  fifter  became  his  heir;  who  married  Henry 
de  Pinkney,  who  paid  fifty  pounds  for  his  relief  of  half  the  barony  of 
Limefi. 

From  Gerard  or  Hugh  de  Odingfells,  by  the  faid  Bafilia,  fprang  two 
worthy  families;  of  which  the  chief,  according"  to  Dugdale,  refided

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at  Ichenton  Longa,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  in  the  perfon  of  Wal- 
ter, who  was  a  knight  (Hugh,  his  elder  brother,  dying  S.  P.),  and  a 
perfon  of  great  note,  whofe  pofterity  continued  in  pofleffion  of 
Ichenton  till  the  14th  of  Elizabeth,  when,  by  mortgage,  it  pafled  to 
Robert  Dudley,  earl  of  Leicefter. 

The  other  family  of  Odingfells  refided  at  Maxtock  caftle,  in  the 
fame  county,  in  the  perfon  of  William,  who  was  fucceeded  by  Ed- 
mund, his  fon  ;  who  dying  without  ifTue,  his  inheritance  came  among 
his  four  fifters;  of  whom,  Ida  married  John  de  Clinton,  anceftor  of 
the  earls  of  Lincoln  of  that  name ;  Margaret,  the  fecond,  John  lord 

Grey,  of  Rotherfield;   bEla,  the  third, Bermingham  ;  and  Alice, 

the  fourth,  Thomas  Caunton. 


LINCOLNE. 

Arms  — Quarterly  per  pale  indented  O.  and  G.  in  the  firft  and  fourth,  a  Crols  of  five 
Lozenges  of  the  fecond. 

At  the  great  council  held  at  London  the  15th  of  William  the 
Conqueror,  was  Alan  de  Lincoln,  a  great  baron,  who  left  two 
daughters,  his  heirs ;  viz.  Margaret,  wife  of  Ranulph  de  Bajocis,  or 
Baieux,  and wife  to  Humphry  de  Albini. 

Cotemporary  with  him  was  Alured  de  Lincolnia,  but  whether 
or  how  related,  is  not  known.  In  Domefday  Book,  it  appears  that  he 
held  the  lordfhip  of  Wimentone,  in  Bedfordfhire,  and  fifty-one  lord- 
fhips  more  in  Lincolnfhire.  Which  A  lured,  with  Robert,  his 
fon,  gave  Gillingham  and  Bruge  to  the  priory  of  Montacute,  in  com. 
Somerf.

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This  Robert,  the  3d  of  Stephen,  held  the  cattle  of  Warham,  in 
com.  Dorfet,  againft  the  king,  on  behalf  of  Maud,  the  emprefs.  He 
was  fucceeded  by  another 

Alured,  who  was  fheriff  of  Dorfet  and  Somerfet,  16th  Henry  II. 
His  fifter,  Albreda,  was  veiled  a  nun  at  the  monaftery  of  Clerkenwell. 
He  died  the  10th  of  Richard  I.  and 

A  third  Alured  was  his  fucceflbr,  who  held  the  caftle  of  Win- 
chefter  for  king  John.  His  fon  and  heir,  Alured,  died  the  48th 
Henry  III.  leaving  his  three  fitters  his  heirs  :  of  whom,  Margery,  the 
eldeft,  married  Roger  Fitzpain  ;  Beatrix,  Sir  William  de  Gouis  ;  and 
Albreda,  the  third,  died  without  iflue  the  6th  Edward  I. 

From  Fitzpain  defcended  the  barons  of  that  name  ;  and  from  de 
Gouis,  defcended  William  de  Gouis,  who  left  only  two  daughters,  his 
coheirs;  whereof  Alice,  the  youngeft,  married  Sir  Peter  Defmonftiers, 
who  died  without  iflue  ;  and  Joan,  the  eldeft,  married  Sir  John  La- 
timer, fecond  furviving  fon  of  William,  the  firft  lord  Latimer,  of 
Corby  ;  who,  in  her  right,  became  poflefled  of  Duntifh,  in  the  county 
of  Dorfet,  and  was  lineal  anceftor  to  Sir  Nicholas  Latimer,  of  Duntifh 
in  the  county  of  Dorfet ;  (whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Edith,  carried 
that  eftate  to  her  hufband,  Sir  John  Mordaunt,  progenitor  of  the 
prefent  earl  of  Peterborough),  and  likewife  anceftor  to  Henry,  father 
of  Robert  Latimer/  of  North- Crawley,  in  the  county  of  Buckingham, 
Efq.  who  was  buried  there  in  1547,  leaving,  by  Catherine  his  wife/ 
an  only  daughter  and  heirefs,  Elizabeth,  who  married  William  Apreece, 
of  Wafhingly  Hall,  in  the  county  of  Huntingdon,  Efquire,  the  direcl 
male  reprefentative  of  Griffith  Ap  Rees,  fovereign  prince  of  South 
Wales,  and  immediate  anceftor  to  Sir  Thomas  HufTey  Apreece, 
baronet/

Arms — G.  three  Eagles  difplayed.  O. 

In  the  6th  Henry  III.  Alexander  king  of  Scotland  gave  £.200  for 
the  wardfhip  and  marriage  of  the  heirs  of  David  de  Lindesey,  and 
for  the  lands  of  their  inheritance;  which  were  thofe  of  John  de  Limefi, 
or  Limefli,  their  kinfman. 

To  which  David  fucceeded  another,  who  died  the  25th  Henry  III. 
leaving  Gerard,  his  brother  and  heir,  who  died  without  iflue  the  33d 
Henry  III.  Whereupon  Henry  de  Pinkeney,  who  had  married  Alice, 
his  After  and  heir,  paying  his  relief,  had  livery  of  one  moiety  of  the 
barony  of  Limofi,  or  Limefli.     (Vid.  Pinkney.) 


LIZURES. 

Arms— O.  a  Chief  Az. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  II.  Fulke,  the  fon  of  William  de  Lizures, 
had  the  cuftody  of  the  forefts  of  Rokingham,  Selvefton,  and  Hunten- 
don.  By  Alice  his  wife,  After  of  William  de  Auberville,  he  had 
iflue 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  upon  collection  of  the  fcutage 
of  Galway,  the  33d  Henry  II.  anfwered  20  fhillings  to  the  flierifF  of 
Wiltfliire. 

To  whom  fucceeded  Geffery,  his  brother ;  who,  the  2d  Richard  I. 
gave  £.y.  2s.  4^.  for  livery  of  his  lands.  But  of  him  Dugdale  gives 
no  further  account:  yet  obferves,  that  the  12th  Henry  II.  Richard  de 
Lizures  was  forefter  of  fee,  in  Northamptonfhire;  for,  on  the  aflefT- 

ment 
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ment  of  aid  for  marrying  the  king's  daughter  at  that  time,  this 
Richard  certified  that  he  had  no  other  fees,  de  veteri  feoffamento,  or 
de  novo/  but  that  which  Richard  de  Engaine,  his  grandfather,  gave 
to  his  laft  wife  in  dowry  (who  was  widow  of  Richard  Fitz-Urfe),  and 
at  that  time  holden  by  two  of  the  aunts  of  this  Richard  de  Lizures, 
who  performed  the  iervice;  and  further  certified,  that  being  forefter 
of  fee  to  the  king,  he  was  by  his  office  obliged  to  attend  him  in  his 
army,  well  fitted  with  horfe  and  arms,  his  horn  hanging  about  his 
neck. 

Of  this  family  was  likewife  Hugh  de  Lizures,  whofe  caftle  of 
Benefield,  and  lands  in  com.  Northampt.  were  granted  by  king  John, 
the  14th  of  his  reign,  to  John  de  Baflingburne,  for  fatisfadlion  of  debts 
due  to  the  exchequer. 

Of  this  name  (but  whether  of  the  fame  family,  is  not  faid),  was 
Albreda,  daughter  of  Robert  de  Lizures,  and  half  fifter  to  Robert 
de  Lacy,  who  married,  firft,  Richard,  fon  of  Euftace  Fitz-John,  baron  Vid.  Lacy. 
ofHalton;  and,  fecondly,  Sir  William  Fitz-William,  of  Sprotborough, 
anceftor  of  William  Fitz-William,  earl  of  Southampton,  and  alfo  of 
the  prefent  families  of  the  earl  Fitz-William,  in  England,  and  vifcount 
Fitz-William,  in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland. 

f  By  the  old  feoffment,  is  underflood  fuch  fees  as  were  granted  before  the  reign  of  Henry  II. 
and  thefe  were  generally  very  large,  moft  of  them  being  given  by  the  Conqueror;  who  having 
confifcated,  in  faft,  the  whole  nation,  and  having  few  followers  in  comparifon  to  reward,  was 
obliged  to  beftow  vaft  poffeflions  on  them,  which  was  the  caufe  of  the  great  power  of  the  barons 
afterwards.  But  yet  this  unequal  diftribution  was  of  lefs  hazard,  at  the  time,  than  the  danger 
of  leaving  fo  much  property  in  the  hands  of  the  old  inhabitants  of  the  kingdom,  who  had  then 
inevitably  ufed  it  at  that  conjuncture  to  (hake  off  the  new  yoke  impofed  upon  them. 

The  fees  of  the  new  feoffment  were  fuch  as  were  created  by  charters  of  king  Stephen,  or  of 
Henry  II.  who,  from  the  very  oppofite  reafon  to  that  which  caufed  the  greatnefs  of  the  old, 
granted  theirs  much  fmaller;  the  lands  forfeited  upon  their  refpedtive  acquifitions  being  but 
few,  and  their  followers  many.

LONGCHAMP. 

Arms — O.  on  three  Crefcents  G.  as  many  Mullets  Ar. 

Hugh  de  Longchamp,  by  the  gift  of  Henry  I.  obtained  the 
manor  of  Wilton,  in  the  county  of  Hereford ;  to  whom  fucceeded 
Hugh,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  a  confirmation  thereof  from 
Henry  II. 

Henry,  fucceffor  to  Hugh,  was  (herifF  of  the  faid  county,  temp. 
Henry  II.  and  of  Worcefterfhire  in  the  time  of  Richard  I.  He  married 
Maud,  fifter  of  William  de  Cantilupe,  and  had  iflue 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Joane,  widow  of  Thomas 
Birkin,  and  left  iffue  an  only  daughter,  Maud, g  married  to  Reginald 
de  Grey,  chief  juftice  of  Chefler,  who  thereby  acquired  the  lordfhip  of 
Wilton.     (Vid.  Grey  of  Wilton.) 

Of  this  family  was  alfo  William,  faid  to  be  fecond  fon  of  the  firft 
Henry:  in  46th  Henry  III.  he  anfwered  for  his  relief  as  a  baron. 
Henry,  his  fon,  left  only  one  daughter,  Alice,  married  to  Roger  de 
Pedwardyne. 

Cotemporary,  though  not  allied,  as  can  be  found,  was  another 
family  of  the  fame  name,  of  which  William  Longchamp  was  bifhop 
of  Ely,  and  chancellor  of  England,  temp.  Richard  I.  and  had  a 
brother,  Ofbert  de  Longchamp,  for  fome  years  fheriff  of  Yorkshire, 
Norfolk,  and  Suffolk.

LOVETOT. 

Arms — Ar.  a  Lion  rampant  party  per  Fefs  G.  and  S. 

William  de  Lovetot,  who  founded  the  priory  of  Workfop,  in 
the  county  o(  Nottingham,  is  mentioned  in  the  time  of  Henry  L 

His  fon  Richard  was  his  fucceffor,  but  this  line  foon  expired,  for 
want  of  iffue  male  ;  for  William,  his  fon,  who  married  Maud,  daughter 
of  Walter  Fitz-Robert,  left  iffue,  a  fole  daughter  and  heir,  Maud,  who 
married  Gerard  de  Furnival.      (Vid.  Furnival.) 

Another  branch  reckoned  among  the  barons,  was  Nigel,  a  younger 
fon  of  the  firft  William.  This  line,  however,  did  not  continue  long  ; 
for  Roger,  grandfon  of  Nigel,  was  one  of  the  rebellious  barons  at  the 
battle  of  Evefham,  and  having  no  iffue,  his  three  filters  were  his  heirs  ; 
whofe  names  are  not  reprefented  by  Sir  William  Dugdale. 

A  third  branch  of  this  family  was  Robert  de  Lovetot,  fourth  fon 
of  the  faid  Nigel,  which  continued  till  the  time  of  Edward  J.  when 
Oliver  de  Lovetot  left  iffue  only  females  :  one  of  whom  married  Morin 
of  Kilvington,  whofe  iffue,  female  in  two  defcents,  married  William 
Thoroton,  from  whom  defcended  Robeit  1  horoton,  an  eminent  phyfi- 
cian,  antiquarian,  and  friend  of  Sir  William  Dugdale. 

Touching  this  family,  it  is  faid  in  Gibfon's  Camden,  that  the  lordfhip 
of  Overton  (vulgarly  Orton),  being  forfeited  for  felony,  was  redeemed 
of  king  John  by  Neale  Lovetofte,  whofe  fifter  and  coheir  was  married 
to  Hubert,  or  Robert  de  Brounford,  whofe  children  took  upon  them 
the  name  of  Lovetoft,

The  firft  mention  of*  this  name,  is  in  the  grant  of  the  manor  of 
Difce,  in  Norfolk,  made  by  king  Henry  I.  to  Richard  de  Lucie  ;  where 
the  record  ftates,  that  it  was  not  known  whether  the  faid  lordfhip 
was  fo  rendered  to  him  as  his  inheritance,  or  for  his  fervices. 

In  the  great  contentions  between  Maud  the  emprefs,  and  king 
Stephen,  he  adhered  to  the  latter;  by  whom  he  had  been  before 
rewarded  with  the  town  of  Grenefted,  in  EfTex,  to  hold  by  ten  knights 
fees,  as  alfo  the  lordfhip  of  Stanford  and  Aungre,*  together  with  Roring 
and  Criftefhall,  to  hold  by  three  knights  fees. 

In  the  1 8th  of  Stephen,  upon  the  agreement  between  that  king  and 
Henry  duke  of  Normandy,  when  it  was  concluded,  that  the  faid 
Henry  mould  fucceed  him  in  the  throne  of  England,  the  cuftody  of 
the  Tower  of  London  and  caftle  of  Winchefter,  by  the  advice  of  the 
whole  clergy,  was  given  into  the  hands  of  this  Richard;  who,  on  the 
death  of  king  Stephen,  faithfully  delivered  the  fame  up  to  duke  Henry 
his  fucceiTor,  by  whom  he  was  afterwards  holden  in  fuch  eftimation, 

that, 
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that,  the  8th  Henry  II.  he  was  advanced  to  the  great  office  of  juftice 
of  England  ;  and,  the  13th  of  Henry  II.  conftituted  lieutenant  of  the 
realm  during  the  king's  abfence  beyond  fea.  The  19th  of  Henry  II. 
he  had  alfo  the  like  government  of  the  kingdom,  but  very  fhortly 
after  this,  viz.  the  2 2d  Henry  II.  he  took  upon  him  the  habit  of  a 
canon  regular  in  the  priory  of  Lefnefin,  Kent,  which  he  had  founded  ; 
and  there  deceafing,  was  buried  in  the  chapter- houfe  of  that  mo- 
naftery.  ■ 

By  Rohais  his  wife  he  had  iffue  two  fons,  viz.  Geffery  and  Her- 
bert ;  and  alfo  two  daughters,  viz.  Maud,h  married  to  Walter  Fitz- 
Robert  (progenitor  of  the  Fitz-Walter  family)  ;  and  Rohais,  to  Fulbert 
de  Dovor,'  to  whom  fhe  brought  the  Lordfhip  of  Difce. 

Geffery,  the  eldeft  fon,  died  in  his  father's  lifetime,  leaving  Richard, 
his  fon,  who  departed  this  life  without  iffue. 

Herbert,  the  younger  fon,  who  had  the  hundred  of  Aungre,  and 
lordfhip  of  Stanford,  for  his  maintenance,  alfo  died  iffuelefs  ;  where- 
fore 

Rohais,  the  fifter  to  the  faid  Geffery  and  Herbert  de  Lucie,  the 
9th  of  John,  paying  a  fine  to  the  king,  had  livery  of  the  whole  barony 
( 1 208),  to  which,  as  the  record  ftates,  fhe  had  an  hereditary  right. 


LUCIE  OF  EGREMONT. 

Arms — G.  three  Lucies,  hauriant,  Ar. 

Of  the  fame  name,  but  whether  of  the  fame  family  as  the  before- 
mentioned,  does  not  appear,  was 

h  She  is  faid  to  have  remarried  Richard  de  Ripariis,  and  to  have  died  the  27th  Henry  III. 
(1242) ;  which,  if  the  fa6t,  fhe  mull  have  lived  to  a  great  age,  this  period  being  63  years  after 
her  tather's  death. 

1  Dugdale  here  makes  Rohais  to  be  daughter  of  Richard  de  Lucie  ;  but  in  Dovor  (p.  461, 
Vol.  I.),  he  affirms  her  to  be  daughter  of  Geltery,  fon  of  the  faid  Richard,  the  chief  juflice. 

R  2  Regiivald 
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Reginald  de  Lucie,  who,  the  ift  of  Richard  I.  at  the  folemn 
coronation  of  that  king,  gave  his  attendance  as  a  baron. 

He  married  Annabel,  fecond  of  the  three  daughters  and  coheirs  01 
William  Fitz-Duncan,  earl  of  Murray,  in  Scotland,  by  Alice,  the 
daughter  and  heir  to  Robert  de  Rumeli,  lord  of  Skipton  in  Cravan  ; 
with  whom  he  had  the  honour  of  Egremont,  in  Cumberland  (by  de- 
fcent  from  Alice,  the  daughter  of  William  de  Mefchines,  lord  of 
Coupland);   and  had  iffue  , 

Richard,  his  fon,  who,  the  ift  of  John,  gave  to  the  king  a  fine  of 
300  marks  for  livery  of  all  his  lands  in  Coupland  and  Canteberge,  and 
to  have  liberty  to  marry  whom  he  pleafed. 

This  Richard  held  Wolenefte,  in  Surrey,  of  the  king  in  capite,  as 
of  the  honour  of  Boloin  ;  and  gave  the  one  half  thereof  to  Odo  de 
Dammartin,  with  his  fifter  in  marriage  ;  and  the  other  moiety  to  Roger 
de  St.  John,  with  his  other  fifter. 

Moreover,  the  5th  of  John,  he  obtained  a  grant  from  the  king,  to 
himfelf  and  Ada  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Hugh  de  Morevill,  of 
the  forefterfhip  of  Cumberland,  with  its  appurtenances,  without  any 
partition  to  be  made  thereof  with  Joane  her  other  fifter.  And  the 
year  following,  this  Richard  gave  to  the  king  900  marks  and  five 
palfreys,  to  have  livery  of  the  purparty  of  the  faid  Ada,  of  the  whole 
inheritance  of  Hugh  de  Morevill,  her  father.  But  in  the  1 5th  of  John, 
or  before,  he  departed  this  life  :  for  then  did  Ada,  his  widow,  give  a 
fine  of  500  marks  for  livery  of  her  paternal  inheritance,  as  alfo  for  her 
dowry  of  his  lands,  and  that  ihe  might  not  be  compelled  to  marry 
again  ;  yet  fhe  afterwards  remarried  with  Thomas  de  Multon,  without 
the  king's  licence  ;  for  which  offence,  the  caftle  of  Egremont,  and 
other  lands  whereof  fhe  was  poflefTed,  were  feized  into  the  king's 
hands,  but  on  a  compofition  were  again  reftored  ;  and  fhe  obtained 
the  wardfhip  of  the  two  daughters  and  heirs  of  Richard  de  Lucie,  and 
married  them  to  the  two  fons  of  the  faid  Thomas  de  Multon  ;  viz. 
Annabel  to  his  eldeft  fon,  Lambert  de  Multon  ;  and  Alice  to  Alan 

de 
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de  Multon,  the  younger  fon,  who  affumed  the  furname  of  Lucie.k 
(Vid.  Lucie  of  Cokermouth.) 


MAINE. 

Arms— Party  per  pale  Ar.  and  S.  three  Chevronels  between  as  many  Cinquefoils,  all 
counterchanged. 

Of  this  name,  Walter  Medu ana,  or  Maine,  occurs  amongft 
the  barons  in  the  time  of  the  Conqueror.  From  him  was  defcended 
another  Walter,  who  died  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  leaving  his  wife 
furviving ;  who  was  Cecilia,  widow  of  Roger  earl  of  Hereford,  and 
daughter  of  Pain  Fitz- John.  Which  Cecilia,  on  the  collection  of  the 
fcutage  of  Wales,  the  2d  Richard  I.  paid  £ .  1 4.  10s.  for  his  knights 
fees,  which  were  de  veteri  feoffamento. 


k  Of  this  name  was  alfo  a  very  eminent  family,  which  long  flouriflied  at  Charlecote,  in  the 
county  of  Warwick,  and  were  defcended  from  Gilbert  de  Gant,  who  came  into  England  with 
William  the  Conqueror,  and  married  the  heirefs  of  Mont&rt,  by  whom  he  had  iffue  divers  fons, 
whereof  Hugh  affumed  the  name  of  Montfort,  from  his  mother,  and  had  two  fons,  viz. 
Robert,  who  died  iffuelefs,  and  Thurftan,  heir  to  his  brother;  which  Tliurftan  had  alfo  two 
fons,  of  whom  Henry  de  Montfort  fucceeded  him  at  Beldefcrt  and  Thurftan,  the  other  having 
the  manor  of  Charlecote  givtn  to  him  for  his  inheritance,  affumed  the  furname  of  Charlecote 
therefrom. 

His  fon,  Walter  de  Charlecote,  was  father  of  William,  who  took  the  furname  of  Lucy  (as 

Sir  William  Dugdale*  thinks)    from  his  mother,  that  might  be  an  heir  to  fome  branch  of   that    *£)udV 

family;   which  was  so  denominated  (Lucy),  from  a  place  of  the  fame  name  in   Normandy,  f    Antiq. 

From  the  faid  William  defcended  Sir  Richard  Lucy,    of  Broxburn,   in   com.   Hertf.  who  was         arw* 

created  a  baronet,   1  lth  March,   1617,  and  bore  for  his  arms,  viz.  "  G;   three  Lucies  hauriant    tyanideni

Arms — Az.  three  Efcallops.  O. 

TheM  of  this  family  mentioned  is  William  Malet,  who  being 
in  the  battle  of  Haftings,  was  afterwards  fent  by  William  the  Con- 
queror with  the  body  of  Harold,  to  fee  it  decently  interred, 

Rapin,  in  his  Hiftory  of  England,  obferves,  that  an  ancient  manu- 
fcript  in  the  Cottonian  library  relates,  that  the  king's  body  was  hard 
to  be  known,  by  reafon  of  its  being  covered  with  wounds,  but  was  at 
laft  difcovered  by  one  who  had  been  his  miftrefs,  by  means  of  certain 
private  marks  known  only  to  herfelf ;  whereupon  the  duke  fent  the 
body  to  his  mother  without  any  ranfom,  though  fhe  is  faid  to  have 
offered  him  its  weight  in  gold. 

But  although  all  others  agree  that  Harold  fell  in  this  battle,  yet 
Knighton,  from  Giraldus  Cambrenfis,  afferts  he  was  not  flain  ;  but 
efcaping,  retired  to  a  cell  near  St.  John's  Church,  in  Chefter,  and  died 
there  an  anchoret,  as  was  owned  by  himfelf  in  his  laft  confeffion  when 
he  lay  dying.  In  memory  whereof,  they  fhewed  his  tomb  when 
Knighton  wrote. 

Robert,  fon  and  heir  of  William  Malet,  by  Hefilia  his  wife,  for 
his  fpecial  fervices,  obtained  from  king  William  the  honour  of  Eye,  in 
Suffolk,  and  221,  or  the  greateft  part  of  as  many  lordfhips  in  the  fame 
county,  of  which  Eye  was  the  chief;  together  with  many  other 
lordfhips  in  Hampfhire,  and  in  the  counties  of  Effex,  Lincoln,  Not- 
tingham, and  York.  He  alfo  held  the  office  of  great  Chamberlain  of 
England  to  Henry  I.  but  afterwards  adhering  to  Curthofe  againfl  that 
king,  he  was  difinherited,  and  banifhed. 

Befides  thefe,  there  was  alfo  another  William  Malet,  who  held 
Cory   (now  called  Cory  Malet),   in  Somerfetfhire,  by  the  fervice  of

twenty  knights  fees ;  whofe  fon,  William,  dying  without  iffue,  his 
two  fillers  became  heirs  to  their  brother  ;  of  whom,  Helewife,  the 
elded,  married  Sir  Hugh  Poyntz  ;  and,  fecondly,  Peter  de  Mufcegros, 
according  to  Dugdale,  in  his  account  of  the  Poyntz  fam'.ly  ;  but,  ac- 
cording to  his  account  of  this  family,  he  makes  Mufcegros  the  firffc 
hufband,  and  Poyntz  the  fecond,  and  here  calls  him  Robert  de  Muf- 
cegros; Mabel,  the  other  filler,  married  Hugh  de  Vivonia,  and  had 
iffue  four  daughters  ;  viz.  Joan,  wife  to  Sir  Reginald  Fitz-Piers  ; 
Cascilia,  to  John  Beauchamp  de  Hacche  ;  Sybilla,  to  Guydo  de  Rupe

In  i  138,  the  4th  of  Stephen,  Walcheline,'  the  fon  of  Hugh 
Maminot,  held  Dover  caftle  for  Maud,  the  emprefs,  according  to 
Dugdale  and  Camden  ;  but  Lambard  relates,  that  he  furrendered .  it, 
for  which  reafon,  when  Henry  II.  came  to  the  crown,  the  faid  Wal- 
cheline was  forced  to  fly  into  Normandy.     To  him  fucceeded 

Walcheline,  his  fon  and  heir  ;  who,  the  12th  of  Henry  II.  upon 
the  affeffment  of  aid  for  marrying  the  king's  daughter,  certified  his 
knights  fees  de  veteri  feoffamento,  to  be  twenty-feven  ;  and  de  novo, 
one. 

He  died  before  the  3d  of  Richard  I.  for  then  did  his  heir  anfwer 
for  the  fcutage  of  Wales  ;     who  is  faid  to  have  been  Walter  Creve-   vid.  Creve 
quer. 

But,  in  Giblbn's  Camden's  Britannia,  it  is  recited,  that  on  the  death 
of  this  Walcheline  without  iffue,  his  only  filler  and  heir  carried,  by 
marriage,  a  large  eftate,  called  the  honour  of  Mamignot,  into  the  family 
of  Say.     And  indeed  Dugdale  has  it,  that  the  16th  of  John,  upon  the

MANDEVIL  OF  MERSHWOOD. 

m  Arms — Quarterly  O.  and  G. 

The  defcent  of  this  family  being  noticed  under  the  title  of  Man- 
devil  earl  of  Effex,  it  may  be  fufficient  here  to  fay,  that  William  de 
Mandevil,  in  the  3d  of  John,  had  fuit  with  Henry  de  Tilly,  for  the 
honour  of  Merfhwood,  in  the  county  of  Dorfet  ;  which  barony,  Ro- 
bert, his  fon,  recovered,  who  was  one  of  the  rebellious  barons  in  the 
battle  of  Lewes  ;  but  for  this  offence  received  his  pardon  the  next  year, 
the  49th  Henry  III.  which  is  the  laft  account  mentioned  of  him. 

Geffery  de  Mandevil  is  next  mentioned  as  his  brother,  or  at 
leaft  as  his  cotemporary.  This  Geffery,  the  17th  of  John,  was  in  arms 
againft  the  king,  and  had  part  of  his  lands  feized.  The  lordfhip  of 
Merfhwood  he  fold  to  John  Gervafe,  and  that  of  Sutton  to  Dru  de 
Barentine,  and  died  the  49th  Henry  III. 

John,  his  fon,  fucceeded ;  to  whom  Dru  de  Barentine  gave  the 
lordfhip  of  Sutton  before  mentioned,  in  frank  marriage  with  Agnes  his 
daughter,  by  whom  the  faid  John  had  one  daughter,  named  Joane. 

Here  Dugdale  clofes  the  account  of  this  family,  which  does  not  feem 
very  exact.  His  making  Robert  and  Geffery  brothers  and  cotempo- 
raries,  to  be  pofleffed  of  the  fame  eftate,  and  to  die  the  fame  year, 
cannot  be  well  reconciled. 

Hutchins,  in  his  Hillory  of  Dorfetfhire,  treating  of  Marfhwood, 
gives  a  further  account,  and  fays,  "  that  the  3d  of  Edward  II.  Robert, 
"  fon  of  John  de  Mandevill,  was  outlawed ;  and  again,  fpeaking  of

*•  Buckhom  Wefton,  in  the  fame  county,  he  proceeds,  viz.  Robert, 
"grandfon  of  Jeffery  Mandevil ;  viz.  (fon  of  John,  fon  of  the  faid 
"Geffery),  being  outlawed,  loll  a  fair  eftate  :  nevetthelefs,  Wefton 
"  paffed  through  the  heirefs  of  the  family  to  Sir  William  Stourton." 
Geffery,  faid  by  Sir  William  Dugdale  to  have  died  about  the  49th 
-Henry  III.  therefore  may  have  been  by  him  miftaken  for  that  Robert 
who  then  died. 

The  22d  Edward  II T.  Robert  de  Mandevil,  at  his  death,  held 
certain  lands  in  Bukere-Wefton,  jointly  with  Ifabel  his  wife  (furviv- 
ing),  of  the  earl  of  Devon,  as  of  his  manor  of  Cokers.  John,  his  fon 
and  next  heir,  eetat.  twenty-fix  years. 

The  34th  Edward  III.  John  de  Mandevil  held  at  his  death 
certain  lands  therein  as  before  Joan,   his  fitter  and   heir,   zetat.  forty 

years ;   w  hich  Joane  married Belvale ;  John  Belvale  married 

■Catherine,  nurfe  to  Philippa,  queen  of  Edward  II!.  Joan,  his  fole 
daughter  and  heir,  married  John  Moygne,  of  Our-Moygne,  knight ; 
and  Elizabeth,  heirefs  of  this  family,  brought  it  in  marriage  to  Sir 
William  Stourton,  anceftor  of  the  lord  Stourton,  the  5th  Henry  IV

Robert  de  Marmion,  lord  of  Fontney,  in  Normandy,  came  into 
England  with  William  the  Conqueror;  and  for  his  eminent  merits 
had  various  lands  given  him  by  that  king,  to  hold  by  the  fervice  of 
performing  the  office  of  champion  of  England,  on  the  day  of  the  coro- 
nation of  the  kings  of  England."  Of  thefe  lands,  the  caftle  and  manor 
of  Tamworth,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  and  the  manor  of  Scrivelfby, 
in  Lincolnfhire,  were  a  part.     He  was  fucceeded  by 

Robert,  his  fon;  who  being  a  great  adverfary  to  the  earl  of  Chefter, 

•  The  Marmions,  it  is  faid,  were  hereditary  champions  to  the  dukes  of  Normandy,  before  the 
conqueft  of  England. 

S  who 
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who  had  a  noble  feat  at  Coventry,  entered  the  priory  there,  and 
expelling  the  monks,  fortified  it,  digging  divers  deep  ditches  in  the 
adjacent  fields,  which  he  caufed  to  be  covered  over  with  earth,  in 
order  to  fecure  the  approaches  thereto  ;  but  the  earl  of  Chefter's  forces 
drawing  near,  as  he  rode  out  to  reconnoitre  them,  he  fell  into  one  of 
thofe  very  ditches,  and  broke  his  thigh,  fo  that  a  common  foldier  pre- 
fently  feizing  him,  cut  off  his  head,  circ.  8th  Stephen. 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  was  his  fucceflbr;  who  the  32d  of 
Henry  IT.  was  a  juftice  itinerant  in  Warwickfhire,  and  fome  other 
counties.  The  6th  of  Richard  I.  he  attended  that  king  into  Nor- 
mandy; and  was,  the  15th  of  king  John,  in  the  expedition  then  made 
into  Poiclxm.  He  died  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  circ. 
1 2 1 8 ;  °  leaving,  as  Dugdale  fays,  two  fons  by  different  venters,  both 
of  the  name  of  Robert,  and  a  younger  fon,  called  William,  who  held 
Torington,  in  the  co.  of  Lincoln.  Robert,  the  younger,  had  Witring- 
ham  and  Coningfby  (inter  alia),  in  the  county  of  Lincoln  ;  whofe  line 
being  afterwards  fummoned  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the 
realm,  will  be  treated  of  under  that  head.     Wherefore 

Robert,  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  fucceeded  his  father,  and,  for  a  time, 
feems  to  have  fided  with  the  French  in  Normandy,  againft  the  king 

0  Dugdale,  in  his  account  of  the  Camvill  family,  fays,  that  Albreda,  daughter  and  heir]  of 
Geffery  de  Marmion,  married  William  de  Camvill;  yet,  in  his  hiftory  of  the  Marmions  as  above, 
he  does  not  notice  the  line  of  defcent  or  conneftion  of  thefe  branches.     But  in  his  Antiquities 
of  Warwickfliire,  p.  621 ,  he  recites,  that  Roger  de  Marmion  poffeffed  the  manor  of  Arrow,  in. 
that  county,  from  whom  it  defcended  to  Robert,  his  grandfon,  who  paffed  it  away  to  Geffery,, 
his  uncle  ;  whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Albreda,  married  William  de  Camvill..

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of  England,  but  afterwards  made  his  peace ;  for  the  5th  of  Henry  HI. 
he  had  livery  of  Tam worth  caftle,  and  the  reft  of  his  father's  lands. 
In  the  17th  of  Henry  III.  it  is  probable  be  went  again  into  Normandy, 
but  not  long  after,  viz.  the  36th  of  Henry  III.  he  deceafed,  leaving 
Philip,  his  fon  and  heir. 

Which  Philip  was  fheriff  of  Warwick  and  Leicefterfhire,  the  33d 
of  Henvy  III.  which  office  he  held  for  the  fourth  part  of  that  year  and 
to  the  end  of  the  36th.  In  the  38th  of  the  fame  reign,  he  was  taken 
prifoner  by  the  French  at  Pontes,  in  Poiclou,  with  divers  other  of  the 
Englifh  nobility,  notwithstanding  they  had  letters  of  fafe  conduct  from 
that  king.  In  the  45th  of  Henry  III.  he  had  fummons  to  be  at 
London  with  others  of  the  nobility,  being  one  in  whofe  fidelity  the 
king  repofed  much  confidence.  The  like  fummons,  in  the  47th  of 
Henry  III.  he  had  to  be  at  Hereford ;  but  after  the  50th  of  Henry  III. 
he  is  pafied  over  by  Dugdalc  unnoticed,  otherwife  than  that  he  died 
the  20th  of  Edward  I.  when,  by  an  inquhltion  taken,  it  appears  that 
he  died  feifed  of  the  caftle  of  Tamworth,  with  its  members  and  ap- 
purtenances, in  co.  Warwick,  which  he  held  in  capite,  by  knights 
fervice,  finding  three  foldiers  at  his  own  proper  cofts  for  thirty  days; 
and  alfo  that  he  held  the  manor  of  Scrivelfby,  in  co.  Line,  by  barony. 
His  wife  was  Joane,  youngeft  daughter  and  coheir,  but  ultimately  fole 
heir  of  Hugh  de  Kilpec,  *  by  whom  he  had  four  daughters,  his  co-  *Vid.Kilpec. 
heirs ;  viz.  Joane,  wife  of  William  Mortein,  and  died  S.  P.  23d 
Edward  I.  1 294 ;  Margery,  of  Ralph  Cromwell ;  Maud,  of  Ralph 
Botiller;  and  Joane,f  firft,  of  Sir  Thomas  de  Ludlowe,  knight,  and,  +  Eightyear« 
fecondly,  of  Henry  Hillary.     She  died  the  23d  of  Edward  III.  1349.  t  dteahtehr.fathe^', 

Of  thefe,  Margery,  by  her  hufband,  Ralph  Cromwell,  had  an  only 
■daughter,  Joane,  who  married  Alexander  de  Freville,  and  Joane,  the 
wife  of  Sir  Thomas  de  Ludlowe,  had  a  fon,  John,  who  died  S.  P.  and 
a  daughter,  Margaret,  who  married  Sir  John  Dvmoke,  knight. 

Between  thefe  were  divided  the  two  manors  of  Tamworth  and 
Scrivelfby ;  viz.  Tamworth  to  Freville,  and  Scrivelfby  to  Dymoke.

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At  the  coronation  of"  king  Richard  II.  Sir  Baldwin  Freville,  knight- 
then  lord  of  Tamworth,  grandibn  of  the  aforefaid  Alexander,  exhibited 
his  claim  to  be  the  king's  champion  that  day,  and  to  do  the  fervice 
appertaining  to  that  office,  by  reafon  of  his  tenure  of  the  caftle  of 
Tamworth,  viz. 

"  To  ride  completely  armed  upon  a  barbed  horfe,  into  Weftminfter 
"  Hall,  and  there  to  challenge  the  combat  with  whomfoever  fhould 
"  dare  to  oppofe  the  king's  title  to  the  crown." 

Which  fervice  the  Barons  de  iVarmion,  his  anccftors,  lords  of  that 
caftle,  had  theretofore  performed. 

But  Sir  John  Dymoke  counterclaimed  the  fame  office  as  lord  of 
Scrivelfby,  which  had  defcended  to  him  by  an  heir  female  of  sir 
Thomas  de  Ludlowe,  knight,  by  Joane,  another  daughter  and  coheir 
of  Philip,  the  laft  baron  Marmion,  of  Tamworth,  beforementioned. 
Whereupon  the  conftable  and  marlhal  of  England,  appointed  the  laid 
Sir  John  Dymoke  to  perform  the  office  at  that  time.  Since  which, 
the  Dymoke  family  have  ever  retained  this  honour,  for  the  fpace  now 
of  nearly  500  years;  John  Dymoke,  efquire,  performing  the  office 
at  the  coronation  of  his  prefent  Majefty,  George  III.  1761.  Which 
John  was  father  of  Lewis  Dymoke,  efquire,  his  fon  and  heir,  now 
the  king's  champion,  by  virtue  of  the  faid  manor  of  Scrivelfby,  at 
this  time  in  his  poffeffion,  and  who  (as  his  ancestors  had  before 
done),  fcrved  the  office  of  high  fheriff  of  the  county  of  Lincoln  fome 
few  years  ago. 

In  a  moft  valuable,  curious,  and  fcarce  work,  entitled,  The  Hiftory 
of  the  Coronation  of  James  lid.  illuftrated  with  exqnifite  fculp- 
tures,  and  publilhed  by  his  Majefty's  efpecial  command,  by  Francis 
Sandford,  Lancafter  herald  of  arms,  anno  1687,  the  following  account 
is  ^iven  of  the  form  and  ceremony  obferved  in  introducing  the  cham- 
pion on  the  day  of  the  king's  coronation,  which  may  not  be  unen- 
tertaining  to  many  to  perufe,  more  particularly  fo,  as  the  nature,  of 
this  honourable  office  is  not  very  generally  known. 


The 
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The  Ceremony. 


Before  the  fecond  courfe  was  brought  in,  Sir  Charles  Dymoke, 
knight,  the  king's  champion,  (fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Edward  Dymoke, 
knight,  who  performed  the  like  fervice  at  the  coronation  of  his  majefty 
Charles  II.)  completely  armed  in  one  of  his  majelty's  beft  fuits  of 
white  armour,  mounted  on  a  goodly  white  horfe,  richly  caparifoned, 
entered  the  hall  in  manner  following ;  viz. 

Two  trumpets,  with  the  champion's  arms  on  their  banner. 

The  ferjeant  trumpet,  with  his  mace  on  his  fhoulder  ;  two  ferjeants 
at  arms,  with  their  maces  on  their  fhoulders. 

The  champion's  two  efquires,  richly  habited;  one  on  the  right  hand, 
with  the  champion's  lance  carried  upright ;  the  other  on  the  left  hand, 
with  his  target,  and  the  champion's  arms  depicted  thereon. 

York  herald,  with  a  paper  in  his  hand,  containing  the  words  of  the 
challenge.

Four  pages,  richly  apparelled,  attendants  on  the  champion. 

The  paflage  to  their  majefties'  table  being  cleared  by  the  knight 
marflial,  York  herald,  with  a  loud  voice,  proclaimed  the  champion's 
challenge  ;   viz. 

"  If  any  perfon,  of  what  degree  foever,  high  or  low,  fhali  deny  or 
"  gainfay  our  fovereign  Lord  King,  &c.  &c.  &c.  to  be  right  heir  to 
"  the  imperial  crown  of  this  realm  of  England,  or  that  he  ought 
"  not  to  enjoy  the  fame,  here  is  his  champion,  who  faith,  that  he 
"  lieth,  and  is  a  falfe  traitor,  being  ready  in  perfon  to  combat  with 
*'  him  ;  and  in  this  quarrel  wdl  adventure  his  life  againft  him  on  what 
"  day  foever  he  fhall  be  appointed." 

And  then  the  champion  threw  down  his  gauntlet.     The  gauntlet 

having 
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having  lain  fome  fhort  time,  the  faid  York  herald  took  it  up,  and  de- 
livered it  again  to  the  champion. 

Then  advancing  in  the  fame  order  to  the  middle  of  the  hall  (Weft- 
minfter),  the  faid  herald  made  proclamation  as  before,  and  the  cham- 
pion threw  down  his  gauntlet ;  which,  after  having  lain  a  little  time, 
was  taken  up  by  the  herald  and  delivered  to  him  again. 

Laftly,  advancing  to  the  foot  of  the  fleps,  York  herald,  and  thofe 
who  preceded  him,  going  to  the  top  of  the  fteps,  made  proclamation  a 
third  time,  at  the  end  whereof  the  champion  again  caft  down  his 
gauntlet,  which  after  fome  time  being  taken  up  and  redelivered  to  him 
by  the  herald,  he  made  a  low  obeifance  to  his  majefty.  Whereupon 
his  majeftys  cup-bearer  bringing  to  the  king  a  gilt  bowl  of  wine,  with 
a  cover,  his  majefty  drank  to  the  champion,  and  fent  him  the  faid 
bowl  by  the  cup-bearer,  accompanied  with  his  affiftants,  which  the 
champion  (having  put  on  his  gauntlet),  received,  and  retiring  a  little 
fpace,  drank  thereof,  and  made  his  humble  reverence  to  his  majefty ; 
and  being  accompanied  as  before,  departed  out  of  the  hall,  taking  the 
faid  bowl  and  cover  with  him  as  his  fee. 

Hiftory  does  not  afford  us  the  origin  of  this  folemn  challenge, 
though  it  feems  to  have  a  foundation  from  the  ancient  way  of  deter- 
mining right  by  battle.  Yet  it  is  fcarcely  to  be  imagined,  a  people 
famed  for  feats  of  arms  mould  glory  in  ihewing  a  champion  who 
ihould  have  no  adverfary ;  that  for  form-fake  mould  only  enter  the  lifts, 
and  without  fighting  retire  away  conqueror. 

It  looks  more  like  a  defign,  from  the  nature  of  the  inftitution,  the 
time  it  was  to  take  place,  and  the  chivalrous  difpofition  of  that  age, 
to  engage  any  knight  that  would  difpute  the  king's  title;  and  that  if 
he  would  try  the  fortune  of  a  battle  he  Ihould  have  fafe  conduct  back 
again,  and  (hew  his  {kill,  as  was  the  practice  of  jufts  and  tournaments, 
where  the  knights  fometimes  loft  their  lives,  although  without  malice 
or  quarrel  with  one  another. 

Not  that  it  can  be  fuppofed  a  prince  would  fuffer  his  title  to  be 
defeated  upon  the  ill  fuccefs  of  his  champion ;  yet  fuch  an  entertain- 
ment 
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ment  might  have  been  as  agreeable  to  the  tafte  of  thofe  days,  as  were 
at  a  more  early  period  the  fhews  of  the  Roman  gladiators.

In  the  time  of  Henry  I.  William  de  Merley,  who  had  been  a 
fervant  to  GefFery  bifhop  of  Conftance,  for  the  foul  of  Menialda  his 
wife,  and  the  fouls  of  William  and  Gosfride  his  fons,  gave  the  lordlhip 
of  Morewil  to  the  monks  of  Durham  ;  and  left  iflue 

Ranulph,  his  fon  and  heir  -r  to  whom  Edgar,  fon  of  Cofpatric,  fon 
of  Dolphin,  earl  of  March  and  Dunbar,  in  Scotland,  gave  in  frank 
marriage  with  Julian,  his  fifter,  the  lordlhip  of  Wytton,  and  five  others. 
To  whom  fucceeded 

Roger,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  13th  of  Henry  II.  upon  the 
aueffment  of  aid  for  marrying  the  king's  daughter,  certified  his  knights 
fees  to  be  three  de  veteri  feoffamento,  and  a  fourth  and  fifth  part  de 
novo;  befides  four  which  he  held  in  demefne.  He  died  the  34th 
Henry  II.  when  Duncan,  earl  of  Fife  (in  Scotland),  gave  500  marks 
to  the  king  for  the  wardfhip  of  Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  to  the  intent 
that  he  might  marry  his  daughter. 

Which  Roger,  the  6th  of  Richard  I.  gave  twenty  marks  to  be  ex- 
cufed  attending  the  king  in  that  expedition  which  he  then  made  into 
Normandy.  In  the  contentions  between  king  John  and  his  rebellious 
barons,  he  was  one  who  took  up  arms  on  their  behalf,  for  which  his 
eaftle  of  Morpeth  was  feized,  and  all  his  lands;  but  the  3d  of 
Henry  III.  he  made  his  peace,  and  returned  to  his  obedience ;  after 
when,  the  33d  of  Henry  III.  he  departed  this  life,  and  was  buried  with 
his  ancestors  at  Newminfter  juxta  Morpeth,  in  com.  Northumb. 
leaving 

Roger,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  having  performed  his  homage, and 

paid 
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paid  ^ioo  for  his  relief,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance.  This  Roger, 
commonly  called  Roger  the  Third,  in  the  grand  rebellion  of  the  barons 
againft  Henry  III.  manifefted  his  loyalty  to  the  king  ;  and  deceafing 
the  50th  Henry  III.  was  interred  near  his  father,  in  the  cloifter  at 
Newminfter.  His  iffue  were  three  daughters,  his  coheirs :  whereof, 
viz.  Mary,  was  wife  of  William  de  Grayftock  ;  Alice  then  unmar- 
ried; and  Ifabel,  who  married,  fays  Dugdale,  firft,  the  fon  and  heir  of 
Marmaduke  de  Thwenge;  next  Robert  de  Eure;  and,  laftly,  Roger  de 
*  p.  80.  Somervile  :  but  Collins,  in  his  Parliamentary  Precedents,*  ftates,  that 
fhe  married  Sir  Robert  de  Sondeville,  and  had  iffue,  Sir  Philip  de 
Sondeville, 

Alice,  the  fecond  daughter  and  coheir,  dying  before  partition  of  the 
lands,  the  barony  was  fhared  between  the  other  two.

William  de  Meschines,  a  younger  brother  to  Ranulph,  or 
Randle,  the  firft  of  that  name,  earl  of  Chefter,  enjoyed  (by  gift  of 
king  William  the  Conqueror,  according  to  Dugdale  ;  by  gift  of 
Henry  I.  according  to  Camden;  and  by  gift  of  his  brother,  according 
to  Sir  Peter  Leycefter),  all  that  part  of  Cumberland  commonly  called 
Coupland. 

He  had  iffue  a  fon,  Ranulph,  who  died  in  his  lifetime,  as  alfo  a 
daughter,  Cicely,  who  married  Robert  de  Romely,  lord  of  Skipton,  in 
Craven;1  which  Robert  had  iffue  two  fons,  Ranulph  and  Matthew, 

who

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who  both  died  ifluelefs,  and  one  daughter,  Alice,  wife  of  William 
Fitz- Duncan,  earl  of  Murray,  in  Scotland,  nephew  to  Malcolm,  king 
of  that  realm. 

But  from  this  account  by  Dugdale,  Nicolfon  and  Burne,  in  their 
Hiftory  of  Cumberland  and  Weflmoreland,  p.  7  and  8,  Vol.  II.  rather 
differ:  for  they  fay,  king  William  I.  having  difpoffelTed  the  Scots  of 
this  county  (Cumberland),  gave  it  to  Ranulph  de  Mefchines,  one  of 
his  Norman  adventurers  ;  which  Ranulph  bellowed  on  his  brother, 
William  de  Mefchines,  the  great  barony  of  Coupland,  who  thereupon 
feated  himfelf  at  Egremont,  where  he  built  a  caflle  upon  the  top  of  a 
hill  or  mount,  nigh  the  river  Eger;  and  thereupon  flyled  his  caftle 
Egermont,  and  caufed  the  name  of  the  barony  to  be  changed  from 
Copeland,  and  to  be  called  Egremont,  as  from  that  period  it  ever  after 
continued  to  be  denominated. 

This  William  left  no  ifTue  at  his  death  fave  only  a  daughter,  Alice, 
married  to  Robert  de  Romely,  lord  of  the  honour  of  Skipton,  in  Cra- 
ven, by  whom  fhe  had  iflue  a  daughter,  of  her  own  name,  viz.  Alice. 
who  married  William  Fitz-Duncan,  as  before  obferved;  which  Wil- 
liam had  iflue  by  her  a  fon,  William,  who  died  an  infant,  and  three 
daughters;  viz.  Cecily  the  eldeft,  married  William  le  Grofs,  earl  of 
Albemarle,  and  had  iflue  an  only  daughter,  Hawife,7  who  was  thrice 
married;  firft  to  William  de  Mandevil,  earl  of  Eflex,  by  whom  fhe 
had  no  child ;  fecondly,  to  William  de  Fortibus,  earl  of  Albemarle,  by  Vid.  Fortibus 
whom  fhe  had  William,  the  next  earl;  and,  laftly,  to  Baldwin  de  Be- 
thune,  earl  of  the  Ifle  of  Wight.     Amabil,  the  fecond  daughter  of

viz.  Cecily,  wife  of  Robert  de  Romelli ;  and  Avicia,  called  de  Romelli,  who  married,  firft,  Wil- 
liam de  Curci,  and,  fecondly,  William  de  Paganell,  whofe  daughter  and  heir  married  Robert  de 
Cant.     (Vid.  Gant.)

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William  Fitz-Duncan,  had  for  her  purparty  of  the  inheritance,  the 
Vid.  Lucy.      barony  of  Egremont,  and  married  Reginald  Lucy  ;  and  had  iffue  Ri- 
chard Lucy,  who  left  only  two  daughters  and  coheirs,  Amabil  and 
Alice  Lucy. 

Alice,  third  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  Fitz-Duncan,  for  her 
purparty  had  the  barony  of  Allerdale,  and  liberty  of  Cockermouth  ; 
Vid.  Pipard.  and  married,  firft,  Gilbert  Pipard,  and  afterwards  Robert  de  Courtney, 
but  had  no  iffue  of  her  body;  wherefore  her  part  of  the  inheritance 
came  to  be  divided  between  the  earl  of  Albemarle,  her  eldeft  fitter's 
fon,  and  Richard  de  Lucy,  her  other  fitter's  fon. 


MONMOUTH. 

Arms — Ar.  three  Bars  C.emells  S.  over  all  a  Lion  Rampant  Saliant  G.  armed  nnd  langued 
Az. 

In  the  time  of  the  Conqueror,  William,  the  fon  of  Baderon,  pof- 
feffed  twenty  two  lordfhips  in  Glo'tter  and  Herefordshire. 

To  whom  fucceeded  With  en  oc  (furnamed  De  Monmouth),  his 
fon  and  heir;  whofe  fon,  another  Baderon,  was  father  of  Gilbert, 
whofe  fon  John  married  Cecilie,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of 
Walter  Waleran,  or  Walerond;  and  at  the  coronation  of  Henry  III. 
claimed  (with  others),  as  "jus  marchta,"  to  carry  the  canopy  which 
belongs  to  the  barons  of  the  Cinque  Ports. 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  was  his  fucceffor;  who,  the  35th  Henry  III. 
•was  made  warden  of  the  New  Foreft,  in  Hampfhire,  as  his  anceftors 
had  been.  But  having  no  male  iffue,  in  confideration  of  certain  lands 
which  prince  Edward  granted  him  for  life,  gave  to  the  faid  prince, 
and  his  heirs  for  ever,  his  cattle  and  honour  of  Monmouth.  After- 
wards, viz.  the  41ft  Henry  III.  departing  this  life,  according  to  Dug- 
dale,  he  left  Albreda  de  Botereux,  and  Joan  de  Nevill,  his  daughters 
and  heirs. 

But 
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Rut  in  his  account  of  the  Botcreaux  family,  the  laid  Dugdale  calls 
the  fame  Albreda,  daughter  of  Walter  Waleran,  and  widow  of  John 
de  Ingeham.     (Vid.  Botereaux,  Ingeham,  and  Waleran.) 

Hutchins,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Dorfet,  Vol.  II.  p.  326,  treating  of  Sut- 
ton Walrond,  fays,  "  Cecilie,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Walter  Waleran, 
married  John  de  Monmouth,  whofe  fon,  John,  dying  without  ilTue, 
his  purparty  was  reftored  to  Albreda  and  Joan,  his  heirs;  "  which  Al- 
breda was,  firft,  wife  of  John  de  Ingeham,  and,  fecondly,  of  William 
de  Botereaux  ;  and  Joan  was  wife  of  John  de  Nevile  ;  and  were  there- 
fore not  daughters,  but  aunts  of  the  faid  John  de  Monmouth  :  viz. 
fillers  to  Cicely,  the  mother  of  John  de  Monmouth,  as  before 
ftated. 


MONTBEGON. 

Roger  de  Montbegon  occurs  in  the  time  of  Stephen,  who  was 
fucceeded  by  Adam,  who  married  Maud,  daughter  and  heir  of  Adam 
Fitz  Swaine. 

To  whom  fucceeded  another  Roger,"  who  was  one  of  the  rebellious 
barons  againft  king  John,  for  which  his  lands  were  feized,  and  given 
to  Oliver  de  Albine;  but  he  foon  forfook  them,  and  in  the  ift 
Henry  III.  made  his  peace,  and  was  afterwards  with  that  king  at  the 
fiege  of  Bedford  caftle ;  and  dying  the  1  oth  year  of  his  reign,  without 
ilTue,  Henry,  his  kinfman,  became  his  heir :  but  of  him  nothing  fur- 
ther is  faid,  than  that  giving  fecurity  for  the  payment  of  his  relief,  he 
had  livery  of  his  lands. 

s  Qu.  Whether  this  be  not  a  miftake  for  Robert,  as  Dugdale  fays,  that  Adam,  by  his  wife 
Maud  Fitz-Swayne,  had  ifiue  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir;  although  he  proceeds  to  ftate,  that 
another  Roger  was  fucceffor  to  this  Adam.

MONTFITCHETT. 

Arms— G.  three  Chevrons  O.  with  a  Label  of  three  Points  Az. 

Gilbert  Montfitchett,  a  Roman  by  birth,  and  kinfman  to  the 
Conqueror,  for  his  fignal  fervices  at  the  battle  of  Haftings,  obtained 
from  him  a  grant  of  large  pofleffions  in  England  :  all  which  he  foon 
after  left  to  his  ion  Richard,  returning  himfelf  to  Rome. 

Cotemporary  with  whom  was  William  de  Montfitchett,1 
who  married  Margaret,  the  daughter  of  Gilbert  Fitz-Richard,  earl  of 
Clare;  and  left  iffue  Gilbert,  whom  king  Henry  II.  made  forefter  of 
EiTex,  which  office  he  confirmed  to  Richard,  his  fon. 

Which  Richard  was  fucceeded  by  another  Richard,  who  was 
one  of  the  rebel  barons  againft  king  John ;  and  when  moft  of  the 
reft,  on  that  king's  death,  returned  to  their  obedience,  he  ftill  con- 
tinued obftinate,  and  was  taken  prifoner  at  the  battle  of  Lincoln, 
ift  Henry  III.  He  feems  to  have  been  a  perfon  of  a  very  turbulent 
fpirit. 

Dying  without  ifTue  the  43d  Henry  III.  1258,  the  lands  of  his  barony 

were  divided  amongft  his  three  fifters;  viz.  Margaret  wife  of  Hugh 

Vid.Bolebec.   de  Bolebec  ;  Aveline,  of  William  de  Fortibus,  earl  of  Albemarle  ;   and 

Philippa,  of  Hugh  de  Playz,  or  Pleffetis,  fon  of  John  de  Pleffetis,  earl 

of  Warwick. 


•  In  Morant's  Hiflory  of  Effex,  Vol.  II.  p.  5/6_  it  appears  the  chief  feat  of  this  family  was 
at  Stanfted  Montnchet  in  Effex,  and  that  William  de  Montfichet,  was  the  firlt  who  affumed 
that  furname,  being  the  fon  of  Robert  Gernon,     He  founded  the  abbey  of  Stratford.

Hugh,  his  fon,  married  Sibyl,  daughter  of  Richard  de  Umframvil, 
and  had  iffue  Hugh,  his  fon,  who  fucceeded,  and  left  three  daughters, 
his  heirs ;  who  were,  Sibyl,  married  to  Roger  de  Lumley,  and  after  to   Vid.  Lumley. 
Roger  de  St.  Martin  ;  Theophania,  to  John  de  Bulmer ;  and  Beatrix,   Vid.  Buimer. 
to  John  de  Rofeles. 


MORTIMER  OF  CHELMARSH. 

Arms — G  inftead  of  Az.  as  in  the  earl  of  March. 

The  firft  of  this  family  who  fettled  at  Chelmarfh  was  Hugh, 
youngefl  fon  of  Ralph  lord  Mortimer,  of  Wigmore,  by  Gladufe  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Leweline  prince  of  Wales. 

His  wife  was  Agatha,  youngeft  daughter  of  William  de  Ferrers, 
earl  of  Derby,  and  at  length  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Walter  Marfhall, 
earl  of  Pembroke. 

This  Hugh  was  at  the  fiege  of  Kenilworth  caftle,  the  49th  Henry  III. 
on  the  part  of  the  king ;  where  he  loft  a  good  horfe,  and  in  recom- 
pence  thereof  received  40  marks. 

But  Dugdale  relates,  that  neither  this  Hugh,  nor  any  of  his  defend- 
ants, were  ever  in  the  rank  of  barons,  and  that  in  the  fourth  genera- 
tion this  line  terminated  in  heirs  female.

Hugh  and  Simon  de  Morvill  are  made  mention  of",  temp,  king 
Stephen ;  which  laft  had  iffue  by  Ada,"  daughter  and  heir  of  William 
Engaine,  two  ions,  Roger  and  Richard,  who  by  a  daughter  of  William 
de  Lancafler,  left  iffue  Helena,  his  daughter  and  heir,  married  to 
Rowland  de  Galweic. 

Roger  de  Morvill,  elder  fon  of  Simon,  had  iffue  a  fon  and  heir, 
Hugh,  who,  it  is  faid,  was  one  of  the  four  knights  that,  the  i  7th  of 
Henry  II.  murdered  Thomas  a  Becket,  the  famous  archbifhop  of 
Canterbury.  Mr.  Denton  fays,  the  fword  with  which  he  killed  the 
archbifhop  was,  in  his  father's  time,  at  Ifell,  which  place  belonged  to 
the  Morvills,  as  heirs  to  Engaine.  After  that,  the  fword  remained 
with  the  houfe  of  Arundel. 

The  faid  Hugh,  by  his  wife  Helewife  de  Stuteville,  had  iffue  only 

two  daughters,  Ada  and  Joan  ;  of  whom,  Ada  married,  firft,  Richard, 

fon  of  Reginald  de  Lucy,  of  Egremont,  and,  fecondly,  Thomas  de 

Nicolfon  and   Multon ;  and  Joan  married  Richard  Gernun,  and  had  a  daughter  and 

SSSSbSSd   heir>  Ada>  wife>  firft  of  Richard  Boyvill,  and  after  of  William  de  Fur- 

l^d^vTl     niva^-     And  the  55^  °f  Henry  III.  it  was  found  by  inquifition,  that 

p-  337.

Which  Hubert  is  faid  to  have  had  ifTue  Warine,  and  he  another 
Hubert." 

The  next  mentioned  is  William  de  Munchenst,  who  died  circ. 
6th  John,  and  left  iflue  William,  who  lived  not  long  after ;  for  it  ap- 
pears, that  in  the  15th  John,  he  was  fucceeded  by 

Warine,  his  uncle,  a  perfon  of  note  in  the  time  of  Henry  III.  who 
being  at  the  battle  of  Zantoigne  againft  the  French,  obtained  the 
reputation  of  a  good  and  valiant  foldier.  By  Joan,  daughter  and  heir 
of  William  Marfhall,  earl  of  Pembroke,  he  had  iflue,  William,  his  fon 
and  heir,  and  a  daughter,  Joane. 

Which  William  was  one  of  the  chief  commanders  of  the  rebel 
barons  at  the  battle  of  Lewes,  and  one  of  the  chief  of  the  parliament 
by  them  fummoned,  But  being  afterwards  taken  at  Kenilworth,  his 
lands  were  feized  and  given  to  William  de  VaLnce  (the  king's  half 
brother  ,  who  had  married  Joane,  his  fifter;  and  who  upon  his  fub- 
miffion,  freely  reflored  them  again.     He  was  afterwards  flain  ierving

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againft  the  Welfh ;  leaving  Dionyfia,  his  only  daughter  and  heir,  mar- 
ried to  Hugh  de  Vere,  a  younger  fon  to  Robert  earl  of  Oxford. 

Howbeit,  the  18th  Edward  I.  the  faid  William  de  Valence,  and 
Joane  his  wife,  endeavoured  by  the  pope's  bull  to  baftardize  this  Dio- 
nyfia, in  hopes  to  enjoy  the  whole  eftate;  but  fhe  was  allowed  to  be 
legitimate. 

Of  this  family  was  alfo  Thomas  de  Montechensi,  of  Edward- 
fton, in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  whofe  only  daughter  and  heir,  Joanna, 
married  Sir  Richard  Waldegrave,  knight,  anceftor  of  the  earls  of  Wal- 
degrave  ;  which  Thomas  was  fon  of  William,  who  died  the  30th 
Edward  I.  fon  of  William  de  Munchenfi,  who  deceafed  the  14th  Ed- 
ward I.  by  Beatrix  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Wil- 
liam de  Beauchamp,  of  Bedford. 

But  from  this  account  of  the  Munchenfi  family  by  Sir  William 
Dugdale,  Morant,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Effex,  Vol.  II.  p.  35,  rather  differs; 
for  he  fays 

Hubert  de  Monte  Canisio,  or  Montchensi,  was,  in  the  time 
of  William  the  Conqueror,  lord  of  Edwardfton,  in  Suffolk. 

Warine,  his  fon  and  heir,  temp.  Henry  I.  left  iffue  Hubert,  who 
married  Muriel  de  Longeva,  alias  Longtolt,  daughter  of  Peter  de  Va- 
loines;  and  had  two  fons,  William  and  Roger. 

William,  temp.  Henry  II.  married daughter  of  William  de 

Albini,  earl  of  Arundel ;  and  had  iffue,  Warine  William  of  Edwardfton, 
and  Ralph. 

Warine  married  Joan,  fecond  daughter  and  coheir  of  William 
Marefchall,  earl  of  Pembroke,  by  whom  he  had  William,  his  fon  and 
heir,  and  Joan,  married  to  William  de  Valence,  earl  of  Pembroke.  He 
died  1255;  and  was  fucceeded  by  the  faid  William,  who  married 
Dionifia,  daughter  and  heir  of  Nicholas  de  Anefty,  of  Great  Braxtead, 
in  the  county  of  Effex ;  and  had  William,  who  died  young,  and  Dio- 
nyfia, his  fole  daughter  and  heir,  who  married  Hugh  de  Vere,  fecond 
fon  to  Robert  earl  of  Oxford,  and  deceafed  S.  P. 

Of  this  family,  Morant  ftill  further,  Vol.   II.   p.  253,  ftates,  that

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Roger  de  Montchenfy,  of  Stanfted  Hall,  in  the  county  of  Eflex,  died 
the  33d  Henry  III.  and  left  two  Afters,  his  coheirs,  of  which  one

At  the  time  of  the  general  furvey,  Hascoit  Mtjsard  held  great 
pofleffions  in  divers  counties  in  England,  whereof  Stavely,  in  the  county 
of  Derby,  was  his  chief  feat. 

To  this  Hafcoit  fucceeded  Richard,  and  to  him  another  Hascoit/ 
who,  the  1 2th  of  Henry  II.  on  the  afleflment  of  aid  for  marriage  of 
the  king's  daughter,  certified  his  knights  fees  to  be  twelve  de  veteri 
feoffamento,  and  de  novo,  two,  an  half,  and  a  fifteenth  part.  He  died 
about  the  33d  of  Henry  II.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  4th  of  Henry  III.  having  mar- 
ried Ifabel,  widow  of  John  de  Nevil,  without  licence,  paid  100  marks 
fine  for  that  tranfgreffion.  This  Ralph  deceafed  the  14th  of  Henry  III.

Ralph,  his  brother  and  heir,  who,  the  38th  of  Henry  III.  upon

Which  John  died  the  17th  of  Edward  I.  without  ilTue;  whereupon 
Nicholas,  his  uncle,  was  found  his  next  heir ;  who  performing  his 
fealty,  had  livery  of  his  lands,  and  died  the  29th  of  Edward  I.  leaving 
Sir  Ralph  Frefchevile,  fon  of  Amicia,  his  eldeft  filler,  then  deceafed  ; 
Margaret,  his  fecond  filler,  then  living;  and  Joane,  the  wife  of  Wil- 
liam de  Chelardefton,  daughter  of  Ifabel,  his  third  filler,  alfo  deceafed, 
his  next  heirs.

Thomas,  who  married  Maud,  daughter  of  William  Vefci,  of  Aln- 
wicke  ;  and  had  ilTue  Robert,  father  of  another  Robert,  called  by  Matt. 
Paris,  a  man  of  great  note  in  the  north,  where,  in  the  county  of 
Northumberland,  he  was  baron  of  Wallovere,  and  died  34th  Henry  III. 
leaving  only  female  iffue  ;  whereof  Cecily,  his  eldeft  daughter  and 
coheir,  was  married  to  O'Donel,  of  Ford,  and  had  iffue  Ifabel,  who 
married  Sir  Adam  of  Wygton,  who,  in  her  right,  became  baron  of 
Wallovere.3  Mary,  the  fecond  daughter  and  coheir,  married  the  earl 
of  Stratherne,  in  Scotland,  and  had  iffue  Muriel  and  Mary  ;  and  Ifabel, 
the  third  daughter  and  coheir,  married  Willam  of  Huntercombe, 
who  had  Walter  of  Huntercombe.     (Vid.  Huntercombe.)

This  noble,  ancient,  and  fpreading  family,  are  faid,  by  genealogifts, 
to  derive  their  defcent  from  Gilbert  deNevill,  a  Norman,  who 
came  into  England  with  William  the  Conqueror,  as  admiral  of  his 
fleet. 

Which  Gilbert  had  iflue  Geffery,  father  of  another  GefTery,  who, 
the  23d  Henry  II.  was  made  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Berewic ;  and 
having  married  Emme,  daughter  and  heir  to  Bertram  de  Bulmer, 
upon  levying  the  fcutage  of  Wales,  the  2d  Richard  I.  paid  jf.8  for 
thofe  knights  fees  which  did  belong  to  that  Bertram,  who  was  a  great 
baron  in  the  north  ;  and  whofe  lordfhip  of  Branfpeth,  in  the  county 
palatine  of  Durham,  was,  through  means  of  this  marriage,  acquired  by 
the  faid  GefTery  de  Nevill ;  who  deceafed  the  5th  of  Richard  I.  leaving 
iflue  Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  a  daughter,  Ifabel. 

Which  Henry,  the  9th  of  John,  doing  his  homage,  and  paying 
_£.ioo  for  his  relief,  had  livery  of  three  knights  fees  in  Rolkel  and 
Sutton,  of  the  inheritance  of  Emme,  his  mother,  called  Emme  de 
Sutton,  and  elfe where,  Emme  (fay  Dugdale)  de  Humet,  who,  the 
5th  of  Richard  I.  paid  20  marks  for  liberty  to  enjoy  her  eftate,  till  the 
return  of  the  king  from  the  Holy  Land. 

The  15th  of  John,  this  Henry  attended  the  king  into  Poi&ou  ;  but 
foon  after,  viz.  the  -17th  of  John,  having  been  in  arms,  and  adhered 
to  the  rebel  barons  againft  king  John,  he  was  forced  to  pay  100  marks 
to  purchafe  his  pardon,  and  dying  without  iflue,  about  the  nth 
Henry  III. 

Ifabel,  his  After,  became  his  heir ;  who  marrying  Robert  Fitz  Mal- 
dred,  lord  of  Raby,  in  the  biflioprick  of  Durham,  lineal  heir  male  to 
Uchred  earl  of  Northumberland,  temp.  Edmond  Ironfide,  their  fon 

U  2  Geffery 
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Geffery  affumed  the  furname  of  Nevill,  in  honour  of  his  mother's 
large  inheritance ;  and  from  this  match  were  derived  the  fucceeding 
dynafty  of  the  Nevills  of  Raby  :  which  afterwards  branched  out  into 
the  Nevills  earls  of  Weftmorland,  Salifbury,  and  Warwick  ;  a  mar- 
quis of  Montacute,  and  a  duke  of  Bedford ;  as  alfo  the  Nevills,  barons 
Latimer,  Fauconberg,  Furnival,  and  Abergavenny.  The  male  line  of 
which  laft  family  continues  to  the  prefent  day  in  increafed  honour ; 
having  been  fince  elevated  to  the  rank  of  earl  of  Abergavenny.  (Vid. 
Nevil  earl  of  Weftmoreland.) 

But  befides  thefe  families,  there  were  others  of  the  fame  name, 
though  how  related  to,  or  connected  with  each  other,  does  not  cer- 
tainly appear  ;  viz.  Robert  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.  who  was  in  arms 
with  that  arch  rebel,  Robert  de  Belefme,  earl  of  Shrewfbury. 

Alfo  Ralph,  in  the  16th  of  the  fame  reign  ;  next  Gilbert,  who 
had  a  brother  Alan,  and  a  fon  Geffery,  founder  of  the  prior}  of  Tup- 
holme,  in  com.  Line.  Which  Alan  was  chief  juftice  of  the  forefts 
throughout  England,  and  a  juftice  itinerant ;  and  died  the  2d  of  Ri- 
chard I.  leaving  two  fons,  Alan  and  Geffery,  who  married  Mahel, 
one  of  the  two  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Adam  Fitz  Swane  (the  other 
married  Thomas  de  Burgh),  and  had  iflue  two  fons,  John  and  Alan, 
temp.  Henry  III.  Which  John  was  on  the  part  of  the  rebel  barons  at 
the  battle  of  Evefham,  being  then  of  Nottinghamfhire. 

William  de  Nevill  is  the  next  noticed  ;  who  married  Ifabel, 
Vid.  Wale-     daughter  and  coheir  of  Walter  Walerand  ;   and,  the  4th  of  John,  had 
a  grant  of  the  fergeanty  of  the  forefts  in  Hampfhire,  to  hold  as  freely 
as  the  faid  Walter  Walerand  had  enjoyed  the  fame. 

Ralph  de  Nevill  occurs  after  him;  to  whom  fucceeded  Hugh, 
his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  4th  of  Richard  I.  being  in  the  Holy  Land 
with  that  king,  flew  a  lion  with  his  own  hand;  wherefore  it  was  faid, 
"  Viribus  hugonis  vires  periere  leonis. "  The  7th  of  Richard  I.  he 
gave  100  marks  for  Joane,  daughter  and  heir  of  Henry,  fon  of  Ger- 
vafe  de  Cornhill  (a  rich  citizen  of  London),  whom  he  afterwards 
married  * 

Henry, 
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Henry,  his  fori,  was  his  fucceffor,  who  died  about  the  2d  Henry  III. 
leaving  Hugh  his  fon  and  heir.  He  had  alfo  another  fon  called  John, 
who  paid  700  marks  that  he  might  marry  Ifabel,  daughter  and  heir 
of  Robert  de  Meinill,  widow  of  Sewall,  fon  of  Henry,  progenitor  of 
the  Shirleys  ;  and  dying  the  beginning  of  Henry  III.  Ifabel  his  wife 
remarried  Ralph  Mufard. 

To  him  fucceeded  Jollan  de  Neyill,  his  brother  and  heir,  who 
was  a  juftice  itinerant  ;  from  whom  the  manufcript  book  in  the  Ex- 
chequer, containing  the  knights  fees  then  certified,  bears  ftill  the  name 
of,  "  Tefta  de  Nevill.  " 

There  was  befides  thefe  before  named,  another  Hugh  de  Nevill, 
who,  the  9th  of  Richard  I.  was  fheriff  of  Oxford,  Effex,  and  Hertford- 
shire ;  which  Hugh  (then  called  Groffus),  was  in  the  great  fea-fight 
againft  the  French,  when  their  fleet  was  taken  and  deftroyed  at  Dam, 
in  Flanders.  He  died  the  6th  of  Henry  III.  and  was  buried  in  the 
abbey  of  Waltham,  in  Effex. 

The  Nevill  family,  and  that  of  De  Courcy,  baron  of  Kinfale,  in 
Ireland,  are  faid  to  be  derived  from  the  fame  anceftor ;  for  Ordericus 
Vitalis,  who  wrote  near  6co  years  ago,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Normandy, 
publifhed  by  Monfieur  du  Chefne,  p.  479,  fays,  "  Baldricus  Teuto- 
"  nicus  married  the  daughter  of  Richard,  furnamed  de  Benefacta,  lord 
"  of  Clare  and  Tunbridge,  in  England,  by  Roefia  his  wife,  fifter  to 
"  Walter  Giffard,  the  fecond  earl  of  Buckingham  after  the  conqueft, 
"  and  daughter  of  Walter  Giffard,  count  of  Longueville,  in  Normandy, 
"  and  firft  earl  of  Buckingham,  in  England,  who  was  fon  of  Oiborne 
"  de  Bolebec,  by  Avelina  his  wife,  fifter  to  Gunnora,  wife  of  Richard, 
"  the  firft  of  that  name  duke  of  Normandy.  Baldrick  by  his  faid 
"  wife  had  fix  fons  and  as  many  daughters  ;  the  fons  were,  Nicholas 
"  de  Bafchevilla,  now  Bacqueville  ;  Fulke  de  Anjou  ;  Robert  de 
"  Courcy  ;  Richard  de  Nova-villa,  or  Nevill ;  Baldrick  de  Balgenzaio, 
"now  Bcaugency,  or  Boyfgency ;  and  Wigerius,  or  Wigman,  of 
"  Apulia.  Nicholas,  the  eldeft,  married  one  of  the  duchefs  Gunnora's 
"  nieces  ;  and  by  her  had  two  fons,  William  Martell  and  Walter  de 

"St. 
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St.  Martin,  who  were  anceftors  of  the  Warrens  earls  of  Warren  and 
Surrey;  and  of  the  Mortimers  earls  of  March,"  &c.  &c. 


NEWMARCH. 

Arms — G.  five  Lozenges  conjoined  in  Fefs  O. 

Of  this  name  was  Bernard  Newmarch,  who  attended  the  Con- 
queror into  England.  He  was  a  Norman,  and  a  man  of  undaunted 
courage,  and  great  policy. 

He  affifted  in  the  fubduing  part  of  Wales,  and  married  Nefta,'  alias 
Agnes,  the  daughter  of  prince  Griffith  ;  who  being  a  woman  of  a 
licentious  and  revengeful  temper,  at  once  deprived  herfelf  of  her  own 
reputation,  and  her  fon  of  his  inheritance. 

For  Mahel,  the  only  fon  of  this  Bernard,  having  affronted  a  young 
nobleman  with  whom  fhe  was  intimate  too  familiarly,  fhe,  as  the  poet 
faith,  "  Iram  atque  animos  a  crimine  fumens ;  "  depofed  before  the 
king,  that  her  fon  Mahel  was  begotten  in  adultery  ;  upon  which  Mahel 
being  excluded,  the  eftate  devolved  to  his  frfter  Sibyl,  and  in  her  right 
to  her  hufband  Miles  earl  of  Hereford  ;  whofe  five  fons  dying  without 
iffue,  the  country  of  Brecknock  became  the  inheritance  of  Bertha,  his 
daughter,  who  married  Philip  de  Broafe,  and  had  a  fon,  William,  lord 
of  Brecknock.     (Vid.  Abergavenny  and  Broafe  of  Gower.) 

The  next  mentioned  of  this  name  is  A  dam  de  Newmarch,  though 
how  allied,  or  if  at  all,  to  Bernard,  is  not  faid :  which  Adam,  in  the 
time  of  Henry  I.  gave  three  ox  gangs  of  lands  in  Halton,  to  the  canons 
of  Noftell,  in  com.   Ebor. 

After  him  is  noticed  a  William  de  Newmarch,  who,  the  7th

of 
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of  Henry  II.  gave  ^.93.  16s.  8d.  for  the  cuftody  of  the  lands  of 
Adam,  fon  to  the  laft  Adam,  as  Dugdale  imagines.  Which  William, 
the  10th  Richard  I  paid  £.100  for  his  relief,  and  £.100  for  livery  of 
his  father's  lands  :  but  of  him  nothing  further  is  faid,  than  that  he 
became  afni&ed  with  the  leprofy  ;  and  that,  the  6th  of  John,  Godfrey 
de  St.  Martin  had  cuftody  or"  his  lands  in  Hampfhire.  But  from  this 
William,  the  next  of  whom  mention  occurs  is 

Henry  de  Newmarch,  who,  upon  the  aiTeiTment  of  aid  for  mar- 
rying the  king's  daughter,  the  12th  Henry  II.  certified  his  knights 
fees  to  be  fixteen,  an  half,  two  thirds,  and  two  fifth  parts.  For  which, 
the  14th  Henry  II.  on  collection  of  that  aid,  he  paid  £.11.  14s.  2d. 

Moreover,  he  ratified  to  the  monks  of  Bermondfey,  all  thofe  grants 
which  Winebald,  his  grandfather,  and  likewife  Roger  and  Milo,  fons 
of  the  faid  Winebald,  had  beftowed  upon  them.  To  him  fuc- 
ceeded 

James  de  Newmarch,  his  brother  and.  heir,  who,  the  6th  John, 
gave  200  marks  for  livery  of  his  lands  ;  and  the  13th  of  John,  paid 
£.137.  1  Ss  f°r  his  relief.  But  fhortly  after  this  he  died  vcirc.  j 7th 
John),  leaving  two  daughters,  his  heirs,  and  Maud  his  widow,  fur- 
viving.  Of  which  daughters,  Ifabel  married  Ralph  RufTel  ;  and 
Hawyfe,  firft  John  de  Botreaux,  and,  fecondly,  Nicholas  de  Moels  : 
which  John  de  Botreaux,  the  2d  of  Henry  III.  had  livery  of  the  pur- 
party  of  that  inheritance  belonging  to  Hawyfe  his  wife. 

1  he  like  livery  alfo  the  faid  Ralph  RulTell  had  the  8th  of  Henry  III. 
of  thofe  lands  which  were  the  purparty  of  Ifabel  his  wife,  iituate  in 
the  counties  of  ^'omerfet,  Wilts,  and  Gloucefter. 

But,  befides  thofe  already  named,  there  was  another  Adam  de 
Newmarch  (fon  of  Robert  de  Newmarch),  who,  the  6th  of 
Henry  III.  gave  eight  marks  for  the  ilTues  of  the  barony  of  Maude  de 
Bajocis. 

In  the  47th  and  48th  of  Henry  III.  when  the  rebellious  barons 
appeared  in  arms  againft  the  king,  this  Adam  adhered  to  them,  and 
was  taken  priioner  by  the  royal  army  at  jNorthampton  ;  but  after  their 

better 
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better  fuccefs  at  the  battle  of  Lewes,  where  the  king  was  defeated, 
and  himfelf,  with  his  fon  prince  Edward,  taken  prifoner,  he  then  had 
his  fliare  in  their  predominating  power,  and  was  one  of  the  number 
of  thofe  fummoned  to  that  parliament  which  they  held  in  the  king's 
name  ;  but  after  this  he  was  taken  prifoner  by  the  royal  army  at  Ke- 
nilworth,  and  allowed  to  take  the  benefit  of  that  favourable  decree, 
called  the  "  Dictum  de  Kenil worth,  "  in  compounding  for  his  for- 
feited eftate. 

To  this  Adam,  by his  wife,  daughter  of  Roger  de  Moubray, 

fucceeded 

Roger  de  Newmarch,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  nth  of  Ed- 
ward II.  had  free  warren  granted  him  in  certain  of  his  demefne  lands 
in  com.  Ebor ;  and  had  iflue  (as  prefumed),  another  Roger,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who,  the  20th  of  Edward  III.  obtained  the  king's  charter 
for  a  weekly  market  upon  the  Thurfday,  at  his  manor  of  Wilmerfley, 
in  com.  Ebor. 

But  here,  confidering  that  none  of  this  family  had  ever  fummons  to 
parliament,  Dugdale  drops  all  further  account,  merely  obferving,  that 
Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  John  Nevill,  of  Althorpe,  in  com.  Line,  was 
the  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  Newmarch,  who  was  fon  of  Ralph 
Newmarch  ;  which  Ralph  was  defcended  from  the  faid  Roger  de 
Newmarch,  as  may  be  feen  by  the  inheritance  which  fhe  enjoyed  ; 
viz.  the  manor  of  Wilmerfley,  &c. 


NOVANT. 

Upon  the  death  of  William  the  Conqueror,  William  Rufus  having 
expelled  Juhell  de  Totneis  out  of  this  realm,  gave  his  inheritance  to 
Roger  de  Novant,  to  whom  fucceeded  Hugh  de  Novant,  whofe 
fucceflbr  was  another 

Roger  de  Novant,  who,  the  12th  of  Henry  II.  upon  afleflment 

of 
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of  the  aid  tor  marrying  the  king's  daughter,  certified  his  knights  fees 
(being  poffeffed  of  the  honour  of  Totneis,  by  defcent  from  Roger,  his 
grandfather),  to  be  fixty-four  and  an  half,  de  veteri  feoffamento  ;  for 
which  he  paid  (at  13s.  ^d.  per  fcutum)  £.37.  4s.  lod. 

Henry,  fon  and  heir  of  Roger,  fucceeded  his  father,  and  married 
Ifabel,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Walter  de  Bolebec,*  (who  *Vid.Bokbec 
afterwardsf  married  the  earl  of  Oxford  ;u)   for  the  purparty  of  whofe    fDugd. 
inheritance,  this  Henry,  the  loth  Richard  L  gave  a  fine  of  £.300  to 
the  king. 


PAGANEL,  BARON  OF  DUDLEY.

By  the  Conqueror's  furvey,  it  appears  that  Ralph  Paganel  held 
at  that  time  ten  lordfhips  in  Devon,  five  in  Somerfet,  fifteen  in  Lin- 
coln, and  fifteen  in  Yorkfhire  ;  whereof  Nonninclune  was  one,  unto 
the  foke  o(  which  belonged  four  hamlets.  To  whom  fucceeded  (as 
prefumed) 

Fulk  Paganell,*  his  fon  and  heir,  who  poffeffing  a  great  part  of 
the  lands  of  William  Fitz-Afculph,  founded  that  monaftery  near 
Newport,  in  Buckinghamfhire  (fince  called  Tickford);  which  lordfhip 
of  Newport  was  part  of  the  poffeffions  of  the  faid  William  Fitz- 
Afculph.     In  all  which  his  fucceffor  was  his  fon  and  heir, 

Ralph,  who  poffeffed  Dudley,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  part  alfo 
of  the  great  eftate  of  the  before-mentioned  William  Fitz-Afculph.

by  whom  he  had  iflue  a  fon,  called  Robert,  who  probably  died  young, 

as  Hawyfe,  his  daughter,   on  his  deceafe,  became  his  fole  heir,  and 

fVid.Someiy   married,  firft,  f  John  de  Somery  (whofe  fon  Ralph,  by  her,  thereby 

came  to  enjoy  the  caftle  of  Dudley,  and  other  eftates  of  great  value 

and  extent);  and,  fecondly,  Roger  de  Berkeley,  of  Berkeley,  in  com. 

Glouceft. 


PAGANEL  OF  BAHUNTUNE. 

Having  thus  done  with  Gervafe,  we  now  come  to  William,  his 
brother,  who  the  12th  of  Heniy  II.  upon  the  avTeflment  for  marrying 
the  king's  daughter,  certified  his  knights  fees  to  be,  de  veteri  feofFa- 
mento fifteen,  and  half  a  knight's  fee  de  novo. 

This  William  Paganel  was  the  pious  founder  of  the  priory  of 
Drax,  in  com.  Ebor  ;  and  having  married  Julian,  daughter  and  heir  of

Robert 
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Robert  de  Bahuntune,  left  iffue  Fulk,  his  fon  and  heir,  (William/) 
Hugh,  and  Adam;   of  which 

Fulk,  the  36th  of  Henry  II.  paid  1000  marks  for  livery  of  the 
honour  of  Bahuntune  (or  Baenton);  but  it  feems  in  or  before  the 
10th  of  John,  he  was  dead  ;  for  then  did  William,  his  fon  and  heir, 
give  200  marks  for  livery  of  his  inheritance,  and  that  Ada,  his  mother, 
might  not  be  conftrained  to  marry  again  :  which  William  not  many 
years  after  deceafcd,  and  was  fucceeded  by  another  William. 

Which  William,  the  2d  Henry  III.  gave  £.\6y.  12s.  lid.  for 
livery  of  his  lands;  and,  in  12th  of  Henry  III.  going  a  pilgrimage  to 
the  Holy  Land,  affigned  Alice  de  Moyun,  his  wife  (lifter  of  William 
Brivvere),  and  Hugh  de  Sandford,  to  pay  every  three  years  twenty 
marks,  in  difcharge  of  a  certain  debt  due  to  the  king,  for  which  he 
committed  to  them  his  manor  of  Bampton. 

To  this  Willam,  thus  gone  on  a  pilgrimage,  fucceeded  William, 
his  fon  and  heir,  then  within  age,  whofe  wardfhip  was  committed  to 
Matthew  Fitz- Herbert ;  whereupon,  the  next  year  following,  the 
fheriffs  of  Devon  and  Somerfet  had  precepts  to  give  him  livery  of  his 
manors  in  their  refpedlhe  counties.  This  laft  William  deceafed  the 
33d  Henry  III.  being  then  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Bampton,  leaving 
Auda,  his  fifter  and  heir,  then  wife  of  John  de  Balun,  or  Baalun  ;  Vid.  Balm 
which  Auda  giving  fecurity  for  her  relief,  viz.  £.100,  had  livery  of 
her  brother's  lands,  excepting  thofe  affigned  for  the  dowry  of  Sibilla, 
his  widow  ;  but  died,  as  it  fhould  feem,  without  iffue  :  for  it  is  faid, 
that  the  inheritance,  of  Bahuntune,  alias  Bampton,  devolved  upon  the 
pofterity  of  one  Cogan,  an  Irifhman,  who  married  Chriftiana,  daughter 
of  Fulk,  and  fifter  to  the  firft-named  William  Paganel,  his  fon  ;  from 
the  Cogans  it  paffed  hereditarily  to  the  Bourchiers  earls  of  Bath, 
through  Hanckford  and  the  Fitz-Warines.

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PAINELL  OF  DRAX. 

The  line  of  Fulke,  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of  William  Paganel  and 
Julian  de  Bahuntune,  his  wife,  being  thus  concluded,  I  now  come 
(fays  Dugdale,)  to  his  brother  Hugh,  beforementioned. 

Which  Hugh,  the  9th  of  John,  had  fix  knights  fees  belonging  to 
his  manor  of  Drax,  which  king  John  gave  him.  Yet,  the  17th  of 
John,  he  was  in  arms  with  the  rebel  barons  againft  that  king,  for 
which  his  lands  were  feifed  ;  and  howbeit  he  had  letters  of  fafe  con- 
duct to  the  king  to  make  his  peace,  he  had  not  reftoration  of  the  faid 
lands  till  3d  of  Henry  III.;  after  when,  no  more  is  mentioned  of  him 
than  his  death,  the  28th  Henry  III.  when  Lettice,  his  wife,  furviving, 
had  livery  of  his  lands  in  the  counties  of  York  and  Lincoln,  until  his 
heir  mould  be  of  full  age.  But  here  ends  the  hiftory  of  this  line  ; 
although  both  in  his  Antiquities  of  Warwickfhire,  and  Lifts  of  Sum- 
mons to  Parliament,  Sir  William  Dugdale  mentions  the  name  of  John 
Paynell  de  Drax.a 


ADAM  PAINELL. 

The  next  of  this  name  noticed  is  Adam  Painell  (alfo  prefumed  an- 
other fon  of  William  Paganell  and  Julian  Bahuntune,  his  wife);  which 
Adam,  the  6th  of  Richard  I.  paid  twenty  millings  fcutage  upon  the 
king's  redemption,  and  married  the  widow  of  William  Fitz- Williams

Ralph  Paynell,  his  fon;  who,  9th  Henry  III.  doing  his  homage, 
had  livery  of  his  own  purparty  of  the  lands  of  the  faid  Robert  Bardulf, 
his  uncle- 


FULK  PAYNELL. 

About  this  time,  continues  Dugdale,  there  was  another  Fulk 
Paynell,  a  younger  fon,  as  he  fuppofes,  of  the  laft-mentioned  Fulke; 
who  being  in  rebellion  the  ift  Henry  III.  had  his  lands  given  to  Haf- 
culfe  Paynell,  his  brother. 

But  it  is  ftated,  that  long  after,  viz.  the  45th  of  Henry  III.  he  and 
his  fon  William  had  fome  efpecial  favour  fhewn  them  by  that  king; 
for  the  1  ft  Edward  I.  it  appears,  that 

John  Paynell,  his  next  heir,  having  fined  1312  marks,  for  the 
redemption  of  certain  lands,  obtained  the  king's  precept  to  the  barons 
of  the  exchequer  to  make  enrollment  thereof.  Which  John  died  the 
j  2th  Edward  I.  whereupon 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance;  but  dying 
without  idue,  the  19th  Edward  I. 

Philip,  his  brother  and  heir,  had  the  like  livery  thereof;  which 
Philip  deceafed  the  18th  Edward  II.  leaving  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  fur- 
viving,h  and 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  of  whom  no  further  mention  is  made  by 
Dugdale.  But  Hutchins,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Dorfet,  Vol.  I.  p.  521, 
fays,  that  Richard,  fon  of  John  de  Gaftrick,  married  Elizabeth,  and 
John  Poucher  married  Margery,  the  two  daughters  and  heirs  of  the 
faid  John  Paynell.

In  the  time  of  the  Conqueror,  William  Pantulf,  a  valiant 
knight,  poflefled  twenty-nine  lordfhips,  all  in  the  county  of  Salop,  of 
which  Wemme  was  his  chief  feat.  By  Leceline  his  wife,  he  had  four 
fons  ;  viz.  Philip,  Robert,  Ivo,  and  Arnulph :  and  dying  very  aged,  he 
left  his  lands  in  Normandy  to  his  fon  Philip,  and  thofe  in  England  to 
his  fecond  fon,  Robert.  To  whom  fucceeded  Hugh,  and  to  him  Ivo; 
whofe  fon, 

William,  was  one  of  the  rebel  barons  that  held  Beauvoir  caftle 
againft  king  John.  Which  William,  with  Burgia  his  wife,  founded 
the  priory  at  Langele,  in  com.  Leiceft. 

But,  without  giving  any  further  account  of  this  William,b  wc  are 
led  by  Sir  William  Dugdale  next  to  notice 

Hugh,  the  brother  of  Ivo,  who  having  the  title  of  a  baron,  left  flue 
William,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  deceafed  the  17th  Henry  III.  leaving 
Maud,  his  fole  daughter  and  heir,  afterwards  married  to  Ralph  Boteler, 
of  Overfley,  in  com.  Warw.  by  means  whereof  the  lordfhip  of  Wemme 
came  to  that  family.     (Vid.  Boteler  of  Overfley.) 

PERCY.

Glover,  Somerfet  herald  in  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth  (whofe 
authorities  are  faid  never  to  have  been  queftioned),   and  other  of  our

antiquaries, 
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antiquaries,  agree  in  deriving  the  defcent  of  this  noble  family  from 
Mainfred  de  Percy,  who  came  out  of  Denmark  into  Normandy,  before 
the  adventure  of  the  famous  Rollo  there  ;   and  had  iffue, 

Geffery,  who  accompanied  Rollo  in  that  famous  expedition ; 
which  Geffery  was  father  of  William,  who  had  iffue  Geffery,  father 
of  another  William,  who  had  iffue  Geffery,   all  born  in  Normandy. 

Which  laft-mentioned  Geffery  had  two  fons,  William  de  Percy 
and  Serlo,  who  came  into  England  with  William  the  Conqueror.  Of 
thefe  two  fons 

William,  the  eldeft  (furnamed  le  Gernon,  or  Algernon),  being 
much  beloved  by  that  king,  and  one  of  his  barons,  enjoyed  through 
his  bounty  vaft  poffeffions  in  divers  counties  of  England,  as  appears  by 
the  general  furvey. 

He  alfo  had  a  grant  from  Hugh  Lupus,  earl  of  Chefter,  of  the  lord- 
fhip  of  Whitby  in  the  county  of  York,  where  he  founded  an  abbey  for 
Benedictine  Monks,  and  conftituted  Serlo,  his  brother,  abbot  thereof. 
Having  likewife  obtained  the  confifcated  eftates  of  Emma  de  Port/ 
whofe  father,  a  great  Saxon  lord,  had  been  flain  fighting  with  king 
Harold,  he,  with  great  generofity,  married  the  young  heirefs  ;  who  was 
lady  of  Simar,  near  Scarborough,  and  brought  him  three  fons;  viz. 
Alan,  Walter,  and  William. 

He  died  in  the  Holy  Land,  and  his  heart,  according  to  the  cuftom 
of  that  age,  was  brought  over  to  be  buried  in  his  own  monaftery  at 
Whitby. 

Alan,  his  eldeft  fon  and  fucceffor,  flourifhed  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I". 
and  by  Emma,   daughter  of  Gilbert  de  Gant,  baron  of  Folkingham, 
had  iffue  five  fons  ;  William,  Geffery,  Henry,  Walter,  and  Alan. 
William,  the   eldeft  fon,  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Everard  de

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Rofs ;  and  had  iflue,  Alan,  Richard,  and  Robert,  of  whom  Alan,  the 
eldeft,  dying  without  iflue,  was  fucceeded  by  his  brother  Richard, 
who  was  father  of  William  de  Percy,  one  of  the  great  northern  barons 
who  fought  the  memorable  battle  of  Northallerton. 

Which  William,  by  Adelaide  de  Tunbridge  his  wife,  daughter  of 
Richard  third  earl  of  Clare,  and  lord  of  Tunbridge,  in  Kent,  had  iflue 
four  fons  ;  Walter,  Alan,  Richard,  and  William  (who  all  died  without 
iflue),  and  two  daughters ;  viz.  Maud  de  Percy,  who  married  William 
de  PlefTetis,  earl  of  Warwick,  but  died  S.  P.  and  Agnes  de  Percy,  the 
youngeft. 

Which  Agnes  married  Jofceline  de  Lovain,  youngeft  fon  of  Godfrey 
count  of  Lovain,  and  fovereign  of  Brabant ;  accepting  of  him  for  her 
hufband,  on  condition  that  he  and  his  pofterity  fhould  either  aflume 
the  furname,  or  bear  the  arms  of  Percy  and  relinquifh  his  own  ;  to  the 
firft  of  which  he  confented. 

From  this  illuftrious  couple  are  defcended  all  the  fucceeding  branches 
of  the  Percy  family.     (Vid.  Percy  earl  of  Northumberland.) 


PEVEREL  OF  NOTTINGHAM.

N.  B.  T/icfe  Arms  are  afcriled  to  T ever  el  of  London, 

Ranulph  Peverel,  at  the  general  furvey,  held  fixty-four  lordihips 
in  feveral  counties,  and  is  reputed  the  progenitor  of  feveral  families  of 
the  fame  name  ;  for  having  married  Maud,  daughter  to  Ingelric,  a 
noble  Saxon,  one  of  the  moft  celebrated  beauties  of  the  age  (who  had 
been  a  concubine  of  William  duke  of  Normandy),  not  only  the  chil- 
dren he  had  by  her,  but  that  very  William,  begotten  on  her  by  the 
faid  duke  before  the  conqueft,  had  the  name  of  Peverel. 

Which 
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Which  William,  the  2d  of  the  Conqueror's  reign,  had  the  cuftody 
of  the  cattle  of  Nottingham  ;  and  in  the  time  of  Stephen,  was  one  of 
the  chief  commanders  at  the  battle  of  Northallerton. 

William,  his  fon,  is  moftly  memorable  for  having  poifoned  Ran- 
dolph earl  of  Chefter;  when,  fearing  the  feverity  of  Henry  II.  for  fo 
foul  a  crime,  fled  away  (though  it  is  faid  he  turned  monk  to  avoid 
being  hanged),  and  his  lands  were  feized ;  which,  after  being  in  the 
crown  for  fome  years,  were  at  lait  given  to  John,  the  king  s  fon ;  but 
fome  came  to  the  family  of  Ferrers,  with  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir 
of  the  faid  William,  particularly  Higham,  fince  called  Higham-Ferrers, 
in  the  county  of  Northampton. 

Hamon  Peverel  is  next  mentioned,  as  the  eldeft  fon  of  the  afore  - 
faid  Ranulph,  and  one  of  the  barons  to  Roger  de  Montgomery,  earl  of 
Shrewfbury.  His  wife  was  Sybil,  daughter  and  heir  to  Gerard  de 
Tournay. 


PEVEREL  OF  DOVER. 

William,  next  fon  of  Ranulph,  was  furnamed  of  Dover,  in  regard 
he  was  governor  thereof.  He  founded  the  priory  of  Hatfield-Peverel, 
in  com.  Herts. 

William,  his  fon  and  fucceflbr,  was  called  Peverel  of  EvTex  ;  who, 
with  Maud,  his  fifter,  having  enfeoffed  the  pofterity  of  Peverel  of 
Sandford  with  that  lordfhip,  the  barony  fell  to  the  king. 


PEVEREL  OF  BRUNNE. 

Pain  Peverel,  third  fon  to  the  firft  Ranulph,  was  an  eminent 
foldier,  and  ftandard-bearer  to  Robert  Curthofe  in  the  Holy  Land; 
and  for  his  martial  enterprifes,  obtained  from  Henry  I.  the  barony  of 
Brunne  in  Cambridgefhire.

William,  his  fon,  dying  in  a journey  to  Jerufalem,  without  iffue, 

his  four  filters  were  his  heirs;  of  which  Maud,   of  *  Diver,  the  eldeft, 

fVid.

There  was  alfo  another  William,  called  Peverel  of  London;  and 
in  the  time  of  Edward  I.  there  was  a  John  Peverel,  of  Bradford  Peve- 
rel, in  the  county  of  Dorfet ;  but  whether  a  branch  of  thofe  of  Not- 
tingham, Dovor,  or  Brunne,  is  uncertain;  they  bore  their  arms 
differently;  viz.  "  Girony  of  Eight  A.  and  G."d  Jane,  the  folc 
daughter  and  heir  of  this  ancient  family,  who  died  in  1576,  married 
Nicholas  Meggs,  efquire,  of  Downham,  in  the  ifle  of  Ely,  whofe  fon, 
Lawrence  Meggs,  fucceeded  to  the  eftate  at  Bradford  Peverel,  where, 
for  feveral  ages,  his  pofterity  continued  to  enjoy  the  fame  manor. 


POMERAI.

At  the  time  of  the  general  furvey,  Ralph  de  Pomerai  held  above 
fifty  lordfhips,  the  greateft  part  of  them  in  Devonfhire  ;  whereof  Berie 
(afterwards  called  Berie-Pomerai),  was  one,  and  the  head  of  his 
barony. 

To  this  Ralph  fucceeded  William,  who,  the  3d  Henry  I.  gave  to 
the  monks  of  Gloucefter  his  lordfhip  of  Berie,  in  com.  Devon;  for  the 
redemption  whereof,  Gofeline,  his  brother,  granted  to  them  Seldene, 
for  which,  at  length,  they  got  Hope-Maylefel,  by  the  confent  of  king 
Henry  I.     This  William  is  faid  to  have  had  a  fon,   Ethrelward,  who

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was  founder  of  the  abbey  of  Buckfaft,  in  com.  Devon.     But  his  fon 
and  heir, 

Henry,  was  his  fucceffor,  who,  the  12th  of  Henry  II.  upon  afTevT- 
ment  of  the  aid  for  marrying  the  king's  daughter,  certified  the  number 
of  his  knights  fees  to  be  thirty-one  and  an  half,  a  twenty-fixth  and  a 
twenty-eighth  part.  In  the  9th  of  John,  however,  he  was  dead ;  for 
then 

Henry,  his  fon  (by  Maud  de  Vitrei,  his  wife),  gave  a  fine  of  600 
marks  for  livery  of  his  lands,  of  which  fum  Alice  de  Valletourt  paid 
400  marks ;   and  dying  the  6th  of  Henry  III.  left 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority,  who  coming  of  age  the 
1 6th  Henry  III.  and  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands;  but 
died,  as  it  feems,  foon  after,  viz.  the  21ft  Henry  III.  for  then  Mar- 
garet, his  widow,  for  a  fine  of  400  marks  obtained  a  grant  of  the 
wardfhip  of  his  heir  (whofe  name  was  Henry),  and  likewife  an  affig- 
nation  of  her  dowry. 

Which  laft-mentioned  Henry,  afterwards,  the  49th  of  Henry  III. 
was  in  arms,  with  others,  againft  the  king,  for  which  offence  his  lands 
were  extended.     He  died  the  9th  of  Edward  I.  leaving  another 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  27th  Edward  I.  was  found  to  be 
one  of  the  next  heirs  to  Roger  de  Valletourt,  but  died  the  33d  of  Vid.  Valle- 
Edward  I.  being  then  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Berie,  and  fome  others, 
in  the  county  of  Devon,  which  he  held  in  capite  of  the  king,   by  the 
fervice  of  barony  ;  leaving 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  fourteen  years  of  age.  Which  Henry, 
the  14th  Edward  II.  ratified  the  grant  of  the  manor  of  Sale,  made  by 
Jofceline  his  uncle,  and  Henry  his  father,  to  the  monks  of  Forde. 

From  this  Henry  defcended  Sir  John  Pomerai,  knight,  who  died 
the  1  ft  of  Henry  VI.  then  feized  of  the  manor  of  Stokely-Pomerai, 
and  moiety  of  the  manors  of  Hurburton  and  Brixham,  in  com.  Devon  ; 
leaving  Joane,  the  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Pomerai,  knight,  daughter  of 
Joane,  one  ;  and  John  Cole,  efquire,  fon  of  Margaret,  another  fifter  of 
Sir  John  Pomerai  aforefaid,  his  next  heirs. 

Y  z  But 
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But  it  does  not  appear  that  any  of  this  family  had  ever  fummons  to 
parliament,  although  their  land-barony  of  Berie,  continued  in  their 
pofleflion  to  the  nth  of  Henry  VI.  when  Edward  Pomerai,  efquire, 
was  feifed  thereof. 

The  caftle  of  Berie,  and  Berie-Pomerai,  were,  however,  at  laft  fold 
by  Sir  Thomas  Pomerai  to  Edward  Seymour,  firft  duke  of  Somerfet, 
from  whom  it  was  inherited  by  Sir  Edward  Seymour,  his  eldeft  fon  by 
his  firft  wife ;  which  Sir  Edward  was  lineal  anceftor  to  the  prefent 
duke  of  Somerfet. 

The  ftately  and  magnificent  manfion  of  Berie-Pomerie,  was  de- 
ftroyed  by  the  parliament  army  in  the  civil  war.  It  was  a  moft  noble 
fabric,  and  the  apartments  fo  numerous,  that  it  is  related,  that  it  was 
a  good  day's  work  for  one  perfon,  only  to  open  and  fhut  the  cafe- 
ments.

At  the  general  furvey,  Hugh  de  Port  held  fifty-five  lordfhips  in 
Hamplhire,  of  which  Bafing  was  the  chief  feat.  He  took  the  habit  of 
a  monk  at  Winchefter,  and  his  fon 

Henry  was  his  fucceflbr,  and  to  him  John,  who  had  iflue  Adam, 

who  married  Mabel,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Reginald  de  Aureval, 

Vid.  St.  John   by  his  wife  Muriel,   heirefs  of  St.  John  of  Stanton ;  and  by  her  had 

of  Stanton.       iffue  William,    his  {on  and  heif>  who    took   the  furname    0f  St.  John  ; 

and  was  the  progenitor  of  the  fucceeding  family  of  St.  John  of  Bafing.

Besides  Port  of  Bafing,  there  was  another  of  that  name,  called 
Adam  de  Port,  refiding  in  Herefordfhire,  whofe  barony,  as  it  feems, 
came  to  William  de  Broafe ;  who,  the  6th  Richard  I.  upon  collection 
of  the  fcutage  for  that  king's  redemption,  paid  £.  22,  13s.  for  thofe 
knights  fees  which  were  of  the  barony  of  Adam  de  Port;  though  by 
what  title  he  had  them,  does  not  appear. 


RIBALD  OF  MIDDLEHAM. 

Arms — O.  on  a  Chief  indented  Az.  a  Lion  paflant  of  the  Firft. 

This  Ribald  was  a  younger  brother  to  Alan,  furnamed  Fergant, 
earl  of  Bretaign  (or  Brittany),  and  Richmond,  by  whofe  gift  he  had 
the  lordfhip  of  Middleham,  in  Yorkshire,  which  he  held  at  the  Con- 
queror's furvey. 

Ralph,  his  fon,  who  fucceeded  him,  marrying  Agatha,  daughter  of 
Robert  Brus,  ofSkelton,  greatly  increafed  his  inheritance;  and  had 
iflue, 

Robert,  the  next  lord  of  Middleham;  who,  by  Helewife,  daughter 
and  coheir  of  Ralph  Glanvill,  had  iflue 

Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir ;  who,  by  Mary,  or  Margery,  daughter  of 
Roger  Bigot,  was  father  of  another 

Ralph,  who  married  Anaftafia,  daughter  of  Henry  lord  Percy  ;  and 
dying  54th  Henry  III.  left  three  daughters  his  coheirs,  viz.  Mary,  wife 
to  Robert  lord  Nevil,  ofRaby;  and  Joane,  of  Robert  de  Tatfliall,  but  Vid.Tatfliall. 
had  no  iflue.

Through  this  marriage  the  Nevils  acquired  the  lordfhip  of  Middle- 
ham.  Dugdale  fays,  Anaftafia,  the  third  daughter,  was  in  ward  to 
the  king.

In  the  time  of  Henry  I.  Geffery  Ridell,  an  eminent  perfon, 
and  famous  for  his  knowledge  in  the  laws,  fucceeded  Ralph  Baffet  in 
the  great  office  of  juftice  of  England,  but  perifhed  in  that  notable 
fhipwreck  with  the  king's  children,  and  feveral  of  the  nobles. 

By  Geva,e  his  wife,  natural  daughter  of  Hugh  earl  of  Chefter,  he 
left  iffuc  a  fole  daughter  and  heir,  Maud,  who  married  Richard  BafTet, 
juftice  of  England.     (Vid.  Baffet  of  Weldon.)

In  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confeffor,  Hubert  de  Rie,  a  trufty 
fervant  of  William  duke  of  Normandy,  was  employed  by  him  in  a 
fumptuous  embaffy  to  that  king,  and  returned  back  with  thefe  tokens, 
whereby  king  Edward  declared  him  heir  to  the  crown;  viz,  a  fword, 
in  the  hilt  whereof  were  inclofed  the  relics  of  feveral  faints  ;  an 
hunter's  horn  of  gold ;  and  the  head  of  a  mighty  flag.  For  which 
fervice  he  was  promifed  by  duke  William  to  be  made  fteward  of  his 

'  According  to  fome  authorities,  her  legitimacy  cannot  be  doubted  ;  becaufe  it  is  faid,  that 
fhe  had  the  Lordfhip  of  Drayton  given  to  her  by  her  father  in  "  Frank  Marriage,"  which  could 
not  have  been  fo  bellowed  upon  a  baftard. 

houfehold  ; 
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houfehold  ;  but  attaining  the  crown,  he  chofe  rather  to  employ  him 
in  Normandy,  with  his  three  fons ;   Ralph,  Hubert,  and  Adam. 

Eudo,  the  fourth,  continuing  at  court,  not  only  obtained  feveral 
lordfhips,  but  became  fteward  of  his  houfehold.  He  was  a  great  in- 
ftrument  in  raifing  William  Rufus  to  the  throne ;  and  died  the  20th 
of  Henry  I.  leaving  'Margaret,  his  only  daughter  and  heir,  married  to 
William  Mandeville,  by  whom  fhe  had  JefFery  de  Mandeville,  earl  of 
Effex,  and  fteward  of  Normandy,   in  right  of  his  faid  mother. 

There  is  mention  likewife  of  one  Hubert  de  Rie,  baron  of  Hing- 
ham,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  who  left  iflue  two  daughters:  Aliva, 
the  eldeft,  wife  of  Sir  John  Marfhall,  father  of  William  Marfhall,  baron 
of  Hingham,  in  right  of  his  mother.  Ifabel,  the  youngeft,  married 
Roger  CrelTey,  who  had  iflue  Stephen  Crefley.     (Vid.  Marfhall.) 

Others  of  this  name  are  mentioned:  as  Johnde  Rye,  who  was  an  ad- 
herent of  the  rebel  barons  the  48th  Henry  III.  Also  Nicholas  de  Rye,. 
fheriff  of  Lincolnshire,  temp.  Edward  I.  and  a  Ranulph  de  Rye;  but 
none  of  thefe  were  ranked  amongft  the  barons.

Arms  -G.  three  Water-Budgets  S. 

This  is  a  younger  branch  of  the  family  of  Hamlake,  derived  from 
Robert  de  Ros,  or  Roos,  fometimes  called  Robert  Furfan ;  who,  by 
Ifabel  his  wife,  a  daughter  of  William  Leo,  king  of  Scotland,  had  iflue 
two  fons ;  William,  to  whom  he  gave  the  caftle  of  Hamlake ;  and  Vid.  Roos  of 
Robert,  whom  he  invefted  with  the  caftle  of  Werke,  to  hold  of  his 
brother  by  military  fervice. 

Which  Robert,  for  the  love  of  a  Scotch  woman,  deferted  the  in- 

fDugdale  fays,  his  wife  was  Rohefe,  daughter  of  Walter  Giffard,  earl  of  Buckingham,  and 
filler  to  William  Giffard,  biftihopof  Winchefler. 

tereft 
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Prefton.  tereft  of  his  country,  and  furprifed  the  Englifh  in  J:he  village  of  Preft- 

fen,  fet  fire  to  the  village,  and  ufed  the  prifoners  he  took  very  barba- 
roufly  ;  but  this  king  Edward  I.  foon  revenged  at  the  battle  of  Dunbar. 
His  caftle  of  Werke  being  forfeited  to  the  crown,  was  conferred   on

His  wife  was  Margaret,  one  of  the  four  fifters  and  coheirs  of  Peter 
de  Brus,  of  Skelton ;  but  of  his  heirs  records  differ ;  for  one  inquifition 
fays,  he  had  a  fon,  William,  to  whom  his  mother  gave  the  caftle  of 
Kendal ;  and  another  fays,  he  had  two  daughters,  heirs  to  their  mo- 
ther, viz.  Margaret,  wife  of  John  Salvain,  and  Ifabel,  of  John  de  Knock* 

Vol.l.p.554.  Dugdale  writes,  that  this  Robert  (with  William,  his  brother,  of  Ig- 
manthorp,  were  both  fummoned,  the  2  2d  of  Edward  I.  (  8th  Junii),  to 
repair  unto  this  king,  along  with  other  barons,  to  advife  upon  certain 
-weighty  matters;  yet  fays,  the  writ  mentioned  no  place  to  which  they 
were  to  come ;  but  in  the  margin  of  his  book  on  writs  of  fummons  he 
is  more  explicit,  and  ftyles  the  fame  a  parliament. 


ROS  OF  KENDAL. 

Arms — G.  three  Water  Budgets  S. 

Another  branch  of  this  family  had  their  chief  feat  at  Kendal,  in 
Weftmoreland  ;  which  barony  came  flrft  to  William  (fon  of  Robert 
lord  of  Werke),  through  Margaret,  his  mother,  fifter,  and  one  of  the 
coheirs  to  Peter  de  Brus,  fon  of  Peter  and  Helewife  his  wife,  fifter  and 
one  of  the  coheirs  to  William  de  Lancafter,  baron  of  Kendal.

SAY  OF  RICHARD'S  CASTLE. 

Arms — G.  Two  Bars  vairee  Ai.  and  Az. 

Picot  de  Say,  one  of  the  principal  barons  to  Roger  de  Montgo- 
mery earl  of  Shrewfbury,  is  the  firft  of  this  name  mentioned,  and 
next  Hugh,  who  afTumed  the  furname  from  Euftachia  de  Say,  his 
mother;  for  it  is  certain  that  Hugh  Fitz-Ofborn  was  his  father; 
which  Ofborn  was  called,  "  Olbernus  filius  Richardi ;  "  and  had  great 
poffeftions  at  the  time  of  the  Conqueror's  furvey,  fome  of  which, 
Richard,  his  father  (furnamed  Scrupe),  held  in  the  days  of  Edward 
the  Confeffor;  and  gave  name  to  Richard's  Caftle,  in  Herefordfhire, 
the  feat  of  his  pofterity  for  many  ages  after. 

This  Hugh  had  an  elder  brother  pofTefted  of  Richard's  Caftle,  whom 
he  fucceeded  in  the  inheritance;  and  himfelf  dying  in  the  wars  of 
Wales,  left  by  Lucia  his  wife,  daughter  of  Walter  de  Clifford,  an  only 
daughter,  married  to  Hugh  de  Ferrers ;  which  Hugh  left  an  only 
daughter,  Margaret,  wife  of  Robert  de  Mortimer,  and  fifter  of  William 
de  Stutevil.     (Vid.  Mortimer  of  Richard's  Caftle.) 

Of  this  family  was  alfo  Helyas  de  Say,  temp,  king  Stephen,  lord  of 
Clun,  in  Shropfhire ;  which  lordfhip,  by  Tfabel  his  fole  daughter  and 
heir,  was  enjoyed  by  her  fecond  hufband,  William  Fitz  Alan.  (Vid. 
Fitz-Alan  of  Clun,  and  earl  of  Arundel.)  Her  firft  hufband  was  Wil- 
liam Boterell.

SC0TEN1. 

In  the  6th  of  Richard  I.  Lambert  de  Scoteni  gave  ten  marks  to 
be  exempted  from  attending  the  king  into  Normandy  at  that  time, 
and  dying  without  iflue,  left  his  two  fitters,  Berta  and  Aumerais,  his 
next  heirs.  Of  which  Berta  (fays  Dugdale),  defcended  William,  who 
had  the  manor  houfe  of  Cockerington,  in  com.  Line,  for  his  purparty: 
but  gave  it,  with  Lauretta,  his  fifter,  in  marriage  to  Henry  de  Leke- 
burne,  and  left  iflue  three  daughters,  his  heirs;  viz.  "Frithefand,  who 
became  the  wife  of  Hugh  de  Willoughby ;  Cecily,  and  Agnes.  From 
Aumirais  (fifter  to  Berta),  defcended  Thomas,  commonly  called  Tho- 
mas de  Scoteni,  who  fold  his  purparty  in  Cockerington  to  Sir  Roger 
de  Nevil. 

In  the  5th  of  John,  one  William,  called  likewife  de  Scoteni,  gave 
fixty  marks  for  that  purparty  of  the  lands  of  the  before-mentioned 
Lambert,  which  through  his  mother's  right  belonged  to  him :  but  this 
William  died  without  iflue  male,  leaving  three  daughters  his  heirs ; 
viz.  Frithefand,  married  to  Walter  de  Killingholm ;  Cecily,  to  Philip 
de  Fauconberge ;  and  Helene,  otherwife  Alice,  to  William  Talbot,  of 
Gainfborough. 

But  to  return  to  Thomas:  he  died,  as  it  feems,  the  30th  of  Hen- 
ry III.  Peter  his  fon,  then  anfwering  for  his  relief;  which  Peter  died 
the  6th  Edward  I.  when  the  fheriff  of  Lincolnfhire  had  command  to 
afllgn  a  reafonable  dowery  to  Ifabel,  his  widow. 

About  this  time  alfo  there  was  one  Walter  de  Scoteni,  who  was 
executed  at  Winchefter  for  poifoning  the  earl  of  Gloucefter,  and  Wil-

vered:  to  which  earl  this  Walter  de  Scoteni  was  fteward. 


STAFFORD. 

Arms — O.  a  Chevron  G. 

The  original  of  this  family  is  derived  from  Malahulcius,  uncle 
to  the  famous  Rollo  duke  of  Normandy,  progenitor  to  William  the 
Conqueror;  from  which  Malahulcius  defcended  Roger  de  Tony, 
ftandard-bearer  of  Normandy,  whofe  younger  sons,  Robert  and  Nigel, 
accompanying  duke  William  to  England,  the  former,  at  the  time  of 
the  general  furvey,  pofleffed  near  one  hundred  and  fifty  lordfhips, 
whereof  Stafford  being  his  refidence,  he  thence  aflumed  that  furname. 
Nigel,  his  brother,  at  the  faid  general  furvey,  held  the  lordfhip  of 
Drakelowe,  and  various  others,  in  Derbyfhire;  from  whom  the  family 
of  Grefley  in  that  county  derive  themfelves.  Vid.  Grefley. 

Nicholas,  fon  of  Robert,  left  iffue  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  who 
died  the  23d  Henry  II.  leaving  a  fon,  Robert,  who  died  without  iffue, 
and  a  daughter,  Milicent,  who  proved  heir  to  her  brother  Robert,  and 
conveyed  this  honour  to  her  hufband,  Hervey  Bagot,  a  younger  bro- 
ther to  the  the  Bagots  of  Blithfield,  in  Staffordfhire  ;  who  thereupon 
afluming  the  furname,  as  well  as  title  of  Stafford,  became  the  proge- 
nitor to  the  fucceeding  barons  and  earls  of  Stafford,  and  the  dukes  of 
Buckingham  of  that  furname.     (Vid.  Stafford  lord  Stafford.) 


ST.   JOHN. 

Arms — Ar.  on  a  Chief  G.  two  Mullets  O.  and  a  File  of  three  Points  of  the  Field. 

John  de  St.  John,  was  fo  named  from  a  place  in  Normandy,  the 

feat  of  his  anceftors.     He  came  over  with  the  Conqueror,  and  expe- 

Z  2  rienced 
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rienced  his  bounty ;  receiving  an  alignment  of  certain  lands  in  the 
county  of  Oxford,  which  were  afterwards  erected  into  a  lordfhip,  and 
bore  the  name  of  Stanton  St.  John. 

In  thefe  he  was  fucceeded  by  his  fon  Thomas,  who  dying  without 
iffue,  the  eftate  devolved  upon  his  brother  John  de  St.  John,  the  father 
of  Roger  de  St.  John,  and  of  Thomas  de  St.  John,  lord  of  Stanton 
St.  John,  which  Roger  added  to  his  paternal  property  confiderable 
lands  in  Suffex,  by  marrying  with  Cicely,  the  daughter  of  Robert  de 
Vid.  Haya.  Haya,  lord  of  Halnaked,  in  the  fame  county;  which  lady  bore  to  him 
two  fons,  William  and  Robert,  and  a  daughter,  Muriel. 

Of  the  fons,  it  is  prefumed  they  died  young,  or  without  iffue,  be- 
caufe  Muriel  carried  the  lands  in  marriage  to  Reginald  de  Aureval, 
who  by  her  left  an  only  daughter,  Mabel,  who  married  Adam  du  Port, 
fon  of  John,  who  was  grandfon  of  Hugh  de  Port,  in  the  time  of  the 
Conqueror.     (Vid.  Port.) 


ST.  JOHN  OF  STANTON  ST.  JOHN. 

Arms — Vid.    St.  John. 

Roger  de  St.  John,  who  married  Cicely,  the  daughter  of  Ro- 
Vid.  Haya.  bert  de  Haya,  Mr.  Collins  prefumes  to  have  been  the  elder  brother  to 
Thomas  de  St.  John,  lord  of  Stanton  St.  John,  in  com.  Oxon.  the 
anceftor  to  this  branch  of  the  St.  John  family. 

Which  Thomas  was  father  to  Roger  de  St.  John,  who;  the  23d 
Henry  II.  was  amerced  j^.133,  6s.  8 J.  for  trefpaffing  in  the  king's 
foreils  in  com.  Oxon.  to  whom  fucceeded  another  Roger,  one  of  the 
rebel  barons  againft  Henry  III.  and  fummoned  to  that  parliament 
holden  by  them  in  the  king's  name  after  their  victory  at  Lewes;  but 
who  at  length  fliared  in  their  common  ruin,  being  flain  in  the  battle 
of  Evefham. 

He  married  the  fitter  of  Richard  de  Luci,   with  whom  he  had  the 

moiety 
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moiety  of  the  lordfhip  of  Wolneftede,  in  com.  Surrey,  and  had  iflue 
by  her  John,  his  fon  and  heir  ;  with  whom  Dugdale's  account  of  this 
branch  of  the  St  Johns  clofes,  by  reafon  of  his  not  being  fummoned 
to  parliament.  (Vid.  St.  John  of  Lageham,  int.  Baron,  fummoned  to 
parliament.) 


ST.  WALERIE. 

Arms— O.  two  Lions  paffant  guardant  G. 

Reginald  de  St.  Walerie  held  feveral  lordfhips  in  Lincolnfhire 
at  the  general  furvey,  but  no  mention  is  after  made  of  him  or  of  his 
pofterity ;  as  thofe  who  are  fpoken  of  in  fucceeding  ages  had  not  any 
lands  in  that  county. 

Of  thefe,  Reginald,  fon  of  Guy  de  St.  Walerie,  had  the  barony 
of  Yvery  given  to  him  by  Henry  II.  from  which  time  it  loft  its  ancient 
name,  and  was  called  it.  Walerie. 

The  origin  of  which  barony  was  Roger  de  Yvery,  who  came 
over  with  the  Conqueror,  and  having  contracted  with  Robert  D'Oiley 
a  great  friendfhip,  cemented  by  mutual  oaths,  to  be  joint  fharers  of 
the  fortunes  which  might  fall  to  the  lot  of  either  party  in  that  great 
adventure,  the  faid  Robert  D'Oyley  obtained  by  gift  of  the  Conqueror 
two  baronies,  one  of  which,  in  purfuance  of  the  faid  agreement,  he 
refigned  to  Roger  de  Yvery,  which  was  thenceforward  called  the  ba- 
rony of  Yvery,  of  which  Beckcley,  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  was  the 
capital  feat. 

His  wife  was  Adeline,  a  moft  beautiful  lady,  daughter  of  Hugh  de 
Grantemefnail,  one  of  the  greateft  barons  of  that  day  ;  by  whom  he  had 
three  fons,  Roger,  Hugh,  and  Geffery,  and  a  daughter,  Adeline  ; 
who  married  Alberie  de  Vere,  junior,  who  was  made  hereditary  lord 
high  chancellor  of  England  ;  and  had  iflue  by  her  Alberie  de  Vere,  the 
full  earl  of  Oxford  of  that  great  family. 

Rogeu 
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Roger  fucceeded  his  father;  but  Tiding  with  Curthofe  againft  Wil- 
liam Rufus,  he  died  in  exile,  in  forrow  and  difgrace,  and  deprived  of 
all  his  vaft  eftates. 

Geffert  de  Yvery,  his  only  furviving  brother  (Hugh  being  dead), 
was,  upon  certain  terms,  however,  reftored  to  the  barony  of  Yvery  ; 
but  dying  without  ifTue,  temp.  Henry  II.  the  barony  fell  into  the 
king's  hands,  and  was  by  him  granted  to  Reginald,  the  fon  of  Guy  de 
St.  Walerie,  as  before  obferved. 

To  whom  fucceeded  Bernard,  his  fon,  who  died  at  the  fiege  of 
Aeon,  in  the  Holy  Land,  Thomas,  his  fori,  being  his  fucceflbr ;  who 
left  iflue  an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Annora,  married  to  Robert  de 
Dreux  (by  fome  called  earl  of  Dreux),  and  afterwards  to  Henry  lord  of 
Suilly. 


STUTEVILLE. 

Robert  de  Stuteville,  called  Grundeboef  (or  rather  Fronteboef), 
/th  Henry  I.  was  made  prifoner  by  him  at  the  battle  of  Tenerchebray, 
where  he  was  taken  fighting  on  the  part  of  Robert  Curthofe  againft 
that  king,  for  which  his  lands  were  feized,  and  given  to  Nigel  de 
Albini. 

To  him  fucceeded  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir ;  who  temp.  Henry  II. 
laid  claim  to  the  barony  of  Roger  de  Moubray,  which,  on  the  rebel- 
lion of  his  father,  had  been  given,  as  before  ftated,  to  Nigel  de  Albini, 
father  of  the  faid  Roger  de  Moubray ;  and  coming  to  arbitrament, 
recovered  fome  part  thereof. 

His  wife  was  Erneburga,  daughter  and  heir  to  Hugh,  fon  of  Bald- 
ric, a  great  Saxon  thane,  by  whom  he  had  iffue  three  fons ;  viz. 
Robert  ;  Ofmund,  (who  died  at  Joppa),  from  whom  defcended  the 
Eftotvills  of  Greffing  Hall  ;  and  Patrick,  who  being  poileffed  of  the 
lordfhip  of  Skipwith  by  gift  of  his  father,  his  descendants  ami med  that 

furname, 
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farname,   and  were  anceftors  to  the  baronet's  family  of  Skipwith,   ib 
created  Oftober  the  25th,  1670.*  *Kimber's 

Robert,  the  eldeft  fon,  fucceeded  his  father,  and  was  fuecceded  by   skipwilh^' 
William    his   fon   (by  Helewife,  his  firft  wife,    by  whom  he  had  alfo   family, 
two  daughters),  who  was  a  man  of  great  account  in  the  time  of  Rich- 
ard I.  and  king  John,    and  married   Berta,  niece  of  Ranulph  Glanvill, 
the   chief  juftice,   by  whom   he   had  iffue  Robert,  his  eldeft  fon,  who 
died  in  his  minority,  and  Nicholas,  heir  to  his  brother. 

Which  Nicholas  married  Gunnora,  widow  of  Robert  de  Gant, 
and  had  iffue  Nicholas,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  the  17th  Henry  III. 
leaving  two  daughters  his  heirs ;  viz.  Joane,  maried  to  Hugh  de 
Wake,  and  Margaret,  to  William  Maftoc,  and  died  without  iffue  ; 
wherefore  Joane  became  fole  heir,  who  died  the  4th  Edward  I.  feized 
of  the  barony  of  Lidel,  in  com.  Cumberland,  having  outlived  her  huf- 
band,  Hugh  de  Wake. 

The  imprelTion  of  her  feal  was  a  woman  on  horfeback,  riding  fide- 
wife,  and  holding  a  bndle  in  her  right  hand.  Wherefrom  it  feems 
{he  moft  probably  firfl  began  that  cuftora  (now  common);  which  if 
fo,  the  hiftorians  are  in  error,  who  make  Anne,  queen  of  Rich- 
ard II.  to  have  introduced  firft  that  fafhion.  (Vid.  Wake  amongflthe 
barons  fummoned  to  parliament.) 

The  eldeft  branch  of  the  line  of  the  Stutevills  having  thus  ended  in 
a  female  heir,  we  now  have  to  notice  Eustace  de  Stutevill,  fon 
of  the  third  Robert,  by  Sibil  de  Valoins,  a  fecond  wife  ;  to  which 
Sibil  he  afterwards  became  heir,  and  gave  a  fine  to  the  king  of  £.1000, 
to  have  feizin  of  the  manor  of  Cotingham. 

Befides  him,  Dugdale  notices  Henry  de  Stutevill,  whofe  mo- 
ther was  Leonia  de  Reynes  ;  and  next,  William,  fon  of  Ofmund,  who 
married  Margaret,  widow  of  Robert  Mortimer,  of  Richard's  Caftle, 
whofe  fon  Robert,  was  his  fucceffbr. 

About  which  time  John  de  Stuteville  poffeffed  the  moiety  of  the 
barony  of  Hubert  Fitz- Ralph;  and  was  in  arms  againft  Henry  III.  at 
the  battle  of  Evefham.     To  this  John  fucceeded  Robert,  his  fon,  who 

married 
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married  Eleanor  Genoure,  widow  of  Alexander  Baliol,  in  whofe  right 
he  held  the  third  part  of  the  manor  of  Bywell,  in  Northumberland  ; 
but  dying  the  34th  Edward  I.  the  barony  was  feized  into  that  king's 
hands.     His  fon  John  was  twenty-fix  years  old  the  3d  Edward  II. 


SWINBURNE. 

Arms — Party  per  fefs  Gules  and  Argent  three  Cinquefoils  counterchanged. 

This  family  takes  its  name  from  their  ancient  patrimony  or  habita- 
tion, Swinburne  caftle  in  Northumberland. 

Some  have  efteemed  them  barons  by  tenure,  although  Dugdale  has 
not  noted  them  as  fuch.

ton,  who  had  iffue,  Gerard  of  Widderington  (by  which  match  the  caftle 
of  Swinburne  was  acquired  by  the  Widderingtons,  who  fold  it  to  the 
Riddels)  ;  and  Elizabeth,  the  third  fifter,  to  Walter  Heron  of  Haddi- 
fton,  father,  by  her,  of  William  Heron.      (Vid.  Strivelyn.)

Peter  de  Thani,  iheriff  of  EtTex  and  Hertford,  and  who  had  the  honour 
of  Boloine,  was  cotemporary  in  the  fame  reign :    in  the  49th   year

whereof  Richard,  his  grandfon,  viz.  fon  of  John  de  Thani,  was  in  the 
great  rebellion  againft  that  king,  and  had  his  lands  feized ;  which, 
however,  were  afterwards  reftored  to  him. 

His  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir  to  William  Fitz-Richard, 
and  dying  the  55th  Henry  III.  was  fucceedcd  by 

Richard,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  the  24th  Edward  I.  and  had 
iflue  Roger.  But  none  of  thefe  barons  appear  to  have  had  fummons 
to  parliament,  although  their  pofterity  continued  long  after  that  form 
was  eftablifhed. 

Lawrence,  the  fon  of  the  faid  Roger,  dying  S.  P.  1317,  Marga- 
ret  his  lifter  became  his  heir,  who  married  John  de  Drokensford. 

Of  the  fame  family  was  Lucas  de  Thani,  who,  9th  Edward  III. 
was  a  juftice  of  the  king's  forefts  beyond  Trent ;  and  who  oppofing 
the  Welfti,  was  drowned  in  paffing  a  river,  being  accounted  a  good 
and  valiant  foldier.

Abms — Checquee  O.  and  G.  a  Chief  Ermine. 

ErjDO  and  Pinco,  fworn  brothers  in  war,  though  not  known  to 
have  been  otherwife  related,  came  into  England  with  the  Conqueror, 
and  in  reward  of  their  fervices,  obtained  from  him,  amongft  other 
lands,  the  lordftiip  of  Tatfhall,  with  the  hamlet  of  Thorpe,  and  town 
of  Kirkeby,  in  com.  Line,  to  be  fhared  between  them.  Eudo  to 
hold  his  proportion  of  the  king,  and  Pinco  his  mare  of  St.  Cuthbert  of 
Durham. 

Eudo  feated  himfelf  at  Tatfhall,  and  had  iflue  Hugh,  who  founded 
the  abbey  of  Kirkftead  ;  and  had  iflue  three  fons,  viz.  Robert,  William, 
furnamed  Fitz-Hugh,  and  William  de  Dentune. 

Which  Robert,  by  his  wife,  niece   of  Gilbert  de  Gant,  earl  of 

Lincoln, 
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Lincoln,  was  father  of  Philip,  commonly  called  Philip  Fitz-Robert, 
Fitz-Hugh. 

Which  Philip,  the  7th  of  Richard  I.  was  fheriffof  Berkshire,  and 
alfo  of  Lincolnfhire,  the  8th,  9th,  and  10th  of  Richard  I.  But  in  the 
ift  of  king  John,  he  was  dead.  For  then  Robert  de  Tatfhall,  his  fon, 
paid  one  hundred  pounds  for  his  relief,  and  had  livery  of  his  lands  in 
Raddun. 

This  k  Robert,  by  Ifolda  Pantulph,  his  wife,  had  iffue  another  Ro- 
bert, who,  temp.  Henry  III.  had  the  cuftody  of  Lincoln  caftle  in  right 
of  his  wife  Amab'dl,  one  of  the  four  daughters  and  coheirs  of  William 
Mabel  de  Albini,  earl  of  Arundel  and  Suffex,  fharing  with  the  reft  that 
great  inheritance,  and  thereby  enjoying  the  caftle  of  Buckenham,  in 
Norfolk. 

To  him  fucceeded  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  firft  adhered  to 
Henry  III.  againft  the  rebel  barons,  yet  afterwards  was  in  arms  on  their 
part  againft  the  king  in  the  battle  of  Evefham. 

By  his  marriage  with  Joan,  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Ralph  lord  of 
Middleham,*  he  increafed  largely  his  inheritance,  and  was  fucceeded  *Vid.  Ribald 
by  Robert  his  fon,  who  left  iffue  another  Robert ;  who,  in  the  time  of 
Edward  I.  ferved  in  feveral  expeditions  into  Scotland  and  France,  and 
died  in  the  31ft  year  of  the  fame  king,  having  iffue  Robert,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who  died  under  age. 

Wherefore    the    inheritance    became    divided   amongft    his    three 
fifters  ;  viz.  Emma,  married  to  Sir  Ofbert  f  Cayly,  father  of  Sir  Tho- 
mas Cayly,  baron  of  Buckenham,  in  right  of  his  mother;  Joan,  married    Pa^'  Preced- 
to  Sir  +  Robert  Driby,   whofe  daughter  and  heir,   Alice,  married  Sir    %  Ibid. 
William  Bernake,  whofe  fon  John  was  father  of  William,  who  dying 
without  iffue  in  his  minority,  left  Maud,  his  fifter  and  heir,  wife  to 
Ralph  de  Cromwell  ;||  and  liabcl,  the  third,  married  to  Sir  John  Orby,   |j  Vid.  Crom- 
or  Orreby.

TINDALL. 

Arms— Ar.  a  Chief  indented  G. 

Of  this  name,  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.  there  was  one  who  held  the 
barony  of  Langley,  in  Northumberland,  to  whom  fucceeded  Adam  of 
Tindall,  whofe  daughter  and  fole  heir,  Philippa,  married  Nicholas  of 
Vid.  Bolteby.  Bolteby;  and  had  iflue,  Adam  of  Bolteby,  according  to  Collins,  in  his 
Parliamentary  Precedents,  p.  87.  But  Dugdale  fays,  (he  married  Adam, 
fon  and  heir  of  Nicholas  de  Bolteby,  Tom.  I.  p.  543  ;  and  yet,  Tom.  I. 
p.  771,  he  fays,  fhe  was  wife  of  the  faid  Nicholas,  and  had  ifTue  by 
her  Adam,  his  fon  and  heir. 

A  younger  branch  of  this  family  are  faid  to  have  been  fettled  at 
Tanfover,  in  the  county  of  Northampton ;  whofe  pofterity  continued 
until  1 7 10,  when  Elizabeth,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Tindall, 
married  Jafper  Blythman,  of  the  Middle  Temple,  efquire.  (Morant's 
Effex,  Vol.  I.  p.  281.) 


TODENI. 

Arms — G.  an  Eagle  difplayed  within  a  Border  At 

Robert  de  Todeni  was  a  noble  Norman,  on  whom  the  Con- 
queror bellowed  the  lordfhip  of  Belvoir,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln, 
where  he  built  that  famous  and  irately  caftle,  the  chief  feat  of  his 
barony,  as  it  now  is  of  the  duke  of  Rutland,  defcended  by  a  female  heir 
from  him. 

His  iflue  were  four  fons ;  viz.  William,  Beringar,  Geffery,  and 
Robert,  and  one  daughter,  Agnes,  wife  of  Hubert  de  Rye ;  to  each  of 
whom  he  left  great  pofleflions.

For  what  reafon  William,  his  fuccefTor,  affumed  a  furname  dif- 
ferent from  his  father,  does  not  appear.  But  conjecture  attributes  it, 
becaufe  he  was  fo  great  an  adorer  of  St.  Alban,  and  fo  great  a  bene- 
factor to  the  monaftery  of  St.  Alban,  where  he  offered  himfelf  a 
brother  and  a  monk,  and  appointed  his  burial,  if  he  died  in  England ; 
and  this  feems  more  probable,  becaufe  he  is  often  written,  "  William 
de  Albany,"  as  well  as  "William  de  Albini,"  with  the  addition  of 
"  Brito,"  as  a  contradiftin&ion  to  another  great  baron,  William  de 
Albini,  called  Pincerna. 

William,  fo  furnamed  Brito,  is  he  who  behaved  with  fo  much 
valour  in  the  famous  battle  of  Tenerchebry,  in  Nomandy ;  that  it  is 
faid,  with  his  flngle  hand  breaking  through  the  enemy,  he  determined 
the  fate  of  the  day.  Yet,  afterwards  adhering  to  the  emprefs  Maud 
againfi  king  Stephen,  his  lands  and  barony  were  difpofed  of  to  Ranulph 
earl  of  Chefter. 

He  married  Maud,  daughter  of  Simon  de  St.  Lis,  earl  of  Hunting- 
don, widow  of  Robert,  fon  of  Richard  de  Tunbridge ;  and  left  iffue 
William,  his  fucceffor,  and  Ralph,  anceftor  to  the  lords  D'Aubeney, 
and  the  earl  of  Bridgewater  of  that  name. 

This  William  was  furnamed  Mefchines,  alfo  Brito;  and  by 
Henry  II.  had  part  of  his  lands  reftored.  He  had  two  wives;  viz 
Adelize  and  Cecilie;  and  departing  this  life  the  14th  Henry  II. 
left  ifTue  another  William,  then  in  minority. 

Which  William  was  one  of  the  rebel  barons  againfi:  king  John ; 
and  being  a  perfon  valiant  and  expert  in  arms,  was  by  them  conftituted 
governor  of  Rochefter  cafile,  wherein  he  endured  a  very  clofe  fiege, 
and  only  furrendered,  at  length,  for  fear  of  famine.  He,  however, 
afterwards  grew  into  favour  with  Henry  III.  and  was  a  principal  com- 
mander of  his  army  at  the  battle  of  Lincoln. 

He  was  twice  married  ;  firft,  to  Margery,  daughter  of  Odonel  de 
Umframville  ;  and,  fecondly,  to  Agatha,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Wil- 
liam Trufbut.  But  by  his  firft  wife  he  had  iffue  William,  Robert, 
and  Nicholas  ;   and  dying  20th  Henry  III.

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William,  his  fon,  was  his  fucceffor;  who  alfo  flood  firm  to  kiiiL 
Henry  III.  before  the  33d  year  of  whofe  reign  he  deceafed. 

He  had  two  wives:  viz.  Albreda  Bifeth  and  Ifabel:  but  left  iffue 
an  only  daughter,  Ifabel,  who  married  Robert  de  Rofs,  of,  Hamlake, 
(Vid.  RofsofHamlake.) 


TRACY. 

Arms— O.  two  Ben  diets  G. 

Henry  de  Traci,  by  the  gift  of  king  Stephen,  had  the  honour  of 
Barnflaple  in  Devon;  which  barony,  Jahel,  the  fen  of  Alured  de  Tot- 
neis,  had  theretofore  poffefTed. 

This  Henry  was  the  only  perfon  in  that  county,  as  is  faid,  who  flood 
firm,  to  Stephen  againft  Maud,  the  emprefs. 

His  fucceflbr  was  Oliver,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  father  of  an- 
other Oliver;  to  whom  fucceeded 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  deceafed  the  2d  Edward  I.  leaving 

an  only  daughter,  Eve,  married  to  Guy  de  Brienne,  who  had  iffue  by 

her,    according  to  Dugdale,  a   daughter,    Maud,    wife  of  Geffery  de 

Vid.Camvil.   Camville,*   Tom.  1.  p.    622,   and  Tom;   I.  p.   729,   of  Nicholas  de 

:  Vid  Martin.    Martin.f 

Cotemporary  with  the  firfl  Oliver,  was  alfo  William  de  Tracy,  who 
is  faid  to  have  been  one  of  the  murtherers  of  Thomas  a  Becket,  arch- 
bifhop  of  Canterbury. 

The  poflerity  of  this  family  continue  to  this  day  in  a  confpicuous 
rank  ;  of  whom,  Sir  John  Tracy  was  created  by  Charles  I.  baron  and 
vifcount  Tracy,  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland ;  of  whofe  defcent,  a  full 
account  may  be  feen  in  the  Peerage  of  that  kingdom. 

Lodge,  in  his  Baronage,  Vol.  III.  p.  22  and  23,  writes,  that  John 
de  Sudely  (fon  of  Harold)  lord  of  Sudely,  by  marriage  with  Grace^ 
daughter  to  Tracy  baron  of  Barnflaple,  had  two  fons,.  viz.  Ralph,  his- 

fucceflbr

fucceflbr  in  Sudely,  and  William,  who  affumed  the  name  of  Tracy 
from  his  mother,  being  the  abovenamed  William ;  of  whofe  defcent 
Dugdale  certainly  gives  no  account,  merely  denominating  him  a 
cotemporary  with  Oliver.

Arms— O.  a  crofs  engrailed  between  four  Martlets.  G. 

William  de  Traili,  with  William,  Gilbert,  and  Nicholas,  all 
fons  to  Albreda,  fecond  fifter  to  Walter  Efpec,  were  witneffes,  in  the 
time  of  Henry  I.  to  his  charter  of  foundation,  at  Kirkham,  in  York- 
fhire. 

To  this  Geffery  fucceeded  Walter,  his  fon;  who  had  a  brother  that 
became  a  monk,  and  two  fifters,  of  whom  one  was  married,  and  the 
other  was  a  nun. 


TRUSBU  T. 

Arms— Az.  a  Catherine  Wbeel  O. 

William,  furnamed  Trusbut,  fon  of  Geffery  Fitz-Payn,  was 
from  a  very  low  fituation  raifed  by  king  Henry  I.  to  be  a  potent  man; 
and  became  eminently  confpicuous  for  his  valour. 

His  wife  (fays  Dugdale),  was  Albreda,  daughter  of  Harcourt,  one 
of  the  coheirs  of  Maud  de  Dover,*  by  whom  he  had  iflue  three  fons  ;   *Or  Diver, 
viz.  Richard,  Geffery,  and  Robert,  who  all  died  iffuelefs  ;  and  three   0f  Brunne. 
daughters,  viz.  Roefe,  the  wife  of  Everard  de  Rofs;  Hilaria,  of  Ro- 
bert de  Budlers,  but  died  without  iffue;  and  Agatha,  firftof

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TURNHAM. 

Arms— G.  a  Lion  paflant  in  Fefs  O.  between  two  Mal'cles  in  pale  Arg. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  II.  Robert  de  Turnham  founded  the 
priory  of  Cumbwell  in  Kent;  and  had  iflue  two  fons,  viz.  Robert, 
and  Stephen  ;   whereof 

Robert  was  with  king  Richard  I.  in  his  famous  expedition  to  the 
Holy  Land  ;  and  had  the  command  of  one  half  of  the  galleys  which 
attacked  the  hie  of  Cyprus.  The  sd  of  John,  he  was  one  of  the  barons 
prefent  at  Lincoln,  when  William,  king  of  Scotland,  did  homage  for 
that  kingdom  ;  and,  the  5th  of  John,  was  conftituted  that  king's  lieu- 
tenant in  Poiclou. 

The  13th  John,  upon  collection  of  the  fcutage  of  Scotland,  he  paid 
^.31.  ioj.  for  thofe  thirty  knights  fees  and  an  half,  which  formerly 
Vid.Foffard.  belonged  to  William  Foflard,  whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Joane,  he  had 
married  ;  and  departed  this  life  the  fame  year,  leaving  Ifabel,  his 
daughter  and  heir,  for  whofe  marriage  Peter  de  Mauley  gave  a  fine  to 
the  king  of  7000  marks.     (Vid.  Mauley.) 

Of  Stephen,  brother  to  this  Robert  de  Turnham,  it  appears  that 
the  33d  Henry  II.  he  was  fenefchal  of  Anjou ;  and  the  9th  and  10th 
of  Richard  I.  was  fheriff  of  Wiltshire. 

The  6th  of  John,  with  Edeline  his  wife,  he  had  livery  of  the  manor 
ofFealleburg,  in  com.  Sutht.  which  was  of  the  inheritance  of  Damietta 
her  mother,  then  deceafed.  But  the  16th  of  this  reign,  or  before,  he 
departed  this  life  ;  for  then  did  the  faid  Edeline,  his  widow,  give  fixty 
marks,  and  a  palfrey,  for  liberty  to  marry  with  whom  fhe  fhould  like 
beft ;  and  the  3d  of  Henry  III.  Thomas  de  Banelingham,  and  Maud 
his  wife  ;  Adam  de  Bending,  and  Alice  his  wife  ;  Roger  de  Leiburne, 
and  Alianore  his  wife ;  and  Ralph  de  Fay,  with  Beatrix  his  wife,  in 
confideration  of  a  fine  to  the  king,  had  livery  of  the  lands  in  Ertinton, 
in  com.  Surr.  whereof  this  Stephen  died  pofTefled,  and  which  by  inhe- 
ritance belonged  to  them,  but  through  what  means  is  not  faid. 

VALOINS. 
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V  ALO  IN  S. 

Arms — O.  a  Crofs  G.  within  a  Border  Az.  Billettee  of  the  fecond. 

In  the  time  of  the  Conqueror,  Peter  de  Valoins  pofleffed  feveral 
lordfhips  in  England,  the  head  of  his  barony  being  at  Orford,  in  the 
county  of  Suffolk.  His  wife  was  Albreda,  daughter,  or  fifter  to  Eudo 
de  Rye,  dapifer  to  Henry  I. 

To  him  fucceeded  Robert,  or  Roger,  his  fon,  who,  by  Agnes  his 
wife,  had  Peter,  Robert,  Geffery,  and  John.  Peter,  the  eldeft,  mar- 
ried Gundreda  de  Warren,  by  whom  he  had  iffue  only  three  daughters  ; 
viz.  Lora,  wife  of  Alexander  de  Baliol ;  Chriftian,  married,  firft  to 
William  de  Mandevil,  and  then  to  Peter  Maine ;  and  Elizabeth,  or 
Ifabel,  to  David  Comyn. 

Dying  thus  without  male  iffue,  he  was  fucceeded  in  the  barony  by 
his  brother  Robert,  who,  by  Hawife,  or  Helewife,  his  wife,  left  an 
only  daughter,  Gunnora,    wife  to  Robert  Fitz- Walter,    and  heir  to   Vid.Fitz- 

Walter. 

Geffery,   her  uncle ;     of  whofe  lands,    the   9th  king  John,  fhe  had 
livery. 

'John  de  Valoins  fucceeded  his  brother  Robert,  as  the  next  heir 
male  ;  and  by  Ifabella  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  de  Creke,  of 
North  Creke,  in  Norfolk,  had  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir  ;  who,  by  Roefia, 
one  of  the  fitters  and  coheirs  of  Sir  William  le  Blund,  left  Robert  de 
Valoins  his  fon,  who  took  to  wife  Eve  de  Criketot,  and  was  lord  of 
Ickfworth,  in  Suffolk,  as  heir  to  Blund  ;  and  had  iflue,  two  daughters  (Ixworth.) 
and  heirs,  viz.  Roefe,  married  to  Sir  Edward,  or  Edmund,  de  Paken- 
ham  ;  and  Cicely,  to  Robert  de  Ufford,  earl  of  Suffolk. 

Of  this  family  was  alio  Alan  de  Valoins,  fheriff  of  Kent.  temp.

Another  branch  of  this  flock  was  Theobald  de  Valoins,  who 
lived  in  the  time  of  king  John,  and  had  iflue  Thomas,  one  of  the  re- 
bellious barons  againft  that  king.  There  is  mention  likewife  made  of 
Philip  de  Valoins,  temp.  Richard  I.  and  that  he  left  Sibilla,  his 
daughter  and  heir,  mother  of  Euftace  de  Stutevill.  But  though  Dugdale 
here  calls  her  daughter  of  Philip  de  Valoins,  he,  in  Stutevill,  terms 
her  fifter.  Dugd.  Tom.  I.  p.  442  and  456.  Collins,  Vol.  III.  p.  365, 
mentions  a  William  de  Valoins,  temp.  Henry  III.  who  had  iflue 
John,  father  of  another  John  de  Valoines,  whofe  fon  Nicholas,  had 
Margaret,  his  daughter  and  coheir,  who  married  Thomas  Wallop,  an- 
ceftor  of  the  earls  of  Portfmouth,  who,  by  that  match,  acquired  the 
feat  at  Farley,  in  Hampfhire.  Though  Dugdale  mentions  various 
branches  of  the  Valoines  family,  he  does  not  ftate  their  alliances  or 
connection  with  each  other.

In  the  time  of  William  Rufus,  mention  is  made  of  Reginald  de 
Valletourt,  and  alfo  of  Ralph,  temp.  Henry  II.  after  whom  the

Roger  de  Valletourt,  who,  the  33d  of  Henry  II.  gave  100 
marks  for  livery  of  the  honour  of  Tremeton,  in  Cornwall,  where  he 
had  a  ftrong  cattle  ;  and  the  5th  of  John,  on  collection  of  the  fcutage 
of  Wales,  anfwered  for  fifty-nine  knights  fees  of  the  honour  of 
Morton. 

To  whom  fucceeded  another  Reginald,  who  married  Joane,  one

From  the  time  of  this  grant,  the  faid  Hubert  was  promifcuoufly   land,  Vol.  ir.

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To  whom  fuccecded  Hubert,  his  fon,  who  left  iflue  one  folc 
daughter  and  heir,  Maud,  who  married  Thomas  de  Multon  (fon  of 
Thomas  de  Multon,  by  his  fecond  wife  Ada,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Hugh  de  Morville),  whereby  the  barony  of  Gillefland  firft  came  to  that 
family.

Having  thus  done  with  the  line  of  Hubert,  Robert,  the  youngeft 
of  the  three  brothers,  is  the  next  to  be  treated  of;  who  founded  the 
priory  of  Pentney,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  for  the  fouls  of  Agnes  his 
wife,  and  their  children. 

He  left  three  fons  ;   William,  Oliver,  and  Henry  ;  whereof 
William    had  iffue    alfo  three  fons;     vix.  Robert,   Adam,  and 
William  (prior  of  Pentney.)     Of  thefe,  the  eldeft  fon,  Robert,  had 
iffue  feven  fons ;  viz.  Robert,  William,  Oliver,  John,  Philip,  Roger, 
and  Hugh. 

But  Robert,  the  eldeft,  dying  without  iffue,  was  fucceeded  by 
Oliver,  his  brother,  who  was  one  of  the  barons  in  arms  againft 
king  John  ;   in  w  hofe  13th  year  he  gave  500  marks,  and  five  palfreys, 
for  licence  to  marry  Petronill,  widow  of  Henry  de  Mara.      Robert,  his 
fon,  died,  as  fuppofed,  before  his  father,  but  left  iffue  a  fon 

William,  who  married  Alianore,  daughter  of  William  Ferrers, 
earl  Derby;   and  dying  without  iflue  the  37th  Henry  III.  his  brother 

John  became  his  heir,  who  died  the  16th  Edward  I.  leaving,  by 
Sibil  his  wife,  two  daughters  and  coheirs,  viz.   Petronil,  married  to 
William  de  Nereford  ;    and  Maud,  to  William  de  Ros,   or  Roos,  of 
ford.

Bertram  de  Verdon,  at  the  general  furvey,  poffeffed  'Ferneham, 
in  Buckinghamfhire,  fince  called  Farneham-Royal,  holding  the  fame 
by  grand  ferjeanty  ;  viz.  by  the  fervice  of  providing  a  glove  upon  the 
day  of  the  king's  coronation  for  his  right  hand  ;  and  of  fupporting  his 
right-arm  the  fame  day,  during  the  time  of  the  royal  fceptre  being  in 
his  hand. 

To  this  Bertram  fucceeded  Norman  de  Verdon,  who  married 
Lefceline,  daughter  of  Geffery  de  Clinton,  chamberlain  and  treafurer 
to  king  Henry  I.  and  to  him  fucceeded 

Another  Bertram,  who  attended  Richard  I.  into  the  Holy  Land, 
where  he  was  at  the  taking  of  Aeon,  and  died  at  Joppa,  the  4th  Ri- 
chard I. 

He  was  twice  married,  firft  to  Maud,  daughter  of  Robert  de  Ferrers, 
earl  of  Derby,  by  whom  he  had  no  iffue  ;  and,  fecondly,  to  Roefe,  by 
whom  he  had  his  fucceffor, 

Thomas  de  Verdon,  who  married  Euftachia,  daughter  of  Gilbert 
Baffet,  and  died  in  Ireland,  the  9th  Richard  I. 

To  this  Thomas  fucceeded  Nicholas,  his  brother,  who  was  in 
arms  againft  king  John,  for  which  his  lands  were  feized  :  but  upon 
the  death  of  that  king,  fubmitting  to  his  fon  Henry  III.  he  had  livery 
of  them  again  the  iff  of  that  reign  ;  in  the  15th  whereof  he  died, 
leaving  iffue  one  fole  daughter,  his  heir,  called  Roefe,  who  married 
Theobald  de  Butiller  (a  branch  of  the  fiutillers,  or  Butlers,  of  Ire- 
landN:;  but  being  fo  great  an  heirefs,  retained  her  own  name,  as  did  her 
pofterity.   (Vid.  Verdon  amongft  the  barons  fummoned  to  Parliament.) 

"This  manor  was  exchanged  by  Francis  earl  of  Shrewsbury  (to  whom  it  came  from  the 
Fnrnivals  by  the  Verdons),  with  Henry  VIII.  for  Workfop,  in  com.  Notting.  The  poilefibrs 
whereof,  the  Howards,  have  claimed,  and  been  allowed,  the  aforefaid  privilege  at  the  coronations 
of  the  kings  of  England.

Robert  and  Yvo  de  Vesci,  were  among  other  valiant  Normans 
that  attended  William  the  Conqueror  into  England,  who  on  Robert 
bellowed  the  lordfhip  of  Badebrock,  in  Northamptonfhire,  with  feveral 
others  in  different  counties ;  and  on  Yvo,  bellowed  Alda,  fole  heir  to 
William  Tyfon,  lord  of  Alnwike,  in  Northumberland,  and  Malton,  in 
Yorkfhire,  two  great  baronies,  his  father  Gilbert  having  been  flain  in 
the  battle  of  Haflings  on  the  part  of  king  Harold. 

Yvo  had  iffue  Beatrice,  his  daughter  and  fole  oair,  who  married 
Euftace  Fitz-John,  nephew  and  heir  of  Serlo  de  Burgh,  whofe  fon, 
William  Fitz-Euftace,  by  reafon  his  mother  was  fo  great  an  heirefs, 
aflumed  the  furname  of  Vefci.  (Vid.  Vefci  amongft  the  barons  fum- 
moned  to  Parliament.)

John  le  Vicount,  fon  of  Odfard,  baron  of  Emildon,0  in  com. 
Northumb.  is  mentioned  in  the  time  of  Henry  II.  fucceededby  another 
John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  left  iflue  a  daughter  and  heir  (from 
whom  Simon  Montfort,  earl  of  Leiceiler,  wrefled  the  said  barony  ; 
which  he,  however,  did  not  long  enjoy,  forfeiting  the  fame  for  his 
rebellion  againfl  Henry  III.  who  gave  it  to  his  younger  fon  Edmond, 
and  his  heirs),  which  faid  daughter  and  heir  was  named  Rameth  ;  and 
*Vid.  Tyes.     married  Everard  Tyes,*  and  afterwards  Hereward  de  Marifco. 

°Near  this  Emildon,  in  the  barony  of  John  le  Vicount,  was  born  John  Duns,  called  Scotus, 
becaufe  born  of  Scottish  parents.  He  was  educated  at  Merton  college,  Oxford  ;  and  became 
an  admirable  proficient  in  logick  and  fchool  divinity,  but  fo  critically  fcrupulous,  that  he  dark, 
ened  all  religious  truths.     He  wrote  many  things  with  profound  and  wondrous  fubtlety.

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VIPOUNT.

In    the   reign   of  William  the   Conqueror,    Robert  de  Vipount 
ferved  on  behalf  of  that  king  in  Normandy,  where  he  was  unfortu- 
nately (lain. 

After  him  was  another  Robert,  who,  temp.  Henry  I.  was  at  the 
raifing  the  fiege  of  Antioch  againft  the  Saracens. 

The  5th  Stephen,  William  de  Vipount  had  a  conteft  about 
certain  lands  in  Devonfhire,  to  be  determined  by  battle.  In  the  4th 
of  John,  he  had  the  king's  precept  to  be  fteward  of  Normandy,  and 
to  have  pofleffion  of  the  loidfhip  of  Vipount,  in  that  dukedom,  as  fully 
as  Robert  de  Vipount,  his  brother,  had  when  he  went  to  France;  but 
upon  condition,  he  fhould  ftand  trial  for  it  in  the  king's  court  if  any 
queftion  were  made  of  his  title. 

Which  laft-mentioned  Robert,   the  12th  of  Henry  II.  held  eight 
knights  fees  of  the  honour  of  Torney's,  and  accounted  £.  85  for  the 
farm  of  the  honour  of  Tickhill,  brought  into  this  jfamily  by  reafon 
of  his  marriage  with  Idonea,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  de  Builli,  or   vid.  Builli, 
Buifli. 

He  was  with  the  king  in  France ;  and  for  his  fervices  there,  had  a 
grant  of  the  caftles  of  Appleby  and  Burgh,  with  the  whole  bailiwick 
of  Weftmoreland ;  which  grant  included  the  barony,  though  not  the 
borough  of  Appleby,  which  before  had  been  granted  to  the  burgeifes 
there. 

This  Robert  was  in  great  favour  with  king  John,  as  was  alfo  Ivo, 
his  brother;  and  affifted  the  faid  king  againft  his  rebellious  fubjects. 
By  Idonea  his  wife  (before-mentioned),  he  had  iffue  a  fon,  John,  and 
a  daughter,  Chriftian,  who  married  Thomas,  fon  of  William,  fon  of 
Ralph,  baron  of  Grayftock,  and  dying  the  15th  Henry  III.  was  fuc- 
ceeded  by 

C  c  John 
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John,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  was  fheriff  of  Weftmoreland,  and 
died  about  the  26th  Henry  III.  His  wife  was  Sibilla,  daughter  of 
William  Ferrers,  earl  of  Derby  (afterwards  married  to  Frances  de  Bo- 
hun,  of  Midhurft),  by  whom  he  left  iffue 

Robert,  his  fon  and  fucceffor;  who  married  Ifabella,  fecond  fifter, 
and  after  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Richard,  fon  of  John  Fitz-Geffery,  fon 
of  Geffery  Fitz-Peter,  baron  of  Berkhamftead,  and  chief  juftice  of 
England. 

But  this  Pvobert  taking  part  with  Simon  Montfort,  earl  of  Leicefter, 
and  the  rebel  barons,  died  of  the  wounds  he  received  in  the  battle  of 
Lewes,  or  Evefham.  For  which  tranfgreffion  his  lands  were  feized; 
but  afterwards  reftored  to  Roger  de  Clifford  and  Robert  de  Leybourne, 
who  had  married  Ifabel  and  Idonea,  his  daughters  and  heirs ;  yet 
neverthelefs  fo,  "  that  if  it  fhall  happen  that  the  faid  Ifabel  and 
Ivettap  fhall  die  without  iffue  of  their  bodies,  the  faid  lands  and  tene- 
ments fhall  remain  to  the  king  for  the  forfeiture  of  the  faid  Robert." 
Wherefore  Sir  Matthew  Hale  obferves,  that  there  was  no  attainder 
in  this  cafe,  and  confequently  that  this  was  not  a  reftitution,  but  a 
pardon  of  a  feizure  which  was  ufually  made  in  the  faid  times  in  fuch 
cafes,  as  well  after  death  as  in  the  lifetime  of  the  offender.  So  that 
Ifabella  and  Ivetta  were  feized  by  Yorce  of  the  eftate  granted  to  their 
great  grandfather  Kobert.     (Vid.  Clifford.)

Amongst  the  barons  in  the  time  of  Henry  II.  Walter  Waleran 
is  mentioned,  a  d  fcendant  of  Waleran,  a  Norman,  who  came  in  with

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the  Conqueror :   who  gave  him  many  manors  in  the  count}'  oi  Dorfet, 
one  of  which  was  Sutton-Walrond. 

He  married  Ifabel,  daughter  and  coheir  of  William,  fon  and  heir  ot 
William  Longefpee,  earl  of  Salifbury ;  by  whom  he  had  iffue  three 
daughters ;  viz.  Caecilia,  wife  of  John  de  Monmouth  ;  Aubrey,  of 
John  de  Ingeham,  knight ;  and  Ifabel,  of  William  de  Nevile  ;  who 
divided  the  barony. 

Robert  Waleran  is  the  next  who  occurs;  a  man  of  note,  and  a 
conftant  adherer  to  Henry  III. 

By  marriage  with  Ifabel,  a  coheir  of  Hugh  Kilpeck,  he  became  pof-    Vid.  Kilpeck. 
feffed  of  the  caftle  of  Kilpeck,  in  the  co.  of  Hereford  ;   but  died  ift  of 
Edward  I.  without  iffue,  leaving  Robert  Waleran  (fon  of  William,  his 
brother),  cetat  17,  his  next  heir. 

Yet  notwithftanding  this,  the  faid  Robert  (deceafed)  did  give  to  Alan 
Plugenet,  fon  of  Alice,  his  filler,  the  caftle,  manor,  and  lordfhip  of 
Kilpeck,  &c.  to  have  and  to  hold  to  the  faid  Alan,  and  to  the  heirs  of 
his  body  begotten,  as  by  the  inquifition  appeareth  ;  after  whofe  death 
the  faid  Alan,  and  his  heirs,  were  barons  of  Kilpeck,  and  fummoned 
to  parliament.     (Vid.  Plugenet.) 

Hutchins,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Dorfet,  Vol.  II.  p.  307,  fays  this  Robert 
alfo  married  Maud,  daughter  of  Ralph  Ruffel,  by  whom  he  had  the 
manor  of  Dereham,  in  com.  Glouc.  by  her  father's  gift,  which  Maud 
furvived  him. 


WARREN  OF  WIRMGAY.

The  chief  feat  of  this  family  was  at  Wirmgay,  in  Norfolk  ;  Reginald 
de  Warren,  a  younger  fon  to  the  fecond  William  earl  Warren,  having 
married  Alice,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  de  Wirmgay. 

This  Reginald  was  fucceeded  by  William  his  fon,  who  founded

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the  priory  of  Wirmgay,  and  left  two  daughters,  his  coheirs ;  of  whom, 
Beatrix,  the  eldeft,  married  Dodo  Bardolf,  baron  of  Shelford,  to  her 
firft  hufband,  and  by  him  had  iffue  William,  who,  after  the  death  of 
his  mother,  poffeffed  the  honour  of  Wirmgay;  her  fecond  hufband 
was  Hubert  De  Burgh,  earl  of  Kent;  the  other  daughter  was  named 
Ifabel.     (Vid.  Bardolf.) 


WOLVERTON.

About  the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  Hamon,  the  fon  of 

Menfelin  (paternally  allied  to  the  earl  Warren,  and  nephew  to  Wil- 
liam Mauduit,  baron  of  Hanflap),  was  lord  of  Wolverton,  near  Stony 
Stratford,  in  the  county  of  Bucks.  To  him  fucceeded  Hamon,  his 
fon,  the  father  of  William,  who  died  anno  1248  (31ft  Henry  III.) 
leaving  Alan,  his  brother  and  heir;  whofe  fon  John,  had  iffue  another 
John,q  who  is  the  laft  of  this  family  of  whom  any  mention  is  made,  by 
reafon  (fays  Dugdale),  they  never  after  had  fummons  to  parliament. 

1  Joan,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  de  Wolverton,  is  faid  to  have  married  Hugh  le  Wac,  or 
Wake,  brother  to  Baldwin,  the  laft  baron  of  that  name;  which  Hugh  died  the  gth  of  Edw.  II. 
leaving  Sir  Thomas  Wake,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  married  Alice,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Sir 
John  Patlhull,  of  Bletfhoe,  knight,  and  was  anceftor  to  Baldwin  Wake,  created  a  baronet  by 
Ving  James  I.  an.

Besides  the  Barons  beforenamed,  there  were  fome  others  who  were 
fo  denominated,  of  whom  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  give  a  brief  account, 
particularly  of 

THE  ANCIENT  BARONS  TO  THE  EARLS  OF 
CHESTER. 

For  the  true  notion  of  their  title,  Selden  tells  us,  in  his  Titles  of 
Honour,  page  688,  that  the  nobleft  and  greateft  tenants  to  the  greater 
fort  of  fubjects,  had  anciently  the  appellation  of  barons  afcribed  to 
them,  efpecially  thofe  to  the  earls  of  Chefter. 

For  the  idea  of  the  word  Baro  here,  it  denotes  as  much  as  Magnates 
or  Optimates;  where  we  may  obferve  rhat  noblemen,  or  barons,  feem 
to  be  a  neceflary  fupplement,  and  eflential  to  the  royalty  of  a  count 
palatine  :  for  the  earl  of  Chefter  having  royal  authority  within  him- 
felf,  we  may  not  unfitly  ftyle  him  a  petty  king :  and  that  the  majesty 
of  his  palace  may  be  anfwerable  to  a  king,  lie  muft  have  noblemen 
about  him,  in  imitation  of  the  barons  of  the  kingdom.  Hence  aifo 
the  earls  of  Chefter  fubftituted  offices:  making  the  baron  uf  Halton 
conftable  uf  Chefter  in  fee,  in  imitation  of  the  lord  high  conftable  of 
England ;  and  making  the  baron  of  Montalt  fteward  in  fee,  after  the 
example  of  the  lord  high  fteward  of  England  Tl  efe  barons,  un  ier 
the  earl,  ruled  and  governed  the  county ;  and,  from  tiieir  great  power 
and  fway,  had  the  appellation  of  barons.

As  to  the  time  of  their  firft  inftitution,  I  find  (fays  Sir  Peter  Ley- 
cefter),  the  great  men  of  Chefhire  about  the  earl,  ftyled  barons  in  the 
time  of  Hugh  Lupus :  and  as  I  conceive  (the  fame  author  continues), 
upon  the  conferring  the  earldom  of  Chefter  on  Hugh  Lupus  by  the 
Conqueror,  An.  Dom.  1070,  the  principal  gentlemen  and  commanders 
under  earl  Hugh,  being  called  to  advife  and  affift  the  faid  earl,  either 
in  any  time  of  imminent  danger,  or  in  regulating  and  ordering  the 
more  weighty  affairs  of  the  county,  were,  of  courfe,  fo  ftyled;  and  thus 
they  retained  the  name  of  barons  by  little  and  little,  after  the  manner 
of  the  great  nobles  of  the  realm. 

But  concerning  their  place  of  precedence  or  dignity  in  relation  to 
others  out  of  the  county,  they  were  inferior  to  the  rank  of  the  barons 
of  the  realm  :  for  thefe  are  merely  titularly,  or  analogically,  barons, 
with  refpecl  to  thofe  of  the  kingdom,  nay,  beneath  all  knights;  but 
they  were  the  greateft  men  in  the  county  under  the  earl,  for  power 
and  eftate. 

For  the  number  of  thefe  Chefhire  barons  it  is  not  sufficiently  agreed. 
Spelman,  in  his  Gloflary,  on  the  word  Baro,  faith  thus,  "  Ab  Hugone 
"  Lupo  inftitutos  effe  barones  certum  eft :  fed  de  numero  non  ita 
"  convenit:  quidam  XII  aflerunt  ipfumque  conqueftorem  Hugoni  per- 
''  fuafnTe  ut  pauciores  non  crearet :  pollicitus  fe  largiturum  eis  idonea 
"  patrimonia  in  Anglia,  fi  Comes  hoc  nequivet  in  fua  patria  reperiun- 
"  tur  (de  quibus  precipue  conftat),  oclo  tantum.  Nam  quos  alii  fug- 
"  gerunt,  fufpecYi  habentur." 

The  eight  barons  here  alluded  to  were  as  follows  :

■  Robert  de  Monte- Alto  was  not  baron  till  the  end  of  Henry  I.  or  beginning  of  Stephen  :  but 
the  reft,  except  Stockport,  were  barons  in  the  conqueror's  time,  and  fo  was  the  anceftor  of  this 
Robert. 
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4.  Ricardus  Vernon  -  -  -  baro  de  Shipbroke. 

5.  Robertus  filius  Hugonis  -  -  -  baro  de  Malpas. 

6.  Hamo  de  Massy baro  de  Dunham- Mafly.

Tt  is  however  certain,  that  in  the  Conqueror's  time  there  were  fome 
other  barons,  and  men  of  eminency,  about  the  earl,  befides  what  are 
here  reckoned  up :  but  thefe  are  all  whofe  heirs  and  poftcrity  have 
been  known,  and  accounted  barons  by  long  continuance,  to  the  fuc- 
ceffive  earls  of  Chefter. 

Yet  of  all  thefe,  their  names  and  families  were  long  fince  extincl, 
except  the  line  of  Gilbert  Venables,  whofe  name  and  family  continued 
to  the  laft  century,  and  was  commonly  ftyled  baron  of  Kinderton.  All 
the  reft,  with  their  poffeffions,  are  devolved  to  other  j^erfons  and  fami- 
lies, by  marriage  of  their  feveral  daughters  and  heirs. 

As  to  the  baron  of  Stockport,  mentioned  in  the  laft  place  by  Spel- 
man,  it  is  much  to  be  doubted  whether  he  were  any  of  the  ancient 
barons  to  the  earls  of  Chefter  ;  howbeit,  his  arms  are  put  up  in  the 
exchequer  of  Chefter  among  the  barons.  But  all  thefe  arms  were  but 
of  late  times  put  up  there,  fays  Sir  Peter  Leycefter ;  and  where  che 
baron  of  Monte-Alto  is  unjuftly  placed  above  the  baron  of  Halton. 

It  is  certain,  in  Domelday  Book  no  perfon  held  Stockport,  whereby 
it  may  feem  then  to  be  wafte,  and  not  inhabited.  And  as  concerning 
Sir  Richard  de  Stockport,  and  his  family,  little  or  no  mention  thereof 
occurs  before  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  when  the  ancient  earls  of  Chefter 
were  extinct.  So  that  the  family  of  Stockport  could  be  none  of  the 
ancient  barons.

William,  fon  of  Nigel,  was  the  fecond  baron  of  Halton,  and  con- 
ftable  of  Chefhire,  whofe  fon,  William  Fitz-Nigell,  was  the  third 
baron  and  conftable,  and  had  iffue  William,  the  fourth  baron  and 
conftable,  who  died  in  Normandy,  temp.  Stephen,  and  two  daughters, 
heirs  to  their  brother  William  ;  viz.  Maud,  married  to  Aubert  de 
Grelley  ;  and  Agnes,  the  eldeft,  to  Euftace  Fitz-John  ;  to  whom  fhe 
was  fecond  wife,  and  had  iffue  by  him  Richard  Fitz-Euftace,  fifth 
baron  of  Halton,  and  conftable  of  Chefhire,  who  married  Albreda, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  de  Lizours,  fifter,  by  the  mother,  id  eft, 
half  fifter  to  Robert  Lacy,  baron  of  Pomfret,  in  Yorkfhire,  who  made 
her  his  heir  ;  in  whofe  right  her  pofterity  enjoyed  both  patrimonies  of 
Lizours  and  of  Lacy,  which  laft  name,  Roger,  her  grandfon,  in  con- 
fequence  thereof  affumed  ;  through  whom,  the  baronies  of  Halton  and 
Pomfret,  or  Pontefracl;,  became  abforbed  in  the  earldom  of  Lincoln. 
(Vid.  Lacy  earl  of  Lincoln.) 

From  Hudard,  brother  to  Nigel,  the  firft  baron  of  Halton,  is  de- 
fcended  the  family  of  Button,  now  ennobled  in  the  perfon  of  James 
Dutton,  lord  Shirebourne. 

2.  MONTALT, 
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2.  MONTALT,  or  MONTE-ALTO. 

This  family,  it  Teems,  were  high  fte  wards  of  Chefliire  in  fee,  and 
became  afterwards  barons  of  the  realm,  and  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment ;  under  which  denomination,  therefore,  the  account  of  them  is 
more  fully  given.     (Vid.  Montalt.) 


3.  MALBENG,  or  WICH-MALBENG. 

Camden,  in  his  Britannia,  defcribes  Wich-Malbanc,  otherwife 
called  Nantwich,  as  a  town  whofe  buildings  were  fair  and  neat,  and 
famous  for  yielding  two  commodities;  viz.  cheefe,  far  furpaffing  any 
made  in  the  other  parts  of  Chefhire ;  and  falt-works,  producing  fait 
of  the  pureft  and  finell:  quality,  which  they  do  at  the  prefent  day ;  and 
are  a  fource  of  great  addition  to  the  revenue  of  the  country. 

This  was  one  of  the  baronies  created  by  earl  Hugh,  and  conferred 
on  William  de  Malbeng,  or  Malbanc,  in  whofe  pofterity  it  continued 
for  a  while ;  viz.  to  William,  his  grandfon  ;b  from  whofe  daughters 
and  heirs,  the  inheritance  palTed  firft  to  the  Vernons  and  Baflets,  and 
from  the  Vernons  to  the  Wilbrahams,  StafTords,  and  Littleburies ;  Vid.  Vernon 
and,  laftly,  to  the  Cholmondeleys. 

Hutchins,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Dorfetfhire,  mentions,  the  family  of 
Maubank,  or  Malbanck,  feated  at  Clifton,  in  that  county;  which 
Clifton,    in  Domefday  Book,  is  faid  to  be  holden  by  Hugh  de  Abrincis

carl  of  Cheflcr.  And  Leland  ftates,  that  Eleanor,  daughter  and  heir 
of  Philip  de  Maubank,  temp.

4.  VERNON, 

Baron  of  Shipbroke. 

The  family  of  Vernon  is  afferted  to  be  defcended  from  the  lords 
of  Vernon,  in  the  dutchy  of  Normandy,  and  to  have  come  into  Eng- 
land with  William  the  Conqueror. 

Richard  de  Vernon  was,  by  Hugh  Lupus,  earl  of  Chefter,  made 
baron  of  Shipbroke,  in  com.  Ceftr.  and  had  from  him  a  grant  of  divers 
lordfhips  and  manors  in  the  faid  county. 

William,  his  only  fon  and  heir,  was  father  of  Hugh,  whofe  elded 
fon,  Warine,  had  iffue  Richard,  father  of  another  Warine  de  Vernon, 
baron  of  Shipbroke,  who  married  Auda,  one  of  the  daughters  and  co- 
heirs of  William  Malbenge,  baron  of  Wich-Malbanc ;  and  had  iffue 
feveral  fons,  whereof  Warine,  theeldeft,  had  an  only  fon,  Warine,  who 
died  in  his  lifetime,  and  three  daughters,  who  were  his  coheirs.0  But 
on  the  death  of  this  Warine  without  iffue  male,  Ralph,  his  next  bro- 
ther, took  poffeffion  of  the  barony  of  Shipbroke;  which  inheritance, 
however,  upon  a  fuit  commenced  by  his  three  nieces,  was  divided  into 
two  equal  moieties ;  one  of  which,  including  the  capital  manors  of 
Shipbroke  and  Minchel- Vernon,  remained  to  this  Ralph ;  and  the 
other  moiety,  including  the  falt-works  at  Nantwich,  was  parted 
equally  among  the  three  nieces. 

From  William,  third  fon  of  Hugh,  baron  of  Shipbroke,  is  de- 
fcended the  family  of  the  prefent  lord  Vernon  ;  of  whofe  defcent,  a  very 
copious  account  is  given  in  Edmonfon's  Baronagium  Genealogicum.

5.   MALPAS. 


5.     M  ALP  AS. 

In  Domefday  Book,  which,  by  the  Conqueror's  order,  contains  a 
furvey  of  all  England,  except  the  four  counties  of  Weftmoreland, 
Cumberland,  Northumberland,  and  Durham,  it  is  teftified,  that  Robert 
Fitz  Hugh,  baron  of  Malpas/  held  the  manor  of  Calmundelei  (vulgo 
Cholmondeley),  and  twenty-nine  others,  in  Ceftrefhire,  or  Chefhire, 
which  are  therein  fpecified. 

But  the  faid  Robert  dying  S.  M.  P.  his  intereft  in  the  barony  of 
Malpas  devolved  on  his  only  daughter  Lettice,  married  to  William,*  Richard 
fon  of  John  le  Bel  ward,  who  lived  in  the  time  of  William  Rufus;  and 
by  him  (who  was  living  12th  Henry  I.)  had  William  le  Belward  de 
Malpas/  poffefTed  in  her  right  of  half  the  barony  of  Malpas,  who  mar- 
ried Beatrix,  a  natural  daughter,  as  prefumed/  of  Hugh  Kivilioc,  the  fifth 
earl  of  Chefter,  and  by  her  had  iffue  three  fons  ;   viz.  David,  of  whom

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hereafter;  Robert,  who  having  the  lordfhip  of  Calmundelei,  or  Chol- 
mondeley,  by  gift  of  his  father,  and  fixing  his  reiidence  there,  affumed 
that  furname,  which  his  fpreading  and  flourishing  defcendants  have 
ever  fince  retained,  of  whom  the  chief  is  the  prefent  earl  Cholmon- 
deley ;  and  Richard,  the  third  fon,  was  feated  at  Duckenton. 

David,  eldeft  fon  beforenamed,  was  flyled  Dan  David ;  and  from 
being  clerk,  or  fecretary,  to  the  earl  of  Chcfter,  fometimes  was  written 
Le  Clerk,  and  fometimes  de  Malpas,  where  he  fucceeded  his  father, 
and  was  fheriffof  Chefhire,  36th  Henry  III.  of  which  county  he  was 
alfo  juftice,  and  held  three  knights  fees  in  the  faid  king's  reign.  He 
*  Vid.  married  Margaret,*  daughter  and  heir  to  Ralph  ap  Enyon,  a  perfon  of 
L°PegerSJeiSh  great  note>  by  his  wlfe  Beatrix»  flfter  to  the  aforefaid  Hugh  earl  of 
Chefter,  and  thereby  is  faid  to  have  become  poflefled  of  the  entire 
barony  of  Malpas  ;  viz.  the  one  half  by  defcent,  and  the  other  in  right 
of  his  wife,  by  whom  he  had  four  fons;  viz. 

ESir  William  de  Malpas,  who  died  without  legitimate  iflue, 
but  had  a  natural  fon,  David,  who,  by  Conftance,  daughter  of  Owen 
Kevelyoc,  prince  of  Powis,  left  two  daughters;  whereof  Beatrix 
married  Rotheric,  the  fon  of  Griffin  ;h  and  Idonea,  Sir  Bryan  de  St. 
Pierre. 

^ir  Philip,  the  fecond  fon,  furnamed  Gogh  (or  the  red),  having 

obtained 

t  It  is  ftated,  that  David,  the  baftard  fon  of  this  Sir  William  de  Malpas,  intruded  himfelf 
into  the  barony  and  lands  of  Malpas,  during  the  minority  of  David  de  Malpas,  alias  De  Egerton, 
fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Philip,  who  died  in  the  lifetime  of  the  faid  Sir  William,  bis  elder  brother.

rifhing  branches;  from  the  chief  whereof  defcended  Sir  Rowland 
Egerton,  who  was  created  a  baronet  15th  James  I.  and  married

(of  that  furname) :  which  Sir  Rowland  was  progenitor  to  Sir  Thomas 
Egerton,  baronet,  fince  created  earl  Wilton  ;  on  whofe  deceafe  with-  Vid.  Grey  da 
out  iffue  male,  the  baronetcy  will  devolve  on  John  Egerton,  of 
Oulton,  efquire,  the  next  and  immediate  reprefentative  of  that  ancient 
family,  and  in  whofe  poffeffion  the  aforefaid  manor  of  Egerton  now 
remains. 

Peter,  the  third  fon  of  David  (Le  Clerc),  was  furnamed  De 
Thornton ;  at  which  place  his  defcendants  are  reprefented  to  have 
been  feated  for  divers  generations,  till  they  terminated,  temp.  Edward 
III.  in  fix  coheirs;  viz.  Ellen,  married  to  Sir  Thomas  Dutton,  of  Dut- 
ton  ;  Elizabeth,  to  Hamon  Fitton ;  Maud,  to  Henry  de  Beefton ; 
Margaret,  to  Sir  William  de  Golhourne  ;  Beatrix,  to  Thomas  de  Sha- 
mefbury  ;  and  Emma,  to  Hugh  de  Weverham. 

David,  the  fourth  fon,  was  lord  of  Golbourne,  from  whence  he 
took  his  furname ;  and  left  poflerity,  of  whom  was  Sir  William  juft 
mentioned. 

But  the  line  of  Egerton,  from  whence  fprings  that  of  the  dukes  and 
earls  of  Bridgewater,  is  generally  confidered  illegitimate. 

and"  two  daughters,  who-  were  his  coheirs;  viz.  Helen,  wife  of  Sir  William  Brereton,  knight j 
and  Ifabel,  who  was  three  times  married,  but  had  no  iffue  j  wherefore  the  Egerton  interell  in 
the  barony  became  invr ftjd  in  the  family  of  Brereton,  which,  for  forae  time  fiourilhed  as  barons 
in  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  but  whofe  titie  is  now  extinft 


6.    MASSET, 
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6.  MASSEY,  of  DUNHAM  MASSEY. 

The  town  of  Dunham  Maffey  was  the  feat  of  the  ancient  barons  of 
Dunham  Maffey  ;  and  fo  called,  to  diftinguifh  it  from  another  Dun- 
ham, in  the  fame  county,  near  Trafford  bridge. 

Hamon  Massey  was  the  firffc  baron  fo  made  by  Hugh  Lupus; 
from  whom  defcended  Sir  Hamon  Maffey,  the  (ixth  of  the  fame 
name,  and  baron  Maffey.  His  fon,  Hamon,  dying  without  iffue,  his 
four  daughters  became  heirs  to  their  faid  brother ;  viz.  Cicely,  wife  of 
John  Fitton,  of  Bollin  ;k  Ifabel,  of  Hugh  Dittyn,  or  Dutton  ;  another 
daughter  married  Thomas  de  Latham  ;  and  Alice  was  wife  of  Thomas 
de  Hilond.  The  heirefs  of  Fitton,  viz.  Joan,  fifter  and  heir  of  Peter 
Fitton,  temp.  Edward  III.  married  Richard,  younger  fon  of  Hugh 
Venables,  baron  of  Kinderton,  whofe  grandfon,  Sir  William  Venables 
by  Joan,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Maffey,  ofTatton,  had  iffue,  Richard 
Venables,  drowned,  temp.  Henry  IV.  aged  about  eight  years,  and  two 
daughters  and  heirs,  viz.  Alice,  married  to  Sir  Edmond  Trafford  ;  and 
Dowfe,  to  Robert  Booth  (fon  of  John  Booth,  of  Barton,  co.  Lane.) 
afterwards  Sir  Robert  Booth,  of  Dunham  Maffey,  and  anceftor  to  the 
Booths  earls  of  Warrington  lords  Delamere;  and  the  baronet  family 
of  that  name. 


7.   VENABLES, 

Baron  of  Kinderton. 

Gilbert  de  venables,  whofe  chief  feat  was  at  Kinderton,  was 
alfo  another  of  the  barons   created  by  earl  Hugh;   and  poffeffed  divers

lordfhips 
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lordfhips  of  confiderable  extent  and  value  in  thofe  days.  He  was  an- 
cestor to  Sir  Thomas  Venables,  commonly  called  baron  of  Kinderton, 
temp.  Henry  VII.  circ.  1505,  whofe  great  grandfon  (fays  Edmonfon,) 
Peter  de  Venables,  had  two  daughters,  his  coheirs ;  viz.  Catherine, 
wife  of  Robert  Shirley,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Robert  Shirley  ;  and  Anne, 
wife  of  Lord  Norreys,  afterwards  earl  of  Abingdon;  who  both  died 
without  iifue.  But  Mary,  fifter  to  the  faid  Peter  Venables,  the  laft 
baron  of  Kinderton,  married  Thomas  Pigot,  efquire,  whofe  daughter, 
Anne,  married  Henry  Vernon,  efquire,  anceftor  of  the  prefent  lord 
Vernon ;  by  which  marriage,  the  houfes  of  Shipbroke  and  Kinderton 
became  united.     (Vid.  Shipbroke.) 


8.     STOCKPORT. 

As  for  the  reafons  given  by  Sir  Peter  Leycefter,  in  his  ntiquities 
of  Chefteu-.and  that  the  ancient  earls  thereof  were  extinct  prior  to  any 
mention  made  of  the  Stockport  family,  it  feems  unneceflary  to  notice 
them  here  among  the  barons,  and  the  more  efpecially  fo,  as  thefe 
barons  were  merely  fo  titularly  denominated. 

Leland,  in  his  Itinerary  (Vol.  yii.  p.  30),  fpeaking  of  Stoppord 
(Stockport),  fays,  *'  Mr.  Warine  is  caullid  there  baron  of  Stoppord  ; 
"  for  one  of  the  Warines  of  Chefterfhire,  married  one  Stoppord,  baron 
"  of  Stopporde,  daughter  and  heyre,  about  Henry  the  4  daycs.  The 
"  auncienter  houfe  longing  to  Warines  was  Poynton,  where  he  lyith 
"  now  :  for  Stopport  manor  place  is  dekayid." 

It  is  very  probable  (fays  Camden?,  that  the  earls  of  Chefter  had  as 
many  fpiritual  as  temporal  barons  in  his  great  council  or  parliament ; 
which,  by  ancient  inftruments,  appear  to  be  thefe,  viz.  two  bifhops, 
and  fix  abbots  ;  firft,  the  bifhop  of  Chefter,  whofe  epifcopal  feat  was 
St.  Peter's  church,  sdly.  The  bifhop  of  Bangor,  whofe  diocefe  com- 
prehended thofe  parts  of  Denbighfh ire,  Caernarvonfhire,  and  Angle 'ey, 

which 
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which  were  under  the  earl's  jurifdi<ftion.  3d.  The  abbot  of  S.  Wer- 
burgh,  in  Chefter.  4th.  The  abbot  of  Combermere.  5th.  The  abbot 
ofStanlaw.  6th.  The  abbot  of  Norton.  One  Thomas  Abbothen  was 
juftice  of  Chefter.  7th.  The  abbot  of  Birkhead.  8th.  The  abbot  of 
Vale-Royal. 


BARONS  OF  THE  COUNTY  PALATINE  OF 
DURHAM. 

Before  the  conqueft,  it  is  probable  the  biftiops  of  Durham  were 
counts  palatine  :  it  is,  however,  clear  that  they  were  fo  (according  to 
Camden),  in  the  Conqueror's  time,  and  that  their  power  was  very 
great.  For  it  was  a  maxim  in  thofe  days,  that  the  bifhop  has  as  large 
a  power  in  his  biflioprick,  as  the  king  out  of  it  :  they  had  power  to 
levy  taxes,  make  truces  with  the  Scots,  and  raife  defenfible  men  within 
the  biflioprick  from  fixteen  to  fixty.  They  could  call  a  parliament, 
and  create  barons  to  fit  in  it ;  of  whom  the  prior  of  Durham,  Hilton 
of  Hilton,  Conyers  of  Sockburn,  Bulmer  of  Branfpeth,  Surreflfe  of 
Dinfdale,  Hanfard  of  Ewenwood,  are  faid  to  have  been  fome.  There 
is  amongft  the  old  rolls  of  Durham,  an  account  of  the  parliaments, 
and  the  fubfidies  granted  by  them,  with  feveral  adls  of  their  council, 
which  then  confided  of  many  noble  and  prudent  perfons  called  barons. 
But  they,  like  thofe  of  Chefter,  were  merely  titular,  withour  rank 
amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm.

THE  BARONS,  MARCHERS  OF  WALES. 


Sir  John  Dodderidge,  knight,  an  eminent  juftice  of  the  King's 
Bench,  and  a  perfon  of  great  knowledge  in  antiquities,  in  his  Defcrip- 
tion  of  Wales  hath  thus  expressed  it,  viz. 

That  all  thefe  territories  thus  acquired  '  were  baronies- marchers, 
and  held  of  the  crown  in  capite :  and  becaufe  they  and  their  pofterity 
might  the  better  keep  the  lands  they  had  acquired  by  conqueft,  and 
might  not  be  drawn  by  fuits  of  law  from  the  defence  of  thofe  lands  fo 
obtained  by  the  fword,  the  faid  lands  were  ordained  baronies-march- 
ers ;  and  had  a  kind  of  palatine  jurifdidlion  erected  in  every  of  them, 
and  power  to  adminifter  juftice  unto  the  tenants  in  each  of  their  ter- 
ritorities  ;  having  therein  courts  with  divers  privileges,  franchifes,  and 
immunities.  So  that  the  king's  writs  were  not  current  there,  unlefs 
the  whole  barony  had  been  in  queftion,  (Fitz-Aff.  Fol.  J  82,  18th 
Edward  II.)  And  this  was  the  ftate  of  the  government  of  the  marches 
of  Wales,  until  27th  of  Henry  VIII.  when  England  and  Wales  were, 
by  a&  of  parliament,  fo  united  and  incorporated  together,  as  to  enjoy 
the  fame  laws  and  privileges. 

!  It  feems,  that  although  the  Conqueror,  to  fatisfy  thofe  who  had  affifted  him  againfl  king 
Harold,  had  distributed  amongft  his  followers  the  greater!  part  of  the  kingdom,  yet  many  more, 
both  Normans  and  French,  coming  over  (expecting  to  (hare  in  the  general  conqueft),  and  finding 
England  too  little  for  their  greedy  appetites,  obtained  leave  of  king  William  Rufus  to  invade 
Wales;  in  which  adventure  Robert  Fitz-Hamon  being  very  fuccefsful  in  his  conqueft  of  Mor- 
ganoc,  others  imitated  his  example,  in  hopes  of  the  like  good  fortune.  Roger  earl  of  Shrewf- 
bury  won  Powis  Land  and  Cardigan ;  Hugh  earl  of  Chefter,  Tegenei  and  Rowenock ;  Bernard 
Newmarch,  the  land  of  Brecknock;  Arnold,  a  younger  fon  of  earl  Roger,  the  province  of  Pem-_ 
broke;  and  Hugh  de  Laci,  that  of  Euias,  &c.

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ACCOUNT     OF    THE 

EARLS  OF  CHESTER. 


Chester  is  the  principal  city  of  Chefhire,  anciently  part  of  the 
Cornavii.  It  is  featedupon  the  river  Dee;  on  which,  tofhew  his  fplen- 
dour  and  magnificence,  king  Edgar  was  once  rowed  by  feven  petty 
kings  of  the  Scots  and  Britons,  to  the  great  joy  of  the  beholders.  The 
earls  hereof  were  formerly  called  palatines  ;  William  the  Conqueror 
giving  this  earldom  to  Hugh  Lupus,  a  noble  Norman,  to  be  holden  as 
freely  by  his  fword  as  the  king  himfelf  held  England  by  his  crown  ; 
and  though  it  be  now,  and  hath  long  been  incorporated  into  the  regal 
patrimony,  yet  it  (till  holds  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  county  pala- 
tine. The  palatines  whereof,  before  it  came  to  the  crown,  were  the 
following : 


GEORBODUS. 

G  her  bod,  or  Georbodus,  was  the  first  earl  after  the  conqueft. 
He  was  a  nobleman  of  Flanders,  who  had  ferved  gallantly  againft  the 
Englifh  and  Welch  ;  but  being  fent  for  by  his  friends,  to  whom  he  had 
committed  the  care  of  his  hereditary  property  and  honours,  king  Wil- 
liam gave  him  leave  to  go  to  Flanders,  and  to  return  quickly  again. 
By  fome  misfortune,  however,  he  fell  into  the  hands  of  his  enemies 
when  he  arrived  thither,  and  there  endured  a  tedious  and  fevere  im- 
prifonment.  In  the  mean  time,  king  William  gave  the  earldom  of 
Chefter  to  Hugh  de  Auranges,  or  de  Abrincis  (fon  of  Richard  furnamed 
Goz),  his- filler's  fon. 
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HUGH  LUPUS, 

Earl  of   Cbejler. 

Armi — Az.  a  Wolfs  head  crafed  Ar. 

Hugh  de  Auranges,  or  de  Assurers,  was  otherwife  furnamed 
Lupus,  and  by  the  Welfli,  Vras,  or  Urras  (i.  e.)  fat ;  for  he  was  very 
grofs  and  corpulent.  He  was  a  perfon  of  great  note  among  the  Nor- 
man nobility,  and  a  very  expert  foldier  ;  for  which  reafon  he  was 
chiefly  placed  lb  near  theunconqueredWelfh,  to  reftrain  their  incurfions. 
The  defcription  of  earl  Hugh  is  beft  given  by  Ordericus,  Lib.  iv.  Ecclef. 
Hiftor.  pag.  $22. 

"  Hie  non  dapfilis  fed  prodigus,  &c.  He  was  not  abundantly 
"  liberal,  but  profufely  prodigal,  and  carried  not  fo  much  a  family,  as 
"  an  army  ftill  along  with  him ;  he  took  no  account  either  of  his 
"  receipts  or  difburfements  :  he  daily  wafted  his  eftate,  and  delighted 
"  more  in  falconers  and  huntfmen  than  in  the  tillers  of  land,  or  hea- 
"  ven's  orators,  the  minifters  :  he  was  much  given  to  his  belly,  whereby 
"  in  time  he  grew  fo  fat  that  he  could  fcarce  cra\\l:  he  had  many 
"  baftard  fons  and  baftard  daughters,  but  they  were  almoft  all  fwept 
"  away  by  fundry  misfortunes."  It  is,  however,  faid,  he  at  length  be- 
came fo  devout,  that  he  was  fhorn  a  monk  in  the  abbey  of  St.  Wer- 
burge,  at  Chefter,  where  he  died,  the  lit  Henry  I. 

He  married  Ermentrude,  daughter  of  Hugh  de  Claremont,  earl  of 
Bevoys,  in  France  ;  by  whom  he  had  only  one  child,  Richard,  who 
fucceeded  him.  His  bafe  iffue  were,  Robert,  a  monk  of  Utica,  in 
Normandy,  1081,  and  afterwards  abbot  of  Edmundfbury,  in  England, 
anno  noo.  Othuvius,  or  Ottiwell,  tutor  to  the  king's  children,  viz. 
of  Henry  I.  and  was  drowned  with  his  brother,  Richard  earl  of  Chefter. 
Philip,  whom  Milles,  in  his  Catalogue  of  Honour,  affirms  he  has  feen 
mentioned  as  a  witnefs  to  a  charter  of  William  the  Conquerer.  Geva, 
E  e  2  his 
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his  bafe  daughter,  married  Geffery  Riddell,  to  whom  earl  Hugh,  her 
father,  gave  Drayton-Baffet,  in  Staffordfhire,  as  appears  by  a  deed, 
contained  in  a  manufcript  in  Arundel  houfe,  in  London,  anno  1638, 
fol.  6y.m 

But  becaufe  of  the  civility  of  thofe  ages,  fhe  was  ftyled  only  daugh- 
ter of  earl  Hugh,  not  bafe  daughter,  fome  fuppofe  her  legitimate 
daughter :  which,  if  flie  had  been,  her  iffue  muft  have  inherited  the 
earldom  of  Chefter,  and  not  earl  Randle  ;  infomuch  as  a  filler  is  inhe- 
ritable before  an  aunt.  Befides,  Ordericus  exprefsly  fays,  earl  Hugh 
had  no  other  children  by  Ermentrude  but  Richard ;  nor  doth  it  ap- 
pear by  any  record,  or  ancient  hiftorian,  that  he  ever  had  any  other 
wife. 


RICHARD, 

Earl  of  Chefter.

Richard,  only  child  of  earl  Hugh,  was  fucceflbr  to  his  father,  anno 
1 10 1,  being  then  only  about  feven  years  old  ;  but  when  he  came  to  ma- 
turity, he  ftood  firm  to  Henry  I.  in  his  greateft  diftreffes  :  in  the  20th 
year  of  whofe  reign,  he,  with  his  wife ;  William  and  Richard,  fons  to 
king  Henry;  Ottiwell,  his  natural  brother;  and  Geffery  Riddel,  huf- 
band  to  Geva,  his  natural  fifter,  and  many  others  of  the  prime  nobility, 
perifhed  in  that  notable  fhipwreck  in  their  paffage  from  Normandy ; 
being  then  but  in  his  twenty-fifth  year. 

He  married  Maud,  daughter  of  Stephen  earl  of  Blois,  by  Adela  his 
wife,  daughter  of  William  the  Conqueror ;  and  had  no  fooner  tafted 

m  It  has  been  affirmed  by  our  learned  lawyers,  that  as  her  father  beftowed  on  her  the  manor 
of  Drayton  in  frank  marriage,  flie  must  have  been  legitimate,  as  the  faid  manor  could  not  have 
been  fo  beftowed  upon  a  baftard.

the 
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the  pleafures  of  his  marriage-bed,  than  he,  with  his  young  countefs, 
were  not  only  prohibited  by  the  churlifh  waves,  their  mutual  love 
embraces,  and  hopes  of  future  pofterity  to  fucceed  them,  but  were 
deprived  of  their  lives  alfo.  But  becaufe  this  lamentable  accident  is 
memorable  for  the  deftru&ive  influence  it  had  upon  many  of  the  no- 
bility of  England,  it  may  not  be  unentertaining  to  recite  briefly  the 
whole  ftory,  as  it  is  recorded  by  Ordericus. 

The  matter  of  the  fhip  was  Thomas,  the  fon  of  Stephen,  who  came 
to  king  Henry  I.  then  in  Normandy,  and  ready  to  take  fhipping  for 
England,  and  offered  him  a  mark  of  gold  (in  elder  ages  valued  ar  fix 
pounds  in  filver,  Rot.  Mag.  pipas  de  anno  ift  Henry  II.  and  as  others 
fay,  ten  marks  of  filver,  £.6,  13s.  4J)  defiling,  that  as  Stephen  his 
father  had  tranfported  the  conqueror  when  he  fought  againft  king 
Harold,  and  was  his  conftant  mariner  in  all  his  paffages  between  Eng- 
land and  Normandy,  fo  that  he  himfelf  likewife  might  now  have  the 
tranfportation  of  king  Henry,  and  all  his  attendants,  as  it  were  in  fee  ; 
for  he  had  a  very  good  fhip  called  "  Candida  Navis,  or  the  White  Ship," 
well  furniihed  for  that  purpofe.  The  king  thanked  him  :  but  withal 
told  him,  he  had  already  made  choice  of  another  fhip,  which  he  would 
not  change :  yet  he  would  commend  him  to  his  two  fons,  William 
and  Richard,  with  many  others  of  his  nobility  ;  whereat  the  mariners 
much  rejoiced,  and  defired  the  prince  to  beftow  fome  wine  upon  them 
to  drink.  He  gave  them  "  tres  modios  vini,"  three  hogfheads  of 
wine,  wherewith  they  made  themfelves  fufficiently  drunk.  There 
were  almoft  three  hundred  in  this  unfortunate  fhip  :  for  there  were 
fifty  fkilful  oars  or  galleymen,  had  they  not  been  intoxicated,  which 
belonged  to  the  fhip,  befides  the  young  gallants  who  were  to  be  tranf- 
ported ;  but  now  being  neither  able  to  govern  themfelves  nor  the  fhip, 
they  fufTered  it  to  be  fplit  on  a  rock,  and  fo  all  were  drowned,  except 
one  Berolde,  a  butcher  of  Roan,  in  Normandy,  who  was  taken  up 
the  next  morning  by  fome  fifhermen,  after  a  cold  frofly  night's 
lhipwreck;  and  with  much  ado  recovered,  and  lived  twenty  years 
after.

Milles,  in  his  Catalogue  of  Honour,  hath  made  this  earl's  wife  Lucy 
inftead  of  Maud ;  vouching  (as  Sir  Peter  Leycefler,  in  his  Antiquities 
of  Chefter  obferves),  no  authority.

On  the  death  of  earl  Richard  without  iffue,  as  already  mentioned, 
Randle  de  Micenes,  or  Meschines,  vifcount  Bayeux,  in  Nor- 
mandy, obtained  the  earldom  of  Chefter  from  king  Henry  I.  with  all 
the  patrimony  thereof,  as  next  heir,  according  to  Sir  Peter  Leycefter ; 
but  Collins  fays,  whether  he  obtained  it  folely  as  next  heir,  is  not  de- 
termined. He  was  nephew  to  earl  Hugh,  viz.  fon  of  Maud,  fifter  to 
the  faid  earl  Hugh  ;  who  is  faid  alfo  to  have  had  three  other  fifters, 
one  married  to  William  earl  of  Ewe,  in  Normandy  ;  Judith,  to  Ri- 
chard de  Aquila,  fon  of  Engenulph  ;  and  another,  Ifabel,  to  Gilbert,  a 
younger  fon  of  Richard  earl  of  Corboil,  in  Normandy,  who  had  iffue 
a  fon,  Robert,  who,  for  his  attachment  to  Robert  de  Stafford,  and  the 
king's  fervice  in  thefe  parts,  as  alfo  "  ratione  confanguinitatis,"  held 
Pefhall,  in  the  county  of  Stafford,  with  its  appurtenances,  anno  1068, 
from  whence  he  affumed  that  furname  ;  and  was  anceftor  to  the  family 
of  Pefhall,  created  a  baronet,*  Nov.  25th,  1612.  *  Kimber'* 

This  earl  Randle  (alfo  ftyled  Randle  of  Bricafard),  was  lord  of  Baronetage, 
Cumberland  and  Carlifle,  by  defcent  from  his  father ;  for,  after  the  ° '  p' 
Normans  had  invaded  England,  Cumberland  fell  to  the  fhare  of  Raufe 
de  Mefchines.  "  Cujus  filius  natu  maximus  Ranulphus  fuit  Cumbrias 
dominus  et  materno  jure  principis  gratia  etiam  Ceftrias  comes,"  faith 
Camden,  in  Cumberland.  But  having  enfeoffed  his  two  brothers, 
William  of  Coupland,  and  Geffery  of  Gillefland,  in  a  large  portion 
thereof,  he  left  the  earldom  of  Cumberland  for  that  of  Chefter,  on 
condition,  that  thofe  whom  he  had  enfeoffed  there,  fhould  hold  their 
lands  of  the  king  in  capite. 

He  ftuck  faithfully  to  Henry  I.  in  the  midft  of  a  tumultuous  rebel- 
lion 
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lion  in  Normandy,  anno  1119,  with  others  of  the  nobility,  fcorningto 
be  difgraced  with  the  name  of  a  traitor. 

In  Monafticon,  Vol.  I.  pag.  ^gy,  he  is  called  comes  Cumbrias :  but, 
as  Camden  obferves,  they  were  only  ftyled  domini  Cumbriae,  not 
comites.  His  wife  was  Lucia,  widow  of  Roger  de  Romera  earl  of 
Lincoln,  and  daughter  of  Algar  earl  of  Leicefter,  by  whom  he  had 
iflue  Randle,  his  fucceflbr ;  William,  earl  of  Cambridge  ;  Agnes,  firft 
wife  to  Robert  de  Grentemaifnil ;  and  Adeliza,  who  married  Richard, 
fon  of  Gilbert  de  Clare.     He  died,  anno  11 28,  when" 

Randle  the  Second,  furnamed  Gernons,  becaufe  he  was  born  at 
Gernon  caftle,  in  Normandy,  fucceeded  his  father  in  all  his  patrimony, 
both  in  England  and  in  Normandy.  He  fided  with  Maud  the  em- 
prefs  againft  king  Stephen,  whom  he  took  prifoner  at  the  battle  of 
Lincoln;  where  the  victory  over  the  king  was  chiefly  owing  to  the 
gallant  behaviour  of  this  earl.  He  died  the  1 8th  of  Stephen,  excom- 
municated by  Walter  Deordant,  bifhop  of  Litchfield  ;  for  whofe  abfo- 
lution,  Maud  his  wifa,  and  Hugh  his  fon,  gave  the  town  of  Styfhall, 
near  Coventry,  to  the  bifhop  and  his  fucceflbrs. 

He  was  earl  of  Chefter   twenty-five  years,  and  his  death  was  fup- 

pofed  to  have  been  by  poifon,  by  William  Peverell,    lord  of  Notting- 

fVid.

HUGH  KEVELIOK. 

Arms — Az.  Six  Garbs  O.  three,  two,  and  one. 

Hugh  the  Second,  furnamed  Keveliok,*  becaufe  he  was  born  in  *  So  called 
the  commote  or  province  of  Cyveliok,  fituate  in  that  part  of  Wales  p]ace  where 
anciently  called  Powys,  fucceeded  his  father  anno  dom.  1153.  he  was  bom. 

He  performed  many  valiant  actions,  but  for  fome  time  was  in 
rebellion  againft  Henry  II.  by  whom  he,  with  many  other  difloyal 
nobles,  was  overcome  in  battle,  and  obliged  to  fubmit  to  the  king ; 
who,  however,  reftored  him  to  all  his  lands.  He  died  at  Leeke,  in 
Staffordfhire,  and  was  buried  at  Chefter,  1181,  the  37th  Henry  II. 

His  wife  was  Bertred,  daughter  of  Simon  earl  of  Evereux,  in  Nor- 
mandy, by  whom  he  had  iilue  Randle,  and  four  daughters  ;  Maud,  the 
eldeft,  married  David  earl  of  Huntingdon,  brother  to  William  king  of 
Scotland,  by  whom  ihe  had  John,  furnamed  the  Scot  (of  whom 
hereafter);  Mabill,  the  fecond,  married  William  D'Albini,  earl  of 
Arundel,  and  had  the  manor  of  Barow,  with  £.500  lands  in  Leicefter- 
Ihire ;  Agnes,  the  third,  married  William  Ferrers,  earl  of  Derby  ;  fhe 
had  the  caftle  of  Chartley,  in  Staffordfhire,  with  the  caftle  and  manor 
of  Weft  Derby,  and  all  earl  Randle's  lands  between  the  rivers  of 
Ribbel  and  Merfey,  in  Lancafhire,  Buckbroc  in  Northamptonfhire, 
and  Navenby  in  Lincolnfhire,  (Clauf.  17th  Henry  III.  Memb.  1.) 
Hawyfe,  the  fourth,  married  Robert,  fon  and  heir  of  Sayer  de  Quincy, 
earl  of  Winchefter;  fhe  had  the  earldom  of  Lincoln,  to  wit,  the  honour 
and  caftle  of  Bolingbroke,  and  all  the  lands  of  earl  Randle  in  Lindfey 
and  Holland,  in  Lincolnfhire,  (Clauf.  17th  Henry  III.  Memb.  17. 
Pipe  Rolls,  17th  Henry  III.  Lincolnfhire.) 

This  earl  Hugh  had  alfo  feveral  natural  children ;     viz.  Paganus 

Dominus  de  Milton,  fubfcribed  as  a  witnefs  to  a  deed  thus :  "  Filius 

baftardus  Hugonis  comitis  Ceftriae."     Roger  witnefs  to  a  deed  of  his 

F  f  brother 
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brother  Randle's,  whom,  fays  Sir  Peter  Leycefter,  I  conceive  to  be  a 
baftard.  Amicia,  wife  to  Raufe  Manwaring,  fometime  judge  of 
Chefter,  anceftor  of  the  family  of  Manwaring,  of  Over  Peover,  in 
Chefhire,  created  a  baronet,  Nov.  2,2,,  1660.  And  here,  continues 
Sir  Peter  Leycefter,  in  his  Antiquities  of  Chefhire,  p.  ]  34,  "  I  cannot 
but  miflike  the  boldnefs  and  ignorance  of  that  herald,  who  gave  to 
Manwaring  of  Pevor,  the  quartering  of  the  earl  of  Chefter's  arms  ; 
which  device  was  never  done  before  the  reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  in 
the  time  of  Sir  Randle  Manwaring  (late  of  Pcver),  the  elder  ;  for  if 
he  ought  of  right  to  quarter  that  coat,  then  muft  he  be  defcended 
from  a  coheir  to  the  earl  of  Chefter :  but  that  he  was  not :  for  the 
coheirs  of  earl  Hugh,  as  you  fee  before,  married  four  of  the  greateft 
peers  of  the  kingdom  ;  viz.  the  earl  of  Huntingdon,  the  earl  of  Arun- 
del, the  earl  of  Derby,  and  the  earl  of  Winchefter's  fon  and  heir  ;° 
another  natural  daughter  married  one  Bacun,  and  had  iffue  Richard 
Bacun,  founder  of  the  priory  of  Roucefter,  in  Staffordshire  ;  and  an- 
other, as  prefumed,  for  the  reafons  given,  married  William  le  Belward 
de  Malpas.      (Vid.  Malpas.) 


RANDLE   BLUNDEVIL.

Randlk,  furnamed  Blundevil,  becaufe  born  at  Ofweftry,  anciently 
called  Album  Monafterium,  in  Powis,    was  fucceHor    to  his  father 


"  In  the  cafe  of  this  Amicia,  it  appears  that  there  was  a  long  conteft  between  Sir  Peter  Ley- 
cefter and  Sir  Thomas  Manwaring  ;  who  anfwered  the  affertions  of  Sir  Peter  in  his  Antiquities 
of  Chefhire;  and  that  fo  many  as  twelve  pamphlets  on  both  fides,  were  written  on  the  fubjedr. 
of  the  legitimacy.  The  opinion  of  the  judges  is  faid  to  have  been  taken  and  given  in  favour  of 
the  legitimacy  :  and  Wood  fays,  "  at  an  aflize  held  at  Chefter,  1675,  the  controverfy  was  de- 
cided by  the  juftices  itinerant,  who,  as  I  have  heard,  adjudged  the  right  of  the  matter  to  Man- 
waring."

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Hugh,  and  was  alfo  duke  of  Brittany,  and  earl  of  Richmond,  in  right 
of  his  wife  ;  and  afterwards  had  the  barony  of  Lancafter,  and  was  earl 
of  Lincoln. 

The  6th  of  John,  he  had  a  grant  of  the  honour  of  Richmond  ;  and 
that  year  gave  the  king  a  palfrey  for  a  lamprey  :  for  in  fuch  eftimation 
was  that  fifh  in  thofe  days. 

It  was  this  earl,  who  being  once  neceffitated  to  take  fhelter  in 
Rothelent  caftle,  in  Flintshire,  was  there  belieged  by  the  Welfh ;  but 
was  delivered  from  his  danger  by  the  rabble  met  together  at  Chefter 
fair.  For,  fending  to  Roger  de  Lacy,  baron  of  Halton,  his  conftable 
of  Chefhire,  to  come  with  all  fpeed  to  his  fuccour,  Roger  (furnamed 
Hell,  for  his  fierce  fpirit),  gathered  a  tumultuous  rout  of  fiddlers,  play- 
ers, cobblers,  debauched  perfons,  both  men  and  women,  and  marched 
immediately  towards  the  earl;  when  the  Welfh  perceiving  fo  great  a 
multitude  approaching,  raifed  the  fiege  and  fled.  Wherefore  the  earl 
gave  him  the  patronage  over  all  the  fiddlers  and  fhoemakers  in  Chefter, 
in  reward  and  memory  of  this  fervice.  The  conftable  retained  to 
himfelf  and  his  heirs,  the  authority  and  donation  of  the  fhoemakers, 
but  conferred  the  authority  of  the  fiddlers  and  players  on  his  fteward, 
one  Dutton,  of  Dutton  ;  whofe  heirs  enjoy  the  fame  power  and  autho- 
rity over  the  minftrelfy  of  Chefhire  to  this  day.  When  the  heirs  of 
Dutton,  or  their  deputies,  do  in  a  folemn  manner,  yearly,  upon  Mid- 
fummer-day,  being  Chefter  fair,  ride  attended  through  the  city  of 
Chefter  with  all  the  minftrelfy  of  the  county  playing  before  them  upon 
their  feveral  inftruments,  to  the  church  of  St.  John's  ;  and  at  the  court 
renew  their  licences  yearly. 

In  the  contentions  between  the  king  and  his  barons,  he  adhered 
firmly  to  king  John,  and  was  a  ftout  champion  for  Henry  III.;  info- 
much  that  his  prefervation  and  rife  to  the  throne  were  in  a  great 
meafure  owing  to  him.  He  died  the  16th  Henry  III.  1332,  without 
iflue  by  either  of  his  wives ;  the  firft  of  whom  was  Conftance,  only 
daughter  and  heir  of  Conan  duke  of  Little  Brittain,  and  earl  of  Rich- 
mond ;  his  fecond,  Clementia,  daughter  of  William  Fengerez,  accord- 
F  f  2  in°r

ing  to  Heylin.  Vincent  calls  him  de  Fulgeriis,  orFulgercs;  Sir  Peter 
Leycefter,  Filgeres ;  and  Milles  faith,  that  this  Clementia  was  fifter  of 
Geffery  de  Fulgers,  a  Norman,  and  widow  of  Alan  de  Dinant.  Milles 
alfo  mentions  a  third  wife,  Margaret,  daughter  to  Humphrey  Bohun, 
earl  of  Hereford,  by  whom  likewife  he  had  no  uTue.

The  next  earl  was  John,  furnamed  the  Scot  (fon  of  David  earl  of 
Huntingdon),  in  right  of  Maude  his  mother,  eldeft  fifter  and  coheir 
to  Randle  the  third,  furnamed  Blundevil,  earl  of  Chefter. 

He  carried  the  fword  called  Curtana,  before  king  Henry  III.  at  the 
marriage  of  queen  Eleanor,  anno  1236,  20th  Henry  III.  at  which 
time  all  the  great  men  of  the  kingdom  ufed  thofe  offices  and  places 
which  had  of  ancient  right  belonged  to  their  anceftors  at  the  corona- 
tion of  the  kings. 

This  is  the  firft  time,  faith  Selden,  in  his  Titles  of  Honour,  p.  641 
(fpeaking  of  the  title  of  Earl  Palatine  in  England),  that  in  exprefs 
words  he  found  the  earl  of  Chefter  called  earl-palatine  ;  nor  hath  he 
obferved  the  word  palatine  to  be  applied  fo  with  us  before  Henry  II. 's 
time,  or  thereabouts. 

This  John  le  Scot  dying  without  iffue,  1237,  the  21ft  Henry  III. 
the  king  took  the  earldom  of  Chefter  into  his  own  hands,  and  laid  it 
to  the  domaine  of  his  crown,  and  gave  unto  the  fifters  of  John  other 
lands,  unwilling  that  fo  great  an  inheritance  fhould  be  (as  the  king 
himfelf  obferved),  divided  among  diftaffs.  Camden's  Britannia,  printed 
1607,  page  464- 

His 
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His  wife  was  Helen,  daughter  of  Llewellin  prince  of  North  Wales, 
by  whom  he  was  fufpected  to  have  been  poifoned.  His  fillers  were, 
Margaret,  the  eldeft,  who  was  fecond  wife  to  Alan  de  Galloway,  con- 
ftable  of  Scotland,  by  whom  fhe  had  Deverguil,  mother  of  John 
Baliol,  king  of  Scotlaud;  Ifabel,  the  fecond  fitter,  married  Robert  dc 
Bruis,  or  Bruce  ;  Maud,  the  third,  died  without  iffue ;  and  Alda,  or 
Ada,  the  4th,  was  wife  of  Henry  Haftings. 

After  this,  Camden  faith,  the  earldom  of  Chefter  was  given  by 
Henry  III  to  prince  Edward,  who  being  taken  prifoner  by  the  barons, 
furrendered  it  up  to  Simon  de  Montfort,  earl  of  Leicefter,  that  he, 
the  prince,  might  be  redeemed.  But  Simon  foon  after  being  flain 
at  the  battle  of  Evefham,  the  4th  of  Auguft,  1265,  the  49th  of 
Henry  III.  the  earldom  reverted  back  to  the  crown,  and  was  annexed 
thereto  for  ever.

Whosoever  fhall  perufe  the  following  pages,  fhall  find  divers 
perfons  fummoned  to  parliament  amongft  the  peers  of  the  realm  at 
one  time,  and  yet  not  at  another.  Others  who,  after  their  firft  writ 
of  fummons,  regularly  had  the  fame  to  every  parliament  during  life, 
and  neverthelefs  their  iflue  or  pofterity  never  had  the  like.  Some, 
whofe  fucceflbrs,  for  a  defcent  or  two,  continued  to  be  fummoned  to 
parliament,  but  not  regularly,  and  their  iflue  or  heirs  were  totally 
omitted;  and  a  few  who  were  only  fummoned  to  one  parliament, 
and  never  after  to  any  other,  although  they  continued  to  be  eminent 
perfons  in  the  ftate,  and  whofe  a&ions  reflected  glory  on  their  country, 
and  honour  upon  themfelves. 

Under  this  ftatement,  it  may  not  then  be  uninterefting  to  introduce 
to  the  reader  a  few  obfervations  upon  this  material  head  ;  and  efpecially 
fo,  when  thofe  obfervations  fhall  concern  fuch  an  important  doclrine 
as  has  been  laid  down,  viz.  "  That  a  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament 
conftitutes  a  fee  Ample  inheritance  in  the  honour,  thereby  made  de- 
fcendible  to  heirs  general." 

Dignities  created  by  writ  without  the  word  heirs,  are  a  fpecial  kind 
of  inheritance,   whereby  the  honour  may  be  underftood  to  defcend 

upon 
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upon  fuch  heirs  as  are  capable  to  perform  the  confideration  moving 
the  writ  ;  which  confideration  was,  to  give  advice  and  counfel  in  par- 
liament, which  no  woman  could  do,,  but  muft  be  done  by  males.  It 
is  an  inheritance  by  virtue  of  thefe  words  :  "  Vobis  mandamus  fub 
fide  et  homagio  quibus  nobis  tenemeni."  No  man  could  do  homage 
but  he  that  had  an  eftate  of  inheritance,  either  in  his  own  right,  or  in 
the  right  of  his  wife  ;.  ergo,  it  is  an  inheritance.  Litt.  Se<5l.  go.  So 
here,  if  counfel  cannot  be  had,  the  honour  cannot  be  enjoyed  ;  and  it 
is  clear,  that  every  baron  of  parliament  is  bounden  to  give  counfel, 

One  fitting  in  parliament,  it  is  faid,  fatisfieth  not  the  confideration 
of  the  honour ;  but  fome  certain  defcents,  and  fitting  by  that  means, 
obtain  a  cuftom,  and  become  a  right. 

Yet  if  a  call  by  writ  doth  imply  a  ftate  in  fee,  upon  which  ground 
the  right  of  their  general  dependeth,  how  many  families  are  there 
extant  at  this  day,  that  might  juftly  make  their  claim,  and  challenge 
the  right ;  nor  were  it  in  the  power  of  the  king  to  reftrain  them  ?  But 
what  magic  fhall  render  a  fucceffion  of  fittings  in  parliament  better 
than  one,  may  be  difficult  to  define  :  for  Coke  fur  Littleton,  Fol.  17, 
fays,  the  livery  of  a  writ  of  fummons  makes  not  one  a  baron,  unlefs  he- 
Jit  in  parliament ;  from  which  it  may  be  inferred,  that  the  poffeffion  of 
fuch  dignities  created  by  writ,  is  the  fitting  in  parliament.  The  pof- 
feffion of  a  parfon  in  his  benefice,  is  his  induction.  Of  a  dean  or 
prebend,  his  inftallation  ;  whereby  he  has,  "  Stallum  in  choro,  et  vo- 
cem  in  capitulo."  Of  a  bifhop,  his  inthronization.  Which  all  have 
fome  refemblance  to  this  cafe. 

Wherefore  the  writ  having  been  once  fulfilled  (if  the  fulfilment 
thereof  at  any  time  conftitutes  an  honour  in  fee),  there  can  be  no 
difference  between  one  fitting  and  twenty.  For,  in  the  inftance  of 
William  Vavafour,  fummoned  to  parliament  from  the  27th  Edward  I. 
to  the  6th  of  Edward  II.;  Gilbert  de  Peche  the  28th,  30th,  33d,  33d, 
34th,  35th,  Edward  I.  and  again,  in  the  15th  Edward  II.  inclufive ; 
and  Geffcry  Camville,  from  the  23d  to  the  35th  Edward  I.  whofe 
fon,  William,  had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament  the  2d  and  4th  Ed- 
ward . 
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ward  II.;  yet  the  pofterity  of  thefe  barons  no  more  enjoyed  the  ho- 
nours of  their  anceftors,  than  thofe  of  Reginald  de  Argentine  and 
Thomas  de  Wahull,  who  were  only  fummoned  once,  viz.  the  25th 
Edward  I. 
Vid.  Maltra-  But  it  neverthelefs  appears,  that  John  de  Maltravers,  who  had  fum- 
vers'  mons  to  parliament,  temp.  Edward  III.  on  his  death  left  his  grand 

daughters  his  heirs  (viz.  daughters  and  heirs  of  John  his  fon,  who 
died  before  him),  of  whom,  Alianore  married  Sir  John  Fitz-Alan, 
brother  to  Richard  earl  of  Arundel,  who,  in  her  right,  had  fummons 
to  parliament  as  lord  Maltravers.  One  circumffance,  however,  well 
to  be  confidered,  refpe&ing  the  omiffions  or  difcontinuances  of  writs 
of  fummons  to  the  fucceeding  heirs  in  thofe  days,  was  the  very  great 
expenfe  and  inconvenience  refulting  from  the  attendances  in  parlia- 
ments, there  being  then  no  fixed  and  conftant  place  for  holding  them 
(as  now).  Befides,  as  the  writs  of  fummons  were  "  fide  et  homageo," 
where  no  barony  was  holden,  the  party  was  as  glad  to  have  a  cau'fe 
for  avoiding  a  compliance  with  the  writ,  as  the  king  was  pleafed  to 
have  an  opportunity  of  omitting  a  troublefome,  petulant,  and  unruly 
baron. 

But  it  feems  now  concluded  by  the  common  law,  that  a  call  by 
writ  doth  eftablifh  and  fettle  a  ftate  in  fee,  and  ennobleth  the  blood 
accordingly ;  and  by  that  means  brings  it  within  the  compafs  of  the 
common  law,  and  fo  abfolutely  breaks  in  upon  a  certain  part  of  the 
royal  prerogative,  in  the  conferring  of  titles:  for  if  a  right  be  veiled  in 
the  heir  general,  then  is  grace  needlefs.  If  it  be  a  ftate  of  inheritance 
in  fee,  it  is  not  in  the  king  to  alter:  for  it  is  a  fundamental  law  of  the 
kingdom,  and  cannot  be  changed.  Wherefore  no  length  of  time  in  a 
Vid.  Wahull.  difcontinuance  can  operate  as  a  conclufion  of  the  honour:  as  is  evident 
from  the  report  of  the  Lords  upon  the  Wahull  Cafe ;  in  the  Say  and 
Sele  Cafe,  temp.  James  I.;  in  the  barony  of  Berners,  temp.  George  I.; 
and  in  the  barony  of  Botetourt,  4th  George  III. 

Yet  after  all  above  faid,  it  remains  to  remark,  that  it  doth  certainly 
manjfeftly  appear  by  precedent,  that  anciently  where  baronies  have 

fallen 
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fallen  amongft  coheirs,  fometimes  the  iflue  of  the  eldeft  hath  had  the 
honour,  according  to  Collins,  in  his  Parliamentary  Precedents,  viz. 
Norton  baron  of  Alfreton. 
Sandwich  baron  of  Folkftone. 
And  fometimes  the  king  hath  conferred  it  upon  the  iflue  of  the 
youngeft;  as, 

The  lord  Cromwell,  temp.  Henry  VI. 
The  barony  of  Multon. 
And  fometimes  upon  neither  ;  as, 
Charlton  lord  Powis. 
The  lord  Tregos. 
The  lord  Mauley. 
The  lord  Morwick. 
The  lord  Mufchamp. 
The  lord  Clavering. 
And  fometimes  upon  a  ftranger; 

Nevil  lord  Latimer,  ioth  Henry  VI. 
And  it  is  further  obfervable,  that  if  the  heir  male  hath  ilood  in 
competition  with  the  heir  female,  efpecially  where  the  heir  male  hath 
had  the  caput  baronize,  the  heir  male  hath  prevailed  againft  the  heir 
female ;  as  in 

Arundel. 

Berkeley  baron  of  Berkeley. 
Dacre  of  Gillefland. 
Nevil  lord  Abergavenny. 
But  in  the  latter  cafe,  as  a  compenfation  to  the  heir  female,  the 
king  feparated  the  two  baronies  of  Abergavenny  and  Le  Defpenfer 
(then  merged  in  each  other),  and  conferred  that  of  Defpenfer  on  the 
faid  heir  female,   with  precedency  of  Abergavenny  ;   and  in  Dacre  alfo 
made  a  fimilar  diftindlion,  conferring  the  title  of  Dacre  on  the  heir 
female,  and  that  of  Dacre  of  Gillefland  on  the  heir  male. 

Thefe  two  laft  cafes,  although  they  are  precedents  in  favour  of  the 

crown,  are  not  exact  precedents  at  the  prefent  day  to  be  adduced  in 

G  g  favour 
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favour  of  the  claimant  collateral  in  the  male  line,  againft  the  claimant 
direct  and  immediate  in  the  female  line.  Infomuch,  as  in  thofe  days 
the  lands  constituting  the  barony  generally  pafled  with  the  title,  by 
virtue  whereof  the  hufband  of  the  faid  female  heir  (after  iflue  born), 
by  the  courtefy  of  England,  had  a  right  for  life,  to  the  poffeffions  and 
inheritance  of  his  wife  ;  whence  then  the  practice  or  cuftom  of  a  fum- 
mons  to  parliament,  "  jure  uxoris."  But  now  the  honour  being  an 
inheritance  of  blood  only  (or  rather  moft  frequently  fo,  without  the 
ancient  demefne  lands),  no  courtefy  appertains  to  the  hufband  ;  for  he 
cannot  have  poffeffion  of  that  of  which  no  pofleffion  can  be  given. 
Therefore  there  is  no  courtefy  of  an  honour. 

The  cafe  of  Mr.  Wimbufh,  in  refpect  to  his  claim  to  ufe  the  title 
of  Tailboys,  was  determined  by  king  Henry  VIII.  on  folemn  argument, 
at  which  he  himfelf  was  prefent ;  viz. 

"  That  forafmuch  as  it  appeared  from  every  argument  contained  in 
"  the  fpeeches  of  the  two  chief  juftices,  dodor  Gardiner  bifhop  of 
"  Winchefter,  and  garter  principal  king  at  arms,  that  there  was  no 
"  force  of  reafon,  nor  law,  to  give  the  name  to  him  that  had  no  iflue 
"  by  his  wife  ;  the  king  for  refolution  faid,  that  neither  Mr.  Wim- 
"  bufh,  nor  any  other,  from  henceforth  fhould  ufe  the  ftyle  of  his 
"  wife's  dignity,  but  fuch  as  by  the  courtefie  of  England  hath  alfo  right 
"  to  her  poffeffions  for  term  of  his  life.  To  which  opinion  the 
''  perfons  before-named  applauded,  and  fo  the  king's  fentence  flood." 

From  all  that  has  been  faid,  therefore,  it  appears  evident  that 
barons  may  be  confidered  under  three  kinds  ;  namely,  thofe  who  had 
that  honour  by  tenure  and  writ  jointly  ;  by  writ  of  fummons  to  par- 
liament only  ;  and  by  letters  patent  of  creation. 

Of  the  nrft  clafs  efpecially,  feem  thofe  who  are  the  fubjed  of  the 
following  pages  ;  infomuch  as  their  discontinuance  in  many  inftances 
may  be  prefumed  to  have  arifen  from  their  ceafing  to  hold  any 
honour,  caftle,  or  manor  of  the  king  in  capite  ;  either  through  alie- 
nation, or  forfeiture  ;  and  in  cafes  of  female  iflue,  where  a  divifion  or 
partition  of  the  inheritance  took  place,  and  the  barony  thereby  became 
rent  afunder,  and  extinguifhed.

John  ap  Adam   having  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of

had  livery  of  her  lands  the  19th  Edward  I.  and  the  24th  of  Edward  I. 
on  the  death  of  Oliva,  mother  of  the  faid  Elizabeth,  had  livery  alfo  of 
her  lands  in  the  couuty  of  Somerfet. 

The  34th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  ;  and  having 
had  fummons  to  parliament  from  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  to  the  3d  of 
Edward  II.  inclufive,  died  foon  after,  leaving  Thomas,  his  fon  and 
heir,  then  in  minority.

Glouc.  to  Thomas  de 
Berkeley,  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  to  the  heirs  of  the  faid  Thomas ; 
after  when,  no  account  is  made  of  him  or  his  pofterity.

In  35th  of  Edward  I.  Thomas  le  Archdekne  was  of  ShepeftaH7 
in  com.  Cornub.  and  the  6th  of  Edward  II.  was  governor  of  Tintaget 
caftle  in  the  fame  county.  And  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament 
from  the  14th  to  the  18th  of  Edward  II.  inclufive,  left  ifliie  by  Eli- 
zabeth his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  de  la  Roche,'  John, 
his  fon  and  heir. 

Which  John  was  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Scotland,  temp.  Ed- 
ward III.  and  the  16th  of  Edward  III.  had  fummons  to  parliament, 
but  never  after ;  and  having  married  Cecily,  daughter  and  heir  to  Sir 
Jordan  Fitz-Stephen,  of  Haccombe,  knight,  left  iffue  Warine,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who  married  Elizabeth,  one  of  the  filters  and  heirs  of  John 

Vid.Talbotof  Talbot  of  Richard's  Caftle,  and  by  her  left  three  daughters,  his  heirs  ; 

Caftle!  S         viz,  Alianor,  wife  of  Walter  de  Lucie  ;   Philippa,   of  Hugh  Courtney  ; 
and  Margaret,  of  Thomas  Arundel. 

Morant's  Which  Walter  de  Lucie  was  father  of  William,  who  died  iffuelefs, 

p.  34i.       '  and  alfo  of  two  daughters;   viz.  Alianor,  wife  of  Thomas  Hopton, 
efquire  ;    and  Maud,  of  Thomas  Vaux. 

The  iffue  of  Hugh  Courtney  were,  Edward,  his  fon,  and  two  daugh- 
ters, Joan  and  Alianor  (or  Elizabeth.)

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ARGENTINE. 

Arms — Gules    three    covered    Cups    Argent. 

Reginald  de  Argenteon  was  fheriff  of  the  counties  of  Cam- 
bridge and  Huntingdon,  the  5th  of  Richard  I.  and  fo  continued  to 
the  8th  ;  and  in  the  9th  of  Richard  I.  underwent  the  like  office  for 
the  counties  of  Hertford  and  Effex  for  half  of  that  year ;  to  whom 
fucceeded 

Richard  de  Argentine,  who,  the  8th  Henry  III.  was  confti- 
tuted  governor  of  Hertford  caftle  ;  and  the  14th  of  Henry  III.  being 
a  valiant  and  noble  knight,  went  on  a  pilgrimage  to  the  Holy  Land. 
He  died  anno  1246  (30th  Henry  III.)  leaving 

Giles,  his  fon  and  heir,  a  knight  alfo  of  great  valour  ;  who,  the 
the  47th  of  Henry  III.  was  made  governor  of  Windfor  caftle;  but 
who  neverthelefs  was  afterwards  one  of  the  rebel  barons  at  the  battle 
of  Lewes,  where  the  king  was  defeated  by  them,  and  taken  prifoner  ; 
and  was  in  fuch  efteem  with  them,  that  he  was  conftituted  one  of 
the  nine  counfellors  by  whom  the  realm  fhould  be  governed. 

But  after  the  battle  of  Evefham,  his  lands  were  extended,  as  were 
thofe  of  Reginald  his  fon,  then  with  him  in  the  fame  infurrection  ; 
which  Reginald  died  the  nth  of  Edward  I.  feifed  of  the  manor  of 
Great  Wylemondele,  in  Cambridge/hire,  holden  by  grand  ferjeantie ; 
viz.  to  ferve  the  king  upon  the  day  of  his  coronation  with  a  filver 
cup  ;a  leaving  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority,  of  the  name  of  Re- 
ginald. 

a  At  the  coronation  of  James  II.  this  claim  was  made  and  allowed  on  behalf  of  Giles  lord 
Alington,  then  a  minor  (as  poffefled  of  the  manor  of  Great  Wymondley,  co.  Herts),  and  per- 
formed by  Hildebrand  Alington,  efquire,  his  uncle. 

In  Salmon's  Herts,  p.  1 87,  it  is  faid  the  manor  of  Wimley,  or  Wymondley,  fell  to  the  Ar- 
gentines, by  marriage  with  the  heirefs  of  Fitz-Tees,  who  derive  themfelves  from  David  D'Ar- 
genton,  a  Norman,  who  came  over  with  the  Conqueror. 

Which 
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Which  Reginald,  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment, but  not  after  ;   and  died  the  ift  of  Edward  II.  leaving 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  livery  of  his  lands,  but  no  fum- 
mons to  parliament.  He  was  twice  married :  and  by  Joan,  his  firft 
wife,  had  three  daughters  ;  viz.  Joane,  Elizabeth,  and  Dionyfe  ;  who 
were  heirs  to  their  mother.  And,  by  Anne,  his  fecond  wife,  he  had  ' 
one  fon,  called  John,  fix  months  old  at  his  father's  death,  the  12th  of 
Edward  II. 

Of  this  family  was  alfo  Reginald  de  Argentine,  a  Knight 
Templar  ;  who,  the  21ft  of  Henry  III,  being  ftandard- bearer  of  the 
Chriftian  army  in  the  battle  of  Antioch,  againft  the  Turks,  in  the 
Holy  Land,  carried  it  until  his  hands  and  legs  being  broken,  he  was 
there  flain. 

So  likewife  was  Sir  Giles  Argentine;  who,  it  isfaid,  perceiving 
the  king  (Edward  II.)  in  danger  at  the  great  and  difaftrous  battle  of 
Bannockfburne,  againfl  the  Scots,  advifed  him  to  retire,  faying,  "  that 
he  was  not  himself  wont  to  fly  j"  and  therefore  returned  to  the  engage- 
ment, and  was  (lain,  with  numerous  other  Englifh  worthies. 

Having  thus  far  given  the  whole  of  Dugdale's  account  of  this 
family,  it  may  not  be  uninterefting  to  accompany  it  with  the  particu- 
lars which  are  related  thereof  in  a  MS.  quoted  in  the  Britiih  Topo=

David  de  Argentine,  in  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror, 
married  the  daughter  of  Fitz-Tek;  by  whom  he  had  Richard  de  Ar-> 
gentine,  knight,  who  died  in  the  Holy  Land. 

He  left  a  fon,  Giles,  living  temp.  Henry  III.  whofe  fon,  Reginald, 
married  Lora,  daughter  of  Robert  de  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford ;  and  had 
iflue  John  de  Argentine,  in  the  time  of  Edward  II.  who  married  two 
wives ;  viz.  firft,  - — — ■ — -—  {  fecond,  Alice,  or  Agnes,  By  the  firft 
he  had  two  daughters;  Joan,  wife  of  John  le  Botiller,  and  Elizabeth, 
of  William  Je  Botiller.     By  the  fecond  be  had  an  only  fon, 

Sir  John  de  Argentine,  knight,  4th  Edward  III,  which  Sir  John 

married  Margaret — ,  and  had  three  daughters ;  viz.  Maud,  wife 

of 
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of  Eudo,  or  Ivo  Fitz-Warren;  Joane,  of  Sir  Barth.  Naunton;  and 
Elizabeth,  of  Sir  Baldwin  St.  George. 

His  fon  and  heir,  William,  by  Ifabel  his  wife,  had  iflue  John; 
whofe  fon 

John,  was  the  laft  male  iflue  of  the  family  ;  leaving  an  only  daugh- 
ter and    heir,    Elizabeth,  who    married  William  Allington,   efquire,   Vid.  AUing- 
anceftor  of  the  lord  Allington ;     and  with  her  carried  the  manor  of 
Wymondeley  into  that  family.

Alexander  de  Bailol,  or  Baliol,1"  brother  to  John  Baliol, 
king  of  Scotland,  having  married  Ifabel,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Ri- 
chard de  Chilham  (and  widow  of  David  de  Strabolgi,  earl  of  Athol), 
by  the  courtefy  of  England,  in  her  right  held,  during  life,  the  cattle 
and  manor  of  Chilham,  in  Kent;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament 
from  the  58th  to  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  inclufive. 


BASSET. 

At  the  time  of  the  Conqueror's  furvey,  Thurstan  (or  Thurstine, 
as  he  is  more  commonly  written),  a  Norman,  held  five  hides  of  land 
in  Draiton,  in  com.  Stafford.  Which  Thurftine,  it  is  faid,  came  into 
England  with  the  Conqueror ;  and  was  the  paternal  anceftor  of  the 
feveral  families  of  the  name  of  Baffet  in  this  kingdom. 

Of  Ralph  Basset  (the  reputed  fon  of  this  Thurftine),  it  is  faid  by 

0  His  father,  Sir  John  Balio),  of  Bernard  Caftle,  in  com.  Ebor,  anno  1268,  began  the  foun- 
dation of  the  college  in  Oxford  called  after  his  name,  but  did  not  live  to  perfect  his  intention ; 
which,  however,  Devorguilla,  his  widow,  not  only  completed,  but  improved  his  deiign. 

Ordericus 
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Ordericus  Vitalis,  that  king  Henry  I.  (at  the  very  beginning  of  his 
reign),  "  De  ignobili  ftirpe  illuftravit  ac  de  pulvere  (ut  ita  dicam), 
extulit;  dataque  multiplici  falcultate  fuper  confules  et  illuftres  oppida- 
nos  exaltavit." 

He  had  the  high  office  of  juftice  of  England  under  Henry  I.  with 
a  power  fo  great,  that  he  fat  in  what  court  he  pleafed,  and  wherever 
elfe  he  thought  fit,  for  the  adminiftration  of  juftice.  And  to  his  wif- 
dom,  it  is  affertcd,  we  owe  the  firft  defign  and  inftitution  of  the  law 
of  frank  pledge,  befides  other  excellent  laws.  From  this  it  feems  evi- 
dent, that  he  fhared  largely  in  his  fovereign's  favour,  and  that  he  had 
great  abilities  ;  which,  with  fo  wife  a  prince/  were  the  likelieft  means 
to  procure  it. 

Yet  it  may  probably  admit  of  fome  doubt,  whether  Ordericus  be 
not  a  little  miftaken,  when  he  reprefents  him  of  an  ignoble  race  :  the 
more  efpecially  fo,  when  it  is  related  of  Richard  his  fon,  that  abound- 
ing in  wealth,  he  built  a  ftrong  caftle  upon  his  inheritance  in  Nor- 
mandy ;  which  makes  it  the  more  likely,  that  Ralph,  his  father,  was 
defcended  from  fome  ancient  houfe  in  that  country ;  for  if  he  were 
raifed  from  a  low  eftate  to  the  high  rank  he  enjoyed,  it  does  not  ap- 
pear very  feafible  that  he  fhould  have  any  inheritance  worth  erecting  a 
caftle  upon. 

c  This  prince's  education  was  the  reverfe  of  that  of  his  brother  William  Rufus  ;  for,  as  the 
laft  had  no  learning  at  all,  Henry  was  brougnt  up  to  letters,  and  made  great  progrefs  in  his 
ftudies.  Hence  he  acquired  the  furname  of  Beau-Clerc,  that  is,  The  Scholar;  for  in  thole  days 
none  but  ecclefiatlics  troubled  themfelves  about  books,  and  princes  leaft  of  all  others.  He  re- 
tained all  his  life  long  a  relilh  for  the  fciences  imbibed  in  his  youth  ;  and  is  faid  to  have  built  a 
palace  at  Oxford,  where  he  often  retired  to  divert  himfelf  with  the  converfation  of  the  learned. 
*  Baker's  He  *  firft  infiituted  the  form  of  the  high  court  of  parliament ;    for  before  his  time,  only  cer- 

Lnronicle.  tain  of  the  nobility,  and  prelates  of  the  realm,  were  called  to  confult  about  the  moll  important 
affairs  of  the  Mate  :  but  he  cauferi  the  commons  alfo  to  be  atfembled,  by  knights  and  burgeffes 
of  their  own  appointment,  and  made  the  court  to  confift  of  three  parts;  the  nobility,  the  clergy, 
and  the  common  people,  reprefenting  the  whole  body  of  the  realm;  and  appointed  ihem  to  fit 
in  feveral  chambers :  the  king,  the  bifliops  and  lords  of  the  realm  in  one  chamber,  and  the  com- 
mons in  another,  to  confer  together  by  themfelves.  The  firft  council  of  this  fort  was  held  at 
Salifbury  on  the  19th  day  of  April,  in  the  lrjth  year  of  his  reign.  And  this  Henry  is  recorded 
to  have  been  the  firft  king  who  made  a  fpeech  in  parliament. 

This 
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This  Ralph,  as  before  (hewn  (in  the  former  part  ofihis  work),  had 
iflue  divers  fons;  of  which  the  eldeft, 

Tiiuustine,  fucceeded  him  in  Colfton. 

Thomas,  the  fecond  fon,  was  anceftor  of- the  Heddington  line; 
from  whom,  by  Alan,  a  younger  fon,  fprang  that  of  Wycombe,  in 
Buckinghamfhire. 

Richard,  the  third  fon  (by  Dugdale  made  the  firft,  and  by  other 

authorities,  the  fecond  fon*),   was  founder  of  the  branch  of  Weldon.     *  Topogrt 
'  pner. 

Nicholas,  the  fourth  fon,  was  overthrown  fighting  with  king 
Stephen  againft  Maud  the  emprefs;  and  his  fon  forfeited  all  their  eftate 
to  king  Henry  II. 

And  Gilbert,  the  youngeft  fon,  having  Little  Rifiington,  in  Glou- 
cefterfhire.f  by  gift  of  his  father,  was  anceftor  to  the  Ballets,  fome    -j-Atkyn*' 
time  feated  there :  but  to  proceed.  ?6*§Tr 


BASSET  OF  WELDON. 

Akms— O.  three  Piles  G.  within  a  Border  S.  Bezantec. 

Richard  Basset,  third  fon  of  Ralph,  the  chief  juftice  (by  Dug- 
dale made  the  firft ;  which,  if  he  had  been,  would  moft  probably  have 
fucceeded  his  father  in  Colfton,)  had  alfo  that  great  office  of  juftice 
of  England.  He  married  Maud,  daughter  and  heir  of  GcfFery  Rideil, 
lord  of  Witheringe,  by  Geva  his  wife  (adnatural  daughter  of  Hugh 
Lupus,  earl  of  Cbefter),  but  by  fome  called  daughter  and  heir  of  Ro- 
bert Buffey,  lord  of  Weldon,  and  by  her  was  father  of  Geffery,  who 
was  furnamed  Ridel,  after  his  mother;  of  Ralph,  to  whom  he  gave 
Drayton  ;  and  of  William,  who  obtained  Sapcoate. 

d  Though  the  hiftorians  of  that  age  do  not  mention  any  other  children  of  Hugh  Lupus  ex- 
cept Richard  his  fon  ;  moil  certain  it  is,  he  had  a  daughter,  Geva,  with  whom  he  gave,  in  frank 
marriage  to  Geffery  Ridel,  the  manor  of  Drayton,  in  com.  Staff,  which  could  not  have  been  fo 
be  flawed  on  a  baftard,  as  our  learned  lawyers  have  affirmed.     (Wood's  Athen.  2.  p.  622,  836.)

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To  this  Geffery  (furnamed  Ridel,)  fucceeded  Richard,6  his  fori 
by  his  firft  wife,  who  reaffuming  the  name  of  Baffet,  feated  himfelf  at 
Weldon,  in  the  county  of  Northampton,  and  from  him  the  fubfequent 
Baffets  of  Weldon  were  defcended  ;  but  the  children  by  his  f  fecond 
wife  retained  the  name  of  Ridel,  and  continued  it  to  their  pofterity, 
of  whom  very  little  notice  is  taken. 

To  this  Richard  fucceeded  Ralph,  who,  the  2d  of  Henry  III.  upon 
the  firft  fcutage  of  that  king,  paid  thirty  marks  for  fifteen  knights  fees- 
he  then  held. 

This  Ralph  had  iffue  another  Ralph,  who,  the  43d  of  Henry  III. 
doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands  ;  and  the  fame  year  ac- 
counted for  fifteen  knights  fees,  on  levying  the  fcutage  for  Wales.  To 
him  fucceeded  Richard,  who  died  the  4th  of  Edward  I.  leaving  iffue 
Ralph,  who  deceafed  the  23d  Edward  I.  and  had  Richard,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who  was  flain  at  the  unfortunate  battle  of  Strivelyn,  againft 
the  Scots,  temp.  Edward  II.  leaving  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  who 
was  then  in  minority  ;  but  the  15th  of  Edward  II.  making  proof  of 
his  age,  had  livery  of  his  lands,  and  died  the  15th  of  Edward  III. 
leaving  iffue  by  Joan  his  wife,  daughter  of  John  de  la  Pole,  citizen  of 
London,  a  fon,  Ralph,  and  two  daughters  ;  of  whom,  Eleanor  mar- 
ried Sir  John  Knyvett,  lord  Chancellor  of  England  ;  and  Joan  Sir 
Thomas  Aylefbury,  knight. 

Which  Ralph,  the  42d  of  Edward  III.  was  fhom  a  monk.    Where-

'Geffery,  by  his  firft  wife,*  had  two  fons;  of  whom,  Gfeffery,  the  eldeft,  obtained  the  prin- 
cipality of  Blaye,  in  France,  and  is  faid  to  have  been  the  celebrated  Troubadour,  whofe  poetry 
and  adventures  are  of  the  moft  Angular  nature  which  the  ages  of  chivalry  ever  produced.  An 
account  of  them  may  be  feen  in  the  Hiftory  of  the  Troubadours,  written  by  Motif,  de  St.  Palaye, 
and  tranilated  by  Mrs.  Dobfon. 

He  died,  of  love,  at  Tripoli,  in  Paleftine  |  where  he  was  magnificently  interred  in  a  tomT)  of 
porphyry,  by  order  of  the  countefs  of  Tripoli,  the  objeft  of  his  affecltions.  On  his  deceafe, 
Richard,  his  brother,  fucceeded  to  moft  of  his  Englilh  eftates,  and  reaflumed  the  furname  of 
Baffet. 

f  By  his  fecond  wife,  the  faid  firft-named  Geffery  had  a  fon,  Hugh,  from  whom  (for  he  con- 
tinued the  name  of  Ridel,  or  Riddell),  is  faid  to  be  lineally  defcended  SirThomas  Milles  Riddel), 
whofe  father,  James  Riddell,  was  created  a  baronet  in  1778.

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upon  Ralph,  his  fon,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  all  his  lands; 
and  the  8th  of  Richard  II.  died,  leaving  by  Alianore  his  wife,  Ri- 
chard, his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  ioth  of  Henry  IV.  died,  S.  P.  when 
Sir  John  lAylefbury,  knight,  and  John  Knyvett,  fons  of  the  aforefaid 
Eleanor  and  Joan,  the  fifters  of  Ralph,  father  of  Ralph,  the  father  of 
the  faid  Richard,  were  his  coufins  and  heirs. h 

Of  this  family,  Dugdale  allows  none  to  have  had  fummons  to  par- 
liament excepting  Richard,  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  and  Ralph,  the  lft 
of  Edward  III.

William,  third  fon  of  Richard,  and  younger  brother  to  Ralph 
Baflet,  of  Drayton,  the  21ft  of  Henry  II.  was  one  of  the  juftices 
itinerant  for  Yorkfhire.  To  which  William  fucceeded  Simon,  who, 
the  6th  of  Richard  I.  married  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  to 
William  Avenel,  of  Haddon,  in  Derbyfhire;  and  was  fucceeded 
by 

Ralph,  his  fon,  who  was  one  of  thofe  barons  fummoned  to  the 
parliament  holden  by  them  in  the  king's  name,  the  49th  of  Henry  III. 
and  after  that  took  part  with  them  in  the  battle  of  Evefham,  where 
they  were  utterly  overthrown. 

s  In  Gibfon's  Camden,  it  is  mentioned,  that  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  certain  knights,  fur- 
named  de  Ailefbury,  who  bore  for  arms,,  "  a  Crofs  Arg.  in  a  field  Azure,"  were  reported  to 
have  been  lords  of  the  manor  of  Ailefbury,  in  com.  Bucks.  Yet  fo  much  is  certain,  they  were 
eminent  perfons,  and  came  to  a  plentiful  eftate,  which  fell  afterwards,  by  marriage,  to  the  Cha- 
worths  and  the  Stalfords,  i.  e.  of  Grafton  and  of  Blatherwic. 

hThe  iffue  of  Sir  John  Aylefbury  was  Sir  Thomas,  who  had  two  daughters  and  coheirs;  viz. 
Ifabel,  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Chaworth  (whence  defcended  Sir  George  Chaworth,  of  Wiverton, 
in  com.  Nott.  knight),  and  Eleanor,  who  married  Humphrey  Stafford  of  Grafton.

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This  Ralph,  it  mould  feem,  was  twice  married,1  if  Dugdale  be  cor- 
rect; who  fays,  the  15th  of  Henry  III.  he  married  Milicent,  one  of 
the  daughters  and  coheirs  to  Robert  de  Chaucombe ;  and  afterwards 
Vid.Colvill.  ftates,  that  by  Elizabeth,  fifter  of  Edmund  de  Colvill,  he  left  iffue 
Simon  Baflet,  who,  amongft  other  great  men,  had  fummons,  the  23d 
Edward  I.  to  attend  the  king  to  advife  touching  the  weighty  affairs 
of  the  realm. 

Which  Simon  was  father  of  another 

Ralph  (the  laft  of  this  family),  who  repeatedly  ferved  in  the  wars 
of  Scotland  and  France,  with  much  honour,  and  was  greatly  efteemed 
for  his  military  abilities.  The  43d  of  Edward  III.  it  was  found  by 
Yid  Colvill.  inquifitton, tnat  Robert,  fon  of  Walter  Colvill,  died  S.  P.  feifed  of  the 
caftle  and  manor  of  Beningfield,  in  com.  Northamp.  and  that  the  in- 
heritance thereof  did  thereby  devolve  to  this  Ralph  Baffet,  of  Sapcoate, 
fon  of  Simon,  fon  of  Elizabeth,  fifter  to  Edmund,  great  grandfather  of 
the  faid  Robert,k  and  to  John  Gernoun,  fon  of  Alice,  the  other  fifter 
of  the  faid  Edmund. 

This  Ralph  deceafed  the  2d  of  Richard  II.  leaving  iffue  by  Sibyl, 
his  flrft  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Giles  Aftley,  a  daughter,  alfo  named 
Alice,  who  married  Sir  Robert  Moton,  knight ;  and  by  a  fecond  wife, 
hkewife  named  Alice,  and  daughter  of  John  Driby,  a  daughter,  Eli- 
zabeth, married  to  Richard  lord  Grey,  of  Codnor.  Dugdale,  however, 
does  not  notice  this  Sibyl,  wife  of  Ralph  Baffet,  but  writes,  that  he 
died  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Sapcoate  Stanton  and  Bredon,  in  com. 
Leiceft.  and  the  manor  of  Chedle,  in  Com  Staff,  leaving  Alice, 
wife  of  Sir  Lawrence  Dutton,  knight,1  and   Elizabeth,   the   wife  of 

Richard, 


'  But  according  to  other  authorities,  which  feem  move  correct  and  probable,  from  dates,  he 
married  Milicent  de  Chaucomb,  and  had  iffue  a  fon,  Ralph,  who  married  Elizabeth  Colvill.

Of  this  family  very  little  mention  is  made  ;  for  it  only  appears,  that 
the  30th  Edward  I.  Robert  Bavent  procured  the  king's  licence  for 
a  weekly  market  at  Marom,  in  com.  Line,  as  alfo  for  free  warren  in 
his  demefne  lands  at  Billefby  and  Miceby,  in  the  fame  county;  and 
was  fummoned  to  parliament  the  6th  and  7th  Edward  II.  ;  to  whom 
fucceeded 

Thomas  Bavent,  who,  the  4th  of  Edward  III.  obtained  a  licence 
for  a  weekly  market  at  Efton-Bavent,  in  com.  Suff.  whofe  fucceflbr 
was 

Peter,  who  dying  the  44th  Edward  III.  left  Elianor  and  Cecily, 
his  daughters  and  heirs ;  who  had  livery  of  their  lands,  their  homage 
being  refpited. 


daughter  of  this  Ralph  Bafifet,  by  his  rirft  wife  Sibyl,  married  Sir  Robert  Moton,  to  whofe  family 
thereby  was  acquired  the  Sapcoate  eftate,  and  that  of  Caflle  Bytham,  which  bad  devolved  on  the 
Baffets  as  coheirs  of  Colvill ;  both  of  which  faid  eftates,  through  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir 
of  Reginald  Moton,  who  married  Ralph  Pole,  of  Radborne,  thereby  came  to  the  Poles,  and  in 
that  family  continued,  until,  about  a  century  ago,  the  greater  part  thereof  was  fold  away. 

Elizabeth,  the  other  daughter  of  this  Ralph  Bafiet,  was  by  a  fecond  wire,  Alice,  daughter  of 
John  Driby ;  which  faid  Elizabeth  married  Richard  lord  Grey  of  Codnor,  of  which  line,  Henry 
the  laft  lord  Grey  of  Codnor,  left  a  natural  fon,  to  whom  he  gave  a  confiderable  eftatej  who 
left  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married  Richard,  third  fon  of  Sir  Richard  Sacheverel,  whereby, 
in  the  courfe  of  time  and  defcent,  the  faid  eftates  came  alfo  to  the  Pole  family,  now  flouriftVing; 
in  the  perfon  of  Sacheverel  Pole,  efquire,  of  Radborne,  in  the  co.  of  Derby. 

At 
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At  this  period  Dugdale  clofes  his  narration ;  and  although  in  his 
celebrated  Baronage,  he  only  gives  this  fhort  account  of  the  Bavent  fa- 
mily, and  mentions  but  one  of  the  name  to  have  had  fummons  to 
parliament,  the  6th  and  7th  Edward  II.  yet  in  his  Lifts  of  Summons 
to  parliament,  he  therein  mentions  Rogerus  Bavent,  from  the  6th  of 
Edward  II.  to  the  15th,  and  again,  in  the  6th,  7th,  and  8th  of  Ed- 
ward III. 

In  that  very  entertaining  and  interefting  work,  entitled  the  Topogra- 
pher, is  the  following  account  of  a  family  of  this  name  (whofe  arms 
where  a  chief  indented),  viz. 

"  Adam  de  Bavent  married  the  daughter  and  heir  of  William  de 
Weftoncfton,  or  Wifton,  and  had  iflue  another  Adam,  lord  of  the  ma- 
nor of  Clapkin,  and  of  various  others  in  the  county  of  Suflex,  the  3d 
of  Edward  I.  who  married  Alice,  only  daughter  and  heir  of  Peter  de 
Efcudamore;  and  had  iflue  Roger  de  Bavent,  zetat.  40,  ift  Edward  I. 
who,  by  Lettice  his  wife,  had  Roger  de  Bavent,  his  fon;  who,  by 
Hawife  his  wife,  had  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  living  the  2  2d  of  Ed- 
ward III.  who  died  S.  P.  and  Eleanor,  heir  to  her  brother,  who  mar- 
ried William  de  Brews,  and  had  iflue  Peter  de  Brews,  to  whom  Ed- 
ward III.  confirmed  the  manors  of  Wifton,  SufTex,  and  Wedenfhall  ; 
who  had  iflue  John  de  Brews,  whofe  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Poynings  de  St.  John,  and  died  S.  P.  5th  Henry  VI.  where- 
upon his  fifter  Beatrice,  the  wife  of  Hugh  Shirley,  of  Etingdon,  and 
Shirley  in  co.  Warw.  and  Derb.  became  his  heir. 


BEAUCHAMP. 

Arms— G.  a  Fefs  between  Six  Crofslets  O. 

John  de  Beauchamp,   captain  of  Calais,   admiral  of  the  fleet, 
ftandard-bearer  at  the  famous  battle  of  Crefly,  and  a  younger  fon  of 

Guy 
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Guy  de  Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick,*    was  fummoned  to  parliament   *  vid-  Beau- 

.  ,  '  champearlof 

among  the  barons  or   the  realm,  from  the  24th  to  the  34th  of  Ed-   Warwick. 
ward  III.  in  which  year  he  deceafed  without  iffue. 

He  was  one  of  the  firlt  founders  of  the  moft  noble  order  of  the 
Garter.  And  for  his  refidence  in  the  city  of  London,  built  a  fair 
houfe  in  the  parifh  of  St.  Andrew,  near  Baynard's  caftle;  which  by  the 
executors  being  fold  to  the  king,  was  afterwards  made  ufe  of  for  the 
king's  great  wardrobe. 


BEAUCAMP  OF  BLETSHOE.

In  the  20th  Edward  III.  Rogek,  grandfon  to  Walter  de  Beau- 
champ,  of  Alcefter,  was  in  the  wars  of  France,  and  the  year  next  fol- 
lowing, obtained  the  king's  confirmation  of  the  manor  of  Lydiard 
Tregos,  in  com.  Wilts,  unto  himfelf  and  Sibyl  his  wife,  and  their 
heirs  male,  which  had  been  granted  to  them  by  Peter  de  Grandifon 
(which  Sibyl  was  daughter  of  Sibyl,  wife  of  William  de  Grandifon, 
and  fhe  of  Mabel,  eldeft  of  the  four  fillers  and  coheirs  of  Otto  de 
Grandifon.) 

Moreover,  the  28th  Edward  III.  he  was  captain  of  Calais;  and  the 
34th  of  Edward  III.  in  right  of  the  before-mentioned  Sibyl,  his  wife 
(who  was  the  eldeft  of  the  four  filters  and  coheirs  of  Sir  William  de 
Patfhul,  knight,)"1  upon  partition  of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance,  he  Vid.  Pat(hul. 
had  the  manors  of  Bletfhoe  and  Cayflio,  with  the  advowfon  of  the 
church  of  Bletfhoe,  in  com.  Bedf.  and  all  the  knights  fees  belonging 

m  Such  is  Dugdale's  account  of  the  wife  of  Roger  de  Beauchamp  ;  but  in  Lyfons'  Bedford, 
(who  make  honourable  mention  of  the  afliftancegiven  them  by  F.  Townlhend,  efquire,  Windfor 
herald),  it  is  ftated,  that  Roger  de  Beauchamp,  chamberlain  to  Edward  III.  married  the  eldeft 
fitter  to  William  de  Patlhull,  and  on  partition  of  the  inheritance,  became  poflefled  of  the  manor 
of  Bletfoej  whofe  granddaughter,  Margaret,  on  failure  of  male  ilTue,  proved  his  fole  heir.

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to  thofe  lordfhips.  Whereupon,  making  Bletfhoe  his  chief  feat,  both 
himfelf  and  his  pofterity  were  thenceforth  denominated  of  that 
place. 

The  50th  of  Edward  III.  he  was  lord  chamberlain  of  the  houfehold; 
and  in  confideration  of  his  good  fervices,  had  100  marks  per  annum 
granted  him  for  life. 

This  Roger  de  Beauchamp  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the 
37th  Edward  III.  to  the  3d  of  Richard  II.  in  which  year  he  died, 
leaving  Margaret,  his  fecond  wife,  furviving,  and  Roger,  his  grandfon 
and  heir,  then  feventeen  years  of  age. 

Which  Roger,  the  7th  Richard  II.  making  proof  of  his  age,  and 
performing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands  ;  and  the  18th  of  Ri- 
chard II.  attended  the  king  into  Ireland.  But  of  him  nothing  more 
is  faid,  than  that  he  left  iflue 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  8th  of  Henry  IV.  had  livery  of 
his  lands,  and  died  the  14th  of  the  fame  reign,  leaving  John,  his  fon 
and  heir,  then  only  two  years  of  age,  and  a  daughter,  Margaret,  who 
became  heir  to  her  brother.  And  married,  firft,  Sir  Oliver  St.  John, 
knight,  from  whom  are  derived  the  St.  John's  of  Bletfhoe;11  fecondly, 
1  Welles.   John  Beaufort,  duke  of  Somerfet;"  and,  thirdly,  Leo  lord  Welles.* 

But  it  does  not  appear,  that  after  the  firft-named  Roger,  any  of  his 
fucceflbrs  had  fummons  to  parliament. 

n  By  the  faid  Sir  Oliver  St.  John,  (he  had  iflue  Sir  John  St.  John,  her  eldeft  fon,  and  Sir 
Oliver,  her  fecond  fon,  who  had  the  manor  of  Lydiard-Tregos  of  his  mother's  inheritance,  given 
to  him,  and  was  anceftor  to  the  St.  Johns  viscounts  Bolingbroke,  and  barons  St.  John  of  Lydiard 
Tregos. 

But  John,  the  eldeft  fon,  was  father  of  Sir  John  St.  John,  who  had  iflue  another  Sir  John, 
whofe  only  fon  and  heir,  Sir  Oliver,  was  by  letters  patent,  the  1  ft  of  Elizabeth  (1588),  created 
baron  St.  John  of  Bletfho ;  and  had  iflue  Sir  John,  his  eldeft  fon,  who  left  a  fole  daughter  and 
heir,  Anne,  married  to  William,  eldeft  fon  of  Charles  lord  Howard  of  Effingham  ;  and  bad  iflue 
Elizabeth,  an  only  daughter,  who  married  John  Mordaunt,  ear!  of  Peterborough. 

°  By  this  John  duke  of  Somerfet,  flie  had  iflue  an  only  daughter,  Margaret,  who  married 
Edmund  earl  of  Richmond,  eldeft  fon  of  Owen  Tudor  (by  Catherine  his  wife,  widow  of  Hen- 
ry V.)  and  by  the  faid  Edmund  had  iflue,  Henry  earl  of  Richmond,  afterward  king  Henry  VII.

In  the  time  of  Fdward  I.  John  de  Benestede  poffeffed  lands  at 
Kirtlyng,  in  co  Camb. ;  Cowling,  co.  Suffolk;  Charlewood,  co.  Surr.; 
Benyngton,  co.  Hertf. ;  and  Frankele,  in  com.  Y\  igorn.  In  the  3d  of 
Edward  II.  he  was  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  court  of  common  pleas; 
and  from  the  8th  to  the  12th  Edward  II.  had  fummons  to  parliament, 
but  never  after,  although  he  and  his  pofterity  long  continued,  and 
were  poffeffed  of  considerable  property  in  the  counties  of  Effex,  Hert- 
ford, and  elfewhere.  Whereof  in  EfTex  was  Higham-Benfted  manor, 
which  was  part  of  the  poffeffions  of  the  Benefted  family,  from  the 
reign  of  Edward  II.  to  that  of  Henry  VII.  Their  chief  eftate  was 
Benington,  in  co.  Herts.  Vid.  Chauncy's  Hilt,  of  that  county,  p.  343; 
alro  Salm.  p.  195,  who  fays  Edward,  his  fon,  had  iflue  John,  the 
father  of  William,  who  died  S.  P.  and  of  Eleanor,  heir  to  her  brother; 
who  fold  Benyngton  to  Sir  William  Say,  knight,  of  Sabridgeworth,  in 
the  fame  county.

In  the  expedition,  made  the  10th  of  Edward  III.  into  France;  and 
alfo  that  into  Flanders,  the  12th  of  the  fame  reign,  John  de  Ben- 
hale  was  one  of  thofe  who  ferved  ;  and  the  34th  of  Edward  III.  had 
fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  but  not  after; 
nor  is  he,  or  are  his  pofterity  any  further  mentioned.

This  family  takes  its  name  from  the  town  of  Bermingham,  in  the 
county  of  Warwick,  which  Peter  de  Bermingham,  fteward  to 
Gervafe  Paganell,  baron  of  Dudley,  held  of  him  the  12th  of  Henry  II. 
with  no  lefs  than  nine  knights  fees  de  veteri  feoffamento,  of  which 
William  his  father,  had  been  enfeoffed,  temp.  Henry  I.  Peter  had 
iflue, 

William,  who  married  Ifabel,  daughter  of  Thomas  de  Eftley 
( Aftley),  a  great  baron  in  tho.e  days ;  and  was  flain  at  the  battle  of 
Evefliam,  the  49th  of  Henry  III.  to  whom  fucceeded 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  accom- 
panied the  earl  of  Lincoln  and  Sir  John  de  St.  John,  to  the  relief  of 
Bellgard,  then  befieged  by  the  earl  of  Arras;  who  encountering  the 
Engliih  divifion  (in  which  he  ferved),  with, his  whole  army,  put  them 
to  flight,  flew  many,  and  amongfr.  other  prifoners,  made  this  William 
one.     To  him  fucceeded 

William,  his  fon,  and  to  him  another  William;  who  having  been 
in  many  eminent  employments  during  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  had 
fummonsto  parliament  the  ifl:  of  Edward  III.  but  not  after. 

Sir  Thomas  de  Bermingham,  his  grandfon,  left  iflue  one  fole 
daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth,   who  married  Thomas  de  la  Roche.p 

The  collateral  male  line  of  this  family  continued  at  Bermingham 
till  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  when  Edward  Bermingham,  the  lafl:

Of  this  family  alfo,  was  that  of  the  lame  name  lately  flourifhing  in 
the  more  exalted  rank  of  an  earldom,  viz.  earl  of  Louth,  in  the  king- 
dom of  Ireland:  but  that  title  is  now  confidered  extindt,  and  the  Irnh 
barony  of  Athenry  in  abeyance. 


BLOUNT. 

Arms— Barry  nebulee  of  Six  O.  and  S. 

Sir  William  Dugdale,  without  ftating  from  whence  particularly 
derived,  but  merely  curforily  as  a  younger  branch  of  the  Blounts  ba- 
rons of  Ixworth,  fays,  that  Thomas  le  Blound,  who  married 
Julian,  daughter  of  Thomas  de  Leibourne  (widow  of  John  lord 
Eergavenny),  was  of  the  retinue  of  Henry  earl  ofLancafter,  in  the 
Scottifh  wars,  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  the  20th  Edward  II. 
and  in  the  ift  and  2d  of  Edward  III.  after  which  he  is  no  more 
mentioned. 

Next  to  him  is  noticed  in  a  fimilar  manner  by  Dugdale,  without 
any  line  of  defcent,  William  le  Blund,  who  married  Margery,  one 
of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Theobald  de  Verdon;  and  having  been 
fummoned  to  parliament  from  the  ift  to  the  nth  Edward  III.  inclu- 
five,  died  in  that  year,  leaving  John,  his  brother  and  heir.  Which 
John  was  of  Sodington,  in  com.  Wigorn,  from  whom  thofe  of  that 
place  are  defcended.

Besides  the  family  of  Bohun,  earls  of  Hereford,  Effex,  and  North- 
ampton, there  was  another  of  the  fame  name  which  had  their  chief 
feat  at  Midhurft,  in  Suffex,  and  not  improbably  derived  from  the 
fame  illuftrious  origin. 

Of  this  line  was  Franco  de  Bohun,  who  founded  Cowdry 
Houfe,  in  Suffex,  and  married  Sibilla,  one  of  the  daughters  and 
coheirs  of  William  de  Ferrers,  earl  of  Derby,  by  Sibilla  his  wife, 
daughter  to  William  Marfhall,  earl  of  Pembroke,  fifter  and  coheir 
to  Anfelm  earl  of  Pembroke.  Which  Franco  was  fon  of  Savaric  de 
Bohun,  a  fift  er  of  John  Fitz-Geffery  (juftice  of  Ireland),  and  had 
iffue 

John  de  Bohun,  who,  tempt.  Edward  I.  held  the  office  of  fpigur- 
nel  (i.  e.  fealer  of  writs),  under  the  king. 

To  whom  fucceeded  James  (or  John),  his  fon,  who  married  Joan, 
one  of  the  two  daughters  and  coheirs  of  William  de  Braofe,  of  Gower, 
and  had  iffue 

John  de  Bohun,  who,  for  his  fervices  abroad  in  Flanders,  and 
elfewhere,  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the 
realm  in  the  37th,  38th  and  39th  of  Edward  III.  and  departed  this 
life  the  41ft  thereof,  leaving  iffue  by  Ifabel,  his  firft  wife,  only  two 
daughters;  viz.  Joane,  wife  of  John  de  L'Ifle,  of  Gatcombe;  and  Eve, 
a  younger  daughter. 

But  by  Cecily,  his  fecond  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Fillol,  of 
Effex,  he  left  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  7th  of  Richard  II. 
coming  of  full  age,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance.  But  neither  he,  nor 
any  other  of  his  defendants,  are  faidto  have  had  the  like  fummons  to 

parliament ;

parliament ;  although  his  pofterity  for  fome  time  continued,  until 
John,  his  grandfon  (viz.  fon  of  Humphrey  de  Bohun,  his  fon),  temp. 
Henry  VII.  left  two  daughters,  his  heirs  ;  viz.  Mary,  wife  of  Sir  qDa- 
vid  Owen,  knight  (natural  fon  of  Owen  Tudor,  grandfather  of 
Henry  VII.)  and  Urfula,  of  Robert  Southwell. 


BOTELER  OF  WERINGTON. 

Arms — Az.  a  Bend  between  Six  Garbs,  O. 

Of  this  family  the  firft  named  is  Robert,  who  was  fo  called  by 
reafon  of  his  office  of  butler  to  Ranulph  de  Gernon,  earl  of  Chefter ; 
which  Robert  was  father  of  another  Robert  :  but  from  him  till  the 
time  of  king  John,  no  further  mention  is  made  of  the  family, 
when 

William  le  Butiller  was  certified  to  hold  eight  knights  fees  in 
the  county  of  Lancafter,  in  capite  of  the  king.  To  whom  fucceeded 
another  William,  who,  the  53d,  24th,  and  25th  of  Edward  I.  was 
fummoned  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  and  was 
fucceeded  by  John  le  Boteler,  who  had  the  like  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment the  14th  Edward  II.  But  after  him,  Dugdale  makes  no  mention 
of  any  other  of  his  defcendants ;  and  drops  his  account  of  this  family, 
as  not  continuing  in  the  degree  of  barons  of  the  realm. 

1  A  M.S.  in  the  Harleian  library,  Britilli  Mufeum,  N°  \5Q7,  fays  Sir  David  Owen  had  two 
wives:  the  firft,  Anne,  daughter  and  heir  of  VViliiam  Blount,  by  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Ich- 
ingham,  by  whom  he  had  no  iflue.

The  firft  of  this  family  of  any  account  was  Thomas  df  Brade- 
ston,  who,  in  the  time  of  Edward  II.  held  Bradefton  and  Stinch- 
comb,  in  the  county  of  Gloucefter,  by  knights  fervice.  In  the  reign 
of  Edward  III.  he  was  a  perfon  of  high  repute,  and  filled  many  im- 
portant offices;  and  was  fummoned  to  parliament  from  the  1 6th  to 
the  34th  of  the  fame  king,  when  he  died,  leaving  Thomas,  his  grand- 
fon  (viz.  fon  of  Robert,  his  fon,  who  died  before  him),  in  minority, 
and  granted  in  ward  to  Philippa,  queen  to  Edward  III. 

But  this  Thomas  did  not  long  furvive ;  and  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  ever  fummoned  to  parliament.  He  left  illue  a  daughter, 
Elizabeth,  then  an  infant,  and  after  married  to  Walter  de  la  Pole, 
whofe  daughter  and  heir  married  Inglethorpe;  whofe  heir  general 
married  John  Nevil,  marquis  of  Montacute,  brother  to  the  great 
Richard  Nevil,  earl  of  Warwick.  (Vid.  Nevil  marquis  of  Monta- 
cute.) 


BRAOSE  OF  GOWER, 

Arms— Az.  Semee  of  Crofs  Crofslets,  G.  a  Lion  ramp.  O.  armed  and  langued  G. 

Having  in  the  account  of  the  ancient  barons  by  tenure,  in  the  firft 
part  of  this  work,  treated  of  the  line  of  Reginald  de  Braose,  third 
fon  of  William  de  Braofe,  called  Senior,  we  now  come  to  William, 
the  eldeft  fon  of  William  the  elder,  frequently  called  William  Junior, 
famifhed  at  Windfor  with  his  mother  (as  before  obferved) ;    which 

William 
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William  married  a  daughter  of  Richard  earl  of  Clare;  and  had  iflue, 
William,  and  Annora,  a  daughter,  wife  of  Hugh  de  Mortimer. 

This  William  was  father  of  John,  furnamed  Tadody ;  who  was 
privately  nurfed  up  at  Gower,  by  a  Wellh  woman,  in  ward  to  his 
uncle,  Giles,  bifhop  of  Hereford.  He  came  to  poffefs  the  barony  of 
Brember,  in  Suffex,  and  the  caftle  and  honour  of  Sweynfey,  in  Gla- 
morganfhire,  and  died  the  16th  Henry  III.  by  a  fall  from  his  horfe. 
His  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  of  Leweline  prince  of  Wales. 

William,  his  fucceffor,  was  amongfr.  the  barons  who  ftood  firm 
to  king  Henry  III.  againft  thofe  who  were  in  rebellion,  and  died  the 
19th  Edward  I.  leaving  William,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  another  fon, 
Richard.  Which  William  was  fummoned  to  parliament  from  the 
25th  Edward  I.  to  the  16th  of  Edward  II. 

Thomas  of  Walfingham  gives  this  character  of  him  :  "  That  he  was 
a  perfon  of  large  patrimony,  but  a  great  fpendthrift."1  His  wife  was 
Aliva,  daughter  of  Thomas  de  Multon,  by  whom  he  had  iffue  two 
daughters;  viz.  Aliva,  wife  of  John  de  Moubray;  and  Joan,  of  John 
de  Bohun,  of  Midhurft.      (Vid.  Moubray,  and  Bohun  of  Midhurft.)5 

William,  the  laft  lord  Braofe  of  Gower,  having  thus  left  only 
daughters,  Peter,  his  brother,  was  his  next  heir  male;  who  dying  with- 
out iflue,  his  third  brother,  Thomas,  was  his  heir  ;  who  was  feveral 
times  in  the  expeditions  m?de  into  Gafcoigne,  France,  and  Scotland  ; 
and  was  fummoned  to  the  feveral  parliaments  of  the  16th,  2  2d,  33d, 
26th,  and  27th  Edward  III.  but  not  after.  He  died  the  35th  Ed- 
ward III.  leaving  iflue  by  Beatrix  his  wife,  daughter  of  Roger  de  Mor- 
timer (widow  of  Edward,  fon  of  Thomas  of  Brotherton,  earl  of  Nor- 
folk, and  earl  marfhal  of  England,) 

r  Jones,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Brecknockfhire,  Vol.  I.  p.  95,  c.blcrves,  that  the  laft  William  de 
Breos,  or  Braofe,  was  a  moll  abandoned  and  dillijwted  fptntlthrift.  Defrauded  his  fon  in-law, 
John  de  Moubray,  of  the  lands  of  Gower,  iScc.  on  whom  he  had  fettled  them;  and  cheated  his 
creditors,  by  mortgaging  the  fame  three  times  over,  and  at  laft  fold  it  to  three  different  perfons 
at  the  fame  time;  neither  of  whom  obtained  poffeffion,  although  all  paid  him  the  purchafe- 
money. 

"  Dugdale  calls  him,  in  Bohun  of  Midhurft,  James  de  Bohun,  Tom.  I.  p.  187. 

John, 
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John,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  Thomas,  a  younger  Con ;  which  John 
died  without  iflue,  as  did  Thomas,  his  faid  brother  ;  wherefore  Joane, 
their  filler,  was  heir  to  the  inheritance,  but  fhe  died  alfo  ifluelefs;  fo 
that  Elizabeth,  the  wife  of  bir  William  Heron,  became  the  next  heir; 
which  Elizabeth  was  daughter  of  Beatrix,  fifter  of  Thomas,  father  of 
the  faid  Thomas,  John,  and  Joane  de  Braofe.     (Vid.  Heron.) 


BULMER. 

This  family  has  been  before  mentioned  in  the  former  part  of  the 
work  treating  of  the  more  ancient  barons  by  tenure  ;  fuffice  it  there- 
fore here  to  fay,  that  John  de  Bulemere,  or  Bulmer,  who  married 
Vid.  More-  Theophania,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Hugh  de  Morewyke, 
had  iflue  Ralph  de  Bulmer,  who,  the  ift:  of  Edward  111.  had  fummons 
to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  and  fo  till  the  23d  of 
Edward  III.  inclufive. 

He  was  often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  ;  and  a  perfon  of  eminent 
note.  The  4th  ot  Edward  HI.  he  was  fhcrifFof  Yorkfhire,  and  go- 
vernor of  York  cafile  ;   and  died  the  31ft  of  the  fame  reign,   leaving 

Ralph,  his  Ion  and  heir,  then  lixteen  years  old,  who,  the  J6th  of 
Edward  III.  making  proof  of  his  age,  and  doing  his  homage,  had 
livery  of  his  lands;  but  died  about  four  years  alter,  viz.  the  40th  of 
Edward  III.  leaving 

Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  little  more  than  twelve  months  old,  and 
Margaret,  his  widow,  furviving.  But  no  more  of  this  family  ever  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  although  the  male  line  continued  for  many 
years,  terminating  at  length  in  Sir  Richard  Bulmer,  knight,  who  died 
the  5th  and  6th  of  Philip  and  Mary. 

Parkins,  in  his  Topography  of  Freebridge  Hundred  and  Half,  in  the 
co.  of  Norfolk,  p.  315,  gives  the   following  Pedigree,  which  he  lays

Adam  de  Cailli,  in  the  7th  of  John,  accounted  five  pounds  for 
licence  to  plead  before  the  king,  in  a  caufe  pending  between  him  and 
Michael  de  Punings,  touching  the  dowry  of  Margaret,  wife  of  the  faid 
Michael. 

From  this  Adam  defcended  Thomas  de  Caijlli,  who,  the  35th 

Edward  I.  being  one  of  the  heirs  to  Robert,  fon  of  Robert  de  Tatfhall, 

viz.  fon  of  Emme,  third  fifter  and  coheir  to  the  faid  Robert,  perform- 

Kk  ing 
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ing  his  fealty,  obtained  livery  of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance,  his 
homage  being  refpited. 

The  tenth  of  Edward  II.  this  Thomas,  with  Margaret  his  wife, 
procured  a  charter  of  free-warren  in  all  their  demefne  lands  at  Wy- 
mundham,  Babingle,  and  Wulferton,  in  com.  Norf;  and  having  been 
fummoned  to  parliament  the  ad,  3d,  and  4th  Edward  II.  departed 
this  life  the  10th  Edward  II.  leaving  Adam,  the  fon  of  Roger  de 
Clifton,  by  Margery,  his  fitter,  his  nephew  and  heir,  nine  years  of  age. 

But  Collins,  in  his  Parliamentary  Precedents,  p.  391,  fays,  that  Sir 
Ofbert  Cayly,  by  Ermne  (eldeft  fifter  and  coheir  to  Robert  de  Tat- 
fhall),  his  wife,  had  iffue  Sir  Thomas  Cayley,  baron  of  Luckenham, 
who  had  hTue  Mary,  his  daughter,  wife  to  Sir  Roger  Clifford,  of  whom 
Knyvet  of  Buckenham  defcended. 

Of  this  family  was  Sir  William  Cayley,  of  Bramptun,  near  Scarbo- 
rough, in  the  county  of  York,  created  a  baronet  anno  1661. 


CAMOIS. 

Arms — Ar.  on  a  Chief  G.  three  PJates(Befants). 

Ralph  de  Camois  was  one  of  the  rebellious  barons  againft  king 
John,  but  made  his  peace  ift  Henry  III.  in  whofe  time  he  was  after- 
wards fheriff  of  Surrey  and  Suffex. 

Ralph,  his  fon,  adhered  to  Montfort  earl  of  Leicefter,  againft 
Henry  III.  and  was  in  fo  great  efteem  with  thofe  rebel  barons,  that 
he  was  one  of  their  council  of  ftate  for  the  government  of  the  realm. 
To  this  Ralph  fucceeded 

John-,  his  fon  ;  of  whom  it  is  memorable,  that  by  a  formal  deed, 
out  of  his  own  free  will,  he  gave  and  demifed  his  own  wife  i  Margaret 
daughter  and  heir  to  Sir  John  Gadefden,  knight),  to  Sir  William  Pay- 
nel,  knight,  perceiving  her  to  be  more  fond  of  the  faid  Sir  William 
than  of  himfelf 

On 
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On  this  occafion,  it  feems,  Margaret  having  departed  from  her  huf- 
band,  and  lived  in  adultery  with  Paynel,  Camois  finding  out  the  fame, 
went  voluntarily  to  Sir  William,  and  came  to  this  accord  in  form,  and 
fealed  it  before  many  witneffes,  that  he  would  releafe  all  his  right  and 
title  to  the  faid  Margaret ;  and  by  the  fame  deed  gave,  granted,  and  for 
ever  quit-claimed  unto  Sir  William  Paynel,  all  the  goods  and  chattels 
which  fhe  had,  or  hereafter  might  have,  as  alfo  whatever  was  in  his 
hands  of  the  faid  Margaret,  together  with  their  appurtenances,  fo  as 
neither  himfelf,  nor  any  other  in  his  name,  might,  or  for  ever  ought, 
to  claim  any  intereft  therein  from  thenceforth. 

This  deed  was  made  in  Latin,  and  is  in  Dugdale's  Bar.  Vol.  I. 
p.  j6j,  fet  down  at  length.  Camois  lived  fome  time  after  this  com- 
pact, but  died  before  his  wife  ;  who  thereupon  got  herfelf  legally 
married  to  Paynel,  and  by  a  petition  in  parliament,  laid  claim  to  the 
third  part  of  her  former  hufband's  eftate  as  her  dowry. 

This  claim  was  referred  to  the  parliament  began  at  Lincoln,  the 
29th  Edward  I.  and  ending  at  Weftminfter  the  30th  of  Edward  I.  in 
which  the  king's  counfel  alleging  the  ftatute,  whereby  it  wasena&ed, 
that  if  a  wife  do  upon  her  own  accord  forfake  her  hufband,  and  live 
adulteroufly  with  another  man,  fhe  fhall  for  ever  be  debarred  of  her 
dowry,  unlefs  her  hufband,  without  ecclefiaftical  coercion,  be  recon- 
ciled to  her,  and  cohabit  with  her  :  judgement  was  given  againffc  her, 
that  fhe  mould  have  no  dowry  out  of  her  hufband  Camois'  lands. 
This  fuit  was  very  famous  in  its  time  ;  which  being  recited  by  Cam- 
den and  Dugdale,  renders  it  poffibly  the  more  worthy  to  be  here 
noticed. 

Sir  John  was  fucceeded  by  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  by  the  faid 
Margaret ;  to  whom,  at  her  death,  fhe  left  the  manor  of  Eling,  in 
Northamptonihire,  which  was  of  her  inheritance.  This  Ralph  was 
often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland ;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  from 
the  7th  of  Edward  II.  to  the  9th  of  Edward  III.  after  when  no  men- 
tion is  made  of  him.  Yet  the  38th  of  Edward  III.  there  occurs  the 
name  of  Ralph  de  Camois,  who  was  one  of  the  twelve  knights  made 
Kk  3  by 
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by  John  duke  of  Lancafter,  at  that  time  being  in  Spain  with  a  power- 
ful army. 

After  him,  notice  is  taken  of  a  Thomas  de  Cam  o  is,  who,  the  47th 
Edward  III.  obtained  the  king's  charter  for  a  weekly  market,  on  the 
Saturday,  at  his  manor  of  Broadwater,  in  SmTex.  Which  market,  the 
7th  of  Richard  II.  by  another  charter,  he  got  changed  to  a  Monday. 

This  Thomas  was  a  knight  of  the  garter ;  and  had  fummons  to 
parliament  from  the  7th  Richard  II.  to  the  8th  of  Henry  V.  inclufive, 
and  died  the  28th  of  March,  9th  Henry  V.  1421,  leaving 

Hugh  Camois,  his  grandfon  and  heir,  viz.  fon  of  Richard,  who 
died  before  him  ;  fon  of  the  faid  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  his  wife, 
daughter  and  heir  to  William  de  Louches,  in  whofe  right  he  held  the 
manor  of  Whateley,  in  com.  Oxon. 

Which  Hugh  dying  S.  P.  the  5th  Henry  VI.  his  two  fillers,  Mar- 
garet, the  wife  of  Ralph  Rademilde  ;  and  Alianor,  the  wife  of  Roger 
Lewknor,  became  his  coheirs  ;  which  Ralph  and  Roger,  the  fame  year, 
(their  homage  being  refpited),  had  livery  of  the  inheritance  defcended 
to  their  wives. 

Of  this  inheritance,  it  feems,  that  Broadwater,  the  head  of  the  ba- 
rony of  Camois,  was  pofTeued  by  the  Lewknors  ;  a  defcendant  of  which 
match,  Sir  Roger  Lewknor,  of  Trotton  and  Camois  Court,  left  iflue  a 
daughter  and  coheir,  Catherine,  temp.  Henry  VIII.  who  married  John 
Mill,  efquire,  of  Gretham,  in  Suflex;  and  had  iiTue  Lewknor  Mill,  of 
Camois  Court,  whofe  eldeft  fon,  Sir  John  Mill,  was  created  a  baronet 
31ft  December,  1619;  and  was  anceftor  to  the  prefent  Sir  Charles 
Mill,  of  Mottisfont,  in  Hampfliire,  baronet. 

Of  this  family  was  alfo  Sir  Roger  de  Camois,  knight,  who,  23d 
Henry  VI.  was  taken  prifoner  in  the  wars  of  France,  and  there  de- 
tained in  great  mifery  ;  whofe  wife,  Ifabel,  thereupon  had  an  afligna- 
tion  of  £.40  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  the  mayor  and  commonalty  of 
the  city  of  London. 


CAMVILL 
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CAMVILL  OF  CLIFTON. 

William  de  Camvill,  a  younger  fon  of  Richard  de  Camvill,  the 
founder  of  Combe  abbey  (already  mentioned),  having  married  Al- 
breda,  daughter  and  heirefs  of  Geffery  Marmion,  had  iflue  three  fons ; 
of  which 

Geffery,  the  eldeft,  the  22d  of  Edward  I.  had  fummons  to  attend 
the  king  at  Portfmouth,  with  horfe  and  arms,  for  an  expedition  into 
Gafcoyne.  And  had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons 
of  the  realm,  the  23d,  24th,  25th,  28th,  32d,  33d,  34th,  and  35th 
of  Edward  I.  and  died  the  2d  of  Edward  II.  feifed  of  the  lordfliips  of 
Fremyngton,  Bovy-Traci,  Nymet-Tracy,  Barnftaple,  the  fourth  part 
of  the  manor  of  Turiton,  and  of  the  hamlet  of  Nymet  St.  George,  as 
alfo  of  the  lordfhip  of  Clifton  Camvill,  in  com.  Stafford,  which  he  held 
by  the  fervice  of  three  knights  fees ;  and  which  lordfliips  and  manors 
were  holden  by  him  (as  tenant  by  the  courtefy  of  England),  in  right 
of  Maud  his  wife,  granddaughter  of  Henry  de  Tracy,  viz.  daughter 
and  heir  of  his  daughter,  deceafed. 

William,  fon  and  heir,  fucceeded  his  father,  and  had  alfo  fum- 
mons to  parliament  the  2d  and  4th  of  Edward  II.  after  when,  Dugdale 
makes  no  further  mention  of  this  family.  But  in  Burton's  Leicefter- 
ftiire,  p.  185,  it  is  ftated,  that  the  laft  William  de  Camvill,  of  Clifton, 
left  iflue  two  daughters,  his  coheirs,  viz.  Maud,  married  to  Sir  Richard 
Stafford,  of  Pipe,  co.  Stafford,  knight;  and  Margery,  to  Sir  Richard  of  Clifton" 
Vernon,  of  Haddon,  in  com.  Derby,  knight. 

In  rcfpecf  to  this  account  of  the  Camvill's  of  Clifton,  it  is  given 
exactly  according  to  Dugdale,  yet  in  Burton's  Leicefterfhire  (before 
cited),  a  very  different  delcent  is  drawn  out,  which,  without  afluming 
to  determine  upon  its  correftnefs,  we  ftate  as  follows :

It  has  been  before  obferved,  that  William  de  Cantilupe,*  who 
died  the  23d  Henry  III.  left  iffue  five  fons.    William;  Walter,  a  prieft; 


a  Genealogists  differ  much  as  to  the  iffue  of  this  William,  for  Erdfwic  (the  Hifiorian  of 
St  afford  (hire),  gives  him  but  one  daughter,  viz.  Maud,  married,  firft  to  Richard  Vernon,  and 
after  to  Sir  Richard  Stafford.  Burton  gives  two,  as  above,  but  Dr.  Vernon,  reftor  of  Bloomf- 
bury,  in  an  interleaved  copy  of  the  printed  Erdfwic  (in  the  library  of  Mr.  Aftle),  has  remarked 
it,  "  That  William  de  Camvill,  of  Clifton  Camvill,  had  iffue  five  daughters  and  heirs;  viz. 
*'  Maud,  the  eldeft,  wife  of  Sir  William  Vernon,  of  Haddon,  co.  Derby.  2.  Ifabella,  married, 
"  firft  to  Sir  Richard  Stafford,  and  after  to  Gilbert  de  Birmingham.  3.  Eleanor.  4.  Nichola, 
"  wife  of  John  St.  Clere.  5.  Catharine,  wife  of  Robert  Griefly."  Efch.  Wallis,  anno  12th 
Edward  III. 

John 
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John  lord  of  Snitfield  ;  Nicholas  ;  and  Thomas  de  Cantilupe,  lord 
chancellor  ot  England,  the  49th  Henry  III. 

But  in   this  place  Nicholas  is  the  one  who  becomes  the  imme- 
diate object  of  notice  ;   which  Nicholas  married  Euftachia,  After,  and 
at  length  heir,  of  Hugh  Fitz-Ralph,  lord  of  Grefele,  in  com.  Nottingh.    Vid  F;tz_ 
and  niece  and  heir  alfo  of  Peter  de  Hay,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  Ralph. 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  fummonsto  parliament  from 
the  28th  Edward  I.  to  the  firft  of  Edward  II.'  inclufive,  and  died  the 
year  following  ;  leaving  William,  his  eldeft  fon,  who  deceafed  without 
iflue,  and  Nicholas,   a  younger  fon,  heir  to  his  brother. 

Which  Nicholas  ferved  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  and  of  Flanders, 
and  had  fummons  to  parliament  from  the  nth  to  the  28th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  inclufive ;  but  died  the  next  year,  feifed  of  the  manor  of 
Efelburgh,  in  com.  Buck.;  Ilkefton,  in  com.  Derby  ;  Grefele,  in  com. 
Nottingh.;  alfo  Lavington,  and  others,  in  com.  Line;  leaving  Joan, 
his  wife,  widow  of  Umfravill  earl  of  Anegos,  and  William,  his  fon  and 
heir,  then  thirty  years  of  age,  furviving. 

But  Sir  William  Dugdale  obferves,  that  another  inquilition,  taken 
the  45th  Edward  III.  makes  it  appear  that  Nicholas  de  Cantilupe  died 
the  21ft  February,  the  45th  Edward  III.  William,  his  next  heir,  then 
twenty  years  of  age.  Neither  this  William,  however,  nor  any  of  his 
pofterity,    had  the  like  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament.      In   making 

Joan,  the  wife  of  Nicholas  de  Cantilupe,  to  be  widow  of Um- 

fravil,  earl  of  Anegos,  Dugdale  feems  to  have  been  guilty  of  an  error; 
as  in  his  account  of  that  family,  he  does  not  notice  a  Joan  to  have 
been  the  wife  of  any  one  of  that  name,  unlefs  it  be  of  Thomas  de 
Umfravill,  who  died  10th  Richard  II.;  but  Tom.  I.  p.  621,  he  ftates 
Joan,  the  widow  of  William  de  Kyme,  to  have  afterwards  married 
Nicholas  de  Cantilupe,  and  Lucie,  lifter  to  the  faid  William,  to  have 
married  Gilbert  de  Umfravill,  earl  of  Anegos.  Vid.  Umfra-

*  So  fays  Dugdale  in  his  Baronage ;  but  in  his  Lifts  of  Summons  to  Parliament,  he  includes 
the  name  of  William  de  Cantilupe  in  the  2d  year  of  Edward  II.

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We  now  come  to  John  de  Cantilupe,  brother  to  the  firfl  Ni- 
cholas, which  John  wedded  Margery,  daughter  and  heir  to  William 
de  Cummin  of  Snitfield,  in  com.  Warw.;  and  had  iflue  John,  his 
fon  and  heir,  who  was  a  perfon  of  great  eminency,  both  as  a  foldier 
and  a  ftatefman.  His  iflue  were,  John,  his  fon  (who  died  before  him), 
and  Eleanor,  a  daughter,  who  married  Thomas  Weft,  anceftor  of  the 
prefent  family  of  Weft  earl  Delawar.  But  none  of  this  line  had  ever 
fummons  to  parliament. 

Dugdale  does  not  notice  any  one  of  the  name  of  Richard  de  Canti- 
lupe,  yet  from  the  original  Claufe  Roll,  24th  Edward  III.  pars  2d, 
m.  3.  dorfo,  it  appears  Richard  de  Cantilupe  had  fummons  to  the  par- 
liament holden  at  that  time.  Of  this  name  alfo,  were  Ralph  and 
Walter  de  Cantilupe,  who  each  held  two  knights  fees  of  William  de 
Romare,  earl  of  Lincoln ;  but  of  whom  no  mention  is  made  by  that 
celebrated  Baronagian.     Hearne's  Lib.  Nig.  Scacc.  p.  264.

Arms — Or,  a  Pile  Gules. 

Robert  de  Chandos  came  over  with  the  Conqueror,  in  whofe 
reign  he  was  of  confiderable  note;  and  when  the  Normans  began  to 
enlarge  their  pofleflions  by  invading  the  lands  of  the  Welfh,  put  him- 
felf  into  arms,  and  entering  the  territories  of  Kaerly  and  Goldelyve, 
won  them  from  their  owner  Oweyn-Wan.  He  fixed  the  head  of  his 
barony  in  Hereford/hire;  where  his  male  pofterity  continued  eminent 
and  powerful  for  three  centuries. 

In  1 124,  he  (if  it  be  not  more  probable,  from  the  date,  that  it  was 
fon  of  his  name),  was  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Gizcrs,  in  Normandy, 
where  he  was  near  being  aflaffinated.  (See  Ordericus  Vitalis  apud 
Duchefne,  p.  878.)  The  name  of  this  Robert's  wife,  it  appears,  was 
Ifabel. 

To 
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To  him  fucceeded  another  Robert  (or  Richard,  according  to 
Hearne's  Liber  Niger  Scaccarii,  p.  156),  who  certified  his  knights 
fees  to  he  thirteen  and  a  fixth  part,  the  J  2th  Henry  II.  the  20th  of 
which  reign  (1174),  he  died,  and  lies  buried  in  the  priory  of  Gold- 
clyve,  leaving  Robert,  Roger  (who  had  a  fon  Robert),  Godard,  and 
probably  Hugh."     (See  Lib.  Nig.) 

Robert,  eldeft  fon,  had  livery  of  his  lands,  8th  Richard  I.  1197,* 
to  whom  fucceeded 

Another  Robert,  who,  upon  the  collection  of  the  firft  fcutage  of 
Henry  III.  paid  for  thirteen  knights  fees  and  a  fixth  part,  which  his 
anceftors  had  enjoyed  ;  and  fhortly  after  died,  when  the  wardfhip  of 
Roger,  his  heir,  was  granted  to  William  de  Cantilupe  ;  and  Sarza,  his 
widow,  received  command  to  deliver  up  the  cuflody  of  his  caftle  at 
Snodhull. 

Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  had  fummons  to  attend  at  Oxford,  amongft 
others  of  the  barons  marchers,  22d  Henry  III.  1238.  And  the  47th 
Henry  III.  ihe  Welfti  being  again  in  arms,  he  had  fummons  to  come 
to  Hereford,  well  furniihed  with  horfe  and  arms.  When  he  died  does 
not  appear;  but,  anno  1266,  the  50th  of  Henry  III.  his  fon  and 
heir, 

Robert,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance;  and  died 
the  30th  Edward  I.  1302  ;  when  it  was  found  that  he  held  the  manor 
of  Snodhull  by  barony,  and  that  Roger  was  his  fon  and  heir. 

Which  Roger  received  the  honour  of  knighthood  with  prince  Ed- 
ward, and  many  others,  by  Bathing,  34th  Edward  I.  and  attended 
him  in  the  expedition  to  Scotland.  He  was  fheriff  of  Herefordfhire, 
15th  Edward  II.  and  1  ft  of  Edward  III.;  governor  of  the  caftle  of 
Kaerfilli,  20th  Edward  II.;  alfo  of  Hereford  caftle,  the  1  ft  Edward  III.; 
and  of  Glamorgan  and  Morganoc  caftles,  the  4th  Edward  III.

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His  fucceflbr  was  another  Roger,  who,  the  7th  of  Edward  III. 
was  in  poffefuon  of  the  barony  of  Snodhull,  and  other  lands  of  his 
anceftors.  But  Dugdale  doubts  the  exacl  degree  of  his  relationfhip  to 
the  laft  ;  yet  there  feems  no  fufficient  reafon  to  doubt  his  being  his 
fon.  He  obtained  licence,  the  10th  Edward  III.  to  fettle  the  lordfhips 
of  Snodhull  and  Fawnhope,  on  himfelf  and  the  heirs  of  his  body  ;  and 
for  want  of  fuch  iflue,  to  Thomas,  fon  of  Roger  Chandos,  and  the 
heirs  of  his  body;  and  fo,  for  default,  to  Richard,  brother  of  Thomas; 
Roger,  brother  of  Richard ;  Matthew,  brother  of  Roger  ;  and  John, 
brother  of  Matthew.  The  19th  Edward  III.  being  then  a  banneret, 
he  had  fummons  to  attend  the  king  into  France.  And  having  had 
fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  during  a 
great  part  of  the  reign  of  Edward  III/  died  circ.  the  27th  or  29th 
thereof,  leaving  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  Maud,  his  widow,  then 
furviving;  who  held  the  manor  of  Wylington  in  dower,  as  parcel  of 
the  barony  of  Snodhull,  and  died  the  36th  of  Edward  III.   (1362)/ 

Which  Thomas,  only  fon  and  heir  of  Roger,  fucceeded  his  father; 
but  does  not  appear  to  have  had  the  like  fummons  to  parliament.  He 
died  the  49th  Edward  III.  1376,  aged  forty-three.  When,  by  the 
inquifition  after  his  death,  John  was  found  to  be  his  fon  and  heir. 

This  Sir  John  Chandos,  knight,  died  1430,  the  8th  of  Henry  VI. 
feizcd  of  the  manor  of  Lugwarden,  and  other  parts  of  the  eftates  of 
his  anceftors,  in  Herefordfhire,  without  iffue. 

He  had  a  fitter,  Margaret,  who  died  before  him,  the  8th  of  Henry  IV. 
1407,  the  widow  of  Sir  Thomas  Berkeley,  of  Coberly,  knight,  leav- 
ing two  daughters,  his  coheirs  ;  viz  Alice,  wife  of  Thomas  Brugge 
(or  Brydges);  and  Margaret,  wife  of  Nicholas  Mattefden. 

Thomas  Brugge  died  the  9th  Henry  IV.  1408,  and  Alice,  his  wi- 
dow,   the  2d  Henry  V.    leaving  Giles  Bruges,    his  fon  and  heir,   then

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aged  feventeen  years  3  which  Giles  therefore  became  coheir  with  his 
aunt,  Margaret  Mattefden,  to  the  above  Sir  John  Chandos,  and  alfo 
progenitor  to  the  Brugefes  (or  Brydgefes),  barons  Chandos  of  Sudley, 
and  afterwards  dukes  of  Chandos;  the  which  latter  title  is  confidered 
extinct,  and  the  barony  at  prefent  dormant.  (Vid.  Brydges  duke  of 
Chandos.) 

Thefe  particulars,  although  differing  from  Dugdale,  and  all  other 
printed  authorities,  yet  ftand  upon  proof  of  unqueftionable  records. 

From  a  collateral  branch  of  this  family,  feated  at  Radbourne,  in 
Derbyfhire,a  fprung  that  illuftrious  hero,  and  knight  of  the  garter,  Sir 
John  Chandos,  fo  diftinguifhed  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  of  whofe 
exploits,  and  valiant  death,  Froiffart  has  given  fo  full  an  account.15  He 
died  in  the  wars  of  Gafcony,  44th  Edward  III.  leaving  his  three  fillets, 
or  their  iffue,  his  heirs;  who,  according  to  Dugdale,  were  Elizabeth; 
Alianore,  the  wife  of  Roger  Colynge  ;  and  Ifabel,  daughter  to  Margaret 
the  third  lifter,  at  that  time  married  to  Sir  John  Annefley,  knight. 
But  by  records,  and  other  authorities,  which  appear  better  founded, 
the  three  fitters  and  coheirs  of  this  Sir  John  Chandos,  were,  Ifabel,0 
who  married  Sir  John  Annefley;  Elizabeth,  who  died  without  iffue ; 
and  Eleanor,  who  married  to  her  fecond  hufband  Roger  Colynge  ; 
and  to  her  firft,  John  Lawton,  by  whom  fhe  had  iffue  Elizabeth,  her 
daughter  and  heir,  who  became  the  wife  of  Peter  de  la  Pole,  fo'n  of  Sir 
John  de  la  Pole,  of  Newborough  ;   which  Peter,  in  her  right,  afterward*

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in  pofieffion  thereof,  and  of    the  property  which  the  faid  Sir  John 
Chandos  held  at  Radbourne,  and  elfewhere,  in  the  county  of  Derby. 

By  thefe  ftatements  may,  in  fome  degree,  be  elucidated  the  paflages 
ofLeland,  who,  in  his  Itinerary,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  fays, 
"  There  is  a  caftle,  a  mile  or  more  benethe  Dorfter,  upon  the  right 
"  ripe  of  Dour ;  it  is  called  SNOTHILL.  And  there  is  a  parke  wallyd 
"  and  a  caftle  in  it  on  an  hill,  called  SNOTHILL;  and  thereby  is 
"  under  the  caftle  a  quarry  of  marble.  The  caftle  is  fomewhat  in 
"  ruin.  There  is  a  fre  chappell.  This  caftle  longid  to  Chaundois," 
&c.  Lei.  Vol.  VIII.  p.  83,  84.  And  in  another  place  of  the  fame 
volume,  p.  70,  he  fays,  "  The  old  howfe  of  Radbourne  is  no  great 
"  thinge;  but  the  laft  Chaundois  began  in  the  fame  lordftiippe  a  mighty 
"  large  howfe  of  ftone,  with  a  wonderful  cofte,  as  it  yet  apperithe  by 
"  foundations  of  a  man's  height,  ftanding  yet  as  he  left  them.  He  had 
*'  thought  to  have  made  of  his  old  place  a  college."  Again,  in  his 
fourth  volume,  p.  6,  he  writes,  "  Pole  of  Darbyfhire,  befides  the  par- 
"  tition  of  the  lands  of  Chaundois,  that  he  hath  with  Bridges  of  Glou- 
"  cefterfhire,  hath  partition  of  Muttons,  a  knight  fometyme  of  Lei- 
"  cefterfhire,  with  one  Vincent,"  &c. 

But  Leland  feems  to  have  been  in  a  miftake ;   for  I  am  credibly  in- 
Ex. inform,    formed,*   there  never  has  been  any  veftige  of  an  houfe  at  Radbourne 
(the  one  near  the  church  excepted),  until  the  prefent  was  erecled  about 
fifty  years  ago.

In  the  25th  and  26th  of  Edward  I.  Peter  de  Chaumpvent,  or 
Chavent,  was  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoigne;  and  the  28th  of  the  fame 
reign,  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm, 

but 
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but  never  afterwards.  Wherefore  Dugdale  makes  no  further  mention 
of  him,  nor  of  his  pofterity,  or  even  of  his  origin,  defcent,  connections, 
or  place  of  refidence. 


CHAWORTH. 

Arms— Barry  of  Ten  Pieces  Ar.  and  G.  an  Orle  of  Martlets  S. 

Patrick  de  Cadurcis,  or  Chaworth,  born  in  little  Brittany, 
was  in  the  latter  part  of  the  reign  of  William  the  Conqueror ;  to  whom 
fucceeded  Patrick,  his  fon,  who  the  33d  Henry  II.  upon  the  collection 
of  the  Scutage  of  Galway,  accounted  fix  pounds  for  the  knights  fees 
belonging  to  the  honour  of  Striguil. 

To  him  fucceeded  Pain  de  Chaworth  (but  how  dcfcended  from, 
or  related  to  Patrick,  does  not  appear),  which  Pain  married  Gundred, 
daughter  and  heir  to  William  de  la  Ferte,  heir  to  Margaret  de  la 
Ferte,  fecond  daughter  and  coheir  to  William  de  Briwere  (a  great  Vid.Briwere. 
baron  in  that  age),  and  left  iflue  Patrick,  who  wedded  Hawyfe, 
daughter  and  heir  to  Thomas  de  Londres  (lord  of  Kidwelly,  in  Wales), 
and  died  the  42d  Henry  III.;  having  iflue,  Pain  de  Chaworth,  his  fon 
and  heir,  Hervie,  and  Patric ;  alfo  two  daughters,  Eve  and  Anne. 
Pain,  together  with  his  brothers,  Hervie  and  Patric,  being  figned  with 
the  crofs,  attended  prince  Edward  into  the  Holy  Land.  He  died  the 
7th  Edward  I,  without  iflue,  leaving  Patric,  his  brother  and  heir,  who 
by  Ifabel  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  de  Beauchamp,  earl  of  War- 
wic,  had  iflue  Maud,  his  daughter  and  heir,  married,  firft  to  Henry 
earl  of  Lancafter,  nephew  to  the  king,  and  afterwards  to  Hugh  le 
Defpenfer. 


CHAWORTH 
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CHAWORTH   OF  ALFRETON. 

Arms — Az.  two  Chevrons  O.  (the  Arms  of  Alfreton.) 

Of  this  family  was  alfo  William  de  Cha  worth  (fon  of  Robert, 
brother  of  the  firft  Patric),  which  William  was  fucceeded  by  Robert, 
his  fon  and  heir  ;  who  dying  without  iffue,  William,  his  brother,  was 
his  heir,  who  married  Alice,  daughter  of  Robert,  and  fifter  and  coheir 
(with  Joane,  her  fifter,  wife  of  Robert  de  Latham,  of  Lancafhire),  to 
Thomas  de  Alfreton  ;  and  had  iffue  Thomas  de  Chaworth,  who,  the 
25th  Edward  I.  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of 
the  realm  ;  but  neither  he,  nor  any  of  his  pofterity,  who  long  flou- 
rifhed  in  the  counties  of  Derby  and  Nottingham,  had  the  like  fummons 
ever  after.

(_Henry  Cheney  bore  Ermine  on  a  Bend  S.  three  Martlets  O. 

Although  this  family  were  of  eminent  note  for  many  ages,  and 
their  anceftor  Ralph  de  Caineto  (id  eft  Cheney),  came  into  Eng- 
land with  the  Conqueror,  none  of  them  ftood  in  the  rank  of  peers  of 
the  realm  till  the  time  of  Henry  VII.  at  which  period  was 

Sir  John  Cheney  (fon  of  John  Cheney,  of  Sherland,  in  the  Ifle 
of  Shepey,  by  Alianore  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  to  Sir  Robert  de 
Shotifbrooke,  knight,  and  fifter  to  Margaret  duchefs  of  Somerfet)  ; 
which  Sir  John  was  in  arms  for  the  earl  of  Richmond  at  the  battle  of 
Bofworth  ;   where  king  Richard  himfelf  encountering  with  him,  felled 

him 
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him  to  the  ground,  although  this  Sir  John  was  a  perfon  of  great 
ftrength.  After  which,  the  earl  obtaining  the  victory,  and  thereby 
the  crown  of  England,  in  reward  for  his  fervices,  made  choice  of  him 
for  one  of  his  privy  council,  and  advanced  him  to  the  degree  of  a  baron 
of  the  realm,  the  3d  of  Henry  VII  *  *e ^eve 

He  had  fummons  to  parliament  the  3d,  7th,  and  1  ith  of  Henry  VII.   Sigillo,  and 
but  died  without  hTue  as  it  feems ;     for,  fays  Dugdale,  he  was  fuc-    mons,  lft 
ceeded  by  Thomas,  his  nepew  (fon  of  William,  his  brother);f  who,     ep         ' 
the  13th  of  Henry  VIII.  (being  then  a  knight),  was  one  of  the  chal-   ther  not 
lengers  againft  all  gentlemen  who  were  to  exercife  feats  of  arms  on   ^phew"™0* 
horfeback  or  on  foot,  for  thirty  days,  at  that  famous  interview  of  king 
Henry  VIII.  with  Francis  I.  of  France,  betwixt  Ardres  and  Guifnes. 
In  the  31ft  of  Henry  VIII.  he  was  knight  of  the  garter,  warden  of 
the  Cinque  Ports,  and  treafurer  of  the  king's  houfhold. 

On  the  fucceffion  to  the  throne,  after  the  death  of  Edward  VI.  he 
was  one  of  thofe  who  fupported  queen  Mary.  And  the  ift  of  Eliza- 
beth, was  one  of  her  privy  council ;  but  died  the  fame  year,  leaving 
iflue  by  Fridefwide,  his  firft  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Sir  Thomas 
Frowyke,  knight,  chief  juftice  of  the  common  pleas,  four  daughters; 
viz.  Catherine,  wife  of  Thomas  Kemp,  of  Dlendich,  in  Kent ;  Marga- 
ret, of  George  Nevil,  lord  Abergavenny  ;  Frances,  of  Nicholas  Crips, 
fon  and  heir  to  Sir  Henry  Crips,  knight;  and  Anne,  of  Sir  John 
Perrot,  knight. 

By  Anne,  his  fecond  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Sir  John  Brough- 
ton,  of  Tuddington,  in  the  co.  of  Bedford,  he  had  iflue  a  fon,  Henry, 
as  hereafter.0

This  family  takes  its  name  from  a  lordfhip  in  Eflex,  where  one  of 
their  chief  feats  anciently  was  :  and  derives  itfelf  from  the  fame  ftock 
as  the  barons   of  Vefcy  ;  the  Lacys,  earls  of  Lincoln,  and  barons  of 

d  In  Gibfon's  Camden,  defcribing  the  county  of  Bedford,  it  is  faid,  "  to  the  eaft  of  Woburn, 
Tuddington  fhews  its  beautiful  houfe,  lately  built  by  Henry  lord  Cheney.  Where  alfo  for- 
merly  Paulinus  Pever,  a  courtier  and  fewer  to  king  Henry  III.  (as  Matthew  Paris  tells),  built 
a  feat,  with  fuch  palace-like  grandeur;  fuch  a  chapel,  fuch  lodgings,  wiih  other  houfes  of  ftone 
covered  with  lead,  and  furrounded  it  with  fuch  avenues  and  parks,  that  it  raifed  an  attonifhment 
in  the  beholders."

lem,  in  England),  and  Roger. 

Which  Roger  was  the  firft  baron  of  Warkworfh,  in  Northumber- 
land, by  gift  of  Henry  II.     He  married  Alianor,  daughter  and  coheir 
(with  Alice,  her  fifter),  of  Henry  of  Eflex,  baron  of  Raleigh ;  and  left  Vid.  Eflex. 
one  fon,  Robert,  his  fucceflbr. 

Which  Robert  married  Margaret,  only  daughter  and  heir  to  Wil- 
liam de  Cheney  (fo  furnamed,  fon  of  that  Robert  Fitz- Walter,  who 
founded  the  priory  of  St.  Faiths,  at  Horfham,  in  co  Norfolk,  by  Si- 
billa  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  to  Ralph  de  Caineto,  who  came  into  Vid.  Cheney. 
England  with  the  conqueror,  and  widow  of  Hugh  de  Crefly) ;  and 
thereby  greatly  enlarged  his  inheritance  with  the  barony  of  Horsford, 
in  com.  Norf;  by  whom  he  had  one  fon, 

John,  baron  of  Wark worth,  and  Clavering  in  Eflex,  who  was  one 
of  the  barons  in  rebellion  againft  king  John,  but  afterwards  returned 
to  his  obedience,  whereby  he  had  reftitution  of  the  lands  he  had  be- 
fore forfeited  for  his  treafon,  the  firft  of  Henry  III.  In  the  24th  year 
of  whofe  reign  he  deceafed,  leaving  by  Ada  de  Baliol,  his  wife,  three 
fons ;  viz.  Roger ;  Hugh,  furnamed  de  Eure,f  (from  whom  the  lords  tVid.Eure, 
Eure  defcended)  ;  and  Robert,  anceftor  to  the  Eures  of  Axholm,  in 
Lincolnfhire. 

Roger,  eldeft  fon  and  heir,  baron  of  Warkworth  and  Clavering, 
died  the  33d  of  Henry  III.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Robert,  his  fon,  who  was  often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland,  and  in 
the  memorable  battle  of  Faukirk,  againft  the  Scots.  He  had  fummons 
to  parliament  from  the  23d  of  Edward  I.  to  the  3d  of  Edward  II.  in- 
clufive ;  in  which  year  he  died,  leaving  by  Margery  de  la  Zouche,  his

M  m  2  wife, 
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wife,  feven  fons;  viz.  John,  Edmund,  Alexander,  Robert,  Henry, 
Roger  (which  laft  five  all  died  S.  P.)>  and  Alan,  anceftor  of  the  Cla- 
vering  family,  created  a  baronet  June  5th,  1661. 

John,  the  eldeft  fon  (called  John  de  Clavering),  was  alfo  often  in 
the  wars  of  France  and  Scotland,  and  had  fummons  to  parliament 
from  the  28th  Edward  II.  to  the  5th  of  Edward  III.  died  the  year 
following,  at  his  manor  of  Aynho,  in  Northamptonfhire  ;  leaving  by 
his  wife,  Hawyfe,  daughter  of  Robert  de  Tibetot,  an  only  daughter, 
Eve,  married,  firft  to  Robert  de  Ufford  (or  Ralph);  and  after  to  Tho- 
mas de  Audley  ;  by  both  of  whom  fhe  had  iflue. 

It  feems  this  John,  long  before  his  death,  being  doubtful  of  having 
iflue  male,  made  a  feoffment  to  Stephen  de  Trafford,  whereby,  amongft 
other  lands  and  hereditaments,  he  vefted  the  inheritance  of  his  caftle 
and  manor  of  Warkworth  in  the  faid  Stephen,  for  the  intent  that  he 
fhould  reconvey  unto  the  aforefaid  John  de  Clavering,  to  hold  the 
fame  for  life,  with  remainder  to  the  king  and  his  heirs.  Which  caftle 
and  lands  in  Northumberland,  thereupon  coming  to  the  crown,  were 
given  by  king  Edward  to  the  Percy  family,  for  fome  time  earls,  and 
afterwards  dukes  of  Northumberland. 


CLIFTON. 

Arms — Checquee  O.  and  G.  a  Bend  Ermine. 

Vid.  Caili.  Roger    de  Clifton,  who  married   Margery,  fifter  and   heir  to 

Thomas  de  Caili,  is  the  firft  mentioned  of  this  family.     Her  mother, 
Vid.Tatfhall.    Emme,  was  one  of  the  fifters  and  coheirs  to  Robert  de  Tatfhall. 

This  Roger  had  iflue  Adam  de  Clifton,  and  he  Conftantine,  who 
died  in  his  lifetime ;  whofe  fon  John  had  fummons  to  parliament 
the  50th  of  Edward  III.  and  fo  to  the  12th  of  Richard  II.  foon  after 
which  he  died  beyond  fea  (at  Rhodes);  being  then  feifed  amongft  other 
lands  and  hereditaments,  of  the  caftle  of  Bokenham,  and   manor  of 

Babyngle, 
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Babyngle,  in  com.  Norf.;  which  caftle  he  held  by  the  fervice  of  per- 
forming the  office  of  butler  at  the  king's  coronation.     And  leaving 

Constantine,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  fixteen  years  of  age;  who, 
the  1 7th  of  Richard  II.  making  proof  of  his  age,  and  doing  his  homage, 
had  livery  of  his  lands  ;  and  alfo  fummons  to  parliament  the  17th  and 
1 8th  of  Richard  II.  but  not  after,  nor  any  of  his  pofterity. 

Morant,  in  his  Hiftory  of  Effex,  Vol.  II.  p.  90,  fays,  Adam  de 
Clifton  married  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Robert  Mortimer,  of  Attilbergh, 
whofe  fon,  Conftantine,  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  Sir  William 
de  la  Pole  (or  Powell),  and  died  before  his  father,  leaving  a  fon,  John, 
who  fucceeded  his  grandfather,  (as  beforementioned.) 

Which  John  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Ralph 
Cromwell,  knight,  and  had  Conftantine,  his  fon  and  heir  (the  laft  of 
the  family  noticed  by  Dugdale)  ;  who  married  Margaret,  daughter  of 
Robert  Howard,  knight,  by  Margaret  Scales,  his  wife ;  and  died  the 
19th  of  Richard  II.  leaving 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  aged  only  one  year,  and  a  daughter, 
Margaret,  afterwards  wife  of  Sir  James  Knivett.  The  faid  John  was 
afterwards  knighted,  and  married  Joan,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Sir 
Edward  Thorpe ;  by  whom  he  had  a  daughter  and  heir,  Margaret, 
who  became  the  wife  of  Sir  Andrew  Agard.  And  in  her  right  the 
inheritance  of  the  Cliftons  became  divided  between  the  Agards  and  the 
Knivetts.  Which  laft,  in  the  divifion,  obtained  the  manor  of  Boken- 
ham. 

In  Parkins'  Topography  of  Freebridge  Hundred  and  Half,  in  co. 
Norf.  he  ftates,  that  Adam,  fon  of  Roger  de  Clifton,  had  a  fecond  fon, 
Adam,  from  whom  the  Cliftons  of  Denvers,  in  that  county,  defcended; 
who  fealed  for  their  arms — Quarterly  in  the  firft  and  fourth  Bendy  of 
8,  Gules  and  Argent.  In  the  fecond  and  third  Cheque  Or,  and  Gules, 
a  Bend  over  all  Ermine.

COBHAM  OF  STERBOROUGH. 

Arms — G.  on  a  Chevron  O.  three  Eftoils  S. 

In  the  time  of  king  John,  Henry  de  Cob  ham,  of  Cobham,  in 
Kent,  had  three  fons  ;  John,  Reginald,  and  William. 

From  John,  the  eldeft  fon  by  his  firft  wife  (daughter  of  Warine 
Vid.Cob.lord   Fitz-Benedi&),  defcended  John  lord  Cobham,  and  Henry  of  Rundell. 
And  from  the  fame  John,  by  Joane  his  fecond  wife,  daughter  of  Hugh 
de  Nevill,  defcended 

Reginald  de  Cobham,  of  Sterborough,  who  was  a  very  active 
perfon  in  the  wars  of  France;  and  had  a  principal  command  in  the 
Englifh  army  at  the  famous  battles  of  Crefly  and  of  Poi&iers,  temp. 
Edward  III.  from  the  16th  to  the  35th  of  whofe  reign,  he  had  fum- 
mons  to  parliament.  And  at  laft  died  of  the  peftilence,  leaving  Joan 
his  wife,  daughter  of  Maurice  de  Berkeley,  and  Reginald,  his  fon,  fur- 
viving. 

Which  REGiNALDwas  alfofummoned  to  parliament;  butonlyinthe 
44th  and  46th  Edward  III.  He  was  twice  married;  firft  to  Elizabeth, 
widow  of  Fulke  le  Strange,  of  Blackmere  ;  and  fecondly,  to  Alianore, 
daughter  and  coheir  to  John  lord  Maltravers,  widow  of  Sir  John  Fitz- 
Alan,  otherwife  called  Sir  John  Arundel ;  and  died  the  4th  Henry  IV. 
to  whom  fucceeded 

Reginald,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  alfo  twice  married  :  firft,  to 
Eleanore,  daughter  of  Thomas  Culpepper;  and,  fecondly,  to  Anne, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Thomas  lord  Bardolf  (widow  of  Sir  William 
Clifford.)  His  children  were,  Reginald,  his  eldeft  fon,  who  died  in  his 
lifetime,  leaving  iflue  an  only  daughter,  Margaret,  who  was  fecond 
wife  to  Ralph  Nevill,  fecond  earl  of  Weftmoreland  of  that  name ;  Sir 
Thomas  Cobham,  knight,  who  married  Anne,  daughter  of  Humphrey 

Stafford, 
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Stafford,  duke  of  Buckingham,  and  had  iflue  an  only  daughter,  Anne, 
who  wedded  Edward  Borough,  or  Burgh,  whofe  fon  Thomas  was   vid.  Burgh, 
afterwards  created  baron  Borough,  or  Burgh,  by  Henry  VIII.  and  four   or  Borough- 
daughters ;  viz.  Elizabeth,  married  to  Richard  lord  Strange,  of  Knock- 
ing ;  Margaret,  to  Reginald  Curteys  ;   Alianore,  to  Humphrey  duke  of 
Gloucefter ;  and  Anne,  a  nun  at  Berking. 

Of  Alianore,  duchefs  of  Gloucefter,  it  is  recorded,  that  about  five 
years  before  the  death  of  her  hufband,  anno  18th  Henry  VI.  fhe  was 
arraigned  for  witchcraft  and  forcery,  and  after  indi&ed  for  treafon  at 
Guildhall,  London.  Some  part  of  which  charge  fhe  confeffed,  and 
was  put  to  folemn  penance  for  the  fame  three  feveral  times ;  and, 
laftly,  committed  to  perpetual  imprifonment  in  the  Ifle  of  Man. 


COBHAM  OF  RUNDELL. 

Arms — (Vid.  Cobham  Lord  Cobham.) 

Stephen  de  Cobham,  fon  of  Henry  de  Cobham,  by  Joan,*  daugh-  *vid.  Co- 
ter  and  coheir  to  Stephen  de  Penceftre,  was  fummoned  to  parliament  lumbers- 
from  the  50th  Edward  II.  to  the  6th  Edward  III.  when  he  died  the 
fame  year,  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Roundall  and  Alyngton,  in  the 
county  of  Kent,  leaving  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  Avice,  his  wife, 
furviving.  But  neither  he,  nor  his  defcendants  after  him,  had  the  like 
fummons. 

Ralph,  brother  of  the  firft  Stephen,  had  alfo  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment, the  1 8th  Edward  II.  but  no  more.  His  wife  was  Mary,  coun- 
tefs  of  Norfolk,  widow  of  Thomas  of  Brotherton,  earl  of  Norfolk 
(which  Mary  was  daughter  to  William  lord  Roos  ;  and  firft  married  to 
William  lord  Braofe,  of  Brembre),  by  whom  he  had  iflue  John,  his 
fon  ;  which  John,  the  34th  Edward  III.  was  in  the  wars  of  France, 
but  had  not  fummons  to  parliament. 

COLUMBERS. 
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COLUMBERS. 

Arms — Gules,  a  Bend  Or. 

Philip  de  Columbers,  the  12th  of  Henrv  II.  upon  the  affeff- 
ment  of  aid  for  marrying  the  king's  daughter  (amongft  other  barons), 
certified  his  knights  fees  de  veteri  feoffamento  to  be  ten,  and  de  novo 
one.  For  all  which,  the  14th  Henry  II.  he  paid  fix  pounds  thirteen 
fhillings  and  four-pence.     He  died  the  33d  of  Henry  II. 

He  had  three  fons.  Philip,  William,  and  Henry  ;  which  Henry 
had  a  daughter,  Georgia,  who  married  Hugh  de  Longchamp. 

Philip  the  eldeft  fon  died  the  18th  John,  leaving  Philip,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who  deceafed  the  41ft  Henry  III.  feifed  of  the  manor  of 
Stavey,  in  the  county  of  Somerfet  (which  was  the  head  of  his  barony), 
leaving 

Another  Philip,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  dying  the  5th  of  Ed- 
ward I,  S.  P. 

John,  his  brother,  was  his  heir,  then  twenty-eight  years  old;  who 
doing  his  homage,  and  paying  £.100  for  his  relief  for  all  the  lands 
which  he  held  by  barony,  had  livery  of  the  fame. 

The  22d  of  Edward  I.  this  John,  with  other  great  men,  had  fum- 
mons  to  attend  the  king,  to  give  his  advice  on  the  urgent  affairs  of  the 
*  Vid  Cob-     realm.     His  wife  was  Alice,*  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Ste- 
phen de  Pencefter;  and  dying  circ.  34th  Edward  I.  left 

Philip,  his  fon  and  heir,    who  married  Alianor,  one  of  the  fifters 

Vid  Martin,     and  heirs  to  William,  the  fon  of  William  Martin  ;  and  had  fummons 

to  parliament  from  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  to  the  15th  of  Edward  III. 

inclufive  ;  and  died  the  year  following,  leaving  Stephen  de  Columbers, 

parfon  of  the  church  of  Shirewell,  his  brother  and  heir. 

Collins,  Vol.   IV.  p.  ny,  fays,  Geffery  de  Stawel,  anceftor  of  the 

lord 
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lord  Stawels,  married  Joan,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  de  Columbers, 
and  heir  alfo  to  the  laft  Philip  de  Columbers. 

Of  this  family  was  alfo  Matthew  de  Columbers,  who  married 
Maude,  daughter  of  Eudo  de  Morevill ;  and  the  44th  of  Henry  III. 
was  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Salifbury,  but  was  afterwards  one  of  the 
rebel  barons  at  the  battle  of  Lewes,  but  made  his  peace  by  virtue  of 
the  Dictum  de  Kenilworth.  He  died  the  firft  of  Edward  I.  leaving 
Michael,  his  brother  and  heir,  then  fixty  years  of  age.e 

Of  which  Michjel,  it  appears,  that  the  9th  John,  he  gave  200 
marks  for  licence  to  marry  Avice,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Elias  de 
Croc;  and  died  the  19th  of  Henry  III.  leaving  the  faid  Avice,  his  wi- 
dow, then  iurviving. 


COLVILE. 

Arms — O.  a  Fefs  G. 

In  the  time  of  king  Stephen,  Philip  de  Colvile  built  a  caftle  in 
Yorkihire,  and  manned  it  againft  him. 

After  him  William  de  Colvile  (but  whether  or  not  related  to 
the  other,  is  not  faid),  in  the  time  of  John,  was  one  of  the  barons  in 
arms  againft  that  king,  as  was  Robert  his  fori ;  to  whom  fucceeded 

Walter,  a  perfon  of  no  lefs  turbulent  fpirit,  who  was  in  rebellion 
againft  Henry  III.  and  was  taken  prifoner  at  Kenilworth  ;  under  which 
favourable  decree,  called  the  Dictum  de  Kenilworth,  he  was  admitted 

e  But  how  Dugdale  reconciles  this  ftatement  to  the  fa<5t,  feems  very  difficult  for  any  one 
elfe  to  comprehend;  for  he  exprefsly  flates,  that  Michael  was  heir  to  his  brother  Mathew  de  Co- 
lumbers,  who  died  the  1ft  of  Edward  I.  anno  1272,  and  then  fixty  years  of  age.  Whereas,  be- 
tween that  period  and  the  Qth  of  John,  anno  1208,  when  he  is  faid  to  have  paid  the  200  marks 
for  licence  to  marry  Avice  de  Croc,  is  a  time  of  fixty-four  years ;  fo  that,  in  truth,  he  could  not 
be  even  then  born,  to  be  only  fixty  years  old  in  12/2.  And  befides,  Dugdale  fays  he  died  the 
19th  of  Henry  III.  I235,;being  thirty-feven  years  before  the  death  of  his  brother  Mathew,  to 
whom  he  is  made  heir,  as  before  obferved. 

Nn  to 
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to  a  composition  for  his  lands,  which  had  been  feized.  He  died  the 
5th  Edward  I.  being  then  fcifed  of  the  manors  of  Bytham,  Auburne, 
and  L-edenham,  in  com.  Line,  leaving 

Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  the  14th  Edward  I.  paid  jC.  1 00  for 
marrying  Ermentrude,  widow  of  Stephen  de  Creffy ;  and  dying  the 
1 6th  Edward  I.   was  fucceeded  by 

Edmund,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Margaret,  the  daughter  of 
Robert  de  Ufford  ;  and  departed  this  life  the  9th  Edward  II.  Robert, 
his  fon  and  heir,  being  then  in  his  minority. 

Which  Robert  was  afterwards  fummoned  to  parliament  amongft 
the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  16th  to  the  39th  Edward  III.  in- 
clufive  ;  and  died  the  42d  Edward  III.  leaving 

Walter,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Margaret,  the  daughter 
Vi.i.  Bafling-  and  heir  of  Giles  de  Bafllngburne ;  and  had  iffue  Robert,  who  died 
without  iffue.  Wherefore  Ralph  Baffet  of  Sapcoate,  fon  and  heir  of 
Simon,  fon  and  heir  of  Elizabeth,  one  of  the  fifters  of  Edmund  de 
Colvile,  and  John  Gernun,  fon  of  Alice,  the  other  fitter,  became  his 
heirs/ 


r  Differing  moft  widely  from  this  account  of  the  Colvile  family  by  Sir  William  Dugdale,  is 
the  following,  which  is  taken,  however,  from  deeds  of  indifputable  authority  which  have  ac- 
companied the  defcent  of  the  Colvile  and  Baffet  eftates,  into  the  poffeffion  of  the  Pole  family,  of 
Radborne,  in  com.  Derb.  viz. 

Mem :  "  That  Sir  Robert  Covile,  knight,  and  Cecilie  his  wyff,  was  feaffed  of  the  caftell

"  Sir  Hugh  Covile,  knight ;  the  which  Sir  Hugh,  had  iffue  Sir  Walter  Covile,  knight.  He 
"had  iffue  Sir  Hugh  Covile,  knight;  who  had  iffue  Sibili,  which  was  married  to  Sir  Raufe 
"  Baffet,  knight.  The  which  Sir  Rauffe  Baffet  and  Sibili,  was  feafed  of  the  forfaid  caftell  and 
"  manors,  &c  by  virtue  of  the  faid  taile  ;  and  of  the  other  lands  in  Sapcoate,  Stanton,  Pekulton, 
"  and  other  lands  in  the  county  of  Leicr  and  of  the  manor  of  Chedull,  in  the  county  of  Stafford, 
"  in  the  right  of  the  faid  Sir  Rauffe  ;  the  which  Sir  Rauffe  Baffet  and  Sibili,  had  iffue  a  daugh- 
•"  ter,  called  Alice,  the  which  Alice  was  married  to  Sir  William  Motton,  knight;  the  which 
**  Sir  William  Motton  and  Alice,  had   iffue  Sir  William  Mutton,  knight ;  the  which  Sir  Wil-

Arms— O.  a  Raven  Proper, 

Not  to  go  higher  than  1066",  it  may  fuffice  to  fay,  that  Corbet, 
a  noble  Norman,  came  over  with  William  the  Conqueror,  together 
with  Roger  and  Robert,  two  of  his  fons. 

But  from  Robert  another  Robert  defcended  ;  and  from  him  alfo 
defcended  Thomas  Corbet,  one  of  the  barons  marchers  againft  the 
Welfh,  temp.  Henry  III.  who  married  Ifabel,  daughter  of  Reginald, 
and  filler  of  Roger  Valletort,  baron  of  Huberton. 

This  Thomas  died  ad  of  Edward  I.  and  was  fucceeded  by  Peter, 
his  fon  ;  who,  the  37th  of  Edward  I.  was  found,  by  inquifition,  to  be 
one  of  the  next  heirs  to  Roger  de  Valletort  (a  great  baron  in  the  weft)  ; 
and  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament  from  the  23d  Edward  I. 
died  the  28th  of  the  fame  reign. 

To  whom,  Peter,  his  fecond  fon,  was  his  fucceffor  (Thomas,  the 
eldeft,  who  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Alan  Plukenet,  being  dead  be- 
fore him,  anno  23d  Edward  I.  without  iffue)  ;  which  Peter  married 
Beatrix  daughter  of  John  lord  Beauchamp,  of  Hacche,  and  had  fum- 
mons  to  parliament  from  the  30th  Edward  I.  to  the  15th  Edward  II. 
when  he  died  without  iffue,  John,  his  brother,  being  his  heir.  On 
whofe  death,  it  was  found  by  inquifition,  the  21ft  Edward  III.  that 


Ham  Mutton,  had  iffue  Sir  Robert  Mutton,  knight;  who  had  iffue  Reginald  Mutton,  efquire; 
the  which  Reginald  Mutton  had  iffue,  Anne  Grymefly,  and  Elizabeth  Pole,  now  clamynge  ; 
and  afterwards  the  (aid  Sibil),  wiefftothe  faid  Sir  Rauff  Baffet  died,  after  whofe  death,  the 
faid  Sir  Rauff  Baffet  married  one  Alice,  called  Alice  Driby;  which  Sir  Rauff  and  Alice  had 
iffue  Elizabeth;  the  which  Elizabeth  was  married  to  the  grandfather  of  Henry  Grey,  knight, 
lord  Gray  of  Codnor,  that  laft  dyed;  and  the  faid  Sir  Rauff  Baffet  discontinued  the  faid  taile, 
and  gave  halffthe  fame  lands  to  certayn  perfons  and  prefts,  the  which  gave  the  fame  lands  to 
the  aunceftors  of  the  lord  Gray,"  &c.

Thomas  Corbet,  anceftor  to  the  beforementioned  Peter,  had  iflue  a 
fon,  called  Peter,  and  three  daughters;  viz,  Alice,  Venice,  and  Emme. 
Likewife  that  the  faid  Peter  had  iflue  Peter,  his  fon  and  heir ;  which 
Peter  married  her  the  faid  Beatrix.  It  was  alfo  found,  that  Alice 
became  the  wife  of  Robert  de  Stafford,  and  had  iflue  Nicholas,  his  fon 
'id.  Stafford.  and  heirj  and  he  Edmund,  who  was  father  of  Ralph  lord  Stafford. 
Moreover,  that  Emme,  the  other  fifter,  married  Sir  Bryan  of  Bramp- 
ton, who  had  iflue  Walter,  and  he  Sir  Bryan  de  Brampton,  who  had 
two  daughters  and  heirs  ;  viz.  Margaret,  married  to  Robert  Harley, 
efquire  (anceftor  of  the  earls  of  Oxford  of  that  furname)  ;  and  Eliza- 
beth, to  Edmund  de  Cornwall.  Which  coheirs  coming  to  an  agree- 
ment the  fame  year  for  parting  the  inheritance,  Ralph  lord  Stafford, 
for  his  purparty,  had  the  caftle  of  Caus  entirely,  with  its  appurtenances, 
the  knights  fees  at  that  time  being  fhared  between  them ;  and  Sir 
Robert  Harley  had  certain  manors. 

It  is  likewife  faid,  that  the  faid  Thomas  Corbet  had  alfo  iflue  Roger 
Corbet,  and  four  daughters ;  viz.  Alice,  Emme,  Winnewine,  and 
Venice. 

Of  this  family,  Dugdale  fays,   was  Roger  Corbet,  of  Caus,  who 

had  fummons  to  parliament  the  ift  of  Edward  III.  but  never    after; 

wherefore  no  further  account  is  given  of  him.*     Yet  this   fummons 

was  only  to  attend  the  king  with  horfe  and  arms  at  Newcaftle  on  Tine 

ward  III.         but  not  to  parliament. 

Sandford,  treating  of  the  firft  Robert,  temp.  Will.  Conq.  writes, 
the  faid  Robert  had  a  fon,  Robert,  lord  of  Alcefter,  co.  Warw.  and  two 
daughters. 

Whereof  Sibyl,  one  of  them,  had  a  fon,  Reginald,  made  baron  of 
Caftlecomb,  and  earl  of  Cornwall  (a  natural  fon  by  king  Henry  I.) 
and  marrying  afterwards  Henry  Fitz-Herbert,  chamberlain  to  Henry  I. 
he,  by  her,  was  anceftor  of  a  numerous  offspring:  as,  the  Fitz-Herberts, 
of  Derbyihire ;  the  Progers,  of  Gwernddy,  in  Monmouthfhire  ;  the 
Gwynns,  of  Ltinfannor,  in  Glamorganshire ;  the  Williamses,  of  Lincoln- 
shire,   and  the  Joneses  of  Treowen.     Likewife  of  the  Herberts,   earls 

of 
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of  Pembroke  and  Huntingdon;  the  Finches,  earls  of  Winchelfea;  the 
Herberts,  of  Colebrook,  Chirbury,  and  Powis,  and  feveral  other  fami- 
lies; many  of  which,  according  to  the  Welfh  cuftom,  changed  their 
furnames  every  defcent ;  the  father's  Chriflian  name  fuppbying  the  place 
of  the  fon's  furname. 

Alice,  the  other  daughter  of  Robert  Corbet,   married  William  Bo-    Vid.Botreau: 
treaux,  lord  of  Botreaux,  or  Bofcaftle. 


CRESS1E. 

Arms — Ar.  on  a  Lion  rampant  quevee  forchee,  S.  armed  and  langued  G. 

Hugh  de  Cresset,  or  Cressie,  a  Norman,  married  Margaret, 
daughter  and  heir  of  William  de  Cheney,  temp.  Henry  II.  and  was 
fucceeded  by  Roger,  his  fon ;  who  was  in  arms  againft  king  John,  and 
alfo  Henry  I.  but  at  length  made  his  peace.  He  married  8  Ifabel, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Hubert  de  Rie,  and  died  the  30th  of  Henry 
III.  whereupon  Hugh,  his  fon,h  had  livery  of  his  lands;  who  dying  the 
47th  of  Henry  III.  was  fucceeded  by  Stephen,  his  fon;  whofe  wife 
was  Sibyl,  daughter  and  heir  of  John  de  Bray  toft;  by  whom  he  had 
iflue,  William,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament  the 
25th  of  Edward  I.  but  never  afterwards.

Arms — Ar.  a  Chevron  between  3  Mullets  G.  pierced  of  the  field. 

John,  fori  of  Adam  de  Creting,  who  was  flain  in  the  wars  of  Gaf- 
coigne,  22d  Edward  I.  having  alfo  ferved  himfelf  in  the  fame  wars, 
and  likewife  thofe  of  Scotland,  in  the  4th  of  Edward  III.  obtained  a 
charter  for  free  warren  in  all  his  demefne  lands  at  Great  Stockton,  in 
com.  Hunt. ;  and  the  6th  of  Edward  III.  had  fummons  to  parliament 
among  the  barons  of  the  realm;  but  never  after.  Whereby  no  further 
mention  is  made  of  him,  or  his  pofterity. 


CRIOL. 


Bertram  de  Criol — O.  two  Chevrons  and  a  Canton  G. 
Nicholas  Criol— G.  Chief  O. 


In  the  time  of  Henry  III.  Bertram  de  Criol  was  fheriff  of  Kent, 
Effex,  and  Hertfordfhire.  From  whom  defcended  Nicholas  and  John; 
of  which  Nicholas  was  warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports:  and  by  Joan,  his 
wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  William  de  Aubervil,  had  iflue  a  fon,  Ni- 
cholas, who  married  Margery,  daughter  of  Gilbert  Peche;  and  had 
fummons  to  parliament  the  25th  Edward  I.  attending  the  king  the 
fame  year  in  an  expedition  made  by  him  into  Flanders.  His  fon  Ni- 
cholas was  his  fucceflbr;  but  not  having  fummons  to  parliament,  no 
further  mention  is  made  of  him. 

John  (brother,  as  prefumed,  to  the  firft  Nicholas),  had  iflue  Ber- 
tram, who  married  Eleanor,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  to 
Hamon   de  Crevequer,   baron  of  Folkftone,  by  Maud,    his  wife,  filler 

and 
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and  heir  of  William  de  Abrincis ;  in  whofe  right  he  had  part  of  the 
manor  of  Folkftone.  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  was  fucceeded  by  Ber- 
tram, his  brother  and  heir;  who  dying  without  iffue,  Joan,  their  fifter, 
wife  of  Sir  Richard  de  Rokefle,  knight,  became  their  heir. 

Yet,  by  other  authorities,  this  Alianor  is  faid  to  be  the  wife  of  John, 
the  fon  of  that  Bertram;  and  that  Joan,  the  wife  of  Sir  William  Baud, 
knight,  and  Sir  Michzel  Poynings,  knight,  fon  of  Agnes,  filler  of  the 
faid  Joan,  were  coufins,  and  the  next  heirs  to  the  fame  John.  But 
according  to  Collins'  Parliamentary  Precedents,  p.  87,  and  388,  the 
former  ftatement  appears  the  moft  correct. 


DAGWORTH. 

Arms — Ermine,  on  a  Bend,  G.  three  Bezants. 

Thomas  de  Dag  worth  (fon  of  John,  grandfon  of  Lora,  widow 
of  William  Peyforer,)  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II,  is  honourably  noted 
for  two  feveral  engagements  in  the  king's  fervice,  both  fought  on  one 
day,  wherein  he  routed  Charles  de  Blois,  who  then  ufurped  the  title  of 
duke  of  Brittany,  notwithstanding  the  great  inequality  of  forces;  the 
duke  being  above  treble  his  number. 

In  the  21ft  of  Edward  III.  this  Thomas  being  again  in  the  wars  of 
France,  fo  fignally  behaved  himfelf,  that  he  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment amongft  the  barons.  But  about  the  33d  of  Edward  III.  he  had 
the  ill  fortune  to  be  flain  by  the  French. 

Nicholas  de  Dagworth,  his  fon,  fucceeded  him;  who,  like  his 
father,  was  eminent  for  his  courage  and  feats  of  arms.  Being  one  of 
king  Richard  II.  favourites,  he,  with  others  who  were  accounted  his 
evil  counfellors,  were  committed  to  prifon;  but  the  year  following,  the 
ftorm  being  over,  he  was  employed  as  an  ambaflador  to  treat  for  peace 
with  the  French.  But  there  is  no  mention  that  he  ever  had  fummons 
to  parliament.

D'AMORIE. 

Arms— Barry  of  Six,  nebulee,  Az.  and  G.  a  Bend  Az. 

The  family  of  D'Amory,  Dalmari,  Dameer,  or  Damer,  as  now- 
called,  have  long  been  feated  in  Somerfetfhire  and  Dorfetfhire.  Wil- 
liam D'Amory  attended  William  the  Conqueror.  Gilbert 
D'Amory  held  lands  in  Somerfetfhire,   15th  Henry  II.  and  another, 

Gilbert,  the  szd  Edward  I.  was  in  the  expedition  to  Gafcoigne. 
He  had  iffue  three  fons:  firft,  Sir  Roger,  who  was  fummoned  to  par- 
liament as  a  baron,  the  1  ith  and  14th  Edward  II.  and  was  alfo  baron 
of  Armoy,  in  Ireland;  and  married  Elizabeth,  third  fitter  and  coheir  of 
Gilbert  de  Clare,  earl  of  Gloucefter,  widow,  firft  of  John  de  Burgh; 
and,  fecondly,  of  Theobald  de  Verdun,  and  niece  to  king  Edward  II. 
by  whom  he  had  two  daughters,  his  coheirs ;  viz.  Elizabeth,  married 

^Collinsfays   to  *John  lord  Bardolph;    and  Eleanor,   to  John  de   Raleigh,   from 

P.  271.  '  whom  defcended  the  great  and  celebrated  Sir  Walter  Raleigh.. 

Nicholas,  the  fecond  fon,  had  iffue  a  daughter,  Margaret,  who 
died  28th  Edward  III.  and  Sir  Richard,  his  heir,  who,  the  6th  of  Ed- 
ward II.  was  fteward  of  the  houfhold  to  that  king,  and  had  fummons 

tCollins'Ext.   to  parliament  from  the  20th  of  Edward  II.  to  the  f  4th  Edward  III. 

yTjfe'2-j  He  had  a  fon,  Richard  (who  ferved  in  feveral  expeditions  under  that 
king,  and  died  the  49th  of  his  reign,  without  iffue),  and  three  daugh- 
ters;' Elizabeth,  married  to  Sir  John  Chandos,  knight  of  the  garter,  at 
the  firft  inftitution  of  that  order  ;  Eleanor,  to  Roger  Colling,  or  Colyng ; 
and  Margaret. 

Sir  Richard,  third  fon  of  Gilbert,  continued  the  male  line,  and 
was  anceftor  to  the  prefent  George  Darner,  earl  of  Dorchefter. 

But  Dugdale  fays,   that   on  the  deceafe  of  Richard  D'Amorie,  the

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49th  Edward  III.   Elizabeth  and  Alianor  Chandos  (fillers  of  John  vid.Chandos. 
Chandos),  and  Ifabcl,  daughter  of  Margaret,  the  third  fifter,  then  the 
wife  of  Sir  John  Annefley,  knight,  were  his  heirs,  without  faying  by 
what  means,  or  in  what  degree  of  kindred  they  were  fo. 


D'AUBENEY,  vel  DE  ALBINI. 

Arms — (Vid.  D' Aubeney  Eail  of  Bridgewater.) 

In  the  former  part  of  this  work  we  mentioned,  that  Robert  de  To- 
deni  had  iflue  divers  fons,  whereof  William,  the  eldelt,  for  what  rea- 
fon  has  never  been  correctly  afcertained,  took  the  name  of  Albini; 
being  called  Albini  Brito,  to  diftinguifh  him  from  the  family  cf  Albini 
Pincerna. 

This  William  had  iffue,  as  already  (hewn,  two  fons;  of  which  Wil- 
liam, the  eldeft,  was  his  fucceflbr,  and  Ralph,  the  next  fon,  was  ancef- 
tor  of  this  line. 

In  1 2th  Henry  II.  this  Ralph  held  fifteen  knights  fees  of  his  bro- 
ther William ;  and  the  28th  of  the  fame  reign,  gave  200  marks  for 
licence  to  marry  the  mother  of  Ebrard  de  Rofs  (whofe  name  was  Si- 
billa  de  Valoines.)  He  died  at  Acre,  in  the  Holy  Land,  the  3d  Ri- 
chard I.  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Philip  de  Albini,  who,  the  8th  of  John,  was  governor  of  the 
caftle  of  Ludlow,  and  the  14th,  of  the  ifle  of  Jerfey.  In  the  17th  of 
John,  he  was  on  the  part  of  the  barons  at  Runnimede,  when  they  ob- 
tained from  that  king  the  famous  charter  of  liberties,  denominated 
Magna  Charta.  Yet  he  afterwards  adhered  to  king  John,  in  his  fub- 
fequent  contentions  with  thofe  barons,  and  was  no  lefs  obfequious  to 
Henry  III.  and  was  one  of  the  chief  commanders  at  the  battle  of  Lin- 
coln. He  feems  to  have  been  a  perfon  altogether  of  moderate  princi- 
ples; a  good  foldier,  and  a  moft  faithful  teacher  and  instructor  of  the 
king. 

O  o  The 
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The  1 6th  of  Henry  III.  he  was  once  more  governor  of  the  illands  of 
Guernfey  and  Jerfey;  after  when,  going  into  the  Holy  Land,  he  died 
there  the  \ear  next  enfuing,  and  was  buried  in  thole  parts,  as  he  had 
often  defired. 

Moft  probably  he  died  without  iffue;  as  Dugdale  next  proceeds  to 
ftate,  that  his  nephew,  Philip  (fon  of  his  brother  Ralph),  in  the  8th  of 
Henry  III.  had  the  hundred  of  Wichton  granted  to  him  for  his  better 
fupport  in  the  king's  fervice;  and  that  his  brother  Elias  became  his 
heir. 

Which  Elias  had  fummons  to  parliament  the  23d,  24th,  25th, 
28th,  30th,  32d,  and  33d  of  Edward  I.  and  with  Hawyfe,  his  wife, 
conferred  on  the  canons  of  Newhus,  in  com.  Line,  all  their  right  in 
the  church  of  Saxelby,  together  with  certain  lands  in  Dryholme;  his 
fons  Oliver  and  Raphe,  confirming  the  faid  grant.  To  this  Elias  fuc- 
ceeded. 

Raphe,  his  fon,  whofe  name  in  moft  records  is  written  D'Aubeny; 
and  who,  the  20th  Edward  II.  was  one  of  the  knights  of  the  Bath, 
then  folemnly  created.  The  8th  Edward  III.  he  was  in  an  expedition 
into  Scotland;  fo  alfo  the  12th;  and  in  the  16th,  had  fummons  to 
parliament,  but  never  after.  His  wife  was  Catherine,  fifter  of  Thomas 
de  Thwenge;  by  whom  he  had  iflue  an  only  daughter,  Elizabeth, 
married  to  Sir  William  Bptreaux,  knight.  But  by  Alice,  his  fecond 
wife,  daughter  to  the  lord  Montacute,  he  had  ifTue  Sir  Giles  D'Aubeny, 
knight,  his  fon  and  heir;  which  Sir  Giles  was  progenitor  of  Giles  lord 
Daubeny,  fo  created  by  Henry  VII.  and  afterwards  earl  of  Bridge- 
water-     (Vid.  D'Aubeny  earl  of  Bridgewater.)

D'AUNEY. 

Arms— Ar.  a  Bend  S.  between  two  Cottifes  Az. 

In  the  ift  of  Edward  III.  Nicholas  D'Auney,  lord  of  the  manor 
of  Shunock,  in  Cornwall,  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the 
barons  of  the  realm;  but  never  after,  nor  any  of  his  pofterity,  of  whom 
no  notice  is  taken. 

He  peregrinated  to  the  Holy  Land,  from  whence,  on  his  return,  he 
brought  a  curious  and  rich  medal,  for  fome  time  in  the  poffeffion  of 
his  defcendants,  whereof  the  vifcount  Downe,  of  the  kingdom  of  Ire- 
land, is  confidered  to  be  the  immediate  and  chief  reprefentative. 


DE   LA    BECHE. 

Arms — Vairee  Arg.  and  G. 

The  chief  feat  of  this  family  was  formerly  at  Aid  worth,  in  the 
county  of  Bucks.11  Nicholas  de  la  Beche  was  conftable  of  the 
Tower,  made  fenefchal  of  Gafcoigne,  and  employed  in  the  wars  in 
Brittany,  temp.  Edward  III.  having  fummons  to  parliament  the  16th 
of  the  fame  reign,  but  no  more. 

He  was  a  perfon  of  very  great  eminency  in  his  time,  and  had  the 
fuperintendence  of  the  Black  Prince's  education.     In   1343,  he  was 


k  In  Gibfon's  Camden  it  is  related,  that  at  Aldworth  are  certain  tombs.,  and  ftatues  upon 
them  larger  than  ordinary,  much  wondered  at  by  the  common  people,  as  if  they  were  portraitures 
of  giants;  when  indeed  they  are  only  thofe  of  certain  knights,  of  the  family  of  De  la  Beche, 
which  had  a  cattle  there,  and  is  fuppofed  to  have  been  extindt  in  the  male  line,  temp.  Edward 
III.

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made  fenefchal  of  Gafcony;  but  1347,  died  without  iflue,  when  the 
Aldworth  tftates  paffed  to  the  lifters  of  John  de  la  Beche,  who  died 
in  1328;  and  was  probably  elder  brother  to  Nicholas.  Joane,  the  elder 
of  thefe  coheireffes,  married  Sir  Andrew  Sackville,  and  probably,  after- 
wards, Sir  Thomas  Langford.  Another  appears  to  have  married  a 
Danvers.1 


DE  LA  MARE. 

Arms — G.  Two  Lions  paflant  in  pale  Arg. 

Op  this  name  there  were  feveral  families:  one  in  Wiltfhire,  another 
in  Somerfetfhire,™  a  third  in  Herefordfhire,  and  a  fourth  in  Oxford- 
fhirc;   concerning  which  laft  it  is  faid,  that

1  Robert  Danvers,  a  progenitor  of  the  baronet's  family  of  Culworth,  co.  Northamp.  who  died 
37th  Edward  III.  is  reprefented  to  have  married  Alice,  lifter  and  coheir  to  Robert  de  la  Beche, 
of  Aldworth,  in  Berkfliii  e ;  whofe  anceftors  were  of  ancient  extraction,  and  had  been  reckoned 
amongft  the  barons  of  the  kingdom.  (Kimber's  Baronetage,  Vol.  I.  p.  500.)  But  according  to 
the  account  of  the  De  la  Beche  family,  in  Lyfons'  Berklhire,  the  faid  fiflers  are  ftated  to  have 
been  the  coheirs  of  John  de  la  Beche.

m  Leland,  Vol.  VI.  F.  3Q,  writes,  "  Peter  Delamar,  a  man  of  abont  xu.  c  markes  of  lands 
"  by  the  yere,  died  without  iflue  male  in  Edward  the  III.  dayes ;  but  he  had  three  daughters 
"  maryed  to  thefe  gentlemen,  S.  John  (a  miftake,  imagined  for  Paulet),  S.  Amande,  and  Wil- 
"  liam  De  la  Roche ;  the  which  three  divided  the  landes  of  Delamare.  The  caftelle  of  Nunny 
"  Delamare  in  Somerferfhire,  and  the  lordthip  of  Fifcharton,  yn  Wylefhire,  cam  to  S.  John  in 
"  partition."  A  miftake  again,  as  imagined,  for  Paulet.  Dugdale  and  Collins,  however,  ftate, 
Eleanor,  wife  of  William  Paulet,  was  filler  and  heir  to  Sir  Elias  de  la  Mare,  of  Nony  Caftle, 
and  Fiflierton  de  la  Mere,  before-mentioned.  Which  William  Paulet  was  father  of  Sir  John 
Paulet,  who  married  Conftance,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  John  Poynings,  lord  St.  John  of 
Bating,  who  was  great  grandfather  of  William,  firft  marquis  of  Winchefter. 

But  Leland  again  remarks,  that  "  There  was  a  younger  brother  of  the  houfe  of  the  Dela-

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Henry  de  la  Mare,  in  the  5th  of  Stephen,  upon  the  death  of 
his  father,  gave  a  fine  of  ^.28,  6s.  Sd.  that  he  might  enjoy  the  office 
of  veltrare  (id  eft,  huntfman),  to  the  king;  for  fo  he  was,  holding  it 
by  petty  ferjeanty.     To  whom  fucceeded 

Robert,  who,  the  34th  of  Henry  II.  was  fheriff  of  Oxfordfhire; 
and  in  the  ift  and  2d  of  Richard  I.  ferved  the  fame  office  for  Berk- 
fhire  and  Oxfordfhire,     His  fucceffor  was 

Geffery  de  la  Mare,  who  gave  a  fine  of  100  marks,  and  one 
palfrey,  for  warranty  of  his  lands  at  Dudercote,  in  com.  Berks. 

From  whom  defcended  John  de  la  Mare,  of  Gerfyndon  (now 
called  Garfyngton),  in  com.  Oxon.      Which 

John,  the  22d  of  Edward  I.  was  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoigne  ;  and 
the  26th,  in  thofe  of  Scotland.  After  when,  for  his  eminent  fervices, 
he  had  fummons  to  parliament  the  28th  Edward  I.  and  from  thenc* 
to  the  7th  of  Edward  II.  But  beyond  that  period,  no  further  mention 
is  made  of  him  by  Dugdale  ;  who  fays,  that  after  him,  none  of  his  de- 
fendants continued  in  the  rank  of  barons. 


DE  LA  WARD. 

Arms— Vairee  Arg.  and  S. 

In  the  31ft  of  Edward  I.  Robert  de  la  Ward  was  in  the  wars 
of  Scotland ;  fo  likewife  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  being  then  fteward 
of  the  king's  houfhold.     And  had   fummons   to  parliament   amongft 

"mares;  and  he  by  preferrement  of  marriage,  had,  about  the  tyme  ofEdvarde  the  III.  the 
"  daughter  and  heyre  of  Aehard,  a  man  of  faire  landes  in  Berkelhire.  Sir  Thomas  Delamare, 
"  knight  of  the  fe pulchre,  the  laft  of  this  houfe,  had  a  fun  callid  John,  and  he  dying  afore 
"  Thomas  his  father,  left  two  daughters ;  whereof  one  was  married  to  Humfre  Fofter,  fa- 
"  ther  of  Sir  Humfre  that  now  lyvith  ;  the  other,  to  Morton  of  Dorfetfhir,  kinefman  to 
"  cardinal  Morton ;  but  Hie  had  no  children,  and  fo  the  landes  of  this  Delamer  came  totally  to 
*'  Fofter."

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the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  28th  to  the  34th  of  Edward  I.   in-» 
clufive." 

To  whom  fucceeded  Simon,  who,  the  15th  of  Edward  II.  in  the 
infurre&ion  of  Thomas  earl  of  Lancafter,  brought  confiderable  forces 
to  the  aid  of  the  king's  party;  being  then  governor  of  York.  The 
19th  of  Edward  II.  he  was  made  governor  of  Pontefrac"t  caftle ;  and 
had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  18th  of  Edward  II.  to  the 
8th  of  Edward  III.  but  not  afterwards,  nor  any  of  his  pofterity ;  of 
whom  no  mention  is  made.

Arms — Vid.  Defpenfer  earl  of  Winchcfter  and  Gloucefler. 

Of  the  fame  family  as  the  Defpenfers  earls  of  Winchefter  and 
tjloucefter,  Dugdale  fays,  he  guefTes  was  Philip  le  Despenser, 
who,  the  ift  of  Richard  II.  accompanied  John  duke  of  Lancafter  in 
his  expedition  into  Brittany ;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  from 
the  1  ith  of  Richard  II.  to  the  4th  of  Henry  IV.  inclufive.  And  died 
the  3d  of  Henry  VI.  leaving  iflue,  Margery,  his  daughter  and  heir, 
wife  of  Roger  Wentworth,  efquire."  He  married  Elizabeth,  youngeft 
of  the  three  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Sir  Robert  Tibetot,  knight.  (Vid. 
Tibetot.) 

"  His  daughter  and  heir,  Joane,  was  wife  of  Sir  Hugh  Meignell,  knight,  who  bore  for 
arms,  ■*  Paly  of  Six  Argent  and  Gules,  on  a  Bend  Az.  three  Horfe  Shoes  Or."  (Burton's 
Leicefter,  p.  61.) 

"  In  Morant's  Elfex,  p.  321,  Vol.  J.  (he  is  faid  to  have  married,  firft,  John  lord  Roos,  and 
afterwards  became  the  wife  of  Roger  Wentworth.

DEVEREUX. 

Arms — Ar.  a  Fefs  Gules,  in  Chief  three  Torteauxes. 

Of  this  family,  which   had   its  furname  from  Eureux,  a  town  in 
Normandy,  and  came  into  England  with   the  Conqueror,  there  were 
divers  generations  in  England  before  they  became  barors    f  the  realm. 
Of  thefe  William,  the  fon  of  Stephen,  fiding  with  the  rebel  barons 
againft  Henry  III.  was  ilain  at  the  battle  of  Evefliam.     But  William, 
his  fon,  taking  advantage  of  that  favourable  decree,  called  "  Di&um 
de  Kenilworth,"  compounded  his  lands,  and  had  livery  thereof.     From 
him  defcended  Sir  Walter  Devereux,  who  was  father  of  Sir  John 
and  Stephen  Devereux,  ofBodunham  Devereux,  co.  Hereford,  anceftor  Collins, 
of  the  earls  of  EiTex  of  that  furname,  and  of  the  prefent  vifcount  Here-   p.  2;4. 
ford.     Which 

Sir  John  Devereux  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  John  de  Vere, 
earl  of  Oxford,  and  had  iiTue  another  Sir  John  ;  who,  the  42d  of  Ed- 
ward III.  was  with  the  Black  Prince  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoigne.  In 
the  9th  of  Richard  II.  he  was  initialled  a  knight  of  the  garter;  and, 
the  nth  of  the  fame  reign,  was  made  conftable  of  Dover  cattle,  and 
warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports.  And  having  been  fummoned  to  parlia- 
ment from  the  8th  to  the  1 6th  of  Richard  II.  inclufive,  died  the  year 
following.  Margaret,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Barre,  knight, 
furviving.  To  him  fucceeded  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  alfo  a 
knight,  but  died  three  years  after  his  father;  leaving  Joan,  his  fifter 
and  heir,  wife  of  Sir  Walter-Fitzwalter,*  and  Philippa,  his  wife,  fur-  *  yid.  Fitz- 
viving;  which  Philippa  was  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Guy  Walter- 
de  Brien.f  .,r .  ~

DINAN,   or   DYNHAM. 

Arms — G.  a  Fefs  Dancettee  Ermine. 

Of  this  name  the  firft  mentioned  is  Fouke ;  who  being  one  of  the 
knights  to  Henry  I.  had  from  him  a  grant  of  the  caftle  of  Dinan, 
from  whence  he  was  called  Fouke  de  Dinan.  This  caftle  was  in 
Wales,  and  fince  called  Ludlao. 

Another  family  there  was  of  this  name,  of  which  the  firft  noticed 
was  Alan  de  Djnant,  by  parentage  from  Brittany,  in  France;  who 
for  his  valour  fliewn  in  that  kingdom,  in  fighting  with  the  champion 
of  the  French  king,  whom  he  flew,  was  rewarded  by  Henry  I.  with 
the  manor  of  Burton,  in  Northamptonfhire.  He  fupported  king 
Stephen  againft  Maud  the  emprefs ;  and  was  a  principal  com- 
mander for  him  at  the  battle  of  Lincoln.  But  further  of  him  nothing 
is  related. 

The  next  of  the  name,  of  whom  mention  is  made,  is  Hugh  de 
Dinant,  of  Devonshire,  and  alfo  Rowland  Dinant,  of  Berk- 
shire ;  but  how,  or  whether  at  all  thefe  families  were  related  or  con- 
nected with  each  other,  no  authority  affords  any  account. 

Wherefore,  fays  Dugdale,  I  next  come  to  Geffery,  fon  to  Oliver, 
brother  of  the  firft  Alan  Dinant,  which  Geffery  founded  the  abbey  of 
Hertland,  in  co.  Devon.  He  had  a  brother,  Oliver :  and  he  a  fon, 
Geffery. 

Which  Geffery,  41ft  Henry  III.  had  fummons,  with  others,  to  at- 
tend the  king  with  horfe  and  arms,  to  march  againft  the  Welfh.  He 
died  the  43d  of  Henry  III.  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Hertland,  co.  Devon, 
leaving 

Oliver,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Ifabel,  widow  of  John  de 
Courtney,  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the 

realm 
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realm  from  the  23d  to  the  26th  of  Edward  I.  and  died  the  year  fol- 
lowing, (the  27th,)  leaving 

Josce,  his  ion  and  heir,  who  then  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of 
his  lands  :  which  Jofce  died  two  years  after,  leaving  John,  his  fon  and 
heir.  He  had  alio  a  younger  fon,  called  Oliver,  who  died  the  20th 
Edward  III.  leaving  Oliver,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  the  25th  of 
Edward  III.  leaving  Oliver,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  fix  years  of  age,  and 
Margaret,  his  fecond  wife,  furviving  daughter  and  heir  of  Richard  de 
Hydon,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  three  daughters  ;  Margaret,  afterwards 
wife  of  William  de  Afthorpe ;  and  Elene  and  Ifabel  (otherwife  Eliza- 
beth), who  became  nuns  ;  the  one  at  Bocland,  and  the  other  at  Walton: 
which  daughters  were  found  heirs  to  their  father,  Oliver,  their  brother, 
being  dead  at  that  time. 

But  to  return  to  John,  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of  Jofce  :  he  married 
Joane,  daughter  to  Sir  Thomas  Courtney,  knight,  and  Muriel,  his 
wife,  daughter  and  coheir  to  John  lord  Moels  (fifter  and  heir  to  Sir  vid.  Moeli. 
Hugh  Courtney).  The  43d  of  Edward  III.  he  made  partition  with 
Margaret  her  fifter,  wife  of  Thomas  Peverell,  of  the  lands  of  their  in- 
heritance. 

To  this  John  fucceeded  another  John,  who  married  a  daughter  of 
lord  Lovell ;  and  was  fucceeded  by  another  John,  who  married  Joane, 
daughter  and  heir  to  Richard  de  Arches. 

The  8th  of  Henry  VI.  being  then  a  knight,  he  was  retained  to 
ferve  the  king  in  the  wars  of  France,  and  died  the  36th  of  Henry  VI. 
leaving  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  Joan,  his  wife,  furviving. 

Which  John  became  a  perfon  of  great  eminency,  and  efpecially 
fupported  the  caufe  of  Edward  IV.  againft  the  houfe  of  Lancafter  ; 
wherefore  he  was  in  much  eftimation  with  that  fovereign,  and  had 
fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  the  6th  year 
of  his  reign;  and  obtained  feveralcaftles,  lordfhips,  andotherimmunities. 

The  1  ft  of  Henry  VII.  he  was  conftituted  one  of  the  privy  council 

to  that  prudent  prince ;  likewife  treafurer  of  his  exchequer,  and  alfo  a 

knight  of  the  garter.     He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of 

Walter  lord  Fitz- Walter,  and  widow  of  Sir  John  Ratcliffe  ;  by  whom, 

P  p  according 
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according  to  Collins,  in  his  Parliamentary  Precedents,  p.  g$,  he  had 
two  fons,  George  and  Philip,  who  died  S.  P. 

Having  been  repeatedly  fummoned  to  parliament,  in  the  reigns  of 
Edward  IV.  Richard  III.  and  Henry  VII.  he  departed  this  life  the 
17th  Henry  VII.  anno  1492,  leaving  his  lifters,  or  their  reprefenta- 
tives,  his  coheirs;  viz.  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Sir  Fulke  Fitz-Waryne, 
knight;  Joane,  widow  of  John  lord  Zouche,  of  Haryngworth;  Sir 
Edmund  Carewe,  knight,  fon  and  heir  of  Margery,  his  eldeft  fifter 
(fometime  wife  of  Sir  John  Carewe,  knight);  Sir  John  Arundel,  fon 
of  Sir  Thomas  Arundel,  of  Lanherne,  in  Cornwall,  knight,  by  Cathe- 
rine, his  third  lifter.

Echingham,  is  the  name  of  a  place  in  the  county  of  Suffex,  in 
which  the  anceftors  of  this  family  were  ftewards  of  the  Rape  of 
Haftings. 

In  the  18th,  19th,  and  20th  of  Henry  III.  Simon  de  Echingham 
ferved  the  office  of  fheriff  of  the  counties  of  Suffex  and  Surrey.  And 
calling  himfelf  fon  of  Simon,  and  brother  and  heir  to  William,  gave 
to  the  monks  of  Robertfbrigg,  a  certain  watercourfe,  near  Saleham. 

To  this  Simon  fucceeded  William,  his  fon  and  heir  (as  prefumed), 
who  held  feven  knights  fees  of  the  honour  of  Haftings ;  and  in  the 
31ft  Henry  III.  having  married  Margaret,  one  of  the  daughters  and 
heirs  of  William  de  Montacute,  had  livery  of  the  manor  of  Gyffeberg, 
in  com.  Somerf.  as  her  purparty  of  the  lands  which  had  defcended  to 
her  by  her  father's  death. 

In  the  23d  o{  Edwardl.p  he  obtained  a  charter  of  free  warren  in 
all  his  lord  (hips  and  lands  at  Echingham,  and  elfewhere,  in  the  countv 
of  Suffex  ;    but  after  this  no  further  mention  is  made  of  him. 

The  next  perfon  of  this  name,  of  whom  notice  is  made,  is  Robert 
de  Echingham,  who,  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  was  in  the  wars  of 
Scotland.     And  after  him 

William  de  Echingham,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament 
amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  5th  to  the  15th  of  Ed-, 
ward  II.  inclufive. 

A  Robert  de  Echingham,  is  the  next  made  mention  of,   who, 

p  If  this  be  the  fame  William  whom  Dugdale  difcourfes  of,  from  the  31ft  of  Henry  III.  to 
the  23d  of  Edward  I.  he  feems  to  have  been  an  aged  man,  and  to  have  held  his  lands  a 
long  time  ;  the  period  ftated  from  thefe  two  periods  being  forty-eight  years. 

P  p  3  the 
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the  ift  of  Edward  III.  had  likewife  fummons  to  parliament;  but  the 
next  year,  the  2d  of  Edward  III.  being  then  feized  of  the  manor  of 
Echingham,  in  the  county  of  Suffex,  with  its  members,  which  he  held 
by  the  fervice  of  five  knights  fees  and  a  third  part,  leaving  Simon,  his 
brother  and  heir;  of  whom  no  more  is  faid,  by  reafon  neither  he  nor 
any  of  his  defcendants  had  fummons  to  parliament. 

In  Gibfon's  Camden  it  is  ftated,  that  the  inheritance  of  the  Eching- 
ham's,  by  heirs  female,  paffed  to  the  barons  of  Windfor  and  the 
Tirwhitts.

Arms — G.  a  Fefs  indented  between  Seven  Crofs  Crofslets,  four  in  chief,  three  in  bafe  O. 


The  firft  mentioned  of  this  name,  is  Richard  Engaine,  in  the 
time  of  the  conqueror,  to  whom  he  held  the  office  of  chief  engineer. 
Hence  the  name  D'Engaine,  from  "De  Ingeniis;"  to  whom  fucceeded 
Vitalis  D'Engaine. 

The  next  perfon  noticed  is  another  Richard  D'Engaine,  who 
was  lord  of  Blatherwick,  in  Northamptonfhire,  temp.  Henry  II.  and 
by  Sarra,  his  wife,  daughter  of  the  earl  of  Oxford,  left  two  fons,  Ri- 
chard and  Vitalis.     And  dying  the  10th  of  John,  was  fucceeded  by 

Richard,  his  eldeft  fon  ;  who  was  one  of  the  rebel  barons  againft 
king  John,  and  had  his  lands  feized  the  17th  of  John,   but  died  foon 

after  : 
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after:  to  whom  fucceeded  Vitalis,  his  brother  and  heir,  who,  the 
26th  of  Henry  III.  made  partition,  with  William  de  Cantilupe  of 
Bergavenny,  of  the  manor  of  Badmundsfield,  in  Suffolk,  as  heirs  to 
William  de  Curtenai.  But  died  the  33d  of  Henry  III.  leaving,  by 
Roefe  his  wife  (one  of  the  three  fifters,  and  coheirs  of  the  honour  of 
Montgomery  in  Wales), 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  in  arms  with  the  rebel  barons 
at  the  battle  of  Evefham  ;  but  afterwards  took  advantage  of  that 
favourable  decree,  called  Di&um  de  Kenilworth  ;  and  died  unmarried 
the  56th  of  Henry  III.  leaving  John,  his  brother  and  heir. 

Which  John,  the  22d  of  Edward  I.  was  in  the  expedition  then 
made  into  Gafcoigne  ;  and  died  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  leaving,  by 
Joan  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Henry  Gray, 

John,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  28th  and  31ft  of  Edward  I. 
ferved  in  the  wars  of  Scotland.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from 
the  25th  of  Edward  I.  to  the  14th  of  Edward  II.  and  died  the  16th 
of  Edward  II.  S.  P. 

Wherefore  John,  the  fon  of  his  brother  Nicholas,  by  Amicia  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Walter  Fauconberg,  was  found  his  next  heir.  He 
was  a  knight  banneret,  and  attended  Edward  III.  in  the  wars  of 
France  ;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  16th  of  Edward  II. 
to  the  3  ft  of  Edward  III.  inclufive ;  and  died  the  year  following,  at 
his  feat  at  Dillington,  in  the  county  of  Huntingdon,  feifed  of  the  ma- 
nors of  Haighton,  in  com.  Leiceft.;  Noteley,  in  EiTex;  Handfdon,  in. 
com.  Herts  ;  Saundey,  in  com  Bedf.;  Gidding  and  Dilington,  in  com. 
Hunt.;  and  Laxton,  in  com.  Northamp.;  leaving  ifTue  by  Joan  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Peverel, 

Thomas,  his  fon,  and  three  daughters;  viz.  Joice,  Elizabeth,  and 
Mary. 

Which  Thomas  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  Hugh  Courteney, 
earl  of  Devon  ;  but  died  S.  P.  the  41ft  of  Edward  III.  leaving  his  fifters, 
before-mentioned,  his  heirs  ;  viz.  Joice,  wife  of  John  de  Goldington  ; 

Elizabeth, 
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Elizabeth,  of  Sir  Lawrence  Pabenham  (or  Pakenham);   and  Mary,  of 

William  Bernak,  knight. 
Salmon's  John  de  Goldington  had  iflue  Robert  de  Goldington,  fheriffof  Hert-

The  furname  of  this  family  was  aflumed  from  the  lordfhip  of  Er- 
dinton,  near  Birmingham,  in  the  county  of  Warwick  ;  which  lordfhip 
Gervafe  Paganell,  baron  of  Dudley,  beftowed  on  Henry  de  Erdin- 
ton.     To  whom  fucceeded  William  ;  and  to  him 

Thomas,  who,  the  15th  of  John,  when  the  barons  became  fo 
powerful,  that  the  king  conceived  himielf  too  weak  to  cope  with 
them,  is  faid  to  have  been  fent  by  that  prince  (^along  with  Ralph  Fitz- 
Nicholas,  an  eminent  perfon  in  thofe  days),  privily  to  Murmelius, 
king  of  Africa  and  Spain,  to  offer  the  whole  realm  of  England  to  him, 
to  hold  by  a  certain  tribute,  as  alfo  to  fignify,  that  he  would  quit  the 
Chriftian  religion,  and  turn  Mahomedan,  in  cafe  he  would  lend  him 
affiftance  againft  thofe  potent  and  rebellious  fubjeds. 

On  his  return  from  this  embaffy,  he  compounded  with  Stephen  de 
Staunton,  and  Robert,  his  fon,  for  their  title  to  the  honour  of  Mont- 
gomery, with  the  manors  of  Badmundsfield,  Pulton,  Atton,  and  Lide- 
ham,  thereunto  belonging,  and  obtained  the  king's  confirmation  thereof. 
To  which  honour  he  claimed  fome  title,  by  defcent  from  Baldwin  de 
Boilers,  to  whom  king  Henry  I.  had  given  it,  with  Sibil  de  Faleife, 
his  niece;   and  fprung  from  the  fame  Baldwin  by  his  fecond  wife. 

This  Thomas  deceafed  the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of  John,  or  be- 
ginning of  that  of  Henry  III.  leaving  Roefe  de  Cockfield,  his  widow, 
and  Giles,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  35th  of  Henry  III.  was  one  of  the 
juftices  itinerant,  and  the  36th,  one  of  the  juftices  of  the  court  oi' 
common  pleas.     To  him  fucceeded 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Maud,  one  of  the  daughters, 
and  at  length  coheirs,  to  Roger  de  Somery,  baron  of  Dudley  ;  and  de- 
ceafed 
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ceafed  the  ioth   Edward   I.    leaving  the   faid  Maud   furviving  (who 

afterwards  married  William    de    Bifield),    and   Henry,    his    fon  and 

heir. 

Which  Henry,  30th   of  Edward  I.   on  the  death   of  his   mother, 

performing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance. 

The  34th  of  Edward  I.    he  was  created  a  knight  (by  Bathing),  with 

prince  Edward,  and  was  in  the  wars  of  Scotland.     The  9th  Edward  III. 

he  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  but 

never  after.

By  whom   he   had 

iflue,  Giles,  his  fon  and  heir  :  but  neither  he,  nor  his  pofterity,  had  the 
Dugd.Antiq.  like  fummons.  Of  whom  Tnomas,  his  fon,  had  iflue,  Thomas  de 
Warw.p.tjo-i.   ]?r(imton,   father  of  another  Thomas  Erdinton,    or  Erdington,   temp. 

Henry  VI.  who  was  the  laft  of  his  family  that  poflefled  the  lordfhip 

of  Erdington,  in  com.  Warw. 


EVERINGHAM. 

Arms — G.  a  Lion  rampant  Vairee  Ar.  and  Az. 

Robert  de  Everingham/  in  the  time  of  Henry  III.  held  five 
and  one  half  knights  fees,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  and  one  in 
Lexinton.  He  married  Ifabel,  frfter  and  heir  of  Thomas  de  Birkin; 
and  had  iflue,  Adam  ;  John,  to  whom  his  mother  gave  the  manor  of 
Birkin  ;   and  Robert,  rector  of  the  church  of  Birkin. 

Adam  fucceeded  his  father,  and  left  iflue,  Robert;  who  married 
Lucia,  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  de  Thwenge  (firft  wedded  to  Wil- 
liam de  Latimer,  junior,  from  whom  ihe  was  divorced),  and  died  the 
15th  Edward  I.  leaving

Adam, 
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Adam,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the 
2d  to  the  9th  Edward  II.  inclufive.  Which  Adam  entailed  the  manor 
of  Lexinton  on  Adam,  his  eldeft  Ion;  and,  in  default  of  heirs  male, 
upon  Robert,  Edmund,  Alexander,  and  Nicholas,  his  younger  fons, 
fucceffively ;  and  died  the  13th  Edward  III.  being  then  feized  of  the 
faid  manor  of  Lexinton.5 

Adam  was  fucceffor  to  his  father,  and  was  alfo  fummoned  to  par- 
liament, the  44th  of  Edward  III.  in  which  year  he  died  ;  and  was 
fucceeded  by  Robert,  his  grandfon  and  heir,  viz.  fon  of  William, 
who  died  in  his  life-time ;  by  Alice,  daughter  of  John  lord  Grey  of 
Codnore. 

Which  Robert  dying  without  iffue,  his  fitters  were  his  heirs;  of 
whom,  Joan,  became  the  wife  of  Sir  William  Elys,  knight;  and  Ca- 
therine, of  John,  the  fon  of  Thomas  Elton,  efquire. 

But  this  laft- mentioned  Adam  had  a  younger  fon,  Reginald,  who 
inherited  the  manor  of  Weftburgh,  in  Yorkfhire  ;  and  married,  firft, 
Agnes,  daughter  of  John  Lungvillers ;  and   next,  Joan,  daughter  of 

and  dying  the  ift   of  Henry  IV.  left  Edmund,  his   fon   and 

heir,  who  died  without  iffue.  Collins,  in  his  Parliamentary  Prece- 
dents, p.  384  ftates,  that  the  youngeft  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Ralph  Hanfelyn,  baron  of  Schelford,  in  co.  Notting.  married  Evering 
ham,  and  had  iffue,  Sir  William,  father  of  Sir  Adam  Everingham,  '}'n 
knight.  In  Kimber's  Baronetage,  Vol.  II.  p.  159,  John  lord  Beau- 
mont, K.  G.  who  died  the  20th  of  Richard  II.  is  faid  to  have  mar- 
ried Catherine,  daughter  and  heir  of  a  Sir  Thomas  Everingham,  of 
Laxton.

FALVESLE. 

Arms — Gules  two  Chevrons  O. 

In  the  time  of  Edward  III.  John  deFalveslk,  or  Fallesle,  was 
lord  of  Falvefley,  in  Northamptonfhire,  and  having  married  Elizabeth, 
fifter  and  heir  to  John,  the  fon  and  heir  of  William  lord  Say,  had 
livery  of  her  inheritance;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the 
7th  to  the  1 6th  of  Richard  II.  about  the  latter  end  of  which  year  he 
died,  without  iflue. 


FAUCONBERG. 

Of  this  family,  as  great  grandfon  to  Stephen  de  Fauconberg,  bro- 
ther to  the  firft  Walter,  was  William  de  Fauconberg,  viz.  fon 
of  Henry,  fon  of  William,  fon  of  the  faid  Stephen  ;  which  William 
had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  28th  Edward  I.  but  never  after- 
wards ;  nor  are  any  of  his  pofterity  mentioned,  (Vid.  Fauconberg  lord 
Fauconberg.) 


FELTON. 

Arms — G.  two  Lions paffant  Ermine  crowned  O. 

This  family,  furnamed  from  the  lordfhip  of  Felton,  in  Northum- 
berland, is  molt  probably  a  younger  branch  of  the  Bertrams,  barons  of 
Mitford,  pofleflors  of  the  faid  lordfhip :  for  certain  it  is,  that  William 

Bertram 
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Bertram  was  the  firft  founder  of  Brinkburne  priory,  with  the  confertt 
ofHawifc  his  wife;  as  alfo  of  Roger,  Guy,  William,  and  Richard,  his 
fons,  temp.  Henry  I. 

To  which  William  fuccceded  Roger,  and  to  him  William,  his  Ton 
and  heir ;  whofe  barony,  the  8th  Richard  I.  was  thus  rated,  viz.  Gre- 
tham,  thirty  two  millings  ;  Felton,  forty-one  ;  Mitford,  forty-one  ;  and 
Eiland,  ten  fhillings. 

Which  William  married  Alice,  fifter  of  Robert  de  Umfravil,  and 
had  iffue  Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  26th  Henry  III.  leaving 
two  fons  ;   viz. 

Roger,  from  whom  the  Bertrams  of  Mitford  continued  ;  and  Pagan 
(as  prefumed),  who  was  feifed  of  the  lordfhip  of  Felton,  which  deno- 
minated his  pofterity.  Which  Pagan  had  two  fons  ;  William  de  Fel- 
ton, and  Roger  (or  Robert.) 

William  was  a  perfon  of  great  note,  and  was  a  commander  under 
Edward  I.  in  his  expeditions  into  Scotland :  and  the  5th  Edward  II. 
either  he,  or  William  his  fon,  was  fheriff  of  Northumberland;  and 
governor  of  Bamburgh  caftle,  9th  Edward  II.  and  alfo  of  Roxburgh 
caftle,  the  nth  Edward  II.  and  the  16th  Edward  III.  had  fummons 
to  parliament,  but  afterwards  attending  John  duke  of  Lancafter  into 
Spain,  he  was  there  unfortunately  flain,  the  4 ill  Edward  III. 

But  this  line,  temp.  Henry  IV.  terminated  in  daughters ;  of 
whom,  one  married  Sir  Edward  Haftings,  and  another  Walter  de 
Fauconberg. 

Roger  (or  Robert),  beforementioned,  fecond  fon  of  Pagan,  alfo 
ftyled  in  fome  records,  "  Fil.  Pagani,"  and  in  others,  Robert  de  Felton, 
the  10th  Edward  I.  was  fummoned  to  attend  the  king  with  horfe  and 
arms  at  Rothelan,  to  march  againft  the  Welfh.  He  was  fucceeded 
by  Robert,  his  fon;  who,  35th  Edward  I.  received  the  honour  of 
knighthood,  with  near  three  hundred  others,  fons  of  the  chief  nobilitj 
of  the  realm;  in  the  lift  whereof  he  is  written,  Robert,  fon  of  Robert, 
fon  of  Pagan.  The  5th  Edward  II.  he  was  governor  of  Scarborough 
caftle;  and  the  two  following  years,  had  fummons  to  parliament.

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Soon  after  which  he  died,  leaving  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  anceftor  to 
the  Felton  family  of  Playford,  in  com.  SufF.  created  baronet  1620. 
But  now  extinct. 


FITZ-ALAN    OF   BEDALE. 

Arms — Barry  of  Eight  O.  and  G. 

In  beginning  the  account  of  this  family,  Dugdale  fays,  Brian  was  a 
*Tom.  I.  *younger  fon  of  Alan  Fergant,  earl  of  Brittany  and  Richmond  ;  and 
p'  53"  yet  in  his  account  of  the   faid  Alan  Fergant,  as  earl  of  Brittany  and 

t  Tom.  I.  Richmond,  he  exprefshy  ftates,  that  he  died  without  iffue.-f-  Camden 
writes,  that  by  his  firft  wife,  daughter  of  William  the  Conqueror,  he 
had  no  ifTue;  but  that  by  a  fecond  he  had  iffue,  Conan  le  Grofle,  who 
fucceeded  him  in  Brittany;  which,  if  fo,  this  Bryan  might  have  been 
younger  brother  to  the  faid  Conan. 

But  to  proceed,  Brian  had  iffue  Alan,  frequently  called  "  Alanus 
filius  Briani,"  who  married  Agnes,  daughter  of  Bertram  Haget,  fifter 
and  coheir  of  Gilbert,  and  died  the  3d  Richard  I.  The  wardfhip  of 
whofe  fon,  Bryan,  was  given  to  Hubert,  bifliop  of  Salifbury.  Which 
Bryan  was  afterwards  fheriff  of  Northumberland,  and  governor  of  the 
caftle  of  Newcaftle. 

To  whom  fucceeded  another  Bryan  Fitz-Alan,  who  was  fome- 
time  one  of  the  king's  vice-regents  of  Scotland,  and  a  baron  of  great 
note  in  his  time  ;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  23d  to 
the  33d  of  Edward  I.  inclufive.  In  which  reign  he  died,'  leaving 
only  two  daughters,  very  young  ;  of  which,  Agnes,  the  eldeft,  after- 
wards became  the  wife  of  Sir  Gilbert  Stapleton,  or  Stapylton,  and  had

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iffue,  Sir  Bryan  Stapylton,  knight  of  the   garter,  temp.   Richard  II. 
anceftor  to  the  Stapyltons  of  Mytton,  in  the  county  of  York,  whereof 
Sir  Henry  was  created  a  baronet  1660,  (12th  Charles  II.)  ;  and  Cathe- 
rine, the  youngeft  daughter  and  coheir,  married  John  lord  Grey,  of  ^yid  Gre 
Rotherfield.*  Rotherfield. 


FITZ-HERBERT. 

Arms— Ar.  a  chief  Vairee  O.  and  G.  over  all  a  bend  Az. 

Herbert  Fitz-Herbert,  chamberlain  to  king  Stephen,  is  the 
firft  perfon  with  whom  Dugdale  commences  his  account  of  this  family, 
who  married  Lucy,  third  daughter  and  coheir  of  Milo  earl  of  Here-  vid.Hereford 
ford;  but  this  lady  he  makes  his  fecond  wife,  reciting  that  he  had  a 
former  one,  the  daughter  of  Robert  Corbet,  and  fometime  concubine 
to  Henry  I."  His  iffue,  however,  by  the  lady  Lucy,  were  three  fons; 
viz.  Reginald,  Peter,  and  Matthew.  Of  which,  Reginald  died  S.  P. 
and  his  brother  Peter  fucceeded  to  the  inheritance. 

Which  Peter,  the  6th  of  John,  had  feifm  of  the  moiety  of  the 
lordfhip  of  Alcefter,  the  record  thus  expreffing  it :  viz. 

"  Medietis  manerii  de  Alcefter,  quam  pater  fuustenuit."  The  year 
before,  he  had  in  marriage  Alice,  the  daughter  of  Robert  Fitz-Roger, 
a  great  baron  in  Northumberland,  but  by  her  he  left  no  iffue.    When 

"TheBritifh  genealogists,  and  a  pedigree  drawn  by  Thomas  Jones  ofTregaroru  anno  1582, 
deduce  this  family  from  Herbert,  a  natural  fon  of  king  Henry  I.  Bin  Collins,  Edmonton,  and 
others,  fay,  that  Henry  Fitz-Herbert,  chamberlain  to  that  king,  was  the  anceftor  to  all  of  the 
name  of  Herbert;  which  Henry,  the  records  certify,  married  Julian,  or  Sybil,  concubine  to 
king  Henry  I.  and  daughter  to  Sir  Robert  Corbet ;  whereby  he  became  poffeffed  of  the  lordfhip 
of  Alcefter,  in  Warwickfliire,  beftowed  on  the  laid  Sir  Robert  Corbet  by  that  king;  and  had 
iffue,  this  Herbert  Fitz-Herbert,  chamberlain  to  king  Stephen,  who,  in  the  5th  of  hi>  reign, 
gave/.  353  for  livery  of  his  father's  lands.  Dugdale,  in  Warwick  fhire,  however,  afferts  he 
bad  only  the  moiely  of  the  manor  of  Alcefter,  the  other  moiety  defcending  to  William  Boterell, 
»r  Botreaux,  by  htr  other  filter,  Alice,  the  other   daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Robert  Corbet. 

the 
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the  great  difference  arofe  between  king  John  and  his  barons,  he  was, 
by  reafon  of  his  obfequioufnefs  to  the  king,  reputed  one  of  his  evil 
counfellors.  Yet,  neverthelefs,  he  afterwards  fell  off  from  king  John ; 
for,  the  iSnh  of  that  reign,  his  lands  of  Alcefter  were  feized  into  the 
king's  hands;  but  the  ift  of  Henry  III.  returning  to  his  obedience, 
he  had  reftoration  of  his  lands.  After  which,  viz.  the  19th  Henry  III. 
(1235),  he  departed  this  life,  leaving  his  fecond  wife  (third  daughter 
and  coheir  of  William  de  Braofe,  baron  of  Brecknock),  furviving,  and 
Herbert,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  in- 
heritance. 

This  Herbert,  called  '.'  Herbert  fu"  Petri,"  the  26th  of  Henry  III. 
had  fummons  to  fit  himfelf  with  horfe  and  arms,  to  attend  the  king 
into  France  ;  but  he  died  foon  after,  viz.  the  3  2d  Henry  III.  leaving 
Reginald  his  brother  and  heir. 

Of  which  Reginald  it  appears,  that  the  42d  of  Henry  III.  he  had 
fummons  to  attend  the  king,  with  horfe  and  arms,  at  Chefter,  to  refift 
the  incurfions  of  the  Welfh ;  and  the  45th  of  the  fame  reign,  was 
made  governor  of  the  cattle  of  Winchefter,  and  fheriff  of  Hampfhire, 
in  which  office  he  continued  the  three  following  years.  His  wife  was 
Joane,  daughter  of  William  de  Fortibus,  lord  of  Chenton,  in  co.  So- 
me rfet ;  by  whom  (who  furvived  him),  he  had  iffue,  John,  his  fon 
and  heir;  and  dying  the  14th  Edward  I.  was  fucceeded  by  him. 

John,  fucceffor  to  his  father  Reginald,  the  azd  of  Edward  I.  had 
fummons  to  attend  the  king,  to  confult  about  the  important  affairs  of 
the  nation  ;  and  had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons 
of  the  realm,  the  25th,  28th,  30th,  32d,  33d,  34th,  35th  of  Ed- 
ward I.  and  1  ft  of  Edward  II.  inclufive ;  but  as  this  honour  was  not 
continued  to  his  defcendants,  a  further  account  of  them  here  is  irre- 
levant." 


*  Glover,  Somerfet  herald,  and  Sir  William  Dugdale  maintain,  that  Peter,  a  younger  bro- 
ther to  this  John,  was  anceftor  to  the  earls  of  Pembroke :  but  Collins  coincides  with  the  opinion 
of  the  Britifh,  or  Welfh  heralds,  that  he  was  brother  to  Reginald,  father  of  John,  and  the  fon 
•f  Herbert  Fitz- Peter. 

Next 
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Next  to  this  branch,  Dugdale  obferves,  that  ''Matthew,  a  younger 
fort  to  the  firft  Herbert  (beforementioned),  was  fheriff  of  Suffex  the 
i2thof  John,  and  fo  remained  till  the  17th,  inclufive.  And  was  alio 
one  of  thofe  who  firmly  adhered  to  that  king,  in  his  difference  with 
the  barons ;  and  continued  fteadfaftly  loyal  to  his  fon  and  fucceffor, 
Henry  III.  In  whofe  27th  year,  he  manifested  his  valour  to  ad- 
miration, in  the  memorable  battle  of  Xantoigne,  againft  the  French, 
where  the  Englifh  obtained  a  glorious  victory,  but  the  next  enfuing 
year,  being  fent  to  reftrain  the  hoftilities  of  the  Wefh,  he  was  unfor- 
tunately flain  in  an  engagement  near  Margan,  and  buried  in  the  abbey 
there.  The  iffue  of  this  Matthew  is  prefumed  to  be,  a  fon,  Peter  ; 
who,  the  39th  of  Henry  III.  died  iffuelefs;  and  another  fon,  named 
John. 

Which  John,  on  the  deceafe  of  his  brother  Peter,  paying  J[.  100 
for  his  relief,  had  livery  of  his  lands.  The  41ft  of  Henry  III.  he  had 
fummons  to  be  at  Briftol,  with  horfe  and  arms,  for  an  expedition  into 
Wales  (his  refidence  being  then  in  Devonfhire.)  The  like  fummons 
he  had  the  next  year  to  be  at  Chefter. 

To  this  John  fucceeded  Matthew,  his  fon  and  heir,  called  "  Mat- 
thew Fitz- John  ;"  who,  the  15th  Edward  I.  was  made  governor  of  the 
caftle  of  Devizes  for  life,  and  had  a  grant  of  that  manor  for  the  like 
term.  The  16th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  governor  of  Exeter  caftle,  alfo 
fheriff  of  Devonfhire  ;  and  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  had  fummons  to 
parliament  amongft.  the  barons  of  the  realm,  but  never  after. 

Having  no  iffue,  he  gave  the  inheritance  of  all  his  lands  to  the 
king;  and  died  the  3d  of  Edward  II.  (13 10),  Eleanor,  his  widow, 
furviving.

FITZ-WARINE 

Arms — Quarterly  G.  and  Erm,  perfefs  indented.     In  the  firfl  Quarter  a  Fret  G. 
(Hutchins1  Dorfet,  Vol.  I.  p.  513). 

Besides  Fulke  Fitz-Warine,  fummoned  to  parliament,  the 
23d  of  Edward  I.  whofe  heir-general  at  length  carried  that  title  into 
the  family  of  Bourchier,*  there  was  one  William  Fitz-Warine, 
called  Le  Frere  (id  eft,  the  Brother)  ;  which  William,  the  4th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  was  conftituted  governor  of  the  caftle  of  Montgomery  ;  fo 
likewife  the  6th  and  9th  of  Edward  III.  and,  moreover,  the  16th  of 
Edward  III.  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the 
realm  ;  but  never  before  nor  after,  nor  any  of  his  pofterity.  He  de- 
ceafed  the  35th  of  Edward  III.1  leaving  iffue,  by  Amicia,  his  wife, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Henry  Haddon,  of  Haddon  (otherwife  called 
Sturton-Candel,  and  Candel-Haddon),  in  the  county  of  Dorfet,  Ivo, 
his  fon  and  heir,  then  eighteen  years  of  age. 

Which  Ivo  (called  alfo  John),  the  4th  of  Richard  II.  was  with 
Thomas  of  Woodftock,  then  earl  of  Buckingham,  at  the  fiege  of 
Nantes ;  and  afterwards,  the  9th  of  Richard  II.  with  John  duke  of 
Lancafter,  in  his  expedition  into  Spain  :  but,  as  before  obferved,  he 
never  had  fummons  to  parliament.  His  only  daughter  and  heir,  Ele- 
anor, carried  his  great  eftates,  in  the  county  of  Dorfet,  and  elfewhere, 
into  the  family  of  Chidiock,  by  marriage  therewith. 

z  He  died  of  a  great  peftilence,  which  then  raged,  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Winterborn-How- 
ton,  Upcem,  Haddon,  Antioch,  and  Powerftoke,  in  co.  Dorf. ;  Folkc,  Lidlynch,  and  three 
more,  in  co.  Sorr.erfet ;  and  waf  buried  in  the  church  of  the  Grey  Friars,  near  Smithfield,

FITZ-WILLIAM   OF   SPROTBOROUGH. 

Arms— Lozengy  Ar.  and  Gules. 

Sir  William  Dugdale  afferts,  that  Sir  William  Fitz-William, 
temp.  Henry  II.  was  the  firft  who  aflumed  that  furname;  and  that  he  is 
called  in  the  Pipe  Rolls,  fon  of  William  Fitz-Godrick,  wherein  Seager, 
garter  king  at  arms,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  agrees ;  and  that  the 
faid  William  Fitz-Godrick,  was  coufm  in  blood  to  king  Edward  the 
Confeflbr,  who  fent  him  on  an  embaffy  to  William  duke  of  Nor- 
mandy ;  with  whom  he  remained  for  fome  time,  and  afterwards 
accompanied  him  in  his  victorious  expedition  into  England,  anno  1066, 
as  marfhal  of  his  army;  when,  for  his  valour  in  the  memorable  battle 
of  Hangings,  the  Conqueror  gave  him  his  fcarf  from  his  own  arm,  as 
tradition  in  the  family  affirms. 

Rr  In 
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In  1565,  the  7th  of  queen  Elizabeth,  Hugh  Fitz-William,  of: 
Sprotburgh,  in  com.  Ebor,  efquire,  with  great  coft,  care,  and  induftry, 
collected  the  records  of  his  family ;  for  it  is  related,  that  Sir  Henry 
Savell,  of  Tankerfley,  who  married  Elizabeth  Suthill,  fole  daughter 
*Vid.  theTa-  and  heir  to  Margery  Fitz-William,*  deftroyed  three  great  bags  of  evi- 
dence of  the  Fitz-William  family,  meaning  thereby  to  deface  the 
blood  and  name  for  ever ;  which  circumftance  induced  the  above 
Hugh  Fitz-William  to  the  collecting  together  fuch  evidence  and  mat- 
ter of  record,  as  might  tend  to  maintain,  preferve,  and  make  known 
the  noble  defcent,  and  rights  of  his  ancient  and  illuftrious  houfe ; 
which  having  at  length  accomplished,  he,  for  the  perpetual  memory 
of  the  truth  thereof,  fubfcribed  the  fame  with  his  name  and  feal,  the 
3d  of  May,  1565.  To  which  alfo  the  reft  of  the  members  of  the 
family  conformed  ;  viz. 

William  Fitz-William,  of  Milton,  knight,  eldeft  brother  of 
that  houfe.

Alfo  Sir  Gilbert  Dathick,  garter  ;  Hervey,  clarencieux  ;  and  Wil- 
liam Flower,  norroy,  kings  of  arms,  figned  refpe<5live  certificates,  veri- 
fying every  particular  of  the  defcent  from  the  records  of  their  office, 
and  from  the  authority  of  every  other  record  or  evidence  infpe&ed 
by  them,  for  fatisfying  and  proving  the  truth  and  corrednefs  thereof. 

From 
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From  this  Pedigree,  fo  authenticated,  it  appears  that  Sir  William 
Fitz-William,  fon  of  him  who  came  in  with  the  Conqueror,  mar- 
ried Eleanor,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  de  Emley,  lord  of  Emley 
and  Sprotborough,  in  Yorkfhire  ;  and  had  iflue  Sir  William  Fitz-Wil- 
liam, lord  of  Emley  and  Sprotborough  ;  who  was  living,  anno  1 117, 
the  1 8th  Henry  I. 

This  Sir  William  married  Ella/  daughter  and  coheir  of  William 
the  third  earl  Warren  and  Surrey,  grandfon  of  William  the  firft.  earl, 
by  Gundred  his  wife,  daughter  of  king  William  the  Conqueror.  And 
by  her  had  Sir  William,  his  heir,  and  Roger,  to  whom  William  earl 
Warren  gave  the  lordfhip  of  Gretewell. 

Sir  William,  the  eldeft  fon,  fucceeded  his  father  in  the  inherit- 
ance of  Emley,  Sprotborough,  &c.  and  married  Albreda,  daughter  and 
heir  of  Robert  de  Lizures,  and  fitter  of  the  half  blood  to  Robert  de 
Laci,  baron  of  Pontefracl  (widow  of  Richard  Fitz-Euftace,  conftable  Vid.  Laci 
of  Chefter);  and  by  her,  who  was  his  widow  in  1193,  the  5th  of  Ri- 
chard I.  he  had  one  fon,  Sir  William,  and  a  daughter,  Donatia,  to 
whom  her  mother  gave  lands  in  Crowle,  her  faid  fon  joining  in  the 
conveyance.  To  which  is  a  round  feal,  of  the  arms  of  Fitz- 
William. 

This  Sir  William,  fon  of  Albreda,  fucceeded  his  father,  and  mar- 
ried Ella,  daughter  of  Hamlyn  earl  Warren  and  Surrey;  by  whom  he 
left  iflue,  Sir  Thomas  Fitz-William,  his  fon  and  heir. 

Which  Sir  Thomas,  the  loth  of  Henry  III.  confirmed  the  grant 
made  by  Albreda,  his  grandmother,  to  the  priory  of  Haverholme,  of 
lands  in  Wardebergh.  He  married  Agnes,  daughter  of  Roger  Ber- 
tram, baron  of  Mitford,  by  whom  he  had  iffue  three  fons ;  viz.  Wil- 
liam, Roger,  to  whom  he  gave  the  lordfhip  of  Woodhall  ;  and  Peter, 
on  whom  he  fettled  lands, at  Denby.     Alfo  five  daughters;  viz.  Mar-

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garet,  Agnes,  Bertha,  Rameta,  and  Albreda,  who  married  Sir  Richard 
Walleis,  of  Burghwalleis,  knight. 

Sir  William,  the  eldeft  fon,  married  Agnes,  daughter  of  Richard 
lord  Grey,  of  Codnor;  and  by  her  was  father  of 

Sir  William  Fitz-William,  who,  the  ift  of  Edward  III.  had 
fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  but  not 
Vid.  Dein-  afterwards.  His  wife  was  Maud,  daughter  of  Edmond  lord  Deincourt, 
by  whom  he  had  iffue  divers  fons  and  daughters  ;  but  as  none  of  thefe 
defcendants  continued  to  have  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the 
nobles  of  the  realm,  an  account  of  them  further  is  neceffarily  concluded. 
But  in  the  Table  of  Defcent  will  be  feen  a  continuation  of  them,  until 
the  termination  of  the  eldeft  branch  in  female  iffue. 

From  a  collateral  male  line  was  derived  William  Fitz-William,. 
afterwards  created  earl  of  Southampton,  by  Henry  VIII.  of  whom  un- 
der that  head.*     (Vid.  Fitz-William  earl  of  Southampton.)

In  the  9th  of  Henry  III.  upon  the  death  of  Hubert  Fitz-Ralph, 
baron  of  Cryche,  in  com.  Devon.  Ralph  de  Freschevil,  was  his 
heir;  who,  paying  100  marks  for  his  relief,  had  livery  of  his  lands.  In 
the  38th  of  Henry  VIII.  on  colle&ion  of  the  aid  for  making  the  king's 
fon  a  knight,  he  anfwered  for  fifteen  knights  fees ;  and  dying  the  45th 
of  the  fame  reign,  was  fucceeded  by 

Ankere,  or  Aucher,  his  fon  and  heir,  of  full  age ;  who  paying 
twenty  marks  for  his  relief,  and  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his 
lands.     But  foon  after,  viz.  the  48th  of  Henry  III.  he  was  one  of  the

rebel  barons  in  arms  againft  the  king;  for  which  his  lands  were  feized, 
and  given  to  Brian  de  Brampton,  to  enjoy  according  to  the  tenour  of 
the  decree  called  Di&um  de  Kenilworth,  until  the  heir  of  this  Ankere 
mould  accomplilh  his  full  age.  Not  long,  however,  after  this  he  died; 
viz.  the  54th  Henry  III.  when  it  was  found,  that  he  held  the  manor 
of  Boney,  in  com.  Notts,  by  barony,  of  the  king  incapite  ;  fo  likewife 
the  manor  of  Kryche,  in  Devonlhire.  His  wife  was  Amice,  eldeft 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Nicholas  Mufard,  baron  of  Stavely,  in  co. 
Derb.  and  filter  and  coheir  to  Nicholas  Mufard.  Vid. Mufard. 

To  whom  fucceeded  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir ;  who,  the  15th  Ed- 
ward I.  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands,  excepting  the 
manor  of  Boney,  which  was  retained  in  the  hands  of  Richard  de  Grey, 
until  the  fine  impofed  on  Ankere,  his  father,  for  taking  part  with  the 
rebel  barons,  was  fully  fatisfied,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  Didlum 
de  Kenilworth.  The  25th  Edward  I.  this  Ralph  was  in  the  wars  of 
Scotland;  and  the  fame  year,  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft 
the  barons  of  the  realm,  but  never  after;  and  the  29th  of  the  fame 
reign,  being  found  one  of  the  coheirs  to  Nicholas  Mufard,  doing  his 
homage,  he  had  livery  of  his  purparty  of  that  inheritance.  His  fon 
and  heir  was  another 

Ralph  ;  but,  as  he  never  had  fummons  to  parliament  as  a  baron,  no 
more  will  be  faid  of  him  in  the  pages  of  this  narration. 

From  this  family  defcended  John,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Peter  Fref- 
chevil,  of  Stavely,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  knight.  Which  John,  by 
his  majefty,  Charles  II.  was  advanced  to  the  dignity  of  a  baron  of  the 
realm  by  letters  patent,  dated  at  Weftminfter,  16th  March,  1664. 
(Vid   Frefchevil,  of  Stavely.)

Although  only  one  of  this  family  ever  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment, the  fame  was  of  eminent  note,  and  formerly  fettled  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Cambridge. 

The  15th  Henry  III.  Baldwin  de  Frevile  obtained  the  ward- 
fhip  of  Lucia,  daughter  and  heir  of  Richard  de  Scalers  ;  and  foon  after 
made  her  his  wife. 

To  whom  fucceeded  Richard,  his  fon  ;  and  to  him  another  Bald- 
win, who  died  without  iffue,  and  Alexander,  his  brother,  became  his 
heir. 

Which  Alexander  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Mazere,  fecond 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Philip  Marmion,  and  wife  of  Ralph  de 
Cromwell.  In  the  3d  Edward  II.  upon  partition  of  the  lands  of  Ifabel, 
the  wife  of  William  Walrand,  the  faid  Alexander  de  Frevile,  in  right 
of  Joane  his  wife,  one  of  the  coufins  and  heirs  of  the  faid  Ifabel,  had 
the  manors  of  Winterborne  and  Afferton,  with  other  lands,  in  the 
county  of  Wilts. 

The  1  ft  of  Edward  III.  he  was  fummoned  to  parliament  amongft 
the  barons  of  the  realm,  and  died  the  year  following  ;  leaving  Baldwin, 
his  fon  and  heir,  then  thirty-fix  years  of  age:  but  neither  he,  nor  his 
pofterity,  had  the  like  fummons. 

Which  Baldwin  dying  the  17th  Edward  III.  was  fucceeded  by 
another  Baldwin,  who  was  thrice  married ;  firft,  to  Elizabeth,  fifter 
and  coheir  to  Sir  John  Montfort,  of  Beldefert,  com.  Warw.   knight; 

fecondly,  to  Ida,  daughter  of Clinton ;   thirdly,  to  Joane, 

daughter  of  the  lord  Strange.  And  dying  the  49th  Edward  III.  left 
iffue,  Baldwin,  his  fon  and  heir,  by  the  faid  Elizabeth,  his  wife. 

Which  Baldwin,  the  ift  of  Richard  II.  claimed  to  be  the  king's 

champion

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champion  on  the  day  of  his  coronation,  by  reafon  of  the  tenure  of  the 
caftle  of  Tamworth,  in  the  county  of  Warwick;  but  the  fame  was 
determined  againft  him,  in  favour  of  Sir  John  Dymoke,  knight  (de- 
rived from  another  coheir  of  the  faid  Sir  Philip  Marmion),  by  virtue  of 
the  poffefiion  of,  and  tenure  of  the  manor  of  Scrivelfby,  in  the  county 
of  Lincoln ;   in  whofe  family  the  fame  office  remains  to  this  day. 

This  Sir  Baldwin  had  two  wives,  both  of  them  daughters  of  Sir 
John  Botetourt,  of  Weoly  caftle,  in  com.  Wigorn:  viz.  Elizabeth, 
who  died  very  young,  and,  as  is  faid,  before  they  lived  together;  and 
Joice,  by  whom,  on  his  death,  the  nth  Richard  II.  he  left  ifluc, 
Baldwin,  his  fucceflbr;  who  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Sir  John 
Green,  knight,  and  died  the  2d  Henry  IV.  leaving  Baldwin,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who,  the  6th  Henry  V.  dying  in  his  minority,  left  his  three 
fillers  his  heirs;  viz.  Elizabeth,  married  to  Thomas,  fecond  fon  to 
William  lord  Ferrers,  of  Groby;b  Margaret,  to  Sir  Hugh  Willoughby,  Vid.  Ferrers 
knight,  and  afterwards  to  Sir  Richard  Bingham,  knight ;  and  Joice, 
to  Roger  Afton,  efquire,  anceftor  of  the  lord  Afton's,  of  Forfar,  in 
Scotland,  and  of  the  baronet's  family  of  that  name,  in  England. 


GANT,  or  GAUNT.

The  firft  of  whom  mention  is  made  of  this  furname  was  Gilbert 
de  Gant,  a  younger  fon  of  Baldwin,  the  fixth  earl  of  Flanders, 
by  Richildis  his   wife,  heirefs  of  Hainault,  and  nephew  to  William 

b  In  the  divifion  of  the  inheritance,  the  caftle  and  manor  of  Tamworth,  with  divers  other

duke  of  Normandy  (whofe  wife,  Maud,   was  fifter  to  the  faid  Bald- 
win.) 

This  Gilbert  attending  his  uncle  into  England,  and  affifting  him  in 
that  Signal  conqueft,  had  the  lands  of  one  Tour,  a  Dane,  given  to 
him,  as  alfo  much  more;  for,  at  the  time  of  the  general  furvey,  it 
appears,  that,  exclufive  of  feveral  lordfhips  in  Berkfhire,  Oxfordshire, 
Yorkshire,  Cambridgeshire,  Buckinghamlhire,  Huntingdon,  Northon, 
Rutland,  and  Leicestershire,  one  in  Warwickshire,  eighteen  in  Not- 
tinghamfhire,  he  poSTeSTed  one  hundred  and  thirty  in  the  county  of 
Lincoln,  of  which,  Folkingham  he  made  his  principal  fet,  and  head 
of  his  barony.  He  married  Alice,  daughter  and  heir  to  Hugh  de  Mont- 
fort  (a  great  baron  in  that  age),  by  whom  he  had  iffue  three  fons;  viz. 
*Vid.  Mont-  Walter,  Hugh  (who  taking  the  name  of  his  mother,*  was  founder  of 
that  great  family,  which  long  flourished  under  the  title  of  barons 
•fAnno.  1 153.  Montfort,  of  Beldefert),  and  Robert,  who  was  chancellor  of  England,f 
alfo  a  daughter,  Emma,  married  to  Alan  lord  Percy. 

Deceafing  temp.  William  Rufus,  he  was  buried  at  Bardny  abbey,  in 
Lincolnshire  (whereof  he  was  the  pious  reftorer),  and  was  Succeeded 
by 

Walter,  his  fon  and  heir,  a  perfon  of  great  piety  and  humanity; 
who,  when  very  aged,  and  near  his  death,  was  a  commander  in  that 
famous  battle  againft  the  Scots  at  Northallerton  (commonly  called  the 
battle  of  the  Standard),  where,  by  his  eloquent  fpeech  and  prudent 
conduct,  the  army  was  fo  encouraged,  that  the  Scots  were  utterly  de- 
feated and  vanquished.  This  Walter  founded  the  priory  of  Bridling- 
ton, co.  York,  and  gave  to  it  large  poSTelTions ;  he  alfo  added  to  the 
buildings,  and  further  endowed  with  lands  and  tythes,  the  abbey  of 
Bardney,  which  his  father  had  reftored,  after  its  deSlrudion  by  Inguar 
and  Hubba,  the  pagan  Danes. 

He  married  Maud,  daughter  of  Stephen  earl  of  Brittany  and  Rich- 
mond (and  had  with  her  all  Svvallowdale,  in  frank  marriage);  and 
dying  the  4th  of  king  Stephen,  left  ilTue,  Gilbert,  Robert,  and 
GefTery. 

Which 
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Which  Gilbert,  in  his  youth,  being  with  king  Stephen  in  the 
unfortunate  battle  of  Lincoln,  anno  1142,  was  there  taken  prifoner 
along  with  him,  and  by  Ranulph  earl  of  Chefter  compelled  to  marry 
Rohais,  his  niece  (or,  as  fometimes  called,  Hawyfe),  daughter  and  heir 
to  William  de  Romare,  earl  of  Lincoln  ;  whereby,  in  her  right,  he 
afterwards  had  the  title  of  earl  of  Lincoln.  He  was  a  benefador  to 
feveral  religious  houfes,  particularly  to  thofe  of  Bardney  and  of  Brid- 
lington ;  to  which  laft,  by  a  fpecial  charter,  he  gave  his  body  to  be 
buried  at :  in  which  monaftery  he  had  been  baptized,  and  brought  up 
from  his  infancy.  He  died,  anno  1156,  the  2d  of  Henry  II.  leaving 
iflue  two  daughters ;  viz.  Alice,  the  wife  of  Simon  de  St.  Lis  (the  laft  Vid.  St.  Lis 
of  that  name),  earl  of  Huntingdon  and  Northampton;  and  Gunnora.  hWon. 
But  neither  of  them  having  any  iflue,  the  inheritance  reverted  to  Ro- 
bert de  Gant,  their  uncle. 

Which  Robert,  anno  the  14th  Henry  II.  (1 168),  paid £.11,  6s.  8d. 
unto  the  aid  then  collected  for  marriage  of  the  king's  daughter.0  But 
the  3d  of  Richard  I.  or  beginning  of  the  next  enfuing  year,  he  died, 
leaving  iflue  by  his  firft  wife,  Alice,  daughter  and  heir  of  William 
Paganel,  andofAvice  de  Romelli  (daughter  and  coheir  of  William 
Mefchines,  lord  of  Copeland,  and  widow,  probably,  of  Robert  de  Ro- 
melli),* onefole  daughter,  his  heir,  named  Alice,  who  married  Robert,  *Vid.  Mef- 
fon  of  Robert  Fitz-Harding,  progenitor  of  the  noble  houfe  of  Berke- 
ley, by  whom  fhe  had  iflue  Maurice  de  Gant ;  who,  the  nth  of 
Henry  III.  having  fortified  his  caftle  of  Beverfton  without  licence,  was 
forced  to  apologize  to  the  king  for  fo  doing,  and  obtained  a  confirma- 
tion thereof.  Dying  iffuelefs  the  14th  Henry  III.  (1230),  by  his  deed, 
dated  at  Portfmouth,  he  gave  to  the  king  (then  paffing  into  Brittany), 
his  lordfhips  of  Wefton,  Beverfton,  and  others.  Upon  whofe  death 
Andrew  Lutterell  claimed  the  inheritance,  as  one  of  his  heirs,  accord- 
ing to  Dugdale  ;  but  Anderfon,  in  his  Hiftory  of  the  Houfe  of  Yvery  Vbl.I.p.402.

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(Vol.  II.  p.  495),  ftates  that  the  faid  Andrew  Lutterell  was  only  attor- 
ney for  Robert  de  Harpetre ;  who,  afterwards,  the  15th  Henry  III. 
had  livery  of  divers  of  the  manors  of  the  faid  Maurice  de  Gant,  his 
uncle,  whofe  heir  he  was;  viz.  fon  and  heir  of  Thomas  de  Harpetre, 
by  Emma,  or  Eve,  fifter  and  heir  of  the  faid  Maurice  ;  and  which  Ro- 
bert had  affumed  the  furname  of  Gournay.     (Vid.  Harpetre.) 

Having  now,  by  this  deduction,  cleared  up  thofe  miftakes  made  by 
Dugdale  in  his  defcent  of  this  houfe,  with  refpect  to  the  ifTue  of  the 
aforefaid  Robert  by  his  fift  wife,  Alice  Paganel,  it  remains  to  treat  of 
that  iflue  which  proceeded  from  his  fecond  marriage  with  Gunnora, 
the  niece  of  Hugh  de  Gournay  (who  afterwards  became  the  wife  of 
Nicholas  de  Stuteville).  By  this  lady  he  left  two  fons ;  Gilbert,  fur- 
named  the  Good;  and  Stephen,  who,  along  with  his  faid  brother, 
adhered  to  the  rebellious  barons,  the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of  king 
John. 

Which  Gilbert,  the  13th  of  king  John,  upon  levying  the  fcutage 
of  Scotland,  anfwered  for  fixty-eight  knights  fees,  a  third,  and  a  fifth 
part.  But  in  the  year  1216,  the  laft  year  of  king  John,  he  was  one 
of  thofe  rebellious  barons  who  adhered  to  Lewis  the  dauphin  of 
France,  then  called  in  for  the  purpofe  to  be  made  king,  by  whom  he 
was  conftituted  earl  of  Lincoln ;  and  being  on  his  part  at  the  battle  of 
Lincoln,  where  the  army  of  king  Henry  III.  obtained  a  glorious  vic- 
tory over  the  rebels,  was  there,  together  with  many  others,  taken 
prifoner,  wherefore  his  earldom  of  Lincoln  was  taken  from  him.  After 
this  period,  no  memorable  notice  is  made  of  him  until  his  death,  the 
26th  Henry  III.  (1242);  to  whom  fucceeded 

Gilbert,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  paying  £.100  for  his  relief,  had 
livery  of  the  lands  which  he  held  of  the  king  in  capite;  and  the  38th 
of  Henry  III.  paid  £.137,  Is-  Ad-  for  fixty-eight  knights  fees,  an  half, 
and  a  fixth  part,  upon  payment  of  the  aid  for  making  the  king's  eldeft 
fon  a  knight.  In  the  43d  of  Henry  III.  he  was  one  of  the  rebellious 
barons  then  in  arms  againft  the  king;  and  being  taken  prifoner  by  the 
royal  army  at  Kenilworth,  gave  no  lefs  than  3000  marks  fine  for  the 
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redemption  of  his  lands;  whereupon,  the  52d  of  Henry  III.  the  king 
received  him  into  favour  again.  But  not  long  after  this  he  died  at 
Folkingham,  2d  Edward  I.  (1274),  and  was  buried  in  the  priory  at 
Bridlington,  leaving  iffue  Gilbert  (for  another  fon,  Robert,  died  in  his 
lifetime),  and  three  daughters;  viz.  Margaret,  wife  of  William  de 
Kerdefton  ;  Nichola,  of  Peter  de  Mauley  ;  and  Julian,  who  died  un- 
married. 

Gilbert,  fucceffor  to  his  father,  was  commonly  called  Gilbert  the 
Fifth.  The  10th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  with  the  king  in  the  expedition 
then  made  into  Wales;  and  the  22d  of  Edward  I.  had  fummons,  with 
other  great  nobles,  perfonally  to  attend  the  king,  for  advifing  on  the 
weighty  affairs  of  the  realm ;  and  in  the  24th  and  26th  of  the  fame 
reign,  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  other  of  the  barons. 

He  married  Lora,  fifter  to  Alexander  de  Baliol ;  but  having  no  iffue, 
conftituted  king  Edward  I.  his  heir  to  the  lands  of  his  barony ;  viz. 
Folkingham,  Barton,  Heckyngton,  and  Edenham,  retaining  nothing 
but  Swaledale,  and  his  portion  of  Skendelby ;  and  died  the  26th  Ed- 
ward I.  whereupon  Roger,  fon  of  William  de  Kerdefton,  then  twenty- 
four  years  old,  and  Julian  de  Gant,  fifter  to  the  faid  Gilbert,  then 
forty  years  of  age,  were  found  to  be  his  next  heirs. 

But  of  thefe  coheirs,  it  feems  Peter,  the  fon  of  Peter  de  Mauley,*   *Mifcell. 
died  S.  P.   the  fame  year;  for  on  partition  of  the  inheritance,  it  ap-   Armor.Lond! 
pears  that  Roger,  fon  of  William  de  Kerdefton,  and  Julian  de  Gant,  ^^I6'' 
doing  their  homage,  had  alone  livery  of  the  lands  whereof  he  died 
fcifed.     But  Dugdale-j-  afferts,  that  Peter,  fon  of  Peter  de  Mauley,  by   i-Dug.Voi.  I. 
Nichola  his  wife,  was  found  to  be  one  of  the  heirs  to  Gilbert  de  Gant; 
and  left  iffue  another  Peter  de  Mauley,  his  fon  and  fucceffor/ 


"  For  all  the  deviations  from  Dugdale's  hiitory  of  this  family,  the  account  here  given  refls 
upon  the  authority  of  Anderfon's  Hiftory  of  the  Houfe  of  Yvery,  a  work  of  eftimation,  compiled 
by  very  able  hands,  with  much  labour  and  refearch.

In  the  28th  of  Henry  III.  Peter  de  Geneva  (or  Genevill), 
having  married  cMaud,  niece,  and  one  of  the  coheirs  to  Walter  de 
Lacy,  had  the  caftle  of  Ludlow,  with  its  members,  affigned  to  him  as 
part  of  her  purparty.     To  whom  fucceeded  his  fon  and  heir, 

Geffery,  who,  the  38th  of  Henry  III.  had  livery  of  the  caftle  of 
Trim,  in  Ireland ;  as  the  right,  by  inheritance,  of  Maud  de  Laci, 
daughter  of  Gilbert  de  Laci,  who  died  in  his  father's  lifetime ;  which 
Geffery,  temp.  Edward  I.  was  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Wales,  and 
had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from 
the  37th  to  the  35th  of  the  fame  reign.  He  had  iffue  three  fons; 
Geffery,  Peter,  and  Simon;  and  a  daughter,  married  to  John  Fitz- 
Thomas,  nephew  to  Girard  Fitz-Maurice.  Which  Geffery,  the  eldeft 
fon,  dying  iffuelefs,  his  brother 

Peter  fucceeded,  who  married  Joan,  daughter  to  Hugh  le  Brune, 
earl  of  Angolefm,  by  whom  be  had  three  daughters;  Joan,  who  mar- 
ried Roger  Mortimer,  earl  of  March,  whereby  the  whole  inheritance 
of  Genevill,  and  half  the  lands  of  Laci,  came  to  that  family  ;  and  Ifa- 
bel  and  Beatrice,   who  became  nuns  at  Aconbury. 

Of  Simon,  all  that  is  mentioned  is,  that  he  married  Joan  Fitz-Lues, 
lady  of  Tull-Malyn,  and  had  one  fon,  Nicholas,  and  five  daughters; 
viz.  one  married  to  John  Hufe,  lord  of  Saltrim  ;  another  to  William 
de  Loundres,  of  Athboy;  a  third,  to  the  baron  of  Slane ;  the  fourth, 
to  Walter  de  la  Hyde ;  and  the  fifth,  to  John  Cruce. 

Of  Nicholas,  the  fon  of  Simon  de  Genevill,  it  appears  he  had

one  fole  daughter  and  heir,   Joan,  wife  of  John  Cufak,   of  Beaure- 
paire. 

There  was  alfo  another  fon  of  the  firft  Geffery,  named  William, 
to  whom,  the  27th  of  Edward  I.  the  faid  king,  in  confideration  of  his 
fervices,  gave  the  marriage  of  the  younger  daughter  of  John  Giffard, 
of  Brimsfield,  and  Maud  Longefpe,  his  wife,  one  of  the  coheirs  of  the 
faid  Maud. 


GHISNES. 

Arms — Barry  of  Six  vairee  and  G. 

About  the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of  king  John,  Ernald  count  of 
Ghifnes,  in  France,  poffeffing  lands  in  the  counties  of  Kent,  Bedford, 
and  Eflex,  which  amounted  to  twelve  knights  fees,  and  were  part  of 
the  honour  of  Boloin,  had  the  reputation  of  a  baron  of  the  realm. 
He  died  the  6th  of  Henry  III.  leaving  Baldwin,  his  fon  and  heir ; 
who  paying  his  relief,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance. 

After  this  Baldwin,  mention  is  made  of  Robert  de  Ghisnes,  who 
held  the  honour  of  Chokes,  in  Northamptonfhire ;  and  the  33d  of 
Henry  III.  being  then  called  uncle  to  Arnulph  earl  of  Ghifnes,  fold 
the  inheritance  of  the  manor  of  Gayton  (in  com.  Northampt.),  with 
all  his  lands  and  knights  fees  in  England,  unto  Ingelram  lord  Fienles; 
which  fale  king  Henry  III.  confirmed. 

We  now  come  to  Ingelram  de  Ghisnes;  but  whether  related 
or  not,  or  how,  to  thofe  before-named,  does  not  appear.  This  Ingel- 
ram was  alfo  called  Ingelram  de  Cufey,  and  was  a  nobleman  of  France; 
and  had  a  daughter,  Mary,  wedded  to  Alexander  the  Second,  king  of 
Scotland. 

To  this  Ingelram  fucceeded  another  Ingelram,  who  married  Chrif- 
tian,    daughter  aud    heir    of  William  de  Lindefey  (defcended  from 

T  t  Alice, 
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Alice,  one  of*  the  fitters  and  coheirs  of  William  de  Lancafter),  and 
doing  his  fealty  for  the  lands  of  her  inheritance,  the  i  ith  of  Edward  I. 
had  livery  thereof;  amongft  which  was  the  manor  of  Wyrefdale,  in 
Lancafhire.  The  25th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  in  the  wars  of  Scotland, 
in  the  fervice  of  that  king ;  and  the  4th  of  Edward  II.  amongft  others, 
had  fummons  to  be  at  Rokeiburgh,  with  horfe  and  arms,  to  march 
againft  the  Scots.  But  further  of  him  very  little  is  faid,  other  than, 
that  he  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm, 
the  23d,  24th,  25th,  and  27th  Edward  I.  and  the  6th,  7th,  8th,  9th, 
nth,  1 2th,  13th,  14th,  and  15th  of  Edward  II.  inclufive,  and  died 
the  17th  of  the  fame  reign ;  being  then  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Mid- 
dleton,  near  Richmond,  of  the  inheritance  of  Chriftian  his  wife,  who 
furvived  him. 

To  whom  fucceeded  William,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  thirty-five 
years  of  age,  who  died  S.  P.*  feifed  of  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of 
Kirkby  in  Kendal  (excepting  five  marks  yearly  rent,  holden  by  Robert, 
his  brother,  for  life ;  which  moiety  was  held  of  the  king  in  capite  by 
barony),  leaving  Ingelram,  his  brother  and  heir.f 

Which  Ingelram  +married  Catherine,  a  daughter  and  heir  of  the 
archduke  of  Auftria,  and  by  her  had  iffue  another  Ingelram;  who, 
being  a  perfon  of  fingular  endowments  and  merit,  was  in  great  efteem 
with  Edward  III.  who,  in  confideration  thereof,  the  37th  of  his  reign, 
beftowed  on  him  all  the  lands  and  lordfhips  of  William  de  Coucy, 
whofe  heir  he  was,  to  hold  to  himfelf  and  his  heirs,  in  as  full  and 
ample  a  manner  as  Chriftian  de  Ghifnes,  his  anceftrefs,  had  enjoyed 
the  fame.     And  furthermore,  by  letters  patent,  dated  nth  May,  the 


f  In  Nicolfon  and  Burne's  Hift.  of  Cumberland  and  Westmoreland,  the  defcent  is  given  far 
differently  to  this  of  Dugdale;  viz.  that  the  faid  Ingelram  de  Ghifnes,  by  his  wife  Chriftian

Chriftian's  eftate,  in  England,  granted  to  him,  and  was  created  befides  earl  of  Bedford.

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40th  Edward  III.  created  him  earl  of  Bedford,  with  a  grant  of  thirty 
marks  annually,  out  of  the  iffues  of  the  county  of  Bedford,  and  1000 
marks  more,  to  be  paid  to  him  from  out  of  the  king's  exchequer.  He 
was,  moreover,  elected  a  knight  of  the  illuftrious  order  of  the  garter; 
and  having  lived  with  great  honour,  died  the  21ft  Richard  II.  (1397), 
leaving  iffue  by  Philippa,  his  firft  wife  (one  of  the  daughters  of  king 
Edward  III.)  two  daughters,  his  coheirs  ;  viz.  Mary,  married  to  Henry 
de  Barre  (or  Robert,  according  to  Sandford),  and  Philippa,  to  Robert 
de  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford,  and  afterward  duke  of  Ireland.  Vjd.Vereearl 

The  fecond  wife  of  this  Ingelram  de  Coucy,  earl  of  Bedford,  was 
lfabel,  daughter  to  Charles  duke  of  Loraine  ;  from  which  marriage  no 
iffue  is  recorded  to  have  exifted. 


GIFFARD  OF  BRIMSFIELD. 

Arms— G.  Three  Lions  pafiant  in  pale  Arg.  armed  and  langued  Az. 

Osbert  Giffard  held  feveral  lordlhips  in  various  counties,  temp. 
Will.  Conq.;  whereof  Brimsfield,  in  the  co.  of  Glo'ft.  was  his  chief 
feat;  but  in  after  times,  Winterborne,  in  Wiltfhire,  became  the  head 
of  his  barony. 

He  was  fucceeded  by  Helias  Giffard,  who,  with  the  confent  of 
Ala  his  wife,  gave  certain  lands  to  the  abbey  of  St.  Peter,  at  Glou- 
cefter.  He  was  fucceeded  by  another  Elias,  who  gave  his  lordfhip 
of  Cronham,  with  divers  other  benefactions  to  the  fame  abbey,  for  the 
health  of  his  foul,  and  that  of  Berta,  his  wife.  All  which,  Walter  his 
fon  confirmed. 

To  this  Helias  fucceeded  a  third  Elias,  who,  the  12th  Henry  II. 
upon  affeffing  the  aid  for  marrying  of  Maud,  the  king's  daughter,  cer- 
tified that  he  held  nine  knights  fees;  and  the  fame  year  gave  100 
marks  for  livery  of  his  inheritance. 

T  t  2  His 
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His  fucceflbr  was  Thomas  Giffard,  who,  the  6th  of  king  Rich.  I. 
paid  £.g  on  the  fcutage  for  the  king's  redemption;  after  when,  viz. 
the  13th  of  John,  another  Helias  Giffard,  on  levying  the  fcutage 
of  Wales,  anfwered  for  the  nine  knights  fees  beforementioned. 

The  inquifition  taken  after  his  death,  the  33d  of  Henry  III.  fays, 
he  died  feifed,  amongft  other  lordfhips,  of  the  manor  of  Winterborne, 
in  Wiltfhire,  that  being  then  the  head  of  his  barony;  John,  his  fon 
and  heir,  being  feventeen  years  of  age. 

Which  John  afterwards,  the  47th  of  Henry  III.  was  governor  of 
St.  Briavel's  caftle,  and  of  the  foreft  of  Dean,  co.  Gloucefter.  But 
foon  after  became  one  of  the  rebel  barons  againft  the  king  at  the 
battle  of  Lewes;  yet  afterwards  fell  off  from  them,  and  was  on  the 
king's  fide  at  the  battle  of  Evefham,  where  he  fought  moft  valiantly. 

The  10th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  with  Gilbert  earl  of  Gloucefter,  in 
the  expedition  into  Wales,  when  Leweline,  their  prince,  was  flain, 
and  his  head  cut  off,  and  fent  to  Edward  I.  who  caufed  it  to  be  fet 
upon  the  tower  of  London  crowned  with  ivy. 

The  1 8th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  conftituted  governor  of  Dinevor 
caftle,  in  Wales,  for  life.  And  having  had  fummons  to  parliament 
from  the  23d  to  the  37th  of  Edward  I.  died  the  fame  year,  and  was 
buried  at  Malmefbury;  being  then  feifed,  in  his  own  right,  of  the 
manor  of  Brimsfield,  and  in  right  of  Maud  de  Longefpee,  his  wife 
(widow  of  William  earl  of  Salifbury,  and  daughter  and  heir  of  Walter 
de  Clifford),  of  the  caftle  of  Corfham,  and  certain  lordfhips  in  com. 
£alop;  and  the  caftle  of  Brentlies,  with  its  appurtenances,  and  certain 
manors  in  Wales;  leaving5  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  thirteen  years  of 
age.  But  the  heirs  to  the  faid  Maud  were  Margaret,  countefs  of 
Lincoln,  her  daughter  by  William  Longefpee,  earl  of  Salifbury,  her 
firft  hufband,  then  thirty  years  old;  and  Catherine,  wife  of  Nicholas 
de  Aldithele,  twenty-feven;  Alianore  Giffard,  twenty-four ;   and  Maud

Giffard 
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Giffard,  twenty-two.     Which  Maude  married  William,  fori  of  Gef- 
fery  Genevill. 

Of  John,  his  fon  and  heir  beforementioned,  he  was  begotten  on 
Margaret  Nevil  his  third  wife.  Which  John,  the  31ft  of  Edward  I. 
was  made  a  knight  of  the  Bath  ;  and  the  9th  of  Edward  II.  conftable 
of  the  caftles  of  Glamorgan  and  Morgannoc. 

He  was  called  Johannes  Giffard  le  Rich,  and  adhered  to  the  earl  of 
Lancafter,  and  the  other  nobles  then  in  oppofition  to  the  Spencers; 
and  fat  in  that  parliament  wherein  they  were  banifhed,  having  had 
fummons  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  5th  to  the  14th 
Edward  II.  But  the  lords  being  afterwards  overpowered  by  the  king, 
this  John  being  taken  with  the  faid  earl  of  Lancafter,  at  their  defeat 
at  Boroughbridge,  received  judgement  of  death  from  the  king  and  the 
Spencers,  then  reinstated  in  power,  and  was  accordingly  executed. 

By  the  inquifition  taken  after  his  death,  it  was  found  that  John  de 
Caillew  was  his  next  heir  of  the  whole  blood;  and  thofe  others  men- 
tioned in  the  Table  of  Defcent,  his  heirs  of  the  half  blood. 

Of  this  name  there  were  others,  and  perhaps  of  this  ancient  family  ; 
but  whence  derived,  or  how  related  to  each  other,  does  not  appear.11 

The  8th  of  Henry  III.  Osbert  Giffard'  was  made  governor  of 
the  caftles  of  Windfor  and  Odiham;  and  the  10th  the  fame,  of  Lin- 
coln caftle  ;  and  the  28th  of  Henry  III.  was  one  of  the  rebel  barons 
taken  by  the  royal  army  at  Northampton. 

To  him  fucceeded  Osbert,  his  fon ;  .who,  the  13th  of  Edward  I. 
doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands;  and  the  35th  of  Edward  I. 
had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm;  after 
when,  no  more  is  faid  of  him. 

But  the  next  noticed  is,   Hugh   Giffard,   who  married  Sibylla, 


Scacc.  is  the  name  of  Gerard  Giffard,  who  certified  his  knights  fees 
to  be  in  number  four.     But  which  Gerard  is  not  mentioned  by  Dugdaie. 

I  Of  this  name  king  John  is  faid  to  have  had  a  natural  fon;  of  whom  no  other  mention  is 
made,  than  that  his  father  gave  him  £30  lands  in  Oxfonlfhire,  of  the  eflate  of  Thomas  de 
Arderne. 

one 
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one  of  the  heirs  of  Walter  de  Cormeiles  ;  which  Hugh,  the  20th 
Henry  III.  was  conftable  of  the  Tower  of  London  ;  and  the  24th  of 
Henry  I  [I.  is  ftated  to  have  married  one  of  the  fitters  and  heirs  to  Alex- 
ander de  Craucumbe,  probably  a  fecond  wife. 

There  was  alfo  Sir  John  Giffard,  ilain  at  the  fiege  of  Bedford 
caftle,  the  8th  of  Henry  III.  And  another  Sir  John,  who,  the  21ft 
Edward  I.  was  fent  on  the  king's  fervice  into  Gafcoigne,  being  then 
one  hundred  years  of  age. 

Moreover,  there  was  Andrew  Giffard,  who  held  the  barony  of 
Funtell,  in  Wiltfhire  ;  which,  on  his  death,  temp,  king  John,  was  by 
confent  of  the  king,  refigned  to  Robert  de  Mandevill,  William  Cumin, 
and  William  de  Welles. 

And  befides  this  Andrew,  there  was  one  Walter  Giffard,  who, 
the  24th  of  Henry  III.  was  fummoned  as  a  baron  marcher,  to  meet 
(the  king  at  Oxford,  for  to  march  againft  the  Welfh. 

Laftly,  Richard  Giffard,  in  the  time  of  Henry  II.  was  one  of 
the  king's  juflices  of  the  court.k 


GORGES. 

Arms— Lozengee,  O.  and  Az. 

In  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  Ralph  de  Gorges  was  governor  of 
Shireburne  and  Exeter  caftles,  and  alfo  fheriff  of  the  county  of  Devon. 
He  attended  prince  Edward  into  the  Holy  Land,  and  died  56th 
Henry  III. 

Ralph,  his  fon,  ferved  in  the  Scottifh  wars,  and  was  marfhal  of 
the  king's  army  in  Gafcoigne.     He  had  fummons  to  parliament  from

the 
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the  2d  to  the  16th  Edward  II.  incluflve  ;  but  never  after,  nor  any  of 
his  posterity. 

Ralph,  his  fon,  dying  without  iflue,  Eleanor,  his  daughter,  became 
heir  to  the  faid  Ralph,  her  brother,  and  married  Theobald  Rufl'el,  fon 
of  Sir  William  Rufl'el,  of  Kingfton  Rufl'el,  in  the  county  of  Dorfet. 
By  whom  flie  had  iflue,  firft,  Theobald,  of  whom  hereafter;  and  Sir 
Ralph  Ruffel,  knight,  herfecond  fon,  of  Kingfton  Ruflel  and  Dei-ham, 
who,  by  Alice  his  wife,  had  iflue  Theobald  and  John,  who  both  died 
without  iflue,  and  Sir  Maurice  Ruflel,  of  Kingfton-Ruflel,  knight, 
who  had  iflue  by  Joan  his  wife,  Thomas  Fitzmaurice  Rufl'el  (whofe 
daughter,  Margery  (or  Mary),  died  without  iflue),  and  alfo  two 
daughters  ;  Ifabel,  married  to  Sir  Stephen  Heytfield,  knight,  and  Mar- 
garet, firft,  to  Gilbert  Denys,  fecondly,  to  John  Kemys,  efquire. 

Theobald,  the  eldeft  fon,  aflumed  the  name  of  Gorges,  and  his 
mother's  coat  of  arms;  which  occafloned  a  difpute,  21ft  Edward  III. 
between  him  and  Warburton,  of  Chefhire,  for  bearing  thefe  arms  ; 
who,  in  the  court  of  the  earl  marflial  (Henry  earl  of  Lancafter), 
proved  his  right,  and  Gorges  had  afllgned  him  a  "  Chevron  G.  on  the 
Lozenge  O.  and  Az."  for  a  difference.  Which  his  pofterity  bore  for 
fome  time,  till  they  more  lately  refumed  their  ancient  and  hereditary 
coat  again  ;  viz.  "  Ar.  a  Gurges  or  Whirlpool  Az."  in  alluflon  to  their 
name. 

Sir  Theobald  died  the  4th  of  Richard  II.  leaving  iflue  four  fons;  viz. 
Ralph  and  Bartholomew,  who  both  died  without  iflue  ;  William,  the 
third  brother,  who  next  inherited,  but  alfo  died  ifluelefs ;  and  Thomas, 
who  at  his  death,  the  5th  of  Henry  IV.  had  John,  his  fon  and  heir,

From  the  lordfhip  of  Grendon,  in  the  co.  of  Warwick,  this  family 
affumed  their  furname.  Of  which,  in  the  time  of  king  Stephen,  was 
Roger  de  Grendon,  who,  or  his  father,  was  enfeoff  of  the  faid  ma- 
nor by  Camvile,  who  had  it  by  grant  from  Henry  I.  to  hold  by  the 
fervice  of  one  knight's  fee. 

From  this  Roger  defcendcd  Sir  Ralph  de  Grendon,  who  had 
fummons  to  parliament  the  28th,  32d,  and  33d  of  Edward  I.  but 
never  after.     He  died  the  5th  of  Edward  III.  leaving 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  a  daughter,  Joan,  who  married  John 
Rochford,  esquire;  which  Robert  was  a  man  of  weak  underftanding, 
and  died,  circ.  22d  or  23d  of  Edward  III.  S.  P.  whereby  the  lands  of 
his  inheritance  paffed  to  his  fifter  Joane  ;  whofe  fon,  Sir  Ralph  Roch- 
ford, knight,  poffeffed  the  fame,  and  made  an  entail  thereof  upon  the 
hTue  of  his  body,  by  Joane  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Hugh  Meynill, 
with  remainder  to  his  three  fifters  fucceffively,  and  then  to  Sir  Richard 
Stafford,  and  his  heirs ;  and  deceafing,  circ.  8th  Richard  II.  left  Mar- 
garet, his  daughter  and  heir.

A.  B.  C.  The  hufbands  of  thefe  three  daughters,  viz.  Sir  Roger  and  Sir  Philip  Chetwind, 
and  John  de  Freford,  challenged  the  inheritance  from  this  Robert  D,  in  right  of  their  wives, 
by  virtue  of  an  entail  made  the  27th  Edward  I.  and  entered  thereon  accordingly.  But  Robert 
having  made  an  accord  with  John  of  Ghent,  duke  of  Lancafter,  to  protefl  him  in  the  pofleffion 
of  Grendon,  and  certain  other  lands,  the  faid  Chetwinds  and  Freford  quilted  their  intereft 
therein.  Yet  afterwards,  circ.  39th  Edward  lit.  Sir  William  Chetwind,  fon  of  the  faid  Sir 
Philip,  by  fome  agreement  with  Joane,  widow  E.  of  Sir  Ralph  Rochford,  who  had  then  re- 
married Hugh  de  AlTieby,  became  poffeft  of  Grendon,  &c.  and  feated  himfelf  there.

The  original  of  this  family  (denominated  from  the  manor  of  Gref- 
feley,    in    Derbyfhire ;    anciently  written  Grefelc,    Grefelei,    Greflea,

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Grefly,  &c.)  is  faid  to  be  derived  from  Malahulcius,  uncle  to  the  famous 
Rollo  duke  of  Normandy.  From  which  Malahulcius  defcended  Roger 
de  Toeni,  ftandard-bearer  of  Normandy,  whofe  younger  fons,  Robert 
and  Nigel,  accompanied  the  Conqueror  into  England ;  of  which,  Ro- 
bert having  a  great  many  lordfhips  bellowed  upon  him  as  the  reward 
of  his  fervices,  fixed  his  refidence  at  Stafford,  and  affumed  that  fur- 
name,  which  continued  till,  by  an  heir  female  married  to  Bagot,  the 
fame  was  carried  into  that  family  ;  which,  with  the  affumption  there- 
of, became  the  founders  of  the  fecond  dynafty  of  the  houfe  of  Stafford,  Vid. Stafford. 
that  fo  long  flourifhed  eminent  in  the  rank  of  barons,  earls,  and  dukes 
of  the  realm. 

Nigel,  aforefaid,  held  Drachelawe,  and  eleven  other  lordfhips,  in 
Derbyfhire,  as  appears  by  Doomfday  Book ;  whofe  fon,  William,  was 
founder  of  the  monaftery  of  Grefley  (now  in  ruins),  and  had  iffue 
Robert. 

Which  Robert  (the  firfl  with  whom  Sir  William  Dugdale  com- 
mences his  account  of  this  family),  the  35th  Henry  I.  (1134),  had 
his  principal  feat  at  Manceftre,  in  com.  Lane.  And  was  fucceeded 
by 

Albert  de  Greslei,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married,  firft,  Agnes, 
daughter  of  Nigel  baron  of  Halton,  fifter  and  coheir  to  William,  her 
brother;0  and,  fecondly,  a  daughter  of  Thomas  Ballet  ;  and  dying  the 
3-d  of  Henry  II.  or  before,  leaving  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir;  whofe 
wardfhip,  Gilbert  (fon  of  the  faid  Thomas  Baffet)  obtained.     He  had 

alfo  three   daughters;    whereof  Amabill  became  the  wife  of 

Trefgos. 

The  6th  of  Richard  I.  this  Robert  being  then  at  full  age,  at- 
tended that  king  in  his  expedition  into  Normandy;  and  in  the  third  of 
John,  upon  collection  of  the  fcutage  of  Normandy,  paid  twenty-four 
marks  for  thofe  twelve  knights  fees  he  then  had.

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His  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Henry,  brother  to  William  de  Long- 
champ,  chancellor  to  king  Richard  I.  with  whom  he  had  the  lord- 
fhips  of  Merlingham  and  Wefton,  in  com.  Norf.;  and  dying  the  15th 
Henry  III.  left  iffue 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir ;  who,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery 
of  his  lands,  and  the  43d  of  Henry  IN.  was  made  warden  of  the 
king's  forefts  fouth  of  Trent ;  but  deceafed  the  46th  of  Henry  III. 
or  before. 

To  whom  fucceeded  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  having  mar- 
ried Hawyfe,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  to  John  de  Burgh,  fon 
of  John,  fon  of  Hubert  de  Burgh,  earl  of  Kent,  had  livery  of  her  pur- 
party  of  her  father's  lands ;  viz.  Waukerley,  Ringefton,  and  Portef- 
lade ;  and  died  the  12th  of  Edward  I.  leaving  Thomas,  his  fon  and 
heir,  in  minority. 

In  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  this  Thomas  received  the  honour  of 
knighthood,  with  prince  Edward  and  others,  by  Bathing;  and  having 
had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from 
the  ift  to  the  4th  of  Edward  II.  died  without  iffue,  whereupon 
Joane,  his  fifter,  became  his  heir;   who  marrying  John,  fon  of  Roger

Of  the  fame  family  alfo,  from  a  younger  brother,  defcended  George 
Gresley,  efquire,  created  a  baronet,  June  29,  1611,  progenitor  of 
the  prefent  Sir  Nigel  Bowyer  Grefley,  baronet.

Arms — O.  a  Crofs  engrailed  G. 

Eustace  de  Hacche,  a  menial  fervant  to  Edward  I.'  obtained 
from  that  king  a  grant  of  free  warren  in  all  his  demefne  lands  at 
Hacche,  in  the  county  of  Wilts,  as  alfo  at  Morton-Merhull,  and  Cef- 
treton,  in  com.  Warwick. 

In  the  26th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  at  the  memorable  battle  of  Faw- 
kirk,  where  the  Scots  were  defeated;  and  the  28th,  29th,  and  31ft, 
was  again  in  the  wars  of  Scotland.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament 
amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  the  27th,  28th,  30th,  32d,  and  33d 
of  Edward  I.  but  deceafed  the  year  following ;  leaving  Julian,  his 
daughter  and  heir,  married  to  John  Hanfard.  He  married  Amicia, 
widow  of  Thomas  Trimenell. 


HASTANG. 

Arms — Az.  and  a  Chief  G.  over  all  a  Lion  rampant  O. 

This  family  had  their  feat  anciently  at  Lemington,  in  the  county 
of  Warwick,  from  thence  called  Lemington-Haftang.  Of  which, 
Hafculf  Mufard  enfeoffed  upon  one  Hunfridus,  who  by  Lefceline  his 
wife,  had  Atrop  de  Hastang,  his  fon,  who  gave  to  the  canons  of 
Noftel,  in  com.  Ebor,  the  churches  of  Lemington  and  Newbold. 
Which  grant  Atrop  his  fon  confirmed ;  and  beflowed  on  the  canons 
of  Kenilworth,  the  church  of  Whitnafh. 

*  This  defcription  moft  probably  means,  that  he  was  an  officer  of  the  houfchold  to  king  Ed- 
ward. 

To 
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To  this  laft-mentioned  Atrop  fucceedcd  Humphrey,  his  fon  and 
heir,  who  was  one  of  the  barons  in  rebellion  againft  king  John,  for 
which  his  lands  were  feized ;  but  in  the  ift  of  Henry  III.  returned  to 
his  allegiance,  and  had  the  fame  reftored  again.  This  Humphrey  had 
iffue 

Robert,  who  married  Joane,  daughter  and  coheir  to  William  de 
Curb;  and  the  41ft  of  Henry  III.  gave  a  mark,  in  gold,  for  refpiting 
his  knighthood.i  But  afterwards  he  was  one  of  thofe  who,  taking 
part  with  Montfort  earl  of  Leicefter,  held  out  the  caftle  of  Kenilworth, 
for  which  his  lands  were  feifed ;  he,  however,  made  redemption  there- 
of, by  compounding  according  to  the  rule  of  the  Di&um  de  Kenilworth. 
He  left  iffue 

Another  Robert,  his  fucceffor  ;  who,  the  2d  of  Edward  I.  was  one 
of  the  juftices  for  gaol  delivery  at  Warwick  ;  and  the  5th  of  Edward  II. 
had  fummons  to  parliament,  but  no  more.  Nor  had  John,  his  fon 
and  heir ;  but 

Thomas  de  Hastang,  fon  of  the  faid  John,  had  the  like  fummons 
to  parliament,  the  5th  and  r6th  of  Edward  III.  though  never  after, 
nor  any  of  his  defcendants ;   of  whom,  John  de  Haftang,  his  fon  and 

heir,  was  twice  married;  viz.  firft  to  Blanch,  daughter  of and 

next  to  Maud,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Truffel,  knight,  by  whom  he 
left  iffue  two  daughters  and  coheirs  ;  namely,  Maud,  wife  of  Ralph 
Stafford,  of  Grafton,  and  Ifabel  (or  Joane),  of  Sir  John  Salisbury, 
knight.  Which  Sir  John  was  afterwards  attainted  and  beheaded,  the 
1 2th  of  Richard  II.  anno  1389.

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HASTINGS   OF  GRESSING-HALL.

On  the  death  of  John  Hastings,  earl  of  Pembroke,  the  15th  Ri 
chard  II.  without  hTue,  Reginald  lord  Grey,  of  Ruthyn,  was,  by  fome  broke 
inquifitions,  found  to  be  his  next  heir  of  the  whole  blood  ;  viz.  as 
defcended  lineally  from  Elizabeth,  fifter  to  John  (great  grandfather  of 
this  John,  the  laft  earl  of  Pembroke  of  the  Haftings  name),  and 
daughter  of  John  lord  Haftings,  by  his  firft  wife,  Ifabel,  fifter  and  co- 
heir to  Aymer  de  Valence,  earl  of  Pembroke.  But  by  other  inquifi- 
tions it  was  found,  that  Hugh,  fon  of  Hugh,  fon  of  another  Hugh, 
fon  of  the  fame  John  lord  Haftings,  by  his  fecond  wife,  Ifabel,  daugh- 
ter of  Hugh  Defpencer,  earl  of  Winchefter,  was  the  next  heir  male, 
but  of  the  half  blood. 

This  Hugh  (fays  Dugdale),  was  fummoncd  to  parliament  the  16th 
Edward  III.  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm.  And  the  20th  Ed- 
ward III.  being  then  called,  "  Confanguineus  Regis,  the  king's  coufin," 
was  conftituted  his  lieutenant  in  Flanders,  and  commander  of  all  his 
military  forces  there  againft  the  French.  But  further,  no  more  is 
faid  of  him  or  of  his  defcendants,  by  reafon  they  never  had  the  like 
fummons  to  parliament. 

Yet  one  thing  is  memorable  of  them,  viz.  that  in  thofe  days 
the  right  of  bearing  the  arms  was  in  fuch  great  efteem,  that  the  conteft 
for  them  (Sc.  Or.  a  Maunch  Gules),  betwixt  Reginald,  fon  of  the 
beforementioned  Reginald  lord  Grey,  and  Edward  Haftings,  brother 
and  heir  to  the  laft-mentioned  Hugh,  lafted  little  lefs  than  twenty 
years  in  the  court  military,  before  the  conftable  and  marfhal  of  Eng- 
land;  wherein,  after  much  money  fpent,  the  faid  Edward,  who  chal- 
lenged them  as  the  next  heir  male,  was  not  only  condemned  in  very 
heavy  cofts,  and  the  arms  adjudged  to  Grey,  but  imprifoned  fixteen 
years  for  difobeying  that  fentence.  Wherewith  being  greatly  difpleafed 
X  x  at 
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HAUSTED. 

at  the  injury  he  conceived  done  him,  he,  when  in  great  anguifh  of 
mind  at  his  latter  end,  left  God's  curfe,  and  his  own,  upon  his  pofterity, 
if  they  did  not  attempt  a  vindication  thereof.  This  Edward  aflumed 
the  title  of  lord  Raftings  and  Stutevil,  as  by  a  deed  under  his  feal  of 
arms,  dated  Nov.  4,  the  8th  of  Henry  IV.  appeareth.  Yet  1  y  what 
right  is  not  ftated  ;  for  there  is  no  teftimony  he  was  ever  fo  created,  or 
had  any  fummons  to  parliament. 

Jacob  and  Barlow  fay,  Sir  Hugh  Haftings  was  of  Greffing-Hall  and 
Fenwick,  in  Norfolk,  in  right  of  his  wife,  Margaret,  daughter  and  heir 
of  Sir  Richard  Foliot,  knight;  whofe  male  line  terminated,  about  the 
reign  of  queen  Elizabeth,  in  Sir  Francis  Haftings,  knight,  of  Stuf- 
thorpe  ;  whofe  eftate  went  amongft  his  four  fifters  and  coheirs;  viz. 

1.  Anne,   married   to   John  Wentworth,   of  North  Emfhall,   elquire. 

2.  Dorothy,  to  Sir  William  St.  Quintin,  of  Harpham,  in  Yorkfhire, 
knight.  3.  Chriftian,  to  Francis  Frobifher,  of  Altaff-Frobifher,  efquire. 
And,  4.  Mary,  to  Philip  Copley,  of  Doncafter,  efquire. 


HAUSTED. 

Arms— G.  a  Chief  componee  O.  and  Az. 

The  ift  Edward  II.  John  de  Hausted  obtained  a  grant  to  him- 
felf,  and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  of  the  manor  of  Deufangre,  in  com. 
North.;  as  alfo  of  divers  other  lands  in  the  fame  county.  The  nth 
of  Edward  II.  he  was  in  the  wars  of  Scotland;  and  the  15th,  had  the 
caftle  and  honour  of  Clare  in  com.  Suff.  committed  to  his  charge. 

The  ift  of  Edward  III.  he  was  made  fenefchal  of  Gafcoigne;  and, 
moreover,  had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  6th,  8th,  and  9th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  but  never  after.  Nor  is  any  further  mention  made  of  him, 
or  of  his  pofterity. 
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HERON. 

Arms — Gules  a  Chevron  between  three  Herons  Arg. 

Of  this  family,  anciently  written  Hairun/  Heyrun,   and,   laftly, 
Heron,  there  have  been  many  eminent  perfons.     Sir  John  Hairon,   Bumeand 
knight,  entered  England  with  the  Conqueror;    and  is  faid  to  have  ac-    Hift.  ofCum 
quired   Chipchafe  cattle  by  the  marriage  of  the  daughter  and  heir  of  \veftmorel 
Sir  William  Chipches,  derived  from  the  Saxon  race. 

In  the  time  of  king  John,  Jordan  Hairun  held  a  barony  in 
Northumberland,  by  the  fervice  of  one  knights  fee,  as  his  anceftors 
had  done  before.  This  Jordan,  the  13th  of  John,  on  collection  of  the 
fcutage  of  Wales,  as  heir  of  Ralph  de  Wigornia,  paid  two  marks  for 
one  fee. 

His  grandfon  William,  temp.  Henry  III.  obtained  a  grant,  dated 
29  Dec.  1 25 1,  of  free  warren  in  his  manor  of  Hadefton,  the  caput 
baronize  ;  and  was  governor  of  Bamburg,  Pickering,  and  Scarborough 
caftles,  and  warden  of  all  the  forefts  north  of  Trent.  He  died,  circ. 
41ft  or  43d  Henry  III.  His  wife  was  Mary,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of 
Odonel  de  Ford,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  William,  his  fon  and  heir, 
then  in  minority. 

Which  William  afterwards  was  one  of  the  barons  on  the  part  of 
the  king  at  the  battle  of  Lewes  ;  and  was  one  of  the  northern  barons 
fummoned  by  Edward  I.  to  meet  him  at  Norham  (with  horfe  and 
arms),  when  he  went  to  give  judgment  between  the  competitors  for 
the  crown  of  Scotland.     He  died  at  Newcaftle,  anno  1296. 

He   married  Chriftian,  daughter  and  heir  of  Roger  de  Notton ;  and

But  unnoticed  by  Dugdale, 

X  x  2  had 
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had  iflue  Walter,  who  died  before  him  ;  Roger  (of  whom  hereafter); 
Odonel,  and  feveral  other  children. 

Walter,  his  eldeft  fon,  married  Alicia  de  Haftings,  and  had  iflue 
an  only  daughter  and  heir,  Emmeline,  who  married  John  lord  Darcy, 
fteward  of  the  houfehold  to  Edward  III.  and  who,  on  the  deceafe  of 
her  grandfather,  was  his  heir;  whereby  the  Darcy  family  became  pof- 
feffed  of  the  ancient  barony  of  Heron,  and  of  the  manors  of  Silkefton 
and  Notton,  in  com.  Ebor. 

This  branch  of  the  Herons,  it  feems,  were  ftyled  of  Hadefton,  to 
diftinguifh  them  from  their  defcendants,  the  Herons  of  Ford  caftle. 


HERON  OF  FORD. 

On  the  death  of  Walter  Heron  (fon  of  William,  as  beforemen- 
tioned),  without  iflue  male,  Roger,  his  next  brother,  became  the 
furviving  heir  male  of  the  family  ;  on  whom  the  manors  of  Ford  and 
Bokenfield  muft  have  devolved,  by  reafon  of  fome  entail  or  grant,  or 
they  othcrwife  muft  have  gone  to  Emmeline,  lady  Darcy,  as  heir 
general. 

This  Roger,  with  his  next  brother,  Odonel,  were  two  of  the  knights 
who  attended  king  Edward  I.  to  the  fiege  of  Stirling  caftle.  The  10th 
of  Edward  II.  he  was  governor  of  Bamburg  caftle  ;  and  was  alfo  one 
of  the  confervators  of  all  the  truces  made  with  Scotland  in  that  reign. 
His  fucceflbr  was 

William,  his  fon,  who  took  Lawrence  Gilebrand  prifoner  at  the 
battle  of  Durham ;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the 
barons  of  the  realm,  the  44th  Edward  III.  But  never  after,  nor  his 
defcendants.5

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HERON  OF  APPLYNDEN,  alias  SAY,

Thomas  de  Applynden  died  in  1359,  feifed  of  the  manor  of 
Applynden,  which,  the  28th  September,  1361,  Robert,  his  fori, 
granted  to 

John  Heron,  chevalier,  and  his  heirs.  This  John  was  father  of 
William  Heron,  who,  having  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and 
heirefs  of  William  baron  de  Say,  alfo  coufin  and  heirefs  to  Thomas  de 
Brewofe,  had  fumrrons  to  parliament  in  her  right,  from  the  17th  of 
Richard  II.  to  the  5th  of  Henry  IV.  inclufive.  She  died  the  23d 
Richard  II.  but  he  continued  lord  Say  till  he  died  ;  as  is  manifeft, 
both  by  the  fummons  to  parliament,  and  by  the  Charter  Roll,  ift 
Henry  IV.  Wherein,  amongft  other  great  perfons,  he  is  a  witnefs  to 
the  king's  charter,  by  the  name  of  *'  Wilhelmus  Heron,  dominus  de 
Say,  fenefchallus  hofpitii  Regis."  He  was  an  eminent  foldier,  and  em- 
ployed on  various  important  embaffies ;  and  died  without  iflue,  the 
30th  October,  1404,  the  6th  Henry  IV.' 


'The  chief  part  of  this  account  has  been  felecled  from  Betham's  Baronetage,  Vol.  IV.  p.  28 
and  29,  which  he  fays,  both  in  the  genealogical  and  hiftorical  narration,  were  compiled  by  him 
from  a  Table  of  the  Family,  verified  throughout  by  records  and  other  authentic  documents. 
Which  table,  with  due  References,  was  printed  in  1797,  and  copies  thereof  depofited  in  the 
libraries  of  the  college  of  Arms,  the  Britith  Mufeum,  the  Antiquarian  Society,  and  in  feveral 
ether  public  libraries  in  the  united  kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.

The  chief  feat  of  this  family  was  at  Hilton  caftlc,  in  the  county- 
palatine  of  Durham;  of  which  was  Robert  de  Hilton,  who  had 
fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  the  23d, 
24th,  and  25th  of  Fdward  I.  He  married  Margaret,  one  of  the  coheirs 
Vid.Thweng.  of  Marmaduke  de  Thwenge,  by  whom  he  obtained  large  pofleflions, 
and  had  iflue  two  daughters;  viz.  Ifabel,  wife  of  Walter  de  Pedwar-

Of  this  name,  alfo,  mention  is  made  of  Alexander  de  Hilton, 

who 
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who  ferved  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  under  Ralph  lord  Nevil;  and  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  the  6th,  7th,  8th,  and  9th  of  Edward  III. 
but  no  more,  nor  any  of  his  defcendants ;  of  whom,  if  he  left  iffue,  no 
notice  is  to  be  found  in  Dugdale.  But  other  authorities  give  the  title 
of  baron  of  Hilton,  for  a  long  time  after,  to  the  male  reprefentative  of 
this  family. 


HOESE  OF  HERTING,  Co.  Sussex. 

Arms — Barry  of  Six,  Ermine  aud  Gules. 

Of  this  name  many  occur;  particularly  Henry  Hoese,  of  Herting, 
in  Suffex  ;  who,  the  4th  of  Henry  III.  gave  ninety  marks  for  livery  of 
his  father's  lands,  and  died  the  19th  of  the  fame  reign,  leaving 

MhTthew,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  deceafed  the  39th  of  Henry  III. 
leaving  iffue, 

Henry,  his  fon;  who,  the  49th  of  Henry  III.  was  one  who  ad- 
hered to  the  rebel  barons  againft  the  king :  when  he  died  does  not 
appear,  but  another 

Henry  was  his  fon  and  fucceffor,  and  deceafed  the  18th  of  Ed- 
ward I.  whofe  fon  and  heir, 

Henry,  was  then  twenty- four  years  of  age,  and  doing  his  homage 
the  fame  year,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance ;  and  the  22d  of  Edward  I. 
had  fummons,  with  other  perfons  of  note,  to  attend  the  king  to  advife 
concerning  the  weighty  affairs  of  the  nation  ;  and  further,  the  year 
following,  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the 
realm,  and  from  thence  to  all  the  parliaments  of  that  king's,  and  king 
Edward's  II.  reign.  But  the  6th  of  Edward  III.  he  departed  this  life, 
leaving 

Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  thirty  years  of  age,  and  Ifabel  his  wife, 
furviving ;  with  whom  he  was  feifed  jointly  of  the  manor  of  Fryfoke, 
in  com.  South. 

Which 
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Which  Henry  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands ;  and  the 
2ift  of  Edward  III.  on  the  marriage  of  Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  with 
Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  John  de  Bohun,  fettled  certain  lands  upon 
him  and  her,  and  their  iflue;  default  to  Richard,  another  fon;  with 
remainder  to  the  iflue  of  himfelf,  by  Catherine,  his  then  wife ;  and  in 
default  of  fuch  iflue,  on  Elizabeth,  his  daughter.  He  died  the  23d  of 
Edward  III.  having  had  fummons  to  parliament  to  that  year,  in- 
clufive. 
Dugd.  Vol.  I.  But  although  Dugdale  calls  Henry  his  fon  and  heir,  on  the  deed  of 
fettlement  abovementioned,  he  neverthelefs  fays,  that  at  the  time  of  his 
death  (as  before),  Henry,  the  fon  of  Mark  Hufe,  his  fon  (who  married 
Margery,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Theobald  de  Verdun, 
and  died  in  his  lifetime),  was  his  next  heir,  then  fix  years  of  age. 

Which  Henry,   7th  Richard  II.  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of 
his  lands,  but  never  was  fummoned  to  parliament. 


HOESE,  or  HUSE,  OF  BEECHWORTH,  Co.  Surrey. 

Of  the  fame  family  as  the  one  already  mentioned,  Sir  William 
Dugdale  prefumes,  was  John  Huse,  temp.  31ft  Edward  I.  who  was 
fucceeded  by  Roger,  his  fon;  who.,  the  ift  of  Edward  III.  as  coufin 
and  heir  of  John  fierewyck,  deceafed,  had  livery  of  the  manor  of  Heg- 
gecourt. 

Which  Roger,  the  20th  of  Edward  III.  was  in  the  wars  of  France, 
and  the  22d  and  23d  of  that  reign,  :ad  fummons  to  parliament 
amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm  ;  after  hen,  there  is  no  mention  fur- 
ther of  him,  till  the  35th  of  Edward  III.  vhen  he  died,  feifed,  amongfl: 
other  lands,  of  the  manor  of  Weft  Beec  iefworth  and  Heggecourt,  in 
the  county  of  Surrey;  Ringftede,  in  the  co.  of  Dorfet;  a  moiety  of 
Burton- Sacy,  co.  South.;  and  Nothinkton  and  Kingfton-Deverell,  in 
Wilts;  leaving

HOTHUM.

This  is  a  very  ancient  family  in  the  county  of  York ;  which  is  faid 
to  be  defcended  from  Sir  John  Trehoufe,  lord  of  Kilkenny,  Ireland, 
who,  for  his  good  fervices  at  the  battle  of  Haftings,  had  a  grant  from 
William  the  Conqueror  of  Colley-Weflon,  in  Northamptonfhire,  and 
Hothum,  in  Yorkfliire ;  from  which  latter  the  furname  was  afTumed. 

But  there  only  appears   one,  viz.  John,  the  fon  of  Peter   de  Ho- 
thum," who  had  ever  fummons  to  parliament ;  and  that,  fays  Dugdale,   ciaus.  Rot 
but  the  8th  of  Edward  II.     Yet  he  certainly  had  fummons  after,  or 
another  of  the  fame  name ;  as  the  9th  and  1 1  th  of  Edward  II.  amongft

By  Agnes  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Hafleton,  of  Hafle- 
ton,  co.  York,  he  had  iflue  Sir  John  Hothum,  and  Thomas  his  fecond 
fon,31  from  whom  defcended  another  John,  who  was  found  one  of  the 
coufins  and  coheirs  of  Thomas  de  Thwenge,  baron  of  Thwenge  and 

u  Brother  to  this  Peter  was  John  de  Hothum,  bifhop  of  Ely,  treafurer  of  the  exchequer,  and 
lord  Chancellor  of  England ;  a  man  molt  eminent  in  his  time,  and  a  great  favourite  with  the 
kings  Edward  II.  and  III.

In  the  time  of  Henry  III.  William  de  Huntercombe,  having 
married  Ifabel,  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Robert  de  Mufchamp,  had  livery  Vid.  Muf 
of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance,  and  fummons  to  attend  the  king  as  a  chamP 
baron. 

Walter,  his  fon,  was  often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  and  Wales ; 
and  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  23d  Edward  I.  to  the  4th 
Edward  II.  He  married  Alice,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of 
Hugh  de  Bolebec,  and  died  the  6th  Edward  II.  Nicholas  Newbaud,  vid.Bolebn. 
fon  of  Gonnora,  his  filler,  wife  of  Richard  de  Newbaud,  being  his  next 
heir. 

William,  father  of  the  faid  Walter,  by  a  fecond  wife,  Alice  de 
Hodeng,  had  iflue  a  fon,  Thomas.  But  no  more  of  this  family  are 
Hated  ever  to  have  had  fummons  to  parliament. 

Which  Thomas  had  iflue  John,  whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Agnes,*   *  Lodgesir 
married  Philip  Skidmore,  anceftor,  by  her,  to  the  lord  vifcount  Scu-    VoTTn 
damore  of  Sligo.     And  the  faid  f  Alice  Hodeng,  or  Hedynge,  was  only  P-  m- 
child  of  Sir  Hugh,  fon  of  Sir  Thomas  Hedynge,  by  the  daughter  and  JJJ*  ut 
heir  of  Walter  de  Wyndfone,  or  Windfor,  whofe  elder  brother,   Wil- 
liam, was  anceftor  to  the  family  of  that  name,   lords  Windfor  and 
Montjov.

William  de  Huntingfield  (fo  called  from  a  manor  of  that 
name  in  the  county  of  Suffolk),  died  anno  1155  (ift  Henry  II.),  and 
was  fucceeded  by  Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  iflue  another  Wil- 
liam, fheriff  of  Suffolk,  and  a  juftice  itinerant,  temp,  king  John,  and 
afterwards  one  of  the  rebel  barons  againft  the  fame  king. 

He  gave  to  the  monks  at  Herft,  a  certain  pafture  adjoining  their 
alder  grove,  for  the  health  of  his  foul,  and  that  of  Alice  de  St.  Lis,  his 
wife,  and  left  iffue 

Roger,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  the  41ft  Henry  III.  leaving 
Joane,  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  to  William  de 
Hobrugg,  and 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  furviving,  who  became  one  of  the  ba- 
rons in  arms  againft  Henry  III.  at  the  battle  of  Evefham  ;  and  died 
the  nth  Edward  I. 

To  whom  fucceeded  Roger,  his  fon;  who,  the  25th  of  Edward  I. 
had  fummons  to  parliament,  but  not  after;  and  departed  this  life  the 
30th  Edward  I.  leaving 

William,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  34th  Edward  I.  and  4th 
Edward  II.  ferved  in  the  wars  of  Scotland,  and  died  the  7th  Ed- 
ward II.  Sibil,  his  wife,  furviving;  and  Roger,  his  fon,  then  in  mi- 
nority. 

Which  Roger  deceafed  nth  Edward  III.  leaving  iffue,  by  Cecilie 
his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Walter  de  Norwich,  knight, 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  under  eight  years  of  age;  who, 
the  25th  Edward  III.  making  proof  of  his  majority,  and  doing  his 
fealty,  had  livery  of  the  lands  of  his  inheritance.     He   ferved  in  the 
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wars  of  France;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  from  the  25th  Ed- 
ward III.  to  the  49th  inclufive,  and  died  the  year  following;  leaving 
(fays  Dugdale),  Alice,  the  widow  of  Sir  John  Norwich,  knight,  his 
kinfwoman  and  next  heir.  But  in  Morant's  EfTex,  Vol.  II.  p.  136, 
it  is  ftated,  he  left  two  daughters,  his  coheirs  ;  viz.  Alice,  wife  of  Sir 
John  de  Norwick,  (vid.  Norwich);  and  Mariona,  married,  firft,  to 
John  de  Huntingfield,  who  had  alfo  fummons  to  parliament ;  and, 
fecondly,  to  Stephen  le  Scrope.  Which  John  de  Huntingfield  is  pro- 
bably the  fame  whom  Dugdale  mentions  to  have  been  fummoned  to 
parliament  from  the  36th  to  the  43d  of  Edward  III.  inclufive.2 


INGHAM. 

Arms — Per.  Pale  O.  and  Vert,  a  Crofs  recercele,  or  Molirje,  G. 

In  the  time  of  king  John,  there  is  mention  made  of  this  family, 
feated  at  a  place  of  the  fame  name  in  the  county  of  Norfolk  :  but  the 
firft  who  had  ever  fummons  to  parliament,  was  Oliver  Ingham, 
a  perfon  of  great  note,  temp.  Edward  II.  and  fenefchal  of  Aqui- 
taine,  and  juftice  of  Chefter  for  life,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  in 
whofe  ift,  6th,  and  14th  year,  he  was  fummoned  to  parliament;  but 
died  without  iflue  male  the  18th  Edward  III.  His  two  daughters 
and  coheirs  were,  Joan,  married  to  Roger  le  Strange,  of  Knockin;  and 
Elizabeth  to  John  Curfon. 

The  faid  Oliver  was  fon  of  John  de  Ingham,  whofe  father,  Oliver, 
was  fon  and  heir  of  John  de  Ingham,  by  his  wife,  *Albreda,  one  of  the   *vid.  Wale- 
daughters  and  coheirs  of  Walter  Waleran,  temp,   king  John.     (Vid. 
Strange  of  Knockin.)

William  de  Kerdeston,  fheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  temp. 
►Vid.  Gaunt.  Edward  I.  by  *Margaret,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Gilbert  de  Gaunt, 
baron  of  Folkingham,  com.  Lincoln,  had  iffue  Roger  de  Kerde- 
ston, made  a  knight  of  the  Bath,  the  34th  Edward  I.  and  fummoned 
to  parliament,  from  the  6th  to  the  10th  Edward  III.  Dying  the  nth 
of  that  reign,  he  was  fucceeded  by 

William  his  fon,  who  was  in  the  French  wars,  and  particularly  at 
the  battle  of  CrefTy;  and  was  alfo  fummoned  to  parliament  from  the 
nth  to  the  34th  of  Edward  III.  But  after  him,  none  of  his  pofterity 
had  the  like  honour. 

On  his  deceafe  there  was  a  difpute  refpecling  the  inheritance,  be- 
tween John  de  Burgherfh,  by  one  inquifition,  found  to  be  his  coufin 
and  heir,  and  William  de  Kerdefton,  by  another  inquifition,  found  to 
be  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  making  his  appeal  to  the  court  of  chancery, 
however,  obtained  the  inheritance. 

In  Morant's  Hiftory  of  EfTex,  Vol.  II.  p.  129,  it  is  ftated,  that 
William  de  Kerdefton,  by  Margaret,  daughter  of  Edmund  Bacun,  or 
Bacon,  had  iffue  only  two  daughters,  Maud  and  Margaret ;  of  whom 
the  latter  married  William  Tendring,  and  the  firft  John  de  Burgherfh. 
And  by  Alice  de  Norwich,  another  wife,  he  had  a  fon,  the  faid  Wil- 
liam de  Kerdefton.      (Vid.  Burgherfh.)

John  de  Kirketon,  of  Kirketon,  in  that  part  of  Lincolnfhire 
called  Holland,  received  the  honour  of  knighthood,  by  Bathing,  in  the 
19th  Edward  II.  and  the  16th  of  Edward  III.  being  poflefled  of  the 
manor  of  Tatfhall  and  Tumby,  in  that  county,  made  a  feoffment  of 
that  lordfhip  to  Adam  de  Welles,  and  others,  to  fland  feifed  thereof, 
to  the  ufe  of  himfelf,  and  Ifabel  his  wife ;  and  to  the  heirs  of  their 
two  bodies  lawfully  begotten,  with  divers  remainders;  and  having  had 
fummons  to  parliament  in  the  36th  and  37th  of  Edward  III.  died  the 
41ft  of  the  fame  reign,  leaving  Sir  John  de  Tudenham,  knight,  Ri- 
chard de  Lina,  John  de  Tilney,  and  William  de  Sutton,  redlor  of  the 
church  of  Whitwell,  his  next  heirs. 

Cotemporary  with  whom,  and  prefumed  of  the  fame  family,  was 
one  Thomas  de  Kirketon,  who  had  the  like  fummons  the  16th 
Edward  III.  but  never  after.

This  family  of  Knivet  (or  Knevet),  for  a  length  of  time  anciently 
feated  in  Norfolk,  came   at   laft  to  poflefs  Buckenham  caftle,  in  that 
county,  by  the  marriage  of  an   heirefs  of  the  houfe  of  Clifton  ;*  to   *Vid. Clifton. 
whom  the  fame  had  defcended  by  heirs  female,  from  William  de  Al- 
bini,  the  builder  thereof,  fhortly  after  the  Norman  conqueft. 

Of  this  ftock  was  John  Knevit,  made  chancellor  of  England,  the 

46th 
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46th  of  Edward  III.  as  was  alfo  another  John,  who,  temp.  Henry  IV.

of  Weldon.      obtained  a  fair  inheritance  upon  the  partition  of  Baffet' s  lands. 

Of  the  fame  branch  was  likewife  Sir  William  Knevit,  temp. 
Henry  VIII.  knight  for  the  body  to  that  king;  and  Edmund  Knevit, 
of  Afhwelthorpe,  in  com.  Norf.  efquire,  ferjeant  porter  to  the  king, 
who  married  Joane,   daughter  and  heir  to  John  Bourchier,  lord  Ber- 

tVid.Berners   ners ;  whofe  defcendants,  at  length,  came  to  inherit  that  barony.f 

But  the  firft  who  was  raifed  to  the  dignity  of  a  baron  of  the  realm, 
was 

Sir  Thomas  Knevit,  knight,  one  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  privy 
chamber  to  king  James  I.  who,  in  1605,  upon  that  obfcure  intima- 
tion given  by  letter  to  the  lord  Montegle  (being  then  a  juftice  of  the 
peace  in  Weftmiivfter),  was  fent  to  make  fearch,  with  others,  in  the 
vaults  and  cellars  under  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  where  Guy  Faux  was 
difcovered,  and  that  famous  gunpowder  confpiracy  detected  and 
prevented. 

After  which,  upon  the  4th  of  July,  the  5th  of  James  I.  he  had 
fummons  to  the  parliament  then  fitting,  by  the  title  of  lord  Knevit  of 
Efcrick  in  com.  Ebor ;  and  took  his  feat  accordingly  among  the 
peers  of  the  realm,  it  being  the  laft  day  of  that  feffion. 

His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Rowland  Hayward,  alder- 
man of  London  (widow  of  Richard  Warren,  of  the  county  of  Effex, 
efquire);  but  he  deceafed  without  iflue,  27th  April,  1622,  and  was 
buried  in  the  church  of  Stanwell,  in  the  county  of  Middlefex,  where  a 

jJrdofEfcrfck.  noble  monument  was  ere&ed  to  his  memory.*

KNOVIL. 

Arms — Ar.  three  Eftoils,  G. 

In  the  time  of  King  John,  Bogo,  or  Bevil  de  Knovil,  was  in 
rebellion  againft  that  king  ;  to  whom  fucceeded  another  (his  fon  and 
heir,  as  imagined),  of  the  fame  name,  who,  in  the  3d  of  Edward  I. 
was  fheriffof  the  counties  of  Salop  and  Stafford  ;  and  was  fummoned 
to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  23d  to  the 
35th  of  Edward  I.  in  which  year  he  died,  leaving 

Bogo,  his  fon  and  heir,  thirty  years  of  age ;  who  was  in  the  infur- 
reclion  of  Thomas  earl  ofLancafter,  the  15th  Edward  II.  but  was 
never  fummoned  to  parliament,  nor  any  of  his  defcendants,  according 
to  Dugdale :  yet  "  Ex  rotulo  claus.  de  anno  primo  regni  regis  Ed- 
wardi  II."  it  appears  that  Bogo  de  Knovill  was,  amongft  others  therein 
mentioned,  to  be  fummoned  to  the  parliament  then  to  be  holden. 

Of  this   name,  it  is  faid  in  Kimber's  Baronetage,*  that   Eleanor,    *|Voi.  II. 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  John  Knovill,  married  Guy  de  St.  Aubyn,    p' 
circ.   13th  Edward  III.  an  anceftor  of  the  fame  ancient  family  as  the 
baronet  of  that  furname.

Arms— G.  a  Chevron.    N.  B.  ten  Crofslets  O.  are  added. 

The  name  of  this  family  was  affumed  from  a  lordfhip  in  Kefteven, 
in  the  county  of  Lincoln. 

Simon  de  Kyme,  the  fon  of  William,  founded  the  priory  of  Bolin- 
ton  in  the  fame  county ;  and,  by  Roefe  de  Bulinton,  had  iflue, 

Z  z  Philip, 
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Philip,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  one  of  the  barons  in  that  great 
council  holden  at  London  anno  1 177  (23d  Henry  II.)  He  was  ftew- 
ard  to  Gilbert  de  Gant,  earl  of  Lincoln,  and,  by  Hadewyfe  his  wife, 
left 

Simon,  his  fon  and  fucceSbr,  who  adhering  to  the  rebellious  barons 
againft  king  John,  was  excommunicated  by  the  pope,  and  his  lands 
feized,  and  given  to  Geffery  Nevil.  After  which,  the  4th  Henry  III. 
he  died,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

Philip,  his  fon,  who  had  livery  thereof  again;  but  departed  this 
life  j  243,  the  26th  Henry  III.  leaving,  by  Agnes  de  Waleys  his  wife, 
Simon,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  S.  P.  3 2d  Henry  III.  when  Wil- 
liam, his  brother,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands;  which 
William,  the  4th  of  Henry  III.  died  without  iffue. 

To  whom  fucceeded  another  Philip,  who  performed  great  fervices 
in  the  wars  of  Scotland,  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the 
barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  23d  of  Edward  I.  until  the  7th  Ed- 
ward II.  inclufive.  He  died  the  16th  Edward  II.  leaving  by  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Hugh  Bigot, 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  alfo  fummoned  to  parlia- 
ment, from  the  17th  Edward  II.  to  the  9th  Edward  III.  and  died 
the  1 2th  of  the  fame  reign,  without  iflue,  leaving  Joane  his  wife  fur- 
Vid  Canti  living,  afterwards  married  to  Nicholas  de  Cantilupe.  Whereupon 
kipc.  Gilbert  de  Umframvill,  earl   ofAnegos,  who  had   married  Lucy,  his 

fifter,  came  to  poflefs  the  inheritance." 

a  Although  Dngdale  here  fays,  Lucy  married  Gilbert  de  Umframville,  earl  of  Anegos,  yci 
in  Umframville,  he  makes  Robert  de  Umframville  to  marry  Lucy  de  Kyme 
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LANCASTER. 

Arms— Vid.  Lancafter  of  Kendal. 

Sir  William  Dugdale  ftates,  that  William  de  Lancaster,  the 
laft  baron  of  Kendal,  had  a  brother,  Roger,  of  the  half  blood.  But 
Burn  and  Nicolfon,  in  their  Hiftory  of  Cumberland  and  Weftmore- 
land,  fay,  fo  indeed  he  was;  yet,  whether  through  defign  or  inadver- 
tency, it  hath  not  been  exprefled  what  kind  of  half  brother  he  was. 
The  regifter  of  Furnefs  abbey  will  inform  us  however;  for  he  is 
therein  thus  defcribed;  "  Rogerus  baftardus  frater  Willielmi."  This 
circumftance  is  not  taken  notice  of  in  any  pedigree  which  derive  the 
name  and  family  of  the  Lancafters  from  this  fame  Roger. 

Which  Roger  married  Philippa,  one  of  the  four  daughters  and 
coheirs  of  Hugh  de  Bolebeck,  in  co.  Northumberland  ;  and  died  the  Vid.Bolcbec. 
19th  Edward  I.  leaving  ifTue,  John  his  fon  and  heir  (alfo  two  other 
fons,  William  and  Chriftopher)  ;  who  had  fummons  to  parliament, 
from  the  25th  Edward  I.  to  the  3d  of  Edward  II.  and  died  the  8th 
of  Edward  III.  leaving,  according  to  Dugdale,  Richard,  the  fon  of 
Richard  de  Plaiz,  his  next  heir. 

Yet  Nicolfon  and  Burn,  beforementioned,  Vol.  I.  p.  64,  aflert,  that 
John  de  Lancafter,  of  Holgill,  or  Howgill,  fon  of  William,  fecond 
brother  of  the  aforefaid  John,  was  the  next  heir  male,  who  had  a  fon, 
William,  whofe  fon,  William,  was  father  of  John,  who  had  iflue  an- 
other John,  who  died,  without  ifTue  male,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI. 
leaving  four  daughters ;  viz.  Chriftian,  married  to  Sir  Robert  de  Har- 
rington, knight;  Ifabel,  to  Sir  Thomas  le  Fleming,  knight,  of  Conifton ; 
Margaret,  to  Sir  Matthew  de  Whitfield,  knight ;  and  Elizabeth,  to 
Robert  de  Crackenthorp,  efquire. 

There  was  alfo  another  branch  of  the  Lancafters,  at  Sockbridge, 
Z  z  2  derived 
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derived  from  Chriftopher,  third  and  youngeft  brother,  as  beforemen- 
tioned,  of  John  de  Lancafter,  fon  and  heir  of  Roger  the  Baftard ; 
whofe  male  line  direct  continued  till  the  reign  of  James  I.  and  then 
terminated  in  Coriftopher  Lancafter,  efquire,  of  Crake-trees,  who 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Thomas  Tankard,  efquire,  and  left 
iffue  only  four  daughters,  his  heirs ;  viz.  Frances,  married  to  Sir  Chrif- 
topher  Lowther,  of  Whitehaven,  baronet ;  Elizabeth,  to  William 
Hutton,  of  Penrith  and  Gale  ;  Barbara,  to  Mr.  Davyes,  of  Winder; 
and  Mary,  to  Mr.  Highmore,  of  Cumberland. 

Nicolfon  and  Burne  fay  the  arms  of  thefe  Lancafters  were  ;

LASCELS. 

Arms — Arg.  three  Chaplets  G. 

Of  this  family,  feated  in  the  county  of  York,  were  divers  perfons  of 
eminent  note;  the  chief  of  whom,  whereof  mention  is  made,  was 

Roger  de  Lascees,  who,  the  2id,  23d,  and  24th  of  Edward  I. 
had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  but 
never  after,  nor  any  of  his  pofterity. 

In  Camden's  Britannia,  by  Gibfon,  are  noticed  two  feats  in  Rich- 
rnondfhire  (id  eft,  in  com.  Ebor.)  ;  viz.  Sowreby  and  Brakenback : 
which  he  fays,  "  are  belonging  to  the  truly  ancient  and  famous  family 
of  Lafcelles." 

From  this  ftock  modern  genealogifts  have  derived  a  family  of  the 
fame  name,  which  a  few  years  fince  was  elevated  to  the  rank  of  peer- 
age, in  the  perfon  of  Edwin  Lascels,  efquire,  who  was  created 
baron  Harewood  in  1 790  ;  but  not  long  after  died  without  ifTue  male, 
whereby  his  title  became  extinct ;  though  it  has  fubfequently  been 
revived  in  a  collateral  branch,  to  which  his  great  cftate  defcended. 

Yet 
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Yet  how  far  thofe  genealogifts  may  be  correal,  who  have  con- 
fimilitated  the  defcent  of  the  Lafcels  family  of  the  prefent  day, 
with  the  blood  of  the  illuftrious  baron  in  the  time  of  Edward  I.  is 
not  for  controverfy  here ;  although  the  aflertion  is  a  pretty  evident 
proof,  that  thefe  gentle  hiftorians  had  never  read  the  epitaph  made  on 
Henry  Lafcels,  efquire,  the  collector  of  the  crown  revenues  at  Bar- 
badoes,  who  departed  out  of  this  tranfitory  world  anno  1753  ;  for  had 
that  celebrated  epitaph  ever  met  their  eye,  it  is  to  be  imagined  their 
ideas  of  the  noble  lineage  of  the  baron  of  Harewood  would  have  been 
confined  to  a  more  recent,  and  a  more  humble  extraction, 

Rap'in*  relates,  that  queen  Catherine  Howard  was  accufed  of  incon- 
tinence by  archbifhop  Cranmer,  on  the  information  of  one  Lafjels, 
whofe  lifter  was  an  old  fervant  of  the  dutchefs  dowager  of  Norfolk  ; 
and  who  (he  faid,)  had  told  him,  that  the  queen  had  been  very  incon- 
tinent, both  before  and  fince  her  marriage. 

A  little  further  on,  f  the  fame  author  ftates,  that   amongft  others    fVol.  I 
who  were  then  (1546),  executed  for  herefy,  was   "  John  Lafcelles, 
probably  the  fame  who   accufed  Catherine  Howard:"   but  this  John 
Lafcelles  he  calls  "  a  gentleman." 


LATIMER   OF  BRAYBROKE. 

Arms — Vid.  Latimer  Lord  Latimer  of  Corby. 

The  origin  of  this  branch  of  the  ancient  family  of  Latimer,  was  in  Vid.  Latime 
John,  brother  to  that  William  le  Latimer  who  married  Alice, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Walter  Ledit ;  and  which  John  took  to  wife 
Chriftian,  the  other  daughter  and  coheir  of  the  fame  Walter  Ledit, 
and  died  the  nth  of  Edward  I.  being  then  feifed,  in  right  of  the  faid 
Chriftian  his  wife,  of  lands,  in  Womundle,  in  co.  Lei.  and  of  the  ma- 
nor ofWardon.  in  com.  Northampt.  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  then 
twelve  years  old.

Ledet.  ampt.  (part  of  his  mother  s  inheritance,  who  was  the  great  grandchild 

and  coheir  of  Henry  de  Braybroke),  the  32d  of  Edward  I.  obtained 

licence  to  make  a  caftle  of  his  manor  houfe  there. 

The  1 8th  of  Edward  II.  being  then  called  Thomas  le  Latimer  Bo- 
chard,  he  was.  in  the  expedition  at  that  time  made  into  Scotland* 
And  having  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the 
realm,  from  the  28th  Edward  I.  to  the  4th  Edward  II.  inclufive, 
deceafed  the  8th  Edward  II.  (1315),  being  then  feifed,  amongft  other 
manors,  of  thofe  of  Wardon  and  Braybroke,  in  com.  Northampt.. 
leaving  Warine  his  fon  and  heir,  thirty  years  of  age. 

The  19th  of  Edward  III.  this  Warine,  being  then  a  banneret,  was 
in  the  expedition  at  that  time  made  into  France,  and  died  foon  after, 
viz.  23d  Edward  III.  (1349),  being  then  feized  of  the  manors  of  Weft 
Wardon  and  Braibroc,  in  Northamptonfhire;  and  alfo,  jointly  with  Ca- 
therine" his  wife,  of  the  manor  ofCofhall,  in  com.  Notts.;  John,  his 
fon  and  heir,  then  forty  years  of  age ;  who  dying  without  iflue,  his 
brother  Thomas  was  his  heir. 

This  Thomas  is  confidered  to  be  the  fame  whom  our  hiftorians 
mention,  in  nth  Richard  II.  to  have  been  one  of  the  moft  eminent 
perfons  of  that  religious  feci  called  Lollards,  which  fo  much  increafed 
and  fpread  at  that  time  throughout  the  kingdom.  He  dying  alfo  iftue- 
lefs,  left 

Edward,  his  brother  and  heir,  called  alfo  Bochard;  who  died  S.  P. 
the  1 2th  Henry  IV.  141 1),  being  then  feifed  of  the  manor  of  War- 
don, and  caftle  of  Braybroke,  and  alfo  divers  other  lands  in  North- 
amptonfhire, and  other  counties.  Which  devolved  upon  John  Griffin, 
Vol. II. p. 34.  as  his  next  heir;  viz.  fon  of  Richard,  fon  of  Elizabeth,*    fifter  to 

h  Dugdale  does  not  fay  who  fhe  was,  but  Mr.  Collins,  in  his  Peerage  account  of  the  Griffin 
family,  writes  (Vol.  IV.  p.  225),  that  the  was  fifter  and  heir  to  John  lord  de  la  Warre.    And 
t  P.  22S.  jn  J,;,  Baronies  in  Fee,  or  Parliamentary  Precedents,f  he  there  ma&es  her  daughter  of  John  lord 

de  la  Warre,  and  wife  of  Nicholas  Latimer,  by  whom  (he  had  iffue  Catherine,  his  only  daugh- 
ter and  heir,  married  to  Thomas  Griffin,  father  of  John  Griffin,  the  4th  Henry  VI. 

him 
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him  the  faid  Edward  Latimer/  who  doing  his  fealty,  had  livery  of  his 
inheritance. 

But  as  none  of  this  line  of  Latimer  had  fummons  to  parliament 
after  the  firft-named  Thomas,  temp.  Edward  I.  and  II.  it  was  unne- 
ceflary  to  have  traced  them  further,  had  it  not  been  to  have  (hewn 
the  defcent  of  the  Griffins  of  Braybroke  therefrom,  who  afterwards  Vid.  Griffin, 
became  barons  of  the  realm  ;  from  the  he.ir.efs  of  whom,  married  to 
William  Whitwell,  came  the  late  Sir  John  Griffin  Griffin,  who  was  Vid.  Howard 
firft  fummoned  to  parliament  as  lord  Howard  de  Walden,  by  virtue  of 
his  defcent  from  that  noble  houfe,  and  afterwards  created  lord  Bray- 
broke. 


LEIBURN. 

Arms — As.  fix  Lioncels  Rampant  Ar. 

Roger,  fon  and  heir  of  Robert  de  Leiburne,  was  one  of  the  rebel 
barons  againft  king  John,  as  alfo  Henry  III.  He  was  a  perfon  of 
valour,  but  of  a  turbulent  fpirit :  being  won,  however,  by  fair  rew  ards, 
he  proved  an  active  fupporter  of  the  king,  and  manifefted  his  fidelity 
by  his  eminent  a&ions  in  the  enfuing  wan  His  firft  wife  was  Elea- 
nore,  one  of  the  daughters  of  Stephen  de  Turnham  ;  his  fecond  was 
Eleanore  de  Vaux,  widow  of  Robert  de  Quinci,  earl  of  Winchefter, 
dying  the  56th  of  Henry  III.     He  was  fucceeded  by 

William,  his  fon,  who  ferved  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Scotland 
and  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  27th  Edward  I.  to  the  3d 
Edward  II.  when  he  died,  leaving  Julian,  the  daughter  of  his  foa 

c  The  ftatement  made  in  the  preceding  note  b,  after  Mr.  Collins'  reprefentntion,  appears  per- 
fect Iy  erroneous,  if  this  account  ofDugdale  becorrea;  which  indeed  Edmonfon,  who  quotes 
The  Inquifition  Pod  Mortem,  confirms,  viz.  that  John  Griffin  was  the  next  heir  of  the  faid 
Edward,  in  manner  following ;  namely,  "  fon  of  Richard,  fon  of  Elizabeth,  filler  of  the  before- 
mentioned  Edward  Latimer  j  and  then  of  the  age  of  thirty  years  and  upwards."  By  which  in- 
quifition it  alfo  is  recited,  that  Margaret,  widow  of  this  Edward,  was  at  that  time  furviving. 

Thomas 
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Thomas  de  Leiburne  (who  died  in  his  lifetime)  his  next  heir;  which 
Julian,  was  wife  of  John  de  Haftings,  father  of  Laurence,  the  firft  earl 
of  Pembroke,  and  afterwards,  to  her  fecond  hufband,  married  William 
de  Clifton,  earl  of  Huntingdon,  who  died  without  iffue. 

Of  this  name,  but  whether  of  the  fame  family  is  not  certain,  was 
Sir  John  de  Leiburne,  of  the  co.  of  Salop;  whofe  mother  was 
Lucia,  fifter  and  next  heir  to  John  le  Strange,  of  Chefwardyne,  in 
Shropshire.  In  the  20th  Edward  III.  he  was  in  the  famous  battle  of 
Durham,  where  the  Scots  were  defeated,  and  David  their  king  taken 
prifoner  by  the  Englifh.  He  was  fummoned  to  parliament  amongft 
the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  nth  to  the  22d  Edward  III.  when 
he  died  without  iffue. 


L'ISLE  OF  RUGEMONT. 

Arms — G.  a  Lion  paflant  guardantO.  crowned  Arg. 

Of  his  family,  fays  Dugdale,  I  think,  was  Robert  de  L'Isle,  of 
Rugemont,  in  com.  Bedf.;  who,  the  ift  of  Henry  III.  having  married 
Roefe  de  Tatfhall,  widow  of  Robert  de  Tatfhall,  one  of  the  daughters 
and  coheirs  (with  Agnes,  her  fifter,  wife  of  Robert  de  Bafingham)  of 
*  ^id-  Wa'  John  de  Wahull,*  paying  his  relief,  bad  livery  of  her  purparty  of  that 
inheritance. 

After  this  Robert,  in  48th  Henry  III.  mention  is  made  of  another 
Robert,  then  governor  of  the  caftles  of  Marlborough  and  Lutgare- 
fhull;  who,  the  49th  of  Henry  III.  taking  part  with  the  rebellious 
barons,  was  by  them  conftituted  governor  of  Newcaftle  upon  Tyne. 

From  this  Robert,  with  a  long  interval  of  time,  I  come  (continues 
Dugdale),  to  another  Robert,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from 
the  5th  Edward  II.  to  the  16th  Edward  III.  inclufive;  in  which  year 
he  deceafed,  being  then  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Rampton,  Cotenham, 

Weft 
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Weft  Wike,  with  the  advowfon  of  the  church  of  Winpole,  in  com. 
Cantab. ;  all  which  he  had  before  fettled  upon  Alice,  daughter  of  Ro- 
bert de  L'Ifle  ;  Elizabeth  Peverell;  and  Richard  Bayeaux,  for  life,  with 
remainder  to  John,  the  fon  of  Robert  L'Ifle,  and  his  heirs.  He  was 
alfo  then  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Heyford  Warin,  in  com.  Oxon,  and 
Pifhiobury,  in  com.  Hertf. ;  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  being  twenty-four 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  taking  that  inquifition.*  *  Efcb.  16th 

Which  John  ferved  often  in  the  wars  of  France;  and  the  16th  n.  40. 
Edward  III.  was  with  the  king  in  Brittany,  and  one  of  the  chief  com- 
manders at  the  fiege  of  Nantes.  It  is  faid,  that  the  20th  Edward  III. 
Sir  Thomas  Dagworth,  with  80  men  at  arms,  and  100  archers,  hav- 
ing defeated  Charles  de  Bloys,  and  the  great  men  of  Brittany,  who 
had  1 000  horfe,  the  king  thereupon  made  two  barons;  viz.  Alan 
Zouche  and  John  L'Ifle,  as  alfo  fifty  knights ;  but  others  affirm,  this 
was  at  the  battle  of  Creffy,  which  happened  the  fame  year.  And  in 
fuch  reputation  was  this  John  with  the  king,  that  being  both  valiant 
and  expert  in  arms,  he  was  made  one  of  the  knights  companions  of  the 
moft  noble  order  of  the  garter,  at  the  firft  institution  thereof.  The 
29th  of  Edward  III.  he  was  with  prince  Edward  in  the  wars  of  France. 
And  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  24th  Edward  III.  to 
the  28th,  inclufive,  died  14th  October,  30th  Edward  III.  (1356), 
being  then  feifed,  amongft  others,  of  the  manor  of  Pifhiobury,"1  in 
com.

LISLE  OF  THE  ISLE  OF  WIGHT. 

Arms — G.  a  Lion  Paffant  Ar.  crowned  O. 

In  the  51ft  of  Henry  III.  John  de  L'Isle  was  governor  of  the 
caftle  of  Carefbrook,  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight ;  and  temp.  Edward  I. 
ferved  often  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Scotland ;  the  23d  Edward  I. 
he  had  fummons,  with  divers  other  great  men,  to  attend  the  king,  to 
confult  upon  the  important  affairs  of  the  nations.  He  died  about  the 
3 2d  Edward  I.  for  then  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  doing  his  homage,  had 
livery  of  his  lands ;  which  John  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the 
28th  Edward  I.  to  the  8th  of  Edward  II.  inclufive,  but  no  more,  nor 
any  of  his  defcendants.  Yet  the  nth  Edward  II.  he  was  one  of  the 
commiffioners  appointed  to  treat  with  Robert  de  Brus,  touching  a 
truce  between  the  two  realms. 


LONGVILLERS. 

Arms—  S.  a  Bend  between  Six  Crofs  Crofslets  Ar. 

John  de  Longvillers  died  25th  Edward  I.  leaving  his  brother 
Thomas,  his  heir;  who  had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  16th  Ed- 
ward III.  but  never  after,  though  he  did  not  die  till  the  48th  of  the 
fame  reign,  when  Agnes,  his  fifter,  was  his  next  heir,  wife  of  Robert, 
fon  of  Ralph  Cromwell. 
SniEvering"  Dugdale>  Vol.  II.  p.  56,  mentions  Agnes,  daughter  of  John  Long- 
villers,   to  have  married   Reginald    de    Everingham.      And  Collins, 

Vol. 
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Vol.  II.  fays,  Agnes,  the  wife  of  Everingham,  was  daughter  and  co- 
heir to  Sir  John  Longvilers,  whofe  fifter,  Elizabeth,  was  mother  of 
Stephen  Maulovel,  whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth,  married  John 
de  Stanhope,  anceftor  of  the  earls  of  Chefterfield,  of  that  furname.

Arms— Vert  a  Pale  O. 

Henry  de  Ortrai  (which  is  the  fame  with  L'Orti,  or  de  Ur- 
taio),  in  the  time  of  Henry  III.  having  married  Sabina,  daughter  and 
heir  of  Richard  Revel,  and  of  Mabel  his  wife,  fifter  and  heir  to  Walter 
de  Effeleigh,  of  EiTeleigh,  in  com.  Wilts,  had  livery  of  the  lands  of 
the  inheritance  of  the  faid  Sabina,  and  was  fucceeded  by  another 
Henry,  his  fon,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament  the  35th  of  Ed- 
ward I.  and  died  the  15th  of  Edward  II.  whofe  fucceffor  was  John, 
his  fon  and  heir,  who  left  iflue  two  daughters,  his  heirs ;  viz.  Sibil, 
married  to  Sir  Laurence  de  St.  Martin ;  and  Margaret,  to  Henry  de 
Efturmie.e 


LUCIE. 

Of  this  name  mention  is  made  of  Geffert  de  Lucie  (by  fome 
called  Godfrey),  who  bore  the  cap  of  ftate  at  the  coronation  of  king 
Richard  I.  and  the  9th  of  John  gave  a  fine  to  the  king  of  300  marks, 

e  Maud,  daughter  and  coheir  of  a  Sir  William  Efturmi,  of  Chadham,  in  co.  Wilts,  knight 
(whofe  anceftors  were  bailiffs  and  guardians  of  Savernake  foreft,  by  inheritance,  from  temp. 
Henry  II.)  married  Roger  St.  Maur,  or  Seymour,  from  whom  the  line  of  Seymour,  duke  of  So- 
merfet,  is  defcended.

to  have  Julian,  the  widow  of  Peter  de  Stokes,  Jwith  her  whole 
eftate. 

The  15th  of  John,  he  was  in  the  expedition  into  Poiclxm  :  and  in 
the  great  difputes  between  king  John  and  his  barons,  flood  firm  to  the 
royal  intereft,  though,  the  17th  of  John,  the  king  had  committed  to 
William  de  Briwer,  the  cuftody  of  all  the  lands  in  Cornwall  which 
were  of  the  honour  of  Lucie,  and  then  in  the  pofTeffion  of  this  Gef- 
fery,  whereunto  the  faid  William  claimed  a  right  by  the  gift  of  Rohefe 
de  Dovor.  In  the  36th  of  Henry  III.  (1252),  he  died,  leaving  iflue  a 
fon, 

Geffery,  who,  the  49th  of  Henry  III.  was  in  arms  with  the  rebel 
barons  againfl  the  king ;  but  after  their  defeat  at  Evefham,  furrendered 
himfelf  at  Gloucefter  to  prince  Edward,  on  condition  of  pardon,  and 
thenceforth  approved  himfelf  a  loyal  fubje£t.  On  his  death,  the  12th 
of  Edward  I.  the  wardfhip  of  his  heir  was  committed  to  Richard  de 
Brus  ;  Elianor,  his  widow,  having  the  manors  of  Dayllington  and  Slap- 
ton,  in  com.  Northton.  and  Chelmundefcote,  in  com.  Bucks,  af- 
figned  for  her  dowry.     Which  heir,  called  alfo 

Geffery,  being  of  full  age  the  16th  of  Edward  I.  and  doing  his 
homage,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance;  and  was  fummoned  to  parlia- 
ment the  25th  Edward  I.  but  never  after;  nor  is  any  further  notice 
made  of  him  or  of  his  pofterity. 


LUTEREL. 

Arms — O.  a  Bend  between  Six  Martlets  S. 

Geffery  Luterel,  in  the  time  of  Richard  I.  pofTefTed  lands  in 
the  counties  of  Nottingham  and  Derby  ;  and  dying  the  2d  Henry  III. 
was  fucceeded  by 

Andrew,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  the  daughter  of  Philip 
Mare  (a  perfon  then  of  great  account  in  Nottingham  and  Derbyshire), 

and 
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and  died  the  49th  Henry  III.  poffeffed  of  the  manor  oflrnham,  in  the 
count)  of  Lincoln,  which  he  held  by  barony,  and  as  heir  to  Maurice 
de  Gaunt/  leaving 

Geffery  his  fon  and  heir ;  who  being  non  compos  mentis,  Alex- 
ander, his  brother,  had  the  cuftody  of  his  perfon,  and  William  de 
Gray,  whofe  daughter  he  had  married,  the  tuition  of  his  children.  To 
thefe  fucceeded 

Robert  Luterel,  whowasfummoned  to  parliament  amongft  the 
barons  of  the  realm,  in  23d  Edward  I.  being  then  feifed  of  the  faid 
manor  of  Irneham,  and  alfo  of  Hoton-Painell,  in  com.  Ebor.  He  died 
the  25th  Edward  I.  leaving 

Geffery,  his  fon  and  heir;  but  neither  he,  nor  any  others  of  his 
defcendants,  ever  had  the  like  fummons  to  parliament. 

Two  branches  of  this  family  are  fail  to  be  ftill  remaining;  one  at 
Dunfter,  in  Somerfetfhire,  an  honour  and  caftle  inherited  from  the 
Mohuns,  once  lords  of  Dunfter,  and  reputed  earls  ofSomerfet;  and 
which  came,  fome  years  ago,  by  a  fole  heirefs,  to  Henry  Fowns, 
efquire,  who  took  the  name  of  Luterel;  and  in  1782  married  a  mifs 
Drew. 

The  other  branch  is,  that  of  the  Luterels,  or  Lutterells,  of  Lutte- 
rellftown,  in  the  county  of  Dublin.  Of  whom  is  the  prefent  earl  of 
Carhampton,  of  the  kingdom  of  Ireland,  and  his  fifter,  Anne,  now 
widow  of  his  late  royal  highnefs  Henry-Frederick,  duke  of  Cum- 
berland.

Arms— G.  a  Fefs  Ar.  between  Ten  Billets  O. 

In  the  2d  of  king  John,  Godfrey  ofLuvein,  gave  400  marks  for 
*  Dugdale,  the  land  and  widow  of  *Richard  de  Cornhill,  whofe  name  was  f  De- 
Vol.l.p.736.  ylc\a)  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  de  Haftings,  by  his  wife,  daughter 
EffaTvohl.  anc*  heir  of  William  de  Winfor;g  which  Godfrey  de  Lovaine  was  bro- 
P.  266.  ther  to  Henry  duke  of  Brabant. 

The  26th  of  Henry  III.  Matthew,  fon  and  heir  of  Godfrey,  had 
fummons  (amongft  others),  to  fit  himfelf  with  horfe  and  arms,  to  at- 
tend the  king,  in  vindication  of  certain  injuries  received  from  the 
French.  The  like  fummons  he  had  to  be  at  Cherter,  the  43d 
Henry  III.  to  reftrain  the  hoftilities  of  the  Welfh.  The  46th  of  the 
fame  reign  he  deceafed;  being  then  feifed  of  the  manor  of  Eyftanes, 
in  Effex,  which  he  held  by  barony,  leaving  Matthew,  his  fon  and 
heir,  then  twenty-four  years  old  ;  who  paying  £.103  for  his  relief,  and 
livery  of  his  lands ;  and  the  zzd  of  Edward  I.  had  fummons,  with 
other  great  men,  to  attend  the  king  for  their  advice,  touching  the 
moft  important  affairs  of  the  realm.  He  died  the  30th  Edward  I. 
leaving 

Thomas,  his  fon,  only  twelve  years  of  age;  with  whom  Dugdale 
clofes  his  account  of  this  family,  by  reafon,  he  obferves,  neither  he  or 

b  Lodge,  in  his  Irifh  Peerage,  Vol  I.  p.  2,  dates,  that  the  daughter  of  William  de  Windfor 
married  Robert  de  Haftings ;  and  that  Delicia,  daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  de  Haftings,  mar- 
ried Henry  de  Cornhill,  whofe  only  child  and  heir,  Jane,  married  Godfrey  de  Lovaine,  and  was 
mother  of  Sir  Mathew,  who  held  the  manor  of  Eftaines  by  barony.

Which  latter  left  two  daughters,  his  coheirs, 
Alianore,  and  Ifabel,  who  died  in  1359,  S.  P.;  when  Alianore  being 
the  fole  furviving  daughter  and  heir,  carried  her  great  inheritance  to 
her  hufband,  Sir  William  Bourchier,  whom  me  married  on  or  about 
the  year  1365.'

MANNY. 

Arms — S.  a  Crofs  voided  Arg. 

The  only  perfon  mentioned  of  this  name  in  the  Baronage,  is  Wal- 
ter de  Manny  (an  alien,  born  in  the  diocefe  of  Cambray),  who,  for 
his  military  talents,  was  created  a  knight  of  the  Bath,  by  Bathing,  the 
5th  of  Edward  III.  after  which  he  was  feldom  out  of  fome  notable 
action;  and  for  his  many  fignal  ferv ices,  was  conftituted  one  of  the 
king's  privy  council,  and  one  of  the  admirals  of  the  fleet.  Indeed, 
fuch  was  his  conduct  and  bravery  in  the  wars  of  France/ that  his  name 
was  ranked  among  the  moft  eminent  foldiers  of  that  time  ;  the  king 
and  the  prince,   at  the  fiege  of  Calais,  fighting  under  his  banner. 

Moreover,  he  was  made  a  knight  of  the  garter,  and  had  fummons 
to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  21ft  of  Ed- 
ward III.  to  the  44th,  inclufive.  After  when,  viz.  the  46th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  he  deceafed,  leaving  iflue  by  Margaret  his  wife,  daughter 
and  coheir  of  Thomas  of  Brotherton,   earl  of  Norfolk,  Anne,  his  only 

h  Although  not  in  this  narration  ftyled  a  fummons  to  parliament,  Dugdale,  neverthelefs,  in 
the  Lifts  of  Summons,  calls  it  a  parliament,  and  recites  the  name  of  Matthew  de  Luvein,  in  the 
faid  writ  of  fummons.

MARESCHALL   OF   HENGHAM. 

Arms— G.  a  Bend  Lozengee  O. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  I.  it  appears  Gilbert  Mareschall,  and 
John,  his  fon,  were  impleaded  by  Robert  de  Venoiz  and  William 
de  Haflings,  for  the  office  of  marefchall  to  the  king,  but  without 
fuccefs. 

Which  John,  alfo  furnamed  Marefchall,  flood  for  Maud  the  em- 
prefs,  againft  king  Stephen  ;  wherefore  on  the  acceffion  of  Henry  II. 
to  the  throne,  he  had  lands  of  confiderable  value  in  Wiltfhire  beftowed 
upon  him  ;  and  in  the  10th  of  that  reign,  being  the  king's  marfhal, 
upon  the  difference  between  the  king  and  Thomas  a  Becket,  arch- 
bifhop  of  Canterbury,  laid  claim  to  one  of  that  great  prelate's 
manors. 

This  John  was  fucceeded  by  another 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  to  whom  the  office  of  marfhal  was  con- 
firmed; and  who,  at  the  coronation  of  Richard  I.  bore  the  great  gilt 
fpurs.  But  in  that  reign  he  died  without  ifTue;  for,  the  ift  of  John, 
William  Marefchall,  earl  of  Pembroke,  was  his  brother  and  heir.  (Of 
whom,  under  the  title  of  Pembroke.) 

After  him  there  occurs   another  John  (nephew  to  William  earl  of

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Pembroke),  who  married  Aliva,  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir  of  Hubert 

de  Rie,*  baron  of  Hengham,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk.  *  vid.  Rie. 

He  flood  firm  to  king  John  in  the  great  conteft  between  him  and 
his  barons;  and  in  the  ift  of  Henry  III.  was  fheriff  of  Hampfhire, 
and  governor  of  the  caftle  of  the  Devizes;  after  when,  he  departed 
this  life,  the  19th  Henry  III.  having  married,  according  to  Dugdale, 
the  faid  Aliva  (whom  he  calls  fifter  and  heir  to  Ifabcl  de  Creffie),  and 
had  iflue  John,  his  fon  and  heir. 

Which  John,  probably,  was  he  who  married  the  faid  Aliva,  as  Col- 
lins, in  his  Parliamentary  Precedents,  p.  85,  ftates  John,  who  mar- 
ried the  heirefs  of  Rie,  to  have  been  father  of  William  Marfhall,  baron 
of  Hengham.  Which  feems  confirmed,  even  to  follow  Dugdale's 
narration  ;  who  fays,  John  having  fucceeded  his  father,  died  the  27th 
Henry  III.  and  William,  his  fon  and  heir,  had  livery  of  his  inherit- 
ance. Which  William  took  part  with  the  rebellious  barons  the  49th 
Henry  III.  and  died  foon  after,  leaving  two  fons,  John  and  William; 
who  obtained  pardon  for  their  father's  tranfgreffion,  and  had  permiffion 
to  enjoy  his  lands,  with  what  other  pofleffions  they  had  by  the  gift  of 
Aliva,  their  grandmother,  or  any  other. 

This  laft- mentioned  John  died  the  12th  Edward  I.1  leaving  Wil- 
liam, his  fon  and  heir,  then  five  years  of  age.  Which  William,  the 
34th  Edward  I.  was  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  ;  and  had  fummons  to 
parliament,  from  the  2d  to  the  7th  Edward  II.  when  he  died,  leaving 
hTue,  John,  who  died  three  years  after,  viz.  the  10th  Edward  IT.  with- 
out iflue;  when  Hawife,  his  fifter,  was  his  heir,  who  married  Robert 
de  Morley  .m     (See  Morley.)

MARTIN. 

Arms — Ar.  two  Bars  G. 

Martin  de  Tours,  a  Norman,  was  the  firft  of  this  family  ;  who 
making  a  conqueft  of  Kemeys,  in  Pembrokefhire,  founded  a  monaftery 
at  St.  Dogmaels,  which  Robert,  his  fon,  endowed  with  lands,  in  the 
time  of  Henry  I. 

This  Robert,  by  Maud  Peverell  his  wife,  left  William,  his  fon 
and  heir,  who  married  the  daughter  of  Rhefe  ap  Griffin,  or  ap  Griffith, 
prince  of  South  Wales,  and  had  iffue  a  fon 

William,  who,  on  his  father's  deceafe,  the  nth  of  king  John, 
gave  300  marks  for  livery  of  his  lands,  and  died  the  17th  of  the  fame 
reign  ;  Nicholas,  his  fon,  being  then  in  ward  to  Fulk  de  Breant,  and 
afterwards  to  Henry  de  Trublevill,  or  Turbeville. 

This  Nicholas  married  Maud,  daughter  of  Guy  de  Brien,  and 
Eve  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  to  Henry  de  Tracy,  lord  of  Barnftaple, 
co.  Devon,  whereby  he  acquired  large  poffeffions  in  that  county.  He 
was  fucceeded  by 

William,  his  grandfon ;  viz.  fon  of  Nicholas,  his  fon,  who  died  in 
his  lifetime. 

Which  William  married  Eleanor,  the  daughter  of  William  de  Mo- 
hun;  and  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  23d  Ed- 
ward I.   to  the  1 8th  Edward  II.  died  the  fame  year,  leaving 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  two  daughters;  viz.  Eleanor, 
married  to  William  de  Columbers ;  and  Joan,  married,  firft,  to  Henry 
de  Lacy,  earl  of  Lincoln ;  and,  fecondly,  to  Nicholas  de  Audley,  who, 
or  their  reprefentatives,  upon  the  deceafe  of  the  faid  William  foon  after 
his  father,  without  iffue  were  his  heirs. 
From  this  family  are  faid  to  be  derived  the  Martins  of  Athelhamp- 

fton, 
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fton,  in  the  county  of  Dorfet,  and  thofe  of  Long-Melford,  in  Suffolk ; 
of  whom,  Roger  Martin,  efquire,  was  created  a  baronet,  March  28, 
1667. 


MAUDUIT    OF    SOMERFORD    MAUDUIT. 

Asms — Ar.  Two  Bars  G. 

Of  the  fame  family  as  Mauduit  earl  of  Warwick,  Sir  William 
Dugdale  prefumes,  was  Thomas  Mauduit,  who,  in  the  time  of 
king  John,  poffeffed  the  cattle  of  Helgot,  in  Shropfhire ;  and  had  then 
the  reputation  of  a  baron.  And  in  the  26th  Henry  III.  gave  120 
marks,  befides  his  fcutage,  that  he  might  not  attend  the  king  into 
Normandy. 

Of  the  fame  name  alfo,  was  Robert  Mauduit,  fheriff  of  Wilt- 
mire,  from  26th  to  the  31ft  of  Henry  II.  which  Robert,  the  1  ith  of 
king  John,  gave  a  fine  of  20  marks  for  his  part  of  the  lands  of  Robert 
GifFard,  of  Funtell,   in  that  county. 

Befides  whom,  was  John  Mauduit,  likewife  confidered  a  branch 
of  the  fame  family  ;  which  John  was  coufin  and  heir  to  another 
John  ;  and  the  3d  of  Edward  III.  was  fheriff  of  Wiltfhire,  and  go- 
vernor of  the  cattle  of  Old  Sarum  ;  fo  alfo  the  6th,  12th,  and  16th  of 
the  fame  reign ;  in  which  laft- mentioned  year  he  had  fummons  to 
parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm.  But  departed  this  life 
the  21ft  Edward  III.  being  then  feifed,  amongft  other  lands,  of  the 
lands  of  Somerford-Mauduit,  in  com.  Wilts  (where  his  refidence  was); 
and,  jointly  with  Agnes  his  wife,  of  the  manor  of  Broughton,  in  com. 
Oxon;  leaving  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  at  that  time  fifteen  years  of  age, 
but  of  whom  no  further  mention  is  made. 

Yet  there  was  another  John,  who  had  his  refidence  at  Wermenftre, 

in  the  fame  county  (Wilts) ;  and  died  the  38th  of  Edward  III.  leav-

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ing  Maud,  daughter  of  his  fon  Thomas  (who   died  before  him),  his 
next  heir,  at  that  time  nine  years  of  age.

Robert  de  Meinell,  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.  is  mentioned,  who 
was  fucceeded  by  Stephen,  his  fon,   who  was  father  of 

Robert,  who  married  Emme,  the  daughter  of  Richard  de  Malbife, 
and  died  the  8th  of  John  ;  leaving  Stephen,  his  fon  and  heir,  and 
(as  faid),  a  natural  fon,  Robert,  who  married  Agnes,  the  fifter  and  heir 
to  Adam  de  Hilton,  of  Hilton,  in  Cleveland,  from  whom  the  Meinels 
in  thofe  parts  defcended. 

But  to  the  beforementioned  Robert  fucceeded  Nicholas,  his  grand- 
fon  (fon  of  Stephen),  who,  the  18th  Edward  I.  charged  Chriftian  his 
wife  with  an  intent  to  poifon  him;  and  although  fhe  made  her  inno- 
cency  clearly  appear,  yet  would  he  not  be  reconciled  to  her.  He  died 
the  27th  Edward  I.  John,  his  brother,  being  found  his  next  heir:  but 
by  Lucie,  daughter  and  heir  to  Robert  deThwenge,  his  concubine,  he 
had  a  fon 

Nicholas,  who  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  divers  lands  which 
had  been  fettled  upon  him.  He  was  feveral  times  in  the  Scottifh  wars, 
and  died  the  15th  Edward  II.  leaving  John,  his  brother,  his  heir; 
which  John  had  iffue  John,  who  died  in  his  lifetime,  leaving  another 
John,  who  died  the  23d  Edward  III.  leaving  Alice,  his  fifter  and  heir, 
then  wife  to  John  de  Boulton. 

But  there  was  another  Nicholas,  the  chief  of  this  family,  as  it 
feems,  yet  how  related  to  the  other  Nicholas  does  not  appear,  who  had 
fummons  to  parliament  from  the  9th  till  the  16th  Edward  III.  inclu- 
five;  when  he  died,  leaving  iffue  by  Alice  his  wife,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam lord  Roos  of  Hamlake,   Elizabeth,   his  daughter  and  heir,   married

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firft  to  *John  lord  Darcie,  and  afterwards  to  Peter  de  Mauley  ;  which  *vid.  Darcy 
Elizabeth  died  43d  Edward  III.  leaving  Philip  Darcie,  her  fon  and  and  Mauley- 
heir,  fifteen  years  old. 

Of  the  fame  family,  it  is  prefumed,  was  Hugh  de  Meinell,  who, 
the  1 8th  Edward  II.  received  the  order  of  knighthood  by  Bathing ; 
and  in  the  ift  Edward  III.  had  fummons  to  parliament,  but  never 
after.     His  wife  was  Alice,  widow  of  Ralph  lord  Baflet.

The  firft  of  this  family  mentioned  is  Sir  William  de  Mohun, 
who  came  over  with  the  Conqueror;  and  for  his  great  fervices,  being 
an  expert  commander,  and  having  no  lefs  than  forty-feven  ftout  knights 
of  name  and  note  in  his  retinue,  amongft  other  grants  from  the  Con- 
queror, had  the  caftle  of  Dunfter,  and  fifty-five  manors  or  lordfhips  in 
the  county  of  Somerfet,  befides  feveral  others  in  Wiltfhire,  Devonfhire, 
and  Warwick. 

He  was  fucceeded  by  another  William  ;  who,  with  Agnes  his 
wife,  gave  the  church  of  Whichford  to  the  canons  of  Bridlington;  and 
left  iflue  another 

William,  who  was  one  of  the  great  men  who  adhered  to  the  em- 
prefs  Maude,  and  fortified  his  caftle  of  Dunfter  on  her  behalf  againft 
king  Stephen;  in  confidcration  of  which,  and  his  fpecial  fervices,  me 
made  him  earl  of  Dorfet." 

He  founded  the  priory  of  Bruton,  in  the  county  of  Somerfet,  anu 
largely  endowed  it  with  divers  lands,  as  well  in  England  as  in  Wales ; 
and  was  there  buried.     To  whom  fucceeded

William,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  12th  of  Henry  II.  certified 
his  knights  fees  to  be  forty  de  veteri  feoffamento,  and  four  of  thofe  de 
novo.     He  was  likewife  buried  at  Bruton,  leaving  iflue 

Reginald,  who,  the  6th  of  John,  married  Alice  (or  Joane),  one  of 
the  fillers  and  coheirs  of  William  de  Briwere,  with  whom  he  had 
divers  lands  and  knights  fees,  in  the  counties  of  Cornwall,  Devon,  and 
Somerfet.  He  deceafed  the  15th  of  John,  leaving  Alice,  his  widow, 
furviving,  and  Reginald,  his  fon  and  heir,  commonly  called  Reginald 
de  Mohun  the  Second. 

Which  Reginald,  the  26th  of  Henry  III.  was  conftituted  chief 
juftice  of  all  the  forefts  fouth  of  Trent ;  and  the  56th  and  37th  of 
Henry  III.  governor  of  Saubeye  caftle,  in  Leicefterfhire.  He  died 
circ.  41ft  Edward  III.  leaving  by his  firft  wife,  filler  of  Hum- 
phrey de  Bohun,  earl  of  Hereford,  John,  his  fon  and  heir ;  and  by 
Ifabel,  his  fecond  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  de  Ferrers, 
earl  of  Derby,  and  one  of  the  coheirs  alfo  to  Sibilla,  her  mother,  lifter 
and  coheir  to  Anfelm  Marefhall,  earl  of  Pembroke,  William,  a  fon  ; 
who,  by  gift  of  his  father,  had  the  manors  of  Ottery,  Stoke  Fleming, 
Monkton,  and  Galmeton,  which  were  purchafed  of  William  Fleming; 
and  alfo  the  manor  of  Mildenhall,  in  co.  Wilts  ;  and  Greylkell,  in 
com.  South,  bought  of  others.  Which  William,  by  his  wife,  Bea- 
trix, daughter  of  Reginald  Fitz-Piers,  had  two  daughters,  his  heirs  ; 
Elianor,  maried  to  John  de  Carru ;  and  Mary,  to  John  de  Meryet. 
Beatrix,  his  widow,  furviving.     But  to  return. 

John,  eldeft  fon  and  heir  of  Reginald,  by  his  firft  wife  before-men- 
tioned, married  Joan,  daughter  of  Sir  Reginald  Fitz-Piers ;  and  died 
in  Gafcoigne,  the  7th  of  Edward  I.  leaving 

John,  his  fon  and  heir  (called  John  de  Mohun  the  Second),  who 
ferved  often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland,  temp.  Edward  I.  and  had  fum- 
mons  to  parliament  the  27th  of  that  reign.0  He  died  the  4th  of  Ed- 
ward III.     His  wife  was  Auda,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  de  Tibetot.

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To  whom  fucceeded  John,  his  grandfon  (viz.  fori  of  John,  his 
eldeft  fon,  who  died  in  his  lifetime),  at  that  time  in  minority,  and  in 
ward  to  Bartholomew  de  Burgherfh,  whofe  daughter,  Joane,  he  after- 
wards married. 

During  the  reign  of  Edward  111.  he  ferved  often  in  the  wars  of 
France  and  Scotland;  and  the  47th  of  Edward  III.  was  in  the  expe- 
dition then  made  into  Flanders,  in  which  year  he  had  his  laft  fum- 
mons  p  to  parliament ;  but  when  he  died  does  not  certainly  appear,  but 
he  left  iflue  three  daughters,  his  heirs ;  viz.

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puted  one  of  the  greateft  barons  of  the  realm,  temp.  Henry  III.  and 
attended  prince  Edward  to  the  Holy  Land.  He  died  the  44th  of 
Henry  III.  leaving  by  Cecily  his  wife,  fecond  After  and  coheir  to 
Hugh  de  Albini,  earl  of  Arundel,  two  fons,  John  and  Robert,  and  a 
daughter,  Leucha,  wife  of  Philip  de  Orreby  the  younger. 

John  married,  firft,  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Robert  de  Stockport; 
and,  fecondly,  Milifent,  daughter  of  William  de  Cantilupe  ;  but  died 
without  iflue,  leaving  Robert,  his  brother,  his  heir;  who  had  two 
fons,  Roger  and  Robert ;  of  whom, 

Roger,  in  the  23d  of  Edward  I.  was  fummoned  to  parliament 
amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm.  His  wife  was  Julian,  daughter  of 
Roger  de  Clifford  ;  but  he  died  without  iflue  the  25th  of  Edward  I. 
leaving  Robert,  his  brother,  his  heir.     Which 

Robert  was  often  in  the  wars  of  Scotland  and  Gafcoigne,  temp. 
Edward  I.  and  II.  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  from  the  28th 
Edward  I.  to  the  3d  of  Edward  III.  in  which  year  he  deceafed  with- 
out iflue  ;  having  fettled  his  lands,  for  want  of  iffue  male  by  Emme 
his  wife,  on  Ifabel,  queen  of  England,  mother  of  Edward  III.  for  life, 
and  afterwards  to  John  of  Eltham,  brother  to  the  king,  and  his  heirs 
for  ever.

Hugh  de  Montfort,  fon  of  Thurftan  de  Baftenburgh,  a  Norman, 
is  the  firft  on  record  of  this  family.  Which  Hugh  was  commonly 
called  Huglr  with  the  Beard  (the  Normans  at  that  time  being  ufually 
fhaved),  and  attended  the  Conqueror  at  the  deciflve  battle  of  Haftings, 
adlting  the  part  of  an  expert  and  valiant  foldier  ;  for  which  great  fervice 
he  afterwards  obtained  divers  lordfhips  in  various  counties  in  England  : 
but  at  length  loft  his  life  in  a  duel  with  Walcheline  de  Ferrers. 

Another 
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Another  Hugh  was  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  illue  by  his  firft 
wife,  two  fons,  Robert  and  Hugh ;  both  of  whom  died  without  hTue. 
But  by  a  fecond  wife  he  had  hTue  one  daughter,  who  married  Gilbert 
de  Gant;  which  Gilbert,  by  her  had  a  fon,  Hugh,  who,  on  account  of 
his  mother  being  fo  great  an  heirefs,  aflumed  the  furname  of  Mont- 
fort;  as  alfo  a  daughter,  married  to  Simon  earl  of  Huntingdon/ 

This  Hugh,  called  Hugh  de  Montfort  the  Fourth,  fupporting  thofe 
who  endeavoured  to  advance  William,  fon  of  Robert  Curthofe,  to  the 
throne,  againft  Henry  I.  and  entering  Normandy  with  what  forces 
they  could  collect,  was  taken  prifoner,  and  continued  in  confinement 
fourteen  years ;  nor  is  the  time  of  his  death  afcertained.  His  wife  was 
Adeline,  daughter  of  Robert  earl  of  Mellent ;  by  whom  he  had  iflue 
two  fons,  Robert  and  Thurfton ;   and  two  daughters,  Adeline,  wife  of 

William  de  Britolio,  and of  Richard,  fon  to earl  of 

Glo'fter. 

This  Robert,  9th  Henry  II.  having  charged  *  Henry  de  Eflex,  the   *Vid.  Eflex 
king's  ftandard  bearer,  with  cowardice,  vanquifhed  him  in  a  duel. 

Thurstan,  his  brother,  was  his  fucceflbr  ;  wherefore  it  is  moffc 
probable  Robert  died  without  iflue,  though  no  mention  thereof  occurs: 
which  Thurftan  built  the  caftle  of  Beldefert,  the  chief  feat  of  his 
family,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  for  many  ages.  To  whom  fuc- 
ceeded 

Henry",  his  fon  and  heir;  who  was  again  fucceeded  by  another 
Thurftan,  who  died  the  iSth  John,  leaving  iflue  Peter,  his  fon  and 
heir,  then  in  minority. 

Which  Peter,    in  after  years,  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  barons*

C  wars, 
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wars,  was  one  of  the  mod  forward  amongft  them;  being  one  of  the 
twenty-four  chofen  to  rule  the  kingdom.  After  the  fignal  victory  of 
the  barons  at  Lewes,  they  agreeing  amongft  themfelves,  that  nine 
felecT:  perfons  mould  be  authorifed  to  exercife  the  regal  power,  he  was 
chief  of  them  ;  having  a  particular  power  above  the  reft  fpecified  by 
the  commiflion,  "  That  whatever  he  mould  fwear  to,  the  king  muft 
be  obliged  by  it."  Yet,  fuch  is  the  inftability  of  human  greatnefs,  that 
very  lhortly  after,  he  was  flain  in  the  battle  of  Evefham,  where  thofe 
rebellious  barons  were  totally  defeated,  and  their  army  annihilated. 

By  Alice,  daughter  of  Henry  de  Aldithley  (a  great  baron  in  the 
county  of  Stafford),  he  had  iflue  three  fons ;  Peter,  William,  and  Ro- 
bert. Of  whom,  William,  by  gift  of  his  father,  had  the  manor  of 
Uppingham,  in  Rutlandfhire;  and  Robert  other  lands,  alfo  in  the  fame 
county. 

Peter,  the  eldeft  fon,  was  in  the  battle  of  Evelham  with  his  father, 
and  was  there  wounded  and  taken  prifoner;  but  received  the  benefit 
of  the  Dic"lum  de  Kenilworth.  His  death  was  about  the  15th  Ed- 
ward I.  when,  by  Maud  his  wife,  he  left  iflue  John,  his  fon  and  heir, 
and  a  daughter,  Elizabeth;  afterwards,  firft  married  to  William,  fon 
and  heir  of  Simon  de  Montacute ;  and,  fecondly,  to  Sir  Thomas  de 
Furnivall. 

This  John  was  fummoned  to  parliament  the  23d  Edward  I.  but 
died  the  year  following ;  leaving  iflue  by  Alice  his  wife,  daughter  of 
William  de  la  Plaunch,  two  fons,  John  and  Peter;  and  two  daughters, 
Elizabeth  and  Maud,  married  to  Frevil  and  Sudley. 

Which  John  was  fummoned  to  parliament  the  7th  Edward  II.  but 
was  afterwards  unfortunately  flain  in  the  battle  of  Stryvelin,  againft 
the  Scots,  without  iflue.     Leaving 

Peter,  his  brother  and  heir,  who  was  firft  in  priefts  orders.  But 
coming  to  the  inheritance,  his  facred  function  was  difpenfed  with  ; 
and  he  became  a  knight,  and  had  fummons  to  parliament  from  the 
]ft  to  the  23d  of  Edward  III.  inclufive  ;  in  the  31ft  of  whofe  reign  he 
died  without  leaving  any  legitimate  iflue  to  inherit. 

His 
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His  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter  to  the  lord  Furnival ;  by  whom 
he  had  only  one  fon,  called  Guy,  who  married  Margaret,  one  of  the 
daughters  of  Thomas  Beauchamp,  earl  of  Warwick  ;  and  died  without 
iflue. 

But  by  an  old  concubine,  called  Lora  de  Ullenhale  (daughter  to  one 
Richard  Aftley,  of  Ullenhale,  in  the  county  of  Warwick),  he  had  iffue 
Sir  John  Montfort,  knight;  whofe  pofterity,  in  the  male  line,  flou- 
rifhed  for  divers  ages  at  Colefhill,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  until  the 
attainder  of  Sir  Simon  de  Montfort,  temp.  Henry  VII.  whofe  defend- 
ants continued  at  Befcote,  in  the  county  of  Stafford. 


MONTGOMERY.

Of  this  name  it  is  only  recorded,  that  John  de  Montgomery, 
the  3 1 ft  Edward  III.  wTas  made  Captain  of  Calais,  and  admiral  of  the 
king's  whole  fleet,  from  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  to  the  weftward. 
The  16th  of  Edward  III.  he  was  fummoned  to  parliament;  but  never 
after  nor  any  of  his  pofterity. 


MORTIMER  OF  RICHARD'S  CASTLE.

Robert  de  Mortimer,  fon  or  brother  to  Hugh  de  Mortimer,  of 
Wigmore,  was  the  firft  of  this  family,  who,  poffeffing  this  place  by  the 
marriage  of  Margery,  daughter  and  heir  of  Hugh  de  Say,  certified,  the 
1 2th  Henry  II.  the  knights  fees  of  this  honour  to  be  in  number 
twenty-three.

To  which  Robert  fucceeded  Hugh,  his  fon,  who  died  the  3d  of  Ed- 
ward I.  leaving  Robert  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  the  15th  Edward  I. 
And,  by  Joice  his  wife,  had  iflue  two  fons,  Hugh  and  William,  who 
aflumed  the  furname  of  Zouche. 

Which  Hugh  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons,  the 
35th  and  27th  Edward  I.  and  died  the  32d  of  the  fame  reign,  having 
iffue,  by  Maud  his  wife,  only  two  daughters  and  heirs,  viz.  Joane, 
wife,  firft  to  Thomas  de  Bikenore,  by  whom  lhe  had  no  iffue ;  and, 
fecondly,  to  Richard  Talbot,  a  younger  fon  of  Richard  lord  Talbot,  of 
Ecclefwel,  in  com  Heref;  her  pofterity  by  whom  enjoyed  Richard's 
Caftle,  and  the  reft  of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance.  Margaret,  the  other 
daughter,  was  wife  of  Geffery  Cornwall.  (Vid.  Talbot  of  Richard's 
Caftle.) 

Sir  William  Dugdale,  in  his  account  of  the  Says  of  Richard's  Caftle, 
fays,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Hugh  de  Say  married  Hugh  de  Ferrers; 
whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Margery,  married  Robert  Mortimer,  where- 
fore lhe  was  grand-daughter  of  Hugh  de  Say,  and  not  daughter.  (Dug.

Robert  de  Mortimer,  who,  temp.  John,  being  in  arms  againft 
the  king,  forfeited  his  lands  in  Kerlevefton,  com.  Lincoln,  is  the  firft 
of  this  family  prefumed  to  have  fettled  at  Attilbergh,*  in  the  county 
of  Norfolk  ;  but  from  him,  until  the  nth  Edward  I.  none  of  his  de- 
fendants are  noticed ;  at  which  time 

William  Mortimer,  of  Attilbergh,  obtained  the  king's  charter 
for  a  market  at  Stanford,  in  that  county;  and,  the  25th  of  the  fame 
king,  had  fummons  to  parliament.  In  which  year,  ferving  in  the  wars 

of 
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of  France,  he  was  taken  prifoner,  and  carried  to  France,  where  he  died, 
leaving 

Constantine,  his  fon,  his  heir;  who,  the  19th  Edward  III.  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  but  never  after;  from  whom  defcended  (ac- 
cording to  Camden)  Conftantine,  his  fon,  who  held  the  lordfhip  of 
Bernham,  co.  Norfolk.;  and  temp.  Henry  IV.  had  all  the  grants  to 
his  father  confirmed.

MORTIMER  OF  CHIRKE. 

Arms — (Vid.  Mortimer  Earl  of  March.) 

Roger,  fecond  fon  of  Roger  lord  Mortimer,  of  Wigmore,  by  Maud, 
or  Matilda,  daughter  of  William  de  Braofe,  of  Brecknock,  was  the 
firft  of  this  family  who  fettled  here ;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament 
from  the  ift  to  the  14th  Edward  II.  inclufive :  he  died  the  10th 
Edward  III.  leaving,  by  Lucia  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  de 
Wafre,  knight, 

Roger,  who,  by  Joan  Turberville,  had  iffue  John,  who  fold  the 
lordfhip  of  Chirke  to  Richard  Fitz-  Alan,  earl  of  Arundel. 

Of  this  name,  but  of  what  family  it  is  not  noticed  by  Dugdale, 
was  Simon  de  Mortimer,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament  the  24th 
Edward  I. 


MUSGRAVE. 
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MUS  GRAVE. 

Arms — G.  Six.  Annulets  O. 

The  Musgraves  are  faid  to  have  been  originally  Germans,  as  the 
name  imports ;  being  dignified  by  the  title  of  mufgraves,  or  lords  of 
the  marfhes  and  moffes  :  which  family,  in  procefs  of  time,  became  fo 
confiderable,  that  one  of  them  had  an  archduchefs  of  Auftria  given 
him  in  marriage  ;  the  traditional  hiftory  whereof  is  this  : 

The  emperor  had  two  great  generals,  who  made  court  to  his  daugh- 
ter at  the  fame  time  ;  and  as  he  had  experienced  fingular  fervices  from 
both,  did  not  care  to  prefer  one  before  the  other.  But  to  decide  the 
matter,  ordered  the  two  heroes  to  run  at  the  ring  for  her  (an  exercife 
then  in  ufe):  it  fo  happened,  that  this  Mufgrave  (one  of  the  contend- 
ing generals),  had  the  fortune  to  pierce  the  ring  with  the  point  of  his 
fpear  ;  by  which  action  he  gained  her  for  a  reward  of  his  gallantry  and 
dexterity,  and  had  "  Six  Annulets  O."  given  him  for  his  coat  of 
arms ;  and  for  his  creft,  "  Two  Arms  in  armour,  holding  an  An- 
nulet." From  this  marriage  iflfued  that  Musgrave,  who,  being  a 
man  of  an  enterprifing  genius,  accompanied  William  the  Conqueror 
into  England,  and  was  the  firft  founder  of  the  Mufgraves  in  this 
country. 

But  although  of  fo  ancient  and  noble  a  family,  yet  it  was  not  until 
the  time  of  Edward  III.  that  any  of  them  became  barons  of  the  realm, 
and  had  fummons  to  parliament,  and  that  only  in  one  of  them,  Sir 
Thomas  Musgrave;  who,  on  the  invafion  of  David  king  of  Scot- 
land, was  one  of  the  commanders  in  the  van  of  the  Englifh  army 
which  gave  battle  to  the  Scots  at  Durham,  where  they  were  utterly 
defeated,  and  their  king  taken  prifoner. 

Which  Sir  Thomas  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  24th 

to 
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to  the  47th  Edward  III.  inclufive ;  but  after  him  none  of  his  defcend- 
ants  had  the  like  fummons,  although  perfons  of  great  note. 

Dugdale  fays,  he  marrried  Ifabel,  widow  to  Robert,  fon  of  Robert 
lord  Clifford,  daughter  to  Thomas  lord  Berkeley.  With  wlum,  Burn 
and  Nicolfon,  in  their  Hiftory  of  Cumberland  and  Weftmoreland, 
Vol.  I.  p.  592,  agree.5  But  Kimber,  in  his  Baronetage,  Vol.  I.  p.  45, 
fays,  he  married  three  wives ;  viz.  firft,  Margaret,  daughter  and  coheir 
of  William  Roos,  of  Yotton;  fecondly,  Mary,  daughter  of  John  Vaux, 
relict  of  Thomas  Holland,  earl  of  Huntingdon;  and,  thirdly,  the  faid 
Ifabel.  But  Burn  and  Nicolfon  make  the  above  Margaret  and  Mary 
to  be  the  firft  and  fecond  wife  of  Thomas,  his  fon,  who  died  the  8th 
Richard  II. 

Be  thefe  differences,  however,  as  they  may,  they  little  avail;  as  the 
pofterity  of  Sir  Thomas  did  not  continue  in  the  rank  of  barons  of  the 
realm.  Defcended  from  whom  was  Mufgrave  of  Hartley  Caflle,  co. 
Weftmoreland,  createda  baronet  June  29,  161 1;  and  Mufgrave  of 
Hayton  Caftle,  created  alfo  a  baronet,  October  20,  1638.  Whofe  arms 
in  the  Baronetage  are  given,  viz.  "  Az.  Six  Annulets,  3.  2.  I.  Or." 
Which  differ  from  thofe  given  by  us  from  Dugdale. 


NANSLADRON. 

Akms— S.  three  Chevronels  Ar. 

Of  this  family  it  only  appears,  that  Serlo  de  Nansladron  was 
in  an  expedition  into  Scotland  the  29th  Edward  I.  and  had  fummons 
to  parliament,  from  the  28th  to  the  34th  of  the  fame  reign.  Camden, 
fpeaking  of  this  Serlo  de  Nanfladron,  fays,  he  was  fummoned  to  par-

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liament  when  "  the  wife  and  good  were ;  and  their  pofterity  omitted, 
if  incapable  or  deficient  in  knowledge."  This  jera  was  the  reign  of 
king  Edward  I.  who,  by  our  hiftorians,  is  flyled  the  Britifh  Jufti- 


NEREFORD. 

Arms— G.  a  Lion  rampant,  Ermine. 

In  the  time  of  king  John,  Robert  de  Nereford,  with  Alice  his 
wife,  daughter  of  John  Pouchard,  is  the  firft  mentioned  of  this  family  : 
who  was  fucceeded  by  William  de  Nereford,  who  married  Petronil, 
one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  John  de  Vaux ;  and  had  fummons 
to  parliament,  the  25th  Edward  I.  but  never  after. 

John  de  Nereford  was  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  without  hTue  ; 
whereupon  Thomas,  his  brother,  became  his  heir,  who  was  father  of 
Sir  John  Nereford,  flain  in  France,  the  38th  Edward  III.  who  left 
hTue  Margery,  his  fole  daughter  and  heir,  who  afterwards  vowed 
chaftity. 


NEVILL  OF  ESSEX. 

In  the  8th  of  Henry  III.  Hugh  de  Nevill  was  made  principal 
warden  of  all  the  king's  forefts  throughout  England,  as  alfo  chief 
juftice  of  the  fame.  And  in  the  fame  year  he  gave  100  marks  for 
livery  of  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Stoke  Curcy,  with  the  caftle 
there,  and  moiety  of  the  knights  fees  thereunto  belonging;  which  he 
had  of  the  inheritance  of  Joane  his  wife,   daughter  and  coheir  (with 

her 
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her  fifter  Margaret),  of  Warine  Fitz-Gerold,  by  Alice  his  wife,  daugh-   Vid-  Fi*z- 
ter  and  heir  of  William  de  Curcy,  or  Courcy.  This  Hugh  founded  the 
priory  of  Stoke  Curcy,  in  com.  Devon,  and  was  fucceeded  by 

John,  his  fon  and  heir;  who,  the  .28th  of  Henry  III.  (being  then 
chief  warden  of  the  forefts,  as  his  father  had  been  before  him),  was  fo 
highly  accufed  for  trefpaffes  committed  therein,  that  had  not  the  king 
been  merciful  unto  him,  he  might  have  been  imprifoned,  and  utterly 
ruined  ;  but  it  feems  he  got  off  for  a  fine  of  2000  marks  only,  which, 
however  (with  his  father's  debts),  lay  fo  heavy  upon  him,  being  alfo 
difmiffed  his  place  with  difgrace,  that  it  broke  his  heart;  and  he  died 
the  fame  year  at  his  manor-houfe  of  Walperfield,  and  was  buried  near 
to  his  father's  tomb,  in  the  abbey  of  Waltham. 

Hugh,  fon  and  heir  of  John  thus  deceafed,  in  the  38th  Henry  III. 
upon  levying  the  aid  for  making  the  king's  eldeft  fon  a  knight,  paid 
£.41,  6s.  8d.  for  twelve  knights  fees,  a  fourth  and  fixth  part  of  the 
fees  of  Curcy,  and  for  eight  fees  and  one-fourth  o{  the  fees  of  Mef- 
chines.  The  48th  of  Henry  III.  he  was  one  of  the  barons  in  arms 
againft  the  king;  and  the  next  year,  the  49th  Henry  III.  was  taken 
prifoner  by  the  royal  army  at  Kenilworth,  in  the  memorable  furprize 
made  upon  the  rebels  there  by  prince  Edward. 

From  Hugh,  laft  mentioned,  fays  Dugdale,  "  as  I  guefs,"  defcended 
John  de  Nevill,  of  Effex,  for  his  father's  name  was  Hugh;  which 
John,  the  9th  of  Edward  III.  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his 
lands;  and  the  12th,  21ft,  2  2d,  and  29th  of  Edward  III.  was  in  the 
wars  of  France. 

The  9th  of  Edward  III.  he  had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft 
the  barons  of  the  realm  ;  and  from  that  year,  to  the  2  2d  of  Edward  III. 
inclufive,  had  the  like  fummons.  It  is  faid  he  died  without  iffue,  the 
32d  of  Edward  III.  for  William,  the  fon  of  John  Senior,  of  Sylam, 
was  found  to  be  his  kinfman  and  next  heir. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  held  two  parts  of  the  manors  of  Great 
and  Little  Wakering  in  EvTex,  for  life  only;  the  remainder  to  Wil- 
liam de  Bohun,    earl  of  Northampton.     And  alfo,  jointly  with  Alice 

7,  D  his 
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his  wife,  the  manors  of  Wctheresfield  parva,  Halyngbury,  Chigenhale- 
Zoin,  Chigenhale-Tany,  and  Peltingdon  ;  the  reverfion  of  all  which 
belonged  to  the  faid  William  earl  of  Northampton.1 

How  far  this  branch  was  of  the  fame  defcent  with  the  Nevills  of 
Raby,  does  not  appear ;  nor  does  Dugdale  fay  who  was  that  Hugh  de 
Nevill  that  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  5th  to  the  19th  of 
Edward  II.  and  again  the  ift,  6th,  8th,  and  9th  of  Edward  III.;  if 
then  the  fame  perfon  fo  denominated. 

Of  this  name  alfo  was  Robert  de  Nevill,  who  had  the  like  fum- 
mons the  1 6th  of  Edward  III.  but  never  after. 


NORTHWODE. 

Arms— Ermine  a  Crofs  ingrailed  G. 

John  de  North  wo  de,  fon  of  Roger,  was  fheriffof  Kent,  temp. 
Edward  I.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  6th  to  the  12th 
Edward  II.  inclufive;  fhortly  after  which  he  died.  His  wife  was  Joan 
de  Badlefmere ;  by  whom  he  had  John,  his  eldeft  fon,  who  died  in 
his  lifetime,  leaving  by  Agnes  his  wife,  daughter  of  William  de  Gran- 
difon,  a  fon,  Roger,  fucceffor  to  his  grandfather. 

Which  Roger  had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  54th  Edward  III. 
but  no  more.  His  wife  was  Julian,  one  of  the  daughters  and  heirs  of 
Sir  Geffery  de  Say  ;  and  dying  35th  Edward  III.  left  Sir  John 
Northwode,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  alfo  fummoned  to  parliament, 
from  the  37th  to  the  49th  of  Edward  HI.  inclufive  ;  and  died  the  2d 
of  Richard  II.  leaving,  by  Joan  his  wife,  daughter  of  Robert  Hert,  of 
Feverfham,  in  Kent,  Roger,  his  fon  and  heir;  but  neither  he,  nor  any 
of  his  defcendants,  had  ever  after  fummons  to  parliament. 

*  Morant,  in  his  Hiflory  of  Eflex,  gives  the  defcent  of  thefe  Nevills,  viz.  Hugh,  father  of 
John,  who  died  1282,  father  of  another  Hugh,  whofe  fon,  the  laft-mentioned  John,  died  the 
32d  of  Edward  III. 

NORWICH. 
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NORWICH. 

Arms — Per  pale  G.  and  Az.  a  Lion  Rampant  Ermine. 

In  the  time  of  king  John,  Geffery  de  Norwich  was  in  rebellion 
againft  that  king.  From  whom  defcended,  as  prefumed,  Walter 
de  Norwich,  one  of  the  barons  of  the  exchequer,  and  fummoned  to 
parliament  the  8th  Edward  II.  but  no  more. 

To  whom  fucceeded  Sir  John  de  Norwich,  knight,  who  was  in 
the  wars  of  France  and  Scotland  ;  and  had  fummons  to  parliament, 
the  1 6th  and  34th  Edward  III.  but  no  more. 

His  fucceflbr  was  John,  his  grandfon  (viz.  fon  of  Walter,  who  died 
in  his  lifetime);  which  John,  the  46th  Edward  III.  making  proof  of 
his  age,  had  livery  of  his  lands;  and  being  afterwards  a  knight,  died 
the  38th  Edward  III.  leaving  Catherine  de  Brews,  daughter  of  Tho- 
mas, brother  to  John,  his  grandfather,  his  coufin,  and  next  heir ;  but 
{he  becoming  a  nun  at  Dartford,  in  Kent,  William  de  Ufford,  earl  of 
Suffolk,  fon  of  Margaret,  fifter  of  Thomas  de  Norwich,  father  of  the 
faid  Catherine,  was  found  to  be  her  next  heir  ;  and  accordingly  had 
livery  of  the  inheritance. 

From  this  family  feems  to  have  been  fprung  that  eminent  one, 
feated  at  Brampton,  in  the  co.  of  Northamp.;  of  which,  according  to 
Collins,  Sir  Erafmus  Norwich,  temp,  William  111.  married  Annabella, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Savage,  earl  Rivers. 

This  family  is  faid  to  be  defcended  from   Ralph  earl  of  Cambridge 
and  Eaft  Angles,*  a  Briton,   who  married  the  daughter  of  Roger  earl   *  Tnat  i 
of  Hereford  ;  and  had  two  fons,  Roger  and  William  ;  from  the  former  f^ki 
of  which  came  the  Bigots,  or  Bigods,  earls  of  Norfolk  ;  and  from  the 
latter,  Hugh,  and  Simon,  furnamed  de  Norwich,  who  died  unmarried  : 
wherefore  Hugh  continued  the  line  and  name. 
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ORREBY. 

Arms — Ermine  5  Chevronels  G.  on  a  Canton  of  the  fecond  a  Lion  paflant  O. 

Herbert  de  Orreby,  fon  of  Alard  de  Orreby,  and  Agnes  his 
wife,  founded  the  priory  of  Hagneby,  co.  Line.  temp.  Henry  II.  to 
whom  fucceeded  John,  his  fon,  who  died  41ft  Henry  III. 

After  him  mention  is  made  of  Fulke  de  Orrebt,  jufiice  of  Chef- 
ter,  44th  Henry  III.  and  after  him,  of  Thomas  de  Orreby,  alfb 
juftice  of  Chefter  on  the  death  of  Fulke. 

After  whom,  comes  John    de  Orreby,  who  had  fummons  to 

parliament  in  the  3d,   3d,   and  4th  of  Edward  II.   and  died  the  nth 

of  the  fame  reign  ;    leaving  Edmund  Somerville,  Alured  de  Sulney, 

and  John,  the  fon  of  Robert  Willoughby,*  his  next  heirs ;    between 

loughby  of      whom  his  lands  were  divided. 

Thus  far,  according  to  Dugdale's  account  of  this  family ;  but  in  an 
old  Vifitation  Book  of  the  county  of  Chefter,  is  the  following  pedigree, 
which  feems  more  clearly  to  fhew  and  explain  the  connection  of  the 
feveral  names  beforementioned.

To  one  of  whom,  fays  Dugdale,  fucceeded  another  Simon, 
who  married  Ifabel,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  John  de  Steingreve  ;  and 
was  fucceeded  by 

John  de  Patshull,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament,  the  16th 

Edward  III.  but  no  more  ;  and  died  the  23d  of  Edward  III.  leaving 

William,  his  fon  and  heir,   who  never  had  the  like  fummons;  and 

died  without  iffue  about  the  43d  Edward  III.     Whereupon  his  fillers

den,  knight,  fhe  having  departed  from  him,  her  hufband,  and  lived 
adulteroufly  with  the  faid  Sir  William. 

Dugdale  does  not  fay  from  what  branch  of  the  Paganel  family  this 
Sir  William  was  derived ;  but  he  neverthelefs  mentions  him  amongft

Which  John,  the  10th  of  Edward  II.  doing  his  homage,  had  livery 
of  his  lands ;  faving  to  Ela  de  St.  John,  widow  of  the  faid  William 
Paynell,  her  reafonable  dower.  The  12th  of  Edward  II.  this  John 
Paynell  obtained  the  king's  charter  for  a  market,  weekly,  every  Tuefday, 
at  his  manor  of  Littleton,  in  com.  Wilts;  and  deceafed  the  fame  year, 
Maud,  his  daughter  and  heir,  then  thirty  years  of  age. 


PAYNELL  DE  DRAX. 

Although  not  noticed  by  Dugdale  in  his  Baronage  account  of  the 
Paganel,  or  Paynell  family,  yet  in  his  Writs  of  Summons  to  Parlia- 
ment, the  name  of  Joannes  Paynell  de  Drax  is  mentioned 
amongft  the  barons  fummoned  to  parliament,  the  28th  and  30th  Ed- 
ward I.  and  the  nth  and  12th  of  Edward  II. u 

So  alfo  the  name  of  Joannes  Paynell,  in  the  32d,  33d,  34th,  and 
35th  of  Edward  I.  and  ill  and  3d  of  Edward  II.

Hamok  Peche,  in  the  time  of  Henry  II.  was  fheriiF  of  Cam- 
bridgefhire;  and  according  to  Dugdale,  in  his  account  of  this  family, 
rid.  Peverell  married  Alice,  daughter  of  William  Peverell,  and  fifter  and  coheir  to 
Pain  Peverel,  her  brother  ;*  to  whom  fucceeded 

Gilbert,  his  fon  ;  who,  in  right  of  his  mother,  had  livery  of  the 
honour  of  Brunne;   and  left  iflue  another 

Hamox,  who  died  the  25th  Henry  III.  in  a  pilgrimage  to  the  Holy 
Land;  and,  by  Eve  his  wife,  left  iflue  Gilbert,  his  fon  and  heir,  and 
five  others ;  viz.  Hamon,  Hugh,  Robert,  Thomas,  and  William. 

Which  Gilbert  died  the  19th  Edward  I.  and  was  fucceeded  by 
another 

Gilbert,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament  among  the  barons  of 
the  realm,  from  the  28th  Edward  I.  to  the  15th  of  Edward  II.  in- 
clufive. 

Having  been  twice  married;  firft,  to  Maude  de  Haftings;  and, 
fecondly,  to  Joane,  daughter  of  Simon  de  Grey :  he  had  iflue  by  the 
firft  of  them,  two  fons,  John  and  Edmund,  unto  whom  he  left  very 
little,  giving  moft  of  his  eftate  to  his  children  by  the  fecond.

The  firffc  of  which  was  Piobert 
Peche,  bifhop  of  Coventry,  temp,  king  Stephen;  who  is  faid  to  have 
had  iffue,  *Richard,  archdeacon  of  Coventry  ;   to  whom  fucceeded,  as    *Dug.

next  heir,  another  Richard,  fon  of  Geffery  Peche.  p,  404. 

Which  laft-mentioned  Richard/  in  right  of  defcent  from  his  mo- 
ther, Petronil,  daughter,  and  at  length  heir  of  Richard  Waljh:,\  poffeffed    tDugd. 
the  lordfhip  of  Wormleighton,  in  com.  Warw,  and  had  iffue  p.  404, 

Sir  John  Peche,  knight,  who  temp.  Henry  III.  and  Edward  I. 
was  in  many  employments  of  public  truft,  and  was  furnmoned  to  par- 
liament, from  the  14th  Edward  II.  to  the  9th  Edward  III.  about 
three  years  after  which  he  died;  viz.  circ.  nth  or  12th  Edward  III. 
being  then  a  very  aged  man  ;  leaving  John,  his  grandfon,  his  heir, 
who,  nor  any  of  his  defcendants,  ever  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment. 

Which  John  departed  this  life  the  50th  Edward  III.  leaving  iffue 
another  John,  who  died,  leaving  only  two  daughters,  his  heirs ;  viz. 
Joane,  who  died  without  iffue;  and  Margaret,  the  wife  of  Sir  Wil- 
liam Montfort,  of  Colefhill,  com.  Warw.  knight,  who  thereby  became 
fole  heir  to  the  whole  inheritance. 

Of  this  name,  though  not  noticed  by  Dugdale  in  his  Baronage,  yet 
mentioned  in  his  Writs  of  Summons  to  Parliament,  was  Robert 
Peche,  furnmoned  the  14th  Edward  II.  but  not  after.

z  Gilo  de  Pincheni,  temp.  Henry  I.  had  iifue  Ralph,  to  whom 
fucceeded  Gilbert  his  ion  and  heir,  who  was  fheriffof  Berks  ;  and  had    Ralph 
iflue  Henry,  the  father  of  Robert,  who  was  one  of  the  rebellious  barons   Gilbert, 
againft  king  John;   and,  by  Egline  his  wife,  had  Henry,  his  fucceffor,    Henry 
and  a  daughter,   Philippa.  Robert 

Which   Henry  married  Alice,    the  filter  and  heir  to  Gerard  de 
Lindefey  (according  to  Dugdale ;     but  Collins,   in  his  Parliamentary 
Precedents,    p.   85  and  386,  fays,  Alice  was  daughter  of  Gerard,  and 
lifter  and   coheir  to   Sir   John    of  Limefly,    who  died  without  iflue), 
and  left  Henry,  his  fon  and  heir,  twenty-fix  years  of  age  :   whofe  fuc-    Henry, 
ceflbr  was  another  Robert,   who,  the  22d  Edward  I.    having  been  in    Robert, 
that  expedition  then  made  into  Gafcoigne,   obtained  a  charter  for  free 
warren    in   certain   lordfhips   belonging   to    him,   in   the   counties   of 
Bucks,  Eifex,  and  Northampton.      But  died  foon  after;    for  the  25th 
Edward   I.   Henry,    his   brother,   paying  his  relief,    had  livery  of  his    Henr; 
lands. 

Which  lad-mentioned  Henry  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  from 
the  25th  to  the  28th  Edward  I.  and  dying  without  iflue,  left  the 
greateft  part  of  his  lands  to  the  king,  and  his  heirs  for  ever. 

But,  it  feems,  Edward  being  a  good  prince,  it  was  ufual  for  many 
ill  men  to  make  him  their  heir.  Whereas  Tacitus  fays,  a  good  father 
makes  no  prince  but  a  bad  one  his  heir.

In  the  time  of  Henry  II.  frequent  mention  is  made  of  this  name. 
William  was  fheriff  of  Gloucefter,  from  the  ioth  to  the  13th 
Henry  II.  and  from  the  14th  to  the  17th.  Gilbert  Pipard  was  fheriff 
of  the  fame  county,  who  married  Alice,  third  daughter  and  coheir  to 
William  Fitz-Duncan,  earl  of  Murrel,  or  Murray,  in  Scotland ;  but 
died  in  the  Holy  Land,  iff  Richard  I.  without  iffue. 

In  the  9th  of  Henry  III.  William,  fon  of  Roger  Pipard,  had  livery 
of  fix  knights  fees,  parcel  of  the  honour  of  Wallingford. 

From  fom  of  thefe,  as  prefumed,  but  not  pofitively  fpecified,  de- 
fcended  Ralph,  furnamed  Pipard  ;  who  is  faid  to  have  been  a  younger 
fon  to  Ralph  Fitz-Nicholas,  an  eminent  man  in  his  time. 

In  the  ift  of  Edward  I.  he  was  found  to  be  next  heir  to  Robert 
Fitz-Ralph,  of  Thurwefton,  in  the  co.  of  Derby,  his  uncle.  In  the 
26th  Edward  I.  he  was  in  an  expedition  made  into  Scotland ;  and  was 
alfo  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  25th  to  the  30th  Edward  I. 
and  died  the  3d  Edward  II.  leaving  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  thirty  years 
old;  but  neither  he  nor  his  pofterity,  had  ever  the  like  fummons. 


PIPE. 

Arms — O.  a  Fefs  between  Six  Crofs  Crolslets,  Az. 

Of  this  name,  it  is  only  ftated  by  Dugdale,  that  Thomas  de  Pipe 
had  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  the  ift 
Edward  111.  but  no  moie,  nor  any  of  his  pofterity.

Arms — Party  per  Pale,  O.  and  G.  a  Lion  paffant  Ar. 

Hugh  de  Playz,  in  the  time  of  king  John,  was  one  of  the  rebei 
"barons  againft  that  king.  His  firft  wife  was  Beatrix  de  Say,  widow 
of  Hugh  de  Nevill,  from  whom  he  was  divorced.  But  by  Philippa 
his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  to  Richard  de  Montfichet, 
he  had  iffue 

Richard,  who  was  fucceeded  by  Ralph,  his  fon ;  who  dying  with- 
out iffue,  Richard,  his  brother,  became  heir  to  the  eftate ;  to  whom 
fucceeded 

Giles  ;  who,  the  25th  Edward  I.  had  fummons  to  parliament,  but 
no  more;  and  died  the  31ft  Edward  I.  leaving 

Richard,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from 
the  nth  to  the  15th  Edward  II.  inclufive.  Whofe  fucceffor  was 
another 

Richard,  who  died  the  33d  Edward  III.  and  was  father  of  John, 
whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Margaret,   married  Sir  John  Howard,  an- 
ceftor  to  the  Howards  dukes  of  Norfolk.*     But  it  does  not  appear  the   *vjd 
laft  Richard  or  John   had  the  like  fummons  to  parliament   as  their   Howard, 
•predeceffors. 


P  L  E  S  S  E  T  S. 

Of  this  family,  the  firft  mentioned  is  John  de  Plessets,  a  Nor- 
man by  birth,  and  a  domeftic  fervant  in  the  court  of  king  Henry  III. 

This 
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This  John  having  ferved  in  the  wars  of  Wales,  was  conftituted  go- 
vernor of  the  caftle  of  Devizes  ;  as  alfo  warden  of  the  foreft  of  Chippen- 
ham, in  the  county  of  Wilts. 

Certain  it  is,  that  he  ftood  in  great  favour  with  that  king ;  for  the 
27th  of  Henry  III.  on  the  death  of  John  Marefchal,  who  had  married 
Margery,  fifter  and  fole  heir  to  Thomas  earl  of  Warwick,  the  king 
fent  his  mandate  to  the  Abp.  of  York,  the  bifhop  of  Carlifle,  and  Wil- 
liam de  Cantilupe,  requiring  them,  that  they  fhould  earneftly  perfuade 
her  to  take  this  John  de  Pleffets  for  her  hufband.  Which  it  appears 
that  flie  foon  after  performed,  and  had  livery  of  the  earldom  of 
Warwick. 

And  fo  well  pleafed  was  the  king  with  her  on  this  account,  that  the 
Auguft  next  enfuing  (28th  Henry  III  )  he  gave  her  three  bucks  out  of 
his  foreft  of  Havering,  in  Effex. 

The  28th  Henry  III.  this  John  was  made  conftable  of  the  Tower 
of  London,  but  not  by  the  title  of  earl  of  Warwick,  which,  however, 
it  feems  he  afterwards  took  upon  him  ;  for,  the  31ft  Henry  III.  the 
king,  in  that  licence  he  gave  him  to  cut  certain  oaks  in  the  foreft  of 
Deane,  gives  him  the  title  of  earl  of  Warwick,  which  he,  on  all  after 
occafions,  continued  to  ufe.  But  on  the  36th  February,  the  47th  of 
Henry  III.  (1262),  he  departed  this  life,  and  was  honourably  buried 
in  the  quire  of  the  abbey  of  Miffendon,  in  the  county  of  Bucks ;  being 
then  feifed  of  the  manors  of  Okenardton,  Kedelinton,  and  Bradenham, 
in  com.  Oxon;  and  leaving  Hugh  de  Pleffets,  his  fon  and  heir,  by 
Chriftian,  a  former  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Hugh  de  Sandford,  at 
that  time  twenty-fix  years  of  age. 

Which  Hugh,  in  April  next  enfuing,  doing  his  homage,  had  livery 
of  the  manors  of  Okenardton,  Kedelinton,  and  Stuttefdon,  in  com. 
Oxon,  which  were  of  his  mother's  inheritance ;  the  two  former  being 
liolden  of  the  king  by  barony :  for  which  faid  manors,  the  48th 
Henry  III.  he  paid  £.100  for  his  relief  thereof. 

This   Hugh    married   Ifabel,  third   daughter  of  John  de  Riparius, 

coufin 


p.  21.5. 
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coufin  and  one  of  the  heirs  to  Philippa  BafTet,  fbme  time  countefs  of 
Warwick  ;   and  died  the  20th  Edward  I.  (1291),  leaving 

Hugh,  his  fon  and  heir,  twenty -five  years  old  ;  who  performing  his 
homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands,  and  in  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  had 
fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm ;  but  not 
being  afterwards  fummoned,  and  therefore  not  confidered  in  the  rank 
of  a  baron,  no  further  mention  is  made  of  him,  nor  of  his  de- 
fendants. 

But  in  Hutchins'  Hiftory  of  Dorfet,*  notice  is  made  of  this  family  ;    *VoI.TT. 
who  fays,  that  Robert  de  Plecy,  or  Plessetis,  fon  of  Sir  Hugh, 
brother  or  near  relation  to    John    de  PlefTetis,   earl  of  Warwick,    the 
19th  of  Edward  I.  held  Upwinborn-Plecy,  in  that  county;   John,  his 
fon  and  heir. 

Which  John  deceafed  the  7th  Edward  II.  leaving  Edmund,  his 
fon  and  heir ;  whofe  fon  and  heir,  Sir  Nicholas,  had  ifTue  John,  his 
fon  and  heir,  who  moft  probably  died  young;  as  the  36th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  Nicholas,  fon  and  heir  of  Sir  Nicholas  de  Plecy,  a  minor  in 
the  king's  cuftody,  held  the  faid  manor  at  the  time  of  his  death,  when 
Joan,  his  fitter,  was  his  heir ;  who  married  Sir  John  Hamelyn,  de- 
feended  out  of  Cornwall,  whofe  daughter,  and  at  length  heirefs, 
Egidia,  carried  the  faid  manor  of  Upwinborne-Plecy,  to  her  fecond 
hufband,  Robert  Afhley ;  from  whofe  family,  by  the  heir  female, 
Elizabeth,  daughter  and  fole  heir  of  Sir  Anthony  Afhley,  baronet, 
who  died  anno  1628,  the  aforefaid  manor  was  carried  in  marriage  to 
her  hufband,  Sir  John  Cooper;  whofe  defcendant,  Anthony  Afhley 
Cooper,  the  prefent  earl  of  Shaftefbury,  now  pofTefTes  that  ancient  in- 
heritance, together  with  the  magnificent  feat  called  Winborne  St. 
Giles. 

This  family  of  Pleffets,  or  Plecy,  bare  for  arms; 

"  A.  Six  Annulets  G. — A  Chief  cheque  O.  and  S. 

Leland  (Vol.  II.  p.  46.  f.  20),  fays,  "  There  is  buried  at  Ofcney, 
"  yn  our  lady  chapelle,  a  noble  man  of  the  Placetes,  in  a  fair  tumbe,

In  Kimber's  Baronetage,  Vol.  I.  p.  523,  it  is  ftated,  that  Sir  Hugh 
Pleffetis,  brother  to  John  earl  of  Warwick,  married  the  heirefs  of 
Wrotham,  of  Wrotham  in  Kent ;  whofe  defcendants,  from  his  fecond 
fon,  took  the  name  of  Wrothe  ;  whofe  lineal  reprefentative,  Sir  Tho- 
mas Wrothe,  of  Petherton  Park,  baronet,  left  female  iflue,  whereof 
Cecily,  his  eldeft  daughter  and  coheir,  married  Sir  Hugh  Aclands. 
baronet. 


PLUGENET. 

Arms — Ermine,   a  Bend  ingrailed  G. 

In  the  time  of  Henry  II.  Hugh  de  Plugenet  was  owner  of 
Lamburne,  in  the  county  of  Berks  ;  and  having  married  Sibill,  the 
daughter  and  coheir  of  Jofceus  de  Dinant,  had  iflue  two  fons,  Alan 
and  Jofceus. 

Which  Josceus,  14th  John,  gave  100  marks,  and  a  palfrey,  for 
the  livery  of  the  lands  of  Lamburne,  of  his  mother's  inheritance. 

To  one  of  thefe  fucceeded  another  Alan,  who,  the  53d  Henry  II. 
had  a  grant  from  Robert  Walrond,  his  uncle  (being  fon  of  Alice,  fifter 
to  the  faid  Robert),  to  himfelf,  and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  of  certain 
manors  in  the  counties  of  Wilts,  Dorfet,  and  Somerfet ;  alfo  the  caftle 
of  Kilpeck,  &c.  in  the  county  of  Hereford.  And  on  the  death  of  his 
uncle  aforefaid,  the  ift  Edward  I.  without  iflue,  had  livery  of  his 
lands. 

Tin's  Alan  was  a  perfon  much  efteemed  for  his  wifdom  and  military 
knowledge,  and  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  23d  to  the 
25th  Edward  I.  inclufive ;  and  died  the  27th  year  of  the  fame  reign, 
leaving  Joane  his  wife  furviving,  and  Alan,  his  fon  and  heir,  then 
twenty-two  years  of  age. 

Which  Alan  was  repeatedly  in  the  Scotch  wars,  under  Edward  I. 
and  made  knight  of  the  bath  (by  Bathing),   with  prince  Edward  and 

others : 
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others  :  but  was  only  fummoned  to  parliament  the  5th  of  Edward  II. 
and  no  more.  Shortly  after  when,  as  imagined,  he  died,  leaving  Joane 
de  Bohun,  his  fifter  and  heir ;   who  died  without  iffuc. 


POINZ. 

Arms— Barry  of  Eight  O.  and  G. 

This  family  of  Poinz,  or  Pointz,  had  probably  the  fame  anccftor  as 
the  Cliffords ;  for  it  is  plain,  that  one  Ponz  was  father  of  Piichard 
Fitz-Ponz,  and  he  of  Walter,  who  refiding  at  Clifford  caftle,  co.  Here- 
ford, firft  aflumed  his  furname  from  thence. 

It  is  alfo  certain,  that  a  Ponz  was  father  of  Ofbert  Fitz-Ponz,  men- 
tioned in  the  Pipe  Roll  of  Gloucefterfhire,  5th  Stephen.  From  whom 
Hugh  Ponz,  afterwards  written  Poinz,  undoubtedly  defcended. 

This  Hugh,  with  Nicholas  his  father,  were  amongft  the  rebel  ba- 
rons againft  king  John.  Which  Nicholas,  and  Joan  his  wife,  obtained 
the  king's  licence  for  a  market  every  Tuefday,  at  their  manor  of 
Ampthill,  in  the  co.  of  Bedford. 

Hugh  died  the  4th  Henry  III.  and  by  Helewife  his  wife,  fifter  and 
coheir  to  William  Malet,  of  Cory  Malet,  co.  Suffolk,  left  iffue 

Nicholas  Poinz,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  was  in  arms  with  the 
other  rebel  barons  againft  Henry  III.  and  deceafed  the  ift  Edward  I. 
being  fucceeded  by 

Hugh,  his  fon,  who  was  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoigne,  and  of  Scotland, 
temp.  Edward  I.  and  was  fummoned  to  parliament  as  a  baron,  from 
the  23d  Edward  I.  to  the  ift  of  Edward  II.  inclufive. 

Nicholas,  his  fon,  furvived  him  only  four  years,  and  died  the  5th 
of  Edward  II.  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament  the  2d,  3d,  and 
4th  of  that  reign.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Eudo  le 
Zouche,  by  Milicent  his  wife,  daughter  (and  coheir  to  her  brother 

3  F  George), 
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George),  of  William  Cantilupe,  lord  Bergavenny  ;  by  whom  he  had 
iffue 

Hugh,  his  fon,  fummoned  alfo  to  parliament,  from  the  nth  Ed- 
ward II.  to  the  7th  Edward  III.  when  he  died,  and  was  fucceeded 
by 

Nicholas,  his  fon,  who  is  not  related  to  have  enjoyed  the  like 
honour. 

This  Nicholas  married  AUanore,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Erleigh, 
knight,  and  hadhTuetwo  daughters;  viz.  Amicia,  wife  of  John  Barry; 
and  Margaret,  of  John  Ncwburgh,  of  Eaft  Lullworth,  in  com.  Dorf. 
He  died  circ.  50th  Edward  III. 

From  John,  his  younger  brother,  the  family  of  Poyntz,  fome  time 
refiding  in  Gloucefterfhire,  were  lineally  defcended ;  which  family  is 
faid  to  be  extincl,  at  leaft  in  the  male  line. 


ROBSERT. 

Arms — Vert,  a  Lion  rampant  O.  vulned  in  the  Shoulder. 

In  the  43d  of  Edward  III.  the  Lord  Cannon,  of  Robfert,  who  had 
hitherto  been  on  the  part  of  the  French,  detefting  their  perfidious 
dealings,  came  over  voluntarily  to  the  fervice  of  the  Englifh  ;  and  con- 
tinued ftedfaft  to  king  Edward,  and  his  grandfon,  Richard  II. 

By  being  lord  of  Cannon,  in  Hainault,  our  hiftorians  call  him  Can- 
non Robsert.  He  had  an  elder  brother,  Sir  Lewis,  of  Robfert ;  and 
were  both  the  fons  of  John  lord  Robfert,  who,  the  14th  Edward  III. 
was  one  of  thofe  expert  commanders  that  furprifed  John  duke  of  Nor- 
mandy, eldeft  fon  of  king  Philip  of  France,  in  his  quarters,  at  Montais, 
on  the  river  Selle. 

This  Cannon  Robfert  deceafed  before  the  19th  of  Richard  II.  For 
then  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  by  his  deed,  bearing  date  on  Eafter  eve, 
releafed  to  the  king  all  his  right  and  title  to  the  priory  of  Monklkirby, 
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in  com.  Warwick,   which  had  been  granted  on  certain  conditions  by 
the  king  to  the  lord  Cannon  Robfert,  his  father. 

But  befides  the  faid  Jons  Robsert,  there  were  two  other  fons; 
viz.  Lewis  and  Thcodorick  (or  Terrcy)  ;  which  Jaft  was  governor  of 
Hamby  and  St.  Saviour  de  Ive,  in  Normandy,  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  V.  but  died  before  his  brothers,  Sir  John  and  Sir  Lewis 
Robfert. 

Which  Sir  Lewis,  the  8th  Henry  V.  in  confideration  of  his  great 
valour  and  eminent  fervices,  was  conftituted  the  king's  ftandard- 
bearer,  with  the  fee  of  £.100  per  annum;  and  the  fame  year,  in  fur- 
ther confideration  of  his  merits,  had  another  grant,  for  life,  of  the 
manor  of  Ported  Hall,  in  Bornham,  in  com.  Norf.  which  came  to  the 
crown  by  the  forfeiture  of  Sir  John  Oldcaftlc,  knight. 

He  was  alfo  one  of  the  knights  companions  of  the  noble  order  of 
the  garter.  And  having  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Bar- 
tholomew lord  Bourchier,*  widow  of  Sir  Hugh  Stafford,  knight,  had  *  vid  Bour- 
fummons  to  parliament,  by  the  title  of  lord  Bourchier,  the  3d,  4th, 
5th,  and  7th  of  Henry  VI.  but  departed  this  life  foon  after;  viz.  the 
9th  of  Henry  VI.  (1431),  without  iffue  ;  leaving  John  his  brother 
and  heir,  forty-eight  years  of  age,-f-  and  Elizabeth  his  wife  furviving, 
who  died  the  nth  of  Henry  VI.  and  was  buried  by  her  hufband,  Sir 
Lewis  Robfert,  lord  Bourchier,  in  St.  Paul's  chapel,  Weftminfter 
Abbey,  where  a  monument  was  erecled  to  their  memory. 

Sir  John  Robsert  (heir,  as  before  mentioned,  to  his  brother),  was 
likewife  a  knight  of  the  garter,  but  never  had  fummons  to  parliament. 
He  had  hTue  Sir  Terrey  Robfert,  knight,  who  by  his  wife,  the  daugh- 
ter and  heir  to  Sir  Thomas  Siderfton,  of  Siderfton,  in  com.  Norf. 
knight,  had  iffue  Sir  John  Robfert,  knight,  and  a  daughter,  Lucy, 
married  to  Edward  Walpole  of  Houghton,  in  the  fame  county,  efquire, 
anceftor  to  the  earl  of  Orford  of  that  furname.

John  de  Roos,  a  younger  fori  of  William  lord  Roos,  of  Hamlake, 
by  Maud  dc  Vaux  his  wife,  being  of  the  party  of  queen  Ifabel,  whom 
the  king  (Edward  II.)  at  the  inftigation  of  the  Spencers,  had  baniihed, 
came  back  into  England  with  her  and  the  young  prince  ;  with  whom, 
on  the  depofal  of  Edward  II.  he  was  in  fuch  favour,  that  he  was  con- 
stituted fteward  of  the  houfehold  the  jft  year  of  his  reign;  and  was, 
moreover,  one  of  the  twelve  lords,  by  whom  it  was  refolved  the  king 
(being  young),  mould  be  governed.  The  ioth  of  Edward  III.  he  was 
alfo  made  admiral  of  the  feas,  from  the  river  Thames  northward;  and 
had  fummons  to  parliament  in  the  ift,  and  from  the  6th  of  Ed- 
ward III.  to  the  1 2th,  in  which  year  he  died  without  iifue;  William 
de  Rofs,  of  Hamlake,  his  elder  brother,  being  his  heir. 

In  the  Lifts  of  Writs  of  Summons,  he  is  not  defcribed  of  any  parti- 
cular place,  but  only  as  "  John  de  Roos."  His  brother,  William,  being 
denominated  "  de  Hamlake." 

The  lands  whereof  he  died  feifed,  were,  of  his  own  inheritance, 
viz.  the  manor  of  Warfop,  in  com.  Notts.  ;  the  manors  of  Wadton, 
Kellyng,  Salthous,  in  com.  Norf. ;  and  the  manors  of  Gedeney,  Gair- 
hill,  Steynton  Poynton,  and  Lerham,  in  the  fame  county.  As  alfo  the 
manors  of  Thornton  in  Craven,  Thurmanhalle,  with  the  moiety  of  the 
manor  of  Cliffe,  in  com.  Ebor,  in  right  of  Margaret  his  wife,  of  whofe 
inheritance  they  were.

ROSS,  on  ROOS  DE  IGMANTHORPE. 

Of  this  name,  William  Roos,  a  younger  fon  of  the  family  of 
Roos  of  Hamlake,  is  mentioned,  in  the  22d  of  Edward  I.  to  have 
fummons  to  attend  the  king  ;  but  this  writ  of  fummons  is  rather  to 
attend  equipped  with  horfe  and  arms  to  march  againft  the  Welfh, 
than  to  give  advice  in  parliament,  or  to  confult  on  the  weighty  affairs 
of  the  nation. 

In  his  Hiftory  of  Nottinghamfhire.,  Thoroton  mentions  William  de 
Roos,  of  Igmanthorpe,  to  have  married  Euftachia  Fitz-Ralph,  widow 
of  Nicholas  de  Cantilupe,  and  to  have  had  iflue  William,  father  of 
Robert  de  Roos. 


RYTHRE. 

Ai>ms— Az.  three  Creicents  O. 

Of  this  family  very  little  is  faid  by  Dugdale ;  for  it  only  appears 
from  him,  that  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  William  de  Rythre  was  in 
the  wars  of  France,  and  the  year  following  in  thofe  of  Scotland,  as 
alfo  in  the  29th,  31ft,  and  326.  of  Edward  I.  And,  moreover,  had 
fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the 
28th  of  Edward  I.  to  the  ill  of  1'dward  II. 

To  whom  fucceeded  John  de  Rythre,  governor  of  Skipton  caftle, 
the  nth  of  Edward  II.  who,  the  17th  of  Edward  II.  obtained  a  char- 
ter for  free  warren  in  all  his  demefne  lands,  at  Hafelwode  and  Ading- 
ton,  in  com.  Ebor ;  but  never  had  fummons  to  parliament,  nor  any  of 
his  defcendants.

Modern  genealogifts  aflat,  that  the  family  of  Rythre,  Ryther,  or 
Rider  (tor  the  name  has  been  varioufly  written  at  different  periods), 
has  been  long  eftablifhcd  in  Yorkfhirc,  and  took  their  name  from  Ry- 
ther, in  the  hundred  of  Barkfton,  in  that  county.  From  whence,  with 
great  ingenuity,  they  infer,  that  the  family  of  the  fame  furname,  now 
flourifhing  in  the  rank  of  baronage,  is  lineally  defcended. 

Of  the  name  of  Ryder,  was  the  much  to  be  remembered  Sir  Dud- 
ley; who  refpeclively  filled  the  high  offices  of  folicitor  and  attorney 
general,  and,  in  1754,  was  made  chief  juftice  of  the  king's  bench. 
After  when,  in  confideration  of  his  fervices,  bis  late  majefty  determined 
to  raife  him  to  the  dignity  of  peerage ;  and  a  warrant  was  accordingly 
figned  by  the  king  for  that  purpofe,  the  24th  May,  1756.  But  Sir 
Dudley  died  on  the  following  day,  before  the  patent  was  completed. 
This  circumftance  moll:  probably  gave  occafion  to  thofe  lines,  in  that 
celebrated  epitaph  faid  to  have  been  made  on  him;  viz.  that 

"  Heaven  and  monarchs  fee  with  different  eyes,"  &c. 

This  epitaph,  very  likely,  never  came  to  the  fight  of  thofe  learned  an- 
tiquarians, who  have  endeavoured  to  trace  and  reprefent  his  lineage 
from  the  ancient  Barons  Rythre,  temp.  Edward  I.  for  had  they  been 
gratified  with  a  fight  thereof,  they  might  pofllbly  have  been  fatisfied 
with  dating  his  pedigree  from  an  eera  much  more  recent ;  and  from  an 
origin  by  far  lefs  noble. 

And  here  indeed  we  cannot  but  remark  the  prefent  rage  for  engraft- 
ing of  a  new  germ  upon  an  old  flock  ;  nor  can  we  but  admire  that 
fine  paflagc,  in  one  of  the  moft  eloquent,  as  well  as  wife  writers  which 
England,  or  perhaps  any  nation  ever  produced. 

Mr.  Burke,  in  his  Letter  to  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  in  defence  of 
himfelf,  fays,  "  Why  will  his  Grace,  by  attacking  me,  force  me  re- 
'*  ludantl}'  to  compare  my  little  merit  with  that  which  obtained  from 
"  the  crown  thofe  prodigies  of  profufe  donations,  by  which  he 
"  tramples  on  the  mediocrity  of  humble  and  laborious  individuals?  I 
"  would  willingly  leave  him  to  the  Heralds  College,  which  the  philo- 

"  fophy 
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"  fophy  of  the  fans  culottes  (prouder  by  far  than  all  the  Garters,  and 
"  Norroys,  and  Clarencieux,  and  Rouge  Dragons,  that  ever  pranced  in 
*'  a  proceffion  of  what  his  friends  call  ariftocrats  and  defpots),  will 
"  abolifh  with  contumely  and  fcorn.  Thefe  hiftorians,  recorders,  and 
"  blazoners,  of  virtues  and  arms,  differ  wholly  from  that  other  defcrip- 
"  tion  of  hiftorians,  who  never  affign  any  acl:  of  politicians  to  a  good 
"  motive.  Thefe  gentle  hiftorians,  on  the  contrary,  dip  their  pens  in 
*'  nothing  but  the  milk  of  human  kindnefs :  they  feek  no  farther  for 
"  merit  than  the  preamble  of  a  patent,  or  the  infcription  on  a  tomb. 
"  With  them,  every  man  created  a  peer  is  firft  an  hero  ready  made: 
"  they  judge  of  every  man's  capacity  for  office,  by  the  offices  he  has 
"  filled  ;  and  the  more  offices,  the  more  ability  :  every  general  officer 
"  with  them  is  a  Marlborough  ;  every  ftatefman  a  Burleigh  ;  every 
"  judge  a  Murray,  or  a  Yorke  :  they  who,  alive,  were  laughed  at  or 
"  pitied  by  all  their  acquaintance,  make  as  good  a  figure  as  the  beft  of 
"  them,  in  the  pages  of  Gwillim,  Edmonfon,  and  Collins.3"

The  firft  of  this  family,  a  Norman,  who  came  over  with  William 
the  Conqueror,  was  Sir  Walter  de  Somervile,  who  having  the 
lordfhip  of  Whichnovre,  in  the  co.  of  Stafford,  by  gift  of  the  faid  king, 
feated  himfelf  there. 

From  whom  defcended  another  Walter,  who,  by  his  wife  Cecilie 
de  Limefi,  had  iiTue  Vi&  Limefi, 

Robert,  who,  by  Edeline  his  wife,  daughter  of  Robert  Boteler,  of 
Engleby,  had  another  Roger,  the  father  of  a  third 

Roger,  one  of  the  rebel  barons  againft  king  John  ;  from  which

ward I.  leaving  iffue 

Roger,  his  fon  and  heir;  whofe  fon  and  heir,  another  Roger  (a 
favourite  family  name),  was  fummoned  to  parliament  the  ift  of  Ed- 
ward III.  but  no  more;  and  died  the  10th  of  Edward  III.  leaving  Sir 
Philip  de  Somervile,  his  brother  and  heir,  who  died  the  29th  Ed- 
ward III.  when  Joan,  the  wife  of  Sir  Rhefe  ap  Griffith,  knight,  one 
of  his  daughters,  and  Maud,  the  daughter  of  John  Stafford,  by  Eli- 
zabeth his  wife,  the  other  daughter,  then  married  to  Edmund,  the  fon 
of  John  Vernon,  were  his  next  heirs. 

From  Sir  Walter  de  Somervile,  the  firft  of  this  family,  is  defcended 
the  lord  Somervil,  of  Scotland  ;  viz.  from  William,  a  fon  of  the  faid 
Sir  Walter.

This  family  was  in  early  times  of  very  great  note,  and  aflumed 
their  furname  from  the  lordfhip  of  Stapleton,  upon  the  river  Teys,  in 
the  bifhoprick  of  Durham. 

Anno  Dom.  1159,  i.  e.  about  the  6th  Henry  II.  Robert  de  Sta- 
pleton  was  witnefs  to  a  charter  of  Henry  de  Lacy,  baron  of  Ponte- 
fracl :  and  the  33d  Henry  II.  the  fame  Robert  was  a  benefactor  to  the 
priory  of  monks  Bretton,  in  Yorkshire. 

The  17th  John,  a  Nicholas  de  Stapleton  was  governor  of 
Middleham  caftle,  in  com.  Ebor  ;   and  from  him  defcended 

Miles  Stapleton,  who  was  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoigne  and  Scot- 
land ;  and  was  fummoned  to  parliament  as  a  baron,  the  6th  and  7th 
Edward  II.  in  the  year  fucceeding  which  he  died.  His  wife  was  Si- 
bill,  one  of  the  two  daughters  and  coheirs  (with  Joan,  her  fifter,  wife 
to  Aucher  Fitz-Henry),  of  John  de  Bella-Aqua,  or  Bellew,  by  J,ade- 
rina  his  wife,  fourth  fifter  and  coheir  of  Peter,  the  laft  lord  Bruce  of 
Skelton,*  by  whom  he  had

Nicholas,  his  fon  and  heir;   who  was  in  that  infurredion  made  by   of Skelton.

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the  earl  of  Lancaster,  the  15th  Edward  II.  for  which  offence  he  was 
fined  2000  marks,  but  the  fame  were  afterwards  remitted.  He  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  the  16th  Edward  III.  but  no  more;  and  died 
the  year  following,  leaving 

Miles,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  ferved  in  the  wars  of  France  with 
great  honour,  fidelity,  and  courage.  He  was  made  one  of  the  knights 
of  the  garter,  at  the  firft  inftitution  of  that  noble  order,  but  was  never 
fummoned  to  parliament;0  and  deceafed  the  47th  Edward  III.  His 
Vid.  Ingham,  -wife  was  Joane,  daughter  and  heir  of  Oliver  de  Ingham,  and  widow 
of  Roger  le  Strange. 

To  him  fucceeded  Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  dying  without 
iffue,  Elizabeth,  his  fifler,  then  married  to  Thomas  Metham,  was  his 
next  heir;  and  the  faid  Thomas,  at  that  time  having  iffue  by  her,  and 
doing  his  homage,  obtained  livery  of  the  lands  of  her  inheritance. 


ST.  JOHN  OF  LAGEHAM.

In  the  46th  of  Henry  III.  Roger  de  St.  John  obtained  licence 
to  fortify  his  houfe  at  Lageham,  in  com.  Surrey;  but  two  years  after, 
viz.  the  48th  of  Henry  III.  he  fided  with  the  barons  then  in  arms 
againfr.  the  king;  and  after  the  battle  of  Lewes,  was  one  of  the  nine 
chofen  by  them  to  be  of  the  council  of  ftate.     To  him  fucceeded 

John  de  St.  John,  who,  temp.  Edward  I.  and  II.  was  in  the 
wars  of  Scotland,  and  died  the  10th  of  Edward  II.  having  had  fum- 
mons to  parliament  amongfr.  the  barons  of  the  realm,  from  the  25th 
of  Edward  I.  to  the  9th  of  Edward  II.     At  the  time  of  his  death  he

About  this  time  there  is  noticed  alfo  a  William  de  St.  Phili- 
bert,  who  adhered  to  the  fame  party  ;  but  after  the  decifive  battle  of 
Evefham,  made  his  peace,  and  had  reftitution  of  his  lands  in  North - 
amptonfhire,  which  had  been  feifed  for  his  offence. 

After  him  occurs  another  Hugh,  to  whom  fucceeded  John,  his  fon 
and  heir ;  who  was  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoigne  and  Scotland,  temp. 
Edward  II.  and  died  the  7th  Edward  III.  leaving  Ada  his  wife  fur- 
viving,  and 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  in  minority,  who  after,  by  his  mar- 
riage with  Margaret,  one  of  the  lifters  and  coheirs  of  Edmund  de  St. 
Vid.St.  John  John,  fon  and  heir  to  Hugh  de  St.  John  (which  Edmund  died  vi.  pat.) 
greatly  enlarged  his  inheritance. 

This  John  was  often  in  the  wars  of  France  ;  and  had  fummons  to 
Parliament  the  2 2d  and  23d  of  Edward  III.  but  no  more,  although 
he  did  not  die  till  the  33d  of  the  fame  reign.  Margaret,  his  wife,  fur- 
viving,  and  John,  his  fon,  then  in  infancy,  who  died  under  four  years 
of  age.

Dugdale's  Antiq.  Warw.  p.  64, 
but  unnoticed  in.  his  Baronage. 
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This  ancient  family  is  faid  to  be  denominated  from  St.  Quintin,  the 
capital  of  Lower  Picardie,  in  Franee,  and  to  have  entered  England  on 
the  Norman  invafion. 

Sir  Herbert  de  St.  Quintin,  temp.  Will.  Conq.  was  father  of 
Oliver,  whofe  fon,  Robert,  in  the  time  of  William  Rufus,  was 
one  of  the  twelve  knights,  who,  with  Robert  Fitz-Hamon,  divided 
certain  lands  in  Wales,  which  they  obtained  there  by  conquetr.,  where 
he  built  a  cattle  called  St.  Quintin. 

Sir  Herbert  St.  Quintin  was  another  fon  of  Oliver,  and  was 
father  of  Amatellus,  who  was  denominated  Baron  de  St.  Quintin, 
temp.  Richard  I.  and  had  iflue  Herbert  baron  St.  Quintin,  who 
married  Agnes,  After  and  coheir  of  Anfelm  de  Stutevill,  by  whom  he 
had  five  fons ;  viz.  Herbert,  John,  and  Amatellus,  who  all  three  died 
without  iflue ;  William,  and  Alexander,  anceftor  of  the  baronet's 
family  of  that  name  :  alfo  two  daughters ;  viz.  Margery,  married  to 
Sir  William  Rochfort,  knight ;  and  Agnes,  to  Sir  Fulk  Conftable,  of 
Holmton,  knight. 

William,  by  Beatrix  his  wife,  had  iflue  Herbert  baron  St. 
Quintin,  who  married  Margery,  daughter  of  Walter  (or  William),  de 
Fauconberg,  and  had  iflue  Herbert,  who  died  in  his  lifetime. 

This  Herbert  married  Anaftatafia,  daughter  of  John  lord  Maltravers, 
by  whom  he  had  Herbert  baron  St.  Quintin,  who  married  Lora, 
daughter  of  William  lord  Fauconberg,  of  Skelton  ;   and  had  iflue 

Herbert  baron  St.  Quintin/  whofe  wife  was  Margery,*  daughter        .   ,    . 
and  coheir  of  Warine  de  Lifle,  by  whom  he  left  only  two  daughters,    Uaronetage, 


his  coheirs  ;  viz.  Elizabeth,  wife  of  John  lord  Grey,  of  Rotherfield, 
who  died  ifluclefs ;  and  Lora,  whofe  firft  hufband  was  Thomas,  fon 
of  William  de  Poole  ;  her  fecond  hufband,  John  Clinton  ;  and  her 
third,  Robert  Grey  of  Rotherfield,  third  brother  to  lord  Marmion,  by 
whom  (he  had  an   only  daughter,    Elizabeth,    her  heir,    who  married

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Henry  lord  Fitz-Hugh,  father  of  William,  whofe  fon,  Henry  lord 
Fitz-Hugh,  was  father  of  Elizabeth,  his  fecond  daughter,  and  coheir, 
who  married  Sir  William  Parr,  knight,  whofe  fon,  Thomas,  left  iflue 
two  daughters,  at  length  his  heirs;  viz.  Catherine,  who  was  laft  wife 
of  king  Henry  VIII.  and  Anne,  who  married  William  Herbert,  earl 
of  Pembroke;  from  which  period  the  title  of  St.  Quintin  has  been 
numbered  amongft  that  nobleman's  honours,  but  with  what  degree  of 
propriety  it  is  difficult  to  determine. 


STRABOLGI. 

Arms— Paley  of  Sis  O.  and  S. 

The  firft  of  this  family  mentioned,  is  David  de  Strabolgi,  earl 
Vid.  Dovor.     of  Athol,  in  Scotland,  who  married  Ifabel,  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Richard 
de  Chilham,  (of  Chilham  Caftle   in  Kent),  and  Roefe  de  Dovor,    his 
wife,  by  whom  he  had  iflue 
Anno  i3o6  John  de  Strabolgy,  who  on  account  of  various  treacheries  in 

England,  Flanders,  and  Scotland,  was  hanged  on  a  gibbet  fifty  feet 
high;  his  head  fixed  on  London  bridge,  and  his  body  burnt  to  afhes.* 
Being  thus  put  to  death,  his  lands  were  given  to  Ralph  de  Monther- 
mer;  but  upon  fome  compofition,  David,  his  fon,  obtained  them 
again. 

Which  David  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  ijth  to   the 
via.  Com.  of  2cth  Edward  II.  and  died  the  fame  year.     His  wife  was  Joan,  eldeft 
-Bad.  fifter  and  coheir  of  John  Comyn,   of  Badenagh,  coufin,  and  one  of  the 

heirs  of  Adomare  earl  of  Pembroke;  by  whom  he  left 

*  Ilorilegus  relates,  that  when  this  earl  of  Athol  was  apprehended  by  order  of  king  Ed- 
ward I.  and  fome  entreated  the  royal  clemency  for  him,  the  king  anfwered  : 

"  The  higher  that  his  calling  is,  the  greater  muft  his  fall  be  ;  and  as  he  is  of  higher  parent- 
age,  fo  he  shall  be  higher  hanged  ."  which  was  accordinglv  performed. 

David, 
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David,  his  fon  and  heir;  who  adhering  to  Edward  Baliol,  chal- 
lenging the  crown  of  Scotland,  was  killed  in  a  fkirmifh  with  the  Scots. 
He  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  20th  Edward  II.  till  the 
9th  Edward  III.  inclufive,  which  was  the  year  of  his  death.  He  mar- 
ried Catherine  Beaumont,  whom  he  left  furviving,  and  David,  his  fon, 
then  only  three  years  of  age. 

Which  David  ferved   afterwards    in  the  wars  of  France;  and  had 
fummons  to  parliament,  the  39th,   43d,  and  43d  of  Edward  III.   and 
departed  this  life  the  49th  Edward  III.  leaving  iffue  by  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  daughter  of  Henry  lord  Ferrers,  of  Grooby,  two  daughters,  his 
heirs;  viz.  Elizabeth,  married,  firft,  to  Sir  Thomas,  fon  of  Henry  lord 
Percy;  and  after,  to  Sir  John  Scrope,   knight;  and  Philippa,  firft,  to 
Sir  Ralph  Percy,  knight,  brother  of  the  faid  Thomas;  and  next,  to  Sir 
John   Halfham,  knight.h     Which   Elizabeth,    by  the  faid  *Thomas   *Fromhence 
Percy,  had  iffue  Henry  Percy,  who  left  only  two  daughters,  his  heirs ;   J Mhd.Cy 
viz.  Elizabeth,  married,  firft,  to  Thomas  lord  Burgh  ;  and,  fecondly,   Vid.  Burgh, 
to  Sir  William  Lucy ;  and  Margaret,  wife   firft,  of  Henry  lord  Grey, 
ofCodnor;  and,  fecondly,  of  Richard  earl  of  Oxford. 


STRYVELIN. 

Arms — Ar.  on  a  chief  G.  three  round  Buckles,  O. 

In  the  16th  Edward  III.  John  de  Stryvelin  was  employed 
with  others,  to  treat  of  a  peace  with  the  Scots.  The  30th  Edward  III. 
he  was  with   that   king   in  his   famous  expedition  into  Scotland,  and

and  44th  Edward  III.  but  none  of  his  polterity  had  the  like  fummons. 
His  wife  was  Barbara,  fifter  and  coheir  to  Adam  de  Swinburn,  written 
Baron  de  Swinburne,  the  2Cth  Edward  II.  Chriftian,  his  daughter,  and 
at  length  his  heir,  married  Sir  John  Middleton,  of  Belfay  Caftle,  in 
com.  Northumb.  (Kimb.  Baronetage,  Vol.  II.  p.  268,  Midd.  Famy.) 


SUDLEY. 

Arms — O.    two    Bendlets    G. 

Harold,  fon  to  Ralph  earl  of  Hereford,  according  to  Dugdale  (but 
according  to  others,  bafe  fon  of  king  Harold),  at  the  time  of  the  Con- 
queror's furvey,  poffeffed  feveral  lordfhips  in  England,  and  had  his  chief 
feat  at  Sudley,  in  Gloucefterfhire. 

This  Harold  had  two  fons  ;  John  lord  of  Sudley,  and  Robert,  who 
Vid.Ewvas.  refiding  at  Ewias,  affumed  his  furname  from  thence.  To  this  John1 
fucceeded 

Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  who,  by  Emme  his  wife,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Beauchamp,  of  Elmley,  had  iffue  Otvvell,  his  fon  and  heir,  who 
died  without  iffue,  and  Ralph,  heir  to  his  brother,  who  had  iffue 
Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  temp.  Henry  III.  father  of  Bartholomew, 
fheriff  of  Herefordfhire,  the  56th  of  that  king.  Which  Bartholomew 
died  the  8th  Edward  I.  leaving  iffue  by  Joane  his  wife  (fifter  to  Wil- 
liam de  Beauchamp,  firft  earl  of  Warwick  of  that  family),  John,  his 
fon  and  heir. 

Which  Johx  was  often  in  the  Scottifh  wars,  and  was  fummoned  to

And  died  without  iflue  the  10th  Edward  III.'  when  John,  the  fon  of 
Bartholomew  de  Sudley,  was  his  next  heir ;  who  married  Eleanor, 
daughter  of  Robert  lord  Scales;  and  deceafing  the  14th  Edward  III. 
left  iflue  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  died  young,  and  two  daughters ; 
viz.  Joane,  who  became  the  wife  of  William  le  Boteier,  of  Wemme, 
in  com.  Salop  ;  and  Margery,  of  Sir  Robert  Mafley,  knight ;  between 
which  Margery,  and  Thomas,  fon  of  the  faid  William  le  Boteier,  a 
partition  of  lands  was  made,  the  42d  Edward  III.  when,  with  other 
lands,  the  manor  of  Sudley,  in  com.  Glouceft.  fell  to  the  fhare  of  Tho- 
mas le  Boteier  before  named.     (Vid.  Boteier  of  Sudley.) 


SWILLINGTON. 

Arms— Arg.  a  Chevron  Az. 

The  furname  of  this  family  was  aflumed  from  the  lordfhip  of 
Swillington,  in  the  Weft  Riding  of  the  county  of  York.  Adam  de 
Swillington,  temp.  Edward  I.  and  II.  was  often  in  the  Scotch 
wars  ;  and  the  15th  Edward  II.  taking  part  with  the  earl  of  Lancafter 
in  his  infurre&ion,  was  fined  1000  marks  ;  which  judgment  was  after- 
wards reverfed.  the  ill:  Edward  III.  He  had  fummons  to  parliament, 
from  the  20th  Edward  II.  till  the  2d  Edward  III.  inclufive ;  but  not 
after,  nor  any  of  his  pofterity.

The  lordfhip  of  Swinnerton,  or  Swynnerton,  in  StafFordfhire,  gave 
name  to  this  family,  of  which  Roger  de  Swinnerton  was  governor 
of  the  town  of  Stafford,  and  constable  of  the  Tower  of  London,  temp. 
Edward  II.  and  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  the  nth  Edward  III. 
but  not  after,  nor  any  of  his  defcendants. 

Sir  Thomas  Swinnerton  was  his  fon,  who  had  hTue  Sir  Robert; 
whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Maud,  married  Sir  Humphrey,  third  fon  of 
Sir  Thomas  Pefhall,  and  afterwards  Sir  John  Savage,   knight."1 

Thelaft  heir  male,  Humphrey  Swinnerton,  left  two  daughters, 
his  heirs  ;  viz.  Margaret,  wife  of  Henry  Vernon,  of  Sudbury,  in  Der- 
byshire, efquire ;  and  Elizabeth,  of  William,  third  brother  to  Sir 
Thomas  Fitz-Herbert,  of  Norbury,  knight.  Which  Elizabeth  had  the 
manor  of  Swinnerton  for  her  purparty." 

Thomafine,  fole  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  Swinnerton,  efquire, 
of  Stanway  Hall,  in   Effex,  third  fon   of  Sir  John  Swinnerton,  lord

Alicia,  aetat  three,  lft  Henry  IV.  Her  fecond  hufband  was  Humphrey  Peftiall ;  and  her  third, 
Sir  John  Savage,  of  Clifton  ;  of  both  of  whom  Dugdale  makes  mention,  as  before  is  ftated. 

n  The  laft  Mr.  Fitz-Herbert,  poffeffor  of  this  ancient  inheritance,  was  of  a  very  athletic  con- 
stitution, which  caufed  him  to  ufc  moft  violent  exercife ;  and  to  walk  from  this  feat  to  London 
was  no  uncommon  thing.  But  this  intemperate  exercife,  and  fubfequent  imprudence,  foon  de- 
ftroyed  him  :  for  after  one  of  thefe  long  walks  to  London,  he  ventured  into  a  cold  bath  impro- 
perly,  which  was  the  immediate  caufe  of  his  death.  His  widow  is  the  prefent  diftinguifhed 
Mrs.  Fitz-Herbert.

TALBOYS. 

Arms— Ar.  aSaltierG.  on  a  Chief  of  thefecond,  three  Efcallop  Shells  of  the  firtt. 

In  1536,  Gilbert  Talboys  was  made  baron  Talboys,  of  Kyme, 
in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  by  fummons  to  parliament,  the  27th  of 
Henry  VIII. 

He  was  the  fon  of  Sir  George  Talboys,  knight,  who  was  lineally 
defcended  from  Sir  Henry  Talboys,  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  daughter 
and  heir  of  Gilbert  Burdon,  (or  Barradon,)  by  Elizabeth  his  wife,  filler 
and  heir  to  Gilbert  de  Umfravill,*  earl  of  Angus,  and  daughter  of  Ro- 
bert Umfravill,  earl  of  Angus,  by  Lucy  his  wife,  fifter  and  heir  to 
William  de  Kyme,  a  great  baron  in  Lincolnfhire.f 

The  wife  of  this  Gilbert  Lord  Talboys  was  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Sir  John  Blount,0  by  whom  he  had  iffue  George  and  Robert,  who 
died  S.  P.  and  a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married,  firft,  Thomas 
Wimbifh,  efquire;  and  fecondly,  Ambrofe  Dudley,  earl  of  Warwick; 
but  had  no  iffue  by  either. 

The  fdid  Gilbert  lord  Talboys,  lies  buried  at  Kyme,  in  the  county 
of  Lincoln;  which  manor,  theretofore  the  caput  baroniac  of  the  old 
barons  of  Kyme,  in  the  divifion  of  his  inheritance  among  the  heirs 
general,  came  to  the  ancient  family  of  Dymoke  of  Scrivelfby, J  in  the  +  vid.  Mar 
county  of  Lincoln,  who  for  a  confiderable  time  continued  to  poffefs  it, 
until,  in  the  laft  century,  it  was  alienated  by  fale  into  the  hands  and 
blood  of  ftrangcrs.

Memorable  is  Mr.  Wymbifh  for  the  claim  he  preferred,  to  be  al- 
lowed the  barony  of  Talboys  in  right  of  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  the  fole 
daughter  and  heir,  as  already  mentioned,  of  baron  Gilbert ;  when  after 
folemn  argument,  at  which  the  king  (Henry  VIII.)  himfelf  was  pre- 
fent,  affifted  by  the  civil  and  temporal  lawyers,  fentence  was  given; 
viz. 

"  That  no  man,  hufband  of  a  baronefs,  in  her  right,  mould  ufe  the 
"  title  of  her  dignity  until  he  had  a  child  by  her,  whereby  he  mould 
"  become  tenant  by  courtefie  of  her  barony."  Wherefore  Mr.  Wym- 
bifh failed  in  his  demand. 

On  this  occafion,  it  is  faid,  the  king  moved  this  queftion  :  If  the 
crown  of  England  mould  defcend  to  his  daughter,  whether  her  huf- 
band fhould  ufe  the  ftyle  of  England  ?  The  chief  juftices  anfwered, 
not  by  right,  but  by  grace ;  becaufe  the  crown  of  England  is  out  of 
the  law  of  courtefy :  but  if  it  were  fubject  thereto,  then  it  were 
clear. 


TONI. 

Arms — Ar.  a  Mauncli  G. 

Ralph  de  Toni,  fon  of  Roger,  ftandard- bearer  of  Normandy,  was 
the  firft  of  this  family  who  came  into  England,  and  was  prefent  in 
the  memorable  battle  of  Haftings  ;  for  his  eminent  fervices  wherein, 
he  was  rewarded  by  the  Conqueror  with  many  lordfhips  in  different 
counties,  of  which  Flamftead,  in  the  county  of  Hertford,  was  the  head 
of  his  barony. 

By  his  wife,  Elizabeth  (or  Ifabel,   as  called  by  fome),  daughter  of

Simon 
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Simon  de  Montfbrt,  he  left  Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  a  daughter, 
Godechild;  married,  firft,  to  Robert  earl  of  Mellent ;  and  after  to 
Baldwin,  fon  of  Euftace  earl  of  Bolein.      Dying  the  2d  Henry  I. 

Ralph,  his  fon,  was  his  fucceffor;  who  married  Judith,  daughter 
of  Waltheof  earl  of  Huntingdon,  by  whom  he  had  divers  daughters, 
and  alfo  two  fons,  Roger  and  Hugh  :   which 

Roger  (or  Robert),  married,  firft,  a  daughter  of  the  earl  of  He- 
nault ;  and  dying  1 162,  the  8th  Henry  II.  left  iffue  by  his  fecond  wife, 
daughter  to  Robert  earl  of  Leicefter, 

Roger,  his  fon;  who  married  Conftantine,  daughter  of  Richard 
vifcount  Bellomont  (or  Beaumont),  a  kinfwoman  to  the  king ;  and 
was  fucceeded  by 

Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir  (as  imagined),  one  of  the  rebel  barons 
againft  Jung  John  (whofe  younger  brother,  Roger,  was  a  valiant  and 
expert  foldier.) 

Which  Ralph  having  figned  himfelf  with  the  crofs,  for  a  journey  to 
the  Holy  Land,  died  at  fea  about  the  226.  Henry  III. 

Roger,  his  fon,  adhered  firmly  to  Henry  III.  againft  his  rebellious 
barons,  and  died  the  5th  Edward  I.  leaving 

Ralph,  his  fon  and  heir;  whofe  fon  Robert,  the  25th  Edward  I. 
doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  inheritance.     Which 

Robert  was  in  the  wars  of  Gafcoigne  and  Scotland,  and  died  the 
3d  Edward  II.  leaving  Alice,  his  fifter,  his  heir;  who  married,  firft, 
Thomas  Leybourne,  and  afterwards  Guy  de  Beauchamp,  earl  of  War- 
wick ;  whom  furviving,  fhe  is  alfo  faid  (the  10th  Edward  II.)  to  have 
paid  a  fine  of  ;oo  marks,  for  licence  to  marry  William  le  Zouche,  of 
Afhby,  in  com.  Leicefter,  whom  fhe  accordingly  had  to  her  hufband. 

Although  Dugdale,  in   his  account  of  this  family,  does  not  notice 
any  of  them  to  have  had  fummons  to  parliament;  yet  it  appears,*  that    *  Vid.  Ap- 
Robert  de  Tony  was  fummoned  to  parliament  amongft   the  barons  of  of  Sum.  u?'

Akms — G.  2  Bars  Gemels,  and  in  Chief  a  Lion  paflant  guardant  O. 

William  de  Tregoz,  in  the  5th  of  Stephen,  had  the  lands  of 
William  Peverel,  of  London,  in  farm. 

Geffrey  de  Tregoz  was  his  fucceffor,  who  married  Annabil, 
daughter  of  Robert  Grefley,  by  whom  he  had  iflue  William,  his  fon 
and  heir,  and  four  daughters;  but  died  in  or  before  the  21ft  of 
Henry  II.

Which  Robert  being  one  of  the  barons  in  arms  againft  Henry  III. 
was  flain  at  the  battle  of  Evefham. 

But  Collins,  in  his  Parliamentary  Precedents,  p.  85,  makes  Robert, 
flain  at  Evefham,  to  be  fon  of  Robert  who  married  Sibil  de  Ewias.q 

Johx,  fon  and  heir  of  this  Robert,  notwithftanding  his  father's  de- 
merits, was  much  in  favour  with  Henry  III.  and  had  refpite  of  fifty 
marks,  then  due  for  his  relief  of  the  inheritance  of  his  father;  and  was 
alfo  fummoned  to  parliament,  the  25th  and  27th  Edward  I.   and  died

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the  year  following,  leaving  John,  fon  of  Roger  de  laWarre,  by  Clarice,  vid.Dela 
his  eldeft  daughter,  and  Sibil,  the  wife  of  Sir  William  de  Grandifon,  Grandifon. 
his  other  daughter,  his  heirs. 

Of  this  family  (though  whence  defcended  is  not  fhewn,)  was  Henry 
de  Tregoz,  who  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  326.  Ed- 
ward I.  to  the  15th  Edward  II.  inclufive ;  but  further  no  more  is  faid 
of  him. 

And  of  this  name  alfo  appears  Thomas  de  Tregoz,  fummoned 
to  parliament,  the  nth  of  Edward  II.  and  6th,  8th,  and  9th  Ed- 
ward III.  Who  is  mentioned  in  Dugdale's  Lifts  of  Summons  to  Par- 
liament, though  not  in  his  Baronage.

Akms — At.  Frettee  G.  on  the  Joints  Bezantee. 

This  family  was  of  great  antiquity,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  of 
which  was  Richard  Trussel,  who  was  flain  in  the  battle  of  Eve- 
lham,  the  49th  Henry  III.  as  alfo  William  of  Cublefdon,  in  the  co. 
of  Stafford  ;  which  manor  they  enjoyed  by  the  marriage  of  Roefe,  one 
of  the  fillers  and  coheirs  of  William  Pantolf,  or,  according  to  Dugdale, 
the  daughter  and  heir.  Which  William  was  father  of  another  Wil- 
liam, who  married  Maud,  the  daughter  and  heir  of  Warine  Manwa- 
ring;  from  whom  defcended  Edward  Trussel,  whofe  daughter  and 
heir,  Elizabeth,  became  the  wife  of  John  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford,  temp. 
Henry  VII.' 

But  the  principal  male  branch  remaining,  Dugdale  fays,  he  takes  to 
be  that  which  fome  time  did  refide  at  Cublefdon,  of  which  was  Wil- 

r  The  descendants  from  which  marriage,  by  reafon  the  faid  Edward  Truffel  was  fon  of  Sir 
William  Truffel,  who  married  Bridget,  daughter  of  William  Kene,  by  Agnes,  alias  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  William,  brother  to  Henry  Chicele,  archbithop  of  Canterbury,  temp.

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LIAM  Trussel,  who,  the  23d  Edward  I.  was  fummoned  to  attend 
the  king  at  Portfmouth.  Which  William  was  fucceeded  by  an- 
other 

William,'  who,  the  15th  Edward  II.  was  one  of  the  adherents  to 
the  earl  of  Lancafter,  and  thereupon  exiled ;  but  the  20th  of  Ed- 
ward II.  returned  with  queen  Ifabel  and  prince  Edward,  into  England 
with  all  the  power  they  could  raife  againft  thofe  favourites  of  that 
time,  the  two  Spencers.  Of  which  one  being  brought  to  trial,  had 
his  fentence  by  this  William  ;  who  was  then  in  fuch  reputation  with 
the  commons  in  parliament,  that  they  chofe  him  their  fpeaker.  But 
after  this,  becoming  an  adverfary  to  Roger  de  Mortimer  (the  minion 
of  queen  Ifabel),  he  was  conftrained  to  flee  beyond  fea,  where  he  con- 
tinued till  Mortimer's  fall.  After  when,  coming  home,  in  confideration 
of  his  eminent  fervices,  he  obtained  from  the  king  the  gift  of  £.1000, 
a  very  great  fum  in  thofe  days. 

In  the  1 6th  of  Edward  III.  he  was  constituted  admiral  of  the  king's 
fleet,  from  the  Thames  to  Berwick  upon  Tweed ;  and  the  fame  year 
was  fummoned  to  parliament,  but  no  more,  nor  any  of  his  pofterity. 

After  him,  in  the  37th  Edward  III.  another  William  Trussel 
is  taken  notice  of,  who  was  at  the  battle  of  Poicliers  with  Edward, 
furnamed  the  Black  Prince ;  by  whom  he  was  greatly  efteemed.  But 
this  William  never  had  fummons  to  parliament.  Margaret,  his  daugh- 
ter and  heir,  was  wife  to  Sir  Fowke  de  Pembrugge,  knight.  Who, 
doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  her  inheritance,  but  died  S.  P.

Of  this  family,  anciently  lords  of  Kilton  Caftle,  in  Cleveland,  the 
firft  perfon  noticed  is  Sir  Robert  de  Thweng,  knight,  who  was 
fucceeded  by  Marmaduke,  his  fon,  who  married. one  of  the  filters 
and  coheirs  of  Duncan  Darrell,  and  had  iffue 

Robert,  the  father  of  another  Marmaduke,  who  married  Lucia, 
;Vid.  Brusof  one  of  the  fifters  and  coheirs  to  Peter,  the  laft  lord  Brus  of  Skelton*  ; 
and  left  iffue  Robert,  Marmaduke,  and  fome  other  younger  fons. 

Which  Robert  had  iffue  an  only  daughter,  Lucy,  who  became 
the  wife  of  William  de  Latimer,  junior;  but  being  divorced  from  him, 
flie  afterwards  married  Nicholas  de  Meinill;  next  Bartholomew  de 
Fancourt;  and,  laftly,  Robert  de  Everingham. 

Dying  thus  without  iffue  male  his  brother  Marmaduke  was  his  fuc- 
ceffor. 

Which  Marmaduke  was  a  perfon  of  efpecial  note  in  his  time, 
and  an  eminent  foldier ;  and  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the 
35th  Edward  I.  till  1 6th  Edward  II.  inclufive  :  when  he  died,  leav- 
ing iffue  by  Ifabel  his  wife,  daughter  to  William  de  Rofs,  of  Igman- 
thorpe,  in  the  county  of  York,  three  fons ;  William,  Robert,  and 
Thomas :   and  three  daughters ;   Lucy,  Margaret,  and  Catherine. 

William,  the  eldeft,  fucceeded  his  father,  and  had  fummons  to 
parliament  the  18th  Edward  II.  but  never  after;  and  died  the  15th 
Edward  III.  without  iffue.  His  wife  was  Catherine,  daughter  of 
Thomas  lord  Furnival,  of  Hallamfhire. 

Robert,  a  prieft,  became  heir  to  his  brother,  but  died  the  18th 
Edward  III.  whereupon  the  inheritance  defcended  to  Thomas,  his 
younger  brother  (alfo  a  clerk,  or  prieft.) 

Which  Thomas,  the  ssd  Edward  III.  being  redtor  of  the  church 

at 
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at  Lythum,  founded  a  chantry  of  twelve  in  the  parochial  church 
there,  to  pray  for  the  good  eftate  of  himfelf  and  Henry  lord  Perci,  and 
for  the  fouls  of  their  anceftors.  Alfo  for  the  fouls  of  Robert  de  Thweng, 
and  Maud  his  wife  ;  Marmaduke  de  Thweng,  and  Lucie  his  wife ; 
another  Marmaduke,  and  Ifabel  his  wife ;  likewife  for  the  foul  of  the 
laft  Marmaduke,  and  the  fouls  of  William,  Robert,  John,  and  Nicho- 
las, his  brothers.  He  died  the  48th  Edward  III.  the  defendants  of 
his  three  fitters,  viz.  Lucia,  the  wife  of  Sir  Robert  Lumley,  knight; 
Margaret,  of  Sir  Robert  de  Hilton,  knight ;  and  Catherine,  of  Sir  Vid,  Hilton. 
Ralph  D'Aubenie,  knight,  being  his  heirs.

To  begin  with  the  moft  ancient  of  this  name,  we  find  one  Richard 
fupra  Teysam,  or  fur  Tyes,  fo  called  from  the  fettlement  of  his  an- 
ceftors upon  the  banks  of  the  river  Teyfe,  by  which  Cumberland  is 
divided  from  the  bifhopric  of  Durham;  from  whence  he  was  tranf- 
planted  to  the  barony  of  Gofsford,  in  Northumberland,  where  he  lived 

in  great  fplendour  in  the  time  of  king  Henry  I.*  though  he    has  not    *Camden  in 
,  ,  r         1  •        1       t.  Northumbcr- 

been  worthy  of  a  place  in  the  baronage.  lanc]_ 

Long  after  this,  viz.  the  27th  Edward  I.  there  was  one  Walter 
Teyes,  who  ferved  in  Scotland  that  year,  and  made  two  or  three 
campaigns  there  afterwards. 

He  married  Ifabel  de  Steingrene,  daughter  of  John  de  Steingrenc, 
and  Ida  his  wife,  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Joan  de  Beauchamp,  heirefs  of 
the  laft  baron  of  Bedford  of  that  furname ;  which  Ifabel,  by  virtue 
thereof,  was  admitted  to  a  ihare  of  that  barony  upon  the  partition  of 
the  fame. 

In  the  1  ith  Edward  II.  this  Walter,  with  Robert  de  Haftings,  was 

conftituted  joint  governor  of  the  city  of  York,   and   died  the  18th  of 

3  I  2  Edward 
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Edward  II.  without  iflue;  leaving  Margaret,  the  daughter  of  Roger 
le  Teyes,  his  brother,  his  next  heir,  at  that  time  twenty-fix  years  of 
age.' 

Cotemporary  with  the  aforefaid  Walter,  and  indeed  the  firft  with 
whom  Dugdale  commences  his  account  of  this  family,  was 

Henry  le  Teyes,  who  held  Shireburne,  in  com.  Oxon,  by  grant 
of  Richard  earl  of  Cornwall,  which  was  part  of  the  barony  of  Robert 
de  Druis ;  and  the  28th  Edward  I.  obtained  a  charter  from  the  king, 
for  a  weekly  market  at  his  manor  of  Mofehole,  in  the  county  of  Corn- 
wall. But  in  the  ift  of  Edward  II.  he  died,  leaving  Henry,  his  fon 
and  heir;   who  doing  his  homage,  had  livery  of  his  lands. 

Which  Henry  ferved  that  prince  (Edward  II.)  feveral  years  with, 
feeming  fidelity,  but  at  length  joining  in  the  rebellion  of  the  earl  of 
Lancafter,  he  with  divers  others  was  taken  prifoner  at  Burrowbridge, 
and  was  executed  for  his  treafon  at  London,  anno  the  15th  Edward  II. 
leaving  Alice,  his  fifter  and  heir,  wife  of  Warine  de  L'Ifle. 

It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  Dugdale  fays,  this  Henry  de  Teyes  was 
fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  28th  of  Edward  I.  to  the  14th  of 
Edward  II.  which  was  in  his  father's  lifetime :  but  probably  this  may 
be  an  error,  arifing  from  the  two  names  of  Henry ;  and  that  both 
father  and  fon  were  fummoned  ;  viz.  the  father  from  the  28th  of  Ed- 
ward I.  to  the  1  ft  of  Edward  II.  when  he  died;  and  the  fon  from 
that  period  to  the  14th  of  Edward  II.  the  year  after  which  he  fufFered 
for  his  difloyalty. 

1  Though  not  noticed  by  Dugdale  in  his  Baronage,  yet  in  his  Lifts  of  Summons  to  Parlia- 
ment, the  name  of  Walter  de  Teyes  is  mentioned,  from  the  27th  of  Edward  I,  to  the  1ft  of 
Edward  II.

Arms — S.  a  Crofs  ingrailed  O. 

This  family,  as  Mr.  Camden  obferves,  is  derived  from  Mallet,  a 
Norman  baron,  who  had  a  grant  from  William  the  Conqueror,  of  the 
manor  of  Peyton,  in  Suffolk;  from  whence  his  pofterity  were  denomi- 
nated, according  to  the  cuftom  of  the  age. 

Walter,  younger  brother  to  Robert  MalJet,  fheriff  of  Yorkshire, 
lord  of  Sybton,  and  of  the  honour  of  Eye,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk, 
had  iffue  two  fons;  viz.  Robert,  the  eldeft  (who  marrying  the  daugh- 
ter and  heir  of  Cheyney  lord  of  Bliborough,  his  fon,  by  her,  took  the 
name  of  Cheney),  and  Reginald,  furnamed  Peyton,  from  the  manor 
of  Peyton,  in  Stoke-Neyland,  in  com.  Suffolk. 

Which  Reginald  left  iffue  John  lord  of  Peyton,  who  had  iffue  feve- 
ral  fons;  of  whom,  John  de  Peyton  was  anceftor  to  the  Peytons  in  the 
counties  of  Cambridge,  Huntingdon,  and  Kent ;  and  Robert,  who 
affumed  the  furname  of  Ufford,  from  the  lordfhip  of  that  name,  in 
co.  Suffolk,  which  he  at  that  time  poffeffed. 

This  Robert,  furnamed  de  Ufford,  was  juftice  of  Ireland,  temp. 
Edward  I.  and  having  married  Mary,  widow  of  William  de  Say,  died 
the  26th  Edward  I.  leaving 

Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Cecily,  one  of  the  daugh- 
ters and  coheirs  of  Robert  de  Valoines;  and  having  been  fnmmoned 
to  parliament,  from  the  2d  to  the  5th  of  Edward  II.  inclufive,  died 
the  10th  Edward  II.  leaving  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  two  younger 
fons,  Ralph  de  Ufford  and  Edmund. 

Which  Robert  was  afterwards  created  earl  of  Suffolk,  under  which 
title  he  is  treated  of  at  large;  and  Ralph  was  juftice  of  Ireland,  temp. 
Edward  III.

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This  Ralph  was  alfo  in  the  wars  of  France  and  Flanders,  and  died 
1346,  the  20th  Edward  III.  His  firft  wife  was  Maud,  widow  of 
William  earl  of  Ulfter,  and  fifter  to  Henry  earl  of  Lancafter,  by  whom 
he  had  an  only  daughter,  Maud,  who  married  Thomas,  fon  to  John 
de  Vere,  earl  of  Oxford.  His  fecond  was  Eve,  daughter  and  heir  to 
John  de  Clavering,  and  widow  of  Thomas  de  Audeley;  by  whom  he 
had  three  fons,  of  which 

John,  the  eldeft,  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  the  34th  Ed- 
ward III.  and  died  the  year  following,  leaving  Edmund,  his  brother 
and  heir. 

Which  Edmund,  by  Sibil  his  wife,  daughter  of  "Sir  Robert  Pier- 
point,  had  hTue  Sir  Robert  Ufford,  knight,  who  married  Eleanor, 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Felton,  knight,  by  whom  he  left  iflue  three 
daughters,  his  heirs;  viz.  Ela,  married  to  Richard  Bowes,  efquire ; 
Sibil,  a  nun  at  Barking;  and  Joan,  wedded  to  William  Bowes  (bro- 
ther to  the  faid  Richard),  whofe  daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth,  was 
wife  to  Sir  Thomas,  fon  and  heir  of  William  lord  Dacres.

Abms — G.  on  a  Crofs  Pantonce,  O.  five  Mullets  of  the  Field. 

Thomas  de  Ughtred  was  the  fon  of  Robert,  who  lived  in  the 
time  of  Edward  I.  of  an  ancient  family  in  the  county  of  York;  which 
Thomas  grew  famous  for  his  fervices  againft  the  Scots,  temp.  Ed- 
ward II.  and  the  10th  of  Edward  III.  was  made  Admiral  of  the  king's 
whole  fleet,  from  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  to  the  northwards ;  and 
was  alfo  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  18th  to  the  38th  Ed- 
ward III.  inclufive  ;  and  died  the  39th  Edward  III.  leaving 

0  Collins,  Jacobs,  and  others,  fay  flie  was  daughter  and  heir  of  Simon  Pierepmnt,  fummoned 
to  parliament;  22d  Edward  I.

UMFRAVILL. 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  then  of  full  age,  at  that  time  a  knight; 
who  was  alfo  a  military  perfon,  and  ferved  in  the  wars  of  France  and 
Scotland,  but  never  had  fummons  to  parliament.  He  died  the  3d  of 
Henry  IV.  leaving  Thomas,  his  grandfon  (viz.  fon  of  William,  his 
eldeft  fon,  who  died  in  his  lifetime),  his  next  heir,  eighteen  years  of 
age,  and  then  married  to  Margaret,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Godard, 
knight. 


UMFRAVILL. 

Arms— G.  a  Cinquefoil  within  an  Ork  of  Crofs  Crofflets,  O. 

Sir  Robert  de  Ujvifravill,  lord  of  Tours  and  Vian,  in  the  time 
of  the  Conqueror  (being  a  kinfman  to  the  king),  had  a  grant  of  the 
valley,  foreft,  and  lordfhip  of  Riddefdale,  in  com.  Northumb. 

After  whom  was  Gilbert  de  Umfravill,  and  next  to  him  an- 
other Robert,  in  the  5th  of  Stephen;  and  Odonell  de  Umfra- 
vil,  temp.  Henry  II.  But  how  thefe  were  defcended  from  the  firffc 
Robert,  or  related  to  each  other,  is  not  with  exact  certainty  fiated. 

On  the  death  of  Odonell,  the  28th  Henry  II.  Robert,  his  fon  and 
heir,  was  his  fucceffor;  and  to  him,  Richard,  who  was  one  of  the 
rebel  barons  againfr.  king  John,  and  died  about  the  nth  Henry  III. 
being  fucceeded  by 

Gilbert,  his  fon,  called  by  Matthew  Paris,  "  a  famous  baron, 
"  guardian,  and  chief  flower  of  the  north;"  who  died  the  29th  of 
Henry  III.  leaving  Maud  his  wife  furviving,  and  Gilbert,  his  fon  and 
heir,  then  in  minority. 

Which  Gilbert  was  afterwards  among  the  rebel  barons  in  arms 
againfr.  Henry  III.  but  before  the  battle  of  Evefham  reconciled  himfelf 
to  the  king.     He  is  in  a   charter  ffyled   earl   of  Angus,   in    Scotland  Gibfcm's

(being  lo,  according  to  Camden,  in  right  of  his  wife).  p.  855.

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In  the  23d  of  Edward  I.  he  was  fummoned  to  parliament  amongft 
the  barons  of  the  realm  ;  and  in  the  25th  of  Edward  I.  he  was  again 
fummoned,  but  as  earl  of  Angus,  which  the  fages  of  the  common  law 
at  that  time  would  not  allow  (infomuch  as  Angus  was  not  within  the 
bounds  of  the  kingdom  of  England\  until  he  had  openly  produced 
the  king's  writ  in  public  court,  by  which  he  was  fummoned  to  par- 
liament under  the  title  of  the  earl  of  Angus.  He  died  the  iff  of  Ed- 
ward II.  and  was  fucceeded  by  Robert,  his  fon  and  heir,  Gilbert,  his 
cldeft  fon,  having  died  in  his  lifetime  without  iffue. 

Which  Robert  had  fummons  to  parliament,  from  the  2d  to  the 
18th  Edward  II.  xHe  married  two  wives  ;  viz.  firft,  Lucie,  daughter 
of  Philip,  and  at  length  heir  to  her  brother  William  de  Kyme,  by 
whom  he  had  iffue  Gilbert,  his  fucceffor,  and  a  daughter,  Elizabeth, 
married  to  Gilbert  de  Burdon,  whofe  daughter,  Eleanor,  was  the  wife 
of  Henry  Tailbojs:  the  name  of  his  fecond  wife  was  Eleanor,  but 
whofe  daughter  is  not  mentioned ;  by  whom  he  had  iffue  Sir  Robert, 
who  died  without  iffue,  and  Thomas  de  Umfravill,  and  a  daughter, 
Eleanor,  wife  to  Stephen,  fon  and  heir  to  Sir  Richard  Waleys. 

Gilbert  fucceeding  his  father,  was  often  in  the  Scottifh  wars ;  and 
was  a  principal  commander  at  the  battle  of  Durham,  where  the  Scots 
were  totally  defeated,  and  David  their  king  taken  prifoner  by  the 
Englifh.  His  wife  was  Maud,  fiffer  of  Anthony  de  Lucy,  and  coufin 
and  next  heir  to  Joane,  daughter  and  heir  of  the  faid  Anthony  Lucy, 
by  whom  he  had  iffue  Sir  Robert  de  Umfravil,  knight,  who  died 
without  iffue,  before  him,  having  had  fummons  to  parliament  from 
the  6th  Edward  III.  to  the  4th  Richard  II.  He  died  the  fame  year, 
without  iffue  furviving. 

Whereupon  Thomas,  his  brother  by  the  half  blood,  had  livery 
of    the  honour    of    Herbotil ;     who   by  Joan,    daughter    of    Adam 

xDugdale,  in  Kyme,  Vol.1,  p.  621,  calls  him  Gilbert  Umfravill;    and  in  the  Cantilupe 

family,  Vol.  I.  p.  733,  makes  Joaue,  widow  of Humfravill,  earl  of  Angus,  to  marry, 

fecondly,  Nicholas  de  Cantilupe;   and  yet  in  this  family  of  Umfravill  earl  of  Angus,  he  does 
not  notice  one  to  have  had  a  wife  of  fuch  a  Chriftian  name. 

Rodam, 
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Rodam,  had  iflue  two  fons;  viz.  Sir  Thomas  and  Sir  Robert  de 
Umfravil. 

Which  Sir  Thomas  had  iflue  Gilbert  (by  fome  hiftorians  called 
earl  of  Kyme),  who  was  flain  at  the  battle  of  Baugy,  with  the  duke  of 
Clarence,  and  others  of  the  Englifh  nobility,  the  9th  of  Henry  V. 
without  iflue.  And  alfo  four  daughters  ;  viz.  Elizabeth,  then  unmar- 
ried ;  Joane,  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Lambart,  knight ;  Margaret,  of  Wil- 
liam Lodington;  and  Agnes,  of  Thomas  Hagerfton,  from  whom  is 
defcended  the  baronet's  family  of  that  furname,  now  flourifhing/ 

Uncle  to  this  lafl-mentioned  Gilbert,  was  Robert  (before  noticed), 
a  younger  fon  of  Sir  Thomas  Umfravil,  by  Joane  his  wife,  daughter 
of  Adam  de  Rodam ;  which  Robert  was  a  knight  of  the  garter,  and 
died  S.  P.  the  15th  of  Henry  VI.  When  by  virtue  of  an  entail,  the 
caftle  and  manors  of  Herbotil  and  Otterburne,  came  to  Walter,  fon  of 
Walter  Talboys,  fon  of  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Elizabeth,  fifter  and  heir 
to  Gilbert  earl  of  Angus,  who  deceafed  the  4th  of  Richard  II.  which 
Walter  then,  viz.  15th  Henry  VI.  had  livery  of  them,  his  homage 
being  refpited.     (Vid.  Talboys.) 

y  Of  this  family,  a  Sir  Robert  Umfravil  is  faid  to  have  been  vice-admiral  of  England,  A.  D. 
1410,  and  brought  fuch  plenty  of  prizes  (in  cloth,  corn,  and  other  valuable  commodities),  from 
Scotland,  that  he  got  the  by-name  of  "  Robin  Mend-Market."     (J.  Stow  in  Henry  IV.)

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*  Valectus  was,  in  ancient  times,  an  honourable  title  both  in  France  and  England ;  but  after- 
wards, coming  to  be  meanly  applied  to  fervants,  fo  that  the  nobility  difliked  it,  the  term  became 
changed  into  that  of  "  Gentlemen  of  the  Bedchamber" 
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VAVASOR.

This  famous  and  very  ancient  family  of  Vavafor,  or  Valvafor  (as 
Mr.  Camden  writes),  had  their  name  from  their  office  ;  being  formerly 
the  king's  valvafors  (a  degree  in  thofe  times  little  inferior  to  a  baron), 
and  had  therefore  generally  the  addition  of  Le,  to  their  name. 

Of  this  family  (which  flourifhed  for  many  ages  in  Yorkfhire),  was 
Robert  le  Vavasour,  high  fheriff  of  the  counties  of  Nottingham 
and  Derby,  for  eight  years  fucceffively ;  who  married  Julian,  daughter 
of  Thomas  de  Multon,  and  was  fucceeded  by  William  le  Vava- 
sour, who  had  fummons  to  parliament  as  a  baron  of  the  realm,  from 
the  28th  Edward  I.  to  the  6th  Edward  II.  inclufive. 

Cotemporary  with  whom  was  alfo  Walter  de  Vavasour,  who 
was  in  the  Scottifh  wars,  and  was  alfo  fummoned  to  parliament,  the 
7th  Edward  II.  but  never  after,  nor  any  of  this  family. 

From  this  account  by  Sir  William  Dugdale,  the  various  printed 
Baronetages  in  their  narration  differ.  Kimber  fays,  Hobert  le  Vava- 
four,  temp.  Henry  III.  married  Julian,  daughter  of  Gilbert  de  Rofs, 
of  Steeton,  in  Yorkfhire ;  and  both  he  and  Wotton  make  this  Robert 
to  have  had  ifTue  Sir  John  le  Vavafour,  knight,  who  had  iffue  Sir 
William,  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the  28th  Edward  I.  to  the 
6th  Edward  II.  who  had  iffue  three  fons,  Robert,  Henry,  and  Wil- 
liam. "Which  Robert  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  the  7th  Ed-  Kimber's 
ward  II.    but   died  without   iffue  male,  leaving   only  a  daughter  and   ?"0"eta^e'

knight ;    and  Henry  was  the  direct  anceftor  of  Sir  Thomas  Vavafour, 
created  a  baronet  24th  October,  1628. 

Of  this  family  it  was  remarked,  that  in  twenty-one  defcents  from 
Sir  Mauger  le  Vavafour,  temp.  William  I.  not  one  of  them  had  ever 
married  an  heir,  or  ever  buried  their  wives. 


WAHULL,  or  WODEHULL. 

Arms — O.  three  Crefcents  G. 

Walter  de  Flanders  came  in  with  the  Conqueror,  and  at  the 
time  of  the  general  furvey,  amongft  very  many  manors  he  then  held 
in  the  counties  of  Bedford  and  Northampton,  that  of  Wadehill,  or 
Wahul,  now  Wodhull,  or  Odhull,  in  com.  Bedf.  was  the  head  of  his 
barony,  anno  20th  William  Conq.     Unto  him  fucceeded 

Walter,  whofe  fon,  Simon  de  Wahull,  was  in  the  time  of 
Henry  I.  or  king  Stephen;  and  by  Sibyl  his  wife,  had  iffue  two  fons, 
Walter  and  Simon. 

Walter  fucceeded  in  the  barony  ;  and  the  12th  Henry  II.  certi- 
fied his  knight's  fees  de  veteri  feoffamento  to  be  twenty-feven,  and 
thofe  de  novo  three. 

This  Walter,  by  his  wife  Albreda,  widow  of  Guy  de  St.  Walery,  had 
no  iffue ;  but  by  Rofia,  his  fecond  wife,  had  two  fons,  Simon  and 
John  ;  and  alfo  two  daughters.  Simon,  the  eldeft  fon,  had  two  daugh- 
ters, Mary  and  Cicely,  who  were  admitted  into  the  convent  of  Godftow ; 
and  dying  the  8th  Richard  I.  John,  his  brother  (as  conjectured)  was 
his  heir,    i.  e.  heir  male. 

Which  John  departing  this  life  the  ift  Henry  III.  Robert  de  Lifle, 
and  Rohefe  his  wife,  and  Robert  de  Baffingham,  with  Agnes  his  wife, 
fitters  to  the  faid  Simon  and  John,  gave  £.200  to  the  king  for  their 
relief  of  that  inheritance. 

But 
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But  there  was  yet  remaining  a  younger  male  branch  of  this  family, 
in  the  perfon  of  Saier  deWahull,  fon  of  Simon,  a  younger  brother 
to  the  laft-mentioned  Walter,  baron  of  Wahull. 

This  Saier,  by  Alice  his  wife,  had  three  fons;  viz.  Simon,  who 
died  iffuelefs ;  Walter,  and  Michael ;  and  himfelf  dying  the  34th 
Henry  III.  was  fucceeded  by 

Walter,  his  fon,  who  married  Helewyfe,  daughter  of  Hugh  de 
Vivon ;   and  had  hTue  John,  his  fon  and  heir.     Which 

John  being; feifed  of  the  manor  of  Wahul,  or  Wodhull,  died  the 
34th  Edward  I.  leaving 

Thomas,  his  fon  and  heir,  twenty-three  years  of  age;  who,  the 
25th  Edward  I.  was  fummoned  to  parliament,  but  died  the  33d  of 
the  fame  king.  Having  hTue  by  Hawy  (or  Hawife),  his  wife,  Dug.  Tom.  I. 
daughter  of  Henry  Praers,  efquire, 

John,  his  fon  and  heir,  one  year  and  feventeen  weeks  old.  Yet 
neither  he,  nor  his  pofterity,  although  continuing,  ever  had  the  like 
fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm. 

This  John,  fon  and  heir  of  Thomas,  baron  of  Wodhull,  by  Ifabel 
his  wife,  had  hTue  two  fons,  John  and  Nicholas  ;  and  dying,  circ.  roth 
Edward  III.  was  fucceeded  by 

John,  his  eldeft  fon;  who  was  father  of  another  John,  who  alfo 
had  iffue  a  fon,  John. 

Which  John  had  only  two  daughters,  Elizabeth  and  Eleanor,  who 
both  died  without  iffue.     Wherefore  the  faid 

Nicholas  had  the  barony  of  Wodehull ;  and  marrying  Margaret, 
daughter  and  heir  to  John  Foxcote,  efquire,  had  iffue  two  daughters ; 
Edith,  married  to  Emefworth  ;  and  Margaret,  married  to  Simon 
Brown  :  and  alfo  two  fons,  Thomas  and  Richard.  On  the  death  of 
Nicholas,  the  12th  Henry  IV.  he  was  fucceeded  by  his  faid  fon 

Thomas,  who  married  Elizabeth,  fifter  and  heir  to  Sir  Thomas 
Chetwode,  knight ;  and  had  Thomas  and  William,  his  two  fons;  and 
dying  the  9th  Henry  V.  was  fucceeded  by  the  faid  Thomas,  his 
eldeft  fon;  who,  by  Ifabel,  eldeft.  daughter  of  Sir  William  Truffel,  of 

Elmefthorp, 
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Elmefthorp,  knight,  had  a  daughter,  Ifabel,  married  to  Bowden  ;  and 
two  fons,  John  and  Thomas.     Of  which 

John  was  fucceflbr  to  his  father;  and  by  Jean,  daughter  to  Henry 
Etwell,  of  London,  had  three  daughters,  Elizabeth,  Anne,  and  Mary ; 
and  four  fons,  Fulk,  Thomas,  William,  and  John;    whereof 

Fulk  fucceeded ;  and  by  Anne,  daughter  and  heir  of  William 
Newman,  of  Thenford  (by  Margaret  his  wife,  one  of  the  daughters 
and  coheirs  of  Thomas  Lamport),  had  iflue  three  daughters ;  Mary, 
married  to  Edward  Cope,  of  Towes,  in  com.  Lincoln  ;  Jane,  to  Wil- 
liam Bellingham,  of  the  fame  co.;  and  Anne,  to  Richard  Trefham,  of 
Newton,  in  com.  Northampt;  and  three  fons,  Nicholas,  Thomas, 
and  Lawrence,  of  Molington,  in  com.  Warwick;  and  dying  the  54th 
of  Henry  VII.  was  fucceeded  by 

Nicholas,  his  eldeft  fon ;  who  married,  firft,  Mary,  daughter  to 
Richard  Raleigh,  of  Farnborough,  co.  Warw.  and  had  iflue  Anthony 
and  Joice ;  fecondly,  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  to  Sir  William 
Parr,  knight,  baron  Parr  of  Horton;  by  whom  he  had  two  daughters, 
Anne  and  Mary;a  and  a  fon,  Fulk,  who  married  Alice,  daughter  to 
William  Coles,  of  Leegh,  in  com.  Wigorn.  progenitor  to  the  Wod- 
hulls  of  Thenford  (or  Shenford). 

Anthony,  on  the  death  of  his  father,  the  23d  Henry  VIII.  was 
fourteen  years  of  age,  or  more  ;  and  the  3 1  ft  Henry  VIII.  fued  out  his 
livery,  but  died  foon  after;  viz.  33d  Henry  VIII.  leaving,  by  Anne 
his  wife,  daughter  to  Sir  John  Smith,  Agnes  Wodehull,  his  daughter 
and  heir,  who  married,  firft,  Richard  Chetwode ;  and,  fecondly,  Sir 
George  Calverly,  knight ;  by  whom  fhe  had  two  fons,  who  died  before 
her.  She  died  the  18th  Elizabeth,  leaving  Richard  Chetwode  (after- 
wards Sir  Richard),  her  fon  and  heir  ;  who,  temp.  James  I.  preferred 
a  claim  to  the  barony  of  Wodhull,  when  his  petition  was  referred  to 
a  committee  of  lords,  who  returned  the  following  certificate  ;   viz.

"  dered  the  petition  of  Sir  Richard  Chetwode,  and  find  that  the  peti- 
"  tion  is  true  :  and  that  before  any  ufual  calling  of  barons  by  writs, 
"  his  anceftors  were  barons  in  their  own  right,  and  were  fummoned 
"  to  ferve  the  kings  in  their  wars,  with  other  barons ;  and  were  alfo 
"  fummoned  to  parliament.  And  we  conceive  the  difcontinuancc 
"  to  have  rifen  from  the  lords  of  the  honour  dying  at  one  year  of  age, 
"  and  the  troubles  of  the  time  enfuing  :  but  ftill  the  title  of  baron  was 
"  allowed  in  all  the  reigns  by  conveyances  of  their  eftates,  and  by 
"  pardon  of  alienation  from  the  crown  by  the  king's  own  officers, 
"  and  £.g  per  annum,  being  the  ancient  fee  for  the  caftle  guard  of 
"  Rockingham,  was  conftantly  paid,  and  is  paid  to  this  day :  fo  that 
"  though  there  has  been  a  difufe,  yet  the  right  fo  fully  appearing, 
"  which  cannot  die,  we  have  not  feen  nor  heard  of  any  one  fo  much 
"  to  be  regarded  in  grace,  and  in  confideration  of  fo  many  knights 
"  fees  held  from  the  very  time  of  the  conqueft,  and  by  him  held  at 
"  this  day;  and  a  pedigree,  both  on  the  father  and  mother's  fide, 
"  proved  by  authentic  records  from  the  time  of  the  Conqueror  (which 
"  in  fuch  cafes  are  very  rare),  we  hold  him  worthy  the  honour  of  a 
"  baron,  if  your  Majefly  thinks  meet.

It  appears,  however,  that  nothwithftanding  this  report,  his  majefty, 
James  I.  did  not  attend  thereto  ;  yet  offered  Sir  Richard  a  patent  for 
the  faid  barony,  which  he  thinking  a  derogation  to  his  claim,  declined 
to  accept. 

The  defcent  of  this  family  has  been  rather  more  fully  given  than 
others  fimilarly  circumflanced,  as  to  having  been  fummoned  to  parlia- 
ment, and  afterwards  omitted,  in  order  that  the  reader  might  be  en- 
abled to  form  an  opinion  of  the  nature  and  operation  of  a  writ  of 
fummons  to  parliament,  and  fee  the  fentiments  of  the  then  lords  of 
parliament  upon  the  fubjeci. 
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WAKE. 

Arms — O.  two  Bars,  G.  in  chief  three  Torteauxes. 

The  Wakes  are  mentioned  by  Brompton,  amongft  the  nobles  and 
others  who  came  over  with  the  Conqueror;  but  it  is  the  opinion  of 
ikilful  antiquaries,  that  the  Wake  mentioned  in  the  Roll  of  Battle 
Abbey,  was  one  of  thofe  who,  weary  of  Harold's  ufurpation,  fled  into 
Normandy  to  invite  duke  William  into  England,  and  came  over  with 
him. 

As  to  the  firft  rife  of  the  name  of  Wake,  it  is  obferved  by  Dr.  Pa- 
trick, that  Herewaldus,  or  Hewaldus,  was  furnamed  de  Wake,  or 
le  Wake.  He  was  one  of  the  braveft  heroes  of  his  age  and  country, 
whofe  actions  are  celebrated  by  Ingulphus  ;  and  was  the  laft  who  fub- 
mitted  to  the  Conqueror. 

His  daughter  and  heir  was  married  to  Hugh  Evermur,  whofe  grand 
daughter,  Adelhidis  (daughter  of  Richard  de  Rullos),  was  wedded  to 
Baldwin  Fitz  Gilbert,  brother  to  Walter,  the  father  of  Gilbert  de 
Gant,  the  firft  earl  of  Lincoln  of  that  family.  By  which  Baldwin,  fhe 
had  a  daughter,  Emme,  heir  to  him,  and  to  the  beforementioned  He- 
rewald,  as  appears  from  an  ancient  charter  of  the  abbey  of  Brunne. 

Hugh.  I"  the  time  of  Henry  I.  fhe  is  mentioned  to  be  the  wife  of  Hugh 

le  Wac  ;    and  it  is  agreed  fhe  fettled  her  name  upon  her  hufband. 

Baldwin.      They  left  iflue  Baldwin  le  Wac  (fo  called  from  his  maternal  grand- 
father, Baldwin  Fitz-Gilbert). 

Baldwin.  Which  Baldwin  was  one  of  the  barons  at  the  coronation  of  king 

Richard  I.  and  died  the  3d  of  John,  to  whom  fucceeded 

Baldwin,  his  fon,  who  married  Agnes,  daughter  of  William  de 
Humet;  and  had  with  her  the  manor  of  Wichendon.  Which  Bald- 
win died  the  8th  John,  leaving  the  faid  Agnes  his  wife  furviving, 
and 

Baldwin, 
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Ian  of  Wind  for,  aflumed  his  furname  from  thence  ;  and  had  iflue  three 
fons,  viz.  William,  Robert,  and  Gerald ;  of  which  fons,  Edmondfon 
and  Dugdale  make  William  to  be  the  eldeft ;  but  Lodge,  in  his  Irim 
Peerage  (Vol.  I.  p.  z),h  afferts  Gerald  to  be  the  nrft,  Robert  the  fecond/ 
and  William  the  youngeft. 

Be  this  matter,  however,  as  it  may,  certain  it  is,  that  Gerald  was 
anceftor  to  the  family  of  Fitz- Gerald  vifcount  of  Taplow,  in  England  ; 
and  marquis  of  Kildare,  and  duke  of  Leinfter,  in  Ireland.  And  that 
Robert,  the  fecond  fon,  had  the  lordfhip  of  Eftane,  in  the  county  of 
Eflex;  which  Henry  II.  confirmed  to  William,  his  fon;  who  leav- 
ing only  one  daughter,  flie  became  the  wife  of  Robert  de  Haftings, 
and  her  daughter,  Delicia,  was  wife  of  Henry  de  Cornhill,*  whofe  *  Locke 
only  child  and  heir,  Jane,  being  married  to  Sir  Godfrey  de  Lovaine,  IrifhPcerage, 
was  mother  of  Sir  Matthew  de  Lovaine,  who  held  the  faid  manor  of 
Eftaines,  by  barony.      (Vid.  Lovaine,  or  Luvein.) 

William,  the  other  fon,  who  alfo  afTumed  the  furname  of  Wixsor, 
from  his  father's  office,  bore  the  family  coat  of  arms  with  the  Tinc- 
tures tranfpofed,  and  the  Field  charged  with  i  z  Crofslets,  Or. 

To  this  William,  Maud,  the  emprefs,  ratified  thofe  grants  which 
had  been  made  to  his  anceftors,  of  the  cuftody  of  Windfor  caftle,  &c. 

b  The  feniority  of  thefe  fons  is  much  difputed.  Gerald,  the  eldeft,  in  the  earl  of  Kildare's 
(now  duke  of  Leinfter),  being  made  the  youngeft  in  the  pedigree  of  the  earl  of  Kerry,  and 
attefted  by  Seager,  garter  king  at  arms,  who  is  followed  by  his  fucceffors,  Dugdale  and  Anflis, 
for  which  they  affirm,  "  That  the  appellation  of  Fitz- Walter  was  given  to  this  Gerald,  becaufe 
he  was  a  younger  fon."  But,  fays  Lodge,  Vol.  I.  p.  2,  "  It  deferves  an  Inquiry,  how  the 
"  confequence  of  his  being  a  younger  fon  can  be  drawn  from  his  having  the  appellation  of 
"  Fitz-Walter?  The  cuftom  of  that  age  (he  proceeds  to  fay),  warrants  the  affirmation  of  the 
"  contrary;  and  that  the  eldeft  fon,  efpecially,  affumed  for  his  furname  the  Chriftian  name  of 
"  his  father,  with  the  addition  of  Fitz,  &c.  And  this  continued  in  ufe  until  furnames  came 
"  to  be  fixed,  circ.  temp.  Edward  I.  and  among  many  families  till  long  after  that  time.  Younger 
"  fons  being  not  fo  frequently  known,  or  called  by  their  father's  Chriftian  name,  as  by  that  of 
"  his  office  or  employments.  For  which  reafon  the  two  brothers  of  Gerald  are  not  called  Fitz- 
"  Walter,  but  de  Windfor." 

*  He  bore  the  coat  of  arms,  diftinguifhed  from  the  chief  branch,  by  tranfpofing  the  Tinctures, 
adding  a  Bordure  Engrailed  Argent,  and  charging  the  Saltires  with  a  Crefcent,  a  demonflration 
ot  his  being  the  fecond  fon.

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as  fully  as  they  had  enjoyed   the  fame  in  the  time  of  Henry  I.     To 
whom  fucceeded 

William,  his  fon;  and  to  him  Walter,  his  fon  and  heir;  who 
*Dugdale,       dying,  S.  M.  P.*  Chriftian,  his  daughter,  was  his  heir;  who,  the  8th 
Tom.l.p.509.   of  john  w;th  Duncan  de  Lafcells,  her  hufband,  as  alfo  Ralph  de  Hof- 
ding,  gave  240  marks  fine  to  the  king,  for  livery  of  his  lands.d 

But  William,  a  younger  brother  to  Walter,  it  feems,  w7as  lord  of 
the  barony  ot"  Stanwell,  from  whom  defcended  Richard  de  Windfor, 
who  died  in  1367,  leaving  by  Julian,  daughter  and  coheir  of  James 
Molynes,  of  the  county  of  Southampton,  two  fons  ;  whereof  Sir 
James,  the  eldeft,  was  anceftor  of  the  lords  Windfor  and  Montjoy. 
And  Sir  William  Windfor,  the  fecond  fon,  fignalized  himfelf  in  the 
wars  of  France,  temp.  Edward  III.  and  Richard  II.  and  in  May, 
1386,  accompanied  John  duke  of  Lancafter  from  Briftol  into  Spain; 
when  the  army  was  difabled  from  a&ing  by  ficknefs,  which  raged  to 
fuch  a  degree,  that  there  is  faid  to  have  died  twelve  lords,  eighty 
knights,  two  hundred  efquires,  and  very  many  private  foldiers. 

As  a  reward  of  his  fervices,  he  had  a  grant  of  divers  lands  in  tail, 
and  fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  the  5th, 
6th,  and  7th  Richard  II.  but  not  after.  His  wife  was  the  famous 
Alice  Perers,  the  reputed  concubine  of  Edward  III.  in  his  dotage.  But 
he  deceafed,  according  to  Edmondfon,  in  1385,  without  hTue  male. 

In  Dugdale's  Index  to  his  Lifts  of  Summons  to  Parliament,  the 
name  of  this  William  de  Windfor  is  omitted;  but  in  the  body  of  the 
Summons,  the  fame  is  included  in  the  years  beforementioned. 

d  Dugdale  relates,  that  Ralph  de  Hofdeng  paying  a  fine  of  240  marks,  had  livery  of  a  moiety 
of  the  lands  of  Walter  de  Windfor,  but  he  makes  no  mention  how  he  became  entitled  to  the 
faid  moiety;  aflerting,  that  Chriftian  was  the  daughter  and  heir  of  the  faid  Walter.  It,  how- 
ever, appears,  that  Walter  left  two  daughters,  his  coheirs;  whereof  Chriftian,  the  one,  married 
Duncan  de  Lafcelles;  and  Gunnora,  the  other,  was  wife  of  the  fame  Ralph  de  Hofdeng. 


Otho, 
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Baldwin,   his  fori  and  heir,   who  married  Ifabel,  the  daughter  of  Baldwin. 
William  de  Briwer ;  and  died  the  15th  John. 

Hugh,  his  fon,  was  his  fucceflbr,  who  married  Joan,  daughter  and   Hugh. 
heir  of  Nicholas  de  Stutevil;   and  died  temp.  Henry   III.  leaving  iflue  vid.  Stutevil. 
Baldwin,  his  fon  and  heir. 

Which  Baldwin  was  one  of  the  rebel  barons  againft  Henry  HI. 
but  at  length  fubmitted  to  the  king,  and  had  his  pardon.  Dugdale 
fays,  he  married  Hawife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Robert  de  Quinci; 
But  Nicolfon  and  Burne,  in  their  Hiftory  of  the  Counties  of  Cumber- 
land and  Weftmoreland,  p.  464.  Vol.  II.  alTert,  he  married  Eleanor, 
daughter  of  Sir  John  Montgomery,  and  died  the  10th  Edward  I. 
whofe  fucceflbr  was 

John,  his  fon,  who  was  fummoned  to  parliament  as  a  baron  of 
the  realm,  from  the  23d  to  the  28th  of  Edward  I.  when  he  died; 
leaving  John,  his  fon  and  heir,  and  Joane  his  wife  furviving ;    which 

John  lived  not  long,  fo  that  Thomas,  hisfecond  fon,  became  heir 
to  the  honour  and  eftate,  who  married  Blanch,  daughter  of  Henry  earl 
of  Lancafter;  and  having  been  fummoned  to  parliament,  from  the 
nth  Edward  II.  to  the  22d  of  Edward  III.  died  the  31ft  of  May,  23d 
Edward  III.  without  iflue ;  leaving  Margaret,  his  fifter,  his  heir,  then 
widow  of  Edmund  of  Wodeftock,  earl  of  Kent,  whofe  daughter,  Joan, 
called  the  Fair  Maid  of  Kent,  was  married  to  Edward  the  Black  Prince, 
father  of  Richard  II. 

A  younger  fon  to  the  laft  Baldwin  lord  Wake,  was  Hugh  of  Blyfe- 
worth,  in  the  county  of  Northampton,  who  had  iflue,  by  Joan  his 
wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  de  Wolverton,  (Vid.  Wolverton), 
Thomas  Wake,  his  fon  and  heir,  who  married  Alice,  daughter  and 
coheir  to  Sir  John  Patefhul,  of  Bletftio,  co.  Bedford,  knight;  but 
neither  he  nor  his  pofterity  were  ever  reckoned  amongft  the  barons  of 
the  realm. 

Defcended  from  thic  family,  alfo,  was  John  Wake,  efquire,  created 
a  baronet  by  James  I.  December  5th,  1621.

The  38th  Henry  III.  Ralph  de  Wilinton  was  Sheriff  of  Devon- 
shire, and  governor  of  Exeter  caftle. 

To  whom  fucceeded  John,  his  fon  and  heir  ;  who,  the  nth  Ed- 
ward I.  obtained  a  grant  from  the  king  of  the  caftle  of  Keirkenny,  in 
Wales,  to  himfelf,  and  Ralph,  his  brother  in  fee.  The  15th  Ed- 
ward II.  this  John  was  in  the  earl  of  Lancaster's  inSurrection,  where- 
by he  forfeited  all  his  lands ;  but  king  Edward  III.  reftored  them  to 
him  again. 

Ralph,  his  fon,  was  his  fucceSTor ;  who,  the  16th  Edward  III.  had 
fummons  to  parliament  amongft  the  barons  of  the  realm,  and  in  the 
2id  Edward  III.  died  without  iflue  ;  leaving  Reginald  de  Wilinton, 
his  uncle,  his  next  heir,  then  fifty  years  of  age.

At  the  time  of  the  general  furvey,  Walter  Fitz- Other  held  divers 
manors  in  the  counties  ot"  Southampton,  Berks,  Bucks,  and  Middlefex; 
in  which  latter,  Stanwell  became  the  principal  feat  of  him  and  of  his 
pofr.erity,  until  the  time  of  Henry  VIII.  when  they  removed  to  Bordf- 
ley  Abbey,  in  com.  Wigorn,  near  which  is  fituate  Hewel-Grange,  now 
the  refidence  of  their  later  defcendants  and  reprefentatives,  the  Wind- 
sor Hickmans,  earls  of  Plymouth. 

This  Walter  being  warden  of  the  foreft  of  Berkfhire,  and  cafiel- 

lan 
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On  the  comparing  of  Dugdale's  Baronage,  with  his  Lifts  of  Summons 
to  Parliament,  it  will  be  feen,  that  in  the  latter  are  contained  the 
names  of  many  perfons  who  had  fummons  thereto,  of  whom  no  men- 
tion is  made  in  the  former  celebrated  work.  Wherefore,  to  furnifh 
as  ample  an  account  as  poffible  of  the  ancient  baronage  of  this  king- 
dom, the  complete  index  of  thofe  who  ever  had  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment to  Dugdale's  time,  is  hereto  annexed;  by  which  the  reader  will 
have  combined  in  one  work,  the  perfect  fubftance  of  the  contents  of 
two  of  the  moft  valuable  publications  of  that  much  efteemed 
author. 

Sir  William,  in  his  Lifts  of  Summons,  prefaces  the  fame  with  the 
copy  of  that  writ  of  fummons  which  was  iftued  by  the  rebel  barons 
in  the  king's  name,  when  they  held  their  parliament,  the  49th  of 
Henry  III.  which  he  afferts  is  the  earlieft  writ  of  fummons  to  parlia- 
ment upon  record. 

On  confulting,  however,  of  that  very  eminent  antiquary,  Selden,  we 
find  (p.  708),  that  whereas  in  the  reigns  of  the  feveral  monarchs  pre- 
vious to  king  John,  every  tenant  in  chief  was  indifferently  an  hono- 
rary or  parliamentary  baron,  by  reafon  of  his  tenure,  or  lands  held, 
which  made  his  barony;  about  the  latter  end  of  king  John,  fome 
only  that  were  the  moft  eminent  of  thofe  tenants  in  chief,  fometimes 
ftyled,  "  Majores  Regni  Barones,"  were  fummoned  to  parliament,  by 
feveral  writs  directed  to  them  ;  and  the  reft  that  held  in  chief,  were 
fummoned  alfo,  not  by  feveral  writs,  but  by  one  general  fummons

given  by  the  fherirfs  in  their  feveral  counties.  And  according  to  this 
*Dorf.Clauf.  form,  there  is  upon  record  a  writ  of  fummons  to  parliament,  of  the 
mem.  13!        16th.  of  Henry  III.*  whereof  Selden  gives  the  following  copy:
